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PREFACE 


T he firit volame of tlip Sdcetiona £rom tlve Letters, Dca- 
pitckes and other State Papers ia the Military Depart¬ 
ment of tlifi Gorernment of ludia, 1837-59, contained Iho 
doenmeate from the first outbreak of diaaffeclion to the aiege 
nod storming' of Delhi by the English troops. These Tokimes 
contain in a similar form: — 

All pipers relating to the mutiny at Lucknoir and the 
defence of the Eeaidency liy the garrison; General 
HaTelock’s mareli from AUahaljad and the fimt 
relief of Lucknow: Geneml Ontinm's defence of 
Lvtoknow r Sir Colin CampbeU’s relief of Lucknow 
in November 1857 jOiiti’am.'a defence of theAlum- 
bagli: General Windlwim’s defenoe of Cawnpore ; 
Sir Colin Campbell’s storming and capture of 
Lucknow. All documents relating to the outbreak 
at Cawnjioi'fr, tbe defence of the intrenchuient, and 
the umssaete of the survivors. 

As the letters mid despatches do not, however, furaisli 
an unbroken narrative of events and are somewhat full of 
technical detail, I have thought it advisable, aa in tbe case 
of the previous rolume, to con struct from these official mntc- 
ririis a continuous story and to prefix it ua an introduction. 
Since the publication of the first volume seven years have 
elapsed, but the labour of investigation has been very great 
and the years which I have devoted to the work have been 
none too many for so delicMteand difficult an enterprise. The 
documents in the two present volumes illustrate a larger num¬ 
ber of important episodes tUun did the previous calendar, 
Tbe introduction to the Delhi volume contained one distinct 
narrative. The present introduction, it will be seen, contains 
eight distinct und complete narratives, and it 1ms not always 
bpon easy so to arrange them that the course of events ahouUl 
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ever lie elenr and distinct and tlie reader Ije not too frequently 
called Tipon to lireat off, and resume, the tlireads of differont 
operatfons in different parts of the empire. 

ft is on the sum ground of ofScial documents that T 
hare mainly relied, but they have been fortified by tlie con¬ 
temporary litcratum which is holh varied and ahiindant. A 
large number of private letters and diaries have hen a placed 
at my disposal and it lias been my anxious care to draw from 
them useful material by separating facts and just inferenees 
from matters and opinionfs hnnesUy given as testified by the 
senses of the writer, but which in truth are founded on the 
ourrent statements and wai'ped feelings of the hour. Besides 
the printed matter imd the manuscript documents, I )mve 
bml the advantage of actual conversation with many who 
witnessed the transactions. 

military operations however extend over so wide a 
field that no actor con have a personal knowledge of all the 
circumstanccH. By putting together fragments of iaforma- 
tion which I have received from several witnesses, marking 
where they agree and where they differ and comparing them 
ivith the whole collection of written statements, I liavc 
endeavoured to arrive at a complete and correct conception of 
the comhiontion of scenes which a buttle or the storming of 
a fortress proflcnts. My o^vu conceptions have heen corrected 
by the teohnieal and sagacious criticisms of militiiry experts, 
and the work of a civilian on the operations of war is there¬ 
fore offered with less fear. In order to slrenglheu the text 
and to enable the reader to form Ivia own judgment of tlie 
ovidonce, abundant citations from the original autlioritios 
have lieen mserted os footnoti>s; I have also incorporated 
extracts from the despatches and letters in the text of the 
introduction with the object of bringing the render into 
touch with the actors, 

Tlie storj of the defence of Lucknow, one of the most 
dramatic incidents in our national history, ia told in the con¬ 
temporary narratives of the man who did the fiuhtins and the 
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tvi>iDi:u whoHC uoumyc tiev<.*r fidterutl ; auJ ilipy arc fcrtilo 
in tragctly* I tliBCOvered that the clmry of Ca|itfim Georgo 
Fill ton, whose uhei^rful hearing ^ud noble temper in&piri'it 
olTicers and niou ivltli his own energy and cool delermination, 
tras in Australia. In logpoi^e to my appeal his sons kindly 
sent me a copy, and of this I have made free use in Lho intro- 
duetion. The iiiuJ and mode.st temper of the man to wliom tils 
comrades gavo the proud ti tle of " The Defender of Lucknow 
is seen in hia plain namitivo of facts. Sir Joseph Fayrer 
lijis also given me leave to quote from his manuscript diary. 

The story of Cainipore, a talc of diisoater and unutter- 
ahle woe illumined by gallantry* and piilient, heroic ooui'agr, 
is told in part from the narratives of Captain Thomson, 
Lieutenant Delafosse and Mr, Shepherd, the three male sur¬ 
vivors, and from an account w'ritten forme by one of the two 
women who escaped the massacre at the liank of the river. 
Her name, for tlie sake of lier family, entmot he disclosed, 
iler story has been minutely compared with the ToliLtninou.H 
evidence before me and of its substantial accuracy thore is 
no doubt. TJie depositions of sixty-three witnesses, nativen 
and lialf-castes, taken under the directions of Colonel 
Williams, Commissioner of Police in the North-Western 
Provinces, have been consulted, hut their evidence is full of 
discrepancies and must bc treated with extreme caution. The 
contideutial reports from ofHcinls, pditions from private 
persons, dcpfjsitions of witnesses, iinofncial osaminiitiona, Imvri 
been studied with care. They show thot although tliu 
^ilarkest tints prcdominntp, the picture Is not so black os it 
has been painted. As Colonel Williams states : “ Tlie most 
searching and earnest enquiries totally disprove the unfounded 
assertion that at lirst was so frequently mode and so cur¬ 
rently believed that personal indignity and dishonour ivoro 
olfered to our poor Fufferiiig countrywomen.*’ The endence 
also proves that the sepoy guanl pLveed over the prisoners 
refused to murder them. 'Jlie foul crime was perjndmted 
by hvo ruOiuDs of the Nona’s guard at the instigaiion of a 
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courtesan, it is iis uiigeuerous as it is untrue to cliargfr 
upun a nation tliat cruel deed. 

The sketeli o£ Sir Coiip. Cnnipbell’a reliei of Lueknow 
in NoTcmher 1857 is (Jmwn from Sir Colin's own ilespitch 
and other primary sources, Tlie journal kej>t in his officiftV 
capacity by Captain George Allgood, c,b., who acoouipiuieil 
Sir Colin ns Assistant Quaitermaster-General with licad- 
i^uarters in the carn|migns of 1857, ISoM and 1859, are now 
printed for tlie first thne and they hare been of great use to 
me. Sir llsTid Uatrd, who was one of Sir Colin’s .lides-de- 
Canvp, ut ley urgent request sent nie a short narrative of 
what oceiuTed when he, Lieutenant Roberts and Captain 
Hopkins planted under a shower of bullets a regimental 
colour on one of the turrets of the mess-house. 

The narrative of Major-General trindham’s opemtions at 
Cawupore lias been written witli an anxious regard to state 
facts witliout unduly raking the aslies of aji old controversy. 
Tlie draft of the narrative wiis rc'ad by the late Sir Jolm Adye, 
who was Windham's Brigade-Majttr, tmd pronoune€id Ijy him 
to ho accurate and impartial. I pointed out to Sir tJohu that 
his semi-official defence of General Windliam’a strategy printed 
in 1858 Ls mainly based on the word “ ouUlde” which is not in 
the original manuscript of the " Memorandum hy the Chief of 
tlie Staff for the guidance of itajor-General Windlnim.” 
Colonel Lewis JoneB (SSth Regiment), who cjiptured the 
enemy’s gnns on the 2Gth T^ovember, has conferred upon mt! 
a fa CO nr hy sending to me a brief uccoimt of wliat took place 
on that day. General Cliamier, who commanded with so 
much distinction the Madras guns on the 28th of November, 
when Brigadier Carthow was forced huok into the inlreneb- 
naents, has, hy imparling to me much valuahle information, 
helped me to understand the true nature of that conflict. 
But of all the materials on which 1 formed my aeeouiit 
nouc has been of more vaiuo to me than the original draft 
of Brigaditir Caithcw’s “ Detailed report of the operations 
of the Forces placed under my comnmud on tho 26rh, 27 th 
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and 2Stli ultimo." As the report came into injr pnvatn 
possession from n prirnto soiiree, and is not to lie found, in 
ilie Military llecords. I am precludwl from heating it as 
ai\ official doenment which ought to be printed m tlieao 
volumes. General Chainier vouches for its accuiiiey. 

The account of the march cit the three columns from 
the ensteru frontier of Ondh to Lucknow has heen luiiinly 
constructed from the despahffies of their respeettve com¬ 
manders. Much useful inroi'matiou rekting to the n\areh 
of General Fiunks’s force has been siipplietlto me hy General 
JfoLeocl limes, V.C., who accompanied it as Engineer 
Officer, and showed how great prot'essioual skill and csilm 
iud'^mont can be combined with valour of no ordinary order. 

""a detaUed account is given of tho operations on the 
plain of Alumhagh, hy which Qatmm held the armed hosts 
of Lucknow in check until the Oommnnder-in-Chief was in 
a position to undertake the capture of the city. It has hoen 
mainly based on Ontram’a own reports, which bear in every 
liae tiio stamp of tho man who imprassed hinisolf upon all 
the events with which ho was eonncetisl and shaped thorn by 
the force of his individual character. Ue lives in the hearts of 
those who knew him, and from his comrailes I liave received 
many striking reminiscimeos of his courage and chivalry. 

The sketch of the siege and capture of Lucknow, an 
operation which will always he considered a striking illustru- 
tlon of tlie art of war, is draAvn from Sir Colin Campbeirs 
despatch and Outram’s memorandum of the operations car^ 
ripd on under bis command. The " Itep^rta on the Engineer 
lnfr Opemtions at the Siflge of Lucknow in March 185B,’’ by 
Maior-Geneiwl Sir H. Knpier, Colonel Harness, c.b.. 

and Lieutenant-Colonel Lennox, Royal Engineers, have 
enabled me to tmeo the daily progress of the siege. General 
Sir J. J. H. Gordon, who took part in the stern cotillict at 
the Kaiser Bagh which again made ua masters of Lucknow, 
lt:is assisted me to reconcile many discrepancies in the con- 
U'liiporary iiiirratiTC'S* 
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Field Mai-sli:il Earl llolMirts, wlioao naniG ia often men- 
liotiLil Id the despntchei, has conferred on me nn important 
favour by rendini: the introduction and fumisbmg some im¬ 
portant suggestions and corrections, Eiuallj', I have to 
express my deep thanks to General Sir Henry Norman, e,c.u,. 
for liis kind supervision of tiie proofs of tlie State i>apers 
and for giving me by his notes an opportunity of availing 
myself of bis knowledge find study of the subject. Some of 
tbe oCicial papers were written by him, and in most of the 
scenes be played an important and gallnnt pnrt. 

The sources of the narmtive are State documents, hut 
tbe introduotion lias no ofiicial character or authority. My 
earnest endeavour has been to state salient authentic facts 
in a spirit that will not revive the virulent race animosities 
whit'h were aroused by l>loodshed and carnage and perverted 
the history and criticism of tbe hour, Tliere have been 
tongnea and pens enough to narrate the excesses which have 
raised the Indian Mutiny to the rank of a w'orld-wide 
tragedy. It is useful tliat these Crimea should be Temem- 
bored and freshly pondered, but it is equally ivise to study 
the opposite picture. The brave and turbulent population 
of Oudh with a few exceptions treated the fugitives of the 
ruling race with a marked kindness. Not only the Inyalty 
and the coumge hut the calm heroic spirit with which the 
sepoys in tlie Lucknow Kesideney endured dangers and 
trials is worthy of all honour. The devotion and fidelity of 
humble native attendants and loyal sepoys, the patient 
endurance and calm courage of our countrymen and coimtrV'* 
women, the high energy and valour of the Biitish soldier, 

iifford some relief to tho most terrible features of a tale of 
wrath and fuiy.

tl^TRODUCTrON 


On the 13 th of Febniary 1856 , the Province of Ondh was oDnexed 
on the righteons ground tbiit " the Bri tish Guverotoent would be guilty in 
the right of God and man, if it were any longer to aid in sustaining by 
its cnuotenoDce an odmimBtrotion fraught with suffering to raillicuin," * 

The country was constituted rntn a Cliief Comniissioiinrohip, and 
Major-Qeaeral Sir James Outram was appointed Chief Commisaioner. 

Four yeura after Waterloo was won James Outram arrived in India, Junn 
and was appointed an Eiirign in the SStd Kegiment of Native Inhmtrv, 

He soon proved himself on antivn and daring soldierj and after six 
ycaru’ service, he was apiMinted, notwithstanding his youth, to oom- 
luaud a ooips which was to ba recruited from tbo Bhib, the wild, 
maroudiDg, aboriginal tribes wbo formed the chief inhabitants of thJ 
provuico of Khandcsh. Here ho reaped his firot laurels, and acquired 
cojufiidemblt^ celebrity. He eommencod has operations by attacking with 
a few troopa the Btiib in their mouiitaio fertreaseB, and, afc«r a sihort^ laas^'is^ 
stubborn contest, having deetroyHl their strongholds, and taken laAny 
prisoners, he proceeded to form hia corps by enlisting the captives, A 
man of iron nerve, he won the confidence of the dans by living among 
them unarmed, and trusting to their rough aemw of jiistico and honour. 

Ho was the leader of his wild companiona in cveiy hardy sport, and in all 
the country round there was no BhiJ who could throw the javelin, ride

iTiipoTiimt office of Political Agent Yrhen tho fir^t Afghan War broke the 
bug peace m which Iiidiii. had reptiseri; and he sacrificed rank, and the 
fairoefc prosjicct of civil advancementj to join^ in a coniparatively ^^ubor- 
diojita position, hia couimdea in the held. But ho aeon found oppoJjtum- 
ties of showing his skill and daring in wiir* The day before Ghazni woa 
taken by storm^ he routed a large hydy of the enemyp who had occupied 
a fiVtong position cm the hills ci^rnimundiug the camp; and wheu Dost 
Mahomed fled from his capital Outram was rippointed to lead an expedi- 
tion sent forth to capture him. He pursued the royal ftjgitive along 
tortuous chan neb, and over lofty pasjaes i but tho ex-Amir of Afghanmtjiii 
made goiml lus escafje across the Qxns. On his return to Kabul Outrank 
waa employed in tranqnilUaing tho il inn Elected Ghilzai tribes between the 
i^pital and Kandahar^ and w4th a snmll tbreo ho ecaured the wild regioiQ 
from Kabul to Quetta, seizing forts, tioddubduiugchiefa At tho siege of 
KhelaL he dktingnished himseLf, and, disguhied as an Afghan, he carried 
a general despatch tbnmgh the enemy's country, hy an unknown and 
rlifiicult route. 

For the important services he had rendered with the army Out- 
nim was promoted to the rank of Brevet-Miijor, and was appomted Poli¬ 
tical Agent in Lower Sind f Here again he manifested in yarious ways 
hk grotd udcniiiistmtive cupucitj;, and bis poiver of dealing irith savage 
mees and winning theif coufideucc. When the Amir of Haidarabad

he displayed in Lower Sind led to his being appointed Political Agent 
for all the S tates which ucenpiod the Fron bier between Siiid and 
Afghanistan. The conlidonce with which he inspired wild tribes wh^s 
cajiie nnder Ids Lnlliicnce W£ia of great Bervice to Geneml^Nutti in Iiia 
proparationa for a accoud advance oa Kabul, and wheii the Bribish 
troops tetnrned te India, haTiog revenged the tnuider of our Envoy^ 
rlutr&m, with hia savage anitiliaries, protected the line of marcli 
through the Bohm Paaa. For his zeal and ability " he received the 
thanks of the Government of India; but owing to Sir Charles Napier 
having been invegted with full diplomatic and military power in Sind., 
his political office was abolished■ and Outrain was remanded to hin 
regiment, Uia departure wiis laiueated by men of all classes nnd 
ereeds, and at a public ban'iuct to hia honour Sir Chorlea Napier pro- 
paged hia health in the following temia—Qcutkmcu, I give you the

the Bombay Army r and the epithet will always remain linked with 
his name. 

The next year James Outram returned to Siud on being appointed, 
at the special request of Napier^ a ccinniUsioner for the arrange* 
ment of the details of a revised treaty with the Amii^^* On the 13th 
of February the Amira relucimitly signc<i the treaty at Haidarabad;, 
and three days afterwards the Eesidency Houm was attacked by a 
force of eight thousand infuriated Bel nchis with six guna On tram, 
with a body-guarfl of one hundred men, defended it resolutely. After 
four hours" sharp lighting he woa^ howevuTj compelled, owing to 
want of am munition ^ to withdraw his small band to a ateamcr aachored 
in the river: he then, under a heavy fire, proceedod some mile* ap the 
Indus. 

Un the 16th of Fehmary Outram joined Napier some sixteen 
milcfl above Haidarabaih and was immediately sent by him to 
clear the foreat around the village of Mcanee, where was posted the 
araiy of the Amir. Whilfit he was engaged in tbia operation wik* 
fought the bloody bottle which made ua masters of SiniL 

It is not within tiie scope of tho?io pages to discosa the merits of 
the policy that culminated in the conquest and annexation of the Prov-

join Lha army of the Sdtlej. An outbreak in the Southern Mahmtta 
country, however, gave him a fresh opportunity of diaplaj-ing hie oaU 
kntry ^ resource in the field, and his vigour and addre^ in di^o- 
^ The manner with which heeancladed same delicate peguciatL

Arnving nt Calcutta, Lard Daihousie not only 
appomted him honorary aidiMle-camp on his stati, but the Govemmem 
of India hnvung resolved to a^urne the direct control of nffiiiis at 
Barodu, sent him bock as Resident, Ua had only enjoyed his secoPd 
^ure of the office a month when ho was appointed Political Agont and 
Comni^dant at Aden, From there he was summonad by Lord Dalhousie 
^ardent at Oudh. with instructiana to pmparg at once a report of 
the exiB mg state of the country. It was a diflicalt and delicate taSk and 
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report- he fitatod thal he hod eo heaitatiop in declaring his opinidp that 
the diity imposed on the Snriah Oov^ertimont bv treaty could t30 longer 
admit of our ” honestly indulging the reluotance which the Goveniinejit 
of lotlia had Ml heretofore to have reooiii^ to thefte eitreuio niEiiffnre^i 
which alone con be of iwny real efficiency in remedying the evila from 
^ which the State of Ondh has BuffeieJ ho long.” Lonl Dalhouaie for¬ 
warded Ootnim'& report, accpmpRnkd by an exhauativo minute, in 
which he reviewed the whole qm^stion* ""The reform of the atlniiiii*a- 
tmtion,” t^rd DalhpiiHie wrote, may bo wrought^ and the prosperitv 
of tho people may be secured, without rosortiiig to lao extreme a moasnre 
im the annoifttion of the territor}-. and the abolition of the throne, I, 
for uiy iHiTt, thoTofore, do not recommend that the Provinco of Oudh 
should bo declared to be British territor3%’* * Bnt the Court of Directors 
and Her Majesty’s MiniaLiy* after carefully weighing the Qpinion of the 
tiOvemor-GEHeral and his Council, decided to Bssnme the Govern¬ 
ment of the country^ 

Oudh was annexed, and the efforts of British adtuiniatTation 
w"crc directed by the IcDient and genemua hande of On tram. But his 
health unfortunately broke down iindor the heavy strain of work, and 
in April 1 S 5 G he ™ obliged to rerign the rule of the province and 
return to England, 

Uutrain'a eucces&or was Mr, Covorley Jackson, a civilian from the 
Xorth- West Pmvineea. Ho had ability of a certain kind, and that sort 
of industry and e^actue$a wlilch would make him ao expert in the tech- 
lucalities of revenue administration: but he had no capacity for great 
adairs, and the government of inea. He was incapable of making 
Ilia officers give effect to the betievolcnt intentions declared in the 
proclamHtioij, which annutixiced to the chkfr and people of Oudh the 
annexation of the Province. That State paper promised that the 
revenue of the distrioti should be determined on a fair and titled

high a rate, and the revenue olbcers, “ biudably anxtuus to promote to 
the n till I let the walfaro ot the great body of tho agiieulturEd classes, 
were not auffieieully regardful of tho interests of tbc great latiderj 
proprifitnrs/' and ignored their acijuircd rights, althougli, unquestiou- 
iibly, petBona in posseasiou at the time of the annexation of Ibe countty, 
Miuiy of those laige landholders may have obtained possession of 
these holilijigi} by means of violence and fraud; but,as Lord Stanley 
remarked. *■ the British Government was nut aJiswerablo for this, and 
to attempt to alter whnt arofla out of a state of things untecedont 
to our oesiimptioii of the adniiniatrotion was undoubtedly an error,'’ 
It created a feeling of profound disconteut, not only among the 
chiefs, but amnng the clansmen, who sj-mpathised with the wrongs of 
their liege lords. The ungenerous treatment of the ooTlateral nicm^ 
beiB of the royal family, and the many persons holding high office 
conuectad with the Court and the public depart incuts, also embittered 
the feelings of the orderly middle class against the Coverutnent, As 
in the case of GovemmenEi servants of other descriptions, the 
oomiwnsatiou awarded to the military classes was inadequate, aud 
a very large number of persona trained to the use of arms, and 
habituated to the comniissloii of nets of lawlessness and violence, 
ware lei loose upon tho country, with tile means only of temporary uub- 
siBtenoo, and with every diapoaition to become on the first fitting 
. opportunity the enemia-^ of the State which had deprived them of 
their empbymeut. Thus the natural tenrlency of the introduction of 
on alieti rule to embitcer tho feelings of the iuHuential classes was 
' iijoroased by mdisoreet and unwise raeanuros Lord Cunning bacamo 
to a certain degree aware that a grioToms state of discontent had begun 
to spread through the pnovinee, and irhcn it wag known that Outmm 
would not return to Qjdh, having been appointed to command the 
expedition agflinst Pcniifl, the Gtivemor-Oonetiil determiued that his 
, permimont succesadT should be—not Mr. Coverlcy Jackson, but Sir 
Honry Lawrence, No man was better fitted to organise a newly 
annexed kingdom, fallau into extremity of disorder. 

Li^vniL^ Twouty-five yearn previously Heniy Lawrence, having been appointed 
to the hiitisai AriiUciy, hod landed at Calcutta. Almost immediately 
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ftfter hid ac Dnm-Dum, the head-quartcTB of that illuatnoos 

corpSp hti began lo work diligently at his professioQ; but he langod 
impatiently for tho period when tho irk^onio routiue of garnBon 
fluty ahould be exchanged for the Bubelanlial delights of war. The 
time soon catne^ He had beeq at Dum-Dum a year when war W'aa 
declarorl with Burma, and Hemy^ Lawrence sailed with his battery for 
Chittagong, lie acoompanled General Morrisnn^s force in ita march 
through the Burmefio district of ArakAn^ and took an active part in 
the brillLint and successful attack on the fortiflod heights and capital 
of the province, Tho long and harassing march through a malaHous 
country, howeverK told on his constitution, and a Bovere attack of 
malarial fever compelled him to return to Englani He remaiued at 
home for two years and-a-half, but the active and impatient spirit 
of the future administrator refused to corrode in distasteful reposen 
He joined the Trigonometricftl Survey, in the North of Delaztd, and 
aoi^uired an experitince which wna of considerable aer^dco to him in 
his future career 

On the Dbh of February 1830^ Lawrence returned to Calcutta, and 
was posted to tho Foot Artillery at tCnrimnb then a frontier statiou 
of the Empire. During the next eighteen months he sedulously 
devoted himself to acquiring a sound knowledge of the native language^ 
so essential to a great and useful ciueer iu ludiiu It was his Irish 
expc^rienccs, and his proficiency in the yemaculiLr?^ which led to his 
beiug appointed^ in m Assistant, in the Eeveune Survey Depart^ 
ment. About ihat time he married the xiccriess woman who was to 
him so perfect a helpmeet. 

Id I S3^>, when prepeuntions were being made for the Firet Afghan 
Campaign, Heoiy Lawrouce, like OnLmdn, placed his services at the 
disposal of the military authorities. JIo waa appointed to a troop of 
artillery which fonuod part of the Army of the Indus ; hot when the 
invading forces advanced it was left, to his sore disappointment, to 
guard the frontier. eager spiritSj however, found congenial work 

in the office of Assistant to the Frontier Agcucyi to which he was 
appointed. Living m the open air, and accessible at all houra to tliM 
people, he gained an inright into their customs and their temper, and 
acquired a strong influence over them. After tho disastrous retreat 
of the British troops from Kabul iu the winter of 1841-4^2 it was by dint 
of bis groat tact and courage ood through the confidence reposed in his 
oharacterj that the Sikh con tingent which accompanied Uonoral Pollock^s 
army was kept loyal, and made to render good aernce. As thoir 
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oommaticler he took part in thp battle of Tezeea imd Haft Kliotal^ mid 
entered Kabul with the retributoTy force. 

For hifl &ervic0i in the field Henf)* LaT^TenCO waa made a BreTet- 
Majoip and appointed by the GovernDr-GeneKil to the important post 
of Resident at the Court of NepauL The ofSce^ though it demands 
considenible diplomatic akilli does not involve much hard work: the 
Embas^ ab KbatmaDdooiB a mediffival prison, from which the Bs^dent 
watches the cuireiiLs and eddies of politics. Always fond 

of study, the Britiab envoy found at the Coiub of Nepaul more 
Icieuic than ho had previously enjoyed to devote to books^ and Ecom 
a fall mind he poured forth those papers hy which he acquired a 
Cfonaiderabic litcraiy celebrity. 

His easap oti the government of subject races, upon the dangers 
of n mercenary army, upon our relationff with native states, proved lum 
to be a far-seeing and sound statesman- ffjif papeir^ upon bormok life, 
and the hard lot of the soJdieFa wife and ebild, revealed the noble i 
modcat, and generous spirit of the mam But Hoary Lawrence arid hU 
wife wero not satiafierl with merely pleading the cauee of the soldiers 
wife and child. In their homo in the Himalayas they firjst began tho 
noble work of fDmiding and endowing—at considerable self-sacrifice — 
those asylums for the soldiers' children which are inseparably osso’ 
elated with their names. 

The papers whioh Lawrence published on the Punjab appeared at 
na opportune moment, for war with the Sikhs seemed inevitable ; and 
they attracted the attention of the Go vernor General by the firesh and 
clear mforination they contained, and the wisdom they displajod. 
When the Khnlsa -Army orossed the Sutlej, and death on the battle* 
field deprived the Qovomor-General of the services of his chief 
political officer. Major BrtKadfoot^ bo summoned the Resident at the 
Court of Neijaul to take the place. The summona reached him 
late one evening, and nert day he left his mountain retreat to hasten 
to tho tooted camp of wan He arrived in time to be present at the 
decisive contefit of Sobimon, and accompanied tho victorious troops to 
Lahore. 

Tho battle of Sobnian placed the Punjivb at our feet; but Lnrd 
Hardinge would not annejt it, and the oouquomrs granted to tho 
vanquished easy terms of peace. Tho young sovereign made a forma] 
sLibaiission, and it was arranged that the e^i^ting Sikh authority was to 
be niaiiibaiued uuder the protection of a Briti.sh subeidiary force, the 
luio of which was to terminate abwlnteiy ut the close of the year. The 
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Cis-Sutlej SLfitea wgr^auiioxeiJ, eis well sm the JiiHiindiirDi^ie&b, with the 
Alpine t-i£!^oiL between tlie Bea^ajid Sutlej, anti a fine wu.? levied to meet 
the coat of the war. But the whple snm the Laht-re Durbjir con Id not 
pajj and bj a qin^tiuiiftblo stroke of poUay, the valley of Coiihmere was 
handed over to (iolab Sing, e Itiijpub Sikh Siniar^ upon his paymfjnt of 
the balojitie of the expenses of the campaign- It wa^ also sdpulaLed 
that a BritUh Ttosidelit should be establLs.hed at Lahore and Henry 
Lawrence was appointed Agent to the Govcrnor-Ocneral for the aSaire Aguni to 
of tlie Punjab. After the treaty had been signed the GoTcrnor of 
CashTiiere. sopportod bv the Frinie MhiisLer ut Lahore, and the , 

Sikh Darlsar, refused to bund over Cashmere to Golab Sing, Henry of the 
LawrenOe displayed bis prooiptiLude and vigouT. Eighteen months 
had not passed since Sobraon htid beun fought; but by sheer force of 
will he compelled the Sikh Covcrainent to adhere to their engage men t. 

Hd placed hicnself at the head of the tan thouf^and Sikh treops with 
which they reluctantly supplied hinu and! supportetl by Brigadier 
Wheeler ^vith a small British force he ontE^red Oishtncro. The * 
Governor surrendered himself personally to Lfiwronco. and the province 
w^aa transferred * On returning to Lahore the Agent to the Governor- 
General took prompt steps to bring i^he Prime hlioister to jnstica for 
hiR treachery to the British Govemfuent. Lai Sing was tried and 
found guilty by hia peera, doposotJ from office ^ mid reinuvcd to British 
territcey. The question wiis now raiaed respecting the witbdraiviil of 
the Hriti.^h troops. But such a measure w'onid hckve led to bloodshed 
and anarchy p and the quesLion was settled by a fresh treaty being made 
which prolonged the indcpondcnce of the Punjab, subject to the 
continned occupation of the capital by Britiah troupe, Thii&r in the 
beginning of the year 1347, Henry Lawrence became, in all but name, 
the ruler of the kingdoiUi To aid him in the duties of adminbtnition 
he selected his aasistauta men of the sLamp of Herbert Ed warden, 
Kicholeoiii Eeyne! Taylor, w^hu, like the Piiritan^, endowed with a 
strong enthusiasm, and a living faith iu ait over-ruling providence,

brothciboiid of the Punjab which Burnuuded Henry LaTYreaco wielded 
power, not for love of ruling, but to curb the wild and lawleau, and to 
protect the poor. 

Long sojourn in Indiaj inoo^ant labour, aud the anxiety ciinaod 
by lie hm^oamig intrigues of the Durbar, told od the health of 
Hemy Lawrence, and in October 134?, he proceeded on aick leave to 
Enghiul He reached home in March, and soon after woe appointed 
to the roJik of K. C. B. 

Sir Henry spout hia hotidnys between England and Ireland^ in rhe 
society of relatives aud frieudB; and he was enjoying hi^ well earned 
repose when tidings reached him of the new outbreak in the Puujuhj 
w hich ended in the Second Sikh War* He had not regained his health, 
and he determined againat the advice of his phyEicians to return at cnee 
to India. In Xcveniber 184S he and liis wife sailed from England^ and 
reaching Bombay the fpllcwing nionth lie proceeded at once to MultAD^ 
and was there during the last days of the siege of the towiu He then 
pushed on to the entnp of the Commandor-in^Chief, and arrived to 
witnesii the hard fought, but disa^treua^ battle of ChilliMiwallah* 
When night clcifled the Sikha were loft upon the held to strengthen 
their podtioeu We had captured twelve gnna, but they had been gained 
at the losa of mure than two thousc-uid killed and wounded, luid the 
coloum of three regiments ’^vith four guna w^ere in the posecssion of the 
eneiuy^ After the battle Lorf Gough propojied to wutbdmw^ his army 
BOfue four or six miles from the sceue of action, for the s^ake of obtain- 
iug better fodder Ibr his cattle; but Sir Henry Liiw'reace pointed out 
that thha might be regarded by the Sikhs os an evidence of our defeat, 
and it would be beLter to hold his grennd. These arguments liappily 
prevailed. 

On the Ist of February 1Sir Heuiy re«umed his duties as 
Resident at Lahore, and twenty days after tho crowning victorj' of

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Gujarat decided the tate of the Punjabp He expressed a stxoRg dislike 
to annexation; but Lord Dalhouaie declared that the Sikh dominion 
luijd comO to an end in the land of tlie Five Rivera, and would 
he replaced by Britiftb m]g. The kingdom of Ruiijeet Sing was to be 
guvenied by a BiMrcl of Adminbitnitiouj and Sir Henry Lawrence was 
appointed Preaideulp and Mr, iLmael and John Lawrence^ MemberSi 
PeiU'O 4ind order were aw'ifbly restored; and a aummary and equitable 
BOttlemant of the land revenue moreafled the content and prosperity 
of the ryot-. A simple code for erirniiial ofleuces and for civil guita 
was drawn up and promulgated Earbaraus enstorna like infanticide 
were suppressed; toleration was enforced ; the currency waa atmptiJiecL 
Roailu were madCt works of irrigation conuuenced^ and forests and 
grazing liracts preserved. In five short years a wonderful changG was 
efleeted ; but these resultis were not attainn^d without considerable iric- 
tion between John Lftwrcnce and his elder brother Heury\ the Presi¬ 
dent of the Board, Henry thought that the feudal nobiliby of the 
Puujab should bo treated with oongidemtlon and kindneas because 
they were dowrij and he regarded that policy as Just in itself^ and the 
beat for securing friends to the new govoriiment, John regarded their 
cLiiuia as exorbitantj their tenure nominal and though b that the necee- 
sitieaof the new government destroyed old cuatoius. His sympathy 
with the tillers of the soil made him somewhat blind to the Talidity 
of aucieut titles, Uisagreemg oil such a vital pointy it was impossible 
for the two brothers to remain members of the same adunuistmtion. 
Botb simultaneonsh'' tendered their resignations: that of Sir Homy 
was accepted^ and early in 1853 he left Lahore to assume the Ooveruor- 
Gcneral's Agency in Rajputanu^ He did not live to the justification 
of his policy of M'ise conciliation. The magnificeut successes of John 
Lawrence's government of the Punjab duriog the Mutiny must in a 
large degree be attributed to the measure carried out by Sir Henry 
for upholding the jaghirdans in their ancient rights. The chiefs^ for 
whom he had interoeilcd and sacrideed his post* cast in their lot with 
Lheir retainers on our sidop and enabled John LawTience to send onr 
troops out of the Puujab to Delhi. 

Sir Hen:Q% on reaching Rajput ana, waa soou biisj^ supervialrig the 
afikira of eighteen native Btates and settling their jesJousied and quar- 
reltf. He strove hard to obtain the suppression of suttee mid infanti¬ 
cide I but Rajput prejudice and forte of ensto were too strong for him. 
"While thuH tjocupied in EajpuLmm ho was ofiered by Lord Dalhousie 
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blue ribbon of the Indian Foreign Office — the Besidoncj of 
Huidaritbad ; but ho decllnod the pogt* because he was ii&Eiid that oa 
accomiL of the state of his heaUb he cQiild not do justice to the work. 
The Lime wiis at hand when bia w^ork in life had t-o be Hone alone by 
Henrj^ Ltiwrench, for, on the 15tb of January 1854, death released 
the high-rniuilcd and ucible-bearted woman w^ho had sharod his toils 
end tronHes- Sii mcnliha after his life'a eotnpanion had been takoti 
from him Sir Henry attained the rank of Brevet-Colonol, the 

2titli of Jiitte 1854 he waa n]»palnted Houomry Aido-Ho-Camp to the 
Queen, Always a strenuous lahotirer^ he aLtempted to find relief 
from EioiTow by ati additional devotion Co literal^' and official work , 
but the strain prov^i too much, and he w^as preparing to leav^ lor 
Elngland when Lord Canning offered him the post of Chief Commis- 
sLoncr and Agent to the OoYornar-OoneTnl in Oudh. ITis health was in 
a critical stat-o: ho was worn in body and weary in spirit; but the prospect 
of being able to organise a newly annexed kingdom^a;^ he had organiaod 
the Funjabp put fresh life into him, xmd he aoeepced the offer His 
phyBioian Avrote that be " only oonseutcd to his going to Lnnknow on his 
promising to go home in November 1857/' By fchnt time the ehivnkoha 
aotil of Henry Ijawrenoe had gone home to rest 

At the close of March Henry LawTcnce entered on his new duties 
ftt Luokuowg hm\ the ohieet with which Lord Canning sent him to Oiu3h 
that ho might conciliate the hearu of the mhabitantf^ by hh*paatiee imd 
gracious tact see mod in n fair way of ftccompli^hnient, Ha mingled, as 
was his wont in the Punjab, with all chesses of the cirrienSfand evorr- 
where his jicrgopjd qualities anrl sincere manner prodnead thek uatum] 
edect. He met the fatidul at f™pieut durbara, and the Rnlcr, 

spare in figure, plain in manDerp benignant but haggard of coon tenon co, 
wou thoir respect by the courtesy which he manifested to their griovancea. 
Peasants and prominent nobles began to look up to him with confidencei 
OEi account of the honest endeavours he mnde to retirees their grievimcea 
During the month of April he Inbonred hurd la improve every brartcli 
of the adruLuIstrative niaehjiiery% m^d inspire his siihordmatea with 
his own concilifitory policy; and his elTorta appeared likely to be 
crowned wiLli mieoeas. The revenue was oqlloetod with quick oasc, and 
a more contented feeling sooiue^i to pervade the province. 

Bnt events were rapidly rolling together from ovety quartGr. and 
accurniilating to a crisis. A shiver of impending evil, of distniak and 
of fear ran through the wkole continent of Indisk Henry Lawrence 
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was one of tho few proroinont men who ganged the etato of public 
feeling, and had a atateffmaii’s knowledge of the forces which tended to 
prodnce it. He htwl for years past raised a note of wflmiiig at the ■ 
dangers which must attend the growth and prenondeTating streagth 
,of a Tnercenary army, the relaxation of discipline, and the absence of | 
generous treatment. He had warmly pleaded that the only permanent I 
hasiB of our power lay. as it will always lie, in the soldiera' and peBsanW ,r 
absotiite belief in the generosity, wisdom, and honour of the Gorern- [ 
ment. Ho realised how that belief hod begun to be iiudermiiuHl by a 
series of impolitic menatires, culminating in the unfortimato diatiibntion 
of the greased cartridges. 

The mntinoiie apint widch began to niflnlfest itself by overt acts in 
the Native Amy woa a matter of siipronie importance to the ruler of 
the native province uf some three-fourths of nur Bengal sepoys. He 
flrroto frequently and fully to the Governor-General on the subject, A 
letter, dated the t8th April, conveys to Lord Cunning the news of the 
firat outwani manifcHtutioii of discontent. A clod had beeu throw n at 
him whilst driving. Tt had also been reported to him that the men of 
the 48th seldom, or Q^^r^utetl an officer poLfl f t h e i r Qwp ceips . “ It 
would, peibftps, be well if the 48th were seat to anotbc!r province.'' The 
Governor-General, in his reply, acquiesces in the proposalthe 4Sth 
Regiment, or any other which you may wish to get rid of, may be 
moved to Meerut. I>t the Commander-in-Chief know if you find it 
ueceasary to send ft away, but do not wait for any other authorily. 
Should you have to dispoae of a second it can go to Cawupore in the 
first instance; but 1 hope this will net bo neceagary. It is very desir¬ 
able that OUT mistrust of a particular regiment should not be made 
notorious, and the removal of any corps from Oudh to a place where 
troops arc not wanted would be nndorstood at once. Of course, if you 
have regiments which are really nnrust worthy, there must be no deli¬ 
cacy in the matter ; but I hope there are uot two of that sort to be 
sent awoy " But though Lonl Canning expressed the hope that the 
regimenta regally untrustworthy were limited in number, he had gauged 
tho situation for he ndded—" 1 trust to your keeping me informed of all 
lljat passes in regard to the soimys. for we arc very for from being out of 
tho wood yet."' * Tlie Chief Coraraissioncr kept the Govemor-Genoral 
well informefl of all that passed. On tho Ist of May ho wrote—I have 
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^ recei'^ccl nimay kttera on the state of the army; moat of them allribute 
the prcsaent bad feelltig not to the cartrirlge^ or any other specific 
‘ quefltiQn, but to a pretty geiiGriiJ dii^tja.ra>^tiQn at many recent acts 
of Govemmenti which have been ekilfully played upon by Lncen- 
dinriBs. Thip^ la my opinion,^' Atnong the many recent acts, be 
mentioned the General S^^rviee Enlistment Oath, " which ie most dis- 
tafitcfijl, keeps tnany ont of the Eerviee, and frightens the old sepoys^ 
who miagine that the oaths of the yonng recruita affect the 
regiment” A natiTe officer of the Oudh urtillery, a Brahmin of about 
forty years of age, of excellent chAracter, inffirmed Henry Lawrence 
" that- Europeaiia were expen si ve^ find that, th&rcfore, we wished 
to take Hindoos to sea^ to conqnor the world for ns.” On his remark^ 
ing that the sepoy* though a good soldier on shore, la a bad one at 
sea by reason of his poor food — •** That is Just it,” wiis hia rejoinder; 
'"you want us all to aat what you like, that we may bo strongeTpand go 
anywhere/* The Poat Office refonns, instituted b}* Lord Dalhousie, 
which haTe done &□ much to promote the happiness of ihc indiat] 
people, are cited as bitter grievances^, thus conveying the leflson toc^ 
often forgotten* that the best reforms in the conservative East arc 
pregnant with danger, Bcgarding the reforms which had been intro- 
] iluced in the adminiftnitiQn of the Post Uffice, Henry Lawrence wrote— 

I Indeed the native c^^mmiinity generally suffer by them j but the 
I sejxiy, having here speoial privileges* feels the deprivation, in addition 
to the genera! uncertainty as to iettens: nay* rather, the positive 
I certainty of getting them/' The Chief Commissioner added —There 
j are many other points which might with great advantage be renlrcisscd^ 
which, if Your Lordship will permit mo, 1 will submit with extracts of 
eome of the letters I have received from old regimental officers. In 
the words of one of them — ' I l^tke Sepoy is not apeedily rcdressed i he 
w ilt r edress himeeff' ” ** I would riither say nnleas some new openings 
! to rewards are oSered to the military^ as have been to the native ciril 
servants, and unless certain matters are righted, we shall be perpetually 
Subjected to our present condition of affairs. The se|>oj feels that wc 
I cannot do without him j and yet the highest reward a sepoy ^-a n obtain, 
at fifty* sixty, and seventy 3 "ears of nge, is about one hundred pouniL a 
■ year, without m prosi>eet of a brighter career for hia son, purely thia fe not 
^ the iirducement to offer Co a foreign soldier for special lidclity and long 
* service/" In a letter written on the following dajp he returns to the im« 
porLant and delicate problem—which still awaits solution—of the career 
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Buifl rewards wbifh cpn be opened to tha eoldiers of a merceiiRTy army. 

We measnra " he wroto/^ too much byEngliah nilea^and expect, contrary 
to experience^ tlmt iht eneT^ctic and aiipiriDg among iwimonw miJitajy 
njasBea should Ifte our dead level, ii»d our arrogation to oureelveSp even 
where wo are notorioufl imbecile&p of authority, aod ixlt emolument. 
These sentiments of mine, freely expressed during ihe last fifteen yews, 
have dene me in jury * and T am not less convinced of their soundnessj. and 
that until wo treati natives, and especiaily native soldiers, as having mtieh 
the same feeliugaj the same aiohitioTi, the fiittne perceptions of ability 
and imbecility na ourselves, we shall never be safe." In this letter to 
the Qovemor-General, Sir Heniy^ lAwrence incidentally mentions the 
following:—"*Two houreago Captain Carnegie came to tell me that there 
haa been a strong demonstration against cartridgea in the 7fch Oudh 
Irregulars this moming, I hope and expect the report he hears is 
exaggerated ; but I lell it for his commentary. He also told of an 
intended mGeting of traitore to-morrow night* and asked whether ho 
might put prisoners taken at such sniectiiig into jail* as the kotwall* m 
not eftfe*" The report did not prove to be exaggerated. On the 
folluwing day Henry Lawrence wrote Ilam sorry that the report 
I mentioned in my letter of yesterday is too true : the 7th Oudh 
Infantry positively refuse to oso the cartridge. I enclose a note of 
yesterday evening, from the Brigadiorp and I have now been for aevoml 
hunra inveatigating the cireuinstancea of a letter Bejit from the 7th 
to the ^th, saying they bad acted for the Faith, and waited the LSth's 
ordei^*’ On the 4th of May, an official letter from the Chief Commb* 
rionarof Oudh infurmed the Governor General ^"ihat on the 2iid iDsUnt 
the 7th Oudh Eegiment, stationed seven miles from the Lucknow 
CautGnTUonts, refuaed to bite the cartridge when ordered by its own 
oflicors, and again by the Brigadier. It was ordered t.o parade on the 
4th- On the Srd* saveml symptoms of disaffectian appeared. At 
4 p.sL the Brigadier reported it in a very Tnutinous state. Instantly 
a field b^tteiy, a wing of Her Majea^s «j2nd* one of the 4Sth and TUt 
Native Infantry* and a squadron of the 7th Cavalry* the 2nd Oudh 
Cavalry, and 4th Oudh Infantry inarched against it. The regiment was 
found iierfectly quiet, fottued line from column at tho order, and 
expressed contrition, But when the men mw guns drawn up against 
them, half of the tsHiy broke and ded. throwing down their anus The 
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cavikiry pursued and brought, up some of tbenip the firma wero oollcoted 
and brought aw fit, and the Ragrilnre ware withdrawn,” The dittanned 
Tth worn directed to re turn to their linoe, and nwall the ninawava. 
They were informed by Sir Henry Lawrence that " Qovcnimeut 
n'ould bo asked to disband the corps, but those guiltless might be 
re-enlisted," 

On receipt of this letter the GDTcm(ir»Geneml circulated a miaute 
among bis collcagnea, in which bc stated:—" Sir Heniy Inwrcnce has 
acted with promptitude, and should be supported in the oaurse he has 
taken. Hii report of the first part of the tran^ictioD is meagre; but I 
have no doubt whatever that his mebsuree of precautiou and coerciuii 
takes in concert with Brigadier Gray were fully nccessai}-; f see no 
reason in the taniy contrition of the regiment, for hesitating to aonfinn 
the puniahnient of all who are guilty. I would therefore support the 
Chief Commissioner at once. I think it better, however, that the 
difibandment. to whatever length It may be carried, should ba retd; and 
that the men whose innocsnco can be ^lown, and whose general char¬ 
acter ieirreproBchabli^, or those by whom offenders have been denounced 
and nmtinous designs disehised, should be retained in the ranka; the 
uthera being disraissed abaolntoly and finally. There is a fiction in 
discharging soldiers one day to take them back the next, whatever may- 
bo their claims to mercy, which w-ill greatly weaken the genemi effect 
of the measure «a an example." Tlie Hiin'hle iff. Dorin remarked:— 
"I do not think disbandment Is a sufficient pumshment for a case of 
this sort. The regiment not only mutinied itaeif, but tried to induce 
others to mutiny. The sooner this epidemic of nintiny is put a stop to 
the better. Mild measures won't do it. A severe cxaniplB is wanted " 
Same of the colleagues of the Govemor-GeneTal conBidered that the 
letter from the Secretory’' to the Chief Conimlssioner was not sullE- 
oiently full, or sufficiently precise and specific, to enable Government to 
come to a satisfactory decision as to the measures which ought to be 
t^cu in this cose. Lord Csnuing replied that it was not the inten¬ 
tion cf his minute that the answer to be given to Sir Henry Lawreace 
should be “ final (irder. or even n sonctiuu of immediate disbundmeut. 
Sir Homy- has told the men that ho ivould oak Guvcrmriont to 
disband tbem. 1 thiLi that he was right; but I think that having 
thus announced hia inference to Government, the sooner that it could 
be made known to himself and bo the regiment, and to the truops in 
general, that he biLH the support of Govon.mcut, the bettor; and; 
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nUbough hia re|)ort wfia meagro, it "Wfia doL ao iucumplctc nS tti make it 
Docc^iy to delay the naanrance of (hftt Biipport.’* The letter to the 
Chief CnmraiflffiDiier also stated that the length to which disbandment 
shoohj be cnrriedj togethor iiTiLli the natnie of any further puuLilinietit 
in itidividnni easea found neceeatii'y “ can be taken into eouaidemtinn 
only when Govemtneat ia in the passcaeion of the full enquiry, which 
it is presuniod has been iuatitutod into the circumstnocea attendant 
upon the occtirrencea of the 4th inatant,'* 

The presumption was correct. Jminodiately after the oceurronca u 
Cuiirt of Enquiry aat» to iuveatigate the causes Jtful porbieulnrs of the 
tun tiny; but they wore unable to elicit nn 3 ' impurtunt facts. TheEuro- 
pean oft]ecTS were, however, able to indicate those men who took the 
most onnspionoiis port in the outbreak, and theac were put in irema, 
Sir Henry Lawrence, having ii-igoroualy and promptly cruNhed the first 
overt act of mutiny, attempted to maintiiiu the loyalty of the sepoya by 
bestowing every' attention nud consideration upon them. He knew 
everything pmcticable was gjiiocd by delay, nnci by nvoidiog to draw 
tlipjji into pramature violence. He had s^Tupathy with their weD 
founded grievances, and ho hoped against hope as reganlmg their Gdelity, 
To preserve their allegiance he frequently visited the native lines 
and hospitals, conversing IHmiliarly with the men, and attempting to 
dianlmse their iiiiiids of the apprehension which had seized them rO' 
garJing the salety of their coete. He determined to reward in as im- 
pressive a numner aa possible a aejwy who had shown mni'ked fidelity 
by denouncing soma emissaries of the conspimtom, and the native 
officers and men of the 4Hth who hud aurrendered the seditious letter 
addressctl to the regiment by the mutineers of the 7th Oildh Irregular 
lufantiy. A public durbar was held, at which all the natiTU offieora of 
the garrisons were present * Sir Henry Lawrence, aurroundfsd by a 
brilliant Eiiropcoji staU ami the prominent nobles of the city, bestowed 
dresses of honour upon the soldiers svbo had thus merited reward. lie then 
delivered to the native officers an eloquent addruss in their vulgar tongue. 

He rtimiuded them of the paternal care with which tho Britieh GoTem* 
inent bad always troatod them and theaolicUude it bad alway’a difqdayed 
in avoiding all interference with thdr religion, ■■ Hnesulman rubm at 
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Delhi hav& pt'raecutcd Hindoos," said Sir Henrj-: « Hiadoo rolfjrs at 
Ijaho-re hnv© pereccuted tho musatilmflns; hut the British OoreirinieDt 
has ever extended ct^nal tolemtion to nil. The hiatoiy of a hundred 
j-ears, isud he, ‘^should leach them tho laleehood of those who would 
now deceive them with oBaertions that ihe Oovemmenl entertained 
designs against their caste." Ha spoke of the vast power of England, 
and he begged them not to endanger the glorj' and good name borne 
by the Bongal atmy for a hundred years. The effect of tho diecourse 
on the officora wa$ not to bo mistaken : when the Durbar broke up they 
eagerly declared their attachment to the Oovemmeot A number 
of aepojB, however, who were standing on the ontakirta of the ground 
iitLtibntfid the whole prociiicdiDgft to our lean?.

ut Sir Henry Ijiwrene:e not feur. He weuj perfomiitig' one 

of the most difficult tasks which is reserved for natures endowed with 
the highest wi^Iom and courage. Though he was ftltcmptmg to reftesh 
and keep ^een tho loyalty of the sepoys, he was not wanting in gene* 
ral appreetation of the reality and greatness of the danger which threa- 
tened the Empire. He bad at once to take procantions against a 
tremendous peril, certain in its character, and uncertain in it* time and 
features, and at the same time not to exhibit, even to those most in his 
confidence, his real sense of that peril When the storm, which he 
had yoara before foreseen was gathering, had burst at Meerut and 
Delhi, be did not onder^rate its violence, or its strength, or its magni- 
tude. He knew it would sweep across the vast and vtitious eonijiicnt. 
But the greatness of the peril did not cause him to alter his policy of 
redlining by conciliation and trust the loyalty of as large a section as 
poasihlo of the native eoldioiy. He rejected the obvious ikjIicv of broad 
disarmament SO urgently pressed upon him. because it would sweep 
away the friendly aa well as the hostile sepoy. He adopted the wiser 

and more coujngeoua coum of aummoniug from iheir homes two 
^^of ^sionero,one of old trained British sepoji,, .md one of 
^ udb Arhlter^en. They proved thomselveB worthy of the confidence 
c p acod in them by their loyal and sEauneh conduct througbout the 
siege. Ab Sir Henry Lawrence foresaw, that siege could imvcr have 
been ^stained without the aid of the native soldiery; and the lovalty 
they displayed was chiefly due to hi» peroonal influence and the 
genoiuus trust ho placed in Ihera. 
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Two dflja after the Duibar, C6Wa nqjiched Lucknow of the out- Uewi nJ 
break at Meerut j and tho foilowing day carae the evil tiJiage that 
Delhi had been taken by the Tnutineers, and the Mogul Emperor PTO- McGfFIlt *tid 
claimed. He niy Lnwrepce nt onoo rcco gniaed * that wo would have to 'DShThT** 
at riko anew for otir Indian Etopirn. Ha realiaed that not only the safety 
of Lucknow, but the integrity ef our dominion in Indb depended in a I3tli' 
great measure on him. He therefore dotcimined that '*aboldaud 
resolute attitude must bo maintained: the domination of the position 
at Lucknow must ba proraptly scoured; the safety of the English 
community must be ensured ; the character and positiun of the ruling 
race must he tnaintnined at all hazard," + 

In order to socuroths domiimtiorv of the position at Lucknow, he 
gave order that tho Muchee Bhawsin, tho stronghold of the Sheikhs, when jr^etuo 
they held Lucknow in the dnya of old, should bo strengLheacd, Porchud 
on a natural eminence, and Burrounded by a high and buttressed wall, 
it could be easily converted into a suitable place of refuge a^nst an 
ordinary ^meuU;, Commanding the river and the stone bridge acroas 
it the eld fortress would be a good point to hold for keeping in cheek 
and observing the rubble of the city. But against a mutinous army

on the same aide of the river, lay the barracka of the 3rd Rnrn[iean 
RcgEmeni, and the offieers’ qisartera. The position which Sir Heniy^ 
Ljuvrence chose for the eventual struggle was, therefore. In clows con- 
nection with three important and the eituatiod and foatnrea of 
thii extensive ground around it made it capable of being made defen- 
aible in the case of a siege even by a force equipped with artillery. Tbc 
sloping ground commanded the river facis and the adjacent country for 
hulf a mile, and nowhere was it eoramauded hj artdJlery sitesp On the 
Bumuilt stood the spaoione rcsidenee of our Envo}" to the Court of 
Outlh, and L-liiatering round it were other large and substantial housca, 
which could afford shelter to a guod number of people. Tlie site had 
also the further advantage of having an ample ^vater supply^ and of 
being fadrly healthy. The TloBidency may uot have been an ideal 
position, but it was the best that Sir Henry Lawrence could have 
chosen in Lucknow, 

The wisdoin of hia choice has, however^ been impngned, both by 
Lonl Clyde and Sir Henry Havelock. The former wrote:—1 have 
al!>r> been of opinion that the position taken np by the JamenEed Sir 
Heniy Lawrence was a false one; and after becoming acquainted with 
the ground, and worked my troops upon it to relieve the garriaoii, that 
opiiiiDo is confirmed, I therefare submit that to commiL another 
gniTiisou in thia immcn&o city is to rejicat a ndlitaiy error and I cannot 
conseiit to it, I conceive that a strong movable divlmdu the 

town, with field and heavy artillery in a good miUtaiy jwBition is the 
real manner of holding the city of Lucknow in check according to our 
practice with the other great cities of India. Such a division weulil aid 
in sobduing the country hereafter^ and il^ position would be quite Biilb- 
cient evidence of our intentiou not tu abandon the pmviuco of Oudh.’" 
Lord Clyde does not suggest the good military portion which should 
have boon chosen. Sir Henry Lawreuce was not the mister of a strong 
mililoiy divwioo, but of n ainall force which only by heroic exertions 
waa able to protect the women and children in an entrenched ixjsition. 
The removal of tba women and cbildrcu, which Lijrtl Clyde with a atroug 
and victorioiia army found a difficult and delicate toab, would have been 
an imposBiblc one for Sir Henry Lawrence. General Havelock ceubi- 
dared that Lawrence ahould have moved to Cawniiore i but he expressed 
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tin’s opirncm before he found himself, with n streager fntcc thtin Sir 
rionT^’ ever kid at bis coiunmnd, a prisoner in the Beeideney, The first 
stop bUcen from Lucknow would moreover not only have decided the 
wavering loyalty of the native eoldlora who remained true and difi 
Kliletidid aert'iee fur iiSj bnt would also have been the slgoal of u 
universal rwolt among the in asses; and onr scanty force, oppressed by 
multitudes whose valour bud been ktodled by the coasciousneaa of 
success, must have perished long before Cawupure was reached* 

When the preparetinuB for sheltering the fiimilies in the Miichce 
Bhawim had bean couipleted and the operations at the ■Residency com¬ 
menced, Sir Henry assumed an offensive attitude by sending out dotacb- 
inents of troops to keep the countty' opon. On him now rested tho full and 
entire rcsjwnfiibLljty of all military operations. Flo bad on the I8tb of 
May cclegmphed tho Govornor-Oeneral;—" All is well here: give me 
plenary railitajiy power in Oudh; I will not use it uunccossarily." Aiul 
ever mindful of others he statedI am sending two troojja of cavalry 
to Allahabad: sand a company of Europeans into the fort thoro." Deter¬ 
mined to triiat to tlip loyalty of the native soldiers to the laijthe added 
'■ It will be go'xt to raLso regiments of irregular home under good offioerB." 
The answer swiftly came buck;—''You have full military powers: the 
Govenior-General will support you in aveiytiling you think neeessBty." 
The Govemor-GftiQral addedIt ia imiioasible to send an European 
coDJlHiny to Aikbabad; Dinapore must not be w eakened by a single 
If yen can raise any irregukra that you can treat, do so at once. Have 
yuu any good officers to spare for the duty ?" f On the following % Sir 
Hemy Lawrence telogrepbcd :^"Toa are quite right to keep Alkliabnd 
quite safe; we shiill do without Sikhs or Goorldias; all welL^' Four dnya

For soToe days Lawronce refrained from answering the kind 
and generoiifl letter for he ^'had nothing ploEvaant to say—ujid, 
indeed^ littk iuore than a detail of daily alarms and hourly repartsL 
Our three positions are now strong. In the cantonment whena I 
reflide the SlO or so men of Her Majesty’s 32nd, with eight guns^ could 
at any liiuQ knock to piecca the four native regiments; and both the 
uhy, Residency, and Muchee Bhawiin portions are safe egziinst all pru- 
bftbk- eomera'—the latter quite so. But the work is haniHaifig fur all; 
nuw tluit we havo no tidinga frotu Delhi my outside |jerpleiitiiea are 
hoiuly Loereasing Tliis dsy {29th ilay) 1 had tidings of the tniirdor of 
a tiihsuldor t Id one direction, and of the ciy^ of IsLmi and the raising of 
the green standard in another* I have also had reports of disalTectJon 
in three several iTregulor corps* Hitherto the country has beetj quietp 
and we havo iilayed the irFegoLorB against the Une regiments; but being 
oonatliuted of exactly the same materialif^ the taint is fast pemiding 
thenij and in a few weekSp if not days^—unless Delhi be in ibe interim 
aiptarcd—there will be one feeling thronghout the army; a feeling that 
our prestige is gone—and that feeling will be morie dangerona than any 
Dthor^ Sebgian, fear, hatred, one and all have their ioHnences; but 
thero is still a reverence for the Company's jkual, (prestige)—when 
it ia gone wc shall have few Mends indeed**' So far Henry Diwrence had 
written; while the pen was ip his hand a message reached him that 
the long-talked of peril w^aa at the door. 

On thn evening of the 30th of May. Sir Henij LawTence and his 
staff w ere dining at the Government House in the imntopmcntB. He had 
a warning that there would be a rising that eveming. but he hud grown 
aeetistomed to daily reports of a similar nature. When the mne o'clock 
gun wEiiS fired Sir Henry Lawrence tume^i to the staff officer who had 
infoiToeil him of the rei^ort > and said, with a laugh —your friends are not 
punetnalno sooner were the wurds uttered than w-as heard the rattle 
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of miiaketry-, and oidted messpngore rushed into the room to infottu 
PiHtidcidnr ihoin that the iwpojs were flttaekiiig and firing the honses in th© can- 
tonuieiitEt. Horses were nt once ordei-ct], ™d Sir Henry stood on the 
doorsteps, impationtlj awaiting his charger, Th© moon hud riacn with 
a clear sfcjr, nnd by the light of it could be pereeivod the guard drawn 
up by t.!i 0 native officor. He advancod, awl saluting, said to onO of the 
staff—" Am 1 to luiid 1 " The offioer ttirewi to the Chief, and repeated 
the ipiestion. Hemy Lawrence JinaweredOh, yes, let him load.” 
The order was at once given, auti the raumsl foU “with that peetilinr 
dull 60Liiid on the leaden bnlleta." I believe,“ ^vrote on© who was 
present, '■ Hii- Heniy was tho only man of n|] that group whose heart 
did not beat the .piicker for it. But ho. as the men bropght up their 
muskots with tho tubes Jevailed directly against xis. cried out—‘I am 
going to drive those scoundrels out of cantonment r take care while I 
am away that you remain at your posta, and allow no one to do any 
diiQingc here, or to eater my house, else w'han I return I will hang vou!’ 
Whether through the pflFect of the speech, and Sir Heniy^a bearing, T 
know net, but Lho guard remained steadily at its ptjst, and with tho 
btingalowa hlanitig and shoLa firing all round, they allowed no ©no to 
enter the house ; and the TEsidence of Sir Henry was the only one that 
night in th© cantoumeat Uiat was nut either pillaged or burnt;' * 

Sir Henry Lawrence itn<l his staff proceeded to the English comp, 
where about 300 men of Her Majesty’s 32ud, with aonre Artillety, were 
drawn iip ready for action. Ho immediately took two guns, and a 
t'oiupany of the 3’2tid with him, on the rood leading to the town, and 
there took post blocking up the road, and offwtnally euttiog off all 
access Uj the city and guns. The 32iid wore posted on tho extreme right 
of the 7lit lines—tho whole front of which they swept—and. as the 
aepoys of that regiment advanced ont upon the parade, and fired upon 
otir men, the order was given to open with gmpe. A rush was mad© 
by the mutineers to the rear, and os they pasaed the niain picket situa¬ 
ted in the centre of the cantonments, they miirderofl a Lieiitenant 
Qront, one of th eir own uflicors who commimded it.f Captain Harding©,

Lawrence, iu n?tu ruing to the Residency Bangalow* whith had esrapetf 
dfHtruetiop, pbiOtN-l guns at tlie entrance gates- The ^2iid did imt 
luijve from their position, for tlmy had been ortleipd to awail tbsmlvcn^ii 
Ilf the native regiments. A reiDtifUilj uf the )Bth Native Inrantr}^ 
about 200 men, with colonic and treaaure^ came up and fell in on their 
riglit. A BUiall portSan of th& 71st follDwed, and took peat neat to 
them. Of the iftth tiotlimg was h^J■al■d till tha next day* A few shots 
were soot into ihe European ciuispi and a stray bnUei slmck Brigadier 
irnni.lscouibe, who fell deJifl fr^JFII hia horse as he reached ilie Hank of 
tlic ii2nd i no seiious attempt Was^ however, made to attjiok the pisition 
and as the night jylvanced all grew quiet, and the troops bivouacked 
on the ground. At tbe break of dawn the force under the commtiud 
of Sir LTenry Lawrence advanced down the parade iu front of the 
Native Infantry Luies. News, however, reached thorn that the mxiti- 
neom hfwl proceeded to the cavalry lines at Moodkepore and had burned 
them. Leaving a portion of the 32iid in pofiitioa hi the cantoiuneptfl, 
Sir Heiii^'followed in ^lereop* and found the enemy drawn up on an 
ojwn and level plium Aa soon as onr cavahy name in sight, a herse^ 
muD r>ilc out of tho muthicer ranks, and waved his sword towards th^Tii. 
Many of our troopers followed his beckoulnga, and galloped over ut 
iUicie to tlio insurgenta, Thu lufauty halted and the gubs htmog 
oponed with round shot, the rebels, after a few discharges* broke and 
(led precipibitelyp Hardlnge* PotwithBianding hie wonuded urm, was 
present with a few Etaimoh Habrefl, and pursued the mutiueers some 
six inile^ iuto the country. Near the patwlc was discovcn^rl the braly 
of Curnefc Raleigh, who^ owing to sickiiesa, hud remainod in the Unea 
during the night. In tbe morning juBtaa ho mouuteiJ hiahonse, he wa.s 
attacked hy the diutibcem^ and savagely cut to pieces* The bady was 
still warm when cur men foand it, and blood was oedng from the 
woundfT* A hy(ik of Imir—only a woman’s hair ”—waa rmiiid round his 
neck. He was but a lad of seventeen, and had joined the regiincut 
three days before,^

Ahuiit noon the troopSi onhatisted by the buruing heat and their 
limg mnrcdi, fetuiiifid to the cautouineiLts, where they were enciunj>cil 
ill the aamo position they occupiod the previous night ] the ^eluu^mta 
of the NatiTe lufimtiy^ and Hardinge^a Irregular Cavalry being on the 
right of the 32Dd and: the gnna. In the evening nn outbreiik took 
pUvec in the tovm* and the standard of the Prophet waa raised: but 
the iueurgenta were completely defeated and dispersed by the oily 
police, under the command of Captain Carnegie^ 

Sir Heniy Lawrence having stationed a force in the cantoiimeats^ 
in order to niaiuiaiii the communications wilb the country, and keep 
the aaighbfluritig dietricta tpiiet, removed hia own head-qimrtera to the 
Bcsidoncy* where hia presence was required to auperinteud the niitner- 
ous mejisures being taken for its defence. As he enteral within the 
Beiiideuey woUbj a loud cheer burst forth from tho men. and long 
life to Sir Hcorj': long live Sir Hcmy^^ rcs^nmded from all sidm 
His high tempered natnrs^ had attracted the attachment and confidence 
of the soldiers^ He possessed the genblenosa which commands obedi- 
oiice, and the divine gift of sympathy which wins love. "All loved

I^te at night on the 20th of ilayj a mcssiign name to Sir Henrj' 
I^wrence, from Sir Hugh Wheeler, asking for instant aid. Post- 
carriages were promptly collected, and by dawn fifty-four men of the 
32nd were on the road to CawnjK?re togcither with about 240 troopem 
of the Oodh Irregular Cavalry under command of Lisutauatit Bnrbor.^^ 
Mr. Fayrer who hail boeo roaently appointed to tho Oudh Irregular 
Cavalry accompanied the equEuIron as a volunteer. Ahjeiuhs^ tjo doubt, 
to know the exact state of affairs at Cawnporo, Sir Henry deapiiched 
with the force his Military Sonretoiy, Diptain Fletcher Huyea* w ho was 
t-o return after a conferenca with Sir Hui^h Wheeler. Elnyca was a man 
of great ability, rare courage, and unbounded amhitioo^ An Oxford

Indio. On the 3Ist of 3ilay, the day of the mu break at Lucknow, 
Hajefl hod by forced mtirohos kft Cawnporo a hundred miles iKiliind; 
when tidings reached him that a Tbyah m the neighboiirhutKl had set 
our rule at deBance. Ho oncamped hia men on the roadside^ and 
accompanied by Lieutenant Carey rode to thedvil atatiem of Mynpooric, 
about eight miles distant, in Older to consnlt the magistrate as br 
attacking the rebel ChieB 

After their coafercnco with the civil autharitieB Hayes and Carey 
on the momiugof the 1st of June left Mynpoone to rejoin the detach- 
meat, whicTi Umi btren inetrnctbd to continue its march up the Trunk 
Ruaid. They cantered ftcrtWB the countrj^ talking of how they woLiId 
open the road to Allyghur, and carry all before them. After riding 
about eleven miles they canio in sight of the men mai^ching along the 
rotul quite orderly. They were on ono road, wo on another. I said, 
* Let iiH oTQis tho plain and meot them/ As wo approached they fwred 
towards us naid halted, and when we had csintei-ed up to within ahoiiii 
fiRy yiirda of jbeiii, oue or two of the native officers rmic out to meet

Tho poor Ifld {ho was only 23) muttered "ilother" m be fell. A lojTil 
old aoldier rushwi forward <ind ordered the nturderer to be arrested : as 
he Ttiised tho head of Fayrer he tw ftdJ dead, shot by his cotnriulea. 
Barbor SDoing-what had taken place galloped fall speed up tho road, 
bnt fduntl the way blocked by the ad%>nbce guard of hU own men, lie 
Attempted to cut a lane tbroiigb thorn, but their swonia battered on 
him like bail, and he was hacked Kh pieces. 

And wotiie and worse cckuio the news from tho provinces. On the 
4th of June, Sir Henry Lawrence heard of the mutiny at Sitopur, a 
large and important station flfty-cine miles from Lucknow which was 
garrUoneil by the -Hat Beginient of N'ative Infantry, the flth and lOth 
Hegiments of the Oudb Irregular Infantry', ami the ’2nd Begiment of 
Miliuoy Police, It was the old stoiy. Early in the moniiTig nf the 
3rd of June, Major Apthtirji of the 41st Beglmeut inform«! Mr, 
Christian, the Commiaaioner of the division, that grove aymptoma of 
disaffection had appeared in the corps. Mr. Christian proceeded to 
inform the Commandant, Colonel Birch, a firm and resolute soldier; but 
the latter clung to the belief in the loyalty of his mon. Two days Iwfore 
he had ahown bis triiat in them by leading them out ngamsti the fugi¬ 
tive routineers firom Lucknow. As a precautionary mcosure the flth 
' and lOth were paraded. A attotig guard of military police wore 
statiooed at the residence of the Commieaioner, where the women 
and children had collected, and four loaded giina placed between 
it and the lines of the 4lBt, These arnmgEroents had hardly boon 
completed when a company of the 41st left their tjuiirten;, and pro¬ 
ceeded to the treasury, with the intention of plundormg it. They were 
prompt!V followed hy Colonel Birch, Lieutenants Greene and Siualley, 
and the Sergeant-Major. When the Colonel overtook his men, be

The mutiny awiftty sprefirl to the Irrtgnlair Hegi- 
monte, who [dlor shooting down their oflicem ruaherJ to join the 
Miliiury Police, who hciid opened fire on the Cominifisiouer's uinnsian. 
The real may he told in the wonb of one w^ho waa present. '* Bohitid 
the hou&e flowed a small deep ris^er, and Iveygnd waB a Lhiek jungle 
of cypress and hnishwood: all agreed to cross aud hide in the jungle ;

Lawrence had lent him^ hub had alfti>,on hearing that considerablo imcasi- 
UESS prevailed at Lucknow- eent, with uobte unsolfishnefia, from his small 
force, two officers and fifty men of Her Mftjcsty^s S4th, The brave old 
soldier telegraphed to Lord Canning Thia leaves me weak, but I 
ttuBt to holding my own until more Europans arrive" Two days 
after, before more Europeans could arrive, the storm wdiich Isrtd long 
been gathering burst at Cawnpore, and it aot>ii became known at 
Lucknow that the Nana of Bitboor had leagued with the revolted

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Every dfty was now iniukecl by a general mad terrible ejcplofliali, 
whalteriQg tn pieces the struclu.ee of aur Civil Oovemnipnt On the 
Sni uf June^ ihu ITtli Xftbive Infairtiy stationed at Aziiugnrh muti¬ 
nied i and, seiKioff tho treasury and two guns, mAtched n ith them 
to wards Osidh The ful lowing day the sepoys at Bonarefl followed their 
esataipie, and also proceeded in the aninu dbreetiyEi. Wire a the two 
barkds of inutmeers npiironehijd Fj^abaih une of the inogL iniportanti 
□itiea ki the province, the regitiieuLs stationed thare * threw off their 
allegiancoj stating Lhat they wert? strong enough to turn the Euiglish 
out of the country; uTjd intended to do it; they, however, did Ofat atoin 
thidr hands with hluod* The men of the 22nd^ after throwing off their 
allegiance, not unlj guanJed ih^k offi&ErH hnt also their houjce> They 
placed sentries on the uiL^gmduea luid public ufficea, and sent out 
pickets to prevoDt the townej»oap1e *ond sonantfl from pluiid0i'iiig. 
They held a council of war nt which the troopers proposed to kill 
ihn officers ^ hilt the mm gf the 22nd objected^ and wforiu^?d tha 
officers that they would be allowed to leave, and might take with them 
their private anus anU property, but no public pro|>oi'ty, as that all 
belonged to the Eing of Oudh. Thiffr officers mskod for boats ^ the

Eight hours later they 
reached a narrow channel oommaiided on each bank by a fort. The 
boat was stoppcfti by a band of nuitmeors. Death was before Lheijr eyes, 
suad '* the ladies/^ wrote one who was in the boat, " got ready to 
throw their children into the riviff^ and jump after Lhem/* Uoweveip 
CihI willed it otlierwise, and Mahdo Persad, the Borpur Btvboo, came to 
tht; rcincne, entertained ns hEsapitably for Qve or aijc days^ and Lhcu 
for^vorded us to Gopalporo. Here they were treated with great kind^ 
ne^Hfi by a loyal baron^ and through bis aid wore abb Ui reach Dinapore 
in salety,* 

Siuiultanoously with the rising at Fyaibad took place the mutiny 
at Dnrroabad, w si nail Btation on the high road that leads Ib^in Fysiibiid 
to Lucknow. Horu wiis quFirfcei^ the 5th Oudh Irregnkr Infatitiy, 
ooiiitujiiidcd by Captain W, B. Hawes, a young officer, active and zealous, 
W'iio wjM greatly beloved by bis men. At the station, there was a large 
amount of treasure^ and knowing the tamplatioii it oftbred the troops 
Captain Haw^ns atteraptcfl tf> temove it to Lucknow. On the ^>th of June 
the treasure wsis pkmed in carte, and escorted by the regimont des- 
[latehed to the capital It, however* had not proceeded far when the 
makontents of the corps insisted on the treasure being taken back, and 
opoBed fire on their cfficora. Some marksmen made an unsuccessful 
clfort to shoot their G>minandoT, and then a volley was fired at him \ 
but CaptaiD Hawes na™thcd put spurfl to his horeo and galloping aa 
hist as it could carry him imross country* joined the other fugitives 
from the gtatiou. The party were protected and treated wiLh kiudness 
by a frifmdiy aemiiidar-*- and reached Lucknow without disaster.

wrong- There have been longiieB nod pons enough to uarrato the es- 
eafifees which biiva rallied the Indian Mutiny to the rank of a worhl*wide 
tragedy. It is naefiJ that these criiijea should be rcmeiuljered and 
freshly pondered ■ but it is eriually wise to study the opposite pieluro.

furthest, and no iwesibility of getting Eiiiy, ad all communication Aviih 
the town is out off. Wo have been oruelly deserted, and left ttt our 
fate; we had not S30 soldicis, of all arms, at first. The casualties 
liave been nuniereua itiuiway gontu and morebanta have Bwollcu our 
mnka to what they are. Snm!l as that is. they have done excellent 
service, but neither they, nor I, can Inst for over. We have all lost 
oveiytliing belonging to na, and have not even a change of linen. 
Surtily we are not to die like rats in a cage." Lawronce answered in a 
few words, conveying hope and wariiing. On the 27th uf June, he 
wroteI will do all you wish, os far as is in my power. Brigadier 
HiiveliK’t, with 400 Eanipfans and 300 Sikhs, guns, and cavalry, were ^ 
to inorub from Allaliabnd imtiiudiately, and m«si bo at Cawnpore 
within two Jaye. and will be ctoardy followed by other detachmeuta.. 

I hope, thereroro, ymi will husband your resources, and not accept 
any tenuis from the enemy, as I mimb fear trenehery; you cannot 
rely on thu Nana's proiiiisca. H <t ta^ hemtcoup dr. jjrisonniifs."’ 

On the same ilay Sir Homy Lawrence wrote to his oW friend and com- 
pani.m Havelock* ' I am very glad to hear you are coming up- 400 
Europeans with four gums, 300 Sikhs with 300 cavalry will easily beat 
ever^-thiug at Cawnpore, t(s tontf its Whteler halds /ria^roun<j; but if 
he is dustroyed, ymir game will be difiliciiU. f have a long letter from 
him, of the 24'th i be ha<l then piwisiona for tXQht or /fli» dayn* I am 
offering large hribes to parties to supply him, but am not sangnino of 
success. It is. thorefuire, tiuisf iniporhini that your detachmeut ahonld 
not loao an hour. Tliia is important on your own account, and of vital 
impornuiEO on WheolerV’ He ndfldlEndeavours have been modo 
to induct) me to setid 200 Europeana to Ciiwupore, which wouhl have 
been simply saeriiiciiig the whole, and endangering Lucknow.’' In the 
meuionmdum which accompaiiipd thialetter, ITemy Lawrenceidso wrote: 
“Would that wo could succour Wliteler." But the Lime for aiiccouring 
Wheeler hail [jaBSod, The morning after bu W'roto thus. Coloiifil 
Master, 7th Light Cavnliy, receded a acrap of pricier frnm hia 
sun at CawiiTKiTe, convoying the following brief message: " Wc have

The 
Raja of Bithoor has offered to forward ns in sfifcty to Allidiabad and the 
General ha.** ace^pted bw terma." Sir Henry Lawrence, on being 
infomied of what had oecurred, stated that ho feared the Nana medi- 
Lated Lixiachery t that evening his ovii foreboding was cimfirmed. Two 
cujasida who had been sent with a denial eh to Caw^npore brought it 
hack^ for they had reached there only m time to witneisa the masaacte 
of General Wheeler and his garrison* Next inoming scoutfl broiight 
tidings that the mutineers aesembled at Nuw^ftbgiinge, twenty miles 
firom the city^hodi on hearitig of Gcneml Wheeler^s capitulationj. at once 
begun the march on Lucknow^ and that an advanced guard had iimved 
at Chinhat, a town on the Fy^Rahad roafi, within eight niilea of the 
Kesidencj. Tho Commissioner onlered Captain B. Forbes with the 
Sikh Cavalry to reconnoitre their poaition^ and on hia returning at sun- 
setj and confirming the intdh'gcnce he inimediately com mantled the 
dhrees io cantonments to be quiotJj withdrawn, and moved into the 
Bcflidency and the Muchee Bhawim, 

When Henry Lawrence heard that Delhi had fallen into tho hands 
of the ainLmeerS;p ho hEidafc oneo realised hoV essential the niaintoniince 
of our possession of Lucknow w'asto the preservation of oiir Empire, and 
with rare plucky tact, and tenacity he bad prevented an outbreak, and 
kept hie hold on the city. He now determined that it Bhculd not fall 
into the hands of the enemy witliout a struggle If he failed^ he had made 
every preparation which foresight could suggest for the defence of the 
Residencyy in the raise of a siege* He foresaw the horrors of that siege, 
that it would be a long aii[] ikadij struggle against fearful odds: he, 
therefom, foU that their only hopes of delaying it till ^'better timea,^' 
as he called them, should anrive^ was by taking tho offensive. He had 
been a olosc ettident of cur ludian annala, and knew how victories had 
heeu wan by a compact oud dbciplmed force against great bodies of 
Indian adversaries-t He also know the martial quntiLies of the 
European Boldlers, and he wanted to tost the tmnper and fidelity of the

be afiid—mcfmiug comtuit thorn oti our side. Tho d^uertioD and 
trcachtiiy of the Otidh ArtilleryiiieD, and tho wflnli of oourage or loyalty 
dUpluyed by tha Native Cavulry with iha foroe, destroyed the daring 
eattirprisae; but the event does not mipair the soundness of the reaaaiia 
whieh led Henry Lawrence as long as there waa any hope to make the 
attempt to ateiu the advaace of the enemy. He bod good i-cason to 
o^eet suoeege, beoause he had been told that the rebel foica was in no 
oonsidomblo n timber, and thoir dolaj" in advancement led bim to 
suppose that he bad not an onemy with a ^arp sword to fight Ho 
also hoped tio meet the feme at a disadvantage, either at iia entrance 
into the suburbs of the City, or at the bridge acroas the KekraiJ^ which 
is a flniall stream intersecting tha Fysabad read^ midway between 
Lucknow ami Chinhut. Such were the reilections which detcrmiucd 
Sir Henry Lawrence to make nest morning a strong recoanaiasanco in 
that direction.

The SOth of Junci at daybreak»the troops had assembled on the 
iron bridge j but the snii had risen before they were joined by tha juirty 
at Muchee Bhawun. and the march began. They reached the bridge 
which crossed the Kokrail stream about half way from Chinhnt without 
adventure of any hind. Here the force was haltdi* in order to rest and 
get an early meal Sir Henry^ with a few cavalry and the stoffi rode 
about a quiirtcr of a milo further on, to a piece of riring ground whaded

oil bomg questioued, said tboj had como t.hrough Chiuhii^ but a^jen no 
traopa. Sir Henry Liiwrenct having come to the coaclnsioD that tlie 
enemy did not intend to advance that day, sent Captain Wilson hack to 
the tajluuio* with onlera to countermarch.* Soon after Sir Henry heard 
that the rebel sconts had fallen back on their support., and this strength¬ 
ened his c4>nviction that they ha^l no heart for a fight. His intbnnatioa 
also led him to suppose that tho enemy nt Ghmluit was only an advance 
party. He promptly despatched his nidc-dcHaamp to the BrigHrtier, 
to ask if the men could go uu. The Brigadiur ausnvered '' of coiii'4«o they 
conid, if orclcix'd/' IjlouLeuant Birch was iiuiniKlIately sent: hack with 
orders for tho force to advflnce.f 'i'he commajisl was promptly—loo 
promptly—Hjbeyed and the force pushed forward without any refroahtnent 
being sen'ed to the men, many of whom were airtiuly beat by a long

giiai-d consisted of our sentity eavalry. with videttes thrown out. After 
it the 8-iiuih howitzer led, followed by the European artillery, and Ak's- 
ntifler'a guns. The 13th Native Infantry Brigade’s two guiia, tho 32nd 
Infnntni-, and lastly the 45ih Native Lilautry foUowcd. The coliiuiii 
hail advfinoed about a mile and-a-half, when, on ueaiing the village of 
Iflinailgiiiige on our left, the viilcttea were received by niuaketry friun 
the honaes, They ratiredj and the 8 inch howitiwr—which the tnen 
had christenGd ‘'Turk"—was ordered to the troTit. Round shota new 
began to lob into the colunwi: one of the artillorj' diivtita bad hia 
head taken ot!j mid several of the ambukuiiie men were killed. Almost 
imniodiately the village of ChiuhiU., eituatrid on the banks of a very 
exteusivn jhcet, or shallow lake, came in sight, and the whole fonje 
of the eaemy was found ckawn np in front of it—" not four or five 
thousand, as tho Fpies had roi»orted, but numbering at least fifteen ur 
sixteen thousand men, with not merely two butteries of ficUl -pieces, but 
six or saven, consisting of more than thirtj'-Bu. caimon of variona 
cidibre.** 

Onr line was instuntly deployed. Thts howitzer remained on 
the Tcuul, and Caulifle's European guns took gruuiid to the right, tmd si 
liltlo in rtdvunDe of it TJie 32nd men were posted on tho left, between 
the villrtgc of IflmiiiJgimgc and the rosid, imd the Nntive liilhntiy were 
placed lu [hint of a small hamlot on the right. Tiirk” returned the 
anemy s fire with effoot, and tho figM-pioeeis played rigorously. Tho 
centre of the enemy w^as seen tn give way: tin? diiy corned onra* Cap- 
tain Wilson galloped up to the ^inners^ anti urged them withahoiits of 
*‘Thj\t w it: there th^ go ! Keep it up!"^ But it was tho lull before 
ihe bursting of the sstomi. In an instant the wide plain swelled lUid 
nn iron atrenm awept down u^hjo onr Bmnll Imiid, and pnfe of smoke 
Arming from every hoUow and tiifii of grass aiiread around onr tlanks? 
like wiinLloriug fiolds of foam. The field-pi eees sent forth showenj of 
grape; but onward it came till it swept the Sikhs from the villagOi 
on to tho 32nd who wore in the act of deploying on tho rights When

LiiwTeiice''i 5 ^taff, header:! by the Brigadier-Gonenil in |Mirson, who 
himself drew hia sword upon theKs rebels.^* t Every effort to induce 
them to stands however, proved powerless. 

The cavalry were ordered to charge. The volnutom rindor 
Capt^^ill Thuielide obeyed the commandi and drove back the forotnost of 
the infantry j but the Sikhs turned their horses and Med, A murderotis 
cn 5 BS-fire from the two villngei? nikod our troops. The coniiuniLd 
wus given for the 32iid to take lamailgunga, Tho regiment was 
formed, and with a loud cheer the men hounded for ward j but they 
were met by a slream of fire: their gallant leader^ Llentenant-ColoDel 
Case, fell mortally wonnded, and many wero doahed to the earth. 
Captain Stevens osaumed command, but all attaiupts to dislodge the 
enemy from their position were In vain ; and the raeu having lost hidf 
their number began to fall back^ Tho oueeny proved on more cloaety : 
they nnlbnbered their guns^ and swept the column with grape and 
canister, while the swfirQiing akirmi^hers poured in from all sides u 
leaden ahower Where the bullets rflimeH:l like hail was to be scon 
the sporti form of Henry Law fences encouraging hia men. But no 
longer could he main tain tho brave battle; he was DutMaiiked and out¬ 
numbered. The ordtn* was given to retreat; and ns they fell back the 
32nd Btdl kept up a brhik fire, Cajitain Bi^iiano, of tho 32ndj as ha 
retraced his stbps* discoverod hla wounded commander Ijung on the 
side. The men had jvissed on, and ho was desirous to bring some 
back lu carry their Colonel away* but the heroic Case would not suffer 
him. Finding onlinury Fomonstrance unavailing^ the gallant soldier 
issued bi« hifit Eommand ; Leave me, sir/'' said he, and rejoin your

When the retreat was ordered the EnropettJi artiller}' limbered up, 
and went to the reaTi and Sir Henry Law^rente eonmiandcd Lientonant 
Bonham to retire with the 8-iiicli howitzer;: the elephant, however, 
which was attached to the limber, fngbtencrlat the firing, had bolted 
w ith it. Lieutenant Bouhain spying near him tho limber af a 
mounted the leading horse, and brought U to the howitzer ; but, ns ho . 
disinrj noted, the riders gall aped off with it. The elephant with the 
proper limber was now bnmght up^ but all aLtempk to yoke him with 
the drag rope wore in vain. The cnemyk cavalry were close on ibe 
howitzer, and Lientouant Bonhjnncalled on Captain Rivdelifle to protect 
it: four of his aquadron fell in add ebarged the advaaciug foe* As ho 
rede off a sowar fired bis carbine at lieutenimt Bmbam, and wounded 
him in the arm. As the hoivitaer cotild not be moved it wEts resolved 
Id spike it; but there was no spike at hEvnd- Sergeant Scuttle broke

JohMon, of tho 
32nfl, whii was attaclioJ to tlic cavjilrj,', saved one of the ffniis by a 
prompt and tlnriii^ deenL Seeing it abandnnoii he gtJlopod up to it, 
•lismoiuited, and making over his hoi-sa to a conimde, he jumped on ona 
of the artillery horses, and uafely withdrew it.* 

As the ratrealiiig oolnmn neared the KokmiJ bodge the insurgents' 
cnvflliy wore seen gathering in tbo fiir roar to the left of them. Then wna 
heanl the stentorian voice of CapUuii Kaiioliffe—“ Thrives right 1 Trot t’ 
Tho amidl H<pindi'ou swept out of tho tteea, and off the rtiatl, and wore 
adthin n ijnartor of a mile of the foe. Two light giins o[H3ned on thorn J 
but abi^ve the whiatliug of the round shot rang the vfoitl " Charge 1*' 
The tnimpetB blared forth, and that handful of men rode Etraight on the 
mass before them: but itbidtui not the shock, md —400 cavatrtj amt (too 
^iiV8 were Hi^imrneA bv SS mhres. It was a fine exploit, ''The guns 
got uniter the ahelter of a ragimant of the liiiii, which WO liired not 
charge, for the tirst vtilley they gave us emptied two emldlea; so, sabring 
lip the scattered skirmishers, we wlieeW and gallofad to the teiUTLif uur 
slowly moving column.” t 

The linomy's infantry prfltyiwl nearer nud nearer, und under a 
slaughtering fire the bridge was reached, Houry luiwreuce drew rein, 
and with hut in hand—a target for all—ralUeil his trooia for a last 
stand. But the ammumtion bud run cut. Ufl ordered the guns to 
bo hiiltcd, and the portfires to bo lighUid : the onomy were cowed, and 
the Qolnnm crossed tho bridge in safety. The rutreat was coutiuned, 
and it waa made less trying to oui men by the generous klnduess of 
the native women, who, as they passed their hausos, supplied them 
With water and milk, Tho iron bridga over tho Goomtoc at last was 
reached; but wo had lost, during the disaatrous day, XIM Euruiw-jin 
officers and mon killed, and 1&3 natives killtiJ and niUsing: fj-l 
£uropean.s and 11 mitivoa reenmed wounded,* 

Sir Homy I^awrcnco, occampaniod by' his staff, had galloped 
through the rcihellieus city without any escort, and on n:aching the 
Heaidency had ordered Captain Erliiutnstone's cciiii]tany to bold the iron

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bHJge, iukI t-liej*, with the ^ntiB af the R^^-siflcDcy which comiiianded 
cffectiiiLlly checked the lulvjuicing fuc. The gunn on the river face at 
Muchee Bhawiin^ which^ in defaiiU of sirtillerj ufficenir were worked by 
Mnjthr Friincis Jind Lieutenant Huxbauip prevonted the pdsmgc of the 
fitonc bridge by the eoetny.*^ They, lioweverp planted their guiLg 
acro^ the river^ and with n^toniisbliig FJipiditj ami well-dircct-Qd ailCj 
they flent showers of shot and shell on the Residency : then er^ifiaing 
the river below the tiivu bridges they lucidly ndvaiicerh fleiKOf) the 
hoiiscif mend, swiftly loopholed them^ nml poured their mxinketry fire 
into the entienehmenta. The meniombb eiege of tfie llesideucy at 
Lucknow had now commoncod^ 

At daybreak (1st July) iiiHlor cover of n heavy muskelry and 
Cfuuionnde the enemy made their first attackp but were rcpulseil on nil 
sides with considembie loos As the siege bad ci^imnonced Sir Ffeiiiy 
Law reoco dccidorl timt it w-onld be no longer safe, or wise, to maintain 
the separate p:i^itinn of the Sluchce Bhawuiip and attempts were mnde 
to open eoi]CimiiuicjT.tion with thcit post. Messengers wore sent acrossp 
but as it was donhtful whether they would ever rench their desLinntiou 
it whb determined to work tho semaphorep which had been erected on 
the roof of the Residency. It wivs a piimitive liinchinn, conaiating of 
one pnatp with a bar at the top fmtn which were BU8!|H3tidedp in one mwj 
black atufiad ha^, each having its own pptley to work it, Captain 
Fulton, of the Engiueeng, nccumpanied by Sir. C- IT. Lawrenco and a 
thini officer, ascended to the ro^jf Ui convey the raeaRage^i" As soon as 
the mutincerB espied their figures they iopened n furious fire from 
over)' winduw and loophole^ The builete cub the strings and the 
pul leys became eloggeil. Twice it was erected, sind twics it fell. Then, 
Lifter three houi-a' work, careless of tho showier of nmsketr}- which wai 
rattling upon thorn, uml tho burning aim which was p&urlng upon 
them, the three bnwe raon ci-ectorJ it for the third time, and tho mes- 
ange was sent—Spike the guns well, blow up the Fort, nud retire at

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Tnfiiutrj', "wha wna tha aaiilor officer loflt, nrraiiged in flotd|j1el:e 
deta.il for the cvnciiatioo, and fiiriiiahed the cciiqiqanding and depart- 
mantol officers with mmiite written orders, ns to what they shotihi do. 
As midnight npprooched the mortars from our hutteries shellori the 
ground between the Residency and Muchce Bhawiin, and the giins 
pinyed hotly towards the iron Bridge by which the forca innst pass. 
The troops were pamded in the wide courtyard of the Muchoe Bhiiwim, 
and each naan fell iut-u his appointed place. As the olock struck twelve 
Lftwreacfc a company of the Diiad hending the column marched out of 
the Eoatern Gate ond reached the Water Gate of the UoBideiiey, with 
such silence and celerity that the enemy knew nothing of the march. 
Finding the gate clcised the leading men of the column shouted " Open 
the Gate 1 Guns loadisl with grape coverod the entrance. The 
art-illeiy'inGn mistook the w'orda for Open with grape,” and were 
already at the gima when an officer put them, right, 'I'he oolnmn 
bringing their treasure, and two more 9'pounder guns with them, 
marched into the Residency without the loss of a mm* Then a 
foiintJiin of fire leapt up to the sky, the earth nHrkfKi, a terrific reiKtrt 
rout the idr. and a coronal of black smoke hung over the ruins of 
Muchoe Bhawun.t “ A siiperh sight was that esploaion." To hold the 
citadel as long oa by bo doing there was a hope of ovemwiug the 
turbulent population of Liicknnw was bold, comprehenaivc, and luiiiury 
tmd to completely destroy it when his force had been wcakencnl !,y 

the diwiater at Chinhut was a wise and fltrotcgic measure:_^"Tfhhatl 

not been " writes Brigadier Inglis," fur this wise and strategic measure, 
no member of the Lucknow garrison, in all probabUity, would have 
snn-ived to tell the tale; for, as has already been atatod, the ifuchco 
BLawun waa coimuanded from other parts of the town, tmd was

inorBQver iadiffereutlj provided with heavy ammunitionj while 

thfs: difficult}', Hiilfcring, smd loss which the Residency giknison, even 
with reinforcGnienta thus nbiaincd Ihim the Muchoe Bhriwim, hs^ under¬ 
gone iu holding the positiou* ia stifficieiit to show that, if the origiaal 
LiitcQtion of holdbg hoth posLu had been adhered to, both wonid have 
bovitftbly fallen/^ 

* The Residency entrenehtuents, in which the Lucknow force was Tbe Kbii- 
now coneentnited^ covere^d abont sixty acres of groiind| and consbted of 
a tmmbar of detached housaa, stfiiuding m gartlenSp public edifices, out- 
houses^ am] cosutd btiddings netted together, and welded by ditches, 
parapetSp stocdcades and ImiterioSp into one consentaneous whole of 
rcAistaiicc. On the sum nut of the plateau stood the Residi] ucy proper^ rhu 
the nfficial resideuoe of the Chief CouiniLaaioner; a lofty building three 
storeys in height, not without grace and dignity. A tiii|]erb portico 
gave a cunsidombln degren of grandeur to the Eastern entrancej ivnd a 
wide and lofty colonnade verandah extended along the western front. 

On the ground floor and two upper stories were several apacioua apirt- 
inenta^ and on the sonlh side underground rooms, lofty nod well 
arranged. They had benn built to sheUer the reaidenta at the Court of 
Lucknow from the extreme heat of the day during the summer 
scilatice, and were now occupied hy the women of the ^2ud. On the 
ground Uoor were the soldiers, and the rest of the eominodious bouec 
was filled wuth officers, ladies, and children BuL the building with its 
wide and lofty wiudoivi^ was ill qualified for dufoiicei nud the upper 
stories had to bo abaudoncfl seen after the siege began. Inside two 
little turrets in the north and south sides spiral Btaircaaes led to the 
broad tyerracie of the roof, fh>in whence could be seen Lucknow* iim 
temples and mosques \ its cupolas glistenlug in the snn like domes of 
gold, in fantastic and unique architcetnn?; its river lined with stately 
palaces, not as in Europe residences of the sovei^ign only* but centres 
of government, niiniaturo towns surrounded by einbalLled walls, con¬ 
taining long lines of buildings occupied hy chief inmlsUira uf sUitc, their 
harems and their attendants, and spacious com'ts surircunded by ^tone 
cloisters planted with emnge and lemon trees und flowery shrubs 
watered by foimlains. The wide grounds of the Residency ware first 
protected by high boundary walls^ u line of parapet and n ditch across 
itj and a strong biitteiy known ns the Redan was constructed in a 
corner of the garden. 

the Residency atcxKl another large pile of buDdiug called the 
Banqueting Had, where lofty and spaciouB apartments had been built 
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fur Static n?ctpti^?nR i it wi^a ecuivorUid iato fi ho?i>itftl But the large 
tliK^rs and winduWKi inucld it, like the Htf-trideney, iiDauiterl for a pkee of 
defence; !in<l ihyii^fJi Iby uiieiiinga were protected with touts and every 
iivnitabie uiuterial, not u few were eLrnck inside it duriug the siege * 
A battery of three guns—an l&-|KiiUiiileT» a IB-iijch howiUer, and a 
!>-pQimdcr—was placed ’between the Water Gate anil hn^itaL The 
right wing of the hoj^pital ^rved aa a hibynitory for rimkiug fuses 
wml cartridgeaK and fronting it w^as placed a baltery of three mort£irs,f 

Imuiedintcly below the Eiinqueluig Hull, :md built on the same 
ground^ iviis imotbor substantial bnildiug, a pertieu of w'hich w'as used 
ag ji store-room, Lrettauir, and boiroeks for the uativo sviUIiers, who, 
under the CDiuuiand of LieaLeuauti Aitkcn, giianlod it^ On account of 
the Tieaeiiry kept there^ it was known og tho Treasury Post, 

To the hdl of the Tma'in-ry front vrna the Bailey Guard Gate, a 
hnndgHTimc atmetnre whose lofty iirehwaj wm buiiktid up on the inside 
with earth. Olid two SJ-j>ouiiders and an S-iiich how^il^^r w^erc so placed 
that they could showor grape and eanisteir eu oii}" a&yailant^ who 
succeeded in forcing it. 

Close behind the Bailey Guard Gate wits the extensive one-stutied 
house, oceiipied by Dr. Fayrer- Here many IsuUea foiuid n hogpit4ihlo 
shp^ker and it had the advantage of having underground rooms to which 
thoyeuuld retire when tha lire of the enemy became very heai'y. Along 
the Hat roof were i>kcccl sandbags, and sheltered by them our men 
were able to keep up a warm tiro on the enomy, Aii IB-pouiulcr find a 
i-poundcr Iwided with gni|Ki were [jkeed in a north-castein direction 
to coinniand if possible the Bailey Guortl Gateway. The post was 
coniriianded by Captain Weston and Dr- Fayrer, a keen sjHjrtsuian and 
a firsl-rate shot.J

liiiving beun the dwrelling-ptaoe of a gmnLl-tlnoghtor of a forrotJ King 
of Oitdh. iL consiated of an oxtcnaive quiidrangiiliir rango of bEiildiiiga, 
entered by a lofty gateway. Some of these contained a %w tme and 
lofty a[Hir till ants, hut the majority were toere anioll and domestic 
officer. The house itself of the Begum was “ a most tin inviting look¬ 
ing (jkou, having neither a punkah to cool the air, nor a scnip of farai- 
tiire k) &at it off; but wo had to make the best of it.*’ * It was, how'ever, 
one of the safest spots in the eutreiichmcnts, and provided shelter for 
flDiue of the oflicfsia’ wives, and the women and eliildreu of the garrison. 

An upi>ef-6toried house within the aquare wm nued by the ConiuiisHnriat 
to eon tarn their stores. 

Directly below Dr, Fayrer s house, ou the cast from, was the Finan- 
cial Gonimissioncr’s office, a large two-storied house whose cnclosufe Oati»tikt 
wall formed our line of defence. It wii^ commanded with great ability 
and courage by Captain iSaiinderSj 13lb Native InCmtry.'f 

ScpaiTited fmni Haundera’ post by a narrow limo was Sago's bouse,^ 
a small oue-storied biiilding, the euclosing walls and ground of which siongr’e 
were abandoned, and the defence confined to the house itsolE A imrrow 
passage, to traverse which proved fiital to many during the siego, led up 
to the Judicial Conunissioner's office, a large doublo-sterieri building 
situated on high ground. Here the outer wall, owing to the elope of 
the ground, had to be ttlumdoued, and a strong barricade of fiisciucs and 
cprtli constructed. This important position^ which was greatly exposed 
to the enemy's fire from the east, was comniandod by Captain Gcriuon, 

13th Native Infantry. Next to tho Judicial Gonmiisaioner’a office came 
Captain Atidersun’s past, which marked the southern boundary of the 
eastern front. Extending from the hospital front to Anderson’s bouse, Eiuttm 
it coDtiated of a series of houses situated on two tiers: on tho upper 
were Fayrers bouse, the Fust Office aod tho Judicial Gomniissioner'a 
office; on the lower, immediately in front of thorn, were tho Bailey 
Quani, the Financial office, and Sago’s house.

Iti a 
sheltered corner of the Post Otllae, at its extrenjitj oti the right, waia 
a battery which swept the front of the Bailey Guard Gate, and In a 
iDeoi^iire protected Saunders' post, and Sngok garrifioo,*^ 

Ciptkiri ^ Captain Anderaoii’^a eiaolL Ijouae;, two Dtories in height, siLuated on 

po*t ground, formed the aouth-sastem angle of cur positiuii} and 

fhjiu it tfi Gubbins’ boiiec eaLentlcd the south front. Wheti tlie 
Eeaidenev was being put into a litate of defence, the wall of the enoJo- 
flnre round the hanae was thrown down, and a stockade erected in its 
place. Within the stockade was a ditch* then a mound of about five 
feet; then another deep ditch, with pointed bamhoos placed at thn- 
hottonxt By tibe little outpost nm the Cawnpore road, and having 
the enemy only a few yards from iho house oa the left^ and in front, It 
was one of the most exposed nutwutk.g of the whole fieri deucy pori- 
tion. The gupg of the enemy were In poaitlon so aa to keep am 
incessant fire on it night and d3ij%t The garrison codfliated of nine 
privates mi] a sergeant of Her Majesty's 33nd E'oot, eight vobutuers, 
a subaltern officer, and Cap tain AuderaGn, the galhrot cqimnftiid£ 3 r:| 
Amung the volunteErs were Siguor Barsotelli, an Italian, Monsiaur 
GtioSire, a Frenchmaiu, who displayed conspicuous cournge nJiiring 
tha aiege, and Mr. W. Cappcri oi the Beugal Civil Seryice, who 
went manfully to work with firolock and pouchy, and did tcgnisxr 
duty 03 a comnaon soldier, anil a procions good and attentive one

Below Captain Atidenwn’s hoivac and commnuitAting with it bj a Ttn 
hole itk the wall wa^i the Cawnpim Battery, mteaded, by en&lading the But-tLrf 
Oavmpope road, to bo a barrier to the approach of Twitiiieera from that 
town, and also to be the flank defence of the continuous line of build¬ 
ings which fornied the son them front. 

The first of these bnildiogB was the house of Mr. Deprat, a French 
nierehaut, who did right good sorriee during the siege. It was a 
singlc-atoriod building with a verandah, which waa now protected hy 
n mud wall about Bix feet high, two iind-a-half feet thick, and pierced 
for muBkctiy, 

Oppositfi Dcprat'e house, a few yards from the road, Waa Jnhatmes' 
honse, so cnlled from tho Armenian werchaiit who owned it. It had 
been intended to nlilise it if possible, anti if not, to blow it up at tho 
last moment But the untoward event of Chiuhut brought on the 
siege BO rapidly that this waa neglected to bo done, and it was occupied 
by tho enemy, " whose riflemen could commaiiJ from its upper stories 
nut only the CawnjHire Battery, but Anderson's garrison, the gaol, 
bamickf, p)st office, and the entrance to the Begum Khotee."i 

Tho wall before Mr. Deprat’a honse pfirtly protected by a palisade 
WAS continued till it joinial tho next building, whieb was a native house 
belonging to a local bunking firm. Here were lucated the boys of the

Nest to the Brigade and almost in a dinect line with it, was 
a btnad square encircled by fiat-roofed buildingSp which, on account of 
its being uccupied by the Sikh Cavalry, under Lieutenant Hanlinge, 
was known os the Sikli Square, Little had been done to strengthen 
these eut-haii&e$p and to enable tho gafrisan to firefmin the roofs it was 
iiccessaiTi nftor ihe siege had ]>egiin, to erect a series of protectiona of 
sandbags* and boards.

At the First Bikh Squsire, and the south 
wall of Guhhiua' Bouse, was a To-entermg piece of ground, covered 
with the niiES of native houses, which affbirlod convenieiit starting 
points and sholten* for the enemy t indeed, along the whole length of 
the eon them front* from Anderson's to OubbinB' battery, the ground 
was covorofl with mined buildingsp and the cntmiy lay not mure than 
thirty or forty feet from oui' positfon.* 

At the south-west comet of the entrenchmeats, where the outr- 
bousee wlijcb ooverod the grountia of Giibbinii^ hoTUH^ mode a re- 
entering angle, w'as erected, on ii lower level, a battery, projecting some 
distance beyond tho boundary, and thus flunking the two sides of the 
enclosure, atid mcnaciDg the whole surroiindiiig area. A passage led 
from the battery to the grounds, in tho centre of which stood the honsOp 
two stories in height f and Bpiidly built of masonry. On the sen them 
aide u spicious and handfiome portico marked the princi|jaL front, and 
beyond It soared a lofty forest tree, covered in spring with pale yellow 
bloaisonis. During the siege its colossal trunk and massive branches 
intenrnptcd many a rauod shot: day by day the boiighB were abet aw ay 
till little but the stem remaineti Ah a huge branch came crashing 
down, au old Sikh soldier remarked t has repaid iiD the Company's 
anlt.^ The battered trunk of the old tree still stands before the 
ruins of the house, a striking memorial of the great siege* 

At first it wujj hardly anticijiuted that Mr, Oubhins^ autpc&t could 
be held, and the Engineers coustructed a wooden bridgOt by which the 
lumaLefl might retire to the grounds of Mr* Ommauney’s honse^ across 
the narrow lane w'hich separated the two estates, Gnhbina" house was

used aa iha officer^' hoiipit*!, and in Omwianney'a several faniilics fuund 
shelter. On the west Cicfit where the outbuildings uf OabbiDs" njfii- 
dence ended> the dcfcm^e eeiiBisied of only a S-ponnder gun, with a low 
btuik in front of it,* The defence from thence qcmaiiited of the outer 
walls of three ranges of fiuadraiigiiliir btiiJdiiigaj the Blaughter-huU3ea» 
thfl sheep-house, litid the servatita" qiiarter, and at either end of the 
range, two battcrica hod been cooatruetedr but hud nut been lijnsbed 
when the siege begniL The dret, however, was the least eixpciaed, owing 
Lo the nature ef the ground, which was broken and rugged^ and Eloped 
right down to a mvino which the enemy never dared to sro^ 

Some little distauco below the north-west angle of the slieep-housa 
on a wide er|iaose of ground dotted with lofty trees and a wall 
around it, stood the Church, a building ihahioned after the model 
of the Royal Chapel at Eton. The oloae had not been used a place 
uf interment, but the sacred enclosure was diustined to be soon Blled 
with the remoina of some of England's noblest dead^f 

Where the road began to descend to the Church was erecled a 
battery of three guuSj vii., one 18-pounder and two 9-poimder^, which, 
from having been commauded during the siege by Captain Evans, was 
known as Evans* battery,J It pmteoted not only the Church and its 
CDcloaure, bnt it also flanked the soutb rido of Innea" Post, and provid¬ 
ed a good frontal defence. 

Iinuicdiatoly beyond the Church and cemetery, cooneeted with the 
main ]>tjsition by a neck of land, wm Inmos' Bsst, which formed oiir 
extreme outwork on the iioTth-wc8t+ The house was eingle-gtoried, with 
a flat roof and had ones been thcTcsidoncQ of Lieutenant jMcLeod Innca 
of the EugineerB, whence its name. A portion of the front was defended

the enemy’s position. Beyond the waits lay some bw-lying ground, 
ooTerod with long gnwa and planttiin trees, where the enemy had their 
Garden Battery. To the right, almost .within a stone throw, wm a 
lofty natural muund, covered with trees, and old tombs, where tho 
miemy also planted someguoa. The fire from Innea' Post was, however, 
only musketry, for it was conaidared too exposed for a buttery to 
be constructed there with any security, and the gnns of Evans, and 
tho Redan battery, afforded it conaidcmble protoction. 

On the north face, not far from Evans' guns, in a comor of the 
Hoaidenoy garden, was the Bcdan, the moat etrongly fortified and 
complete battery of the whole entrenchment. Erected on an open 
space of high ground, and conslnict-ed in the form of a half-moon, its 
three guns commanded, not only the river face, and the houses in 
the Captains’ Bazaar, but flanked the whole north front.* A lino of 
earthworks, sumiountod by saudbagB, with a ditch mside, coimettsd 
the Redau with the Water Gate, where two 9-poundcr gtma wero 
placed, thus completing the line of defence. It eoneiflted, aa we hava 
aeen, of four fronts, each eitemling for about a quaitor of a piili; in 
length, and it was eontinuQus; for wherever there was not u wall, or 
a building duly loopholed. there were scarped revetments and i>aniijats, 
with ditches fronted by obstructions. But in many places there was 
no obfitruction aufSciunt to bar an enemy, if he had possessed 
sufficient intrepidity to stordi it in the face of a heavy fire. The 
extent and feehlcneaa of the fortificqjiiuua miida a largo ganiaon 
necomary, but the garrison was even weaker than the defences. It 
consiBted of only 1,If 20 fighting men; and against them was the vast 
population of a turbulont city, and a large force of highly trained

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fighting men * The Bediui and Ca’WTjporo batteries tJie only two 
onlpo&ts entirely garrisoned by Britiah soldienj. The Hospital, the 
Treasuty Garrieon, and the Sikh Sipiares, were held by Native troops, 
and nevi^r did a body of men display more conspicuonB bmveiy and 
heiirty loyalty. The garrisons in the other posts wore nonipused of about 
equal numboiB of British Roldierg, esepo^':&^ and volanteem, The volun¬ 
teers^ chiefly elerka nnacciistomed to the use of firelooka, were men of 
all ageSp suies and figures i and the novel situation of a greater part of 
them was often the Eource of meiriment to their profesrionat eoLurades, 
A stout Eurasian volunteer of middle age, in some distress of tiiiudj 
asked his oomtuander“ What are we to do sir, if we are charged by 
elephants The startirng and difficult question wfua wisely answered 
** Whether able to keep oif euch huge or not, Govemtueut 

expected each individual to make the attempt/' A young volontRer was 
in a great state of anxiety ho ft' to present arms when his post was 
yiaited by Grand Bounds. Signor BarBotelH however consoles! him by 
Baying: Never mind, sir, iimke a noise j who is to see in the dfirk f' 
Another night when the brave ItatimL wns suddenly called out from a 
sound sleep he exclaimed: "'1 tbiuk these grand officerH do this for 
their own amusement." Nothing hnwover kept the Signor fimm the 
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jiorformtLDce of his duty. “Tn another mnment thope he stood with a. 
mnsket in one hand and a tloeble-harrclled rifle in the other; at hte 
side v-'oa a huge cfivnliy sword and pendant over hia brosflt bung his 
nmmunition pouch* ** resembling very much an Italian hiuid organ. This 
latter jiart of the Signor’s mililnry equipment wms rather in. his v:nif 
than olhenvise; but be did not exactly know where else to put it;and be 
wna not a little pleased wbrn told that the pouch of the English soldier 
is worn at the back* What with a gun in hedb hands mid a huge 
sword constantly getting between hia legs, he had quite anongh to do 
without the extra anxiety about the horrid cartridga pouch, which con¬ 
tained some sixty rounds of balled aminunitiijJi into the bargain " Laid 
under diseiplmc, and taught the elenjenta of the military art, the 
lunjority of voluuteerB proved potent soldiers. All ranks, and all 
clasaea. civiliana, officers, clerks, and soldiers, bore na equal part in the 
fatigue and labours of the aloge. All together descended into the mine: 
all together. handled the aboTcl for the intemiont of the putrid bullock: 
and all ncCDUli-ed with musket and bayotiel rabeted each other on 
soptiy', without reganl to the distinctions of rivnk, civil or military. 

All were aotnated with tho wima spirit and detenuinatbn that they 
wouUl rather perish than gumender the place, 

After the two garrisons had been concontr&tcd without any loss in 
the Residency Entrenchment, Sir Hemy Liiwrence proceeded poraonally 

to superintend the arrangeiuenta for distributing and posting the Muehee 
Bhawun force, and pbicing the field-pieces in position. He ristted every 
post, however exposed its poaitiun, however hot the fire directed against 
it, and improfoied u|ion the garrison w'hat it had to do, and encouraged 
the meu by kindly speech. 

The day had well advanced before he returned to his quarters, and, 
thoroughly worn out by forty hours'continuous strain and arodety, threw 
himself cm his bed to rest. But no amount of toil or weariness could 
diminfeb his forethought, and from his couch he requested Captain 
Wilson, the Deputy Aasistunt Adjutant-General, to draw up a memo 
ratiduui na to how the rations were to be distributed. The Hesidency 
bad now bocomo a st>eeial target for the enemy, and on the previems

Cfoupor were in the room at tho time, and it burat betweeu them, 
without injury to either. Hia utnff now entreated Sir Henry to remove 
to a more uheltered spot. He Innghingly mid that eoiiurs always con- 
aidered the fl 4 vti»t place m a ship lo be that where the shot had last 
made a hole, and ho did not cormider that the enemy hiwl an artillerj'- 
man so gooil a m&rksmim as to put another aheU into that auiall rotiiin 
Later iu the day. however. Gome more shot having entered the top 
storey of the Residency, his ataff again pressed Sir Heuty to remove to 
tho npartraeniiB below, and to allow hia papers to be moved, Ho 
promised that he would next day. When Captain Wilson was leaving 
the loom to writo the mounaraDdum, he remindod Sir Henry of this 
prfjmijie “He said he was very tired and would rest a couple of hnnre, 
and thJit then he would have his things moved." Giptain Wilson, in 
fiboiil half an hour, returned with the iHemf>ru.ndum, Standing by 
the bed of Sir Henry he proceeded to read what he had written. It was 
not quite in ndcoidimoc with the Chief b wishea: he began to esplaia, 
but the aentenca was never tiniabed. A shell canne whizzing and 
shrieking into the roam, a ahent of Bamo rose into the air and a shower 
of iron deseended stretching Wilson stHnned to the earth. Whon he 
arose he could aeo nothing owing to the air being full of smoko and 
dust. He cried ont—"Sir Henry, are yon hurt?” All was atiU. 
Twice he called : then faintly the answer came —" I am killed." 
When the sulphurous cloud rolled away, Captain Wilson saw the white 
covarlot on w hich his chief lay crimson with blfMx], Some aoldiera of 
the 32nd now rushed in to the nsaistaaco ef Sir Henry. A iiiesaengor 
was sent poat^hastc for a surgeon, who, on arriving, found him laid 
on a table in the drawing-room, surrounded by several ufficere, The 
stricken man opened his eyes, and jusked—“ How long have I to live ?" 
Dr. Fayier replied he hoped for eomc time; bat on moving the tom 
cluthea and examining the wound, he knew that it was fatal. A piece of 
shell had paused through nad torn to shreds the upper part of the left 
thigh. . After tho exaimnation was over. Sir Henry auked again how 
long he had to live, and pressed for a reply. The surgeon auawered: 
" Hb thought about forty-eight hours." Then, owing to the iiieroaaing 
fire of tho enemy, they removed him to Dr, Fay-rer'a honsc, which was 
more aheltored from their artillery. They laid him in the northern 
veiandah. A eousultatiou was held, and the medical men decided that

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earnestly exhorted them to preaeire rntemal tmdqiiilJity, to economic 
their HidinuaitiQii and the aopplies, to protect the woraea and ohiSdren 
from nil evil, bn exert themaelves mdefatigably to rouse luid sustain 
the spirit of the gnrrison, to never treat with the enemy, and on no 
acmtmt to sun-ender. He expressed hla Aviahes with regard to his 
children, sending loving messages to them. The children of the 
Bndsh aohliere. who had been the special object of his charity, 
he reoommeuded to the care of Ida country. His fancy then reverted 
to the happy dnya of tia own chiJdhoofl spent with his mother. 
Bo apoka often of the devoted wife who hiwl gone before him, ivijil 
ha repeated the aaerucl texts which hnd been their guide and their 
comfort. In the hour of rebelliou there tame homo to him, whose 
heart WHS full of oompassion and charity for all huTiianity—the words 
inscribed on her tomb; “To the Lord our God belong mercies ntid 
foi^jiveneBsea. though we have rebelled againat Him.” Ha espressed a 
wish to he buried “ withont any fuss ” and to be laid in the tkim® gruTe 
as tho British soldier; and ha desired that no epitaph should be placed 
on his tomb, hut this: - Here liea Haory Lawrence, who triid to do 
his duty, ilay QcmI have mercy on him."' 

During the first day he waa wounded Sir Henry’s mind waa dear 
and he spoke a great deal. On the following morning he had to be 
removed to a Ipm eipoaed spot in the house,* and in the forenoon, 
though suffering intense agony, he often repeated the psalms and luuyere 
read to him. Thou his strengtb began swiftly to ebb away, and ho 
scarcely spoke at all. On Saturday, the 4t!i of July, aj, the sunrise 
broadened, ■* the shadow of death is turned into the moraiog,” f and the 
happy release was expressed on the weary bnt joyful face, *^1 came 
into the room," wrote one who attended him in his teat momenta 
“a mmute after ha had breathed his last = his cxpreeaion waa so hapiw 
0(10 could pot but rryoice that his pjiiu rms over" 

Thus dosed the life of a noble imd nmtchlesa gcutlemaa Hemy 
Ijiwrenee was above all a devout man. Fren. his trust in a loving 
God he derived guidimee threugh lift, and suppr;rt .red cunsulatiou in 
tim dark houra of its close. But while his soul wus full of piety, he

He WEus a etEilL^tnau aoUiier^ aod ha jKiasessofl tha suldiar^s great 
vu*tue3—■unCiiliiig courage, conflEAOcy la dl.siistcr^ devotion to duty, 
and hopeftiljiesft in defeatr 

A few hours after the death of Sir Henry Lawranoct four aoldiera 
were samiui^ned to Move the couch on whiiih the corpse lay- Before 
they lifted it one af them raised tho coverlot, ood stooping down kiasotl 
the forehead of bk dead General^ and all the re&t did tbc same* 
In the evening they carried him to the churchyard, and oboppg bia 
lust behest they laid him in n rude grave, Mido by idde with same 
private soldiers, who ako had given their Uvea for their countiy'. 
Aniiddt the boomiug of the enemy *fl caunoiiy and the rattle of their 
muaketiy* a hurried prayer wufi read by the chuptaip, who alone could 
be present, for the stem neceaaity of the hour a|Htrod no fKjldier to pay 
military hououra to the io^t leader. 

Sir Henry Ijiwr&nco on hia deufchbed directed ^ that Major BunkSp 
C<«niiji?ij?ioner of Lneknuw^ ahould fulfil the functions of Chief Com- 
niLBsianer and that Colonel Inglis, Her Majesty*a Regiment, com- 

uianding all the troopa^ and Major Anderson, Chief Engiiieerj should be 
a conauL 

Major Banka belonged to ibo Bengal Army and like Henry 
Ijivffrence was one of tho great line of atateaiueu soldiera who hAve

But tho garrison had acaixcly neoevored the biSif of Sir Hnnry 
when it hiui to tnimfn the dmih of Major Batiks who received a bultet 
lb rough hiH heaxi while esmniumg a critienl outpoMb on t he 21 at 
July, and died witbout a groan,* ^Cajjable of undergoing inceasnul 
fatigue/' wrote a member of the gimifton, "both of mind and body, 
ho gave L-oofidcncc to all, ea much by his bfidily preflenoe where danger 
uitifit iinminentp as by his sound, fintij. and jndidona orf™/* f 
Ouneml Inglia now dealared the niilitary authority to bo pannnount ^ 
and no saocoaBor was appointed to Major Banka in the office of Chiot 
Cummiflffiuner, 

Lieiitenimt-Coloncl John Inglia who now assumed chief command 
had five and twenty years before joitied the 32nd 'Regiment at Qiiehoc 
na au EuEiigu^ and bis a4ole aervico had been jiassed in the Tcgiment, 

Ho first mw active service during the Canaiiiati iu^urrcction in 133T 
and was preaeut ill the aetiuu of St, Denis and St, Eiiatncho, Aecam- 
ponving iho gallant corps to India he was prcEcnb during the two sieges 
of Mooltan, ikiid in the attack (12th September 184fi) on I bo enemy's 
position in ftoat of the brecichc^ he commanded the right culnmn and 
did an important service. Ho commanded the 32ud at SurJkhoQud 
and took a conBpiunoirB iJtu’t in the final stfkrm and eapturo of ALooltun, 

He woB present at the action of Cheuiolc and at tho biittle of Qoojerat 
For his eervicos in tho Punjab campaign he waji made a Brevet- 
LicuteDaat-Cbloiiel^ and be waa in coTnmand of the 32 ud when that

A strict diMiplinariftn 
oiitj a bmvc uildicr, he was generally^ and juat.ly, beloved on account of 
hifi unasauniitig demeanour und warmth of heart. It was duo to hie 
tact and peraonnl iidtueoca that the divrirso olcments of which the 
gimwm was composed wero kept in harmonious working order. 

No srwner bul General Inglis Lakcu the chief military command 
than he proceeded to provide far the order and defence of the entrench- 
ment. All capable of bearing arms wore distributed among the diflfcr- 
eut giurisoDS. Commatidants were appointed, and no man was allowed 
to leave his post without special permismon, and he was strictly enjoined 
to keep under cover, always to be on the alert, and never to fire a ahot 
unless he could see Um man. But it was a difficult task to prevent the 

mefi from eitKwing themBclvei As a soldier of the 32iid remarked. 

■ It a not in tha way of Englisliers to fight behind walla.' It was also 
commanded that a continuoua and sharp w'Ateh should be kept at every 
gnrrifi.>n. and n special post of obsL^rvation was cetablLshcd at^ a high 
storey of Gie Kesidericy. whence every incvcmeut of the enemy’s troops 
could lie Been, and promptly reported. Special officers were app<iinto(l 
to nsaist the Cotninisaariat officers in doling out supplies of food to 
every member of the garriiwn. Loose animals roaddeneil by hunger or 
thirst had to be swnred. and those that were wounded had not to be 
killed but suffer a worse fat®—driven out of the entrenchmente, “ One 
jioor horse of mino,” wrote the bjave commander of Anderson’s poet 
«had his leg broken; I hod. therefera, to creep upon my hanfis and 
' knees to cut tho rope he was fastened by. and then 1 found the poor 
brute oould not walk However, no time was to be lost ^ so 1 got a 
person to prick him up in the rear, whilst nuotlier pulled at the head- 
ropo; thus ou three legs, and wtiiaily hopping along, this poor bora© 
was driven out of the place. All wo dreaded was their dying, and our 
hfiving DO TiieaJia of r^sMOViDg thooi." * The sifiDch from tlie b<fH50fl 
ant] bullocks that died became so pestilential that fkiigua parties were 
told off to bury thoir cafcaBes, and officers who bad been ex^oaed to a 
fearful aun in the trendies all day were offeen out till twelve aud one in. 
the inoruin^f engaged in the louLhantDe taak. “ My cold," writos one, 
ia woreo- Grubbing about in wet boles making receptaQl^ for dead 
bullocks and dead borsea does not conduce to ila unprovemant, Pretty 
eipployment tbi^ for the educated youth of the nineteonth century*

Tlie operations now coinnicneed in eaniest The besiegens began 
by batteriiag the oiUpoets; On the first day three of the hon&es fell 
Mr. Capper was in the act of firing out of n loophole on the verandah 
of Anderson'fi pMfc when a shot a truck one of the pifiorB and down it 
eaTDO burying him under nome tliree or four feet of tnivsonry. The 
garrison hearing the crash mshod to the aaaifiULnae of their com¬ 
rade. A low voice was heard flaying "rmalivel Get rno out- Givo 
me air for God's sake.'* It is impossible to eavo him T cried one. A 
voice camn from the tomb, ^ It la possible if you try.” '* We mt to 
work at oncti, and o long and tediouB aflair it was. First we had to 
diflplacc huge pieces of masoRTy^ a^d^ as we did tbie, the brokop hricke 
and lime kept filling up tho little air-haks^ and poor Mr. Capper was 
consfcjmtly obliged to coll oat for ^ more air/ During tbifl time, he it 
rciQcmbQrcd, the enemy kept np an incressant fire of round ahoL and 
muHketry on the spot, knowing that we were working there; and all 
WQ had to protect ns was about six inehos of the walh that just covered 
onr bodieSp os we lay fiat on onr fltoniachSj and w^orked away with both 
bauds. After Libonring for three-quart era of rui hour^ and when wo 
w'ere all quite exhansted, ws managed to get the whole of Mr. Cappers 
body partly free ^ whereupon wo set to w^ofh to get his Icga out, and it 
wft? some little time before w& could enable him to move his lowor 
limbfl. Throughout all thm^ a corpota!, named Oxeuhani, of Her 
Majestys SSnd Regiment, behaved iiiotit nobly^ flJ^d exposed himself 
considerably, so us to expedite the work of digging out our unfortunate 
volunteer, whose appearajiee omongst us Beemed like as if one had 
risen Crom the grave—we fully expected^ of tm^t, to hav# found that 
all his limbs had beep broken; whereas, on the conttary, he had merely 
a few bruises* and felt faijit.*^ 

The cannonade on Anderflon's house grew more and more ^vore. 
A round-shot eariied away almost the greater part of the parapet 
round the roof, and went clean through the body of a Sikh who 
WM m the act of firing. The poor follow never moved, the ahot had 
made % hole of four inches in diamoter in his ehe^tj. and had passed 
through his back,*^ As round shot and shell began to sweep the top 
TOomB from end to end the garriaon bod to abandon the upper dafences 
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and retire to the lower atoroy. Oubliiiis’ house aud the Besidcncy Ctat 
became a crutnbling moas of mina 

During a short time the garriBODj the majority of whom bad never 
heard a shot firedj seemed to be discomposed by the roar of ihe artiHerj’ 
and tbo crash of falling housss. But familiarity with danger and 
horror produced in a few days the tiatural effect Tho women began 
by keeping watch in turn, 'being very nervous and expecting some 
dreadful catastrophe to happen,' but they soon got braver, and ‘voted 
thf'ra was no neceaaity for anyone to koop awake who had not someone 
to wat-cb over/ The children begon to play with the bullets as with 
marbles, langhingl/i dropping them when too hot and had to be driven 
back from the periloua positions into which they loved to run. Due 
little fellow got so used to the cannonade that on hia way borne 
when the ships’ guns were fired, and all the other children were 
frightened, he clapped his hands and buirahed.* The heart of the 
garrison was not Ally steeled to reabtonce hut they had tho spirit often 
to act on tho offensive. On tho Tth of July the first sally woa F^tinnip, 
made. It was directed against Johannes’ house. The turret of that ■'“'T 
building had been occupied by a body of the enemy's riflemen who 
by thflir fire rendered not only the Cawnpore batteiy UEolesa, hut 
Bcattereil death far and wide, their ballets frequently entering oven 
Iha hospital windows. The commander of the band was dRc of the 
ci-Vicotoy's African eunuebBcalled by the British soldiers “Bob the 
DJailcr " on account of the unerring certoiuty with which he UBcd his 
double-b-UTClled rifle. About noon our guns opened a heavy fire on 
the besiegera to detract ihoir attention. A bole was made in the wall 
near the Martiniero only sufficiently large to admit one man getting 
out at a time. Silently fifty men belonging to tho 32nd and twenty 
Sikhs crept through it. The party conunanded by Captain Lnwrenoo, 

32nd, Captain Maneficld, Enaiga Green, 13th Native Infantry, and 
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£nEu;^m Stiiddy forincii beneath t.ho walk Thon led by Etiiddy they 
dashm] rtcro&s the rtiad j awiftly were the powder togs throwu tofare 
the door of the hoUBC, a loud eiploaiou and blajsing splinters waro 
flying thpougb tha Air. The rebei5j Itikeu by tiiu'priae iitteiMpteij fligliL 
blit twenty-two wore killotL Ilowoverp before tho Engineer could 
nrrimge the |K)iwder toga fur the euiupletn duiiioUtiaii of the house tile 
enemy returned in auch force that the Brigadier who ism Id not afford 
to diminish his flcanty garrieoD recalled the party. 

Four were wuuJideilj one only, Erivate Cnnej of the Eand, severity. 
Bmvs to reckleasnesap Cnnoy w^aa anger for every daring onlbreak and 
every perilona adventure- Accorapiinled by a sepoy who adorod hitn 
he used to nreep out of tlie cntrenchmentp and his expeditious WEro afi 
remarkable for their sticcess as for the daring with which they wore 
accomplished Ha, aceoinpanied by hia ;bithful compauiua^ on one 
oociiBiaa crejit into a battery of the eoemy's^ and E|ubed their guns. 
On his return he was coufincfl in the guard-room for having left hh 
pest without orders^ but they had to lot Ciiney out when there waa 
fighting to bo done. The bullet did not seem to have been cast that 
couli.1 kill him. He was often wounded^ bub he used to loave bis bed to 
vetuntcer for a sortie, Cuney a work of fighLing with the rcbole was 
only over after the supreme danger hofJ passed^ and the garrison had 
boon relived. He was killeti in a sortie made soon aftur Oeneral 
Havelock's arrival—a melancholy but fitting ond for such a man. 

^rhe sneceaa of the firat sortie prtxlaecd a good effect on the troopsL 
Two days after a few fresh aaldierB of the 32nd mode another sally« 
spiked a gun and killed many of the besiegers. The siege had now 
Instod tea daya and the heavy dannonark and musketry hre of tho enemy 
had never ciaaacd night or day. ■' I used to wonder." wrote Captain 
Fnltoiip how one got off in such a continued fire as was kept up, and 
though one did not see much yet a do^en casual ties occurred daily and 
our Eiiro[>eaaa dwindled off fast. A namber of bloodthirsty Miissulmonp 
and the Africans who lost so much in the annexation, have kept the 
closest watch and killed all who exposed themselves iq their neighbour* 
hood Some most wonderful shots there are among them, and uinny 
on officer'a bat shows the close shoot tug of those chaps all around with 
double rifles,"^ Many of the soldiers in passing from one aide of the 
entrenchment to the other w ere hit by the rebel morkameu, and many 
of the cook-boys who bad to taka the men's dinncTB to the various 
garrisons were bhot No spot was safe. The Btev, Mr. Polehoiupton 
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was severely wounricd in tha bcspiUil lunl Miss Pnhiier, the dnughtcit 
nf Colonel Pal Ed er, wEui shot in tie leg in the Be^rideney^ The Limb 
had to bo ampntiitedj and ahe survived the npf.mtinn only a few 
tJay^ She was perfectly calm and resigned. Her fa tier a€e1lnf^d to be 
her only enre, Poor girt^ she had coma out from England but a few 
Tdoiiths befero. and was then, At bright aevent^en, looking forward with 
xivid hopcfulneffl to her Indian life/* Major Francis, llith Nritive In* 
hwtiy, who commandeHl the B rigade Mess, hod both biif legfs anmhcd by 
a round shot. *'The calin manner in which he bore hb inisfortmm 
gained him ihe sjiiipathica of all. Not a nanrmnr escaped him. hia 
only aujLiety being a hope that the authorities would*bear iGstiniODy 
that he had performed hia dnty/‘ * Bryien, AnmiGrly Sergeant-JIajor of 
the leth LoncorSp a bhive soldier greatly re-spocted. wob shot through 
the head while ejideavonring to atrongthon his post. Just outsklo the 
portico of the hospitoJ a lad of six teen belonging to the ArtillcTy having 
his leg hit by a round shot called out^ “ Oh l^rdj my poor log."* 
lie however grew ti50 weak to endure ampEitation and hia young life 
swiftly ebbed away. A number of other gallant fellows wero aIm laid 
each nigbt in tho churchyard. “ A coverlet formed the wrap|H3r in which 
the body was committed to the enrtih. As yon approach the graveyard 
you observe probably half a dozen other unhappy iodividuala all waiting 
with Utcir desid for buriaL Tho clorgj^tnmi has now completed the 
Bijrricc and the bodies are laid in rows and wan follow tho awful words 
* Ashcfl to OBhoSj dust to dust/ " t 

Tho enemy had now erected their batteries and some twenty or 
twenty-five gnus of largo esdibro oncirolcd the entrenchment and directed 
A searching fire on it. Owing to their extreme ptastimityi aome being 
w'lthin fifty yards of the defence, it wna im|ioSGible to silence them by 
shoUs and they were cstabliehod in places where heavy guoj! could not 
reply to them. BarrioodeB erected with much jngetniity and pereevci* 
Tuuce also prevented their being silenced by mnshctiy, nnd narrow 
trenches so eflbctutdly concealed the gunneTS that their hauda could 
only be seen in the act of limding. The batteries of the enemy wore 
not only well placed but their fire wna gcinerallj prcciac. At the 
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cointaeaccukeiit of tbe gioge the re bets were £§oiiiowhi(it ahurt of einniu-^ 
iiiliioii and of istoiifs and logs of wood baimd with iron were 

hurled agoijiBb oiir posts. As tho logg came swioging through, tho sir 
the men, highly iimuaedp used W eMlMiUp " Horo comes a harrol of beer 
at liifltM" The mosaes of stone and iron hurled egeiust the defonees 
brought the masonry down in flokea mid inoessant was the work ne<iefi* 
sary to keep it in repair and to prevont the rents growing siitBciently 
wide as to admit the fierce multitude that were swamiing at the 
gates. 

It b always ** hang haagp bhooni hhooiUp rattle rattle unceasingly,” a 
member of tho Jorriaon entered m his diary on the 18th of July. At 
midaighb on the 20 th of July “ the baug bang^ bhooui bhoom, rattle 
rattle " guddenly ceaHeJ^ and as dawn brake a large body of men could 
be fieeii marching about in different directions within a few yarda of 
our position. Ordera were promptly given for the several ganisona to 
bo on the alert> and the whole force was kinder arms. At a qinirter 
|>aBt ten a crash of thunder rGnt Lhe air^ the ground shook farnnd wide^ 
and heavy vnlumosof smoke rolled over the Redan. Threngh the thiek 
vapour tho heavy sound of artillery and hiaiiing of bullets succeeded 
and a of the enemy was aeon doubling up the giucia with fined 
bayonets. Showers of grn{je ttoni the Kodan and volleys of musketry 
froTO the parapets and houses tojis niow^ed them down 13 ^ they moved 
forward, SuqirisE^d and perplexed at seeing the batteiy intact the 
robots baked. Hundreds fell. Their k^doru waving their swords 
shouted “ Como on my bmvea*'’ Again they advanced but the besieged 
plied their shot with terrible rapidity for "'even of the wounded and 
mck many bad loft their couches, seiKcd any muakcb they could lay hold 
o(i and fired as often as their streng;th emibled Lhem to do ^o* One 
unfortunate wretch with only one arm was seen hauj^g to the parapet of 
the hospital entrouchraente wdth his mttfikeh*' Far a few ffoconds the 
assailants faced the morciEess ihower, and then baEted they broke 
and fled.* 

Every garrison was the scene of a separate struggle, Ai Doctor 
Fayrer a hniisc they came " gwurming aver the stahlcH Into tho garden. 
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Partnd^e and 1 and the othar kept our g^unB and rifles going 

as hard aa we could and ab length they f^]l back, Wo killed great 
numbora of thenDi fmin toy house muny were knocked over atid their 
bodies lay by aU night, when they were dragged away. I had constant 
opportunities and I kept tuy gnu going as hiafe os I could load and fire 
whilst the IB and ft-poundotra were ponring in ahat and bags of btilleta 
into them* but 1 certainly thought that our time had comeH They 
made several lodgments, but were hustled with hantl grenades and shot 
aa they ran across the open. They also wore well protected by ddbria of 
houses and also behind loopholes hut os mimj camo into the open many 
were shot besides those who fell by shot and sbell behind the walla,^' 

A vigorous attempt was mad a to cany In nos' post by escalade. Tha 
ganigon commanded by Lieutenant Lough man consbted of twelve mcEi 
of the B2i]d, twoho of the 13th Native Infantiy, and a few civilians. 
A body of the enemy with ladders reached the front walls and attempted 
to plant them; but all their edbrta were In vain owing to the hot 
fire of the besieged, A feiv mimaged to reach the top of the tvalla 
but were thrust down by the bajoneta In the moanwhlle a comer of 
the post was stoutly held by Bailey, a rolunteer, the son of a Native 
Christian, and two sepop. On reaching somo huts fire yards from 
the palisades which ho wag guarding, the rebels xBciognieed him and 
shouted to him: ^"Comc over to ns and leave the cursed Fenngheefl 
whci&e mothers aud sisters wo have defiled^ and aJl of whom we shall 
kill in a day or two/* “ Am 1 going to ho unlaithM to my salt, liko 
you, you son of a dog? Take that," and at the lame momenti the 
crack of a musket rang out. '"Wait a moment/" cries the other, 
“and we shall be over the walk" Come along then, boagter. My 
bayonet is ready to catch you But first, here's for yon,'' Aud the 
crack of a musket again rung out. And thus the conteat of abuse 
and musketry continued, Bailey firing his ruusketa as they were 
loaded and handed to him with great rapidity. Then his ammunlLioi] 
failed. He could not leave hia two sepoya end he dsire not send one 
of them in ease he ehould not return. He could not call far 
amaiunition lest the enemy becoming aware of hia deficiency should 
loate their aheltet, and carry hia post by storm* The shollji from the 
Redon however kept them within the huts, Bailey made hia want 
known and Haiding, a bmve and gallant vnluntoer^ dashed through the 
furioua fire with the nmniuniticui. The contest Was renewed. The son 
of the Native Cbtktmn, and two sepoys held their post till they were 
reinforced. But before help could reach them one of the brave sepoys 
bad bean killed Bailey himself vras dangerously wounded. A musket 
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boJI sujfished hiB lMHj and effecrted an f sit through his neck,* Find¬ 
ing thnir e^fo^ts useless ihe eDemy fell back, and oLintented themseh^s 
with throwing in a terrific abonn of mnskotTy from which the men were 
eheltered os much ae poseible by being kept under the defences. 

Almost at the atime tiTne an fttrjwk was miyle on the Cawnpore 
bfttteiy. The enemy adraneed braTely led by a fanatical preacher 
benring the grqen standard of Islamisin in hifl hand, but he was shot in 
the ditch of the batteiyvaod seeing him drop hia foilo^vero swiftly 
retreated from tb^^ warm fire poured on them, The attacks made on 
riermon'a and {jiibbitifl' post were also repulsed by the withering fires 
of their respective gairisoris, " The ISi h Kadve Infatitry at the Bailey 
Guard gate with Lien tenant Aitken behaved splendidly, their awn 
rados being among the assailants/'' About ^ p.Mf* the enemy ceased 
their at^emprn stora:i the place but for some hours their guns conti¬ 
nued to roar around the entrenebment Tho nnnibor of rebels who 
perished in the assault can only be cotijecfcttred^ but it must bare been 
very large* Of the beaieged only four were killed and twelve wounded- 
The garrisons were in high spirits at having repnksKl with so 
small a loss the first great attunk and the following day their joy was 
increased by the first gleam of hope. Late at night Urigud, the mea- 
aanger who hod been sent forth at the end of June to bring tidings of 
the Xaua, crept through the momy's linea and arrived within the 
entrenebment. In a law cliamber dimly iUuminate^l by a solicary oil 
light carefnlly Bcreeaed so as not to attract the bullets of tho enemy, he 
told Mb tale. Around hiui crowded tho men with brown weatlier- 
beaten faceB. and standing at the doors aniious to catch each word were 
Women who had rushed from their buds in their night-attire, ** Had 
Nana cro^ised the river and joined the beaioging foree?"" is the question 
asked vvdih bute^j breatk *' No, Havelock Sahib hod beaten the Niioa 
in throe great Luraia (battlcii] and was now master of Cownporo/* A 
cheer buret forth from the men, and drowned the sound of the patter of 
tho min ontside. But Ungudniusl depart, for it is the storm and dark- 
iie£B of the night which will enable him to pass uunaticEil the fienliuela 
of thn cneiny, A letter in Greek chametera; giving el brief sketch of the 
poaition of afikir^ iti the entrencliment was written on a tiny ecrap of 
jjaper. It concluded folbwa - Aid is what we want, and that 
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quickly« Our defences Due atnijjfgLing, and our numericaf at^e^gtll 
quite inadequate to man tiieiu. The Artillerj is weak^ and the ca^ual- 
tiea heavy."" The letter woa placed in a quill which after being sealed 
at bcifh endi! was handed ho Ungudp and a handsome reward offered 
to hitn Lf he awiftly brought an answer to it. Five nights afler he 
again crept into the eiitrencbment bringing a reply from CoJonel 

FraaorTytler, Assistant Quartermnstor-Qeneral to (jononvl Havelocks 
force. It con Lamed tidings of groat joy^ We hare/' he wrote^ L«.ttir 
*' two-thirda of our force aerroaE the river and eight guns in pnaition 
already, Tho rest will fullow immediately, I will oeud over more frUtr 
news to-night or to-morrow. Wo have ample force to destroy all who 
oppose ua. Send na a eketoh of your poaiiion in the city, and any 
dircotiona for entering it or turning it that may aExike you. In five 
©r six days we shall meek You must threaten the rear of the enemy 
if they dome out, and wo will amaah them.^' * The followiog alghfc 
a reply was Bent giving such lufonuation as General Inglis posses^ 
and offering ^uch suggestjona aa to the route to be taken by the leliev^^ 
iiig force. The letter coudluded as fellows—*^ If you have rockets with 
you, send up two ot three at 8 F.M. on the night before you in tend 
entering the city, by way of waruing to at which aignal we will 
begin shelling the houses on both sides of the road. Ignorant of tho 
strength of jour force and of its formation, I can only offer ik&m 
BUggestiotis with the asaiiranoe that the utmost our weak and harussed 
garriflou Ia capable of shall be done to cause a diversiou in 3 our favour 
as swii aa you are aufficientiy near/" f 
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Many a ftv^rriali eight did the men and woniEe of the garrift>n, 
\rith heavy hearts and anvioua cratch to see Lliose rockfitfl riae in 
the akj. Eipectajioti was now at its height, aod clroTe some wild. On 
the Evening of the 2:&th of Jiilj, w oSeer on tbo look-out turret 
hearing heavy firing iu the diieetiou of Cawnpore rushed down, and 
informed the garrison that the relioviiig force had nrrivod and were 
fighting their way into the city. The newa " spread like wild-fire; 
nifeii in hospital, who were only just ahia to move^ jumped up and said 
they must help the poor fellows coming in The ladies in tho brigade 
mess-raom ran to the top of the house to see the force npproactiing, and 
wore romainiiig there in a moat oKpoaed position until ordered down in 
no very cotirteouB terms. The firing turned out to be a salute from the 
eneiny, in honour of some nabionai event” * 

On the 30tli of July a peacock came and settled on iiie mm porta 
and there plumed ita radiant feathers. It remained a short time and 
then flew across our poaitian. Some guns were aimed at it, but wore 
turned away when the men were told not to destroy a bird of good 
omen^ and the gay visitor flew safe away, 

July passed aw^ay; August mrivad ancl still no sign of the relieving 
force. On the Gfch a sepoy of the 1st Oudh Irregular Infantry, orderly to 
Brigadier Gray, who bad been sent oub with despsatchea, returned to the 
entrench men b. But he brought no letter, A quill despatch he stated 
bad been given to him but in crossing over broken and flooded ground 
to evade the s^ntmels of the enemy it had unfortunately been lost* He 
however tepcirled that Havelock hod fought two ancccssfiil engagements 
on the Lucknow aide of the Ganges, but had bean obliged to halt at 
ilungulwar. Half an hour later a sopoy of the 4Sth who htid been sent 
into the town two days previously to try and gain intelHgence roturned 
and in a great measure corToborated the statement of theaepoy of the lat 
Oudh Irregular Infantry,-]* A few days of feveriah joy and eacpectalion

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were to be followod by weary weeks of intense misery* A dull 
distrost snijceeded the first Tivid gleam of hope, At no tiiae/' wrote 
one of the besieged on the 7tli of Angust, " ilid I feel bo strongly ae this 
the truth of thopraverb ^Hope deferred inaketh the heart sick/ Ajej. 
indeed it does 1 We were so eangnine before that the natunit resnU of 
our disappointTnont ia that we boliove in evil tidiDgs and donbt all good 
news/' The exultant foo brought them iiibeltigenco of every fresh disaster 
to our foroea and no trick, nolle which was thought liJcelj to discourage 
them, wae spared. When the news of HaTelQck'B first advance was 
receivad with loud bur rate they were told, **So yon think yotrr rein¬ 
forcements have nome, do you? Remforeoinenta forfiooLh I Why we 
have beaten them long ago, and we have crowned our king, A grand 
salute was fired that night at ereiy post of the enemy in honour of 
their victory. 

Outside the walla the eneuny kept high festival and from tbo hooaea 
around eamo each night sounds of revelry^ miiFde and dancing which 
greatly roused the ire of the British soldier: *' I mj Bill/ exclaimed 
oncj "I am blowod if these here Budmasbefi (rasciilfl} don^t yell Uka bo 
many cats," Bill replied: ''Tea; they do, and 1 only wishes 1 wse 
behind them witb a tin pot of water as they opens their d—d 

mouths" Another comrade who was close at hand and had been quite 
distracted by the inEJeaaant noiae of one uf their war clariQUB rcniarkcd^ 
“ I only wish I had a hold of the black mscal as plays that: IM not 
kill the vagabond, l*d only break that infernal hmsfrumeni over the 
bridge of his nose/ Within the ontrEochtneuts the monotony of 
suffering, and the continued prcBencc of death had produced! itsufttural 
ofroct. The excitement- bad died down, the jeata had become rare. As 
the fiiege wore on the condition of the atmosphere was day by day 
becoming more frigbtfuL The dead could not be pot by : tlie task of 
burying tbo bodies of men and animals might he diligontlj executed 
but in that narrow space the work cotild not be effectiially done. The 
coimptness of the air generated a plague of fiiea. They swarmed in 
millions and the Martinifero lads who go abciuL the gameon more 
fiUhj than others and apparently more neglected and hungry even than 
we are ” were incessantly employed in trying to bnieh them away from 
the sick Id hospital,"^ Now smallpox and ehnlera filled the hospital os 
much as the bulleta of the enemy. Yet the fire waa sharper and more 
constant than ever, " Everywhere wounded officers and men werft lying 
ou conches covered with blood and often with vermin. Many of the 
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wouDded wirp grdattkig tipon mattiriesses and domiLS nnly^ Every- 
whare cri^ of agony wore hoard piteous excloinatilDas for water and 
assistance^ All Llie aaai-stance that could ho mndored waa rondorod but 
nhe hospital staff was DccoasarLiy small.'" Noble women little fitLod to 
take part in anch sconea aagnin&ii cheErfollj, and discharged eameatly, 
the task of charity in nuniatering to skkiLesa and pain.* Eut aa the 
eiege wore on^ the atmosphere of the hospital became so fuul that the 
medical oGBceru insieted -on their leaving the building. The doctors 
with untiring energy employed their host art,f hut the air was so 
tainted lhat complete recovqiy from woimds or aickeess was nest to 
imposgdble and LiTnpntatioti wa« certain deLath. ITie medical officers were 
greatly asaisted in their work by the ee^^lubua atteotiDn given to the

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material and ifpirittial camforts of their commdea hy the Haveretid Mr. 
PolehaiDptou, and thn Eovcrend Mr, RArrb. The former hail been 
severely woiincled in the hDEjjiUil ni the oauiiiiencetDeiit of the siege, atid 
hU enihehled conaLitutiDU succumbed to an attack of cboletn on the day 
of the fitBt great attack-* 

The Gnemy now transferred the odd test to the liowfek of the earth, 
imd frequent were tho struggles within dark and immaw gnUeriea After 
the aBaaidti of the £Oth July they begun their iubTerranesiJi attack by 
regular approaches. A a fjist, however* as the robgb mined, the gnmaou 
countenuined^ By the haed of heaven or destiny* or whatever men 
may call it, in the entrenchnieiit at Lucknow was tJie one regiment in 
tho Bi'itiah Army most likely to have a few skilled miners. Tha 32nd 
being a Cemish regimeat, eight f inea were fmind who had in their nativo 
mines oirquired some ejrperienco of the basiocss and they were employed 
under the com maud and guidance of Captain Fulton to instruct the 
respective garrisons iu the work Evaiy commaDder of au ontpoat was 
requirvsd to tall off some of his men to listen at short intervals for sounds 
qF mining- They laid their ears to the ground, and if any suspicious 
sotind was heard a mpori was maj:le,and a countennine promptly alairtedn 
Shafts were at once sunk, und galleries begun at the vulnerable points 
in the posts most exposed to this new danger. Tho eneiiiy lind 
the advantage of a plentiful ^pply of Inboiirp having amaeg them a 
large number of the Paecfi tribe who were expert miners, but they 
lacked incicntific guidfluee^ The besieged had the advantage of haviog 
thoroughly tTuined odieera to guide and superintood the operatiDns, but 
they lacked men to carry out tho oporatmnH* During the early part of 
tho siege they had working parties of Her Mftjesty^a 32nd Rcgiuieofc, 
The eoldienSp howeverp had other duties to perform ; they were expessod 
to ralUj and wore very often under arms* which prevented their haring 
a proper amount of rest. They cjould therefore have little physical 
strength left to work in the trenches, and as the siege progresaed, their 
niimerical atrongth boeaine bo much reduced, that it was decosi*afy to

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give up Eim>iMsan working partiee almost entirely, and to depend on 
the 6i?poyia* The Jotter came forward most willingly njid I cannot 
ppeflfc too highly of the way in which they worked. They have also 
been of matenal assiatance inonr niinlug opemtioua; and a party of 
the 13th JiativelnfjiutrT, thanks to the good management of Lieutenant 
Aitken. have oouBlructed a battery for an IS-pouDder, worked the gun, 
and dug a shaft and gallery at their own poet." Kutonly the loyalty and 
the courage, but the calm heroic iipirit with which the sepoys endured 
dimgcre and trials, is worthy of all honour. Without their aitl the 
mining openitigns of the enemy could not have been hoHled, and the 
labours of the garrison brought to a succcsaful issue. 

Overall these laboiita Captain Pulton exercised a careful superin* 
teadenoo. Aided by Sergeant Day he determined the details which the 
garrisoLB of the several posts had to carry on, aud he made the roonda 
CM^tautly day ond night to aee that all was well, and the work was 
being properly done. He wiks alwaj's on the spot where bb preaenca 
waa needed. His eye never seemed to slumber, nor his ear erer 
to fiul to catch the slightest sound. He cheerfully perfomed many 
of the duties of a aoldier as well as of a ootomander. Ohb day 
Captain Pulton detected a mine the enemy hod driven a certain 
diatence—he tan a short countenmne bo meet it, aud he then sat 
patieutly, revolver in baud, waiting for the unoonsciout enemy to 
break through. ^*St>nie one luoking for him asked oue of the 
Europeans if he were in the mint ^ Yes Sir.' said the Sergeant.' there 
ha has been the last two houra like a terrier at a rateboie, and not 
likely to leave it all the day.’" 

Not dia heartened by their nnsuccesefiil effort to blow up ihe 
Redon, the enemy continued their mining efforta. They were heaid 
working Ota galloTj near the Cawnpore botteiy and our men began 
to countermino but passed them at eighty feeL « Their gallery was 
M near the turface its roof fell in, and wo saw into it They boarded 
It over, and worked on with the utmoat determiDation, Wo turued 
our gailciy toworda them, and meanwhik gob a mortar aa near as wo 
could, imd Bonham dropped a shell into their gallery blowing all 
the roofing off, and thus they wera done. Wa then mined ou, put 
a cha,^ and hnvo left it for future use if they begin. At tho 
saino time as the above, we heard picking at the Sikh lines and began 
to counter I superintended. We had not gone ten foot when wo 
broke m fair on them at work. They bolted, firing into their 
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gallery. We found the camlJe alight, withdreivit; a aergeuat and 
I a«If crept across their golkiy to the shaitj found they had bolted, 

I got powder, und destroyed the whole with great eclat and enjoytoeat 

I of the fun and excitement, to any nothing of the succeaa. 

; “The jolly old Major,* half in earnest, threatened to quod me for 

going BcresB their gallery into their shaft. Ha! Hal But haying 
once done this and seen the coast clear, I placed Hutchinson vrith a 
revolver to keep it so, while I got powder, etc. 

“What I Mining again I Yea They were at work under Mr. 
Shilling's bouse, and in ten minutes we had got at them also, and 
a hand grenade thrown in killed one, wounded another, and they 
i drdppf3d that. 

" Loud Sounds of pick and shovel, Fulton. 

I "What, again I I found on going to the spot the tasoaJa were at 

work in the road just under our outpost ouL-house wall. Well, I 
thought them very impudent, for they could bo so easily mot, but 
it seemed a bore to begin to couater, so 1 just put nay head over the 
wall and called out in Hiudnstani a thde of abuae and * Bagho! Bagbo f 
Fly r, when such a scuffle and bolt took place, I could not leave for 
a laughing. They dropped it for good, that's the best of the jyke."t 

Not only were the mines of the enemy chechpd, but the counter- 
mines of the besiegeia were driven well outeide their lino of defence. 
The Depmt Cawnpore galleiy was driven out thirty feet, and protective 
trenches, whoso oxtremides were charged and kept ready for explosion, 

^ were advanced right and left. The Brigade Mesa mine wrs driven 
eight feet fiirther than the Deprat gallery. 

Besides being bu^ driving mines, the enemy were most active in 
oouetructing fresh batteries. They planted on a piece of rising ground 
feeing Innea’ post a 24-pounder gun with which they did great damage 
not only to the house at Innes' post, but also to the chureh and the 
Bcaideney. So much harm W'aa done by it that on the night of the 6th 
August a battery for an IS-pounder gun was begun at Innea* poet, All 
worked hard, and, having got the battery ready, the gun waa taken down 
and in poaition by daylight, when it commenced firing and soon silcnceif 
' the enemy's gun. General Inglis however considered the position too 
exposed and the same night withdrew our gun after it had done its 
work. 
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The 7tli Aogiii^t was a whitre letter dny !□ the annab of the siege* 
This waa the first day on which wa had no casualty."* 

Oa the tDorning of the 10th August a body of eepgyig wag itecu 
behind their treaches inaithing with two guns up our left fiank^ and 
across the Cawnporc roaci, A largo force wag also noticad approaching 
the bridge of ho<.ilB from cantonmenta. The posts were instantty 
manned. About 11 A.ai. the enemy fired a shell into tho Begums 
Khotee. Then, a loud clap like a p®! of thunder, and the ground shook 
far and wide. The enemy had exploded two mines directed respccti^ly 
against the Martiniero on the south face, imd Sago^s post on the east 
face. The former entirely destroyed ourdefencea for the apace of twenty 
feet and blew in a great portion of the outoida wall of the hoosc occu¬ 
pied by the Marti eiere boysi On the dust clcnring away, a breath 
appeared, and a few of the enemy came on with the utmost rlotermln- 
atioRi but were met with such a witheriug fljink fire of miisketi^ from 
the officers and men holding the top of the Brigade Mesa, that they 
beat a speedy retreat, learing the more ndventurous of their number 
lying no the ctest of the breach,* 

While this oporatlon was going on the enemy alao mode a nish on 
Sagna bouse, but were soon driven back with considerable loai. At 
Innes" house aod Mr. Gubbiofl* pogt large hordes advanced bringing 
scaling ladders with them. But they were dislodged by hand greimdcs 
and oij they retreated the bcgdcgcd's marksmen slew many. 

At the Cawapore battery the stormeni rushed up with extranrdi- 
DOiy swiftness and rcochmg the ditch sheltered themselves from fire in 
Captain Fnlton" found the enemy led by a man in pink whom I had 
noticed sevornl titnea directing them as they came up. I put a riflo 
ball through him and then sent Tulloch to ardor hand grcnadcB, the 
second of which well thmwn cleared the ditch.** 

At Anderson’s post a fow rebels with a mighty effort pushed] 
through the stockade and reached the mound in front of the ditelL 
No sooner were they seen than they were assailed by a tremBndous fire 
which laid them low. Yet othcre succeeded those who felU A Moslem 
fanatic with the green standaid of the Prophet led the ranks, and 
animated the courage of bis folio vipers by religious nppeak Hb fell 
riddled with bullets. A conmule seized him by the halt and threw 
himself with the body of the wounded standard-bearer over the

" More men wauted this way/' and off would rtiah two or three to 
support their comrades more closely preyed. Froirt the loopholes the 
Volunteers under the direction of the truly bmvo and heroic ” Mr. 
Cupper and a aLibaltern officer poured forth a eteiidj and uonatant 
fire of musketry. In the heat of the fight Moq^ienr GeofiFroi heard 
one of the rebel uhiek say Gome on, brothers^ there's nobody here ;“ 
upon whioh he replied in the vernacular “ there are plenty of ns here^ 
you niscal/' And aa pruof of his nsaertion he shot the lender dead» and 
also sent a bullet into a commde who wua cloae behind him. Other rebel 
chiefs rushing to the front shoutet] " Come on^ come on, the place ia oum, 
it b tuiiCii/' und reaponding to Uie call the man again and again 
returned to the assault, but they were received with deadly musketry 
und driven back with loss. Finally* the lenders being slain, the rest 
staggered back to their bat tones and loopholed defencea, from whence 
they kept op an iinusimlly heavy r^rmotiade and musketry fjre. After two 
hours thcstHijnii begau Uy Hiihaide, but, as the sun was Betting, the enemy 
made a sudden and determined runh on Captain Samiers' po&t They 
got close to the wcilland n fUring fue, who tried to wrench off a bayonol 
protruding from a l□ophote, wjifi ineLuitly shot After a second fLiBilinde 
which lasteit for about thirty minutes the enemy aguiu fell back baffled 
to their trenches. Thus was a second osiiault made hy an overwhelming 
force signally repelled by the besiegci^. The iiumber of lebels who 
perished in it can only he conjectured. But it must have been very 
large.

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The heavy lose which the besi^eis hmi sustaiiieil dirJ not cause 
them to rekx their efforts aud with the iirat streak of light they 
opened a heavy cannonade and during the day the play of artllleiy was 
incessant, hi any of the round shot atruok the Besldeney, already much 
shattered, and about noon a great portion of the left wing fell, burying 
six ifien of the 32nd in the ruins. Two were got out alive after vory 
great exertions, hut the remaining four had to be lefi under the ruins. 
Immediate arrangementfl were made for the removal of the few 
European women and children who still occupied one of the rooms on 
the grciund-floor^ 

The same aftemewn died Major Andersonj the Chief Engineer, tie 
had ffi>utmcted dysentery a short time before the revolt, but notwith¬ 
standing his ill health ho had the first days of the siege worked niglit 
and day unromittingly* Labour and anxiety bad told on his enfeebled 
frame end after the first week he wua unable to leave his house. Then 
he gradually sank from his old ailments *" Ho died in ponce. Wo 
were all much affectoil in taking leave of him. He said * Well, FultoDj 
it uiiist have come at last. If I had lived to go he me, we might never 
have met agido. He pressed and proesed my hand and said ' Qod bleea 
you/ I helped to stitch up the rcKPue (quilt) in which he was buried and 
laid him in his gi-ave, and marked it with n atick,^ Major Anderson^a 
death deprived the garrii^oD of a bravo offieer and the Geneml of 
a safe and wise conneLUor.* He wim succeeded by Captain Fulton, who 
had won the confidence nl ever}^ iueui in the garrison by his coolnesa 
and courage. 

On the L2th of August the enemy opened at daylight a tremen- 
doUB cannonade and muskotiy fire on the Cawnpore battery and so 
raked it from Johannes^ House that it was iniipossible to work our guns 
nr remain in it. Orders were therefore issued to withdraw all the 
gxknison except the seutty. He stayed, and later in the day was killed 
by a round shot. At dusk working parties of Europeans remotad from 
the battery a 9-pounder gun which had been disabled by n round shot 
of the eocmyi and they worked hard to repair the damage which bad 
been done to it, 

A sally of discovery by a party of Europeans under Brigadier 
Inglis, attended by the Engineer, was also mode on the same day into

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Lbe Goondoli lines, where a long deep irenchr no doubl intended to act 
as a skelter treuek from mnaketry and artillery (ire. WM found directed 
towards the enclosure. This having been rendered useless and some 
pf the walls of the enclosure having been dug down, the piurty returned 
unmolested. 

The enemy having returned to work at the mine close to Sago's 
house, a sortie waa mode with twelve men of the Sind under Lieuten¬ 
ant Hutchinson of the Engineers. They found a Inrge and strong 
oovering party well on tho alert to dotend their miners and wens met 
with such n destnictivo hre that they had to retire, which they did 
happily without loss. As tho garrison of the fort was nnable to meet 
the enemy by a sortie, it was determined to drive a galleiy from a 
start which had already been prepared, and all through the night the 
engineers and miners worked hard to finiah it with the greatest 
possibto speed. “ Every possible means was adopted by tho onoiiiy to 
prevent our iiiineis working, and as only a wall and a few foot of ground 
divided the two parties, they resorted to squibs, rockets, brickbats and 
jightn at the emd of bamboos to annoy our workmen. As the latter 
were thrust forward with the hope of setting fire to our tiled houses, 
the ends were successively cut off." 

The 13 th, shortly before 10 a.X., the engineera reported the counter¬ 
mine to be ready, and the neighbouring outposts having been duly 
warned, the signal to fire it was given. A column of earth rose 
high in. the air, and the brick house, from which the enemy had 
started their mine and in which they were at the time hard at work, 
settled down burying all inside. After the smnid of the exploaion 
and tho crash of tho falliug buildings bail died away, the groaos of 
those who were buried were plainly audible. For some time Imago's 
post remained upmoleEted. 

As signs and sounds raised a Buspicion that the enemy were busy 
oonstructing a mine * against AndenKMi’s post it was detenuiued to drive

Ungmi-* The Jotter waa dated from Mnngulwnr, 4th August. Ungnd stated 

that he had been made a prisoner by the enemy while eodeavouring 
to roach the Besidenoy. On being released he hwl retraced bia 
Bte|ia to Miingut war and found that place hod been abandonef] by oar 
force. Proceeding to the banks of the Ganges he discovered that Oenoraf 
Ilarolock hod rceroasod the river to Cawnpore which hrul been threat' 
eiied by tbo Nana. The Oeneial, he stated, hud advanced a seound 
time to EuBhecratgunje and had engagHland defeated the eDemy.biit lie 
had retired after routing them. These tidings aaturally caused the 
besieged grave anilely, for Haveluok hiwl evidently once more 
nf<i(< of i»ttenipted to relieve thesu and been foiled. “ Much as nsual’’ wrote 
gnrmon. « the heart aches while watching for relief, 
but none comes. Will Cawnpore be repeated at Lucknow I Alas, it 
Seema so f Our number is vuibly decreasing. As for death, it stares 
us constantly In the face," And it appeared iu nmny a ghastly shape 
■' One of the gunners woa shot dead in tho verartiah this iiiorniiig," 
writes a Indy in her diary. '■ When 1 came upstaira to dress, f *«iw the 
poor fellow lying there in a pool of bloijd.t A widow " was standing by 
the door with baby, looking out tntu the oourtyanj at a little girl playing 
with a round shot, when she was struck on the head and killed instantly. 
It gave me such a shock that I fainted away at the dme, and I can 
never thiek of that poor Uttlo ohild without a ahudder.** The deaths 
from iho dread discosca engendorod by foal air and inauflicieat iiourisb» 
ment far outnumbered t hose infliotod by the euemys baud. The women 
and children id I swiftly before them. “ Five babes were buried one 
night. The fathers who had tubght aud to coiititiue under arms all dav. 
and work and watch all night, could a^n.! no aid to their striokon fauu- 
liea All oHicer of the garrison spoke to a comrade of his wife being

aiifl oHteci os fur a box, hut we bad nothing largo enough/^ The atench 
in the ehurehyard had grown so foal that the chaplain was compelled 
to read the Burial Service in the porch of the h^spila]^ tm the liodica 
were being (aimed away. At this time the gaunt spectre of Famine 
also Ecso before tbera. iTuder those circumstancsea it ia hardly a 
matter of auqjrise that the Brigadier despatiched on the 11^th August 
the following letter to General Havelock s—

My denr GencraL 

A note from Colonel Tyilcr to Mr* Gnbbins reached me kist nighty 
dated Mungnlwar, 4th instaiitj the latter part of which is as foUuws^ 
"You must aid tm in every way, even to cuttiDg your way qut^ if we 
can't force cur way in } we have only a small force," This has caused 
me mneb tmeaslness, as it is quite impt^ible with my weak and 
ehnttered force that 1 &%n. leave my defenceSp You must bear in mind 
how I am hnuiperedp that I havo upwards of 120 sick and wounded 
mid at least 220 wnmen^ zmd about 2d0 children, and no carnage of 
any desoription, besides sacrifteing 23 lakhs of treasure and about 30 
guns of aorta. In oousequence of the news received^ I shall soon put 
this force on half rationis until I h(jar again from you. Our pro\4Bi€uis 
will bat ua then till about the lOtb of September* If yon hope to 
gave thia force, no time must be lost in pushing forward. We are daily 
being attacked by the^enemy who are within a few yards of our 
defences. Their mines have nheody weakened our posts, and I have 
every reason to believe they are cfurying nn others^ Their 18-poimders 
ore within 150 yards of some of our batieries^and from Lheir {loaitioii 
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and our inability to form working parties we cannot reply bo tbcra, 
anti therefore the damage hourly ie very great. My strength now in 
Europeans is 354, and 300 Katives, and the men dresdfaliy haTT> w r d . 
and, owing to port of the Ecsidency having been brought down by 
round shot, many are without shelter. If our Xative fome, who are 
losing eoufidenoe, leavo ns, I do not know how the defeacea are to bo 
manned. 0id you receive a letter and plan from me 1 Kindly answer 
this qneelion.

In stating that, after the force liod been put on hnif nttioas, tha 
provisions would then hist only till abont the 101 h of September. 
Ctenerel Inglia was expressing the opinion of hia reaponaiblB advisem. 
But a serions error was made, os after events proved, in the deaeriptioa 
of the food supply, and the accontit no doubt led General Havelodt and 
the Governor-General to form a strong impression as to the desperate 
condition to which the garrison must be reduced after the Iftth of 
September.* The error was due to the etoree having been collected 
both by the miUtary department and the civil authoritiea. At the 
battle of Chinbnl Captain Jamea^ the head of the CommiBsariat, wan 
Bovarely wounded, and the subordinate officiata employed on the storage 
of the fnjod supply deserted as soon as news of our disaster reached the 
Besidency. VYhen the siege commonoed, officers were appointed to 
superintend, under Captain James, the control and distribution of tbo 
rations, but it was impossible for them to know without rhe rcooids 
of the subordinate officials the location and quantity of the food 
stored, and they had not the leisure to make an accurate inrontoiy. 
General InglLs made on error in his estimate of the food supply, 
but he was right in impressing on the mind of General Havdock 
the necessity of speedy relief. It was high time that suocour came,

prolonged and severe trial, and without their loyal aid It would lm\'e

Twoduya after the letter to Ocnonil Ilavolqsk had boon dcftpatched. 
Lieutenant Mecham, Tth Ondh InognlEir Infantry, Ciiptain Adolphe Orr 
of the Military Police, and two aentries were at daylight on the look 
onb fro[11 a hoii;de on the south-weat comer of the 2 nd Sikh Sqaare^ 
when PQO of the scntrlee estol^itued * Mimh No sooner wer^ 

these words ntliered than a crash of thundor followed, and ofijeem 
and sentries wore blown Into the air The offioera and a drummer 
descended inside the square, and though abnnnod escaped without 
serious injury, Band-Sergeaut Curtniu of the 41 st Native Tnfatitiy 
foil ontsido the wurL^ anil nouLt day hiiH headless trunk was scon 
on bhbi road. When the Hmokj canopy drifted away, a wide cliusdi 
of thirty feet revoaleLl itself^ and the houses aeroas the street were 
seen to ba filled with the enocfiy. Then a mntinear waving his 
swoni and calling on his brethren to fullow bounded up the brcaelL 
Ke WiiB struck dead by a musket ball. Another took his place and 
shan?d his fate. The enemy had jioli the heart to face the storrn of 
tziusketiy G^iu the Brigade Mesa and make the home thrust which 
would have made them iiiastcTB of the Hesideiicy. I'hey preferred to 
maiotala from their shelter a heavy fire on tha yawning briiach, 
Shorjier than the singing of the musket balls were the cries for 
assistance of the sevon men buried beneath the ruins of the house, but 
it was im|>ossible to succour them and seveial were wounded iii the 
attemptw

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The mQinEfnt the noRr of the cxploaioii wms hmrd^ tho garrieop. 
were unJer arnis, und straightway the Brigadier iokiiig with him the 
reserves of the 84th feigbteen mcQ) hurried to the Sikh EK|tianBa and 
plrwed Lhem in poaition which comnuinded the breach on the rightp 
Boxefi^ doors, pliuik^ and tents were swiftly Brought dowQ imd a 
temporary' ootet eriected. A house betweea the two sqimres wuta pulled 
down, a road made to it, and bj stiff work a O^poundcr got into a 
position which comnumdod tho whole Breach. The eneniy bj noeaiits 
of the Barriuadt.'d lonos bad in the meantime coutrived to ereop up 
and gain possesaioti of the right flank of the first square: but the fire 
from a mortar and a 24-poundeT howitzer dmve away the airyn Body, 
find at noon a sudden and galJant ruah pushed back the rest. The 
Brjgadinr now determined to take hack the breach. Soldier-like, in 
no flurry^ musketry*' raining ail the whiJe^ Brigadier, nflicors aiid meii 
advanced, each holding a half dnor in front of hiuip till they reached 
the end of tho squaro am] n ban^cnide was hastily oonstrnotod across 
the broach. But it was too laco to suvo those buried in the ruins, for 
they had long eince diod of snflbcation and -thirst. All the ground 
lost in the morning was regained. But iho gal lac t Brigadier was not 
Mtiohcd Accompniued by Fulton and the Engineers, be headed a 
sortie hxim Cfubbins^ ho^tiun and occupietl the housed between it 
and the Sikh square. "No time was lost in destroying them, and hy 
sunset 400 lbs. of gunpowder dust had cleared away many of the tjouses 
from which the enemy had most annoyed ns. Ey this tima the brciach 
was securely barricaded ngoinit any sudden rutdi and at night a work- 
completed it , . . Nothing could exceed the zeal with 
which ati Natives W'orked to secure the breach and made a rood 
for a gnm The day which begEin so darkly was brightenod by snccesg 
before the sweltering suu sank behind the horizon. 

On August LTth it had hficn decided to undeiTniuc and blow up the 
premises of Mr. JohaaneSp which consisted of two maenury bnildingBj 
a house with a tower and an adjoimng shop, and the satde afternoon a 
shaft was feiink and the mins started from the shojie which abutted on 
Lbs Martiniero, European micLOT^ were the only men employed on tho 
work, and they were strictly enjoined to labour with os Uttb noise iia 
possible. Captain Fulton planned the measure^ which waa pushed on 
with iinrcniitting exertion by lieutenant Innea.®

the earth ohonk nnd Joh|i.nuea' hotiae, with its tower from which the 
African ounneh Bob the Nailer/" so called by the soldiers because he 
nailed every ii}ati he fired at with his sporting rifle) qaed to fire with 
*itch deadly efledt ''coUapoed like a house of cards/* and many of the 
enemy perished beneath the niins^^ 

"When the dtifit and vapour had olsvrod away, fifty Europoimfl under 
Captidii McCabe f aud Lieutenant Brown aallied forth ; the latter 
with a few men attacked the enemy's battciy, drove them from the 
two guns and spiked them,^ 

il eon while Caj^tiuD McCabe nod hi^ party luvd reached the 
veTandfth of the sbop^ whore they were found by Captain Fulton and the 
re^ervo '■ unable to got into tho bouse by the route intended, and firing 
and being fined on.'' ** I tried the doors “ says Captain Fulton * I found 
one I could niove, got a peep of the enomj inside thrrmgh the chinks, 
amJ then^ calling the officer in charge, wo got our backs against the 
hfUTicadflj our feet against the chd^arts and * Scavo I Once I Twice* 
Tlirice/ m went the doer and Ix too* head over heels down eight feet of 
fl narrow' trench, got out. to find only two men had yet followed in, got 
two of the enemy shot* then on at the breach whore they had gone on 
n former occasion^ got fa tir greoiidiers to follow and aome others, and 
we fired into tho breach*" The enemy retired sulkily, not fast* Captain 
Fulton, after posting men to guard tho approaches, got pnwdcr

" I reiooved the part-fire, had the won! pfLysedj aod filed the train and 
left the bouse, happy to be the lost out and the first in," The explof^ioo 
’wftft perfect ftod compkaely levelled the shop. The deftlrucLioo of tlio 
Johauoea buildingb enabled the CaTvnporH hattopy to tesaioe its duly of 
prot-eeting tbo soiith-imsteni angk of our po^iitioa nnd its adjaceat facE^, 
The euemj, bowei-er, did not lelasc ihoir edbrts to destroy this 
iiuportant jvost ami their gttua unceasiugly played aguinat it and the 
Brigade Mese. The lower storey of the latter was eufiSeiantlj aolid to 
■withatand the heavy shot fired at the distance of seventy or eighty 
yoidfij but the guards' houses at the tup were completely vrrecked and 
there wr,s no longer any cover for oor uiau^kotry to fire from. The 
Kciiicibucy was so hattered by round dhot that the vemndfth on the west 
aide came entii'eJy down, and the whole building had hecome so unsafe 
that al! the storea had to he removed from the lower storey. The 
Judicial Qaixisou had aleo been so severely damaged that it was fbund 
necessary to remove liie women from it in bo the Begum Kritee, 
Andersoub and Boprat's posts wem now a mass of mins and CubbiuB' 
House had been rendered almost unmhahitable by a nsw hatterv which 
had been erected in a lofty enclosure known ae tho “ Bukud"Bagh 
feituated about five hundred yards from the south-west angle bastion. It 
consisted of a S 4 -pounder and a l 2 ^poander gun and opened fire on the 
2 fjth of August. The heavy shot ^ent rTashing through the hotise and 
the basliou had to he quickly evacuated, for ngiunst such heavy metal 
the 9 -poundcr wiih which it was aniiod was t>f no avail Lieutenririt 
BonhatUp however, who had Wirb cuusidorahlc ifigeDuity uiouuterl 
mi eigbL^inch niurtar as a howitzer^ used it with censiderabk effect 
Bgidnat the new batteiy * But the battery waa of oonbidej-ahle

Tiie batiory at iho boAtiaq was ttereforo idtartH]^ and by dint of hard 
work it yfOA complete il ud Lbo last driy of Lbo luoutb and an IS-potiiidor 
gnn diTiggod into it md put into position. Two days previously the 
upper mainfl of Gubbiiis' hausi^ kad to be abaiidunud owing to the 
uu [libera uf munj abqt SEnt through tbom from tho 24-pounder battery 
which tlio enetLiy bad ooiiBbructed oppoaits lunos' poat« The liuliee 
W€5re removed but much difficulty wag experieuced in finding quarters 
for thonu Kvery place was crowded and they w'ere already buddleil 
four aniJ five together in small badly ventilated nativo buildings^ 
" We all slept (that ia eleven ladies and seven children) on the 
floor of the Tye Kbana, w'hete we spread mattresses aud got intn each 
other like bits in a pn^Ie so as best to feal tha punkah. The gentle- 
iiien slept upstairs in a lung vemudati sort of room un the aide of the 
house least exposed to fire. My bed ronsists of & purdah and a ptUow. 
In the morning we all red I lip our bedding and pile them in heops^ 
against the wall, Wefijiveonly room for veiy few chairs down there^ 
which are assigned to invalids;^ and most of us take out meals seated 
on the floor, with our pUtes on our knees. We are always obliged to 
light a candle for breakfasEi and dmnerp os the room is perfeotlj dork. 
Our usual fare conaiffts of stew os being easiest to cook ; it is broughtr 
up in a large deckger * so as not. to dirtj' a dish and a portion ladled 
out to each pcrsoiL Of oourae we can got no broad or butter so 
chupniftt Lt^ are the disagreeable sul^titiite," 

The deficiency in many artiides of food grew serious aa the month 
of August advanced. The tea and sugar^ except a small store kept for 
invaliils, were exhausted. The tobacco f waa al&o gone and Europeans 
and Natives atitFered greatly from the want of it^, Tho soldiers 
yearneil for a pipe after a hard day's work, nod smoked dry laavos as 
the only subBLitLite they could ubtain. A few caskn of porter remmijcd 
to be guividenl as a treasure. Sixteen pounds were paid for a dozen of 
bmndy and seven pouniis for a dozen of beer* The price of a ham 
w'oa seven pounds ; four pounds were given for a quart bottle of honov* 
four pounds for two small tins of preserved soup and three pounds 
for a cake of chocolate^ Soap was not to be purohosed with moneys

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SfcmDgo iidwholefiocne diet xmd II 10 stench arising fmtn tbs drains 
and the half-bnned bckdies of men, hoTsea and bullocks, increase] th^ 
siclcneHi, Three huDdred Europeans had periahed from the comEuence- 
tnent of Lhe Bicge. Daily some went roto silence^ On August SSrd: 
‘'Theio was DiviBG Service and the Holy Comoiiinian in the Meea Euain 
this morning. It a molancholy Sunday indeed ; three more men 
killed." It was afifecting^"^ says another, to see fw? many 

ndivly-mftde widows assembled together ■ there were five in the Bame 
room” In the afternoon the enemy fired heavily from their guns 
and did considerable damage to the defencea* It had now beconio 
difficult to find from the immssed and dsily diminbhing gairtson 

fatigue parties to repair them^ *' The Europeans were capable of but 
little exertion, aa froin want of sleep, hard work night and ilny, and 
constant eiEposure their bodily Btrength wag greatly ditiimished." 

The mining contest atmined the powders of our few Engineers to the 
utmost and unceasing had to be their exertions in watching the listening 
galleries and driving shafts. On the 23th of August the enetny were hard 
at work near the Brigade Mess. ’‘They wmrked day* wp worked nights, 
they got alarmed, I thick^ and Ii baling and working alone^ broke into 
their gallerj'. I wont in and tm-ik their lantern and oil and candle, 
great loot [ got powder and went up their gallery; the brutes hoanl mo 
and I rather feared to follow up 50 to 00 yards of minfij so going about 
15 yards I blew np their gallery and destroyed it. Well, I admit it ia 
exciting, and mud and dirt and water did not cool my ardour^ but I got 
the whip hand of my i^nemies and defeated a very serbua attempt on a 
most important post filled with ladies and children.'' * 

That same night the faithful Ungud again crept into the enttench- 
ment bringiDg a letter from CcnettLl Havelock dated Cawnportp, tbo 
24th instant. He wrote ;*M have yunr letter of the 16th. Sir Colin 
Campbell, who came out at a day's notice to command on hearing of 
(leneral Anson's death, promises me fresh troops and you shall be my 
first care. Thu rBiufurcements may reach me in about twenty to 
twenty-five days, and I will prepare every thing fern march on Lucknow, 
Do not negotiate, bnt rather perish aword in hand," 

It WAS a gloomy prospect to hove to wait for anatber twenty-five 
days, ia a long "‘period,*'wrote a member of tho ganisont *'10 
ltM)k Forward to, but etill it serves as n bright beacon to lessen the

the dofoucas which fell away In dakeij. Oa the 31at of Angi^st a 
32-^jounder which they had got inks position at the Lulkun Durwam 
or Clock Towor—about one hundred jarde &otn the Bajloj Guard Cato— 
plunged directly into them, BmaE^hing two ammunitLon w-aggona with 
which they were barrioadcd. The sepoys of the 13th Natire Infan¬ 
try* under the superintendence of the Euginetraj at once set to work 
tracing a frosh battery between the Treasury and tho Bailey Guard 
Gate, 

Thus August wore away, September lat wna a fine breezy morn¬ 
ing, " Mere we are/' writes onOi -'in the partridge shootiog season of 
merry England^ but here in India we shoot black men instead/' 
Uugud again went forth with a letter froni the Brigadier for General 
Havelook. Ho wrote :— 1 must be frank and tell yon that my foreo 
is didly diminishiog fmm tho enemy^a musketry fire and onr defeneea 
^ire doily w'cakor. Should the enemy make a really determinod effort to 
storm the place, I BhoU find it diiicult to repuho them^ owing to my 
paucity In nnmbem, and to the weak oud harassed state of the force. 
Our loeses since the commencement of hostilities hem Imve been, in 
Eoro|>eniLa onlj^ upwards of 300- Wo aro continually haraeaed in 
countermining the enemy, who have abeut twenty guns in position^ 
raojiy of them of large calibre. Any advance of yonra towards this 
place will act hcneficialty In our favour* and greatly inspirit the native 
part of my ganisoUp who have up to this time behaved like faithful and 
good soldierH* If yon can possibly comtaunicate any intelligence of 
your intended advaoee^ pray do bo by letter. Give the bearer the paea- 
word " Agraand tell him to give it to luo ii5 por^on/^ 

IVith marvollnus tenacity and pDr^cverance the inauxgetita continued 
their mining operations. On August the 23ni they were heard again 
at work near Andoruon's post and two galleries were driven out to count¬ 
eract their eSbrto, Six days aftcri Hounds and fligna indicated that tLsy 
hud again commenced opemtlena not far from Sago's post. A gallery 
was thoreforo promptly started from its extreme ^lienti and on Septem¬ 
ber 3rd a tbirdp from its north-east end, Tbeir special object however 
wtta to bieoch Saunders' poatj for by ao doing they hoped to gain pois^es- 
slon of Lhc Bailey Ouardj andp that important post once in their hands* 
they declared they could withataud any force that might come to tho 
reLief of tho gairisan- The Rams day that they began operations againat 
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Sago^fi poat they were heard at work oppoaita the comer of the 
Brulej Guard Gate, A shaft had already been sunk horo and a galloTy 
started^ It waa promptly advanced. But on the 26tli Augiiet^ ns all 
sound of work had coasedp the gaUery was stopped. However, the 
enenoy had relinquished the work only for a period, and on the iHsl of 
Aiignst the a4:}und of the pick disclosed that they hiwl begun agaiii on 
the right, and were driving slantwiise acrosa the front of the post and 
across our mine. Our gallery was continued and its direction so bent 
as to intercept the enernj. On the 18th of Sept ember their working 
party was heard to be approaching and the gallery was h>adijd and 
fired. The same cTfluing they w'ere however ngnin heard working in a 
mine coming direct tow^ards the middle of Saunders* pest. It was fired 
and deatreyed the following day^ But the enemy were not detnrrcd 
hy successive failures. Again they w'erc heard working at the old 
gallery, and a fresh ahufh hiwd to be sunk by our engineers and a gallery 
driven out west^ On the 24th Septeniber they hikd driven twi.^nty-two 
feet, reached brickw'ork, and pierced throngh ik “ We heard the 
miners driving onwards in our direction, so we halted; and then it 
appeared shortly that they ware not coming quite straight, only very 
close to US- It then struck our engineer that the enemy on reaching 
this brickwork would think it was the wall of the pjjst, and would 
immediately atop work, in order to arningo to load and explode the 
mine. This proved to be the case. On meeting the wall lihey ce^uied 
working. Wo pickod quietly into tlio iniue, enlarged the <^peuing, and 
found the gallery full of light at the ether end, with one of the nimers 
seated in it Before he could be shot or captured, one of our party 
snee^d; the lights wen? at once put out, and tbo miner had disap 
peared. But we had j^ued po^e^bu of the mine; as. however, the 
enemy commanded its entrance. We exploded it^ muirig a double charge 
to destroy more of the ground; a safe opemtiou, as it was at a conmder- 
able distance from oqr own lice of defence." * 

The new hatteiy^ in the Treamuy post was now nenrly complete 
and an 18-paLiiider Lubouded for It was got down and put in 
position,t The battciy wm aiKtean feet thick besides the wall in

itiE! Bcpoya at having completed tlieir heavy task wus rnairoJ by the 
losd of theij- gallant Conraiander, Major Braerc. A brave fluJdicr and a 
eplcndid shot he had dono good serriee by pieking off the enemy's 
gunnera This aftaineon (4th September) ha was on the top of the 
Brigade Mess, and iq his aniioty to get a shot at some of the rebel 
ridemea ho somehow ixeklesaly oxposod himself and was shot by a 
rifle ball thiNingh the ohest* which almost immediately proved fatal 
Thosa who brought his body down had to crawl on hands and knees," 
They brought it to ■< his poor wife, who had seen him only a few 
minutes before," ■■ She had four children, and had lost one during 
our tronbtea" In tho evening they took the father away. The 
Brahmin scpo 3 ’s to wham the touch of a oorjisa involved the terribio 
Ix>oaIty of loss of caste insiflled on carrying the lemaina * of their 
beloved oomniandcr to the grave, and around it stood eveiy man of the 
corjja who could bo spared fjfom the Lmnchea. 

All day the heavy guna of the onsiny battered the outpost and iiv 
the evouing the massive undor^walt on the top of the Mess^Honse fell 
with a bad crash. No ona waa hurt, though the women and cliildroQ 
had a narrow escape. Several of them however refused to nbondpu tho 
ahattcro.! building, preferring the chance of a round shot or muakot-ball 
to the fetid, close atmosphere of an already over-crowded hovel in the 
iutarior of our position which, after all, wns perhaps hardly any Bafer 
from the firu of the cnciuj''* 

The 5th at dnijlight the bcaiegcra' fii'c wna feenmed with great 
violence, and when the iinn rose larga maasea of the enemy were 
seen moving round the Residency aa if they meant to storm. Every 
man of the small garrison wa« soon under arms, and for tome 
hours they patiently awailed under an unremitting fire of caucon the 
enemy's onset. At tea o'clock n low rumbling sound was heard * 
the earth quaked; the houses were shaken; and u huge ebud of 
smoke shrouded dubbins' Baatioa. The goirison seising their arms 
rushed toward it expeetiog to find a j'awmng chasm. The enemy hud 
however miscalculated their distance and the bastion was safe When 
the whirling clouds of smoko nud dust had rolled away, the yeUing 
assailanta rushed forth and swonned around its bwe. AppI) ing a huge 
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kildw with a double row of rungB they speedily began to mount. 

A few reached the entrance of the gun. when they were stnick down 
by hand grenade^ and n concentrated fire of mnaketry dashed them 
to earth. Again nnd again they attempted to clamber up the ladder. 

It waa all in vain. After an hour they retreated in dark groups to 
the bouses fcoai whence they had coina, leaving at the foot of the 
bastion a pile of their d^Hul. 

Aituton Shortly after the explosion of the mine at Qtibbina' Bastion 

finomy sprung another mine close to the Brigatio Mesa* mnJ 
ailvaiiced boldly. " but soon the oorpsefl strewed in the garden front of 
the post bore testimony to the fatal accuracy of the rifle and musketry 
fire of the gaUaut membete of that garrisoa, nnd the enemy fled igno- 
liiiniously leaving thoir loador, a fide looking old Native officer, among 
the sluiu." At other posts they made similar atLaeka but with less 
resolution, and every*where with the sfkice want of snoeess. A third 
mine no doubt would have been sprung by them at Suundeiu post 
if it hod not been destroyed the previous day, for when the nsHnnlla 
began the enemy opened out from the buttery at the Lutkun Durwajia 
ophite the Binloy Guard Gate, The new la-poundsr hattery 
which had been erected on the Tremrary post wna unmasked nnd boldly 
answered. Eight sepoys of the 13tii Native Tnfkatry, proud of the 
battery which hid been solely constructed by them and was entirely 
under their charge, assisted by three artillerynmn, loaded and worked 
the 18-pounilftr, and after throe or font rounda aumceded in silemang 
the IS-poiindcr opposed to them. Before sunset the firing hod ceased, 
but long after the action the enemy could be seen carrying away their 
kill^ acid wouu-dt^d over ih^ bridges. 

The dawn found them tmuuudlj quiet, " We wen? m acciifitemed," 
tLfn wrote onfip to the constant uncesaiog cmek of the enemy's muaketiy 
* that we felt nneomfortablc if we did not hear ik” Soon after noon 
CaptEun Fulton with a few sopoyg made a Eortie to blow up a hovse 
near Innss'a poet which, owing to the enemy having loop holed had 

become dangorociS. Deacending tho wall which formed our defence 
by a ladder, Captaui Fulton and a few men captured the hoiiae by a 
gallant mah- ** 1 put two bairela of powder in it and retirodt and to 
my diflgnet found some of the people who had gone with me loitering,

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The canseqii^nce waij; I was delujdd, ontl tilie powder going of^^ but^ 
buried me in mim A aepoy by my sida was buried up to biii waist, 
and I got n veiy ae^ere contusion, which I thought, rather the Doctor 
thought, had broken my arm, but it m mending faat, ao could not bav? 
been broken*" ^ la these few dntplo words a bmve soldier records 
A generous and noble act After the bartels bed been placed in the 
house Fulton^ as he tdb, v^niered the eepoya to retire. He then dred 
the tmlu and ran back to mount the ladderi but found his eorntnand 
had been disobeyed* for the aepoys had loitered to gather sorae wood. 
Not A moment was to bo luidh A few yards fi%m him was the house 
oontainiag two barrels of gunpowder. Tho train had been fired, The 
danger was imminent. Bal the sepoys must not perish for theiy 
disobedience. He bid them mount swiftly. Etib before the last man 
could place bb foot on the lowest rung the eicpioaioii took place 
burying him to the wuiBtp and a piece of timber struck Fulton. ** His 
escape was mATvellaus, for the wall which waa blown down was not 
ten feet distant from where he stoOil" t 

Font days later FultoUi uadeterred by his wound, went forth on 
another voyage of discovery, “At one o'clock^*' he wrote, "I weat to 
a suspected spot, and after failingp owing to mj ann* to get on a cross 
wall to get A bit of a peep, I got a elcvor lifetle corporal to go* and wc 
difloovered another mine under the church wall We went down^ broke 
into the housOp the eneuiy bolted leaTiag one sepoy's jacket, three 
paira of shoes and three baskets. They bad progressed twenty-five 
feet. We destroyed the house* with their works, with two barrels of 
powder" ^ 

This is the last entry in the Diary of Captain Fulton. On the 
14lh September while reconnoitring from a buttery tn Mr. Giibbins' 
past he waa struck dead hy a round shot. ** He was Ijdng at full 
length in one of the embm^uireSi with a tdeseope in his hand. He 
ttirned hia face with a smile on it and saiil* " They are just going to 
Rre I' and sure enough they did. The shut look away the whole qf 
the back of Captain Fulton's head* leaving his face Like a mask still on 
bis nock When ho was laid en his back on a bed we could net see bow 


• " Ua. tJlEfi or Fnltmi, R.K.^’ 
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he hnd been killed," * Si>die<l George Fulton, a fioldier wbasevalour oe 
duDgor could appal, whoso eoDficlcueo and renourceno trial could exhaust. 
Hitt courtesy and kiodjiesw made him dear to officer and men, and liin 
cheerful beunug and noble Lemper inspired them with Ids own energy 
and cool delerndaation. His name will stand, for tjntio him hLs 
HMiurades have given the proud title of “The Defender qf Lu-sknow."! 

On the 16lh of September Ungnd, the pensioner, woa again seat 
forth with a letter, done up in a pieoa of quill, to take to Qenonil 
Havelock at Cawnpore. Gonera! Inglia wrote, Since the date of my 
last letter, the enemy havo continued to petaevem uBenaainglj in their 
efforts against this poaitJomand the firing bos never eeaaod cither day 

or night * * * I shall bo quite out of Him for the men for eight 

dajB; but we have been living on rediujcd lations, so I hope to bo 
able to get on pretty well until the 13th proicimo. If you bare not 
relieved ns by that time, we shall have no meat left, as I must keep 
some bullocks to move my guns about the positmn; ns it is, I have 
had to kill nearly all the gun bulloeka, ns my men eonid not perform 
the hard work wHthout animal food. I am moat anxioos to bear of 
your advice to rensanre the uative BoldictB.** 

An impreseioD hud ariBon among the natives of the garrison, and 
w as growing steonger day by day, Lbat further rosiatanco w-os liojiiW 
The bcUef wns current among them that Ungud’a stories were iSiIao 
and that no reHeviag force was nigh. Some olficcrH also hud their 
misgiviugs os to the possibility of relief Havelock might draw near,

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but wonhl he be able with a m\M force to oqt hia way through a 
labjiiutb of atrceta stoutly barricaded aud hold by a Ui^e and dis- 
cipliued body of men? Indeed it would have boeu stranga if there 
had been no moments of deapondenoy. The diminutive garrieon wm 
exhausted by want of proper loai, continued watching, and cruel 
anxiety j nod it was no small aggravation of their eiifferings that no 
shelter could be obtained from the autumnal mins w hich were uansualJy 
heavy. Eighty*fatir days of constant battering hod destroyed the roofs 
of the houses. ” Tbo shot fired by the enemy were yesterday [September 
7) collected and 2S0 round shofrp varj'iijg in dze from a 24-pounder to a 
3-poiinderp weI^e gathered from tho roof of tbo Brigade Iteaa alone."* 
The buildings were dismantled on all sides by the oncinj^s cannoB, and 
many broacheg were opened But as the works began feo give way^ the 
mere determined were 'the g^iroon tu roly oil their own bitivery autl 
strength. It woa resolved that when the outer forEifications had 
crumbled to piocea they would retire to tho inner poal^ and dL-fend 
them to tbeir bat broalk No man or woman or child should fall alive 
into the hands of the rebels. 

Tlie courage of the women hctd never faUered. But the heiirt of 
the most sanguine grew flick with bopo deParred. ^*Ob those bticI 
scenes of death and sorrow/* wrote one of them, “ when are they to 
come to on end ?" On the ISth there was a j^rtiaj oclipee of the sun. 
" To many of our weaiy hearts, Budshine Ims been eclipsed for a long 
long time : who knows bow soon it may appear again."* Now after a 
long night of sorrow the day of rejoicing was approaching. On Sunday 
morning, September 20th, tho garrison as was their wont assembled for 
the service of God at the Brigade Mess, That holy day there came 
home to the captives tho heart of the meaning of the noble Psalms 
appointod to be read, and not of their soub^ travail went forth the 
appeal i ** Hide not thy fiico from me in the time of trouble [ Incline thine 
ear unto me when I call; Oh hear me and that right soon.” And they 
were reniindcd thatThin BhaU be written for those that come after.” 
” Out of the heaven did the Lord behold the earth : That he might 
heed the moumings of anch ns ore in captivity and deliver the children 
appointed unto death."* The Lord heard their mournings and He 
pitied them flcoording to tho multitude of His morciea. On Tuesday, 
September 22nd, there came tu the children appointed unto death '* 
glad tidings of deliveniEice, 
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Ungud cnupt iaio the ootri^ticbmeub kte at night bringing with 
him a letter from Cknerml Oatniiix dated September 20th. The army 
emssed the river ye^terday/^ he wrote, ” and all the material being over 
noWp marehea towatda you to-iiiorrow, and with the blesi^mg of QchJ will 
now relieve you. The rebela, we hear, mtend making one deaperata 
assault; oa you oh we approach the city^and will be on the watch In 
expectation of your weakening your garriflon to make a diverelon lu our 
favour as we attack the eity. I beg to warn you against being entioed to 
veil turn far from your worka* When you aee un eng^vged in your vieloityi 
such diversion ai yau could make without in any way risking your 
pooition Jihould only be oJ^tempted" Hope ituit they shotikl seen he 
saved filled the hearts of all with gladness. 

Nott morning, September 23rd, the min the sun came out 

and the douda rolled away, and the oonuJ of distant giins in the direc* 
tion of Cawnpora was hooitL As the day wore on, the reports became 
loudor and more frequent. ” Each boom seemed to say, We are coming 
tnsaveyou.^' Expeetation grew more intense. Several Imagined they 
heard musketry. Great waa the joy and exultation. The fire keepa 
approaching, Hurrah T The sepoys whose Mth and loyalty hud been 
sorely tried begau to realise that the relief so often foretold uud 
expected was now at hand. Ungud literally danced with joy, excUimlug 
as each shot was heard: Onr troop have arrived (Hiimam kumpoo 
igeea)," and jeering and snapping his fingers at his Lncrudulona comrades 
he oatEd, ** Who ia the liar now f' * Till sunset the distant cannonade 
could be heard from time to time, and then oil waa quiet throughout 
tho night There was however hut little sleep in the garrison. 

In the morning the distant caunonark was again heard, and large 
bodice of the enamy were econ moving throngh the city to the right and 
luft. No news of any kind however Lad reached the garrison, and os 
the day advanced their luurioty grew more intensep Some aignod Ihnt 
the advajiciog force mn$t have met with a checks The natives; again 
began to lose hope« Ungud waa silent^ So listening:, scrutinizing and 
guessing, they spent that long day. When evening fell the fiashes of our 
guns could be seen in the far distance like the beacon that gUttoroth 
above the dark ocean and giveth hope and courage to the storm- 
tossed mariner. 

On the 25tb atda^ of day thftgaiTison again heard m the distance 
tlie growl ef cannon, and by sunrise it had grown into a loud sullen

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roar. At 10 6?poy penetmtod into Qubbioa post, aod (w the 

surprised senlty wfls about ho lloor biiti with hla rousket, he prodnced a 
tetter aud was rBCO^otaed as ft friemlly rntaseng'er. The letter was (rom 
Oeaend Outram, but it had been writujo before hid of the 20tb,^d 
it ottly Bimoqnced his iateatioo shortly to crosa the Ganges. The 
ineascnger oould give no account of the adviuicing fort* beyond its 

h.'tving reached the oulakirta of the city. 

About 11 A.M. the cannonade died away, but in a few uiiiiutea two 
large fires were seen blasting in the city and crowds moving to find fro 
Li the streota. The muttered mttlo of musketry fdl on their cars and 
volumes of blfwk amoke were seen rolling over tho houfla^tops. All the 
garrison was on the alert, aod the excitement amongst these bmve men 
was painful to behold. About 1 P-M, fugirivo families were seen like a 
swarm of ante passing across the bridges with bundles na their heads. 
Soon after armed men aod sepoys accompanied by large bodies of 
cavalry were descried following in their footsteps, and from every 
gun and mortar that could be brought to bear a couatant shower 
of heavy missiles was poured upon the flying troops. But the 
assailants were still in activity and determined not to release the 
entrenchment from their iron grasp. The breaching battcrieg all around 
continued to play with astemndiag rapidity, and from eveiy loophole 
there streaiued a swift discharge of muiketiy. Then, as a Bight of bullets 
swept over the head of the garrUou a whistling sound was heard and 
a cry arose from the soldiere, ''It is the Minie.” At once they under, 
stood that friends were near and they gazed searcbingly about the lines, 
but they could only sea the enemy firing swiftly and hoavily from tho flat 
roofs of the houses. Then, after the lapso of five long miauliefl they 
beheld our soldiers lighting their way through one of the main streetB. 
Many fell at every atop, hut straight on they caino fighting man to 
man. Now at the sight of them “ from every pH, trench and 150110 ^, 
from behind the sandbags piled on shattered houses, from every post still 
held by a few gallant spirits rose cheor on cheer." Many of the wounded 
crawled forth from the hospital to join in that pliant shout of welcome. 
And when darkneaa ejune near, Havolock and Outram accompanied by ft 
few HighlandBramid Sikhs were at the Bailey Ouaid Gate. It W been 
barricnfled and a bank of earth thrown up inside, and w the OcueraU 
entered in by the embrasure at AHken’s battery, which, having been 
well knocked nbont, admitted them, the staff, and many of the soldiere 
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whif hud kept paeo with their moubted leaders. We hardly expected 
you in bofore tn-monnw," siitl Brigadier lugiis, Oeoeml Havetock 
initiwcrod, ■' IVhen I eaw your battered gate, I delertained to be in before 
nightfall.'’ 

Seen after the earth wiv 3 renidved, the hattered gate was thrown 
open, and through the archway of the Bailey Guanl Gate streamed 
Uavoloek’s forea Mon and women with their childrun wore there to 
wcloomfi them. The big, tongh-boiirded soldiers seized " the littlo 
children out of our arms, kissing them with teius rolliug down their 
cheeks, and thanking Qod they had como in Lime to save theai from the 
fate of CawDpore. . . Everyone's tongue seemed going at onco with so 
much to Mfe and tell, and the facets of utter strangers beamMl upon each 
other like those of dearest friends and brothofa." * For eighty-seven 
tlaya the garrkuo hntl lived in utter ignotance of ail that had 
token place outside. Wives who hod long mourned tboir husbands 
ns dead were again restored to thorn; othora, fondly looking forward to 
glad meetings with those near and dear to them, now for the first time 
loamt that they wore uo more. A wotmuj who emltired the anuttemble 
anguish of that nioiuont bos told ua how on hearing the chcoring her 
firat thought Wim of her husband: whether he had aecoiUi««iied the 
reinforcement. “ And I was not Jong left in snspci^, for the first 
officer I spoke to told me ho was coming up with them, and that they 
had shared the some dooife on the previous night My first impulse 
Wits to thank God that ho had como; and then 1 ran out with baby 
nTuongst tho crowd to see if I could find him. luitl walked uji and down 
the road to the Bmky Guard Gate, watching the face of cveiyone llifit 
cotuo in; but I looked in vain for the one that I wanted to see, and 
than I was told that tny hnabnad was with the heavy urtillm^ atid 
would not be in tjl) the next morning, so I went back to my own r^ioui. 
I twuld not sleep that mght." At dawn she dntsaed herself " and baby 
in the one clean dreea which I had kept for him throughout the sioge 
Iiiitil hia father abould como." She then took him out and met a 
fnend who told her that her husWd was just coming in, that they 
hiid been eharing the same Lent on the march and that he was in high 
spirits at the thought of meeting hie wife and child again. “ I waited 
oxpoctmg to ace biro, but he did not come." All that day she eat at

" and still ho came notj and my heart was growing veiy sick with ansdetj, ^ 
In the aftemwn a friend came to see her. " He tuoked so kindly and 
m sFwJly in my face and T said to him, ^ How Btrange it is my hnsbaml 
does not come in ? * Yes he said, * it i$ atniiige 1' and tiomed roimd and 

wont out of iho rnom. Then Lhe thought Btrnck inn : Someth mg has 
happened which they do not like to iall me 1 Btit thia was agony too 
great almost to endure, to hear limb he hod been straek down at nur 
very gates/* And there burst from her the same ciy that Helen 
wailing with deep loba spake among the womnn of Troy: ** ^^y poor 

little fathcrleea boy ] who is to care for us now-** 

The story of the dofenoo of the Lucknow Ecsidency is a tale 
which will alwayij stir the hearts of Englishmen and Engibhwomen^ 
for there does not stand recorded in the annals of war an achiovcTnent 
more truly heroic. The scone of that memorable defence was no 
fortress strong by nature ami art, no walled city like SaraguBsa and 
LtJTuiondcny manned by itg own inhabitants* but a range of fmgilo 
bLiddinga encircled by such entrenchments os could hastily be thmwti 
up in a few dayo. The garrisoa censisLed^ not of a brigade or 
Enropean regiment but of a portion of one British regiment* some 
liuridrod and fifty loyal sepoyB, and a motloy gathering of civ^ilians. 
Day by day they dwirulled away, worn out by wounds, disease^ and 
insiifficieut food* heat by *1nj and cold by night, heart-sickness and 
the Lnsufferable stench of piittefjdjig corpsoSi The stoody waste of 
precious lives is illustrated by the fellowing figures- Of the 927 
Europeans and East Indian men present on the Ist of July, only 577 
remained alive on the day of ralief (2.5th September), ami of these 
many were sick or wounded Of 765 Natives, 130 wetn dead and 230 
hud desette^l Thus, in 87 days the garrisan hod fallen from 1.602 to 
1,1T9, and this ujcludcd matiy aick and wounded. The cosualiie^ 
ntnong the Artillery offieerw bear testimony to the severity of the tnss&s. 
On the let July there were nine officers preseot* of these five wore 
killed nr died of wounds One waa thraa times wounded and survived; 
two were once wounded and recovered; and one alone reinaincil 
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ujitoucliGii* Agifunat this srnijill aiid daily blind of uiGH wero 

urmyed ais Lhoimnd imiiiLHi soldiers antJ a vast host of armed man 
animated by an inaana and bltHidthirely fiuinticisin. Their heary guns 
fjofltod almost m security within fifty yartk uf the eattuochmcnl 
poured forth for throe months ft nearly IncessaTit fire^and their niuskotry 
"Was HU searching that it penetratad the innormo^t retreat of the vrumeu 
and children and of the wonndod. The comhatu before the ivalta wore 
of frft^nent tsicpirrenco. nnd draperate attcinpto repeatedly mnde to 
force an entry after blowing in the defoneea had to ba repelled. Spioh 
were tho lUftiu features uf this fanioas &iege uf which Ijjrd CiiunJng 
wrote 


1 hat defence has not only called forth all the enorgy anti tlarlng 
which belongs to Englishmen in the Iiour of conflict; but it h:is exhi 
hi ted, cootitiuonsly and in tho highest degree, that uoblo and sustruhod 
courage which against euurmnu^ odds and fenrfol dmdrantages, against 
hopc.defcrrcdj and through uousaaing toil and wear of body and mind, 
still holds on day after day and triumphs.'" f 

torty-two years heforo the relief of the gamflon at Lucknow, 
Heniy Havelock became Second-Jjoutenant in the old Ninety-fifth, 
DOW the Riila Brigade. He was assigned to the company commanded 
by Captain Henry Smith, who had served in the Peninsular War, from 
the battle of \ imicra to that of Coniann, and lives in history os the 
victor of Aliwal. Havelocb took op his work as a soldier in earnest, 
and not only did he apply himself to tho practical duty bo hud to 
perform, but he rend, with cIobo attention, nU tho militaiy hlstcny to 
which he could obtain access. After eight jcftia’ sorvico in England, 
feeling that India presented a wider field for action, ho exchanged 
into the I3th Light Infantry, sailed for Calcutta, and landed In the 
Capital of Bengal m May 1823, Ho arrived in India fuljy prepared 
for bm w'ork, and he had not been a twelve-month there beforo he was

He did 
not allow bis piety to detract from his military duties. A holy 
ofiibitiou guided IdiiL The ilay after his first victory ho wrote: ” One 
of the pray’^ers, often repeated throughout my life, mnee toy school days^ 
has been un&weredj and I have bad to comnmnd ia a successful aetium*'

The year 183S may be regarded ns the turning-point in ITaYcli:K?k*a 
career; for it waa theo^ after twenty years* service, ho obtained^ at tho 
age uf forty-three, tho rank of Captain, and the war with. Afghaniiitan 
gave the opportunity of again eh owing his military capacity in the fie Ed. 
The two most striking Incidents in that unfortunate campaign, and the 
ones which mofrt rivet the imagination* are the storming of Ohami, 
and the heroie defence of Jellalabad. In both Havelock plsiyed a 
subordinate, yet not obscurts given us a vigorous account 

of how the ” forlorn hopeat Ghazni "won gradiiatly their way 
onwsiid, till at length its eommandcJi>^ and their leading files, beheld* 
over the heads of their infuriated opponentSp a small portion of blue sky, 
and a twinkling star or two,. aial then^ iq a moment, the hejidmest 
soldiei^ found them&elyes wilhin the ydace/^* 

After the oocaiialfen of Cabiil, as the country seemed feidy tnin- 
qiiilp the army of the liidoa wm broken up, and only a email force left 
ti) inaiutmn order. Sir WiUuughbj Cotton, who oommonded tbo divi- 
siDJi, pressed Havelock who was his aide-de-camp to stay with him, and 
offered him, in arldition, the post of Persian interpreter. But Havelock 
had kept cmrufni notes of the campaign, and was anxious to publish 
them before the interest In the war should abate. I aiq too old

Q'be WAT bad never CKcited any onthuaiaaiH in England, and all interest 
in it had ceased ijiter the cKxupatioiJ of CabtiL The book bad nn sale, 
and w^aa iitLlo read^ though it deserved a batter fate. It ia a clour 
and impartial narrative^ containing aoencs not tin worthy to rank wilh 
tho account of the atomiing of fiadajo^, and iha dark retreat from 
Astorga to Cornima. 

Bisappointed at tho reception of hisbooki Havolock'fl thotsghts again 
turned to Afghanistan, and in the beginning of 1341 he returned La 
Cabnl as Persian intorprotcron the staff of Ocnerul Williunn Elph ins tone, 
w ho had succeeded Geueral Cottom A few mouthii after his return 
tho wild tribes began to make raids, and bh^ek the passes, and 
the 13th Begimunt and ft^th Native Infantry, under Brigadior-Gonemt 
Sir JL Sale, had to be sent to punlsfa them, and 0 ]ien the nmd. TTiivo- 
lixrk obtained leave to acconojiacy his own regimenfe. On cutcriug tho 
Khiwrd Cabui Pass tho brigade wna so vigoTcuialy attacked that Sale, 
who had been severely wounded, leaTing an advanced guivrd to wntch 
tho mouth of the foil back to Buthkak, the camping - grou nd, ono 
majch from Kabul in the dli'cction of JetlakbarL Ho sent Havelock 
to Kabul to bring supplies and troops, who after a week rEtiimod with 
them. Sikle'e force, now considerably sttengthenod, piiahed its way by 
Bhocr hard fighting — in which Havelock had hia share—through tho 
Piis^ till it reached Qundumuk, thirty milea cn the Kabul side of 
Jelkkhad.^ Here tidings reached them of the inBarrection at Cabul, find 
Sale was naked by our Envoy to return through the Pasaes. On receipt 
of tho request the General summoned a Council of War^ at which 
Havelock was j>reaent.

Brigadier 
Ponsonby w<b now strnek deim by the aim and begged that Neill 
would at once waume the coimnnnd, - which I awordlngly did^ and 
directed a dash on the Uties with the Europeans and Sikhs in ’ line 
on each flank of the Artillery. R„t the Sikhs did not move f„xn their 
poaition, for they were startled by a shot being fired in their rear 
Captain Gniae, commandmg the Irregular Cavalry, had been shot by a 
teiwy ofthu 37th, while going to parade, and Captain I>odgwo the 
Brigade^Mftjor, was ordei-ed to take comiuantl of the w>rp 9 . No gainer 
had he ridden up to them, nml called upon thorn to follow him, when a 
trooper fired at him. and attempted to cut. him down. Qn heftri„« 
shot and tumoiUn their rear, the Sikhs, apprehensive of treachery 
turned round and began to Ere at their officers. A sepoy levelled hLs 
Timsket at Colonel Gordon the gnllaot *^nd popnlar commander, and a 
Sikh stepping fonvard held hia ariua in front of the Colonel anrl 
received the bullet Then another Sikh aimid at his Commander' bnt 
was promptly shot down by two of his comrades, Sliotiting amj yoll 
mg fninti^ly the Sikhs now begnn to fire wildly In alt directions and 
^me of their bullets went whmtling throngh the English batterv

On the 5th of June uewa of the mutiny at Bennnea reach eJ 
Allahabad. The Eamo day an nrdur ennie from Sir Uonry Wheeler^ 
Bri^piilier at Gai-vriporOp " to man the fort with every available Eiiroi>aan, 
and make ZL j^ood staniL" Frepnrationa were instantly mode; ell the 
ItniicBOtid all non-eombatanty were ordered into the fort: tiiujiy of the 
latter obeyed, and were formed into a Volunteer company* under the 
uflEcor comiuaiidlii^ the gnrrisjon ; but a large number, believing ii to be 
tt bilse alarm* reiuamod outgidop Tho garri^jn now cens-i^tod of the 
sixty arEiillery peiifljonem sent from Chijaar, a few Commissanat and 
Magazine Sergeanta* aniJ the VolontecTB mimtering about one huudreJ 
men. There were a!Bi> four hotidrieiJ men belonging to im Irregular Sikh 
regiment under Orptain Braayerj aud eighty uf the &th Xativq Infantry* 
the rcn^iiider being cantuned in the station about two miles awuy^ 
But on receipt of the intolligonco from Benarea a company was sent 
down with two guns under the eomniand of Lientenant Harwanl 
of tha Artillery to the bridge of boats to prevent the rebels from 
CDiiflHing, At the same time Lieutenant Alexanderp with 150 troopers 
of the 3nJ Ondh Irregulars* was also Beut to occupy the Alopi Brtgli, 
a garden between the fort and bridge of boats which eomtnauded the 
approaches t-o the station,

Now they thought the 
mil Lingers fnira Iknarofl liiid arrived, ainJ that the conypany nf the 
Uth were keeping the bridge against the rebels. They rushed forth 
fiiitii the nioiii, '"each osger Co take the hcwl of Ins conifisany* and tf> 
conduct it sig^iinst the rcheLi^ On arriving at the panido tlmy foniid 
one of their eompaniGS diratwn up. They called out tH> the mon : tho 
anHwer wrtp a voile}* which laid five of fch^im dead oil the greunrL| Then 
the aepoyyj spread ihr and wide^ ^laying evniy Europaaa or East Indinji 
I hey met. P^ v^n young EnBigne, who had been ptysted f o the modt^l 
Hill Native lufanLiTp to luam their drill before joining thriv respective

flowed a rivulet, mid during the day he €l^^eeatetl liiiudolf iii Llid 
bushes which Uued its banks, and at night bn coutrived to flcrBiuhle 
into a tree, to save liiiaself £foiu the wild beuaiSL So paa^ed five dnys 
and [lights. Tlitiii lie was discovernd and lakcu before an itii^tii^eut 
loader^ who nrdert^d him to be eoutiued iiii a el^1'avaDsnraL His fellow- 
|iriHoper was OupituiLl a luUive catechist, Tbivyoung lad was aufToring 
excnjcLating pniu from kin neglected woundSp and eniel fever racked 
bis bones. Not the least of his sufleiiug^ was from thirst, and all 
night and day he wbs calling out for water. In the midst of all his 
suffeiTugs he cKhoi-tcd OoiiiioitL tu stand firm, aayiug : — * Padre Suhibi 
hold ou to yoiir faith; don't give it up.* When the Mohnmniedaiis saw 
Oupiuatt trying to show kindness to Cbeekp they put him at a distance, 
and tried to prevent alt. farther mtereouise between them." On the 
ifiih of June Gopinatt and his youtlifuS compunion were brought into 
the forfc; but |ioor Cheek died in the fort this evenings from 
ey[iosuro and the long neglect of his wnuuda/^ Thus the g^illaat kid 
Wjws cut oil ^Hiii SLH liL- had doiioed hii^ first uniform, but not bel^^rs 
he had won bis waj-^ to glory. At the time all England rang with the 
fitorVp and of all the most glorious actions which make the Indisn 
Mutiny tlic epic of our race, none better deserves a pHce in its 
unoals. 

When the garrison in the fort heard the discharge oi fireorme, 
they raced up to the mm parts in hreathlc^ silence, to nsccFtsiii the 
cause. “ The firing grew btavior, and we all thought that the 
iusuTgenta bad watered the stationi and were being huattn oflT by the 
regiment So steady wns the iinii-.ketr\% regulnr iilo firing; oii^ nii it 
continued, volley afrer volley Tlieii the firing grew fainLer in the 
fjir distance, as if they were driving a forco out of the starion," But 
^on the truth was known. In about tiAlf-an-tionr Harwfird rode up to 
the glads of the fortiimd called out that the sepoys of the 6th Kegi- 
ment bruj mutinied^ and tobon the guns avay- Hurwaid had done Ilia 
best to save them. On Hu ding that the scisjy^ refused to take the gaits 
to the fort as they hod been comumnded^ but were determined to miwrch 
with them to the cantonnients, he hastened te the Alopi Bngh to 
bring up the Irregular Cavalry. "Alcxiviider iiiiutediiitcly bsd Ids 
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hnree rendj nnd giTing one to Hnrwfinl goL eoTeml mon into thesadille 
ft» NorjTi ns jjossiblo, nml stnrtiHl. TJioy ftupfttnchtfJ tlie fiarty with the 
Kiina, JifiiT tbt‘ Inrgo («iik jiu^t before Mr. I^H thor’s house on the fort rontl. 
There Alejcaudcr mrule an nttempjt tt. chnrgo them in the renn He 
fLsbetl on at a gallop, and heal just ruist’d himaoino his SfiddJc to striko 
a sepoy down with his givonl, when the inaii misetl the muzilo of his 
musket to Aleynndor's breast and shot him through the heart.” Ho 
instantly fell from hia lioftjej most of the Native eavaliy dosert^MT. and 
joined the mntineera and Harward, finding resiatanco hopelo™, turned 
his home, and old Smuggler dashed through the eepejs liko nn old 

trump as he fe. nnd brong'ht his rider safe to the forL” ♦ 

fn the rortthediuigerwaflestremo—a hundred men of the uintinotiB 
fith held the tnaJn gate. It was impenitii>’e to disarm them at onee; 

( here wag a grave n|«prehon8ioti whelher the 400 Sikhs, who had heard 
of the punishment meted out to thfifr countrymen at Benares, wouM 
altoid any aid to the hamlful of Englishmen, or even ruinain neutral. 
Happily they were .jomiiianded by Caiil.aiu Biasyer, a man whose active 
courage was combined wilL those rare qualities which attract the 
ndmiratjon and confidence of soldiers, and compels them to eubinit to 
the reatminls of militaiy discipline.t And never did thoy appear more 
eonspictiouB tliaii at this grave and iniTHmeid crieiHv When news of 
the mutiny at Bonarea reached the fort, two guns, loaded with gmpe, 
had been ploced in a position comrnandiug the main gate, to guant 
against on attack of the rebels from that station hourly expected. As 
noon os Harward hnd brought news of the revolt of the Gth, and it 
was detcrmineii to disarm their comrades, the Volmiteere were drawn 
up around the guns "with loaded muskets cocked, and fingent on the 
triggere." In front were the Sepoy guard, '‘with inusketacapped 
contrary to ordfifH.” A fuse having been lighted, the eomtiiand was 
given to the guard to "Pile arms." A momenta hoaitatiun, and it 
wjis obeyed. Then some, more daring than the raat, rtiaherl forwanl 
to seize them again. At this critical moment the Sikhs wavered ; 
pride, am hi ti on, and reveiigi; impelled them to throw in their lot with 
the sepoys. But iinder the Bpo[| of Braaycr, wIidbc presence harl

The fort wrts jHnvcfJ; but till else wf« lost. The miiEineorA txileftseii the 
prisoners, some tivo thotismiid in iminbcr, fiDm the gnole, mid Alhihali^ttl 
became a Beene of wild (lod desperate wickednesa, ‘i’ho rabble wreakcit 
their vengeance not only on the Eiuopeana. but jiencefiil Hindu pil- 
gritna whu hud come to the saertul city to weiah their uinsc awii. 3 '' were 
snvagely robbed, nnd tliff houses uf wealthy natiyoa were gutted and 
sti oil 6 re. All night long the Kiiropeans saw from tho muipnrts the 
Inrit] glare of the conttiigratioiL 

“llnmirg came," saj-s ono; ‘*svieh a diannal moriijiig I have 
SoTdorn seen." It was Suiidny, and Divine Sorvka wns hold on the 
vemndah of the barracks, at nooij. The aervico wtis very short, mid 
jittimded hy few. fileat of the gcntlometi iverc engaged in ivatching 
tho fort, and aoveral ktliea ivere overwhelmed with grief at tho recent 
loss of their htisbands j and uH of them hnd juat boon reduced to n 
state of beggary." The biLmiiig and pinndering of the city w-ent on 
during the day, To^vmds evening tho garrison was cheered by the 
arrival of fifty Fusiliers, under tho command of Lieutenant Arnold, 
who hnil been sent furiiVaid by NoilL Two days after and another 
dotaehujont arrivod; but those within the furt were atill in considerable 
danger. Tlioj* wore ihreatoned without bj’ the mutineers, who hiul 
bogiin to invest the place; while the fidelity of the Sikhs within was 
doubtfiiL There was great scarcity of food, and frir several dujw famine 
seemed to stare tlipni in the face. The cirrival uf Xetll un the Glevonth, Arriisi «r 
however, awiftly filtered the aapoet of aBFairs. On the evening of the .roi!!,'' 
flth, ni?eoiii|JauiQd by a party of 53 men and im gflicar of the Mudtas 
Fusiliers, lio started from Hetiarcs, It was tho inost trying eesison of 
the 3 'car, atn I m uch dolaj' wan occasioned hy the roads being dosorted 
and all the [jOBt-hurBtjs taken away by the inaiirgent*. Ahor two days 
and two nights of strenuous labour Neill amved near Allahabad, and 
found it closely invested, tho bridge of luatB partly destroyed and 
ill the possession of tho enemy. It was a btincing afternoon, and four 
uf his men had nli eady perLshed by snu,struke. He managed to bribe 
Bome nativefi to bring a boat over to tho loft bank of the Haugea, in 
which ho embarked ^wirt of his men. The people in the fort, having 
by this time seen us, sent over boats some way ikwa; by the«o nieuns 
we all got into the kit. almoHi completely cxlmn.Hto'd from an overdoiig 
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oight PVirch, ciiii;! tlio iiitifd&e lu at "* Ari Neill enteivJ iliL^ tli^

fit and np for a few miuubes at a time/' ho wrote to hk wife; 
"'anil when our attueka wure going on I wna obligcHl U* tfit down in 
the batteries and give my orders md ciiroctiotis.” The aldicks were 
erowned with auecessL, I'ho day after his arrival he rec 4 >vored the 
bridge, aad securLHi a saiL^ piu^ge for another dctachiiieut of a hundred 
tuen of the Fiisiliers, fraiii lietiares. On tho 13th lie attiuekc^l tlie 
insurgents jn m afijaceuL villagtj^f on the left biiiik of tIo> JuinnLi, 
and drove them ojit with Joss. -‘On the I4th 1 eouhl do little or 
nothing. All the wldiers, Etiri^penns and Sikhs, n^ere drhikiug to 
exeesa. Tatd diBorganizittion n'Oiilil soon have eusiiod aial the eoiiso- 
qiietiec ki m and the safety of tho fort been fatal_’^ By the aid of 
Bnvsyer the Sikh corps were moved out of the fort, and tho liquor 
destroyoil, or handed over to the Conitnisaariat. Active operatiuiis 
Were rasumed and the insorgenta driven from tho BuiToiinding hamlets. 
On the 17th of Juno the Englbb magistrate resitmod his duties in (he 
cityi and British administration was again estubliiHhed in Allahabad, 

Neill now set to work with impel lions energy to 0(|oip a smatl 
force to send forward to thty relief of Cawnpure, On the 23fd of 
Juno he telegraphed to the Goi-LTnimont of Imliu: — "Lightly equip¬ 
ping fotic hundred Europeans, and two fl-pounders with veiionm Euro¬ 
pean soldjors : three huudrad Sikhs with all the ccyralry here, taking 
twenty days' rntians to move by marches on Cjtwnporo. It will be four 
days at least before I can ^tart, — ^iairiago iiud provisions diiSeult as 
yet to gat; things impro^ng/' 

Blit thinga did not improve ns swiftly as the sanguine Neill 
expected* On the 2flth he had to telegraph to Gavernment:—" The 
coldiim will eerUiiLly march ffom this on the 3flth, tnwaids Cawnpom ; 
Major Benmidt Maditis FiisHiersK will comiuand* I have the utmosb 
confidence in him. They art well Europeaued^ and oiuat get on wbIV* 

On the 30th of June, the day on which the flicgo of the Luekuow 
Residency began, Havelsxrk arrived at Allahabid, and took over

join him next niorniag. Renand was, however, anxious to capture 
Futtohi>oro before tho Oenertil roached him.

Havelock^a force, indudingRonauLl’id party, ucnounted bo mon, 
Eill tolHi Of these L,9S4 mon 1^408 wqvq British, and 561 NaEives, — ti 
himdriil of tmn to rtiareh through a hostile aouutry, held by a host of 
woll-disciplijierJ soldicrsi But no disparity of numbers, no diEuid vantages 
of aeasoti, eould hold back these chivaErniig spirits. The weather Lud 
sat in with torremta of rain, which htvl uttorly sotiked tents and 
it wag falling hoiivily os tho cohimu miirohed through 
the native dty of Allahabad, iidiabibants lined the street 3 ,aiid 

awaroiod oti to the hoasetopa in gloomy silence, ciLirioiis to boh old the 
first really oftonalve demonstration of thoir Poringhoo masteni, amco 
the commonceniGUt of the outbreak.'' That night tho col uni n cuEuped 
in a snipe swaiiipj with the rain still pouring on them. 

The morning wag fine. "The rain cca^d^ Tho aun camo out and 
dried our draggled foathei-s. Tho Grand Trunk Eoad, along wliicb our 
route lay, was In sploudid order, aud the foroo moved briskly on through 
a heauliful, iLit, fertile, wel^wocHled country^ like tho Weald of Kent 
Tvithout tho hedges.f For three days tha foroa proceodad by regular 
msLTcbes, the Qenural not caring to preaa his men till they had bccumo 
inured to miirchingand tho Loteuso hoat. On tho lOth instant, however, 
news reanbed Havelock that Major Eenaud'g positiau had tjecome 
criticftl4 He therefore detorialned to puah forward and ovailiake hin^

E&biitist^^ by a frightfQl Hua the men rested 
for a few honr^.and reaLimcd their eonrae at ekven at night i and m the 
dim grey of the morning of the 12th of July they joined Major 
Kenaud on the road. " We firew up in Une by the side of the road to 
receive theim We ehall not (need we say) goon forget the scene. Up 
came the brave band, the 78th HiglilanderB playing on their bagpipes 
the ’ Campbells are coining/ while all along our line a chocr aroae as we 
welcomed them."* "file united force mnrcbtHl Bonic bb von teen niiles 
more, and rcuching Eo Linda, four in ilea froin Fiittehporejialtod 
encamp on a lino open jilaiTi. " Arrnfl won? ]>iled in lino, grounpl was 
taken up for each corj^s. nml the weary, wayworn men, overcQUie hy 
the oppressive heat nml hriSluiiitr sunshine, lay down in groups, a little 
in the rear, anxiously especting the arrival of the ten La and biiggnge, 
which were close behind/'* 

Havelock, having taken up hia pngitioa, sent out Lieutenant- 
Colonel Tjtleri with the volunteer cavalijj investigate a little. 
Tytler pushed forward close to Fufctehporo, and waa taking a good 
fiurvey of the place, whon a swarm of tho enemy's hor®e rushed out on 
him and hia few sabrea, and he wa^ obliged swiftly to roLuriij with the 
CTiamy in full [in ran it. As souii as thair white uniforms were seen 
0 merging from some trees on the eilge of the plain, the assembly was 
bounded, the toil*worn men apmtig to their feetj unpiled anus, Jell in, 
and filood all rofuly-t 

The rebels thinking they had only ilujor Eenaud*s force iu frooti 
insolently pushed for wan i two guns and a force of cavalry and 
infantry, cannonaded our front, and bheatoued our Ibinks. HavoU^ckj 
earnestly mahiog to give his hiimsticil euldiers rest, made no eounteir- 
dispnsitiop beyond posting ♦■JCH) Enhcltl r die men (^4th) in au advanced 
copsa. But the enemy maintained his attack with the audacity 
which his first Biippoaition had in spired and my iuertness fogtorod. It

His dispositions wore tjnickly niaJe. Tho gntifl, eight in niiRiber, . 
were formed in the centra under OapUio Mande, R,A., protected and 
aided by one hundred EiiEcId rillemen of the OXtb : the infantry trero 
formed in ciu nr ter distance coliimna at deploying distance behind, whilst 
the Volunteer Horae and Irregular Cavalry guarcied tho flanks. And 
now the word to iMlvancfl being given, the artil fory pushed on in line with 
the Enfield rifles, and soon uamo into action with the enemy's giiM, 
Al.iiido'e fire electrified them. " We could aeo the round shot ploughing 
them up, and the grape falling on all sidea, and sheila bursting 
over their heads. It was most refreshing. They could not stand 
it."t the rifle fire reimhing them at iin unespsctod distance 

iiicrenaetl their dismay. They fled from their guns and retreated to a 
secuud battery placed on the rt>nd in the rear. Hero they again mads 
a stand. Wnude pushod his guns oti through flanking Bwatnps, in 
which the wheels sank deep, till alter much putling by tired bullocks 
and gunners they surnioUDtcd ihn diflicultiea of the ground, and 
arrived within pomt-blaiik range. Then the guns on both aidcB again 
eichanged aalutations. In the rear of the enemy's principal battery 
was a large body of infantTy, and moving L.i and fro among them, 
giving orders, could bo seen the leader, on n richly capariaoned fcteph^t. 
Maude dismounted, laid the gun “at line of metal," and the first 
shot striking the poor beast in the rear onnie out at the nbest, and 

the Nana’s geneml's fighting w-as auddonly all dono.i The rebels, 
on seeing their lender fail, abandoned their guns and retreated. In 
gUDcession they wero driven by skirmishers and columns (rum, the 
garden enclosures, from a strong barricade on the road, from the town

the eDatuyp Palliaer called the nieu to chargB^ and dnshcit on; but tlu* 
scoundreb scarcely altered their speed, and met the enemy at the 
amne ^peed that they came down iipuu ua. Their design was evident; 
they came waving their sworda to onr men, and riding round our jjarty* 
making dgns to them to comq over to their side. We could nat clash 
out upon them, iis we wore only four to their thirty; and when our 
men hung backj a clash out would only hove ended in our being cut up. 
One Or tivo came m at na, and one or two blowa were excbangcKj. 
Falliser was unseated by hia horse sw'otvmg sucldenly, and then the roiv 
commenced. The 2nd Cavalry tried to get at him ^ and bi^ Native 
officoTB closed round him to save him, and they certainly fought like 
good men and true— tho few of them." While the scrimmage was 
proceeding, Paliiser'a rear mon turned their horses and galloped back 
as bond aa their horBea could go^ and the whole body of tho onetiy'^s 
cavalry appearing from behind some irraes^ the small band had to do 
the some^ “ I never rode so hard in my life. It was a regular run 
for our necksp for the whole of the fellows w^crc behind our small party, 
thirsting for our blood. 1 had a cotiple of follo-ws Just behind me, but 
nny eld hoi^o managed to cany me along. I write this with shame 
and grief; but it was no fault of Palliscr's, or oum If the rascaU hail 
net left tia so shamefully, we could have riddori over the thirty men, 
aud hare returned steadily before the rest of the cavalry came up. 
They had an immense number of regulars and irrcgnlsra. For the 
moment I frilly believed that our men were about to jum the 2nd 
Cavalry, and leave ns to their mercy: you maj' imagine how jolly 1 felt. 
The poor resaaldar of Hardsnge*a regiment, Kajub Kbaii, a tiill, line 
fellow^, with a black beard, after saving Palliaer, fell with his hume rm 
crossing a ditch wc had to pass, and was emelly cut up." 

Meanwhile the guns and ridomcn were again with great labour 
[lUshcd to the front. “ Their firo soon put the CDomy to ftnal uud 
irretrievable Gighti and my force took up ita present poHitiuti in 
triuiuphj and parked tivelvo captured guna,^^"f"

^ We fonghtp and in ten minutes^ time the olTuir was fleclded, 
Bui; away with vainglory-1 Thanks to Aimighty who gave ino 

the victoiy. I capture li in four hours eleven giinSp and seattered the 
enemy's whole force to the windsJ* 

Next day the force halted for a much needed reat^ and to aecure 
and destroy the cannon and amnnmitian which could not be carried on 
owing to want of bullocks. Ou the 14th of July the force marched 
again, Jind on reaching camp in the Evening the opportnnitj was taken 
of tjuieLly dismutmljing and diaamimg the IrragTilats^ who, in midition 
to their misbehaviour before the enemy at Futtchporc* had, on the 
march, attempted to drive away Havelock's baggage. The Gonora!* 
however, kept them on public duty, and iuforrn^Hrl thorn that every 
deserter would bn puniaheri with death. Their hnrKea were given to 
the I'ohiutoer cavalry.f 

On the 15th the column started at dawn, with the knowledge 
Ihtit the village of Aong wag atrongly occujdcd by the eiienny: thut. he 
was entrenched across the nwuJp and had two garrison guns in pusitlon. 
Havelock iJiorefoTO reinfomed the advanced gnarclx under Lioutenant- 
Colonol Tytlor, by attaching to him, in addition to the BHial! 
body of Tolttnfieer cavaliy, six guna of Maiide*a batterjk and the 
detachment of Her Majcaty’'a 64th Rcghnent. Directly the volunteer 
cavalry caiiaG within range of the two guns behind the intrenchmenti 
they opened firo, and the inutiueers poured forth from the village and 
garrlen cnclusnrea in perfect skirnitsbiog order A party pushed 
boldly forward and took possosaion of a huiulet^ two hundred yards in 
front of their position. Both sides wore soon hotly engaged ; but 
owmg to the connti^' beLag thickly wooded the rcbcTa were cuFibled to 
maifitain thom&elves for sorae tiniQ against our fire, during which 
interval large bodies of cavalry advanced on the Oaiiks and uiado 
ro]>eated attempts to cut into the main column. Havelock, having 
only twenty horse, was coiupelled to protect his flanks with the

about a htindreJ mem, and received them with sneb a fire of mnsketry 
thut they roda off dLswim6ted. leaving mmy dead behind thom.t 

Meantime the Madras Fusiliers bad, under the gnlhint Renaud^ 
carried the hamlet with a rnah; Muudo'a guns and the witberiiLg fim 
of the sharpshootoiB began to tell, and our men gradually ad^aneiug 
captured the entrenchment and drove the rebels hack upjn the vilbge^ 
Here they fought fiercely; but they were thrust forth at the point of 
the bayonet. The artillerj' passed through, and the troo|M wen? hail ted 
for rest beneath the wel como gh el ter of some friendly mango groim 
** Most graleFul was their shade, inviting to repi&e aftnjr receot 
exposure to the fiery stinbearas, which seemed literally to pierce and 
seethe the brain. The relief was uniinaginable." § 

But tha rest was of short dnmtion. Authentio information roach pcI 
Havelock that tha bridge over the Patidoo river wag not deatroyed, but 
defended by entrenchmentsi and two guns of garrison calibre. He also 
heard that the enemy intended, na a last rdaonree, to blow it up, and, ns 
the rivEy was in flt>ndi the dedtruetion of the bridge would seriously 
retard hifi advance on Campore, Not a monient woe to be lost- Tho 
assembly again sounded : the soldiers resumed their arms, imd a stirring 
British cheer which mado the welkin ring, marked their apprcrciation of 
their Genera], and his rcaiiinoss again to engage the rebelsL The heat

But when the ebnd rolled along the rivers they 
saw the parapet walls bad gone* but the areb stood sound; and at tbis 
critical moment the right wing of the Fusiliers suddeiily chiaing threw 
them^dvea upon the bridge* cjuried it, and captured both guaa The 
day was wqil Havelock pushed bri force a mite beyond the bridge, 
a halt wa^ tuade, and the men utterly exhausted threw thcmsclvos on 
the ground. 

During twelve hours our troops had been under arms and 
twido engaged, and thoir eudiirancc tested to the uttermost. The 
flcorcbiug sxin. glared down its uti pitying rays upon their arms* which 
glittered with intolerable radiance* till the bndn reeled aud eyo-batls 
ached with the intensity of that dazzliug bHucu. 

Yet, theix induiultable energy rewo Buperior to e veiy trial—instinct 
with the dignity of manhood, they uttered no complaint* hut bore on

Lcite tb.at night a. rumour spread through catnp that a li&ayiof 
fight awaited them on the morroK The Geueinl had ascertained that 
the Nana, with a large farce had come dawn to meet him. and hail tafecn 
up a Blrang pcHilioa at the village of Aherwa, alyjut four miles from 
Cawnpore. where the Grand Trunk Itoad uuiteB with that which lewis 
direct to iho military amtoniiient of Cawnpore. He had also lenmt 
that a largo party of women and children were primmers at Cawnpore, 
and they must be msomsd at all hnsiarda. Time was of the utmost 
value, so, soon after daylight, the bagla sotmiled. the rants fell in. and 
the coluinti again began to march. After proceeding fifteen miles the 
villoge of Miihamjpore wna reached, and the troops bivouacked In some 
mango gnovea, to cool, and gain shelter from n burning sue. On the 
arrival of the haggngo food was cooked and oaten, and tho baggage 
being kept back under proper eacort, at 1-30 I-.iiL the calunm waa again 
oil the march. In the full midday heat of ihc W'urst season of Lho 
yw did the tri>ops start; each man fully armed im*I accoutred, with 
his sixty rounds of ball mumqnitioa on him. The sun struck down 
with frightful force. At ovory step a man reeled out of the ranks 
and threw himself fainting by the side of the wiad : the calls for watJ 
were incessant all along the line. On they inidged till they reached the 
junctioti uftho two Tctuls, and found thu enemy poated about a milo 
behind the fork, “His cntretiehmeutfl cut nm) rendered impassable 
both rmuls, and his gnna, seven in number, two light and five of siege 
calibre, were disposed along his position, which oousisted of a seriea of 
ullages ; bohind these hia infantry, coiifdsting of ujEitinccrs and hia 
own armed foUowora. was disposed for defence." It waa evident that 
mi attack in fojnt would expose Havelock’s force, nuTubering oolv l 100 
British and 300 Sikhs, to a murderous fire from the enemy's h^vy 
guns sheltered in hk cntrcnchmoiite. Tho General resolved therefore 
to manmuvre to turn hh left. He had boen a close aCudent of the 
^t Fredcrioka campaigns, and ho detormioed to pnrauc the tactics 
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ofOld Frederick, at Leutheq. Like L^utken fchU isouQliry, for many 
milee rouDd, hm aotblog that could be ciLUcd a hill ; it m definable m 
a bare^ wide-waviog champaign, with alight bunipe on it, and reedy 
mereSj or mired drained in our day, 1 l is dotted with hamlets of the 
Uflnal kind*^ * In front of the rebels' left, aed nearly parallel with it^ 
irm a line of mango groves, which acted os a scree q for Havolock, as 
the SclieubEfg ** Borne Bise did for Frederick, Placiog his cavalry and 
some sklrmiahere near the fork^ to attract theattentiori of the enemy, 
Havelock changed the directioa of the main oolumni and hia troops 
dcfilmg at a steady puce, and screened by the dumps of mango# began 
to circle round the enemy's !eft^ For some time the rebela knew not 
what he was about l but when the column did agaJq dome m eight they 
qqdcTStDDd the object of the marcht and the utmost excitement 
provaited aniong them- They pushed forward on their left a large body 
of hoisej and opened fire from the whole of their gnns. Not a shot waa 
fired in return ; but through a storm of round shot and shrapnel, led 
by their Genera), our troops marched in stJence breathing eoiumge, 
eager at heart to give oounigo, man to man. Many fell struck by the 
enemy's bullets i but more fell struck by the burning sub. But on 
they tramped, till the enemy’s left was wholly opened to their attack. 
They then amftly formed line, and advanced in direct echelon of 
regiments and batteries from the right t a wing of the Fusiliers again 
covered the advance extended as riflemeti. Now the British guns 
replied to the rebels' canooti, and the skirmishers were soon hotly 
cngogecL But Maude's light pieces could not silence their heavy guns, 
strongly posted in a lofty hamlet well ontrenched, from behind whose 
cover the ijifimtiy kept up a bickering fire. The opportunity for 
which the Genenil had long anxiously waited of developing tho 
prowess of the T8th had arrived. Ha gave the order to advanca and 
ijiko the village. The Highlondorsj led by their old commander Colonel 
Hamiltou, moved forward with sloped anna and measured tread, 
regardless of the hail of grape that fell thick and &st among them* 
Bearing onwards, with the pipes sounding the piferoch, they appreached 
wthin a hundred yards of the hamlet: when the word to charge was 
given, a cheer, loud and long arose, and the Highlanders with level 
bayonets plunged into the village, The struggle was fierce, and the 
slaughter great. The enemy, driven forth, fell back to the centre of

hsivitig hjiUed hijs men quite breath I esn bj the nish| waa now joined 
by Major Stirling with the G4thj who had, on the Isftp beeq equally 
lauceessFul against another vilbge^ and had captured thr&e gtma. 
Alter a short rest, redbRning his troopSp ihedenoral placed himself in 
their front, and pointing tn the dense Tnassee of the enemy and the 
frowning gtiHj aaid,—^’NoWj, Mighlanderaj aaother charge like that wins 
the day/' The soldiers clamoured appLaiiae, Then again Highlaaders 
and 64th drove forward, and Havelock led them pressing atmight on* 
wards till the centre and ita guns were oura. Now the 78th, worn by 
the Labonr of battle, were halted f hut the 04tb, 84th» and tho Sikhs 
sweeping on* rolled up the eneinyb right, and took the two guns that 
ctefended it. At this inuuicnt the Yolunteer Cavahy rode up. On a 
tumbrol in their rear was Oaptam Beatsou, the Deputy Assistant 
Adjutant-CeneniL That morning ho had been attacked with eholeni^ 
He was too weak to ridOp but be would not lo^e hia share of the fight, so 
ho had himself carried into action. On seeing the retreating enemy ho 
ordered tho Volunteer Horse to Mlnw them. Barrow, their bravo 
commander, hiding bia spura, called ont to his lUtle baud—eighteen 
aabrcBp all told^— ** Come on ■" and with a lond shout away they tcmIo 
aftnr bim, faster sind faster as they neared the flying foe. A whola 
regiment of cavalry covered the enemy's rear^ and aeeing their 
pursuers, they stood to stop their way. But Barrow and his nien giving 
their steeds their headsp rushed to the attackp and the rebel huruQ 
turned and rode off at full speed. “ Give point, lads : damn cuts and 
guards," shouted Barrow; and again and again they gomded tho retreat¬ 
ing mutineers tUl six out of the eighteen being disabled * they wero 
compelled to draw rein. As they rode back the soldiers gi^eted them 
wuth a cheer* and the old General exclaimed—Well donOj, gentlemen 
Volunteers 1 1 am proud to command you." 

The enemy were in full retreat, but the victory was not won. 
After proceeding about a mile^ the fugitives rallied^ aod with a couple

infantry appmacbod it the i^bcilA opooeH on them a heaTy fire, and they 
had to shift their ground a Uttlej for giir gunfi ramo up but sJow!j% in 
con30^1 uonce of having been nbliged to diverge from the dirtHit road 
and advance through hoavji broken ground. As the wearied column 
pressed forward the tire grew wfirmor^ anti many fell. ** Our nable 
General aceniE^d gifted with ubiquitjr scomftil of danger, confront¬ 
ing deathp and burning with the lust of victory, be was present wherevef 
most needed, * * " Again, the clear tone of hm peculiar voice 

raised to highest pitch the courage of his men as he turned towartls 
the Highlanders, and aaid—“Come* wholl take this villiige—the 
Bjghlimdors, or 64th * There wag no pause to answer. Abreast 
the two regiments roecd at iho village, and drove the enemy out of it; 
whilst the Morlrns FusilietB cleared the ploiitatlon on the right. 

But tho day's work w^as not dune. No sooner h!Mi oiir troops* 
being re-formed, resumed their march, when^ most tinexpected, thoy 
beheld a 2i-poujider planted in th^ rood, and behind it, stretched on the 
plain in the form of a gentle crescent was the rebel infantry in baLlla 
array, supported by nuTnorous horsemen and guns on their Aanks. They 
were only bohjg y ards distant, and an immediate collision was inevdtable. 
The scene wss magniheent^ and yet oveimwiiig; banners W‘ere flying, 
bugles sounding, drums beating, as their G eneral rode among iho serried 
battalions of infantry and the gathering ranks of cavalry opened to 
make way for him. I t waa the Nana him self^ who had come down fmm 
Q ^npure to strike fo^yictory . He had an army consisting of ton 
thousand highly-trained men; and opposed to him were nine htindreil 
English Boldiers, worn with marohing and fighting during the whole of a 
bLimingp Indian days The artillery cattle, weariod by the length of tho 
march, h.-id not brought np the guns: Lhe Sikhs were in the rear. The 
hood of the column had no sooner halted thab„ nil at once, Hre 

■s 

from Lhe 24-pounder was opened, and in the next moment a round shot 
went tearing through the column. Our Tuen wmre ordiirnd to I in down. 
The enemy,seeing their foe on tho ground, insolently set their drums and 
trumpets to sound the advortEte^ and their inlhntiy odvauecd as if to 
envelop our flanks, whilst thoir eavalry^^ galloping to the rear, cut up the 
wounded meiL Their mi^iles fell foster and thicker. Six men of the 
C4th wore killed^ and Captain Curriep of the 84th, was struck by'a 
round ahot which carried away nearly the whole of his back. Other

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poor fellows had their legs taken off, and others their arms." Havelock 
resolved that this alftta of things should not last. His charger had been 
shot under him. but mounting a pony he appeared hofora the men— 
■■ the only roan who dared raise hia head —bo cloae and thick was the 
fire that rained upon us. He instantly, with clear and firm tone, gave 
the Older—' The line will advance.’" Thon the Engllah line, not amount¬ 
ing to nine hundred men. and led by their General, went forward—" It 
was irresistible. The enemy sent round shot into onr ranks, until we 
were within three hundred yards, and then poured in grape with such 
precipion and determination as I have seldom witnessed. But the 64th, 
led by Major Stirling and by my Aide-de-Camp* who had placed 
himself in the front, were not to he denied Their rear showed the

After a hiirned fire of musketry the enemy givTe way in total rout. 
The Bighlimdere would have poured a witheriDg volley on their 
retreating foe, but they hod to caution each other not to fire, as their 
General who had lad the dobeminert onslaught was in front. Four of 
our guns, however, oame up and conii>leted their di&coinliture by a 
heavy caniioaaiie. and aa it grew dark the roofleaa artillery barracks 
were di3Ct>vored in the advance, and HaTelock's troops bivouacked 
that night without food or tenta two milw from the cantonment of 
Cawnpore- “ 1 bivouacked in good apirita/’ ha wrote,though without 
dinner j my waterproof coat serving me for a couoh on the damp 
ground;* Snch were the principal dronmatanceii of the battle of 
C&wupore, ’with its three distiMt actio]3& 

In nine clays Havelock and hia veterans had marched 126 milea 
under an Indian sun in the hottest flsnson of the year, each man carry¬ 
ing a heavy weight of ammimition, and had won four pitched battles and 
Blindly flombftta againat highly disciplined troops far exceeding them in 
number. During the four days’ fighting they had killed or wounded 
many hundreds of their enemioa, and bad captared tweuty-three pieces

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Their Iiad been ooe of flufEcring^ of privutioni and 

of fati^e I but; the burning desire to save the cnpti^e ^omen mid 
children noimshed the energy of the Brftisb soldier^ Battle after 
batde Wiifl won hy deaerate fighting; the ehnlcra ajid the Hun^Lroke 
slew many 3uriivora of the comTaat, but on they went with tinflinehitig 
rti^Bolulion till tbe ouUkiii^ of Cawnpore ^vere reached. 'ITien on the 
iiKiming afteT tlieir crowning victory as they were about to fall in, news 
reached the njon which quenched the hope that had burned clear in 
them through all the weory marching and bard fighting. And when 
they entercMl the city the evhl tidingq were confirtned, and they eaw a 
eeone which drove thein mad with horror and eiecitenient. But the 
firm hand of their commander held them in cheek* 

The city of Cawnpore, distant little more than six hundred milen 
from Caleuttaj two hundred and fifty milea aonth-east from Delhi and 
forty mi lea aouth-wegt from Lucknow, h indebted ferr ita importance tn 
the commercial and atrategical advantagea of its position. Sitimterl 
on the aouthem bank of the Gangee^ nasugable for light craft dp>wiiw£irdfl 
to the sea a thousand miioa and up the country three hundred miles, 
no place ia bettor fitted to be an cmprium of the traffic of the rich 
pliiiua of Bengal and of that voat traet of open country which stretchea 
from Bengal north-westward to the Himalayaa* htoreover, besides 
being the uatuml highway, the Ganges farmed from very ancient Limes 
the frontier defence of the people cf Oudh and Bengal againat their 
northern neighbours. When Clive decided to maintain anil strengthen 
Oudh oa a fiiendly state interpceed between Bengal and Northern India, 
he selected Cawnpore on account of its advanced and commandintr 
poairion as the best atatlon in feho Nawab of Oudh's dominjon to cantem 
the brigadn lent to him subject tu a subsidy for the pmtection of his 
frontier In 1801 the security of the subsidy was established on the 
eolid basis of territoria] poasessiotip and Cuwnpore being eompreli ended 
within the limits of ths Company's power attained the prornlnenfc 
iiiiLitary position of being the head-quarters of the field conimand in 
liengjil, a command which me! tiding the KJng'a: imd Com pony’s troops, 
artillery, cavalry and infantty, amounted to 40,000 efiTactive * The 
iidvance of our frontier to the north, however, occasioued a revisol of our 
military position and Cawnpore v?m unwisely denuded by degreea of

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its entire European furee.* Id the spring of 1857 Eixty^TkO European 
artillery men with six gnna were the only repreaentativea of the 
Engli.nh army at Cawnperc. The uiiiivo troopa coneisted of the Ist, 
53rd and 56 th Native lolkutry, the Slid Cavaliy and the tiative 
guuner-i attached tu the battery: about 3,000 in number. 

The cantonmants ky in a fieiui-circular form along the bank of 
the river over a tract extending six miles from the north-west to the 
fiouth^cast and covered abDuti ten miles of area* At the uorih- 
wofltern extremity about a mile from tho river were the principal 
houses of the eivil officitds, the troasury, tiie gaol and the miiseuEii 
premisijs. Not far from the gaol and close upon the Ganges stood the 
inagaziDo, a spacious building sunoiindetl by lofty walk Three miles 
from the umgEixiiie going in a straight Hiia along the stream towards 
the sQuth-eastp on a slight elevation gently sloping down to the watePp 
were the ajssembly rooms and the church with its whito tower soaring 
above a clump of trees. Behind the church spread the modern city, 
like GalIJ ihjII with '*uaiTniv tortuous streets oft tumbte^down houses, 
densely packed with sixty thousand iuhubitatits/'^ Beyond the town 
to the soufch-e^ist and separated fruiii it by the Ganges Canal were 
on a wide plain the old barracks of the Europeari. troopa, the lines of 
the respective uutive regiiuents with their military bazjiar^ containing a 
population of about fifty thousand, and the houses of the oEIicers, 
standing m extensive eampounda or paddocks. 

In May, 1857, the officer in command of the Cawupore diviisjon wng 
31 aj or-General Sii‘ Hugh Wheel or, Jv^ch., a ^loldier of noble Celtic 
blood,g whose long militaiy career had been a serioa of noble sorvicea 
and of military honours. He entered the Company^B army in 1303 us 
Ensign in the 48th and the following joar wels present at thu hunt 
fought contest w^hich mado IjutJ I^ke master of Delhi. Hieing slowly

that you are doing so” 'I'he buildings most an it able for the accoui* 
mudation of a European force w^cre two large bjirnicks^'f formerly the 
hospital faarnick^ of a Dragoon rogimeot, and at the timo occupied by 
iho depot of Her Majesty32iid Regtmeut consisting of the aick, 
invalid women and children of the regiment. They wx*re single^storivil 
biiildlngs, intended 0'%oh for the accomniDdalion of a company ^f 100 
meUri one of them waa thatched and both w^ora surrauuded by a flat- 
toofed BTCodc or venmdjih. The w'aila wore of brick juid the usual 
outHjtEcca were attaehod to the building^ order that they might 
resist a sudden attack^ a trench was dug amuud ihe^ barracks and the 
curth thrown up on the oiitbide ao as to form a parapcL about five feet 
high, and they were armed at their principal points by artillery. Ten 
guns constituted the Hole defence by arLillery of the entronchmeut 
and a mud wall not even buHet-proof at the crest was its sole bulwarL 
But General Wheeler had every reason to consider that they were 
needed not to withstand a siege but for the more urgent purpuso of 
enabling the garrison to resist a sudden attack.

"Thatonrpa.^ as he informed 
the Govenaor-General next day, " had sent etniBsariea into the camps of 
the three Native InfaiUr)' corps^ asking if rliey would support them in 
the event of an outrage. Their avoweil cauBa nf diwoutent was their 
liojrf^es, arms, fer., Were to be taken from them and made over to the 
Europeans. J nerd not add bow entirelj witbnnt foTindttion. But 
rep< 3 rtfl of the m^t absurd kind are comitajitly circulated and ore np 
sooner disposed of than another takes place. The Europeans shall be 
cared for, no mention is mode of the namber or w'hen they arc expected; 
the sooner the belter*" The telegram closed with the ominous 
annonneement: " Be porta j net received that a cmia is approaching 

hero/' That evoiiitig the women and children were all ordered into 
the barrackSj the officem stiU sleeping at the quarter-guardE in the 
lines with their respectivn corps,^ Among our meor wrote a y^^ung 
anbattenir ** I bEliove we are perfectly safe aud if they do mutiny, we 
Ahould at alt events have the natisJiiction of being at our posts,^ 

On the following day (May 22nd) General Wheeler informed the 
Govemmetit of India ** matters took a favourable turn about half {mst 
7 P-M. yesterday. Up to that time it appeare that an outbreak was 
most imminentp I placed guns Ln position and made a very preparation 
to meet it. The danger gave imy before a quiet addreaa to the men 
by their commandant through Homo Native officers. At 11 p-m. fifty-- 
five EuTopeaM of Her Maj^^ty's 32tid Bcgiinetifc and abnnt 240 troopers, 
Oudh Irregular Cavalry, arriverh sent by Sir Henr)' LawrEnoo to 
my aid. This morning two guns and about 30l> men of all arms were 
brought in by the Maharajah of Bithoor.

Tho ITahftnijab of Bithoor mantioned by Sir Hugh WbL^eler wiifl 
Toorek Dfaundii Pant who is better known by the fhuiiluir np|itl]a- 
lion of the Nana/' a title common among tho Mahnatl^iis. biufi at a 
moall hojulet at the foot- of the Ohauts thirty mi lea eant of BniuhorF. 
he was adopt thcl by Baji Tim II, the seventh and Lost of the Prahmiti 
Peshwas Dr Mayona of the Pa lace, who were the reaj heads of ihc great 
MahrattA confoderaoj^ During our □peratiuna agiiliiat the frocborjUfig 
bands cif Cc^iiLral Indiaj Baji ibio seized an opportiiniliy' to comm once 
war without a declaration and he attnckcd and bumfi the house of 
the British Resident.

Dhutidu Punt waa at the time of Beji Buo's death about thirty-two r™ii*t 
years of age but bo looked at least forty. For hia personal appearance 
we are indebted to the account of a European tmvelter who visited hint 
four yeorg befona the Mutiny, " Hia figure b very fat, in fact the 
very expressiou made use of by his own muoushee’^ waa that * hie 
highness wits a tight man' ( tung admen). His fivco is rouud. his 
eyes very wild, brilliant and resting ; his complexion as is tho cose 
with tnufat native gentlemen ia scarcely darker than a dark Spaniard 
and hia oxpressiijn is on the whole of ajuviul eomewhat miilchihg 
cbaracter.” His roputatiou for gaiety of diapciaition and good humour 
was due not only to his outward appearauce bnt to the lavish mauner 
in which he entertained the European society at Cawnpore, He 
mm Id not speak English bnt he could take a keen interest in English 
life and Louie affairs, - Ho through his moonshee asked nio many 
questions about the Queen, the nobility of England, particularly 
mentioning and asking after Lord Ellenborough fBurra, Bahut Burra 
Lord Sahib—a great, a vety great nobleman) for whom—whether he 
knew him or nut—he seemed to have a great respect and venoration. 

Whether this was asaunicJ or not I cannot aay, He then oblied me 
mauy qUMtions about the Hon'ble East India Company and appeared 
cihauBtlesB in his queries about the Board of Control." 

Tho Jfana whoso deiueauoor was eLuguIarly pleasing had gained 
the confideuea of Mr. Hillemdou, the Magiatiate at Cawnpore, by the ' 
tact hfs displayed in basiness when wisdom enjoined conoesoioDi At of 
tho firat symptoms of discontent among the sepoya he euuimoiited 
on their foUy in believing that the Ooveniiueiit were plotting against ' 
their creed. Hypocritical professions of Criendsidp were not spared. 

On the news of the outbreak at Meerut reaching Cawnpira the Kana 
met Mr, Hilteradon and auggested that bis wife and the other ladies 
fibould be sent to Bithoor where ha would protect them against any 
number of sepoyg. He also undertook to protect the treasury in 
conjunction with our own sepoy guard. His services were aocepfed, 
niid on tho 22iid of May JOO Mahrattas of all arms with two gunj 
moved from Bithoor and took np their quarterB at tho treasury. The

On the 24th of iJay, the day on which the many niilUoos beueaUi 
her gmeiouB Bwuy connn am orate the birth of FTer Inipt^rial Alajestji 
no salute wm fiiod at Cii.wDpore lest tho nativtia ahotihl interpret the 
roarufibe gnueas a signal for revolt. In the evening Sir Hugh 
informed Lord Cnnoing ; ^ AU is qniet hero but It is iiiipossibte to 
say how long it wjl! continue." The message had no »«Mincr been 
dcslmtehea when " a report im very good authority " reached the 
General that thcro would be an outbreak that night or Ibo following 
day. All possible preparations were made to meet it. ** It was nii 
awful day, full of agoijy and ilrcad,^ ivrote a breve womau ; “ and tho 
m'gbt was more than poor bumnn nature, unaadstod, could endure, 
men my husband loft mo that night to goto hia post I never esiKOtcd 
to aeo him aUvo again, fur some of hia men had been overheard wildly 
Ifllliing of mutiny and ranrdcr.and kul made a proposal to destroy their 
officEEs." The next day “seemed like heaven, for wo went to onr 
hoUEO and spent the day quietly there — at leaat with such qiiintneBs 
M was possible with the most terrible ruiiiflurB earning tbronghout thu 
day and reviving all our saddest apprehonaiotiK,” To the Gencrel 
the poBitiou of things looked so propitious that he talegniphed on 
tho Stith of May: “ All triirupiil here and 1 think likely to continue, 
Tlm'disatfoeted disconcortod by the efficient moasurefl. curtly but 
determinedly taken to meet any onthnaik that might bo attempted, 
are aobL-ring down. I have had a moat nmious and tried timn of it. nor 
is it at an end.” Sir Hugh Vowovor added, " 1 have cntrctiched our 
lioslLion, and can hold it against any odJa; but now J hope that I may 
preserve the pcaoe of this very important atalion without bloodshotl.'

Four days later (30th May! Sir Hugh informed Urd Canning; 
■■The European 32iid Foot sent by Sir Henry kiwfence are preparing 
to return this evening in divk dvrriages to Lucknow where cenaidorable 
uneaaincea is felt j will be there tu*umrn>w monung. Seviaiity*oae men. 
84th Foot, areivod up to this time. AH hare J but the public 

initid very anxious with regard to Delhi.’* On tho Slst of M.iy ho 
reported to the Oovornor-acuorel: “ We are right os yet and I hope 
may continue ho.’’ And many n gallant soldier clung to the ^uie 
belief, and convictian came loo late to be of any use. I bank GikI, 
wrote an officer attached to the 53 rd Nativo Infuntry to fritiuds at 
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honie^ “ I Mil not one of the crookerEt here* and hiiFa never been troubled 
vith the nervouaneas aome people have ehown ; but 1 feel utterly 
dia^vnated with the whole army, and I only wish that I might get ordera 
to go out With my negimoiit or alone with my company agaiimt aome 
of these people, so that wo could put tho men to the test, and see 
whether they really mean to stick to ua or not^ and end thia state of 
Rirsxienfle^ 1 must now leave off and send fchLs, If there is a row' here, 
you may he sura i will etiek to my company as long m we have any 
chance of their oboying us. I would givo a great deal to see 3 'ouall 
again, but I would give ten iiiues as much to huve a fkir fight with 
these Lucknow or any other mutineers und our own regiment atauding 
to ua firmly, so that wc might keep our good name amid all tho 
disgrace the Bengal army bis now fallen into." 

So the days of May rolled round, Goueral Wheeler visited the 
lines doily and had long conversations with the men in the hope of 
maintaining their confidence and of allaying the feverish eicitability 
which had risen on account of the belief that their religion was being 
endangered by tho use of defiled cartridges. His son was his Aide-de- 
Camp and tho let Native Infantry, w'hLch bore among many honourable 
additions won under Lake and Gough the name of Plassey* was the 
young soldier’s corps* The General eeoL him to the Native otfioers tu 
reason with them aa to the folly and absurdity of the statements made 
regarding the eaxtridgea. The General also gave the Hindu commis- 
sariat contractor four of the new cartridges in order that ho might con¬ 
vince himfielf of the absurdity of tho story. But Sir Bngh Wheeler 
knew not that the Bengal sepoy at Dum-Dum hod substantial grounds 
for believing that improper fat hod been used in their mannfEicture,* 
and that they bad written letters to all the other reginienta in tho 
sorrice. From reading those letters the whole army were induced to 
belleva that tha time was come when tho Government intended to force 
them to Chriflisiaiiity*" The men conversed with tha General and his son 
without reserve and without any sign of sullenne^a but their feara 
W'ere not alLiyad nor their atuciety laj^ened. On the 3rd of June 
General Wheeler reported to the Govemar-Gencral: All quiet bcit 
aubjeot to constant fits of excitement.'' At a kte hour that evening he 
despatched another message to Lord CanniDg: Sir Henry Lawrence

Th« was the lost message that reached h,rd Canning from Sir 
Hugh heeler a.ul it was worthy of the gallant soldier, lie had at 
a eonirada-s call denuded hiti o^a scanty command, though pyenf day 
brought turn frceh repr.rts of the mtitinous intentioas of some around 
^m. Iho very evemag that he sent forth fifty niea to the aid of 
Huury Lawrence, neivs reached him that an outbreak of the cavahy was 
taioect aud he Issued orders that the women and non^otnhaumts 
should assemble within the entrenchmsnL And that night about 
eight hundred souls went to thoir prison-grave. Of those about 
four hundred were women and children. To guard them ihero were 
about two hundred English aoldiera of all anus, eighty office^ a few 
ciTfljans, and a simill hand of loyal sepoy a.*

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Cawnpore when they would fill her house not morel j with riipeea but 
with gold mehtirs. The s^mo nighb occurred an unfortunate incident 
of a cashiered officer firing on a patro! of the 2Qd Cavaliy. TIo wag 
tried by ceurt-mivrtinl the neit day and acquitted on the pica of 
being uncoogeious at the time from iutajcicuitiotL, The verdict caused 
grave diisatbifactlcn among the men of the 2nd Cavalry, Tliey 
muttered angrily and openly that their oina muaksLs might also bo 
discharged by accident some day. 

It waa the spark whhsh sot fire to the magaziTio. The following 
day the men of the 2nd seut thoir :&mllieB Lt> Lhe city and at quo 
o^dlock a Native officer who was on picquot duty with fifty so welts 
near the entrenchments led them off towards Nawabgnngo, the north¬ 
west suburb of Cawtiporfij where lay the treaauTy and the magii^me. 
The whole corps followed their e^inplo taking with them horses^ arms, 
oolourfl, and the regimental treasure chest. '^'The old soubhador-major 
of the regiment defoudod the colonrs and treasure which wore in the 
quarter-guard as long as ho could, and the poor old fellow was futmd 
in the moniing severely wounded and lying m bis blood at his 
post.^' * Bhownny Sing was taken within the untrenchments where 
ha wm killed hy a shell during the siege. Like many a loyal septsy, 
he gave his life for the alien Oovornment he served. 

As the 2nfl Cavalry proceeded towards Nawabgiinge, they sent 
R message to the Ist Native Infantry asking the cause of their delay. 
The sepoys responded to the call and without molesting their officers 
who were urging them to he loyal inarched away to join the troopera.f 
The Adjutant of the Sfith on being inforuied by a Native commis¬ 
sioned officer of what liad acciiiTed immediately came forth from hig 
tent and proceeding to fcha parade ordered the regiment bo form up 
in front of the quarter-guard. “ I formE^ them up,'* states the Native 
ufficer, “and made them ready. 1 received orderB that, if any cavalry* 
man came, he was instantly to be shot. In this wa,y wc passed the night

Ko one took off hia uniform,” At daybreak the 
luea being diamisaod asaiated b recovering tho horses and mma 
ahandonod b}' the tmopeia. The Fifty-Third who had also been under 
ttnns dnrbg the night were diamiseed. Tho linea of the Light 
(jOinpscy of the 53rd and those of the Oretiiudior Compaby of the 
f6th were adjacent and after thoir moming niea.| waa Gnished four or 
five groDadiera went over to the neighbouriug qciartors and entered 
into eon versation with a havildar and private gf the Light Company, 
About this time (9 A-V.) a trooper of tho 2ad Cavalry rode op to tho 
lines of the 53rd Native Zn&ntry. He was the bearer of a inessage 
from the company of their corps that guarded the trooBury, to tho effect 
that they wonJd not allow it to be pi u ndened until their corps joined,* 
Then the havildar and private of the Light Company shouted " Qlory to 
the great Cod; be prepared ye bra VOS,'* and a rash was made to the 
ijuarter-guard for the colon m and the treaeure ohost. The siibadar who 
eommautled tho guard refused to play fiilsa and fell wounded at his post. 
Now when the General became aware of the meeting in the lines and 
heard the roar of the tmualt he ordered Ashe's battery to open firn, 
Ab a found shot went crashing into the quartets of the 66th a sepoy 
shouted that they would all be killed, on which the entire corpi dta- 
pensed Bind Bed in disorder. Tho men of the 56th swiftly followed 
their example. Some of the panic-atricken aepoys concealed them¬ 
selves b the neighbouring ravines and readily joined on tho sounJbg 
of the assembly by an officer of the S3rd.f 

The action of General Wheeler m opening fire on the native Ibej 
has been cruelly judged. He has been accused of being ■' prompt with

no loDgcr poE^iblc to niaiotaiD area tm ostenaible treat. Tho 2nd 
Cavalry had tDOtinled and marcbed away towards Delhi. ** Nearly the 
whole of the Native coiomiMiDiied officers (about thlity or thirty*fiva 
to nmnbor) came to tbo Geneml nod veporiod that their remonHtouicea 
to the aepop were of no avaiJf who had also that mommg beeo tam¬ 
pered with by the cavalry and appeared determined to go off.f The 
roar and tumult in the lines confiitned the statement of the Native 
officers, and the General feeling that it was no longer possible ta prevent 
the men from rioing fired two or three round shot into their qanrterflj^ Ln 
order that the eepoys should disperse and join their rebellious commdea 
without attockiug him or plundering the canton meat. Sir Hugh 
Wheeler^a policy had been based on the suppoeitiOD that if the troops 
did tnntiny they would at once march to Delhi^ and that the Nana 
would not take an active pm agaiuit ua The rsginients did move off 
toworthi Delhi, but at the liiet hour the Nana wm persuaded to join in ^ 
im enterprige which would regain him a throne and restore the power 1 
of the Mahrutta confederacy,

After tbo tTeosure amountiiig 
to nearly two hundred thansand pounds had been packed on carts and 
elepblints the whole fntce set forth about midday for Kullianpore, the 
hrat stage on the Delhi road. 

Uloan while it te stated that ft deputation of Native officers Irotn 
the 2dd Cavalry and 1st N'ative Infantry waited on the Nojia and sMud 
unto him ; ^ Maharaja* a klngdoni awaits you if you join our cause^ but 
death if you sido with onr atieniies/' The really reply was '' What 
have I to do with the British P I am altogether yours.” He then laid 
his hands on the heads of the Native officers and swore to Join them." 
The deputation quite fiatisfied departed to join their comrades at 
KulKanpore,*

T he ntimbor of Europeans in ludia was searee on e-fourth tha t of 
the native army end now that t he aepoy had luutmied the power of 
the Eng liali had vjfiiished/ ^ His argninauts convinced theui aa to the 
proper course toTe pursued and the Nana with his brother Baba 
Bhut and Azemixikh at Oboe hastened to KulHanpore. By the offer 
of uciUmi ted plunder and a gold bauglo to each sepoy they gained the 
leady oonsont of the troops to their ptans. The Brahmiu sepoys 
jil ted the adopted son of the Peshwa as their Raju and Brahmin 
oSlcem proceeded to nssumo eomtnaiid of their respeertive corps. 

Suhiidnr Teeka Sing became chief of the 2 nd Cavalry with the title 
of Genera Ip Jemadar Diignbjud Sing heoume CotoTiel of the 53 rd 
Native Infantry^ and Subadtir Gubgadceiip Colonel of the Sfith Native 
Infantiy.f 

On the morning of the 6 fch of June the rebel force with the Nana The 
at theiT head began their return march to Cawnpore* On entering the 
city their drat act waa to attack and pillage the houses of some leading ,

the liouaes. Tie wind waa blowmg furiacialy at the time and the eon^ 
fkgralioii spread with rapidity, baiiae after kouj^e taking fire* Ab the 
inmateB—European^ East Indian, or native couverta came forth, they 
were ent to pieces by the troopers mod with the taste of blood. Four 
office clerks who lived together m a shop en the banka of the catial 
fighting with the energy of despair beat Iwick their ferocious a&sailants. 

But the house wag goon on firo and when driven forth by the smoko 
they were killed as they flei Women, children and old men ware 
fllain and m a few hDiira gdenco suttled over the charred mios of the 
cantonment of Cawiipora 

The Nana pruclaimod himaelf by beat of drum sovereign of the 
Mahrattas, Bapu Dhatn, his brother, with twenty horses hastened to 
Bithoor to announoe the ODmineneement of MahratLa rule. And the 
inauguration of the new government was oelehrated by the agent of 
tha Pashwa’s widows and his family being blown away from Lha guns.* 

The Peabwa^ broth er*in-^law and many Mahmttas obnoxious to the 
Nana ware pnt in irons. The Nana hlmBelf took up hia residence in a 
honso situated north of the entrenchment where a gun had already * 

been placed At 10 ajIh the firet shot was fired on the hcaioged But 
tbo mutineers were more intent that day on plundering than on fight- 
mg* Through the night thu Jmvoo lasted in tho city. Of all the 
crimes which men can commit whether from lust of plunder or iu the 
frenzy of passion hardly one was omitted^" 

On the morning of the 6th of June Sir Hugh Wheeler received a 
letter from the Nana anaouncing his intention of at once attacking him. 

The annouacemoot produced a great seneation and not without reason. 

All hod considered that the mutineers were well on their way to Delhi 
and that no grave danger now threatened them^ They could easily 
hold their own a;^inst the city rabble till the European force, which 
they hod been led to suppose was on its way fi-om Calcutta, had arrived. 

Before the morning hod far advanced^ tha crack of muakotry and the roar 
of gun3 showed that the Nana's was no idle threat* At length tho 
men and women gaating over tho low wall saw with gad hearts the 
fiames rising from their burning homes* The sound of the approaching 
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fue grew nearer anrl nearer. LieatoniiTit Aabt^ with about twenty 
or thirty voluptecrs took out hbgans to reconnoitre^ but they haJ barely 
proceciled five hundreLi yarda when they found tho rcbf^l troops ermyed 
in force on the canal boo El The moment they mnde the diflcoTery 
they returned at a trot and no sooner had they got within the entrench¬ 
ment than the first shot struck the crest of the mud wall and glided 
over into the smrdlcr haiTack.* The bugle souoded “All hands to 
yonr arms" and "every individual from a dnnumer or writer to the 
regimental officer,” took up hia appointed past. 

Siajor VibarEi of the 2n(E Cavalry, who Eike Wheeler had heed 
present at the storming of Gho^ni and had won hy Ills gallantry a 
bronze atiir at Punniar, held tho Ecdan^ a frail earth work defending 
the whole of the aorthorn side* His second in command was Captain 
Jenkins of the saine corpa who hud sen'cd oL the siego of Multan. 
At the north-oEkst hattEryp Lieutemint Ashe of the Oudh Irregular 
Artillery, who had in tho Burmese Campaign proved himself a capable 
and hravE soldier commanded one twenty-four pounder howitzer and 
two niiie-ijoundcrs^ hlft second in com maud being Lieutenant Sotheby, 
The south side was entrusted to the chtirgo of Captain HlmplaudN 56th 
Native Infantry, who, too, had seen service in the Punjab army- Lieu¬ 
tenant Eckford of the Artillery, assisted by Lieutenant Burney of the 
Ktiiie corpa and Lieutenant Delidbsso of the 53rd Native In fan try* 
commanded the south-east battery. Tho main guard from south to 
weas; wfua held hy Captnin Turnbull, 13th Native Infantry, who hnd 
wen his medal and claap at the battle of Guzerat. A little beyond 
the main gaard on the south was stationed a detnchnient under the 
command of Major Proiit, 56th Native Infantry, who had served writh 
Sir Hugh Wheeler at Maharajpore, and here was placed the little 
ritk'd three-pounder ilanJdug the West battery, consisting of three 
fLiue-pounders, W'hich was commanded by Xjieutemint Dempster, who 
had been presents at Chi 11 ion wallah and Qnzorat, Hia second in 
command was Lieutenants Martin. Ou the north-west Captak 
Whiting, who, coo, had seeu service in the Sutlej Cauipaign, held 
the comm amt. All tho posts were commanded hy men who were

under coter of the mud Avail "bareij four feet high were poete-d^ fifteen 
pacos apart, the iufantiy. The etreugth of even" man Avas needed at 
the nioment and soldiers and ciriliana each with his rifle with baymiet 
fiied^ and at koat three loaded beside bim^ were ready to tiske ins taut 
part ill repelling an atkiaalt, whenever the need might occur. 
Snatches of trouble^l sloep nnder the cover of the wall Avas all 
the rt:st they could obhiln. '*The ping-ping of rifle bnllet^ wontd 
break short dreams of home or of approaching relief, isleaaant vUiona 
made horrible by waking to the state of t hings amund. As often 
as the shout of our soutineh was heard each half hour fioqnding the 
*All*eWelh^ the spot fra in which the voJecH proceeded hecamu the 
centre Ibr hundredB of biillete,"’ 

Looking out in the early niorning—the ujorning of Sunday, the 
7th Jniie, the besieged saw tba enemy busy erecting new batteries, 
Befoie long they had brought tliree new i^iiin of larger calibre into 
position and with these soma hours after sunrise they opened fire, A 
24.-(icmiidcr shot wont tearing through the barnucks nnd greater and 
greater every moment was the havoc wrought. As often os the shot 
struck the walls of the barracks, the shrieks of the Avouien and children 
were terrific, “but after the iniLintlon of that first da}^ they had 
learnt si knee, and never uttered a soimd except when groaning from 
the horrible miitilaLions they had to endure.'’* Daily the numbL-r 
of the enemy a guns increased and daily they were brought 
neiirer. On the llth they had playing on the eutreochment three 
mortars, tw'o 2-kpoiinders^ three l^i*pouiiders^ one or two 12-pounderSj 
the flame number of B-pounders^ aud one O-pouuder, Day and night 
they thundered raging against the small prey. For the firab few days 
thcginmcm in tha unprotected batteries answered the storm, btib thea 
it wag thought advisable not to exhaust ths mogorines and our gtiiis 
Avere only fired at intervals. 

!Not only by the strong atid conceotnited firo of the gimfl were tha 
gartiBOD cruelly tried, hut they were incessantly plied by musketry from 
all the adjacent btiildiiigs, A amrill church situated oa the south-'ea^itr was 
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Strollfjly occupied and the fire from it rofist patting. On the suutii- 
western front the line af barracks, which were in emirsa of erection when 
the siege begaiij furnialieit posts to cover the rebel fikirmishors. They 
were constructed of red brick and each measured aomo two hundred 
feet in length The walla of No, I were seven foot high, No. 2 had 
been raisod forty fee bp No 3 about the same hoight^ N o, 4 had a tempo- 
rar}' roof over one of its verandahs. Nos- o, 6 and 7 were about? seven 
or eight feet in height.* Of tlieso 2, 3, and 4 were in close proxiroity 
til the entrenchinGtit, the ontiru extent of which they conmiandcd. 
^>n this account n detiichiiieiit of the ecJUity garrison was itatioiied from 
the firSL day of the mogo in Burruek No* 4. It consisted chiefly of 
railway cnginccrB, tvhnse tmiiird sharpness uf virion and correct judg¬ 
ment of disftancea acquired in euTYeying made them invaluable as 
murkfimon. For three days Hid the email band ^vithout any profesrional 
cciFiTiiJinderJiy sheer skill and cunragOi hoM the post, hut at tho end of 
this period ufl the enemy, creeping up by hundredj noder the cover 
of the walls, began to pre?^s heuvilj upon them, it was tbonght 
adviaable to place it under militaiy eomumud. Captam Jenkins of 
the 2nd Cavalry, conspicuous among brave men for his conrago, wajs 
sent to head and guide these oivilians.f Eisteen in number, who luid 
declared the honour of Hiigland unto the rebels. The enemy, foiled in 
their iittempts to take thorn by surpitsepoocupied Barrack No. I. As a 
coiinter-HtrokeH Lieutenant 0 Ian vide of the 2nd Bengal Fusiliers was 
pasted with a detachment ofsiKtecn men in Barrack No. 2. As it was 
only two hundred yards from tho ontrenchTnenti, it became the key ot 
nur position and seventeen men had to hold that vital post against a 
black swnrm eouipassing ns about like bees*'* Hour after bo nr they 
stood watching for the approach of the rebels. By daylight they man¬ 
aged to get a little rest^as one or two were siifBcicnt to keep watch. 
To avoid the blistering rays of the eun they used to'“ squoeKO down 
between tho Hharp tflgos’^ of the bricks and ''get a nap sweeter than 
that often obtained in beds of down " At night all hands were required 
for tho look*Dut and through the long and deiid hours tUej stood wiLh 
muskota at the choige peering out into the darknesfi, and as soon as a 
flash from the adjacent barrack mdioated tho whereabcnit& of the foe/'

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they lodjjed their bnlleta in the same locality, But it vcim det^j ailionce 
Amidst the ilarkocss which filled them with the greatest appreheTiHioii ; 
for when the guns ceai^d firing, the enemy BterJthily and eilently crept 
Forth from the shelter of the surrounding builditigs and madeaponnee 
on the harmck \ then out of the vacant darkness English rifleg upenad 
on thorn imd sent them flying back. 

Glnuville, while encouraging the men, was dangerously wontided. 
The commatid devolved an Captain Elnies* lat Nadte InhuiLry, but as 
hiB Fiarv icos were soon after required witMn the entrenchnicnt, his plane 
WAS supplied by Licutcnanti Mowbray Thomgoti of tbe 56th Kative 
Infautryp His sisteen men consisted iu the first luslatice ufEnRign 
Hondersj^n of the 56tb Native Infhutrjv five or six of the Madras 
Fasiliers, two pi ate-layers from the railway works, and Boms men of the 
S4th Regiment. “ This first mstalment was sooq disabled. The 
Madnib Knsilicra were nmied wdth the Enfield rifle, and coniaeipmntly 
they had to bear the brunt of the littack i they were all shot at their 
postH \ several of the 84 th alyo fell ; but^ in conEiequence of the iiii|>ijrt- 
anca of tlie position, as fioon as a loss iu my little corps was reported, 
Captain Moore sent me over a roinforcemont from the entrenchment^ 
SumeLitues a civiliaDj sometimes a soldier came. The. orders given us 
were md to juimendcr with our lives and we did our best to nbeythem.^* 

Sir Hugh ^Yheeler with the hutden of seventy yenrs on him 
being [ihj^icnlly incapable of eudiiring the espoanre and fatigue 
involved in kicking after the minute dutnilscff the defence and inspeet- 
Ing the ontpoBtEL^ upon Captain Moore was cast the duty of guiding 
the energy and valour of the garrison. And zlo niau waa more gifted 
by nature for the iaak. Me was tail and fair with the joyous light 
blue eyes charsicterijric of his race and a bearing so frimk and genial 
that men loved him, so determined and eelf-po^^aed in the midst 
of dttiigar that soldiers trusted him. Twice or thrice daily he visited 
every post and his rrjbnst and sanguiae nature brought sunlight and 
hope to help the toil of the defenders. Hie tender sympiithy brought 
puticuce to Lhn suflering women. He bod an Irishinan^s bve for bodily 
conflict and though one of Lia arms had been severely injured at the 
lieginniog of the siege ht never loat the opportunity of being iu the 
midst of a. fmy^ Wherever there appeared most danger, ho was sure 
to be foremost with his arm in a sling and a revolver pistol in his bolt, 
leading and dircetihg the men to ack* He placed scoiita upon the top 
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of qhk of lliB bnnncfcs to watfih the mcrt^emeDts of the enemy. When¬ 
ever the eigotil waa given that they were attempting to advance nearer^ 
Captain Moore would gn out with abont a dozen Europeausi in the 
midst of the most brisk firing, expelling them from their fjovert.** 
Their bugles eoiinrled the advance and the nhaige, but do inducement 
could make them quit tbe^fe side of Na&, 1 and 5, From the wiiidowa 
of ihcao barrackB they p^mred volley a of musketry thick as hail upon 
the defendc?rg and volleye of foul abuse. After each discharge a din of 
hideous defiance rose in the air and the rebels were seen at the windows 
brandisliiiig their swordfl and dancing a war dance. ''Some of theats 
fanatics, under the influence of infuriating doses of bhangs won Id cemo 
cut into the open and perforiHi but at the inevitable cost of life+* The 
combiDed picketB used to sw^eep through thcae Imrmcks once, and 
sornetiines twice a day, in chose. Tim foe acarcoly ever atood for a 
luiiiJ to Lund fight; but heaps of them w^ere left dead as the result of 
those * 

Life ia the out picket was ona of intenae aufFering and full of 
danger, but it had an ajdvuDtago. " We wort? somewhat removed from 
the sickening spectaclea coutioualfy occniring in the rntrouchin^nt. 
Wa cerLaitily had no diminished share of the conflict in the barracks, 
but we had not the heaps of woundod Biiffepera, nor the crowd of help- 
Icsa ones whuae agonies uothing could relieve, Mon^ women and 
chitdreu fell victims to the onomy's fire. But the eurvivora wore 
more to be pitied than tho derul. The prosBure of fiimine beenme 
every day more severe. “ All wenD reduced to the mociotououji and 
Bt.'anty ojlawancc of one meal a da_v^ conalating of a haudfni of split 
poati and a handful of iiour, certainly not moro than half a pint 
together^ for the doily rationf Now and then the scanty fare was 
increased by some horse flenh and it became a more cherished 
object to shoot a horuc than his rider.J '' Onr meal/* writes ono of 

• "Thfl Sfflry of CawnpciT*/' bj C*|iCjiln Ma«rl;ir«]r TlmiiUt^n, 7r. 
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the two women who florvived the mege, “ wiiij n horae, but neJihif 
myself nor my pareota part^wk of any. my poor Uttle brother mid 
^ters, they were dying from hunger nnd would have eaten tho most 
loathsome thing i before we came tn this pass I reooUcctEd thromng a 
bit of meat, which after a fow days I carefully looked for, and fiTiding 
it fortunately, shared it amongst the children." However, aa the siege 
advanetHl such was the extremity of distresa that a dog w'as eagerly 
hunted and greedily devoured. The bosieged were at the eaiiie time 
afflicted by thirst. There was only oofl well within the entrenchment 
from which they could draw water. The umaoury at the present litnc 
heani marks of the innumerahle bulleta which struck it, for the 
enemy invariably fired grape upon the Bjmt us soon os any person 
mads his ap[iearance. or at night if they heard the crackling of 
the tackle. The framework of beam aod brick which protected the 
drawers was soon shot away. The machinery' went next and the 
bucket was thenceforward hauled up band over hand from a depth of 
moTB than sixty feet. It was bard and tediona work Intught with 
iiomenae peril. * John Mnekilbp of the Civil Service, however, gladly 
undertook it and hufi left h!a name as n portent in the .apleodicl calen¬ 
dar of Euglund’a heroes. " Ha jocosely said that ho wjts no fighting 
man, bnt would make biuiBelf useful wbc?re ho could, nnd accordingly 
he took this post; drawing for the supply of the women and chiklreu 
as often as he could. It wna le-^s than a week after ha hml undertaken 
this flclf-denying service, when hia numerous esenpea were followed by 
a grftpe* 9 hot wound iu the groin, and speedy death, Disintereated even 
in death, his last words were an eamest- entreaty that somebody would 
go and draw water for a lady to whom ho hud proiiiipcd it." The su0o> 
iitgs of the women and children grew more intonsa day by day aa the 
pittance of water decreased, and the little ooea tried to got ii single 
drop of moisture upon their parched lipa by Bucking the piocos of old 
water bags, and putting acrapa of canvaa and leather Bcraps into tho 
mouth. In ailance the women bore their great agony, hut the inccBsanL 
cries of the babas for drink rent the hearts of the BoldierB und at the 
cost of many brave lives it was procured.* 

Beside the well within the intrenchmeat there was another about 
two hundred yards from the rampart close to Barrnok Ko. 3. “ We 
drew no water there, it whs our cemetery' and in three weeks we 
buried ihcmin two hundred and fifty of our numbers." Under the 
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cover of night with stealthy etep the bodies were thrown into ii 
I have SEHjn the dead boilies of officers” wrutu a eiirvivor^ ‘^and 
tendorlv brought up young ladies of mrLk put outside the TemndoJi 
amr^ngst the rnin^ *0 await the time when the fatigdo patty uaufilly 
weut round to cany the dead to the well aa above - for there waa 
aeatcely room to abeltcr the living; the buiMinga Were so sadly 
riddled that every safe corner available conaidcred 0 great object.^* 
Sunn there was no safe comer. On Friday, the 12th of June, 
ahel!e were prepared by an invalid subadar of artlilery and were heated 
in the barracks near the racquet court for tho Nunkey Nawah*s 
buttery,* On the fidlowiiig evening the thatched ban-ack in tbg 
intrench merit wns sot oa fire by a ball from the Nunkey Nawah^a 
battery fired by Rcoz Ali (son of Kurreoni Ali, the ooc-ejed), an 
invalid subadat of artillery, for which he received iv reward of ninety 
rupees and a ?ihawl.” All the wounded and sick were in it at the Lime, 
also the familiea of the aoliiiera and dnimmersK Tbe breeze being 
strong, tho Itamoa spread swiftly. The enemy poured their grape upon 
the burning out of which fled women and children. '' The 

ontrcatica of the wounded to be helped out of the flames and from 
the faLlibg building/^ w^rites a woman who witnesaed the awful scene, 
'' was mom than one could bear, and their cries and dying groans 
heartrending, for they worn obliged to bs dragged out withoub any 
regard being paid to their excruciating pain occoaioned from wounds.** 
A few mare fortunate perished in the flames^ for they were spared a 
riugeriug death. In the hnmt borraclu; all the medical stores were 
consumed and not one of the surgical instrumeutB was saved^ From 
that time the agonies of the wounded became ni<>Bt intense* 
waa heart-breaking work to seo the poor siifTorors parched with thiret 
that could be only most scantily relieved, and sinking from fever and 
nsorUficalien that we hod no appliances wherewith to resist/' t 

It was long post midnight when the rolling clatter of the musketry 
ceased. Then the enemy in hundreds stealthily and silently crept 
forward with the mtention of taking by stonn Ashe*s battery. As 
they came on, no movement was made tbnt they were observeiL 
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They advanced ta ivithia siKty yardb and preparing to make a 

filial rtiah, when Ashe and his garriaoD standing up manfully eenfc 
forth ehowerai ef grape, and every man taking up the loaded gtma by 
hla aide poured into iheir midst n f3re of Tmiakefcfj, lo half an hour 
all had iled, leaving many slaiti on the field. 

Dawn broke after a long night of fatigue and cabniity* When 
the aflhea of the eonsumed barrack cooled the men of the 32nd 
Begimcnt who had been atationed there, raked (hem over with bayonets 
and swords making diligent search for their medals," * 

Deprived of the shelter of the barracks two bund rod women and, 
children sniight protection behiiiJ the breastwork nod sat on the 
ground twelve days and twelve nighte.'f It was JunCp and efforts w ere at 
firat made to sheltnr them from the scorching rays of the flun by 
erecting canvas stretchers overhead, but, as often oa the paltry covering 
w^as put op^ it w^aa fired by the enemy‘fl shellsH They had only thn 
clothes on thsir backs, and at nighEi they shivered vnth agiTo brought on 
by the damp and Btcam of the ground, ^fany of the iinfortunato 
creatures were acenstOToed to all this indulgenceff of life, but they lioro 
the hardships without complsixit. Their courage nevt^r fnlTfOrcd and 
their ouergy waa equal to the oeenaioun They handed round the 
ammunition, encouraged the men to the uttermost, and with tender 
solicitude attondeil to the wounded. Kindly doath came to iiiany. 
A single shell killed and wounded seven cf them who were seated in 
the ditch. Mistress Whito was walking with a twin child at either 
shoulder, and her husband by her flide. The sanie ball ulew the 
father, broke both elbows of the mother^ and severely injured one 
of the children. "I saw her afterwards In the mainguard lying 
upon her back with the two children twins laid one at each breast^ 
while the mother's boaom refused not what her orme hod no power to 
adminifiter.'" J A small roam was oonaiderfld to be comparatively safe. 
Two girls aged about eight or nino were left in It by thoir parents who 
went out in search of food When they ret o rued they fotind only 
scattered remaiua. A shell had entered it add bursts The temaius 
were gathered up m a sheet and thrown into the well.” {

muzzle j at length there were only two of them that eonid bj any 
ingenuity be made to cartj^ grape, and these were loaded in a most 
eccentric Tnauncr. In ctinfiequence of the irregularity of the bore of 
the guns, through the djuna^o inflicted on ihom by t.he cneaij's sbotj 
the caniator conhl not be driven homo, consefpmntly the women gave 
na theiir Htockings; and having tapped the canisters, we charged these 
with the contents of the shot caaefi, a species of oartridge probably 
never heani of before/' ^ The light guns of the garrison were of little 
avail against the enemy's heavy ^4-pnnderH, but bawover unequal the 
strife Ashers little battery wrought great havoc among the rebels on 
account of the eolerity and accuracy of ite firo^ The gallant commander 
never missed a promising opportunity and with his own hand laid his 
gun* ^ When he had fired he would jump up on to the heel of the gun 
regardless of the exposure, that bo might see the extent of the damage 
he had inilictfed/' t '

^ No news of relief cheered the dpomed garrisou. But uoithor the 
ennfidenea uor the resources of Moore were yet exhausted^ Tho day 
after the huroing of the hoapital ho determiuod to make a dash upoq 
the enemy^s gnus in the hope of aileocmg some of them. At niiduight 
putting himself at the head of fifty men he Siillied forth from the 
GntTciiehtoent, Silently they crept towards the chumh eudosuro and 
without firing a shot they leapt over the low wall and sprang at the 
guuners with their bayonete, Tho eucountor was short and bloody.. 
After apikfng two or three guns they nisbed on wank to the Mess-House 
whore they aotprised several of tho rebel gunners asleep at their 
post, blew up one of the ^^-pouodcTB aod spiked two more guns. 
Ii] an hour they returned to the eti trenc h m erit leaving one of their 
scanty oumber behind and bringitig bziek four woiindecL Qr^t was the 
relief of the gamaon at their return The suspenae of that-night." 
wrote a woman, “ I cannot describe ■ we knew that the number of the 
sick and wounded was large, and Lhe idea of seeing tho small number 
of OUT defendera reduced by twenty induding a first rate officer, threw 
us into agauiea of feor, evety sound was hushed in no time, the atillnoss 
uf death secTOod to be before us*, and the very infant to uudcTstaud its 
danger. Captoiu Moore came back SE:H>ncr than wa^ expected;, ho 
was absent only an hour, but oh 1 that hour waa eteniity,'' f 

It was A brilliant, daring and snoceesful exploit But it availed 
little The next day the enemy brought fresh guns into ^ritiozL

Babii Bhut, the Nfvna's brother, Aapemoolah. and two othere was formed 
for the trial of eriiniiial cases* and the old oriental Dnetbod of ad* 
ministering justice and metiogf ont piiniahmont was reanmed. Sei?erfll 
leading citizens w'ere paraded thrangh the city on donkeya and their 
houses razed to the ground for diareputable modes of livelLhocd, and a 
man of the Bauria cosLe had his handa cut ofl^ for thefb. 

On the IBth June, a battery erected south of the entrenehment 
and commanded by the Meer Naivab opened fire with great violcnce+ 
one morp of the guns in the entrenchment waif disabled and many of the 
garrison were killed. In the heat and fiiry of the eannoruide an assanlt 
was mado, but after a brief tough Htniggle the stPnnera were repulsed. 
“The courage of the British was highly extolled and the mutineers 
greatly depressed at their repeated failures: those of them who had 
already ficqulred weeJth by plunder sought opportunities for slipping 
away to their homes, while such aa had wives and families would not 
attend the batteries, nor willingly join in the assaults mVto ou the 
entrenchmauts, but by for the greater number^ the Nadan&e and Aktaree 
regiments excepted, took their ease seated in the shops along the banks 
of the canalp plundeting the supplies bmiight in, eagerly helping 
theinscivua to large quantities of sugsT, and drinking sherbot to their 
hearts^ epntent.""^ On the 19th news reached the rebels of tho ap^^Tipiucrh 
of the 17th Native Jnfaxitiy with guns and treasure from Azimgurh. 
A conBuUatioa attended by Babii Bhut, Azpnio<)lali and Oeneml Tseka 
Sing wis held the eamo day at the Nana's at which it was suggested 
thut stratagem should be employed to induce the EurQpeans to leave 
the entrenebmont when they might easily be massacred. Fighting 
them, it was urged, only led to guns being lost* As all present did not 
assent to the proposal it was suggested that another meefemg should be 
shortly held. 

On Sunday morning, the 31st June, it was proclaimed by beat of 
drum that the Feshwa'a GovommenL had been eatablbsbcd at Poona and

This has ocfcutred daily for the last eight days: «■?» 
irffrr. may be of mir and how little protnntdon the 

barracks afiford to the women. Any aid to he effective must he 
immediate^ In event of rain falling our position would bo untenable. 
He assured Sir Flenry lAwranoe that according to telegraphic 
despatches received previona to the outbreak 1,000 Europeans wore to 
have arrived on the L4th infftant. This force may be on its way up. 
Any odsifilanco yoti can send might co-operate with it. Nine-pounder 
ammunition, chiefly cartridges, is required- Should the above forces 
arrive^ wt can in return inmirr the safety of Lucknow, Being aitnply 
a military man, GenemI Wheeler has no power to offer bribes in land 
jind money to the inmirgents, tier miy iTWinns of communica¬ 

tion with them. You can ascertain the best raeana of crossing the 
river, NugutTgurh Ohaut is suggested. It is earnestly requpsted that 
whatever ia done may be effected with cut a raoment^a delay. Wc have 
logt about a third of onr original number. The enemy are atrengeat 
in artillery. They appear not to have more than 400 or 500 in&jitry, 
Thev mo VO their gun^ with difficulty, by means of unbreken bullocks. 
The infantry arc great cowards and easily repulsed." * 

On Monday, the 22nd of Juno, the rebels after much diseussion 
plncdced up sufficient courage to determine to make a general assault. 
That night a stormiiig |Kitijy from barrack No. 1 threatened barrack 
No, 2- Captain Thomson saw the rehclbi. ooJIecting there frotn at I part^ 
and fearing that his small hand would be overpowered by numlMrs sent 
to Captain Moore for more men- The answer was " Not one could be 
frparedr" Soon after the intrepid Irh^hman accompanied by Lieutenant 
Delftfosse went across and said to Thomsons I think I shall try a now 
dodge j we are going out into the open^ and I shall give tho wori^ of 
command iia though our party wcits about to cfjmrnence an attack,"' 
Forthwith they sallied out, Moure with a swordt Delatbsae with an 
empty musket. Moore in a loud voice gave the ward of command: 
" Number one bo the front" And hundreds of aininuoition pouches 
rattled on the bayonet-sheaths os our conrageoiis foe# vaulted out from 
the cov'cr afforded by heaps nf rubbish and rushed into the $afer 
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ijiiortiera pre^ntcd hy the biin-ank Wiille. We fE^llow^d them with fl 
vigorous salule and as they did not show fight just tbofi, we had a 
hearty langh at the ingCDuity w'hinh had devised and the euumge 
which had executed this aaEceRsfiil feint.*^ ■** During the remainder of 
the night the rebels kept the email garrison on the alert by per[ieliial 
HLirpriues ;irid nioek charges. At the first streak of dawn they however 
ndvatiofsd boldly op to the doorivay of the bamteks. No door but only 
brickwork breast high with stout hearts behind itproventcd their ontiy, 
Maiiwaring's revolver despatched two or three. StirUng, with iin 
Kniield riBe, shot one and bayoneted another MoL»re with deadly 
effect emptied both barrels of his gnn. We were seventeen of us 
ituide that borniCLk and they left nightcea corpses lying outside the 
udach.f The gallant band must however have besti overpowerefJ 
by nimiborap if Moore hiid notp on seeing the barracks filled with the 
enemy, sallied forth wdth twimty-fivo men to the rescue."' Advancing 
under cover of No. 5 barraok, he sent a few voUay^j thoa going ahead 
behind No. 4 barrack, he managed to drive them all into Noa. 1 and 
3, where a few rounds of canister rouLed them out ontirelyp killing 
Hbout thirty-live or forty of their numbor. 

At the same time an assault was being mode on all sides of the 
entrencbnient by the rebel heat. It was the centeimry of Phnisoy aad 
they vowed not to spare a soni that daVp oven if they should nil die 
in the AttGtupt. No sixjuer w^as the signal given than Regular and 
Irregular, Moslem and Hiodn, rushed impetnonialy forward. Impatient 
of iielay the cavalry charged forth from the ridiug-sehoo] at a hand gallopj 
but ci ‘0 the entrencbinent reached their horses beoame winded, 
thfiir jjocc slacked, and as they came on they ware swept aw^^y by our 
artillery. They wavered a little: then, wheeling rounds the few survivors 
fled. More cautiously the skirmishens advanced rolling be lure them 
ibt protection huge bales of cotton. When they had got them within 
a hundred yards of the wall, the main body of the inJkntry in the rear 
failed a loud shout and rushec] boldly forw^urd led by the Subadar- 
iUjor of the Ifit Native Infantry, a tall powerful man who had sworn 
UpMU the holy Gangea either to Livko the entrenchment or perish sword 
in hojidr A musket ball from the rampart laid him low, and round 
idler round of canister mowed his foliow^ra down. Staggered by the

It had 
bettor be told without oomment in the words of one who saw it: TbU 
day I law a very ilaring and brave act done in unr camp. About 
midday one of our umniuuitiuii wagons in the north-east comer waa 
blown up by the eaemy^ji shot, and while it wan blazing, the batteries 
from the artillery barraekfl and tho tank directoJl all fchdr gunstoivunlB 
it. Our aoidirm being much exhnanted with the luomliig'a work, «ujd 
almost every artillery man either killed or wounded, it was a dlfUcnlt 
matter to put out Lhe fire, whieh endangered the other wagons near 
it. However, in the midat of the eannonarling a young oflieer nf the 
Fi3rJ Native Infan tiy (Lieutenaiit Dolafoa^tc) with iinnsnal coiinige, 
went Kpp and laying himself down under the bumiiig wagon, putletl 
aw'fty from it what loose splinters, he could get hold of, all the 
while throwing earth on the Hamea. Hr was soon Jt>ine<J by two 
Aiildiers who bmught with them a couple of buckets of water, which 
wore very dexterously thrown about by the Lieubeniintp and while the 
buckets were taken to be repleumbed from the driuking water of the 
men close by, the pmue^^s of pitehing earth was carried on amid a fearful 
cannonading of about six guns, all firing upon the bumiug wngon. 
Tbns, at laat, the fire was put out and the officer and men eaeaped 
iiuhurt/^ 

The little band of warriore had mode good their stand against 
the uverwhelcfiing od^ of nombera. But the cont^b could not bug 
euduTB. The p>st was crumbling to pieces and was hardly any longer 
tenable^ Hay by day the gairisou became more worn by want of fixid 
and sleep and wasted by dLscaoe and the eonfftaot firing of the enemy. 
Hero arc a few IiiEtauces of what took pince, Lieutonnut Poole was 
struck by a musket ball and full to the ground* Captain Thomson 
who went to support him was' hit midar tbe right shoulder blade. 
Mr. Hiltei-sden was standing in n verandah con versing with hia wife 
who had been recently confined when a round shot completely dia* 
erabowelled him.* Mr. Heberden employed on the railway was handing

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enemy and to satiate their hearta' animoaity. Moore knew little of the 
feeliuga and paasions of the East and wia willing to treat Brave to 
reckleflsncss, ready to lead his men on every peribuB adventure, ho 
thought not of himself but of the helpltae wounded and the women and 
children whose aufFeriiiga increased hourly. Thera was no immediate 
prospect of Buocour from Lucknow or Calcutta. In three daya their 
scanty stock of provisionfl would be complotely exhausted. For him 
and the able-bodied there was atill a soldiers death, for the sick 
and wounded, fur the women and children starvation or capitulation 
was the only alternative. Each day their condition was becoming 
more critical. The tottering defeneea were wasting away under the 
inccBsant cannonade of the besiegers and the monsoon rains daily 
expected would complete their min. Great numbers not luerefy of the 
soldiers but of the oiviliana had been slain. Every comer was filled 
with the aiok and wounded. The few who wore still in a condition to 
do their dnty were worn by long vigils and exeesaive toil. Would it 
not then be wise to make tercaa, while the few could still make resis¬ 
tance behind those mud walls, while the foilnre to take them by atomi 
was still fresh in the memory of the rebels ? Whiting aujiporliiai Moora. 
Long and anxious was the deliberation. A t length the objections of the 
General were overoomc by their exhortations and at noon Mra. Jacobs 
went back to the rebel camp. On her ratum sbo had an interview 
with the Nana, Azemoolob, and Brigadier Jwala Perahad. and when the 
ccnlbrence broke up it was rumoured that an agreement bud been made 
with the English who were to give up their guua nod treasure and were 
in retnm to be provided with bonta to convey them to AllahabacL Tha 
rumour was confirmed by the Nana Lauing orders that boats should be 
provided to convey them to that station. At sunset a consultation 
was held in the Nana’s tent, when it was decided that the British 
should be maasocred at the Suttee Choura ghaut.* 

At half-past 8 r.M., Lieutenant Q- Mastcra of the S3rd Native 
Infantry wrote to his father. Colonel Masters of the 7lh Cavalry at 
Lucknow; “We have now held out for twenty-one days under a 
trameudouB fire, Tha Bajah of Bithoor has offered to forward us in 
safety to Allahabad, and the General bos accepted his terms. I am all 
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right though Uicc woiroaed. Charlotte Newnham and Bella Blair are 
dead. I'll irrita from Allahabad God bl(»a you." 

On Friday, the 26ih of June, the enemy ceased firing. "The 
roaring of cannon having cenaed. a weight seemed taken off each heart, 
the joy was general, and everybody appeared to have at once forgotten 
their post siifretiugs. It woa such happitiaa to quit a place fraught 
with such mUetj, and so fearfully haunted with the groans of those 
death had snatched away, the soldiers were singing and dancing by 
heating time with dmm sticks on an empty cask. But tho merriest Weta 
the children. It was the first tune since we htui entered those fatal 
hiuldings that the little ones were allowed their liberty, and they were 
making np for lost time.- Early in the day Aiemoolab and Brigadier 
Jwala Persbad came within two handred yards of the entrenchment 
and Moore and Whiling accompmied by Mr. Eoche, the poatmaster, 
went forth to meet ihom. The tortos of the capitulation were committed 
to poiier. They were " honourable aniTcnder of our shattered harracka 
and free exit under arms, with sixty rounds of ammunition per imm; 
(sarringes to he provided for the conveyance of the wouaded, the women 
and the children; boats furnished with flour to be ready at the ghat. 
Some of the native party added to the remark about applying us witJi 
flour; ' We will give you sheep and goats also.*" 

AxeiuDolab returned to the rebel camp with tho underatonding 
that he would place tho draft agreemont before the Sana, In the 
afternoon the document waa brought back by a trooper with a verbal 
message to the effect that tho Nana agreed to all the conditions, but 
that tha entreuchment must be evacuated that night. It w^ an 
impossible and oHiinoua condition, and tho draft was returned with an 
intimation that the departnre could not take place before tht moirow. 
The trooper swiftly rode bock and bluntly declared that the Nana was 
iiillesible on the point of immediate evacuation. If there were any 
delay bis gune would again open fire. He bade the gamson remember 
tJiat he knew the despemta atraits to which they had been reduced, that 
their guns wore shattered, and that a renewal of the bomhardment must 
end in their complete destruction, Whiting teitb admirable coolneas 
replied that they had no fear of the rebels ever being able to enter the 
entronchroeut. All their aaaaulta bad been repelled. If they ever 
succeeded in overpowering the garrison by force of numbera there 
would always be miflicient men to blow «p the nn^aaine. The trooper 
retiiracd to the Nana and the firm defiant langtiage of Whiting had 
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tff% desired effect, for Iso tigimi rode buck with the verba! corLsent that 

tha cvacaatbn might be delayed till the morrow* Mr* Todd, who bad 

funiierly been the NaDa'n English tutor^ aow ventured to take the 

iiLstrument to the Kana imd after about an absence of half an hour 

« 

returned with it duly signed. Three men were sent by the Nana 
ixito the entrenchment a^ hostages^ one of lben:i being Brigadier 
JwaJa Pershad. The iinlnjufed guns and the treaEure amonnlmg to 
about £12,000 were then mode over to theKana. Twenty-four boats 
lying at the Custotns ghat were Bemed by command of the Nana and 
every exertion waa made to prepare them for tbc re4?eptioii of the 
Eritish on the following day. They were ruoved down to the Snttea 
Uhoura Ghat and there inspected by a committee of three officeni 
w ho directed certain alterations to bo mad^.^ 

In the evening Tontia Topee was closeted with the Nana and 
when the conferencQ waa over ho isaiied orders that before daybreak 
the troops should march to the Suttee Choura Ghat» a landing place 
situated about a mile to the north-w^est of the entrenohinewt. The 
foudd barons with their folio were were also warned to be in attendance 
ati the ghat. A faithful native clerk visited hia masl:e>r in the 
entrenchment and on being told to procure thirty pounds for the trip 
revealed to him the luedltaLed treachery. lie stated all he had heatd 
while wmting in the Nana's tent. But his voice was nnheeded. 

During the night an accidont oecurred which seemed likely to 
produce a renewal of hostiiitiea A sleepy rebel gentry droppijd hia 
musket and so caused its disebarge, ThiS alamied Lhe whole rebel 
force who opened a heavy fire he entrenchments, but ceased ou 
reeoiving a message from Jwata Persbad 

With the first light of tho nioniing some two hundred niutinecie 
with guns marched to the Suttee Ghoura Ghat. On a knoll overlooking 
and oommaoding the line of boats were the ruins of a house lately 
burnt by the rebels. Here a body of sepoyg with oob gun wers

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stationed, Ths kaoU was acpnmted from the Tilliige of Suttee Cboutu 
fitHU which the ghat tnkea its name hj a ravine in which another party 
of mqtiDeers were placed and twenty-five men were secretly collected 
l>ehind Bome timbor^ Above the ghat is the Fisherman^a temple.^ The 
fane is now fast faitmg into niiiia and it is hard for the tmTeller seated 
on its broken atepa to reaUiie that thia is the scene of a great tragedy 
which enacted itself on this earth within the mcmoiy of man^ All 
ftTOund ia ao calm and pcacefuL No Bound breaks the stillness of the 
air and not a breath of wind niBles the brcMid watera of the Ganges, 
A country boat is floating down the stream and the wide brown sails 
catch the golden rays of the mn os it rises above the horizon on a fresh 
December mormng. Forty jenra ago* ag the dnwu walked forth fiery- 
footed in the month of Jane, on a carpet spread before the temple sat 
Bala, the Nana's brethcr» A^moolah, Brigadier Jwak Pershad and Tantia 
Topee, bu^ giving their final inatruotione and anxiously awaiting the 
liTrival of their victims A squadron of troops were drawn up south of 
the Fishennan's Temple* A quarter of mile below it was another amal! 
shrine at which a field piece and a company of aepoys had boon poatod 
during the aiege to guard the ghat. The evening before they had been 
withdrawn in order not to raise the suspicion of the officers when 
ihey viaited the boats. At dawn the gun was again put into position 
and a large body of mutineers guarded it. About eight hundred yards 
lower down was another landing ploco. Herej too, a gua protected by a 
company was stationed. These two guns coiumaudet] the river for 
some distance above and below and could rake the boats as they lay 
moored at the ghat or floated down the stream. On the opposite bank 
of the stream directly facing the ghat were stationed, oauccated hehiiid 
a sandy ridge, two guns^ the iTfch Native Inlantry^ and the lEth Native 
Cavalry. They were intended to mt off tlie retreat of any that reached 
the other side and attempted to make their way to Lucknow. A piirty 
of horee and foot were also told off to follow the garrisou, and they 
were ordered on reaching the bridge whicli spanned the ravine and 
commanded the Suttee Choom Ghat to form up in Unu its a firing 
party. The doaign was to biitgiier eveiy soul and tho rebel 
leaders at the temple mode their ariangemout^ with inferiLal skill 
Within the entrenchment men and women wore bn$y all the night' 
making preparations for their departure. Such was their condition 
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ihat they did not dread any mifieries io tha unknewn futoro. Tha 
women who had daily helped the man behind the battlamBiits 
bore tracea of their prodigiona enfferuiga and were soiled with 
unremitting labour. But though they had laid aaide the weakness «rf 
their BOH they retained tha finetiesB of their nature. "Little relies of 
jewellery were aecxeted by fioiocj in the tattered fragmonte of their 
dresa. Some cberished a Bible or a Prayer-Book ; others bestowed all 
their care upon the heirlooms which the dead had entroated to their 
keeping to bo transferred to aarrirora at home." * Children, shadows 
of themselves, clung to their mothers* rags. The men costomed in 
tBrniabcd and tom uoifomia presented a miserahle figure- “There 
were few ehoea, fewer stockings, and scarcely any shirts, these had all 
gone for bandages." t But of that ragged, starved and battered band 
few could depart without the highest regret from a spot whore they 
had suffered calamities too great for tears. ’’ They looked down tho well 
and thought of the beloved ones consigned to its keeping." But the 
sick ond woimded were more to he pitied than those who had gone. 
More than two hundred of them had to be conveyed to the river. 
There wm nomediciae to relieve their sufiTci-ings and the most cautloua 
handling of their coinradea caused them excrucisting agony. In the 
grey of tha morning of Saturday, tho 27th of June, the oarriage sent 
by the Nana for the transport of the sick and wounded and tho women 
and children reached the entrenchment. The place was soon filled 
with rebel sepoys I ond when they saw tho crumbling wall and the 
shattered batteries they were loud in their espresaions of wonder and 
priuse at the long defcooe nuvlo by the garriaou. They were told but 
for want of food it would have been held to tho last man. A few 
enquired after their old officers whom they miased and acomed much 
dUtressed on hearing of their death. Some were rough and inaulting 
in their demeanmir and were told by Jtloora that their triumph 
would he short and each man would have to answer for his evil 
dccds.^ One man bolder than tlie rest said to a British soldier: 
"Give me that musket" and placed hia hand upon tho weapon. 
" You ahall have its contents, if you pkaaB, but not the gun," 
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was the dofiaot reply. Ail wag finished at Joat and about 6 A.M. the 
garrison began to leave tho cntreDchnieub^ Sixteen elephants and about 
MVeoty pakmqums carrying ihe wdimcled led the way» After them ciutie 
the advanced guard consisLing of flume meti qf 32nd commanded by 
Moore. Then followed a few more elepbnntB and a long line of bullock 
carte carrying the women and chiltlrep.^ All the men who were able to 
walk flum^ded. and theproccogion was brought up by Major Vibort (the 
Last man to leave the eatrenchment) escorted by a largo number of 
rebel sepoys belonging to his corpsL* The concourfle was swelled by 
thousanda of natives of both sexes who swarmed from their dingy 
homes to witness the portentous pageant. Many were there to give 
vent to their vindictive feeling | some to pay their respects to those 
th^* had known in happier dayn. Servants were asscniblod to bid 
farewell to their old niasterH. Not ii few had shared the dangera and 
privations of the siego^ The examples of diginterestedDcss and heroic 
fidelity to be glooficd iVom the evidence recorded in the official papers 
afford iimae relief to the most terrible features of that tale of treneheiy 
and enormous wickednesa Out of the number of jlIngtratiDns it is not 
easy to make HelecUcus, EleTB is a striking inslance. A eervaat of 
Cdonel Williatiia who commandcfl the 56tb Nativo Infantiy had 
groat difficulty in reaching hla mistress m the party was sarroubded by 
aepoyp, 1 applied to Aminudeedeen^ the Havildar-Major of the 50th, 
who said the thing was iiupossiblo. I appealed to him and begged him 
to lemeinber the kindness be hatl received from the ColoneL After 
persuasion, be said that be could not flhow his race before the ColoneriH 
lady, bdt diireted four sepoys to take mo to iny migtrege and prevent 
iny being distarbed." He was taken to his mistress and found her aiirl 
her two daughters in wretched plight scorched and blistered by the 
guD, My Tnifltrees had a slight bullet^woimd on the upper lip^ She 
said that my master bod died on the Sth of June." His mlstrese then 
told him to go and bring another servant to accompany her tOi Allahabad. 
He went. And both arrived in time to wiiuess the opening of that great 
tragedy. The procesaion had not proceeded far when the aepoj^ showed 
that evEiy other emotion wag lost in deadly hatred. A Jemadar, three 
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sepoys and native doctor of the 56 lh Native Infantty who irceto their 
salt haiJ remaLned with their officers Lhiuughoitt the sege and leli th^ 
entrenchment in their company were seized and corned off by their 
comrades notwithstoniUdg the earnest remonatniiices of their Adjutant, 
lieutenant Qoad^ They were taken before the native officer commanding 
a battery at the messrhonsc of their oorpa. ** He said they should not 
have been taken prieoners having become ChriEtiana but ought at once 
to have been slain,” And they were elaiiL Another murder revealed all 
the ferocity which the spirit of JkiiaticiBm and revenge conhl inspire. 
A litter containing Colonel Ewarti, comnianding the Ist Native Infantiy, 
who had been aevoToly wounded^ fell into the rear and when pnaaing 
St. John's Church woa stopped by seven or eight mEH of hia own 
regiment. The bearers were commanded to lay it on the ground. 
The sepoys then mockingly asked their wounded eoiiunaiider: 
not thb a line parade and is tt not well dressed up?” Two of 
them cut him to pieces with their swordsi Turning to bis wife 
who had walked beside the litter, the miscreants said: w^e 

will not hill you for you ate a womau^ but throw down all you have."' 
She threw down a small packet at their feet^ and her they alsso slew. 

Meanwhile the Jong files hod bent their way nnmolested to the 
wooden bridge and leaving it to the right filed down the mvineL When 
the lost man had entered the gorge, the troo|>ers according to their oidcra 
formed a line across the entranoe and allowed none of the crowd to 
pass, The prcsoesBiori held its eouT^ down the nullah tUI it came bo 
the river where the boats were lying oa their rides in the sand with 
abc^ut two feet of water rippling around them. The work of embarka¬ 
tion was long, tedious and difficult, Uen and w^omen had to wade 
knee-deep through the water and it was no cosy task to hoiet the 
wmnnen and children on board. It was B A.M. wben Major Vibart 
elambercd into his boat and gave the word “ off a welcome sound after 
a weary month of incredible hardship and LmprkoaEnetit. But the 
command fell on tmitorona ears. The ominoua btajst of a bugle was 
heiud and at the rigiiai the erew leaped overboard and waded tow^arda 
diy^ ground, os if by magiCp. from the ruins on the heights and 

from behind the timber came forth a tempest of bullets and the 
guns on the bank threw out a hail of shot and grape which went 
through and through the boats. The fire was returned with spirit, 
and desperate efforts were made by our men tn pukh off the boats. 
But all except three stuck faak Then above the ring of the 
bidicts and the liutn of the shells was heard the crackling of fire, and 
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ft ilfiQM cloud of iimoke biiwt forth from the thatch roofa. In u few 
nuQutea the aick and wouudMi were burnt to dciith. To eaenpe the 
Boorehing flauiea men and women with their ehiSdren jumped into the 
water. Some waded fhr into the atreani and were drowned; ethera 
crouched behind the boats to oacape the pitilcas atorni of afaell and 
muaketry. It waa alt in vain. The ITth Native Infantry with the two 
guns stationed on the oppoaite bank of the river began work ajid poured 
into them more gmpe and niuakctry. When few were left there wsa a 
lull in the incessant fine and the troopera posted near Hurdeen’a 
temple urged by Bain Rao and Tnntia Topee entered the river and 
flabred those who were alive. Whilst the maasacre wita taking place at 
Ibe ghat a trooper of the Sad Cavalry galloped to the Snvada House 
where the Nana was staying and informed him that hia enemies, their 
Hoating wives and children were being alain, " Yes, the news was true," 
remarked a bystander, ** for an infant of a month old waa seen down the 
stream/' The Nana answered that "for the destruction of women and 
children there was no necasaity, and directed the sowar to retorn with an 
order to stay their sknghter." * The trtmper conveyed his command, the 
massacre ceased, and one hundred and twenty women and children were 
brought ont of the river and collected on the bank. Here for some 
houTB they sat beneath the pitiless sun gnarded by the sepoys till the 
order came that they were to bo taken to the Nana. And then they 
were led back by tho same road they bad coma. But now; *' There 
were no men of the party bat only some boys twelve or thirteen yeara 
of ago.” Many of the women were wounded. '' Their clothes," writes 
one who watched them go by, “ had blood on them. Two were badly 
hurt, and hod their heads bound up with handkerefaiels. Some were 
wet, covered with mud and blood; and some had their dresses torn^ but 
all had clothes. I saw one or two children without clothes," Another 
witness slates: " The Isdies' clothing was wet and soiled, and some of 
them were barefoot. Many were wounded. Two of them I observed 
well ns being wounded in the teg and under the arm." Thus, wounded 
and footsore, with their clothes drenched, and dripping with blood, tho 
forlorn victiias of a erucl frenzy wore led before the Nana, and be 
oTdered theta to be confined in the Snvada House. 

Three of the boats Boated clear of the ghat. Two being crippled, 
drifted on to the Oudb bank and their inmates were luassaered by the 
ITth Native Infontiy with the exception of eighteen individuals sent 
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in as prisoners to tto Siyaa. The tbird, Major Vibart's boatj being 
of lighter dmft.p got into the fall force of the gtream,* K shot from 
the southern bnah slrack her rudder and sent her spinmng round 
hut she floated on followed by some sturdy swanmera who attempted to 
overtake her* Among IheDi was Mowbray Thomson who "^throwing 
into the Ganges my father's Ghumce medal and my mother'a portrait 
struck out for the boat.t A dozen men were beating the water for dear^ 
lifCi Close by Thomaon's aide were Ensign Henderson (5fltb Native 
Infantry) and bis hrotbor who but recently landed in India. *'They 
both swam well for some distotneo when the younger bccauxe weak* and 
although we encouraged him to the ntmost, he went down in onr gight 
though not within our reach ■ presently hia survivor, T. W. Heoderson^ 
was struck on the hand by a gmpe ahofe. He put the disabled anuovor 
my shoulder and with one arm each^ we swam to the boat which by 
this time had stranded on n bank close to the Oadb side of the river.{ 

Many a gallant life was lost in attempting to push off the boat. A 
ball pierced the Lotnepid Moore through the heart ; Ashe and Bolton were 
also streek dead. *' Bnrney and Glanville were carried off by one round- 
shot^ wbicli also shattered Lieu tenant Fagan'S leg to such an extent 
that from the knee downwards it was only held together by the Binews, 
His sufferings wero frightfr], but he behaved with wondarfnJ patienco.'^§ 
Altcmately drifting and striinding the bout 8low*ly proceeded down the 
stt^m. " It was impoBsible to steer her. Her rudder shot away i 
we had no oars, for these had all been thrown overboard by the 
tmitorous boatmen and the only implements that conld bo brought into 
use were a spar or two and such pieces of tiwd as we could in safety 
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away Worn the sidea." Grape and roaud-ahot was peured upon them 
th>m either bank. At timca they drifted within a hundred yards o 
the Runa on the Oudb side of the river " and saw them load, prime and 
fire Lio OUT midak.'* Shortly after mid-day they got out of the range 
of the enemy's great gun*. '‘The sandy bed on the ^ 

disabled their artUleiy bullocks, but they chased us the whuk day, 

fWins in voUeys of musketry inceasantly," 

^Sbot, shell and musketry were however the least of 
they had to eudnm that long lingering day. B W wore the 
For the living there was no food in the boat and they ^d taken 
nothing before Et 4 irting. “The water of tho Ganges was all tlj*t Pi^sed 
our lii^.8ave prayers, shrieks and groans." The wounded and the Ja n 
lay entengled together in the bottom of the boat To eitneato Uie 
cornses was a work of estn^mc difficulty. Bub it was imperatively 
necessary on account of the dreaded consequences of the intense 
heat, and the importance of lightening the boat as much aa possible. 

The day passed. The boat hail floated down the stream only 
Hii miles when at 5 e.M. it once more stranded. All efforta to move 
the keel on inch wem in vain. It was determined to wait them till 
nightlall when it waa hoped under the screen of darkness they 
would he able to Hisambark the women and so Ughten the craft. 
When darkness came the rebels sent a homing boat down tbs s^am. 
It drew nearer and was almost among them when «providentially the 
thing glided past us, though within a yard or two,” They alro sent a 
flight of arrows tipped with lighted charcoal with the object of igniti^ 
the thatched roof, and the solo shelter from sun and ram had to bo 
thrown overboard. By dint of hard work the boat was ^am got 
adrift but the work of pushing away from the sand-banks was lacessant. 
" We spent as much of the night out as we did in the boat. There 
was no moon, however, and although they did not cease firing at us 
ui^til after midnight they did ua litfcle damiige, * 

When dawn broke and the aurroimding objects (fradually emerg 
from the darkneaB nothing could be bccq of their puraiicra and they 
began to hope that the rebels had abandoned the pursuiti Thejr howe^ pr. 
hod made only four tuile^ in the nigbt. Two hours paeaed by. Then 
^kjioe natives were seen hatbingby the bank and a native dninioier 
sent with five rupees to obtain provisione. One of the bathers tm 

•»TbB Btniy ff£ Cd'nipoi^/^ by CtpUla Mowbrmj TboCUKifl, 
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tha money fuid ptomiaed to pfocure Bome flour leaving his btass 
drinking rpaaol ns a pledge of his gtjod faithi He, hoTrever^ never 
cetiimed. Before going he informed the dnimmer that orders had 
hcen Bent down to seise tbo fugitives and that a powerfiil landlord 
whoso estatOB lay a little further down on tha Oudh side engaged 
that not a soul should escape. The news Htuimed them, Xow they 
seemed advancing upon inevitable destruction. “ Whiting pencilled a 
few lines on a scrap of paper stating they had abandoned hope which 
he placed in a bottle and committed to the stream." 

At 2 P.M. tbo boat again got aground off the village of Unzauf- 
ghur and soon a multitude of men came dashing oat of the hamlet 
and plied their musketry with terrible and fearful rapidity. '■ Major 
Vibart had been shot through one arm on the previous day; uevorthe- 
loBs he got out, and while helping to push off the boat was shot 
through the other arm. Captain Athill Turner had both hia legs 
amnahed Captain Whiting ^vas killed. Lieuteaaut Qiiin was shot 
through the arm; Captain Seppinga through tho arm; and Mrii. Seppinga 
through the thigh. Lieutenant Harrison was shot dead." Tho rebels 
brought out a guosbut happily the rain earns down in such toTTonts 
that they wore ablo to lire only ono shot. 

As the dusk closed in a boat manned by aiaty mutineers 
Lhorougbly armed was seen coming down the stream. They htvd been 
sent to pursue and destroy the fugitives. Tho pursuers, .however, 
ran on a sand-bank. The energy and courage of the EogUsbiucn 
grew with danger. Eighteen or twenty leapt from their boat, ch&xgod 
tho enoiny, " and few uf tbeir number escaped to tell the story." 

So passed another day. The terriblo agitation of tbo preceding 
thirty-eix hours, the wild escapo, the stranuous labour had not dimmished 
the courage of tbo fugitives but had osLausted the strength of their 
humna framea, aud they fell oskep "expecting never to see tb© 
morrow” A hurricane arose during the night and some of tbeir 
number awaking found that they were again afloat. "Some fresh 
hopes buoyed us up ugtdn," But they sped swiftly. When the great 
dawn came steaming up. they saw that the boat hud drifted out of the 
navigable channel Luto a back-water. She again giannded. Their 
pursuers following like a pack of blood-bouads soon discovered 
them and their Are was Rhamefully and meieiksaEy contmued. At 
0 i.M., Major Viborl direoted Captain Tbomeon, with Lieutenant 
DclafoBsc, Sergeant Qtady and eleven privates of the b4th and SSind 
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Regiments to ^vade to the ahore and drive away the nsutdiieerH while 
they atteiDptcd te aa^e the boat.* Reaching the ahoie and maddened 
by despemtion they charged and drove back the foe for etmie 
diat43nee. Then being snirouTidod by a 5 warm of natives armed 
and unarmed they faced about and cut thoir way back to the 
6pot where they had landed The boat had gone. “ Chir firet thought 
waa that they hud got looae again, and w^tq farther down the stream s 
and wo fallowed in that diroetion, but never saw either ihe boat or 
our doomed companionfl any niora." t 

Soparating to the diatnnee of about twenty paces apart theeo 
thirteen Englishmen pursned their course stop by step loading and 
firing npon the murderers behind them. Bareheaded beneath the 
burning sun, barefooted over nagged gnjund, they fought their way 
for three miles till they reached a temple on the bank of tho 
river. A large number of men were in front waiting for them and 
the opposite bank woe lined with rebels in case they should attempt 
10 swim acn^. No time for hesibarion, Tligy fired a volley and 
made a rush for the shiine. As be was entering the temple Sergeant 
Grady foil dead shot through the head, Thom bo* infitmitly set four 
of the men crouching down in tho doorway with bay one ta fixed 
aud their musk eta so placed as to form a in the 0 arrow 

entrance* ''^The mob came on helter-skelter iu such maddening 
haste that Romo of them fell or were pushed on to the bayonets 
and their transfijted bodies made tho harrier impassable to the reatp 
upon whom we, &om behind our novel defoucc^ poured shot upon shot 
into the crowd"* The rebels nnable to tako the shrine by storm 
attempted to dig np ita foiindationfl. But the walla of the old 
temple had been too subatnntially laid* They then fetched Ghggot;^ and 
piling them beforo the door set them alight,j. A strong kindly 
breeze however blew the smoke awayp and the wood aank down to

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a pile of onibers^ A entail hope beaioad op that they would be able 
to endure their tarttiM till aight^ — apparently the only friond left 
us "“Would enable them to make a doah for Hberfiy. Eut the shadow 
of a hopo BOOH v anis hed. The rebels brought bags of gunpowder 
and threw bhem upon the red-hot aabes. Delay would have beea 
cBiiaiii destruction. They ru&hed out. ''The bumiag wood terribly 
maned our bare feet, but it was no time to think of trides. Jumping 
the parapet, wa were in the thick of the rabble in an mataut ; wb fired 
ft volley and ran amuck with the bayonet Seven of our number 
succeeded In reaching tho bank of the river and wo firet threw in otir 
guna and then onraelves.^* TTie ammunition in their ponchos carried 
them under the water and they escaped the firat volley^ Slipping 
ofT their belts they rose again and a warn pursued by a yelling, howling 
multitude who from both banks smote thorn with a rapid firo of 
musketry. Two were shot throtigh the head* Private Eyan almosl 
Einking with exhaustiou swam to a sfiiid-bank and was bludgeoned 
by two mfiians wfuting to reooivo him* For two or three hourti the 
others coatmued alteniatcly swimming Eind boating, the siiiggish 
Ganges elowlj helping their progre^. One by one their pm^tiefB 
abandaned the cboso^ " A trooper on horaehack was the Ifiiat we saw of 
them."^ They then turned to the shore. A Ireah foe awaited them« 
Two or three long-nosed alligatoiu lay basking on a sand-bank* '* Tho 
natives afterwards said that it was a miracio we had es^ped their 
bottle-nosed brethren who feed on men/ 

The four sat down by the sborc with the water up to their necka 
still doubtful of their safety. Then they beard voices and approaching 
footsteps, and even as some water beast basking in the sun on the river- 
bank hearing a sound plunges swiftly into the streanip so they again 
divod into the water* When they arose they beard "^Sahebj Saheb, 
why swim away ? W^e aro friends," They replied : ** W^e have been 

deceived so often, that we ai^ not inclined to trust any one/ The 
natives volunteered to throw away their arms as a guarantea of their 
fidelity. Their limbs were loosened fay their grievous toil* There was 
a dim hope that tho natives would be true to their word and m they 
swam to tho shore, '* When reached tho shallow water such was 
our complete prostratbn that they were obliged to drag us out i we 
could not walk, cur feot were burnt, and our frames famished. Wc 
had been ewimming without a moment's intermission a distance of 
six miles ainco wo left Seorajpore." Thomson had no clothing but 
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a flfttinfll shirt Dolafo^se only » piece of shcetitig pound hia lojos : 
SiillivRU find Mwrphy wore naked as they wero boro and the three 
had BO suffered from exposure to the bud that the skio was roLiod 
in huge blisters, os if they had jufet escaped death by burning. 
Mer a abort rest they partly walked "supported by a native on 
each aide of us" and were partly carried to the nearest village. 

•TO they wero hospitably entertaiDcd by the hcadmao. The next 
muruing an elephant and a pony were seat to convey them to the fort 
where Maharajah Diribij&h Sing, an Oudh chief, reaidod. The old tuan, 
received Lheni with kindnesg, fod and protected them for three weeks, 
and provided for their eacort to the camp of a detachment of Eurepeans 
proceeding finm Allahabad to Cawnpore to join the force under the 
command of BrigadieiyGoneral Havclooh. 

Meanwhile the boat containing their companions had been 
followed and captured, and ail who were in her made prisoRcrs, 
and brought on shore. After a few days these eighty men, women 
and children were put on carta and eseortnd back to Cawnpore. 
On the 30tb of June they reached the city. The Nana who had 
gone to Bithoor sent orders that the men were to be shot and the 
women confined. “ It is said that one European lady was also killed 
She stood amongst the males with her child and was ordered to 
come out, but she said she would remain wbero her countrymeu were. 
The child was asked of her hut she refused to give. This provoked 
the mutineers and she got the fate she sought,” * 

Then on that alkcmoon ” the Nana took his scat on the 

throne ns Peshwa; the sacred marks were affixed on his forehead; Rolutcs 
were Bred; and the city illuminateil at night b honour of the occasion," 
lit J«lr On the Ist of July Bala Kao returned to Cawni»ro and there was 

great dissatisfoction among the mutmeera that he was not accompanied 
by the Nana, The prisoners were removed from Savada to n small 
house in the grounds of the residenift lately occupied by Sir Oeoige 
Parker. It bad been built by a former tenant for bis native mistress 
The Blhi- ancl hence it was knowm oa the Bibigorh. It comprised two priccipai 
rooms about twenty feet long and ton broatl, a nurnher of small dark 
rooms intended for the occupation of native servontB. and an open court 
sonic fifiiceu yards equare. A doitow verandah ran along the front. In

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this building unfit for the occupation of n aingle English faniUy wore 
placed for a fortnight in the month of July fire men and two hundred 
and six women and children.* Many wore wounded; all worn with labour 
and grief In their prison there was neither furniture nor bedding nor 
straw and their food was cakes of nnleavencd bread and lentil porridge.t 
Some escaped beyond the hands of their oppresaons- *' From the 7tb 
10 ths morning of the loth, twenty-eight people died" so mns the 
diary of a native doctor. 

Two days after the removal of the priaoiiers to the Bibigaih 
the Naitiv returned and occupied a large hotel adjacent to it. and 
Dhunder Punth here (spent hia time in drinking and toying with hk 
favourite Sultana Adala, and in the eveuing when*'the wine was in 
him" he revelled in all the orgies of an oriental court. Bub news had 
come which even in the hour of revelry and debauchery haunted him 
,^1,h its fatal foreshadowing. The British were advancmg from 
AUahabath On the 8th the tidings became more precise. The British 
force conaiErtdng ''of European, Madras and Sikh troops" had lea 
AllahiibmL The next day Brigadier Jwala Perskid commanding 
the rebel army went forth to check their advance. When his 
troops OTTived the next day at Aong the news of the approach of the iShh My 
British troops was confirmed. The Nanas weU-wnshors and adherent 
however, confidently affirmed ho wonld prove victorious over the small 
force that opposed him. Two days after, Bala Kao, bringing tidings 
of his own defeat, retmuod to Cawnpore wounded m the shoulder. 

A wuncil over which the Naua ptasided wna at once held at hia 
residence. A large Dnmber of leading rebels were present, Much 
dismay and yaciUation prevailed. Some were for retiring and uniting 
their forces with the mutiueeis of Futtcbghur, some for mokmg one 
more dcaperato attempt to oppose the march of their victorious foe. 

After much discussion it was resolved to make the last great stand a 
f@w inilea south of Cavmpore. Ou one point all were unanimous. The 
prisonsra must be alain. The brutal resolve wM mainly due to fear, the 
mother of all cruelty. A stem rati-ihutian they knew would be exacted

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by the British troops for the innocent blood nlrcady shed and mony 
who had nided and abetted their chief dreaded thoir TOCogniLion by 
aoma of the priaonera who had loni; resided nfc Cawnpore, Having 
decided that oil the captives should bo put to death the aasembly 
dispersed. 

At S P-M, the five men were told the Nana required their attend- 
nnee. They well understood the meaning of tho eunnmona. But they 
walked forth with steady step: their lips moved oa if in prayer. At the 
gate which led into the road t hey ware shot dead by a body of mu tineera 
nud their bodies lay on the grass which bordered the highway. An hour 
later the women and children ware hacked to pieces by five niEBajifl of the 
N'ana''s own guard. * When dartnesg, as darknosa itself, and ns the shadow 
of death fell, the groans oeneed and " the doors of the building were 
dosed." Over the events nf that wicked night a gloomy mist still 
bangs nnpene tinted and for ever unpenetmblo.t Three hours after the 
break of day, the doors were opened and the bodies removed from 
the slaughlor-houae and thrown into a well hard by. 

On the morning of the 17th of July Havelock's victorious troops 
entered Cnwnjiore, Their spirits had been soatjiined by the ejccLtemcnt 
of action, by the hope of victory, by the fonder hope of saving the 
women and children. When they saw the slaughter-house and tho well 
their hearts fumk wifchiti them. A deep glooin oast its pall over the 
camp. The silence that pervaded it was only broken by the mournful 
wftil of the bagpipes aa the burying partiea carried to their graves 
those who had fallen by thoi sword or peetileuoo. The General

and two guna On arriving at Bithoor the following day ajot 
Stephenson found the town evacuated. On the 21st of July Eri^dier- eu J-b 
Getiend Havelock telegraphed bo the Com mander-iti*Chief: "lam 
free to cross the Ganges. Nana Saheb’a force at Bithoor k ontiroly 
dispersed. We have brought from tho place siiteen guna and a 
quantity of animals; set fire to hi* palace, and blown up hia powder 
maguiine. A portion of my troops and five gnus are already m 
position at the liead of the road to iLucknow. The difficultiea of a 

swollen, broad and rapid river, with only one small steamer aud a few 

boats, are not slight; but the whole army is full of hope that we shall 
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The poaiiioD tnkiSii up hy the General a mound on the 
b&ok of the river aufficiendj elevated to command the mirnujnding 
country atid capable of accommodating and being defendiHi in ciise of 
need hy ti garri^u of aome three hundred men. About five himdred 
yards from the plateau there waa an ielaud in the river partly ssub- 
tnergifd at thie acatiou of the year by the river much nwolien by the 
mecssant rain. Between this island and the Oudh bank there were two 
smulltr Islands now covered wilh water two or three feet deep and 
Visible only from the reeds which sprung up npoTi them * Havelock 
saw that these inlands would be of Horvicc to him if be had to reoross 
the river while the entrcDchnicDt on the right bank would eifk tually 
covor that operatioru Ou the evening of the 20Lh the Qenenil wjts 
satisfied that the entrenchment had been made auffieiently airong fgr 
defence and he therefore dotenniued to eend the firat detachment across 
the river next day^ Hih dcoision was inlJneuced by the fivet that J^eill 
with a roiuforcemcHt of two hundrad and twenty-seven men^ oiostlv 
young aoldicTs, and a small ipatalment of ammunmon and stores hml 
arrived that niornlng. Neill who had been made Brigadier-General had 
been ordered to join Havelock as second-m-coiumand On his orrivul 
he was at once met by the General who knowing hiH man receiv€ui him 
with all conrtcay but firmly and promptly told him:—Now; Geuernl 
Neiilp let tifi understand each other; you have no power or authority 
here whilst I am here and you are not to iesuc a single order " 

At midnight on the 20th of July Havelock rode in a torrent of min 
ffom the camp Lo the on trench mentp a disbtnco of four miles, to enper- 
intend the embarkation of the Highlanders. When the ferry bcjats 
were filled they were oalEcd or towed acro^a by a stoauier. It wan 
long and tedious work, for each trip involved a passage of hix tniles and 
occupied four houm. But Havelock did not return to camp till he had 
seen the Higblnndera and three guns safely scrosia. The 84 th and 
Lhriw additional guns were sent acro^ the loltowing day. The Mudruii 
FuBiljers went over with the lost detachment. On the 25th of July 
Havelock, leaving Neill m command of CawnporUp crossed the river 
hiniaelf Three days after hia tmall force-^l^Otl Europeans all tQld— 
He Etorcfl and muni Lions w ero concentrated nfc Mungulwar, a Btrnng 
and elevated (»ositian about bIs miles from l.hc river.

{>rptecLed by a swamp w hich could uell her he forc«'d nor turned ; hia 
advance was dmwfi in a garden enclosure, which in this warlike district 
bad purpiaelj or accidentally aesuined the form of a bastion. I'he 
rest of his foq;e was ported in and behind a village, ihe houses Qf 
which were loopholed. The passage between the villsga and the large 
t^;^wn of Unao is narrow. The town itself extended three-quarters of a 
mile to our right The floodcfJ state of the country precluded the 
possibility of turning in this direction. The swamp shut us on the 
left Thus an attack in front became unavoidable.^" * Havelock opened iiidUH ol 
With a fire fixim the Enfield riflemen in pkirmiahing order, nnd before 
the gnus came up the Efighlaudera and Fusiliers mn in uptju and 
dmvo the enemy from out of the bastioned end os tire. But when onr 
men approached tho villago a dcatnictive fire was poured upon them 
from the laopholed houses. The bullctH began to fly thick and foat. 

Six Highlanders wore struck down and Havelock's Aide-de-Camp, 
Liputenaut Seton, fell by hie aide. The fl^th wore brought up For 
ad instant the ninrdcroua fire checkori the British soldier. Thtui the 
heroic Patrick Oavanagh sprang forward, atid " was cut literally in PriT^a* 
pitMiea by the enemy* whilst setting an o-vamjib of distinguished 
gallantry/* Lieutenant Bogle, T8th HigI dander?, in an attempt to 
penetrate into a house filled with desperatro fanatics of the Mussulman 
faith was badly wounded. The villsge was act on fire, hut still the 
terrible fight continued. was sail, very sad, to sen our men pulled 
out, so to speak, dead and dying from the entrance of the houses they 
wore trying in detail to Btorm/^t Tho ] iritis h soldier, however^ wj 19 
uut to be foiled, Ailer a desperate hand^Ui-hand caufiictir the guns 
wore captureiJ and, the enemy being driven from the village, our whole 
force doboiichcci by the narrow passage bctwcim the villogo^ and the 
towm of Hnou and formed in line. 

It found tho enemy ratlied and ro-formed with a nLimeroos artillery 
hastening forward to occupy Unao, Qavehick whoso military glance 
was sure saw that it was of vital imporLance that he should push his 
men beyond the town before the enemy occupied it in force. Leaving 
Uoao on the right he advanced till he reached a «piioc of diy grouTid

road that nm thiODgh the iiion!f3. The Genenil draw up his forcG in 
lino with four guns in the cetjtre and two on each wing, aU bejiring on 
the high rend in front down which tha enemy were cotning in mass to 
attack hinL* Ho mado no iittempt to check them for he knew they 
had made a fatal mistake. On thoj advanced with dri^a beating and 
bannera flying till they came almoat opposite onr line when tlmy halted 
and opaned fire. Maude's gnna at tlie closest range hlazed onfc in the 
face of iHo rebels and their froDt lino was shattered They made an 
attempt to deploy but gans and men were engulfed iu the swamp. The 
Britieli artillery and mnakets played vehemently npon the dense dark 
rfioisa; it wavered, hrtkke, and rolled back. Then our BkimiiBlierv 
wading through the swamp lapped the rebel flank wdth theii'fire and the 
victory was secured. The Oiidh gnonera, highly trained soldiers, how^- 
ever luaintnined the conflict with edogulAr obstinacy and periMhed 
fighting around thoir guna* The enemy lost about three hiindredi 
Fifteen guns were taken, but for lack of tmnsport they bad to bo bur^t 
and nbandoped. 

The troops halted where they stood for. a couple of houta to cook 
and eat and then advanced towards BuKherutgUTage* eight niiloa ahead. 
M It La a wailed town with wetditcheii The gate is defended by a round 
tower, on and ncEir which four pieces of cairn on were mounted; the 
adjacent buildings being loophuled and otherwise Etrengthonod. In rear 
of the town is a broad and deep inuufiutiaD covered by a narrow 
chau^ee and bodge/" The guns pushed on in admirahle order sup¬ 
ported by the 1st Fusiliers akinnishing and the 78th Highlanders and 
btth Kegimenl in line* The enemy's cannonade was well susUined i 
nevertheless our force continued to gam ground. 'I'heMth were then 
directed turn the town by our left^and penetrate between it and the 
swamp, thus cutting oflp the enemy from their chmiss^e and bridge." t 
All our guns now opened on the earthwork and the main gateway* Aa 
goon OE the [14th reached a point in line with the town their Are began 
to tell and the 78th Highlanders and the Madruia Fusiliers were sent 
forwanl whilo the S+lh ond the Sikhs w^ere hold in reserva.

Aa ho redo back over the cuusoway througed with weary soldicra 
leaning on their arms a try was raised '* Clear tho way for the Oenetah 
“Yon have done that iw» already, men.” was the prompt reply. For 
a moment there was alienee: then their feoUng found eiprossion and 
“God blesa tho General” burnt forth from them as he gsdloped away. 

Havelock’s skill and courage hod won the confidence of his men, hia 
very jHiculiaittics. their affection. Ho was firm in manner, iinperioua 
in discipline, insisting that every man should doi hia duty and emltira 
hardness ’without a murmur like a good soldier. But the soldJcra knew 
that no man had a greater regard for thoir ’welfare and a greater 
admiration for their valour. They also knew that the little General 
could be very frank and severe in his wrath. He was alwaj's ready to 
prai-se those who deserved it but he never would condone any mia^ 
conduct. That evening he wrote the following order of tho day :— 

“ Soldiers, your OenerH.! thanks j'ou for your esertioas to-dny. 
You have sLomied two fortified villages, and iuptui-ed nineteen guns. 
But bo is not satisfied with tiii of you. Some of you fought ns if the 
cholent has seized your minds aa well os your bodies, Thera were inou 
amoug you, however, whom he must praise to the skios. Privato 
Patrick Cavauagh, of the 64th, died gloriously, hocked to pieces by the 
enemy when setting a brilliant example to his coinnjdes. Had be

Tw'd Victories had been won, Eat if the road to Lucknow was 
to be so roughly contested there wsis little chance of reaching the 
Residency, Wbat soldiers could do Havelock's meri had achieved^ 
They could not fight against the pestilence of the tropics. For soma 
dayi cholera and dysentery had done their deadly work among them, 
A aiith of his fume hud perished t half on the battle-field, half by 
disease. There was now barely sufficient carriage to carry the aiek and 
wounded. His supply of atumanitioa had been considerably reduced. 
These considerationB were not however the only ektneuts in the difii- 
cult and delicate problem before Havelock. On the morning following 
his victories he received a message ficm Neill that the troops at 
Dinapore on his oommumcation souLh of Ben area had mutinied and 
that the 5th Fnsiliens and 00th Light Infantry which he had beeu d^ly 
expecting would reinforce him could not now arrive far a couple of 
months. Having given due weight to all the ciTCumatances Havelock 
made up his miud to retire to hia strong positmu at T^luugulwar till 
I he sick and wounded had returned fo Cuwnporo and till relnforcomcDLs 
and ammudition should reach him. At Miingulw^ar he was in Oudh 
territory and woold beable from time to timo to strike aswdft and efiee- 
live blow at the enemy and by so doing relieve the pressure on the 
Eeridcncy, At Mungulwor he was prepared if reinforced to advanoe 
to Lucknow or to send over a detachment if needed to Oawnpore.t 
It WPS a wise decision. But Havelock was cruelly diftappoidted The 
order was issued and was moat unwelcome to hia men buniing for

1 have therefore ahortened 
iny eomnronicn.tiona with Cawnporep by falling back two short unixched^ 
hitherto liDEOoJesbed by an enemy* If I am speedily reinforced by 
I ^000 morD British soldiem and Mtyor Qlpherts' batteiy^ oomplete, T 
1 night resume my tnareh tnwarda Lucknow, or keep fa£*t my foot in 
Oniih, after securing the easier pft^silge of the Oanges at Cawnpore by 
boats and two ateamers i or I might ro-eroas and hold the head of the 
tinrnd Tmtik Ttoad at Cawrifhire/* 

Fioin Mtingulwar Havelock also informed Neill that be oonld not 
jidvauce to Lucknow vrithout fnrthcr reinforcemoiita and desired Neill 
to furnish workmen to forui a bridge-herid on lha Oadh bank, to collect 
ratior.s for hie troops, nud get ready two 24-pouudors tfi accompany his 
advance j and push aerDSS any infaRtry oa soon ns they might arrive. 

The news of Hftvciock's retrograde movement created ns bitter dis* 
appointment at Qi^wnpore as it had done among his troupe. Neill was 
a dashing brave soldier, but ho whb by tompenunent totally Luciipable 
^ of ttddng the iDenaure of Havelock'^ courage or ability or of fathoming 
the high motives of his conduct* A man of great ardour^ of a strong 
will, consciouB of the applause he bad won by hm decisive actiou at 
Benares and AJIiihabud,'[' smarting tmder hiu supersession fay a saldier 
whose lofty nature he could not gaqgOp Neill allowed his Injured

You r«iaire a battery 
and a thonsonti European infantry*...(The guns) will detain you or 
b\k days. As for infantry they are not to bo bad, and if you wait for 
them. Lucknow will follow the faE^ of Cawupure..„You oright not to 
rouiain a day whom you are*. .You ought to advance again,and not halt 
until yon Imvo rescued, if posgible, tlio garriiSDn of LueknDW.,,*Itcturn 
here sharp, for there is much to be dune between this and *4gm and 
Delhi^^ 

Havelock sent a Jicvcro roply. After characteneiiig the letter m 
the most ejctraordinary letter be had ever lecoived, he continued : — 

** There miiat be an end to these proceedings at unce, I wrote to 
you oonfidentialiy on the state of affjiira You send me bock a Inttor 
of ocEBure of my measures, reproof and advice for tbo future. I do not 
want and will not receive any of them from nil officer under my 
command, bo his exp^‘rieQce what it may, Undet'staud Lb is distinctly, 
and that a conflidemtion of the obfitruetioii that would arise to the 
public service at this moment alone prevents me from taking the 
stronger step of placing yon under arrest. You now stand warned. 
Attempt no further dictation*" 

On the ?lrd of Angus t Havelock was rain forced by a company of 
the B:^tb and Olphcrta" half battery'under Lieutenant SmithetL,^ I 
enquired of him minnteij how his detacbTncDt had behaved. He 
told me that the couduet of all had been very good except his gun

they might be engaged with tbo enemy. At Beunrea Major Olpherto 
informed mo that they had conducted theiaaelvos ill on the night of 
the mutiny ” Mavoloch could not afford to have a single traitor in hia 
camp. Ho therefore paraded the detachment and spoke to thorn all. 
both BrilUh and Nativea. '*! congratiduted iho former on having 
come*into a camp of heroic BoldiciB, who had sis timea met the onemy. 
and CTciy time defeated him and captured his onnnon. The kscara 
at this moment were fiwing the dotaehmont ; 1 turned to them, and 
told them what miscreants 1 had thia morning disernered them to 
be, traitors in heart to theit fostering Govornmeut. I made the British 
fioldieta disarm them, and ordered them out of the camp under a light 
escort, to be employed ■ under Goncrnl Neill in the labours of the 
intrenchment. Ho will look after them. If they attempt to desert. 1 
have nnlerod them to be punished ivith death ; the fsataa if they refuse 
to work with other eoldioffl. They shall do no other duty till I am 
better instructed." * 

Havelock hod been reinforced, but his column was hardly any 
stronger than when he first started for Lucknow. He could then put 
850 men in lino out of a strength of 13 S 0 , he now hod 1.4U0 mem 
However on receiving infortnation that the enemy hat! re-occupied the 
town of Bushenitgonge he advanecd upon it. '* On nearing the acrai we 
found our intelligence of its being re-ocCupied correct. The two heavy 
gqna {24-poutidere) and two 84-pouuder hovritrers were ordered to 
advance by the rood. Sis guns, thn 78th Highlanders, and the Sikhs 
under Colonel Hamilton, wero to turn the loft of the village by our 
rights and the let lladrua Fuaillecs and the K4th Foot were to cover 
the tnrcdng column with thn heavy guns. The movement expel led 
the enemy early from the acrai, hut they held obstinately the villages 
immediatoly on the other side of the strsot beyond the eeraL They 
wore tunied ouf of this by the guns; on advancing w'e met four 
guns, posted on, and to the right and left of the road ; our heavy 
gunsalenocd them, and they wore withdrawn, the enemy retiring slowly, 
forced back but not beaten. It was purely an artillery %ht, the 
n infiintiy only occupying the villages when the enemy were expelled. 
/ The villages on our right and. left were held to the last by the enemy,

It oiioa more became 
painfully evident to him that be could never reach Lucknow with bis 
present column- He had three strong poritiona to foroo defended by ^ 
fifty guns and 30,000 men, ond he had only 1,010 EiirD[>eanH wern by 
Bioknesa, privation and endless fighting to do the work, When I have 
overcome," be wrote, ‘ the enemy’s artillery fire, my wearied infimtiy 
can scarcely moater strength to capture their guns, and os I have nt> 
cavidry-. the mutinecre resist as long as they have the powers, and they 
retire without fear of pnreuit." Every viltago was held ngainst him. 
The day he made bis eocond advance, - resolved if possible to win,” 
General Neill sent him the most pressing repreacntalionB regarding his 
danger from the Snugor troops which were asaemblmg at Bithoor tn 
his front Havelock therefore judgad and rightly judged that he 
was consulting the best interests of the State by attempting only that 
which bis force wob taipahle of aeeomplislimg, leit as it was withoiit the 
hope of reinforeement.

The loss of this force 
in a fruitleps attempt to relieve Colonel loglls would, of Eourao, mt’olvu 
his fall. 1 will remain, however, till the latest moment in this poaition 
atrengtheuing it, and hourly inipioving my bridge communication with 
CnwnpoTC, iu the hope that some error of the enemy may enable me 
to strike a blow against them, and give the garrison an opportunity of 
blowing up their works and cutting their way trat. 

Day and nigbtp in f?iin and in rain the General, bis staff and 
engiiieora were employed in improving his bridge commnaicariou with

Havelock retraced hig gtepa leisurely to his old quarters at Mungul- 
war. Uuhiig the night the remainder of the aimimnition and the 
heavy guns were seat across the ri ver. On the morning of the 13th* 
the skeleton of Hayelocb^a force marched down to the ferry4 The rain 
poured down in torrents^ the rmd haci becumo a swamp^ and it waa 
rlit!icult to move the guiia through the mire. The Madras Fusiliers, 
Lho Volunteer Cavalryi and four guaa Ibrmed a rear^guard to cover the 
embarkation.

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Bithuor. The march w«b lung and tedious and the e [anting rays of 
tho momiJig atm struck down many a wearied anltlier. After a tramp 
of eight hours the column reached n wide plain covered with thick 
eugar-cane and tall castor oil rising high ahove the head. It wns 
tlanked by vills^ges and had two atresms flowing through it not fordable 
by troops of any ftnn, and only to be croased by two narrow bridges, tho 
further of which was protcctod by an eutrenchmant nniiEd with 
nrtillety. After pftffilug the second bridge the road took a turn 
which protected the defendera from direct fira and behind lay the town 
of Bitboor with brick hotiaea rifling one above unotber surrounded by 
walls and buried in trees. '' One of the atrnngeat poBitions I have 
ever Been/’ wrote Havelock, und the Btreama prevented him Grom 
attempting hb favourite turning inovoraent. 

Aa tbo column advanced a strong body of the enemy's hor&o 
apijerirod in front to reconnoitre and was saluted by ti few ronpds of 
artillery. " At the sound of iho discharge, the wearied soldiers seemed 
inspired with renewed energy which became keener still aa they 
discovered the position taken up hy the enemy, ila centre resting on 
the bridge flanked by the entrenched battery wLich^ commanded the 
centra of our line of advance.''* No pauua enfluod. The Madrus 
Fusilieis followed by the artillery under Captain Crump took up 
poaitioa on the plain and the 78th Highlaodera completed the right 
centre on one side of the ro:«i. Their original strength had 
been 284 rank and file: it woe now miserably redneed, “Still it 
Ti^as animated by the same fino spirit as had always choracterieed 
it." Our left wing, 64th, 84th, and Sikh Hegimont of Ferozepore, 
junlonged the line on the left to the other aide of tho read. 
As the Fuailiera advanced on the right they were suddenly assailed 
by a Bhmp fire from tho high cropa and a villoge masked by trees. 
Major Stephenaon at onco threw back two of his right companies. 
They encountered the sepoys of the 42iid, aod the flght Wes' ao doge 
and desfierate that the bayonets crowed. The rebels were driven book 
w ith terrible slaughter. The Furilieta rejoined the right wing which 
kept pressing forwanl with tho gallant ilacpherson of the 78th 
ever cheering on bis men in front of the line.^ The enemy step 
by step entered within their defences. Fourteen pieces played on

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Iho cutrenchmont, but tbe rcbela mauiiilly cnutinuotl to fight ihoir 
two gunB. Keeping p«ce with the bulloeha that drew the battery 
the column slowly advanced till the combfitantfl wore scarcely five 
hundred yjuda apnrt Thca from behind their breastwork the rebels 
sent forth a tonipefit of bulkta which swept through the British mnkfl. 
To return the fire wm useless. The work bud to be done with the 
cold Steel. The 78th and Fiisiliora moved off to the right when they 
got under cover of some sugar-cane and pOEsing through it came out 
at the left of the breastwork which they Btornied and entered. Thun 
turning they went along inside and after about ten romutes' hard 
fighting they captured the battery and drove the enemy out across the 
bridge into the town. But onr toil-worn soldiera were too eihaustoit 
to puraiio and they threw themselves down to rcBt beneath the welcome 
shiido of some mango trees. Bat short was the respite. The remaining 
portion of the force having driven the snemy out of Bome stigar-auio 
fields on the left, the order was given for tbo whole force to " go on " 
ns the town romt bo cleared. Intricate ns most oriental cities mo 
it was no eofiy T>nak to drivo them Cfom it. And the work was not done 
without Bovere fighting in the barrioodjed bousc.^. But it was dono.* 
Hard fighting distinguished the battle of Bithoor and proved 
not only the gallanlry of the Britiab soldier but of the old Bengal 
sepoy. " 1 must do the miitinems,'’ writes the General in hi# despatch. 

" the justice to pronounce that they fought obstinatoly; othorwisc they 
could not for a whole hour have held their own, even with such advan- 
tageo of ground, against my powerful artillery fire " After the cumhat 
as the Geneml rode down the lino the soldiem though worn with 
fighting and stricken with diseufle set up a loud huaMv. *■ Don’t cheer 
me, my men," he csclaimed, '‘yon did it all j^ourselvea.” Flatolotk 
alvTOys regarded hin own skill and courago a# sniall eoinparcHl witii 
theliu. Hia congratulatory orders were consiricuouB for (ho absceco of 
himself- they may have boeti written in too llorid a stylo but they 
were written not to glorify the oommander but to recognise the 
worth of the rank and file. The day after the action at Bithoor the 
Qencral Usitcd the following Order to the Command : ■

It was the last order that Havelock addressed to hie comiados 
of tnany a hard flght and weary mareh. Qn bia return to Cawnpore 
he btLiid awaiting him the Gazette containiog the announeement thafi 
Major-General Sir James Outram was to commaud the Dinapore and 
Cawnpore Diviaiona which were to be eomhined in one command. 

" Write to Sir James Outram that 1 wish him to return to India 
immediately and the iame to General Jacob. We want all our boat 
men hero," Such was the telegram that Lord Canning sent to Lord 
EJphinstono. The Goveroorof Bombay forwarded it to the Com¬ 
mander of tho Persian Ejcpeditiooaiy Force with a latter and Outram 
lost no time in obeying the Buminons. On the 26th of June he arrived 
at Bombay. On tho ^th of July us no iustruotions had reached him * 
he eat sail for Gallo intending to avail himflctf of the brat opportunity 
to eontmuo bis voyage to the Hugii On the of July he reached 
Calcutta. On Friday* August 1st, Lady Cannii^ wrote. — ^"The 
steamer arrived, and brought Sir J. Outmm* whom wo have squeezed 
into the house.

On the and of Align at Lord Canning eirtmlated tho following 
minute amtaig hia colleognea' The mutiny of three rcgiincnta of 
Native Infenliy at Dinapore cn the 24th tilUtno, and the dLsaatiPOue 
roanlL which haa folWisd tho attempt to relievo Airah, agniafll which 
the mutinocra directed their firat niovemenw, has very serinuBly 
diminished the hope of preserving tho peace of tho Lower Prov. 
itHea along the valley of the Ganges Emm Borhompore to Benares, 
liud in the neighbourhood of the Trunk Koad south of Benares.

lull 1 think it very doubtful whether we shall bo able to hold the 
Cawnpore Divirion and at the same time provide for the tnm- 
riuillity of our richest Bengal districts, I shall bo quite projiarLHl 
to find it uccessary to withdraw our troops aa low tia Allahabad, 
and to endeavour to maiutedn the provinces of Bengal and Behar 
in security till rGinrorccmentB arrive from England. Telcgruphie 
communication with Benares is already cut off, and it is question* 
able whether tho Grand Tmnk Tload continues open. Our hnikdt'ul 
of European truo|m is totally unequal to attetiipl enteiisive operatinns 
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Iind it afiewia to me wifler to entkavoiir to hold the oouutry of 
which we nre roascmtibly Sure thao rifik tho loss of the whole by 
wasting our force at distonL poiato which in oiir present weak poailion 
in nf veTf little prnflticaJ value." Uajor^encrel Uw cordially con* 
ciirred " a» to the wisdom of conferring on lieutenant-Qoneial Sir 
dames OutrniD the coramand of all the troops in tho diviaiona of Dina- 
pore and Cawnpore.'’ " I dout participate " ho added, 'm the opinion 
of Mr. I>OTiii that there is a probsibility of our finding it ueceesary to 
withdraw our troops from tlie latter important etoticd. Mr. Grant 
agreed to Sir Jamca Outram’H appointment to both diviaioiw, but 
“ tiho quastioa of holding on or drawing in is not now for practical 
Holutioa before ue. In either event this appointnieiit is the host that 
can be mado," Barnes Peacock, always clear and forcible, wrote: 

**I concur entirely in tho propoaal of the Bight Honourable the 
Governor-General. I trust that it will not be necessary to abandon 
Cnwiipore. Such a measure must necessarily bo fraught with the

Gatigea and was on ita way to Lucknow. Ontrato was appointed to the 
Dinapore Division to rBatore order in Beiifijal and Bekar and aecore 
Uwj base of our opcnvtions. His authority was extended to the 
Cawnpore Divisioii, because Allahabad in that divmon was the important 
strategical point to which all soppUea of ammunition and stores weire 
to be forwarded and on it all reinforcemeDts were to be concentrated* 
Lord Canning wanted no break of authority from Calcutta to Lucknow* 

He had Icaml from bitter experience that it was nece^nry in aider 
to overcome the ^InctaTtcOk feiars and eelfishncis of the local powera to 
tear the reiDforicementa from their gmap and to push them on 
without delay to the support of Havelock's force to appoint a strong 
nian with fuU power and without break of authority* With regard to 
Havelock his hopes at the time had been amply fulfilled. Havelock had 
fought hia way to Dawnporo and hud crossed the Oanges^ and won two 
victories. The same day that Canning proposed to his colleagues the 
appointment of Outranij I-ady Canning wrote in her journal letter: — 
“Sunday, August 2nd. Goncrul Outmm goes up to Dinapore on 
Thursday, and commanda thatr and the Gi wnpore Divifliou." At the clow 
of the letter Liidy Canning temckrks1 was forgetting to say how 
brilliantly good old General Havelock gcea ocl Uo has fought the 
Lucknow force twice if not three times and has taken three guns. In one 
battle his two thousand men (leas 1 boliove) drove thirteen thousand 
before them t and took twelvo gucta* Then he walked straight into a 
walled town. Here I grieve to say he had some loss, but nothing to 
that of the enemy. Wo cannot ^are these real heroes." The foregoing 
testifiea that on the day Lord Canning proposad the eiteMion of 
Outram's authority over the Ckwnpore Division, thero wnjj no lack of 
confidence m Havelock at Government House. Three duyu after the 
appointment hod appeared in the Gazette Sir Patrick Grantp the 
Commander-in-ChicC wrote to Havelock:—" I leave you to the 
unfettered exercise of your own judgment, assared that you will do 
whatever ifi best for the public service ■ and God grant that you may 
be able to avert from Lucknow the frightfiil atrocities committed at 
Cawdpore/' Wlieu that letter waa writtou Havelock's return to 
Cmwnpore w&fl nev^r anticipated* No mention is made of Outram'a 
appointment. The simple explanatioD of tbi? silence oeems to be that 
neither the Governor-General nor the Commandcr-iii-Chief hod any 
idea that it would in any way aficct Havelock. It waa moat unfortunnle 
that the first intimation of the appoiutnient should have been conveyed 
to Havelock by a printed copy of the Goacml Orders. But the painful 
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incident wag due to a circumstance which could not have been foreseen 
—navelock's return to Cawnpore.* 

On the night of the 6tli of August Outram embartced on 
board a river ateainer boand for Allahabad- He took with bim 
Mr. W- J. Money, CS,, as his Private Secretary, Lieutenants Sitwell 
and Chnmier as Aidea-de-Camp, and Robert Napier of the Engineers 
na his Military Secretary and Chief of the StaEF. Napie/a experience 
of war began with the eventful and momantoiiB struggle called the 
first Sutlej campaign. He commanded the Engineers at the bottle 
cif ^foodkea where he had a horae killed under him. Ho was present 
at the great battle of FemsuMhah (2l5t December IS-lS), where he 
also hod a horse shot under him, and having joined the 3lat 
Regiment of Foot he waa aeverely wounded when storming the en¬ 
trenched Sikh camp. But this did not prevent him from being preaent 
a few weeks later at the crowning victory of Sobraon (lOth Februoiy 
1846). Ea was with Brigadier-General Whaelar oa Oomnmnding 
Etigineer in tha force sent tt> reduce the hill fort of Kotic Kangra, 
and it was duo to his extraordinary skill and energy that thirty-three 
guns and raorlai* dragged by elephants were taken over mountain paths 
and the suirondar of the fort iccured. In rccogniliou of hie splendid 
Bcrvices in that campaign Napier received beeides the medal aud two 
clasps tha special thanks of Oovemment and waa promoted Brevet- 
Major (Srd April At the earnest req(ie.at of Herbert Edwardcahe 

was sent to aid in the siege of Multan (1848), where be for soma time 
acted aa Comroanciiog Engineer and was wounded at the Btorming of 
the entrenched poaition. Ho was at tho actiou of Sutjhend and the

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.Napier was occupied m carrying Qut magnificent works of inateml 
impravemert in the newiy-BCiiuircd province. It ™ under hm 
direction ttat the gwat highway from Lahore to Pcsbnv^-ar waa oon- 
itaicted. and caiiaU which transformed deserts into culUvamd fiehU 
were begun and completeii Kow cantoamenta were pknacd and laiil 
ouf the frontier defonres were stretigthciied, and to t^c i^rt m 
frontier warfare Napier quitted fur a short period his civil work. He 
eoniiuandcd in December 1852 the jight colimn m the fi«t Black 
Monutain HaawB espedition. and in the following year he was alwi 
ei.gagod in a similar expedition against the Bori clan of the Jawadi 
Afridiain the Peshawar district. He received the special thanks of 
Government for hie services aud tha medal and claap, and wna 
promoted Brevet^oloncl in the Army (2«th November 185*). Two 
after he was appointed at John Lawrence's earnest request 
Chief Engineer of the Pimjab. “ I am veiy glad," s-aid John Lawrence 
on May fith 1854* " that the Oovemor-General has given Napier 
the Cliief Engineership. Ha is ft fine fellow, and there cannot be 
a qiiestinu that ho is the man who should get it. The work ho Ima 
done flinee annexation is enormous and would have killed many 
men "♦ lu April 1850 Nupicr beoame regimenliil laeutciiant-Colone! 
and tho same autumn weot on furlough to England. Sailing from 
England in May 1857 before (lewa of tho great revolt had reached 
hotae ho arrived at Calcutta at tbo imd r-f the month and was 
officiating Chief Engiuocrof Bengal when he was nominated by On tram 
to be his Mditaiy Secretary and Chief of the Staff. A mure gifted 
and Bifer adviser c-iuld not have been chosen. Daring and regolute he 
was al»i enrJowed with two quiot attributes which won liiiu the wann 
confidence and unaffit'ctefl attachment of men. He had Bingulm- 
nmdisty a- well as simplicity of character. Hb ]ier»ulial tastes were 
those rather of a atadenb than of a soldier. He had a great lovo of 
artandoflKwks-especiftlly of poctry-but his vigorous mind b^l 
\Kraii tatly drcvwJi away from the ^ the pnictiaal nnd he mady 

himself am Ewster of the BcieDce of the civil and militair engineer, 
and acquired a «utnd knowledge of the bosincss of war which had 
been imprevod by the practical skill only to be gain«l in tho field In 
after yetWH when Oulram was naked who was the best soldier ho had 
come in contact with, he replied without hesitetion " Robert Napier.

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Ou the e^cping of the 16th of August Outmm's Btcamer auohoted 
off Bhiiugnlporti whtre bo landed to iiiH|iect the dofonsivo proimrationB 
of Mr. Yido, the OomaiiMioDcr, " which I found every thing I could 
dcsiro" He loft shortly after daybreak on the 16th mid arrived at 
Diuaiwre on the 19th where he found a panic prevailing—he Icarnb that 
the 90th Regiment, which had paaaed uji the river four days before, bad 
teen recalled. " I iinniediately dcHpatcheil an eipresa to pruliibit the 
return of the regiment but unfortuoately it did not reach in time to 
Hbtip the return vessels which came back yesterday evening and 1 
regret to say with cholera on boiud" * Having mnJe arnnigemeDta for 
the protection of the station and having ordered a detuchiuent of lOO 
men of the 90th Regiment which had boon kept book hero to rejoin 
the regiment f ho proceeded on his voyi^. From UiimporB Outmin 
wrote a long lotter, dated tho IWth of Auguat, to the Governur- 
tioneral in which ho atntcd:—

On the next day^ the SlOih of August, Qutmiu atm the fullowbi^ Ouinm*! 
tiidnsage to Sir Colin Caroiibell who had a8aii[i:ied the office of Cum- ^*^*[*7” 
inaudcr-in-Chief in India.; — " Beg lo rarer to ktler I yesterday ndrlruiS' CuiMmHti^ 
aed to Govemor-Qenetuh staling miumcr in which 1 puqioso relieving 
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Lucknow, (not pniilent to entniat to tclegiaphl which would neoegsitnto 
dUombarkiiii; 5th and SOth Rogimeatu at Benares instead of AUahabiid. 
If not approTcd, Your EKcellenej'B orders by telegraph may roach 
roe at BenarsB by tho time these regiments can get there.'’ On 
the same day Havelodt telegraphed firotn Onwnjwre" ily force, 
which loat men b action, and hns been assailed in the mMt awful way 
by cholera, is reduesd to 700 in the Beld, exclusiTe of detachmenta 
which gaaid b ontrenehmeutfl here, and keep open (sommuiiication 
with Allahabad, I am threatened hy a force of 5,000 men from 
Gwalior, with some twenty or thirty guns. I am ready to fight any¬ 
thing; but the above are great odds, and a battle lost here would do 
the interest of the Slate mnch damage. 1 solicit Your Eicelloncy to 
send loe rcinforcoments. I can then assume the iaitiativo, and march 
to Agra and Delhi wheiwvcr my aervioea may be required. With 2,000 
British soldiers nothing could stand before me and my powerful 
artiileiy. 1 ahnll soon have equipped eighteen guns, si* of siege 
calibre; blit I want artilJetymeQ and officers, and iufantiy Boldiars,’' 
This despatch had hardly gotic forth when Havelock received a message 
from the CommaDdar-b-Chief which brought him consolation in the 
darkest Bcaaon of hia career. Sir Colin Campbell telegraphed:— 
" The sustained energy, promptitude, and vigomua action by which 
your whole piooeedingB have been marked durbg the late difficult 
operatioms, deserve the highest praise, and it will be a moat i^eeable 
duty to me to make known to his Lordabip, the Governor-General, tho 
sense 1 entertain of the able manner in which you have carwed out the 
inatructioufl of General Sir Patrick Grant. I beg you to express to the 
officers and men of the different corps uudor your comiuand, the pride 
and satisfaction 1 have experienced in rending your reports of the 
intrepid valour they have displayed upon every oocnsion they have 
eucountered the vastly superior numbers of the enemy, and how nobly 
they have maintained those qualities for which the British soldiera have 
over been distbguished—high euiirage and endurance. I entiroly 
coDCUi in the soundnesa of the view yoa have taken tif your poeition in 
your telegraph of the 0th instant froui Mungulwor, and of all the 
reasons which influenced you to deftfr for tho present active operationa* * 
The next rooriibg Havelock sent tho following ouswer 

"I cannot expresa the gratification with which 1 have perused 
Tour Excelleucy's telegram of the 9 th instant, which has just reached 
me. The approbation of my operations and views conveyed to me by 
so dintingiiiahed a soldier, more than repays me for the labours and

Your Excellency "a commendfttion. I ans for the present unable to give 
tbem shelter from the extreme melemency of the weathetp and the 
repoflo of which they stand in need; but sickness cxiutinuea in our 
ranks—we lo&o men hy cholera in the number of six doily. I will 
frankly make known to Yonr Escellency my prospects for the future. 
If I can receive prompt reiafoTcementgj so to make up my force to 
2,000 qr to 2p500 men, I can hold this place with a high hand j protect 
my communications with anything thatcomoa agaiiist me; and be ready 
t;i> take a part in active operatlous on the cessation of the rains. I may 
be attacked from GwoJlqr hy the mutinous contingent^ with ^,000 men 
and 30 gunSp or by the Goorkhas which arc a^EPinbling at Furruckubud 
under rebellious Nababs^ whiah have also a formidable artillery; but as 
they tan partly unites I can defeat either or both m fights ; but if rein- 
forcementfl cannot he sent me, I see noaltcmative but abandoning for a 
tinifl the advantages 1 have gained in this part of India and retiring 
upon Allahabadj where cvetj'thing will be organised for a triumphant 
advance in the cold season.'* 

IlaYelock only stated what under certain contingeuciee must ho 
inevitable. He could defeat tba rebels in fighL But he could not 
supply the waste of a force which cholera was destroying. If prompt 
reinforceTuents were not sent he saw no other alternative but withdrawal 
from CaivTipore to Afklmhod. He had no inelination to retire, ho lunde 
uo snggcfition, ” I have endeavoured^” he added^ " fully to state my 
ease and must leave the decision of the important qnestion involved in 
it to Tour Excellency. I do earnestly hope that you will be able to 
doeido for prompt reinforcement." And Colin Campbell acted with 
prompt celerity. That night, August the 23rd, ho sent the following 
mosaage to Outmm: — “Theforce nader Qeneral Havelock is reduced, 
by casual ties on service, and by cholera, wbicb has been and still rages 
in hi3 camp, to TOO men in the field exolusivo of detachments which 
guard the entrenchTHcnt, and keep open the communication with 
Allahabad, He is threatened by a f>rce of some 5,000 men, with somo 
twenty or thirty gnus, Ffom Gwalior^ besides the Oudh Fomo* He 
saya, he Ms ready to fight auythingp but the above are great odda, and 
a battle lost w^ould do the interest of the State infinite damage; I 
solicit reinfoFcemcnt^i/ His aiiplicntions for assistance have been 
Eroqueutj nod, deeming hi^ situation to demunii immodinte aid^ I 
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criered the 90 th Hegimenl to be sent to him vfiih all posBible speed 
as ilIso the detaobment of the 5th Begimoot which woa on board tho 
Benares steamer, if it conid be Bpared Pray Bind the 90th Begiment 
all once to hia aid. I 'mil write to ym to-Tnoirow.*^ 

Early neit morning the Commnnder^in-Chief mformed Etavoloek 
that he had on the Ifitb eotreatad Ontram te send him without 
delay the flOth and also a detachment of the Foil Ei era if the latter 
donld be spared- He added:—''I despatched another telegram at 
31-45 F.M. on tho 2'2iid instant (last night), ropcatmg my entreaty 
to send you the mth. I sent this telegram to Benares, as well as 
Dinaporer' With the viewa eiipressed in HaTclocVe appeal for rtiin- 
forceaieots Sir Colin cjpreaaed his entire concurrence. "1 agree m 
all that you say about your position^ and from the momeiit of my 
arrival have felt your being made etrong at Cawnpore to bo of 
I ho first importance. The detention of this regiment, and other 
dotaehmeats, by the local authorities at different pointB, while on 
their way to Allahabad, I deeply regret. I have no artilleiy * » 

Captain Peel, Royal Navy, with 500 eoilors ond ten Sdneh guns 
with ammunition} &c,p left this on the 20th for Allahabad/' 

The game day Sir Colin communicated to Out ram a telegram he 
had just received &Dm Havelock Mr, Tuckorj Civil Commissioner at 

Benorosj informs mo that it is the intention of Sir James On tram 
to ascend the Qogra and relievo Lucknow by Fyzahad, and that 
Sir Jamea deoiras my oo-operation by roakiiig a demonstrotion of 
re-cro&amg the Oongea ; even to do more by striving to regain 
my strong position of Mungulwor, or more nearly approaching 
LuizkndW- But I must have fresh troops to enable me to do either 
of tbese.^’ * The Commundcr-ni'Chief went on to say Hope of 
cn-operation from Qeneral Havelock is therefore not to be entertained. 
The tuaroh from Benares by tho moat direct rood to Lucknow is a bug 
ouc, same 150 miles, and the population throngh whicb you would pass 
hostile. Ita great recommendation I presume to he that you would 
tni'n or rather como in rear of the many nullahs which|, 1 am told^ 
interpocae between Cawupore and Lucknow.

In offering these reniarkB or 
auggestions to you, who are nequuinted with the country, the people 
nnd the diflienltdcs attending tbc moveinenta you propdae, it ia not with 
auj view to fetter your judguient or perfect Ireedotn of action/' 

On reaching Benareflj August the SSthp Outram found Sir Colin^B oC 

promised letter. It began with these words I am extremely happy UenirMp 
and deem tnyaelf most fortiinate to find myself a^ociated with you on 
service, and to have the advantage of your able na&istauce in canyiag 
on the duty in which w-e are now engaged/ * After infortuiug him 
that Havelock hod stated that his force had been reduced to 700 men 
in the field exclusive of the dotachmeuU required to gusjd hia 
cntrODchniontB and keep open his communication with Allahabad he 
proceeded to state, word for woidp the remarks and suggestions he had 
madE m his telegram regarding the relief of Lucknow by Jaunporc- 
Outram also received a telegram from the Oovernor^Gonefal endorsing 
the views of the Chief Lrord Canning, like Sir Colin, allowed Outmni 
a free huuA *' But the rood by Jaunpora may have odvantages of 
which I am not aware ‘ and I am confident that your deliberate 
judgment will decide for tHc best. It is not probable that the relief 
of the Lucknow garrison will be facilitated by the abandonment of 
Cawnpore i but if this be the case do not hesitato to abanden it. 

The political importance of itj and the coab of recovering it, are not to 
be weighed against tho relief of Lucknow/' Outram had however 
already abandoned the projedk At Qha^eepore he had received the 
Commander-iii-Chicfs telegram first informing him of the critical 
state of Havelock's force, and a few hours after the receipt of the 
message he sent late at night the following answer : — " Received your 
message of the 22nd instant this evening. In accordance with those 
orders, the [lOth Regiment complete moans throe companies coming from 
Calcutta, and such portion of the 5th as I have collectedp win be sent

letter to the GovernOT-General from Dinapore, dated 20th instant, 
HD other Eumpean troops being available ; but tbe necessity for rem> 
forcing G eneml H avelock flcem e i nipcrslive.'* WLen Outraoi put forwo rd 
the proposal to advance by Jannpore he had been wrongly informed that 
the bridge over the Sju bad been destroyed and he coi^iderod that its 
destruction rendered the Cawnpore route physically impracticable as 
a small force could nob forco the passage of the river against the rebel 
boat, When he heard of Havelock's critical condition beuig doe to 
want of men he at once abandoned the scheme. 

From Benares Outroni despatchod a lelegmm to Havelock to the 
effect that ho intended to push on at once with remforeementa to 
Allahabad aud that oa September the 5th ho hoped to join him nt 
Cawiipore. l>uring the voyage Outturn hod been greatly diatreKod and 
annoyed at the idea of flupoTBeding Havelock and one day on bc«ird be 
said to bis Military SecretaryI know what 1 will do. I will go in 
my political capacity." Thia declEHori he oommunicated to Havelock iu 
words betitting a goodly and gallant gentleman" t shall join you 
with the reinforeementB. but to you shall bo loft the glory of relieving 
Lucknow, for which you have already »o nobly struggled. 1 shall 
aijcompany you only in my civil capacity as Commissioner placing my 
military services at your disposal, should you please to make use of me, 
serving under you as a volunteer. Encourage the Lucknow garrison 
to hold on. Spare no cost in effecting commiinitiation with Colonol 
loglis."* Out ram made known the proposed arraugeuient to the 
Com mander-in-Chief who communicated the matter to the Governor- 
GEuenil- Lord Canning espresacd ' himself in bhe warmest terms of 
admiration ' of ' the truly handsome and generoua proposals reported.' 
and Colin Campbell added ' God grant you may succeed.'

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densely crowded boats wjis moat tebrng, but tbe enemy stilV defended 
tliemaetvea to tie utioost, until the guns under Licutemuit Gordon 
opened fire, when tho rebels instantly threw tbemBeWea, panic-stricken, 
into the river.'* A few only escaped. 

The rebels did not again attampt to molest Ontratn's force and at 
dusk, September the 15th, he arrived at Cawiipore. Havelock welcomed 
hifl formcT commander and old comrade in camp and field. It was 
natnnl that these men ahonld be friends. Both were bmve, rcBolute, 
energetic soldiem and their higher natures were of a kind which envy 
could not dim nor jeatouay tarnish. Life with Havelock hafl been 
a long battle with poverty and with men, and tho wages of bb labour 
had often been denied him. By the appointment of Outram it seemed 
ns if he was to be once more deprived of hia legitimftte reward, bat he 
mnda no complaint and he did not allow it to afibet the energetic 
discharge of his duty. Outram, however, had relieved the bitterness by 
iaformUig him that he would not deprive him of the honour and glory 
of the relief for which ho had so vigoroufliy striven, and the morning 
after his airival the Qeueral Commanding the Division issued the 
following order. It has often been printed but it cannot he too often 
read for there wc find our nationality, our poetry 

“ The important duty of relieving the garrison of Lucknow had 
been first entrusted to Major-Oenetnl Havelock, CJl, and Major'Oeneral 
Outratn feels that it is due to this distinguished officer, and tho 
BtrenuonB and noblo cjceirtionB which be hoa already mado to effect 
that object, that to him ahonld neenie the honour of the achievement. 

" itajor-General Gutrain is confident that the great end for which 
General Havelock and hifl brsvo troops have bo long and so gloriouaty 
fought, will now, under tho blessing of Providence, be accomplished. 

" Tho Major-General, therefore, in gratitade for. and admiration at 
the brillianh deeds of arniB achieved by General Havelock and hia 
gallant troops, will cheerfully waive bis nuik on tho ocension, and will 
aocoitipnuy the force to Lucknow in bis civil capacity ~aa Chief Cum¬ 
in issioiicr of Oudh—tendering hia military servicea to General Havelock 
as a volunteer.'* 

Havelock responded gratiously;—" Brigadier-General Havelock, 
in miiking known to tho column the kind and geueroua determinatiDn 
of Major-General Sir Jamos Outram, k.o.b., to leave to it the task of 
Tolieving Lncknow, and of reocuiug its gallant and enduring gamson, 
has only to express his hope that tho troops will strive, by their 
eiemplaiy and gallant conduct in the field, to justify the confidence 
thus reposed in them." 
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T<»eoDfirm Outram's temporary relmqdflluneot of comoiand is tbc 
formal purport of the folbwmg order, dated Saptemher aSth, but 
through it mos the fine spirit of Colin Campbell- 

‘‘ Seldom, perhaps noTer. has it occurred to a Co mmaft dcr-in~Chiof 
to pnbliflh and confirm such an eider as the Mowing one. proceeding * 
from hlajor-Oeneial Sir Janies Outram, k,C,B. 

VTith such a ceptitation as Major-General Sir James Outram has 
won for himself, he can well afford to share gUny imd honour with 
others. But that does not lessen the value of the aaerificc he hia made 
with sneh dhinlerested generoaity in favour of Biigadior-GeneTRl 
Havelock, C.B., oommandiug the field force in Oudh.

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On th& night &f the ISth the floating bridge aoro^ the Gcuigee 
waa laid and tbs nest day Hii^elocVs force again ernseed to the Ondh 
bank of the Ganges^ On the £0tb of September Ejto'b heavy guna 
which hiid been coTCTing the -croaaing and the rear-gnard |u^eed OTor. 
At daybreak the 21 at September, in a deluge of rain, Haveloijk^B eolumn 
again began ita advance for the relief of Lacknow^ A ehnrt distaticn 
from Mungalwar they found the enemy posted on the pkin ijoininaTidiiig 
the Ime of route. His right rested on a village and walled cndosnrn* 
which affutdeti good cover from the luxarion? growth of standing coni 
that rofle before it oa a ecreen;, while the drizzling min enveloped it in 
haze- Hia eentre and left was covered by a lino of breoatworkH behind 
which ds gtina were pogtok They immediately opened on oiir guna as 
they came up the road dmivn by elepbanta. Many of the detoobmont 
guarding thorn folk Ono of the olcphants had the lower part of its 
trunk carried away aad swinging round mshed ftirionslj through the 

battery.* Hib aagacioua com panions realising their dadger refused to 
drag the giiofl any fiirtber, and all attempts to goad tbeni forward were 
in vain. Bullocka had to take thoir place^ After muefi confusioti and 
much delay, the gnns^ supported by the 5tb PiiailknSj were deployed on 
arid acrosfl the road and engaged the enomy in &onk Havelock de tor- 
mined ngnin to rulopt Frederick's favourite movomenfa. He sent hia 
main foree to the left, and the 0Ol.h light Infiintry in dashing style soon 
cleared the village and plantation. A welbtimed ndvaneo in front, 
and the rebel lino was in niiiL RarroTv's horsemen who had 
aecom]mmed the taming column fEirie[iBly charged the retreating 
mass and broke it again and again, Ontmm himself on bis biigo 
Australian hoise waa forward in the tbiek of the turn alt-—no sword 
Ifl hie hand, but a ateut geld-topped Malacca kuavm to onr forofitthera 
os "The Penang Lawyer/ with which he whacked the fugitives. 
Outrani and Barrow with hia squadron bohind in loose order preoecil 
forwTird in a whlrL A turn in the road disclosed right ikhead a 
dense body of ralMed rebeb. ** Close up and take order/'ahoatod 
Barrow, and in a word they plunged forward and rode into the mass 
sabring right and left: Outram's mabcca in full play, Pumoed and

Burrow, liU men followiijy 
him, nidliCJi nt the earthwork and ovur it, cut down the pinnora 
and captured the gnne. The rebela wore pursued end sahred through 
the town till tha grifat e«sr«t boyond wiia reached, A buudreil and 
twenty killed, two gnna, and the regiinental colour of the Ist Bongal 
Native Infantry captured, attaated the vigour of the pu rail it. 

The troops bivouacked for the night at the eertii. On the inorning 
of the aatid September the weather still being miny tho column 
again advanced. About 3 P.a. the Sye wafl reached, and great was tbp 
■ielight at dUcovering that the rebels in their predpitona flight bud 
neglected to destroy the bridge over the wide stream. A mile in front 
of the bridge the force was halted along the road, and a royal salute was 
fir^d in the hope that it^i welootno sound would reach the beleaguered 
garris.m, But tho wind was in the wrong direction, Hero tha,(troops 
roBtod for the night, na much rest oa hungry men could got in a swamp 
with rain pouring down on them. 

At S A.M. of the 43rd September Ilavelook's force continued its 
march towarrid Lucknow. The road lay through a wide sheet of water, h^, saf i 
• Fur ten miles no rebel was seen. Then about i P-M., tha cavalry dk^ ifephjiiiter 
covered the enemy three miles in frunt. hk centre and right posted 
on some mounds, aiidJiifl left resting on the Alumbagh, a garden house 
built by one of the princes of Oudh for his favourite wife. Like all tho 
garden homes orocteil by tbs Moslem nobles, it was admirably adapted 
for do fence, as a strong lofty wall with turret® at each angle enclosed a 
garden about five hundred yattls square, rich in flower and shrub, with a 
fine lionae carved with the numerous quaint devicosof oriental taste in 
the centre, a mosque oiljoiiung, and nnmeroua offices for followers. 

The enemy, whoso line extended nearly two miles, had ten thousand 
trained troops and a great superiority in cavalry and artillery. No 
Boonor bad the head of our golnmn come within range than two of iihoir 
guns fired straight down tbo road. The first shot knoefcorJ o ver three 
officers ot the flOtb. The ground was favourable to the enemy i he was on 
u alightly elovatoddry plateau, while the British troops were crowded on 
a rood through a mnrsb, and owing to the depth of the water it was iin* 
pnssiblti to leave it. A short delay occurred owing to the Ist Brigade 
having to be balled in order tu let the 2ud Brigade pass it, and '* tho 
shot of tho enemy's guns told a good deal in our ranks.’' The movo. 
ment having been cscculed, the column again wont forward, case ahul 
ruining ail the timi!, tall a bit of dry ground was discovered on the left

Into the deep 
ditch they plunged down without a cheeky bar^os and drivers splaahed 
and straggled in the water j jet the guns were landed on the other side. 

For ward at a gallop," shouted Olpberta—Neill waved hia bolrooti and a 
loud choer was mked as tha aanunn swept by the first brigAde^^Eyre'a 
heavy baltary having come up, flocui silenced the enemy's guns and 
dispersed their cavalry. Tlion the drat brigade advanced^ and at the ^me 
time the 2od turning attacked the rebels on the ilfliik and their rout 
WHS complete.

Id about 
ten miooteB every sepoy was thrust out of the Aluttibagh; Earrow and 
Oatraui, accompanied by their few horscroon and OlphertiB* gunSj pursued 
vigoronaly and ehaaed the routed rebela aliiiost to the YgHdw HoEisej, 
close to the Char Bridge. Here they found the eoeniy strongly 
entrenched and fed with fresh troops &om the city^ and as night had 
set in Outram detenoined to withdraw the equadroD, As he rode back 
li messenger bruughti him a de^patoh* When the pickets had been 
posted and the troops preparing to bivouac for the night were drawn 
up in line Outram told them the glad tidLUga—Delhi had been taken. 
Aud there was a peal of sound from the hearts and throats of the 
soldiers. That Dight as they ky in the wet Geldfi there camo thrangh 
the volleying rain the boom of the heavy guos at Lucknow and they 
Longed for the glorious day to follow. 

The morn broke fine after the stormy nighty and sore was the 
diriappoiuituent of the men to find that no advance wiia to be made till 
to'morrow^ The troops had been marGliing for three dayu, under a 
perfect deluge of mio> irregularly fed and badly housed in mud huts, and 
it was thought necosaary to pitch the tent^ in order that they should 
have an opportunity of d lying thEur ganueuts and enjoying a day's 
rest. The tenta were pitched and the baggage raaaeed la the rear. 
The men unsuspicioiiH of danger had stroikd awayi when the enemy 
oreepiDg round under cover of the trees and tail crops anddetily dashed 
forth shouting vociferaualy, " This so terrified the drivers and other 
camp followera, that they hastily fled, abandoning the baggage. So 
flimuItaneouB woa their flighty and so rapid, that it reaembled the sound 
of a rushing storm sweeping over the plain, which was scattered with 
numextiua unclad dusky forma, like figures of animated bronze.” * The 
soldiers of the 90Lh forming the baggage guard received the rcbala with 
great gallantry, but lost eome brave oBicers and men; shooting dotTUi 
however^ 2u of the troopers and putting the whoie body to flight. They 
were finally driven Lo a distance by two guns of Captain Olphorba" 
battery. Bnt over sis heavy gnus were uimhle to aileuce two of the 
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m^mfs l^poUDdera cancealeil itj a thick wiKjd near th^ Char Bridge.

The day wa? pcissed hy Havelock and Our ram id maturing plans 
for the Toorrow. They had h chuiue of four rouleu by which to advimce 
upoQ the Reside Doy^ The first by the Cawiipore Eoad to the Char 
BridgOj and thence diroct ihfcuigh the liearL of the city for a mile- 
imd-^i-half^ to the Bailey Guard Gate, But the rii^d wm known to 
hate been cut by 'trepchea and crossed by palisadoB at short inter- 
vjilg, the houaes also baing all loopholed^ " Progress iu thii direotioDp'' 
fo# Havelock stated, was impossible.'' 

The second route was to force the Char Bridge^ aod then to titm to 
tliu right and advance by a circuitous lane abng the htt bank of the 
canal till open gmuad was reached^ thea turn tu the left and lulvoiieo 
to the ResideDcy by the plain between the Kaiser Bagh and the river. 
The third routo was to avoid the direct mad altngetheri proceed at 
once fram the Alnmbagh to the right and continue advancing qiiti^lde 
the canal till the Hiikooshi^ (Joy of the heart) Palace was reached, 
then turn to the left and crfwsing the eonal by the bridgOj strike the

able. At letjffth the welcome vnoed Forward wiajs given. NeilFa 
hrigude beaded bj two corapaniea of the 6th Ftiailiera in Dolunm 
of sectiona and Maude's battery led the way. OiiLruin rade by Maude's 
Bide with the lei^ing gtufl, followed by two of hia etaffp Ghamier 
and Sitwell No sooneT bad the bdgade puseed oar advanced pjcr^imts 
than a nuirdcrouH fire was poured on it from a doubk-Btoried honuEi full 
of musqueteers mad from the bophoted walls of the largo sum landing 
gfuilenSp from a battery ou each dankp and from two guiia " wbieh were 
loaded in the Lane behind the Yellow Uouna and then mn out on the 
main road^ carefiillj loid^ and admirably fion/ed/'' At this moment 
there came the order to haitp The Fnsiliors la? in the ditch on 
each aide nf the road to escape the HtonU:, and litaude^a gtina were 
deployed and engaged the eoerny. Bound shot, grape and bnlleta went 
craHhing through tho trees which lined the road and etruck many down. 
Shot followed ahotp and bullet afLer bullet waa poured into the advanc- 
ing coliiUiiL Outram 5 arm was shot through hy a musket bail j “ but he 
only Bmiledt and naked one of us to tin his handkerchief tightly aboFS 
tho wound* ^ Then his Aide-^de-Gamip, Sitwell, recoi?nd a similar wound. 
Almost at the iwime moment thn Sergeaut-Major of Maude's battery hod 
the whole of his stomach carried away by a round shot. He looked up 
to me for a moment with a piteous expression, but had only aB’ength to 
utter two words 'Oh Gnd' when he sank on the road/' Just then 
nacther round shot took off the leg high up the thigh of the next senioF 
Sergeant, John KreroaD, a splendid specimen of the Irish soldier* ^ Ho 
was os true as stool."" Fast os the men of the leading gun detaohmonts 
fellj their places were token by volunteers from other gunja. But aocn 
there would bo no men ty fill the gaps. In this desperate situation 
Maude asked Outrnni *^calm^ cool and grave'' if they might ugaia 
advance. But the order to halt had coine from Havelock^ and Outram 
did not core to alter it« Happily at this moment Major BaLtino, of 
tho 2ud Dragoon Guards, Havelock's galloper, once more made his 
appearance and gave the welcome order to advanceHt Steadily and

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cheerily tlcmdc puahed on with biii brflLve men And tho infantry drove 
the ebenij oil the sniTOiinditig gardonii and the Yellow Hoiwe.f On 
v^ent, the column till it was checked half a mile beyond the Yellow 
House by a tihar|i bend in the roadi Two hundred yarda in front tlowed 
the canaU Straight before them was the Char Bridge. A battery oC 
fill gUQG^ incliiding a twentj-four pounder with a breastwork in front, 
defended it on the Luckuow aide. To the right ajid left of it were lofty 
bouaea loaphuled and held by muaketeera. Liontenont Arnold with the 
Hkiniiiaherg of the Madras FusilieT? was sent forward to hold the cauul 
bank cm the left of the road and cheek the firo that streamed fitun 
the honsE^e. Outram with the 5th Fusilkm went to the right to deaf 
the waited gardenia from which the bridge derlvee ita name, and to 
proceed on till he gained the high banks of the canal, whence ho 
Could bring a fliinkmg fire to boar on the bridge. Two of Mandeb 
guns (there was no room for more) unliinbered at the bend of the 
rood and ropliud to the rebel artilleiy% ^"Tho first discharge from 
one of the cperayb guns disabled one of Mandeb guns, the greater 
portion of the detachment serving iL being kilfed or wounded." Volun- 
teerg wore called for from the infantry and Private Jack Holmes of the 
84th was the first man to regjiand, and his example was followed by 
others 4 The foruaiJablo fire of the enemy iacreaHcd eveiy moment 
and their musketry and artillery mowed down the men &£ fust aa they 
took their places at the gona. For half an hour the unequal cootsst 
was maintained. The akiniiishera were unablo to keep down the 
cuemyb muriiotry. No sign of Outram. In this crisis, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Frascr-Tytlcr, Deputy Assistant Quartermaster-General to 
the Force, rode up and luituediatcly proceeded to reconnoitre the 
poiiition under a most heavy fire. Forming tho opinion that tho 
bridge might be carried by a bay one t charge^ while as the enemy's fire 
was evidently superior and further delay wDuld not only bo nacless hut 
would disjKnsB tho troops, ho represented hia riowu to Brtgadier*General 
Keill and prevailed on that officer to allow tho attempt to be made.

aide. Torrents of gmyKi shot and muBket shot bursting out swept them 
away! Arnold fell hit thmngh both thighs j Tjticr name down with hia 
horsii killed imdo^ him. Havdook and Corporal Jacques alouG reuininod, 

*' They were tho target for many muskets. “ Wo^H soon hairy tho 
beggars out of that, Sir*” eaid the Coqioml, els be sluod by Huvelock'n 
side, tonding and firing jis fast m ho could, Havelock wavo^l IvLs sword 
and called on the rest to advance. Before the robeta had tinio to 
relojidj they leapb forwarti with a terrible ah out* dashed aerosa tho 
bridge, alearod the hrqaHtwork, atonned tho battery and bayoneted the 
gimnorg. The Chur Bridge wag won. 

At that mnuient Otitrani emergeiJ from the Charbagh garden on 
the aiAFgiii of the cauul in time to see tho eapttiro of the giina^t The 
loopholed bnildinga near tho bridge were stormed and helih and tho 
rond inade cli^ar for the rest of Lbo eolumn.

On Tyilsr regakiing hb fcot he became aware that two of 
the etietny's gaoH behind thu Yellow Bouse TTora openings upon 
the bridge from oor right rear. He promptly made hia way through 
the brigade to Geneml Havelock imd reported to him od the Advb- 
ability of their being immediataly captured by inlkntry ; aa from 
their eibu&liOP, no artillery ooukl be brought to hear upon themt and 
their hre waa telling with fearful effect on the rear of our colama and 
train of baggage, crowded in a narrow road between walls.” ^ The 
General directed him to order the ncareat available regiment to take 
the guns. The 00th were at hand and he guided them to the apot. 
The rebels were strongly posted, hut headed by their gallant com- 
mandoT, Campbelbt with Tytler holding on by the mane of his horsc^ 
the 90th made a rush and touk the two guns in the face of a heavy ftre 
of grape, Olpherta who with oonspicuous gallantry had assisted in their 
capture carried them off in triumph attached to hia spare limbere 
through a nioat galling croea-fire of mijakctTy from the iDopholea of

The TSth EighUndera were told to hold the hridgc miii occupy 
the adjacent bouses until nil tbo troops and baggage had passed and 
then to follow proLeating the rear. The main cotumn with OntraTii 
and Havelock at their head turned shiirply to the right and advanced 
along the narrow lane skirting the ennai Ankle deep in slush they slowly 
proceeded and great waa the difficulty ^n dragging the heavy guns over 
the soft ground. The wheels ofton sank deep in the rnta ami Olpherts 
kept alive the spirits of the uien as they did the tedious work of 
extricating them hy telling them The sound of your guns is music 
to the ladies at Lucknow/'f The column followed the sandy lanea 
by the canal until it debouched on the Dilkooaha road near the 32nd

Then the enemy plied them with grape lahot 
from four guna posted in front of Csesar s Garden (Kjtiacr Bagh)^ the 
palaco of the King of Oudh.f and musketry from the Ehoarsheyd Mun^, 
the Palace of the Snn^ a strongly built house distant a few hundred yards 
due north,* Two of tho heavy guns under Major Ejr# opened on 
the Kaiser Bagh battery and aileneed it. The force halted and 
inteUigence arrived that the TStb with the rear-guajd were strongly 
pressed^ A jiarty was sent back to moot and guide them, bnt the 
day w'Dre aw'ay and no evidence of their presence could be found. 
Then, about three, the Highlanders were seen maving along tho road 
in front of the palaces on the left £aiikp and an order went forth that 
the forces without ihe wounded* * § baggage, and heavy guns was to start 
agftiu. Leaving the Moli Mahal they went, concealed from the view 
of the enomy, along a narrow lane, and then through the grounds of 
Mr. Money s house till they struck duo of the main roada An they 
cmeigcd they were greeted by a lively artillery and musketry salute. 
A large masBive gate ue-Jir the King^fl stable marred their advance. 
Fur a time it resiated tho efforts of Captain Olpherbi, who was foremost 
with the men of his batitery, to blow it open» ** At length it yielded 
to his cndcayoura and the insurgents who had been cnncealed within 
it were deaputuhed," The column pnshed on under tho rush of Bhclla, 
shrapnel and bullets^ ofheera, men and horses fell fester and faster^ but 
they boro onwardy bill a narrow pn;s$&ge loading to the Chuttur Munril ^ 
brought them out of the jaws of death.

lon^ as the main column were in sighL the 73th hed been 
unmolested at the Char Bridge, and they employed ihetxtselves in 
Lhrowing into the canal the guns whieb bhey had captured. They wore 
so occupied when the rebels sfuddenly came down the Cawppore Road in 
foiee and attacked them. For three honrij^ they were engaged in a 
destructive contest, fpjT the enemy were posted in a little temple from 
which they pnumd a heavy musketry firo. Then the Highkndom conld 
no longer stand long on the defenrivo and they went forth with an 
irresistible rush and camed the ahrine by storm. But the rebels, not 
to be beaten, brought up thdr field pieces and continued the fight for 
another hour. While this combat was in, pmgress, all the rear with 
the oompauies of the 1>0th that formed its guard had crossed the bridge 
and marched on. 

The HighIAnders had right well done the duty assigned to them. 
But, still eager for the fruy, they again became the sssaiknta and 
doahiug forward they captured the giinai and running them to the 
ranaJ hurled them also into tho water. Then they sot forth to join 
the column. But the kst hour of hghiing had caused them to lose the 
touch of the main body, and when they emerged fifom the narrow lane by 
the canal all trace was lost. Here they found two roads. Instead of 
taking the one to the Seeundm Bagh as the main body had done, they 
tumod sharp to the left and entered the narrows trect cal led Huzerutgimge, 
Ail at once the tall houses seemed a dame and a hail of builetft fell on 
them. Ensign Kerbey carryuig the Queen's cobtirs was shot dowm 

he fell the colour wag grasperl by a bandsmau Damed Olen, from 
whom it was taken by Sergeant Reid. A few paces further, and 
Sergeant Reid was etm ck. ARsktant Surgeon Valentino M * blaster seked 
the coIquhb and rushing forward joined hk oomrodes as they pressed on 
returning the fire.* Above the ring of the mnsketand the rifle could bo 
hoard the roar of guns to the front and right* Louder grow the bDoming 
as the HjghlauderH advauced up the street. Then suddenly they burst 
into a wide opeu apace anEl through the smoke they saw on their flank 
an entrenched battery in front of the great gateway of the Kaiser Bogh. 
It was bard at work firing on tho main column as they emerged from 
the narrow track between tho Moti Mahal and the Mesa-Houac, 
Forward the Highlnndcre swept and stormed the batkiy. After s^piking

The fiuD had sot and the dark hour of night wns coming swiftly 
upon themp Five hundred yards in front was the Bailey Guard, the 
goal of long toil and grievous Lahoar, and Havelock and his men were 
anxious to win it at once* Outram more than fesrless inhattkg being 
faruiliar with the ground fbre'Miw the awful sacrifice of life the forcing 
of the naTTOw street would entaiL Ho therefore suggnsted a halt of a 
few hours^ duration in order to enable the rcar^guard with which were 
all the heavy guns, baggage, and wounded to come tip. By that rime 
he reasoned the Chuttar Mu nail would bo in their possession and from 
that post the light artillcty would have kept- down the fire from the 
Kaiser Bagh, and the force could have worked their way to the Bosi- 
dency hy opening catnmnnicatiun through the intorvuning palaceSj in 
a less brilliant raaufi&r, it la true, bat with comparatively little loss/" f 
At the sEune time he efifered to Bhow the way through the Htreet, if 
Haveloolc preferred it. Havelock jireferred it, and with the " ultimate 
sauctiou " of Out ram ho ordered the main body of thu 78 Lh HighlzmderH 
and Sikhs to advancOp fisr they hod, owing to having entered the

The lEmo led bato a 
noEirtyard Hiirrotindcfl hy flat-TOofed hoiieea with a lofty archway at 
the centre of the far end As the troopa entered the courtyard a 
heavy mnskelify waa opened from the tops of the hoiwcs, imd through 
loOpholeH in the parapet that ran along th^ top of the archway, 
Thie fire knocked down nimiberfl of our poor aoldkr^ ; and the fire that, 
we gave in return wa& neolei^, os the were proteeted hy the parapet 

that HLu along the whole front of the flat-rorjPed houses ; nnd the 
hoiiBCfl thcinselvea had oil the doorways on the other Eode, so could not 
be entered (roni whero wo were/* * Oencrat Neill sat hi& horse near the 
archwny giving orrlora, with consurfifnate coolneaa, meant to prevent too 
ho^y n rmh thmngh the archway. One of the guns had not been got 
out of the Jane, He sent tui officer back to see what was the reason 
of the delay. As he turned his head lo w^atch for ita appearance a 
mutineer took a steady aim at him through a loophole in the arch way» 
tired^ raid the buliut struck Neill on the head behind and a little above 
thn left car. Then, like an ash that nn the crest of a fiir-secn hill U 
smitten wdtb the axe of bronaep even ao he fell, and his body was brought 
to the grouach ns hia Enghtcned hat^e galloped towards the lane. 

On going through the nrehway Olpherts {Ktsbed his gun, and the 
Highlanders and Sikhs led by Outram and Havciloek pushed forw'ard 
towimlfl the Residency, Tho guns of the enemy at the Kaf^jr Bagh 
smote them from the rear* Olpherts boldly answered, but bia one g;uE 
ectild not keep down their fire^f Many officers and men went down. On 
T^achirg the KJms Bazar the head of the column was met in front by 
a cru^ihing fire. Then tho Highlanders drove forward through the 
narrow street, hccdles^s of the bullets panted upon thnra from every 
wiudow and the missil^ hurled on them from tho flat roofg of the 
houses. They rushed in all their eagerness beyond the tumiug that 
led to the Residency, OuLram quickly halted the kopding compaoice 
and ordered them to fall back- Thun, placing himself at tho head o! 
the dcntre companies, he led them, followed by the roar companies and 
Brasycr's Sikhs, down the right path and they pressed straight onwards, 
slaying and being slain oa they wenli tilt they reached the Bailey Umiril 
and the goal was won.

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While the TEighlaadera and Sikhs were raouing the fiery gaimtlefc, 
the remointler of the ooUiEtin with the guns whose ndvaace hud been 
stopped by deep trenches out across the street were being giiidad by 
Lie 11 tenant Mnoraom* by n ccnnpiratively sheltered street parallel to 
Outruuds route* After crossing the Paeen Bngh or Lower Garden, they 
went past the pakccs till they reached the enemy's battery near the 
Clock Tower. The rebels token in reverse sltiug the grnia round. “ At 
that moment, from the right hand corner, I saw the unmistakcable 
light of a port-fire and the eemicirele it do.“wribed as it wos lowered to 
the rent of a gun : so 1 'was not flnrprisod when u shower of ciae-shot 
came whist ling in our faces, and I tried iny beat to gat together a dozen 
iiien to charge the gun before they could re-load it. But the man 
who fired it. and 1 believe he wiia alone, disappeared in the darkness.” 
Through the nbondonfjd Clock Tower the column marched straight to 
the Bailey Guard gate, Faiut with heat and excessive toil, anti many 
staggering under wounds, the soldiers threw themselves on the ground 
to rest while a portion of the barricade waa being removed—" the 
moDD rising calm and bright above us, and looking down coldly on our 
ontry when at length all ubstaclea were removed." 

\ii the column was aLivauciug LieuteiMUit Aitkcn of the 16th Native 
Infantry heard at tho Bidioy Guard the shouto of our men and sallied 
forth with a partyof hia aepojfl to meet them. At the battory they 
met. The aoldiers in the exciieuuiut of the moment unfortimately 
mistook the sepoys for rebels and bayoneted three ot them. "It ifl all 
for the cause/' said a heroic sepoy to his comrades, aa his life blood 
flowed away. laentenant Aitken proceeding on with his men occupied 
the lace bnildiugs and the enclosurEs of the Tehree Kothee. Here and

In oumber who were brought in on the horeea led by Johnson b troopers 

and ware saved by this act of daring gallantry and devotion from the 
fata which befell nmny of their conimdeB. 

The majority of the wounded, the heavy guns, and a large number 
of aimntinition wngonB woio with Oolonel Campbell and hia stnall 
party of the 9Clfch not exceeding 100 men, who had been left in the 
wsHed passage in front of the iloii Mnnril Palais, On the evening 
of the 25th he sent word that he was invested by the enemy and 
s6Hi could not advance without reittforwmenlt. The following tnurning a

Guided by 
Karanagh, a civilian well scqiimnted with the locality, Napier led 
the party by one of the side outlets of the Paloeen along the river 
bank to Major Simmon^" pOBition under a Bmart fire of the enemy, A 
farther remforcement of some mon of the 32nd under Captain Lowe, 
eorae Sikhs and 50 of the 78th nlao reached them. " Wo had an 
uncamiuonly unpleasant day ef it,” wrote Captain Lowe, They had got

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into the houso our men were put into for the ilny. Whitt rendered it 
tdflre mortifying wtis tJmfctha brutes fired at us out of our old mesfl-houfta 
and jny quarters."^ Owing to the strong muBkotry fire it was 
iinpossible bo motc tho gnus during the day. Oaa of the 2'i-poiiiidor5 
which had been used against the enemy the previaiis day ntia left in u 
most enposed position. When it grew dark Private Duffy, acting under 
the directions of Olpherts, crept out unobserved by the enemy aud 
succeeded in attaoHing two dreg ropes to the trail of the gun. They 
were fastened to the limbsTB, the bullocks were yoked, and the gun 
waa forttinutely tlrewu in. Whilst sliding in the operation Captain 
Crump, a quick and driring soldier of great inbeilectnal power, was 
killed. To Private Duffy was awarded the Vietoria Croaa. 

Under cover of the night the hospital and reserve ammunition 
woratiuickly and safely trenspurted along the river bank to the eatrench^ 
luent by a path praofcicabk for camels snid doolies, but quite luipracticabb 
for gnn3,t At 9 A.M, tho whole form- proceeded undUoovered through 
the enemy's poata, tin til the leading diviaion had reached the outskirba 
of tho grounds of the ChuttnrMunzil; the heavy guns and wagons were 
aufely jiarked in a garden, which Napier hud reconnoitred the previous 
day. But thU had hardly been done when a body of sepoy a were 
di^vered in au adjacent garden within the Chnttur Miiiizil ondosureB 
by some men of the 90th. 5th Fusiliers, and »2nd, ' who gallantly 
chnrgfid in, led by Colonel PomEll, 90fch, and Captain McCabe, 32nd, 
and almost anniliilated them, securing the garden itself as the rear of 
our pofitioD." A continnoua position along the rear was soenred, la 
the morning 150 men of tho 33ud tinder Captain Uwo had been sent 
to dear tho Capfcoiti'a Bazaar and adjoining posts occupied by tho 
enemy. The party was in three divisicuifi—the first, under Captain 
Baasanoj on the right; the aecouJ, in reserve, under Captain Hughes, 
B7th Native Ihfiuitry, attached to the regimeul; and tho third under

The first two advanced under cover of the 
thick buahee between our trencheB and the road, while the third cniue 
out through Innes* post. The enemy being taken quite by surprise 
lied precipitately to the river and were nearly all shot or drowned in 
endeavoaring to awiiu across the atreatu. Lawrence then led hia jjarty 
towardu the iron bridgej njiiJ owing to the distingaisbed bravery 
of Corpora] BamueJ Colo and Private Michael Power succeeded iii 
captuiing a 9-poiinder gun just as a second round of grape wag about 
to be fired at them,* Returning with the gup Lawrence joinetJ Lowe 
and then proceeded to the Captain's Bazaar and while doing so captured 
an IS-poonder gun. Lowe then proceeded to the Tehreo Kothee 
with part of bis men and finding it unoccupied pushed oft to the 
Furhut Buksh palace wliere he found Aitkou’a detachment. Therefore, 
when Napier’s men estabUshed tbetuselves in the onclosiire of the 
Chut tor Munzil the communication between that palace and tho 
Bcaidency on the river face wag virtually complete and meaaures were 
immediately taken to open a road for the guns through the Chuttnr 
Munzil, 

Unhappily a gingla grave niliadventure marred the complete 
suceesa of the operations of the day. Mr. Bensloy Thornhill of tliu 
Civil Serifiee had iq the morning volunteered to go out and bring in hU 
cousin, Lieutenant Havelock, and the rest of the wounded. As he waa 
well acquainted with Lucknow, hia offer waa accepted. Ho proceeded 
safely along the river hank to the Moti Munzil. On his return he 
missed his way and guided the benrera of the dMlieg containing 
the wounded, with tho escort, into the square where Neill fell.f 
The moment they entered n murderous fire of musketry was poured 
upon them from the houses. Through the archway they rushed 
into the Btreet. They were met by a more murdeious fire. From 
a lofty building opposite the rebels plied them with such volleya of 
mueketiy that soldiers and bearers ware swiftly mowed down. They 
then fired upon ua within a few paces no that their bullets would tear 
through aeveral men." Staggered by thig double fire iu front and

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rear the bearers threw down their loEids and fled. The inatirgenta 
dashed forwjud then and apeedity cat the wounded to pieces. One 
dooley containing Lieutenant Haveloct and a wounded soldier of the 
78th went on. Private Henry Ward insisted on it. He remained 
by it? side aud to wed ha would ehoot the first man who abandoned 
the litter. The brave deed did not go nnrewaided and the Victoria 
Cross wns bestowed on Private Henry WarcL 

No sooner did Thorohill discover his grave error than he rushed 
back through the archway to try and tnm the rear doolies. A ball 
broke in pieces his arm, another grazed hi& tempk. The doolies which 
happily bad not entered the courtyard turned back and reached the 
Residency. But about thirty or forty were left m the street and in the 
square. A body of nine sound men, two wounded officers^ and three 
wounded fioldiers msbing io ihe tumult through an op@ti door found 
themselves in a small hoiJae and wore swiftly cut off by the enemy who 
kept a brisk fire on the doorway* Ib was returned by Private McMiinus 
of the 5 fch Fusiliers. The stops on tside the doorway bei ug partially s hel- 
tered by a pillsr, he for half-an hour bmkly returned their fire. ** He 
killed numbers of thein ^ mid the four of hia intrepidity was so greats 
that he had nt last often only to raise his piece to causa all tho enemy 
to stoop and kap their loaphoks," Their number grew greater and 
greater and closer and cloaer they advanced^ pouritig forth torrents of 
abuse and taunts. " Why do yon not come ant into the street r they 
cried Their leader called oo hk men to mah fonvaid, as there were only 
three men in the house. “^To ondeceive thsm, we gave a loud cheer, 
wounded and all joining. We barricaded the doorway partly with 
1 Limber, which we found in the house, portly with ijand*b8g5j to obtain 
which we stripped the dead natives close about the door of their waist- 
cloths, The bodies of these natives abont the doorway aiSo offered an 
impediment to their making a rush on ns* From their position at thk 
time the mutinccra could fire freely on our dooliea in the square,” In 
one of the doolies lay Captain Arnold of the Jlnd™^ Fusiliers- Private 
By an was sorely dlstrosi^d at the cruel fate that awaited one of bia 
officers and he called for a volunteer to asatet him in removing him. 
McManus had been wounded but he iasE^mblj came forward* The 
barricade was removed. The two ruBhed aeroas the gateway through 
the deadly lire into the square They triod to lift the dooky but found 
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it beyond their atretigth. They then look Arnold out c»f the litter and 
tarried hioitothe hoiise< The groiiud waH torn by inuskofc-balls abnul 
them, blit they effected their return in safety, thuugb Cuptaiu Arnold 
received a second wound throngli the thigh while in their arms. A 
wounded soldier wris also brought iu, Lu this wny^ and he alao, |>oor 
fellow, reed veil two mortal wonmls while being carried in; the . men 
who carried them miraculansly escaping," 

An. hour passed and three out ol the nine had received wounds 
which disabled them. Private Hollowoll of the TSth was unshaken. He 
besought hia coiuradoB not to lose heart aa ha contiaued firing on the 
foe. The momeDt the rebels left their shelter to make a ruaht he with 
tmerriag aim brought down one of them and they scnttlod back, 
Agnin they came out and he laid low their leader. " He was quite an 
old man dressed in white, with a red "cummerbund ' [wnisthfind) and 
armed with sword and shield." Then the noise in the street ceaseil. 
A quarter of an hour passed, not a sbotjbroke the stillnesa. Then a dull 
rolUng noise in the street was heard. It gonuded as if the enemy were 
bringing doivn n gun. It turned out to be a sorcen on wheels *' against 
which at the distance of a few yards a Minio rifle had no effect." They 
rolietl it against the door, and then proceeded to mount the roof, aempe 
through the plaster, and throw quantities of lighted straw into the 
rooDii It wag quickly dlled with volumes of stifling smoke and set 
ablaze. Thns situated we knew not what to do, Jfumeroua plans were 
suggested and abandoned. At lost wo raised the three most helpless 
among the wounded and dragging them after us rushed from the 
back-door which fed into the square." They reached a shed on the 
north side of the square. During the rush Lieutemuil Swanson of the 
TSth received a second tvound of which ho died. The party now eonafeted 
of Dr. A. C, Homo, of Her Majostya flOth Tfegiment. and six men 
capable of using armsj four of tho wounded were "capable of standing 
sentry'." The first bouse in which they took shelter commanded the 
archway and they ware able to prevent the rebels from entering the 
square and murdering the wounded. But now they were no longer 
able to protect them and tho rebels rushing into the square butchered 
them. After the bloody work wag over the enemy again opened fire on 
^em threngh the doorways and numerous locpheles in the walls. 
They dug holes in the roof of the shed and fired down on them. To 
escape mstant death the few survivors broke through a mud wall 
mto a courtyard on the north side, "where we preiidentially found two 
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pots of wiiter.^^ They wore raon liLjKovorijd by the eneiuy and driven 
Imck into the shed. Diirkness had now fhlleo^ Tlir eufiiDy teased 
liriug blit ihcir fix^tsteps cotild be hcjyd ioa they poeud bnekwarda nud 
frjnvards on the roof over thoir beads. The dead bodies of sepoys 
lay minglei] aiiiQng the living and wounded, " some of them delirious." 
Brief was the respite ftUowed tbeiu for repose, a repose broken 
by the ftequejit alarm that “ the enemy was appn^achiiig.'^' And then 
they again aauk ''to sleep from exhaustion/^ About 2 a.sl they 
wore roLised by the spund of heavy firing near them and the riiKh 
of the enemy over their heads. Relief had como at lost. Instantly 
the ciy arose " EnropeanH,^ " Europeans T They then gave one loud 
cheer and shouted Charge them t " " Charge them I " " Keep on 

yoiir right." The firing suddenly ceased* The last gleam of hope 
vanished away* To attempt to carry away the wounded was hopeless. 
They resigned themselves to their fiite. Dawn broke. Soon after 
they heard firing in the distance. ** This tiuia it had no effect upon 
usl" Nearer and nearer it approached- Then Ryan suddenly juuipuig 
up^ shouted ; '^Och boyal thom^s our own chaps 1 'MVe then all 
jumped up and uoited in a cheer, and kept shouting to keep on their 
right. At the same time we fired at the loophidcs from which 
the enemy were liring. In about three miontoB wo saw C^ptsin 
Mooreani appear at the entrauee hole of tho shed and beckoning to 
him he entered, and then by hLa admirable aiTangemcnts we were all 
brought off safely, and soon after reached the palace with the reai^- 
guard of the 90th Regiment." 

This was the lost event in whaL is known in history as tha First 
Relief of Lucknow. The bringing iu of the wounded and the heavy 
guns greatly increased the severity of the losses. In Ma despatchp 
dated the 30th of September^ Havelock wrote ^—*' Tha killed, w^eunded 
ami missing, the lattsr being wounded i^oldicrs who, I much fear—some, 
or all have fallen into the bahds of a tnerclless foe \—amounted up to 
tho evening of the 26th to 53S officera and men." Of this number 31 
officers and 504 men had been killed or ivouiided in the advanoe from 
Alumbagh and 207 hwl been killed outright during the six days

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of continua! fighting that followsJ tho crosaing of the Gangaa.* The 
lo&9 in oiSoen killed and wounded whe specially eerioiis. Colontl 
Tytler and Lieutenant Havelock ware aeverflly wounded: Colonel 
Campbell, in command of the 90bh, was shot in the leg aud died after 
Buffering ampotatiou of the limb. " For prornptitTtdF and vigour of 
action, coo! judgment and impeluoua bmvery ho was prs-emitient," 
Major Coopc-r, Brigadier Commanding Artillery, and Lieutemuat'^olaneL 
Bazeley, a volunteer with the forcoj were killed. Captain Pokenham of 
the 84th, an able officer and devoted eoldier, was shot dead, os he was 
ebeering hbi men on, when ontoring the city. " Of him it might with 
truth be aaid that he ' foreuioet fighting fell.'" Many noble soldiers fell 
that dflj\ Blit the bravest of the brave was Neill. He had during his 
short bat active career iu Bengal, “ mode hiniaeir," as Lord Canning 
wrote, " coDspicuouB as on intelligent, prompt and gallant soldier, 
ready of resource and stout of heart," But a far finer testimony than 
any a Governor-General could pen remains of his worth and bears 
witness to the devotion of the men bo their favourite commander, A 
soldier of the 78th Highlandera wrote on September 28th to his 
brother* "And here, when success hod crowned our efforts, ahockingto 
relate, our bmve General Neiil fell, He wo? an honour to the conntry, 
and the idol of the British Army." 

Success was bought at a heavy sacrifice of life. But Havelock’s 
veterans enjoyed flomething even greater than the glory of victory. 
They had the proud cousciotianess of having by their iudorui table 
spirit baffled the strength of a highly dUciplined army, and gf 
having delivered from death a host of women and ehUdrou. "Rarely 
bus a oommandfir/' wrote Lord Canning, "been so forttmate as to 
relieve by his success so ninny aching hearts, or to reap so rich a 
reword of gratitude os will deservedly be offered to Brigadier-GDueral 
Havelock and hia gallant band, wherever their triumph shall become 
known" The stoiy of their triumph is well known wherever our 
English ia epofccn, and the more its history be esamined the more will 
it be seen to be one of the most sublltne episodea in our naticnal 
history. The nature of the Britisli soldier was then seen at its very 
best. 

The wasted garrison in the Bcddency entranchment had now been 
reinforced by more than two thousand men, but neither their dangers 
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nor thiir privafcioDs wore aii au md. With the mcreasa ia truopa the 
drtsuit of the position hud to be oDlarged, On the 26th of September ^ 

Outram a^umed command of the forceS: and on the 27th September ^^tii 
the palaces extending along the lines of the river from the Residency 
to near the Kaiser Baghi Tvere occupied by our troops. These palaceSp 
as mere ahelfcerp gave excelled L accotumodation, m a iJiLliEary poaittoti 
they had great diaadvantugea. The northern Ihce was well protected 
by the River Doom tee* but the east and the south-east faces were 
giirrouiided by buildings and in contact with the city, '^'The position 
was too ejctensive for our forcej nearty all of which was occupied in 
guarding it j but it was suBceptible of no redaction, so that most 
desirable it was that we shonld have occupied some of the interior 
buildings as dauking defencSSp we %yere unable to do so. but were 
obliged to confine ourselves to Lhe ijalaces and gardens and to erect 
precautionary defences against udj means of annoyaiice the enemy 
could devise.'* 

At 2 on September 27th| the JIadraa Fimliers were ordered 27 fk 
to porada for a sortie under command of Major Stephenson of the 
same regiment^ for the purpose of capturing the Ganieu Battery 
opposite to our Cawupore battery," A few mon of Her Majesty *h 32ud, Dmtitry, 
under Licntcnaut Warao, 7th Bengal Cavalry^ Ciiplaiu Kemble, 41 st 
Bengal InJkntryi Lieu ten ant Anderson, Bengal EuglnecTs^ and Lieiiten* 
aot Mecham, 27th Madras Native Infantry, accompanied the party. 

Some artillorjunen under tijc command of Captain Evansj to explode the 
guus. and two sepoys of the 13th Native Infantry under the order of 
Lieutenant McLeod tones with picks to help in knocking down Dhataolos 
should it be necessary also accompanied them. The party proceeded 
through the Tehree Kotee across the road in rear of the Clock Tower 
and then took groimd to the right. Im media Lely they had crossed the 
road they became expoeed to the eiiGiny'a fire from a Earge bunso. It 
was attacked, but iustead nf being taken possession of* it was merely 
passed through. Ou debouching irom the house Lhe party found 
themaolves cm the roEwi in front of an embinsure trith a gun in it 
which poured forth grapCi Headed by Major Stephenson, the soldiers 
rushed in and tho enemy abandoned the gun. As the bursting party 
had not come up, Captain Evans was compelled luetely to spike It. 
Meanwhile a party under Captain Fraser proceeded to reconnoitre a 
little further, when they come on another battery of the enerny 
consisting of a 24-]ioiinder and an l8*pounder gun. These two were 
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ttbaudanBil aud Sei;geai]t Lidst^ar, Mudrua Fusil Lera, spiked the fyiujtir 
and Corporal Dowling the latter, " being at the same time under a moat 
heavy fire from the enemy." * From all around the enemy wured upon 
them their luiaailnB. and Captain Fraser aent back to Major Stephenson 
to Bay he required a roinforcemeDt. On this Captain Galway proceeded 
with a few men to the spot. He fonnd that oniog to the iiiirnbcrof the 
enemy it was impossible to hold the position. He returned luid reported 
this to Major Stephenson, who ordererJ the party to retire on the main 
body. One of the Madras Fusiliers aergeants being badly wounded, 
Captain Gabvay, Xisutenant MechaiUp 27th hfadras Native lufautryi 
Private Smith, Her Majesty's 32ud, and myself,” writes Lieutenant 
Warner, *' with peat difficulty managed to get him back to the main 
body. This private was. I regret to say, killed m the retreat" f Major 
Stepheoson then ordered ns to retreat. " which was dona by the same 
route by which we had advanced. During the retreat, we wore espoaej 
to a heavy fire from the houses. The conduct of Corporal Cooney and 
Private Smith of the 32nd, who wore both kilted, was moat noble.” The 
Grab sortie was a c(un]jnmtive failure aoci « without a much larger body 
of moo the complete conqncat and destruction of the whole Garden 
Ritteiy could not have been accomplished 

On the 2Bth. the Palaco bui’dinga extending in the direction of the 
KJmr Bazaar, were explored by Captiun Morrison who. with a party of' 
50 meii of the flOth, and SOt Fusiliers, gallantly drove thy enemy out 
at the point of the bayonet, killing a considerable number of them. 

Captain Momaon then pJoced a picket in* a house commandiun the 
Qioena aud Khiir Bimara. 
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On the following daj^ three sorties were made Bimultanediisljj one 
from the left Square Brig^lo Jlefls, tho other frora the Sikh Square 
to the light of the Brigade Ml' 4^, and a tihlnJ from the Redan^ 
tnwards the iron bridges. At daybreak the pivrty inEending to take 
the guns to the front add right qf the Brigade Mess and Sikh 
Square fell in and filed out of the Third Sikh Square. The advadoe 
conBiEted of 20 men of Uer Majesty's 3!lnd Eegimcnt under Lieutenant 
Cooke, the mam body of 140 men of Her Msjesty's TSfch Highlanders 
under Captain Lockhart and the reserve of ninety men of the Isfc 
Madras Fusiliers, under Captain Galway. Lieu tenant Tones coDimnndeil 
the EnginEera, and Lien tenant Alexander the Artillery. Major 
Apthorpi Captain Forbes and Lieutenant Ousely, knowing the ground, 
oecompaDied the force. The men of the 32iidj creeping forward under 
cover of some broken ground,, sudden I j burst forth with a cheer and, 
led by Lien ten ant Cook and Private Kelly, captured the first gun, a 
brass iS-pomider, and the S2nd, by occupying a housa in the rear, 
enabled the urtUlery to burst it niifn^oleBted. The enemy then rallied 
round ft gun to the rights bat the 7dth Highlandem lod by Captain 
Lockhart, who was slightly w^ounded^ swept forward and, before the 
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rebels could reload it. Sergeant Janies Young bay one led one of the scnsMia 
gunners and the gun was taken.* TIso leading Highlanders rushed 
on to the right, but their progress a™ again barred by a small gun and 
some wall pieces at the end of a narrow lane. After a difficult detour IcutiiJbt* 
Lieutenant Oiisely, 48th Native Infantry^ and Lieutenant Ailken, Iflth 
Native Infantry, took theee pieces in Hank by gsbring into a bouse 
above Lbem, and ** with a cheer and volley routed the enemy/' This 
manceu vre was most ski Ifully and gal Eantly executed. Sergejm t Higgi ns, 
with four men of the Madras Fusihers, and Private Brown, 32nd, are 
stated to have been the first men at the gnn. Mr. Lucas, a volunteer 
well known for bis bravery, was morEally wopsdod here;'f Major 
Apthorp and Captain Forbes, with the Fiisiliera under Captain Galway, 
occupied the houses commanding the guns, which were dismantled from 
their carriages and sent into the garrison. The batteries and barricadea 
were destroyed, the houses blown np, and under envor of the falling 
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ftiiD^p the pEirty returned immcjleatQd having examiued and cleared 
the gniw from the whole of Lbe front of Mi; QobhW hoiiae.’^ 

Meanwhile the party^ coiiaiatidg of 200 ineiip with areBorve of 150 
men, under the coiniiiuiid of Capt.aip McCabe^ had crept forth from 
the left Square Brigade Mesa with the object of deatrojing the enemyb 
guns in front of the Cawppore Bcbltery.aQd on the left of the Cawnpore 
Hoad. The advartce was made in hfo over the dSbria of a houao which 
had been blown np during the siege. There before thcin lay bohirul 
a breastwork an IS-penndcr gnn^ No sooner did the rebels catah si gbL 
of their foe than they sent two rounda at them* Before they con Id 
fire again the Boldlers had scaled the battery and pushed them out at 
the point of the bayonet. A large building lay to their left. McCabe, 
the gallant leader of many drove the one my out of the 

tower storeyfc but waa mortally wounded in the operation. Several 
othera wore killed fsnd wounded before the house was immplctely 
taken- Leaving a picket of 25 men to guard it^ Major Smimotia, Her 
Majesty's 5 th Fast hers, with the main budy^ proceeded along a narrow 
lune with the object of occupying two lurge bnildinp 70 or 80 yctrds in 
front of the hociBO. Leading hh men into the mote advanced buildings, 
Siinmoiia was killed by a musket ahot. The party had now reached 
a pDsitiou frem which they had a view of the enemy % IS-pounder gun 
in front of the Cnwnpote butEcrics- It lay in a lane running towards 
the Cawnpore Road, the end of which was barriciidcd and liHiphoIcd ; 
and directly in line with it on the opposite side of the road, the enemy 
oecupietl a house from which they kept up a hot musketry fire on our 
peeitiou. '* LieuLenaot Anderson, the Gariison Engineer^ sent for the 
reserve and desired that an ofiicer of rank tu commund the whole party 
should accompany it. Outram* who had become acquBunted with the 
progress of the party, sent word that i ml ess further mlvoncu conld he 
made without danger of conaLdemble losg^ the design of preceeding 
agaiiifft the enemy^a gun in view^ should be abandoned and that the 
party ahould retire after deatroying in succession the houses they hmi 
seized" Thb vfoa done. Two of the enemy's guns were destroyed, 
three large houses demoUshed, and the party gradually withdmwLng to 
the reoTj reached the garrison about 9 A.M. The two sorties from tho 
Brigade Mesa had cleared a range of about 300 yards^ which woa of 
great service to the front of the entrenchment*

to open communioations ell-wishers in the citj. The party P™'^ 

started abotiL daybreak from the Kodni) batteiy* along the road to the 
iron bridgee, aud as it advanced, it took and spiked two morLors and 
four gniia of sinjill calibre^ The party then quitted the toad and advanced 
against the 24-poiJQder gun uppostte Innes^ post, which had ao long 
batten'd that buildings the Residency,, the cbnrchcs and dubbins^ houso^ 
and done immeiise injury during the aiage. It was captured and th* 
houses near^ hjaving been nccupiedp it was destroyed fiiicceasrull}^ The 
bouses to the rear of the part}^ leading from the iron bridge were, 
however, owing to an order not being carried out^ now occupied and a 
very heavy fire being opened from them the party w-as compelled! to 
w'ithdraw after Biistoinixig a very heavy loss. 

It was the urgent desire of the Govornmeut thx-ifc the garrifloii 
aboil Id be relieved, the woineu and children amounting to upwards of 
470 eouhi should be withdrawn. But Outrani, taking liito tx^nsiiliiration 
tlio heu^y loea at whicb the troops forced their wny through the enemy* 
rightly concluded that it would be impoa^iblo to caiTy off Lho rick, 
wounded, women and cbildrea amounting to 1,500 suuLb^ ** Want of 
cerriagos/'aa he w^roba, "alone rendered the transport through five 
miles of despoiled suburb an impoa^ibiUty,^ ^ 

There remainod but two iiltonmiives. The iirab was to reinforce 
the Lucknow garrisou with 300 men and* leaving everything behind 
him, to out his way With the remuins of the infantiy' to Alum Bagh, 

The rcaaona agiiiusL this courao were grave and oogcnb+ OuLruui 
would have left the garrison in a worse plight than when he arrived by 
the addition of a larger number of wountlcd to feodj ns as 300 
soldiers. These 300 would be sufficient to afford the additiom&l 
protection reiioired* but they would not have added audi strength os 
would have enabled the garrison to make an active defence, to repel 
attack by sorties or to prevent the cuomy from oeenpying tho whole of 
their own positions. It impoaHible for O n tram to leave bohiud 
more men, for with n smaller force he had little hope of making good 
hia way back, even with severe loss. He, therefore^ accepted the second 
aUernTLlivc which was to remain in tho Rcsiduncy till stiocoiir eboidd 
come, enforce supplies of provieions if they could not be obtained

The failure to 6ecure the iron bridges deprived On tram oT the 
hope of roc^iving a voluutarj Bupply of feed from the city, and at the 
Bame time be got a oieasage from the Alum Bagb detaeiiniont, saying 
that they were in urgeDb neeif of provlaiona. He, thereforsi detenuined 
to opea out oammiuilfiLtioii with them HCiil ordered the eavalry to make 
their way to Alum Eagh. They, however, found the investment ao 
Btfong Bud doss that all their attempta Qdled and they had lo return to 
the eritrencbmeata* Ontnun then iletermiDed to work hia way from 
house to house along the Cawopore Bead. Tu nreomptkh this it was 
first Lndispenfiabb to captura Phillip's house and garden with ite 
powerful battery which faced our Cawupore battery ou the fioutb and 
flikiiked the Cftwnpore road. 

In tho aftertioou of the ISth October the column for this ohjoett 
under the cdtnmand of Colotiel Napier, formed in tbo rood leading U> 
the Pueu Eftgh and advanced through the buildings near the jaib^ 
oecupjbg I ha main bouses on the loft and front of the givrdeu. 
Meonwliile the cneuiy were driven from aame houses and a barricade oii 
the left of our {ulvanee by oO men of the Modms Fusiliers "led by 
Lieutenaut Groom, under a aharp fire of inuaketry', in a v^ry spirited 
maniifr." * The houses in front wera found to be strongly barricaded 
and in many cases the dMrs wets bricked up. It therefore^ lat* 
before the at tucking force had worked a way to a point from which they 
could eoDimjmd the onemy'a portion. A party' of the enemy wad driven 
outi and a row of loopholes was commeooed nnmediateljj and the 
ground ejiaminod right uud left. Attempts to peuetrute the garden to 
the left were iucfifectual; tu the right an opening was obtaiuej which 
disclosed that the enemy's hatE'i^ries were separabed from the column by 
a ufliTOW latiOi ftome 12 or 15 feet below the garden ; the latter waa 
&urrounfied by a deep mud wall with buildings attached The face of 
the battery* was scarped and 4:}uite iuaecessible without ladders. A

would be certain to coat many lives. Colonel Napier deteimiaed to 
wait till daylight beforo assaulting the batteiy. The poeltlon was duly 
secured, and the nian ncrcnpicd the boildinga for the nightp* 

In the mornings after arranging with the artilleiy to open fire from 
the entrenchment, the troops advanced^ From the barricade banking the 
lane on the left the enemy opened a terrible fire* but a company, under 
Lieutenant Creagb, Madrmi FuailierSf turned it by the Cawnpore Eoad. 
** The ti-oope then doubled through the lane and* Jed by Captain Thule, 
Her Majcity'g G4thi and Lieutooaiitj Brown, 5th FumlieT^, found a way 
through a stockade into the enemy's battery and drove the rebole oizt 
of it, Phillips house waaoccupied without further opposition. Leaving 
a picket in possesaion, the troops ad%'anccd on the gnus which had been 
withdrawn to the end of the garden and to the street adjoining. The 
rebola defended them with mnsketry and grape, but oor men under 
Private McHall of the 5th Fnailiera charged, for a minute or two they 
fought, and the guns were our&, ** They were immediately dragged to 
the garden and burst, their cazringes oumplelely deetroyed and their 
ammunition soot to the entrenchment. Phillip^s house wss blown up 
by a party onder Lieutenant Inne^, EuginoeTs, and at dark tha iroopfl 
withdrew to their portion of the previous night.!'f Tha capture and 
deatruotion of Philiip^s house was e Bee tad with the comparatively 
(rifling loss of ten killed and eleven wounded, result whidbp"^ as 
Oil tram wrote, ” wag dne to the careful and scientific djaposition of 
Coionei Kapler^ under whose personal guidance the operation was 
condneted.^^j It was impusaibJe to estimate the loss of the enemy^ 

On the following morning Major HaliburtoUp T8th Highlanders, 
commenced to work from bouge to honae with the crowbars and

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the pickaxe. On the Uh October thia galktit officer wm mortally 
wotmded and hm caccesaor. Major Stephenson, disabled. During the 
whole of the 5thp theflo proceodings Ts ere contiiiiiedj on the 6th they 
were relinquished* It waa found that a large nio^uo atmngly occupied 
by the enemy required more extenaivo operations for its ijapture than 
were expedient. Outniiu also Imd now been relieved fiutii hia most 
preasiDg hurden. The strict acrutinj of the Cemmissariat stores which 
ho had ordeied. revealed the CicL that the amount of provisions hiidbeen 
undur-eatimated. The reconnoitring pEirty, therefore, after blowing up 
all the principal honfies on the Cawnpore road, from which the garrison 
bad been annoyed by musketry, gradually withdrew to the position in 
Inint of Phillip's Garden which was retained as a peruuuient outptJsL 
It not only afforded comfortable aocornmDdatiod to Her Majesty's T8th 
Highlandcra, but protected a conaiJerable portion of the entrouchineTit 
from molestation besides ttinuectiiig it with the paJacea occupied by 
Oencral Havelock. 

During the foregoing opemtictiti, the enemy recovering from their 
firat surprise, commenced to threaten our positieu in the Fdacea and 
outposts by raining and assanlts. On the Srd October they sqjmng 
a mine near the walls of tbe advanced garden, which merely shook it 
without bringing it down. On the 5th, they explDded a second mino 
which effected a conaiderable breach and appeared in some force with 
the intention of making an as^ult,, but on the head of the column 
ahawing iteulf in the breach, a vrell directed fire from Her Majesty’s 
90th^ caused it to retreat precipitately and with cojigiderablc loss.'* * 
They made a aecomi practicable breach by burning dawn one of the 
gateways at which they occasionaHy appeared to fire a shot or two, 
IjtiaLenant-CoIonol Pnrnoll had ro-trenebed both these breachas, which 
It became evident that tho enemy had no real intention of assaultiag, 
but they espoaed the garden to so fioverc a musketry fire from 
CDramanding bnildingg on tbs right called Hem Kbanu (Deer Houss 
tliat it became necessary to open trenches of coiDDDunication, 
which were commenced by Licutcnaub-Cotonol Purnell and his offioers. 
On the 6th, the enoniy blow up the picket ovetlookiiig the Chocna and 
Khar Bazaam, caufdng ns a loss of three men and, in the confuaion that 
ensued, penetrated in cunalderablc numbers into the Palaces whore 
many of them wore destroyed They are said to have lost 450 inco.

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Thf^ renittiuder were dri^ea back, but cantiniied to occupy a part of 
the Palacfl builciinga wlikh bad been in our possesOf these the 
nearest to ua was a mosque commanded bj our buUdings, but. giving 
several easy menus of access to our position. On the 8th, the enemy 
aitjick^ from the moeqtie otir nearest pickste ■ but were repulsed with 
Iossl" In order to prevent a repetution of the annoyaace» Colonel 
Napier examined carefully, in company with Lieutennnt^OoIonel Piimelt 
and Captain Muorsom^ other buildings connecLiiig thetn with those of 
the enemy nnd they succeeded in penetrating to a vault under thoir 
position. “ Where serBened by tho obecurity, we could sec the enemy 
closely aniTounding the entmueej and hear thorn in oonriderable numbera 
overhead* A charge of two hdHTela of powder was lodged in the vaults 
and waa fimd by Lieutenant Russell of the Bengal Epginoci?* The effect 
was complete; many of the enemy were blown up aud their pesitiou 
greatly iujured, vrhile we obtained a cornmand of the streets leading 
to the Khar and Cheopa Bazaars, bettor and more secure from 
molestation than otir previous one/^ * The poafc was imuiediately and 
sccarely barricaded by Captain Crommelm. It w™ absolutely necessary 
to our eecurity to re-capture the mosque. Colonel Napier accompanied 
by Colonel Purnell and a small party of the &0Lh, and Madras Fusiliers, 
Burprisod the fioemy and drove them out of it with very triding loss on 
uur side* It was al&o itumediately barricaded and secured by Captain 
Crommelin. 

The outpost of Her Majeaty^u 78th Fusillers under Captain 
Lockhart was also vigorously aasaiJed by the enemy's minora. Six daye 
after our occupy^ing that post the enemy began thoir operabioiiB at tho 
left of OUT position and the men of the ?8tb, under the guidance of 
Lioutenanta Hutchinson and Tulloch^ were ooDJtanfcly at work day and 
lught counter milling against them and several galleriea, oo the average 
about tivo hundred feet in length were constructed. Numerous at Lacks 
of the enemy on the minors wore repelled and on more than one 
occasion tho saoceas of tho dofoudera was more than usuaL In the 
night of the 10th October they broke into thk gnlleiy some twelve f&et 
from our walla Sergeant Day^ the superintending engineer, aaBi£t«d 
by a few mon^ hold the ontronoe till Captain Lockhart arrived. Accom- 
panied by Corporal Thomijaon of the TSth Highlanders, be entered the 
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eii0itiy^a gulleiy and ob&ervnug iu appjiraDfcly great kngtb^ they 
proceeded to e^tidgiiLah the lights and crept forwiird cantiotisly till 
they diatinctlj the enemy at the far end and ta advance further 
\raiild be to advance in a bln^o of light ** The two then laid down 
and waited until the prepamtiona for exploding the mine under 
Lieutenant Talloch were completed. Whilst lying there I saw 
a sepoy with a musket at trail advance down the tnine^ imd when 
within 40 feet of him, ftred at h™. Mj pistol missed fire and 
before Ci>rpnriil Thompaoti cotild baud me hb pbtoL the aefwy had 
retreated.^' Aa Loekhart^s Her^dcea were required to see the charge 
laid, Lieutenant Uaj, of the 7Sth High bode who commanded the 
picket, volunteered to take hb pc^L of observation whilst Lieuteuaiit 
Tulloeh aud Sergeant Day qniekly got the powder down, A charge 
of 501ba was laid 53 foot up the enemy's gnilory. Lieutenant Say 
withdrew within a partial barricade^ and whilst here still watching -Britli 
Corporal Thotnpeonp ho got two shots at another man who attempted to 
come down the minej. and apparently wounded him/' The ehfi^fe was 
soon tamped and Licei tenant Tullooh fired the mine, a somewhat 
difficult taskj as our hare being short, he h[iil to retreat ^mo sixty foot 
through the enemy^e gallery and oura and then up the shafL*' * 

The efforts of the eneiny's miners were foiled at all points and 
these effortfl were oeither few in number nor lacking in vigour. “ I am 
aware/' wrote Outmnip of no pamlEel to onr series of luines in modem 
war: 31 ahufos, aggregating 200 foot in depth and 3.391 feet of gallery, 
have been executed. The enemy advaueed twenty mines against the 
palaces and outposts j of thsas they exploded three which caused ua 
loss of life and two which did no injury: seven have been blown and 
out of seven others the enemy have been drivenp and their gatleriea 
takou pesaesdon of by our minors, results of which the Engineer 
Department may well be pmui" The defouos of the Palaces was a 
trying and noble defeaoe to which full justice bos not been done. A line of

the eneii]j''B miiior^:^ hpt in srpite of the close and consUmi muaketry 
fire froiij loopholed w&llfl aud window^,, often within thirty 3 arda, and 
a fretpicDb though deealkirj fire of round shot and grajie from guns 
poated at various distances (lom seventy to iive hundred yards, 
ThLa as Outmm statedp was obtained by the skill and 

courage of the Engineer and Quarteramster'General'a Department, 
zealously aided by the brave officers aod Boldiers, who have displayed 
the same cool det^nniaatioa and cheerful alacrity^ in tho toils of tho 
trench and amidst the concealed dangers of the mine, that they had 
previously exhibited when forcing their way into Lucknow at the point 
of the bayonet and amidst a murderous fire/’ * 

The occu^sation of the palace relieved the ganisonof tbo entrench- 
meut fruin at! iiioleatatbu on onc-^hiiLlf of its that b frutn the 

Cawnpore road to the commencement of the river front Owing to 
thi? relief and on additional force computed of detaobiiienis of the 
Artidery, VoluoLeCf Cavalry, Ist Madmis Fusiliers and 7 Kth Highlanders^ 
but placed at the dispo^! of Co bud Inglis who eoninmuded tho 
CD trench menhe was enabled to hold at the pnsta three strong 
putiitioiis cuinmaiidtng the mad leading to the imn bridgOj “'which 
have proved of great advantage, causing much annoyance til the 
oaeiny and keeping them muskett3' lire at a distance hum the hady of 
the palace.'^ 

The eaeiny after the capture of their batteries and the conatruiiLioo 
tif our new batteries to mount addibional gunSj adopted a now system 
of tactics. ITieir guns wem withdrawn to a greater diataiice and 
diirposod so as to act not Hgainstr the defencos, but against the iJiteriur 
uf the ontreuchnienb and the moment they were searched out and 
hileitccd hy uar guns, their poritbn waa changed so that Lheir shot

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rimged through the old BEahlency, Agiun.na Taefore, round ahut imd 
bullefcs did their work. A hulj records in her diary—“ An IS-pnuiidor 
came through onr imfortunate room^ it broke the panels of the door 
and knocked the iffhole of the barrieode down, upsetting evoryLhmg. 
My dresaing table ijvaa sent flying through the door, and if the shut hod 
come a little earlier oiy head would have gone with it* The box where 
1 uauaUy alt to nurse baby was auiashed flat** On the south aide of the 
Eutrenchment the fire oontinued to be most aevera nnd the cusnalties 
were numeraus. At night the fire used often to be so heavy that e\'ery 
man had to be under arma to repel an attack. But now, owing to tha 
increase of the number of the fightiug men and the defences which 
wero barely tenable having been repaired,* them was no longer any 
immediate danger of the place being taken by assault. Life, however, 
Qoatiiiuod to he bitter and death waa ever Dear* Scanty and utisavoury 
rations produosd foul and mortal sickness. The stores of promioivs 
that had been diflcovered had destroyed the gaunt spoetiro of fuTninQ, 
hut two Boanty meals a day barely sufficient to support existonco 
without allaying hunger ** were all that oould be allowed. They were 
denied all the Uttlo lururiea (such as tea, sugar* rum and tobacco) 
which by oouataut use had beoame ueceosanes of life. On the 2Gt1i of 
October tho scanty scale of rations was further reduced to make them 
last a inouth. Oq the £0th of October, a month after Havelock and 
Out rum bad forced their way into the Bolide ney, a gallauL lueinber of 
the force wrote s Most truly can cuah individualty exclaiui with the 
psalmist: * My bones look out mid stare upon me.' We have bcoome 

ns gaunt and lean as poasiblo j but the wretehed horses and cattle ore 
even in womo plight. I never seo the poor creatures without cum- 
misenition.'^ For the dumb cattle there was pity. But of his own 
sufferings Lho British soldier modE light. HU spidtap nheerfulnees^ zeal 
and discipline rose with the ocoaaiom Never*^*' wrote Oiitmm, " could 
thoro have been a force tnore free from gruuiblen3, more cheerful, 
morn willing or more earnest." Amongst the sick and wounded 
t hiH glorious spirit wos^ if possible, etill more couapicuoua than amongat 
those fit for duty. It was a painful sight to see so many fellowa

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mftinifKl and Htifferiog and denied tbege ccimfortfl of wliich they hIkkkI 
Acj much in need. But it wjta traly delightful and made me proud of 
countrymen to oliflerve the heroic fortitude and hearty cheerfulness 
with which all was borne/'* Of the women a bravo soldier wrote; 

" Each iiiJividwat a heroin^** The Relief had removed the 

fear of instant deaths but it had not taken away the winter of their 
desolation or made the bnda imfold and the leavca grow within. They 
saw their children continue to pine, waste and die for want of good 
food and froah air. Bat they did not complain. Theira was the spirit 
of their Master and the ^ama bitter cup hod been given them to drink. 

Thus October crept slowly on. The detachmerkt at Altim Bagh Akca 
under the command oF Major McIntyre continued to hold its own. On 
ths Tth of October it was atrangfchenod by ZaO meu and two guns from 
Cawnporo under the command of Major Binghamj Her Alajeaty's C4th 
Eegimeut. It brought comtnlegist stores but by acme stmnge mis¬ 
chance no applies for nativea« On the 17th of October Colonel Wilflon 
commauiiiog at Cawnpore telegraphed to the Chief of the Staff at 
Calcutta that the Delhi fugitives had reached BiLhoor, "They had 
been obliged to divide m consequence of scarcity of food. Each 
division marched one ahead of the other. Tha firet would probably 
reach Sbeorajpere to-morrow and so on. The Nana is in communica¬ 
tion and is trying to induce them to join him at Bithoor where 
lii» valuables are buried. Such being the case I move oat with 
609 iafentry and six guns {five 9-poundcrB, one 24-poundor ho wilier) 
at 1 A.M, to-morrow morning, the Ifith. No elephants. Will cany 
merely the party, so that I hope to give a good account of onr 
anowiiaa'^ The neit evening GaptaLu Bnice sent the following message 
from Sheorajpore:—We reached at three-thirty; drove the enemy ActkmKt 
right oat of the plrme which was strong, with hardly any reststunce, 
and followed them Tip two milca and continued for a milc^and a-hnJf 
further with a few sowars^ but they could not be overtaken. I suspect 
their almost nominal opposition wae to cover the ir BighL Our coaimlties, 
seven or eight No guns taken but some ordnance stores.^* The road 
haring been cleared, a new convoy lefb for the Alum Bagh on October 
22ijd, ooufliating of 500 infantry, 50 cavalry and two guns. The same

opce to Cawnpore for wrvice in Oudh, waa now hut a few marches from 
its destmation under the command of Sir Hope Grant, 

Directly Delhi fell Sir Arcbdale Wilson determined to send 
a column under the command of Colonel Greathed, Her Majest/s Rth 
Foot, to clear tte gfigantic Doab of rcbele and to restoro autho¬ 
rity in a vast prorince where our rule luui dbapijoared like a dream 
and left behind only the isolated ganriflOdH at Meerut and Agra. The 
troops selected to restore our power from Delhi to Cawnpore were aa

i4Lit Od the morning of the Mth of Septemlw the colciom matched 

forth from the city of the dead " Oar road from the Ajmere Gate to 
the bridge lay through the Lahore Gate and paadng along the 
niBsm Chaodny Choke* Not a aouad was beard aave the deep rumble of our 
Dethk wheeb or the hoarse dhalienge of a sentry on the ramparte. Her^ 

might be seen a house gntt-ed of ica eontanta^ there a jackal feeding on 
the half-demoibbed body of a sepoy; arms, carte, shot, dead bediea lay 
about n the wildest manner. Outatrotebei and exposed to the public 
gaze, lay the bodies of the two eons and graudaon of the wretched 
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King; they had been captiirefi and njieanted the day before near 
Hymajow^e tomb. ^ That night the eolEiiDi:i eamped at Ga^eetiddln, 
Xngger^ where the mntinoim ^epoy had first learnt that he ^as do match 
for the British soldier** 

Od the £Tth of September Seen ndm was reached. '^The town and 
Bqrrmmdiog vidageB were in n toirible plight. The inhahitnnta, qniet 
ciilti'^ators of the land, aod a mce opposed to the Goojahs (or bandits) 
Hfx^kod out to meet ua and implore our proteotionH Every bonae bad 
been gutted and deatrroyed \ their property of every kind taken^ and 
their bulloeksr the only means of drawing water for irrigation purposes^ 
driven away/' Through n land laid waato by a savage tribe and 
liegcrtcil villages the column pressed on to Biilandshohr^ a civil 
station forty-two miloa from Meertit and about five from the fort of 
^1a1agarh» Belbre dawn, September SSth, the advanced gnard arrived 
at fonr cross roads,f abont a mile-and**n-half from Bnlnndsbahr. One 
of them led to Malagarh and one sti^ght ahead to the town and civil 
sMtiotL At right of our approach a picfjuet of the enemy fell hack 
nnd the scouta brought the news that they mtended to give bat I Id at 
tlie station. The rebels* position was ondonbtodly strong. Their giiDS 
in battery commanded the entrance, the gardens and offices wore 
occupied by their infantryj around which bodies nf horse hovereii 
At the junction of the four roads a reserve was immediately 
formed under Major Turner to protect the baggage. It was at once 
attacked m fiank by cavalry and gune, but they were quickly driven off

Bourchier With his hatteiy took up hia poflitiou moire to the 
right siipt>orteFj b 3 ' a aquodron of Punjab Oaveilry and a portion of Her 
Miijoft^ty's TSiih- The enensy^a giina awaken on them, while from 
the high crops njul aiirroonding gardens the rebels send a stream of 
mnsfcctryi But the crow fire was fatal to their battery ond it wns 
siteoceiL A frw salvos of grape cleared the front aud the artilleiy 
was ordered to ftdvaooe. LieiitBuant Boberta of tha artilkryi who 
seetued ubiquitous^ brought the order at a gallop. The gtma charged 
and took the battery, the enemy ecompering before ns as wc oaine up 
to it Lieutenant Eoberts was firat at the gima A aeeoud burst, after 
dearlng out front with grape, brought us to the goal, the enciny fljing 
before us like sheep/' * 

Mean while a seeond Eolnmn eoiiMstiiiig of the greater portion o£ 
the cavalry with two guna under Lienteuaut Cracklow had advanced 
into the town and were for & Lime exposed to a most severe fire in tho 
atrooL " Pour moo ont of ono gim crew wera wounded and the gnu 
was worked with difiSeultv. The cavaliy ebarged and routed soverai 
large bodies of tho enemy. In purHuing them they became entangled 
iu the narrow atmeU and at a gateway leading out of the town a 
hoTil fight ensnod/' "• Sonel was wounded in the act of running a sepoy 
through the body, the forefinger of hm right hand being taken off by 
a bullet, which then passed through his left arm i Aneou waa surrounded 
by mutiueera and performed prodigies of vabtu for which ho was 
rewarded with tho Victoria Crosa," 'f* “ Lieutcuamc Roberts bad a aarrow 
escape. In the midst of the mfil^ he observed a sepoy taking deliberata 
aim at him and tried to get at him. ** Me fired- my frightened animal 
reared and received in his head the bullet which was intended for

On tb© 1st cf October 
this operation was aiiccessfaily ciOTied out, but in siiperintending it 
Lieutonaiit Horae who wnaon© of the bmv© band who had blown up 
the Kashin IT gate on the morning Delhi was stormed* wa3 killed by 
accident. To him had been promised the Cross of Valour, but he lived 
not to wear iL But his name Uvea in the bead roll of England's homes. 
Of him a brother officer writes The loaa of piwr TTome has thruwa 
a cloud over all our saeceBSOS. He was bmve among brave men and au 
honour to our service.*' 

On the 3rd of October the column marched from Eulandsi-hiihr and 
advanced day by day^ vialting and burning villages which hud harboured 
rebels. On the 5th of October Aligarh was reached. The enemy at 
OTir app!\iach had abandoned tha city, hat they were puraned by the 
cavalry and many were killed. Tb© column then marched down the 
Trunk BoadH fiiirprtsed and killed two rebel TUyput chiefs at Alclimbncl, 
fourteen iiiilcs frotii Aligarh on the Cawnpor© roiuL Here Hreatlu d 
had to alter hia plans. He had intended to march straight down the Df»ib 
Uj ralicve Havelock and Outramp but now from Agra, which expected 
an attack, came pnuriug into hi* camp ^ epistles imploring aid iu uverj 
language, both dead and living, and in cypher." Unable to resist theua 
appealho turned across country by Byjgarh to Hatras where for a 
few hours the catti© were reatod Th© European infanby were carried 
on elephantoj mrts aud camels and all vrere pushed on till the cavalry 
and artillery which had been sent in advance were overtaken. At 
sunrise on tha moroing of the 10th of October tho column croEsod the 
Jnmna by tha bridge of bonto and aa the men iiLarchod beneath tho 
walla of th© old fort at Agra they wer^ cheered heartily by their 
oomrsdes mounted on tho bastions. They had done forty*fuur luiiea in 
twenty-eight houra. Tho long march had given the Briiieh soldiers 
the livery of the auiL These dreadful looking men must be Afghans^'*

ities that they were on their way to Gwalior^ neglected to post picf]uets^ 
and ariMHjmpaiiied by aome officers wont to the fort to breakfast 

The camp was marked otitj tbe boraee were picquetted, and n few 
toots pitched. Enropenns flacked forth from tho fort to hoLtr nows of 
tho outside world* crowda of nativos to see the white aoldicrB who bad 
taken r>elhL The men were tired after their long march of fifty miles

A shower 
of round ehot from a battery of twelve guns, however, sent the visitor 
and cainp foUoweia flying towards the fort in one wild mass, The heavy 
baggage of the ouluina on its way to the camp mot this big stampede. 
Seldom was there seen such a confusion. Instantly alephanta, camels, 
led horaes,d<Mlie-bearei-a carrying thealct and wounded, btiilocks yoked 
to heavilv'laden carts were swept into llia,t innnense torrout,* Ofticers 
hurrying from the fort plunged wildly into it, but could not stem ifc. 
Uy (iiiit of shouts and blowa they pressed their way through the surging 
multitude and issued on the fight. Hand to hand contesfe were going 
on. " Horn a couple of cavalry soldiers wore charging each other. 
There the game of bayonet versitg awoid was being carried on in real 
earnest,'* f The 75th in shirt sleeves were forming Bquare to withstaud 
a chargo of the robcl horses. The artillorymeu without their 
accoutrements had rushed to the guns and from the park opened fire, 
but the distance was too grout to flilcnce the cuemy's gnus which were 
of heavy metaL Wheu Oreathed galloped to the front he found tho 
artillery already in action and the Sth Uncers iu their saddles formed 
i,p in squadrons, "I moved," wrote Greathed. "with Her Majesty's 
fibh, * * ♦ and tho 4th Punjab Infantry (taking with me on the 
way the three squadrons of the 1st. 2nd and 5th Punjab Cavalry) to 
the right with the view of outflankiug and captnrieg the guns 
(in that flaofc.” He also estanded the infantry along the road 
leading from the parade ground to the infantry barracks in Ekirmishing 
order with supports, with directions to advance to their front and clear 
the oompounds of'the enemy's infantry. “ By this time,’' Oreathed 
adds, " the Agra 9-pouudcr battery came up, and I advanced it in 
support of the right flank of the io&ntry, on the toad leading from 
the artillery parade ground, and the enclosures were speedily cleared.

Colonel Oreathed informing them that beyond tbo barracka they 
shonid End open ground. 1 perceived a favourable opportuniry," says 
Watson in his report, “ and swept down nt a gallop on their flank." 
Two guns and somo statidaids were captured in the charge.| After 
that the enemy made no stand. 

On the left a largo body of cavalry niade a dash into camp, and 
were on the point of carrying nft one of Blnnt’s guns, when a troop of 
the 9th Lancers under Captain Freneh broke in upon them and scut 
thorn flying- The gallant French was shiin and Jones, his subaltern, 
with twenty sabre cuts on his face wafl left ftw dead on the ground. 
The enemy’s horse were driven fi'om tho camp or destroyed in it. At 
the time when Watson smote them on the right flank Hugh Gough 
with his squadron did the same on the left. The eiieiny were now 
in full retreat and a pursuit by the arlilloTy and cavalry was immediately 
ordered. At this time Colonel Cotton arrived from the fort with the 
3rd Europcfltia and aa senioroflScer assumed the command. He eodDrsed 
Greuthed% order and onr troops followed the retreating foe. 

"About four miles on tho Gwalior road, sheltered by the village, 
was the camp of tho enemy. Apparently both divisionfl of our forces 
came within sight of it at the eame time, and arrived at the Bame 
moment.

Much thali yfs^ ngelcBa was destroyed, and the 
onemy's camp with the villages on which it abutted were burcL 
SeldutLi was a viclcuy more compleie. 

Darkness had fallen before ciir soldiers rettimed to their tents 
having marched tLKfcj-six miles and fought a general action in thirty- 
nine hours: nine mites of the route had been done by the cavalry and 
artillery in a trot llLroiigh high crops and ploaghod holds/^ * 

The men and cattle being mnch in want of rest the column halted 
at Agra the three daya following the battle. The amm uni lion was 
tilled up from the Fait and ibe wounded were sent, mto the hospital 
which had been established at the Moti llusjid, the beantife] Pearl 
Mosi|Qe. Here they were attended not only by the medical ofiEcera 
blit by the ladies; many of whom visited the wards doiljp admimatering 
Uttlo comforts to the sick ajid dyingn It was indeed a touebing eight 
Lo see onr fjLir coiULLryw'amen^ many of whom were tbemselvea bowed 
down by affliction, sealed by the bedside of the wounded goIdicT&” 

On the morning of the l4th of Octobor the coluuin marched out 
of Agra and encamped at a garden called the Hambagh where it was 
reinforced by two siege-guns and detachiuents of Her Majesty s fttb 
and 75th Begiments. Tho following day brought it to a ruined toinb 
called the uld womun'a tank (Eaorya-ka-Tnlao), and on the iCth it 
reached Ferossaliad where Hope Grant, Colonel of ibc 9lh Lancers^ 
joincid it and took over tbe qamniand.t On the 19lh the civil station 
of Mynpuree was reached. The Hajah of tbe places who hud throw'n 
off tbe British allegiimcc, fled at the nppraach of our iroopa, leaving the 
official treasure amoUDting lo about two lacs in bill taio in the Fort.

Lieutenaiit-Colonel Catueron. He wag present at Vittoria and nvery 
student of Napieris •'Hiatory of the War in the Peninsula” kno,;* 
how Colm Campbell distingnielied himself at San Sebastian Tho 
first and unsuccessful assault upou this fortress was delivered on tho 

”2 r ; “''I ^ violationof i,be 

orders of Lord Wellington to make the attack by night. The force 

employed m the assault was composed of tho 3rd Battalbn of the Royaln 
the 38th and tho 9 th Rogimenta The darkne^, the narmwnei«mid 
the difficn ty of the ground to be traveled before the breach was 
r^bed, the .nsnfEeient destruction of the defences, alt contributed to 
the finture of the attack. The troops reached the breaching gtmggling 
aod without order, and ware there mot with so dcstrucliv! a fiil tha! 
they recoiled, and notirfthstanding the heroic courage of many officer 
who endeavoured to rally them they ikiled to effect a lodgment. Napier 
wntpsi Mt was in vain that Lieutenant. Campbell breaking through 
the tumultuous crowd with the survivora of his chosen detaohment 
mounted the rums; twice he ascended, twice ha was wounded, and all 
around Jjim di^” The three regiments got intermixed and after shells 
and musketry had thinned their numbem the trenches ware regained in 
confusion. The terrible night’s work is represented in Colin Campbell's 
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joomal by the single ’word "storm.’* On big limsion mjiTcbing 
away Colin Catnpbell^ who^e wounds ware still nnhealed, was left be hi nd 
at San Sebastian, However, on hearing of the likelihood of nn engage¬ 
ment ’with the enemy, ho left San SebaaLhm accompanied by a brother 
officer who had ftlso been wounded, and, like hiinselfi not discharged 
ftom ho^ital. By dint of crawling and an occasional ILRi in a cafinal 
wjiggoii, he reached the 5th Division and waa with bis regiment: when it 
played a leading part in the passage of the Bidasoa and the attack opon 
the heights beyond it. At a oritical moment of that day Colonel Came- 
Ton arrived with the 9th Regimenb and led it to ihe eummiiof the first 
height. The French retired to a second ridge. Napier writea that: 

*' Cameron threw his men into a single column and bore agninat thie 
new position, which curving inwards, enabled tho French to pour a 
concebtrated fire upon hiss regiuient; nor did hia violent courae seem 
to dismay them until ho was within ten yards, when appalled by tho 
furions shot and ohargo of the 9th+ they gave way und the ridges wore 
won.’" In tbia memomble opemtion Colin Catuphel) received his third 
severe wotind ; and also a severe reprimanfi from Colonel CamerDn for 
the breach of diaciplitie ho hud committed in leaviug hospital before 
being disefaurged. 

On the 0th November 1810^ Coiin Campbell was promoted to a 9th 
company without purebaae m the 60th Regiment^ and in December he 
returned to England. In 1814 he found hia battafion in America^ but 
had to retura to England in a few months on aocount of the auffering Megimeat 
caused by his wounds. On reaching home he took mek leave and 
visited Foris which was then occupied by the allies. On the expira^ 
tion of hia leave be rejoined his regiment at Gibraltar where ho 
remaiued thrso year& The reduction of his battalion of tho 60th 
caused him to be transferred to the 21 at, and in 1819 ho joined them 
ab the Barbadoea, Tho next eeveo years were passed by him in 
West India, Tho climate tried hia constitution severely. In 1H26 
ho however mnnugod by the generous ossistaDcei of a friend to purchase 
hia majority p and re turned home to the depot. The next six years 
were spent in England and Ireland perform mg the ordinary duties of 
hia profession. In 1832 he was promoted to an iiDattached Lieutenant- 
ColouElcy by purchase. "Thus," to use hia own words, '“making a 
full period of nearlj twenty-fire years on full pay, iris., tipwnnhi of afliitMhpil 
five yeal^ ae a auhaltern, nearly thirteen na a Captain, and seven as a 
Major/' For the next four years there wsks little for him to do, but

irbiah I led for it waa that corps which (yirried aud overcame 

every difficulty, 1 had many mlr&enlous escapes for which I am duly 
thankful. The handle of my watch was broken by a baU^ I had a pocket 
pistol in my right waasteoat-pocket which woa bruken to pieces by a 
balh and my horse was wounded in the moutlii I got the sword etit 
from an artilleryman of the enemy in cbaifging soma of Ihoirgana; 
bat here 1 am, thank Qod^ safe and aoiiud and quite welt/' * Coliu 
Campbell waa pn^ent at the erowning victory of Gtijrat^ and by a 
skilful use of the arLillery saved the unnecessary slaughter which 
unfortunately marked the previous battle. For his servieoa in the Sikh 
campaign he was promoted to be a Knight Conmiander of the Bathj 
and after the vfOT wels over he wft8 appointed to ODmmand the Peshawar 
Division. In the years 1851-62 he was engaged against the hill 
tribes beyond the Indus and when he had beaten them in fight, he 
proved that he could be merciful os well as brave. He objected to laying 
waste fertile lands and burning villages for the crimes of one or two. 
As a soldier he also objected to the interference of civiliapg in milihiiy 
matters This led bo a disagreement with Lord DaJhouaie and Brigadier 
CampbeD ireaignesL The groat Viceroy attributed to him "ovor-cautioufl 
relactancoj" but EmbsequeuEi years havo proved how gonnd his judgment 
waSj with regard to the danger of operating against brave tribes in 
the mountaiiLs with a badly equipped and insufficient form Re 
returned tq England in 1853 and went on half pay^ bob was not long 
unemployed^ for in 185i) when the Crimean war broke out ho was 
nppoiuted to the cafnmapd of the Highland Brigade consistiog of the 
4£nd, 79th and 98fd BcgiinDnta. On the 10th of July he was gazetted 
a MEijor-Goneral after a service of forty-eLi years and one month. In 
the lost days of August the Highland Brigade embarked at Varna. 
On the 20th of September they fought the battle of Alma. To Colin 
Campbell^ advice the historian of the Crimenn war aacribes the 
decisive advance of the hrat division at Alma. '^It was a dght of the 
Highland Brigade,” wrote Colin Campbell to on old eommde. “ I never 
saw troops march to battle with greater MUj-yVotci and order than 
those three Highland regime nta/^ When the combat was over Lord 
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UftglEui rodo ttp and seat for Colin Camiibell. ** When 1 approached 
him 1 obssrved hig ejea to fill and his lipa and cooDtenance to quiver 
He gave me a oordial ehake of tho hand, bat be could not speak. 
The men cheered very much. I told them I was going to aek ibc 
Cooiiuander-in-Chicrf a great favouCp, that he would permit me to have 
the honotir of wearing the Highland bonnet daring the rest of tho 
canipaign which pleased them veiy much." After the battle of Alma 
DiiiHt^Tiri Sir Colin wae placed in charge of the position at Balaclava. It waa 
there with the ^ thin red streak topped with a line of stool" thab he 
galUntlj repubed a memombk charge of Eussian cavalry. The fate 
of the day hung upon the ateadineas of hie men. " Remember," said 
Colin Campbell, " there is no retreat from here, men. You must die 
where yon atniid,*^ ** Ay, Sir Culin^ we^ll do that,'’ was the a^-iontaTicoiis 
ropl>% The squadron bore down npon them, they became eager for 
the fray and showed a diq^ioaitioii to burnt forth and to meet them 
with tlio bayonet. Then Colin Campbell's voice rang out fiercely: 

^ Sinctj-tblrd, Ninety-third* damn ail that eagerness^'* la a mom cut the 
line became steady and at the right moment poured upon the advancing 
column a deadly volley. 

On the death of Lord Bagkm it was generally expected that the 
" command of the army would ho given to the man wbci«o ability as a 
soldier was eonirpi&uoQa and wbo had gained experienoe nod reputation 
in w&Tp but it was bestowed on one who Imd the merits of jnediocrjty 
imd seniority. Coltn Campbell bojsed that bis division would play a 
prominent part at the final assault of SebEiitapol; but to his bittet 
disappointTuent it only acted as a reserve to the troops employeii 
On the eve of the assault General Simpron offered him the eommnnrl 
at Malta, which he rightly regarded as an insult and an attempt te 
remove him from tho sorvioe. After the rerignatLon of General 
SiHipsoti the command of the army was given to Sir William Coiliiogton, 
who was Sir Oolin^s junior, and who had seen no aervica previous 
to the battle of Alma. Sir Colin who was in England cal l ed on the 
Gommiiuder-in^Chief and told iim that he had come to rusigu on 
aoconnt of the pro|mijal that had be^n made that ho should go from 
duty with a dirision in the field to becomo flchoolmaster to the recniita 
at Malta. Ao intorriow with the Qtieen however durpelled all angry 
feelings from hiB zuind^ and he expressed to Her Gracious Majesty 
hijs rendiuess to return to the Crimea and to flervn under a Corporal 
if she wished;' Ho returned but hia atay was of ehort duration, for 
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pence was proclaiioed, and he took fare well of the High I and Brigade 
in n ahorti manly HpeeclL ^ A long farewell I am now old^ and shall 
not be calkd to serve any marei and nothing wilt remain t^o ihe but 
the memory of my eampaigns, and af the enduring^ hardyp generous 
HoldioTH with whom 1 have been long assooiated, whoee names and 
glory will long be kept alive in the hearts of our onuntrymetL'' He 
little thonght that before two years would elapse these same Highland 
regiments would form part of an arm}' with whioh he was to riconquer 
Engknd*B great empire. 

Sir CoUn Gampbell waa sixty-five years of ago when he left 
England to asaunie eommand of the troops which had been gathered 
together to Biippreaa the mutiny, but in force add energy he was a 
young mam He received the offer of the command on the 11th July 
1857, started the next day, and retiched Calcutta on Lho 13th of 
AiigusL Last Monday (August IStli)," writes Livdy QLnuing, *'■ we had 
a very great surprise when the mtiil steamer telegraphed that Six 
Colin Campbell wsa on boarrl as Commander-in-Chief * 

We found him very amiable and cheerful^ an endless talker and 
racpnicit^^."*^ He will be sure to fight well^ but when w^ill he have the 
oppoTtuiiity+ l*he 14,000 men ffoui England will not arrive for long, 
jind there is no sufiieieuL force here for him in taJee the field* Only 
detaehmoats and remforoements go up now.^" On the I7tb of August 
Sir Colin asaumed command of the Indian Arnay^ Ho did not proccted 
up-eountry at once and this action of hJs wm ^feverely criticised 
at tho time. But the delay was due to causes beyond big control 
Before his arrival no prepamfcton had been made for the equipment 
of the troops which were expected or for their tmneporfc to the seat 
of war. His presence at Calcutta was noceasaiy m order to orgauise 
the administrativo departments on whoso efficiency the success of a 
campaign so greatly depends. He canagd horsea to be purebasod for the 
cavalry and aitilleiy, ordered guns to be cast^ ballets to be moulded^ and

and in October when rcinforcemeata arriv^ed he waa able to deispatch 
them at once to the seat of war^ he following immediatolj afterwarda. 

On the night of the 27 tb of October Sir Colin left Calcutta 
aooompanied by his head-qnartera staff.f Below Benarea he narrowly 
escaped captuio by a body of mntinecTa. ^ Aa he and hie parly were 
posting along in their dAk earaageBp they saw thcin cross the road 
about five hundred yarda distant. We coonted twenty elepbaota with 
the mutineem It; wa» the narrowest eseapo for Sir Colin pissible." 
On the 1st of November Allahabad was reached. Here news reached 
him that Outram was prepared, if absolutely neocssaryp to hold out 
on further reduced rations till near the end of November.* The 
fodowiDg momiDg Sir Colin arrived at Futtehpore. On hm way there 
he gtJfc a despatch from Captain Peel infortning the Governor-General 
that a body confiisting of 362 men of Her Majesty's 53td Rogimenti 
under Major Clarke. 6fi of the Royal Engineeia -under Captain Clarkor 
70 of a depot detachment under Ueutenaut Fanning of Her Majesty's 
64th Begimentj a coiupaDy of the 63rd High! an dors 106 in number

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under Captain Cam^vallt two 9-poiindor grrua under Lieutenant 
Anderson^ Bengal Artilhry^ and 103 of the Naval Brigade under 
Captain Peel had defoatcMl at Khujwa, twenty miles to the left^ a 
coneiderablo rebel farce who were threatenldg to cut our lines. One 
loss in the aebion was very aeverc, ainountiTig to 95 fcilUd and wounded. 
Among the killed waa tbe gallant Colonel Powell who commanded the 
foreo and foil dead with a bulleh through his forehoad m he pressed 
on the attack and "had just aecurod two gima of the enemy. Sir Colin 
in fonvardiDg the deapateh to the Goveruor-Genoral rcmoiked: 

^ Success crowned the desperate cfiFartaof th&aagaiknts, bul iDis evident, 
from the very lucid report of Captaiu Peel, C,b., R. N,» that the attack 
was most hassardnus and that at one titne the force was in the greatest 
danger.^ Afrar criticising the diirpositioa of tha force ^^His Eircellency 
gladly bare tcBtimony to the brilliabb courage and the untiriiig energy 
displayed by all ranks in conflict with the enemyj and in the great 
efforts made to come up wibh bim, Thia fight affonls one more instance 
of what the BritiBh soldier will perrorm in spite of cveiy disadvantage 
and eitraordinory fatigue* This was a ^Idier^S fight if ever there was 
one.'" * 

On the morning of the 3rd of Novemlier Sir Celin arrived at 
Cawnpore, Ha found the pcaiLian full of danger. Oudh waa BUeiI with 
rebels, and the trained soldiers nf the Gwalior Contingent, only fifty-five 
miles nwTiy, threatened his communicationeL Even Outram oousidcr<sd 
that those rehels should first be deHtroyed. He wrote:—We ceui 
manage to serow on till near the end of Nevembor ou further tedneed 
ratEons ^ * * it k obviously to tha advantage of the 

State that the Gwalior rebels should he first effectually destroj-'od that 
nor relief should he a necoudory consideration/" But Sir Colin 
considered the relief of the Residency to be all important. There lay 
before him a choice of evils. On the 8th of November ho wrote to the 
Duke of Cambridge All accounts from Lucknow $how that Sir 
James Outmm Is in great atraits. The whole country has arisen around 
bini, and tho mofft trifling supplies cannot bo obtained from the country 
for Brigadier Grant'is force which is cncampod about ten miles from the 
Alumhaghp I mention tho latter fimt to show mQre ciscactly how the caso 
stands. 1 move myself with a month's supply for all hands^ fighting 
men and foliow^er^* On the other cide^ our comamnlcationa Eire threatened 
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bj tbe Gwalior forco, numbering 5,000 men, with BixtceQ heavy gtitiH, 
twenty'four field guns, and on immense store of amnaunitioii. The 
^^alln Sahob crosied the Gjingea yefttonday; bis followerB, together with 
the debris of rejjimctits which have gathered froni ratiouB parts, are, 
na it appenra. bonnd for Cftlpee,aiiJ wilt swell the Gwalior body to about 
10,000 men/' * Lucknow waa fifty-three miles from Cawnpore on one 
side. Cal pee was forty miles frora it on the other. A t Calpee the moat 
highly organiaed and best drilled force in India had the broad Juinnn 
between them and Lord Clyde. They also had possession of the boate. 
They could amid coming to action for an indefinilo time. Meanwhile an 
Colin Campbell thought “the deserted garrison" might fall from want 
of food. ABCording to the principles which regulate all ordinary 
military operations Sir Colin should have secured hia biisa and line of 
operation prerious to his advance on Lucknow. But as the Duke of 
’Wellington has observed: " If the world was to he goTorued by principles, 
nothing would be more easy than to conduct even the greatest of affium; 
but in all circurostances, the duly of a wise man is to ohooso the 
lesser of any two diffieultio* which beeet him." Sir Colin ehosc what 
he coceidered the lesser evil. Having as far ns it lay in his ^jower 
provided for the communications and the safety of the scattered 
parlies he determined to leave ’Windham with a dctaGhment to defend 
the enirencbraetit at Cawnpore, and crusting to tho valour of his small 
but devoted bond to mako a dash at Lucknow, rescue the garriimn and 
swiftly returning save Windham from any danger that threatened 
him. He who boa been blamed for over-caution proved that when it 
was necessary he was capable of niiilertakijig a considerable risk and 
jterfiirmiiig a brilliant feat of anus. 

On the Gth and Sth of November memorauda were issued f by 
the Chief of the Staff fur the guidance of Oeueral Windham. " He is 
ordered,” wrote Sir Colin to the Duke of Cambridge, " in case of an 
advance upon Cawnprore to show the boat front he can, but not 
to move out to attack unlesa he is compelled by the threat of 
bombardmeut. His garrison will consist of 500 British soldiers, 550 
Madras infantry and gunncTS, and if ho is severely threatened—of 
which of course 1 shall have uistruetion—he will be further strength¬ 
ened by some of the detachments which will 'bo in tha course of

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iUTi%ai during tbe week.'^ During hia stay at Cawnpone Sir Colin 
pressed forward tho Torious dotachtuents and stares as they mrived 
to the canip at Eunterai By the most stroimans exertions a 
small Biegc-traifl, principally manned by the sailors of Peers JJaval 
Brigade, hod been got up and a diminutive engineer park collected. 

Having arranged for the despatch onwarda of ordnance and engineer 
parks, cotnimiBsariat and medical storcss, tho Commajider-in'-Chiei' 
early on the morning of the 9th left Cawnpore, escorted by a detoch- 
iiient of cavalry and horse artillery lefo behind by Hope Grant, and 
reached the camp at Buntera that evening after a forced march of 
thirty-live milee. Tho following morning Mr. Kavamigh dressed and 
disguised as a Native arrived in camp. He had left the Residency 
the previous night to act ns guide to Colin GoraphelL 

Thomas Henry Kavanagh was tho son of a British soldier, and TiMmaa 
his groat physical strength and iron aerve well adapted him for his Kw-umph 
fathers noble profession. The Fates designed that at an early ago he 
should become a dork in a Oovemmont office, Tho hour of battle 
however brought forth his hoieditary militant gpirib and he proved hia 
courage in several sorties which he accompanied in his capacity as 
AfisiatorUt Field Engineer. He accomxranied Colonel Napier when ho 
went out to bring in the wounded and proved of great- service to hicn 
in giiiiling him through the Palaces which lined the river. As an 
Engineer he saw the plans which were being made by direetioa of 
Sir James Outratn to guide the Coiumander-iii^Gbief in his attempt 
to reach tbe Residency. Eavanagh felt a living guide would bo 
better. He determined to make his way to His Excellency s camp. 

About 10 o'clock jl-M. on the 9th inaitant ho learnt that a spy had 
come in from Cawnpore and that ho was returning in the night 
ds for oa Alumbagh with despatches to Sir Colrn CampbEll. Ho 
sought out the man and told him his desire to accompany him in 
disguise. “ He bceitated a great doal at acting os my guide, but 
made no attempt to exaggerate the dangers of the road. Me merely 
urged that there was more chance of detection by our going together 
and proposed that we should take dificrent roads and meet outside 
of the city, to which 1 objected." Kavanagh was not to he deterred. 

That afternoon he volimteorcd bis services through his immediate chief. 

Colonel Napier, Napier pronounced the attompt impracticable, hut 
being impressed by his carnsstnesB took him to Outram. Qtitrani 
frankly confessed that be thought it of tho utmost imporUmce that a 
European officer acquainted with the ground should guide the relieving 
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foroo. l>nt that the impoBsibility of any European being able to pass 
tbrough the city undetected detaired hixn from ordering any officer to go 
or even eecirng volunteers for each a duty * He moreover considered 
the enterprise so hnsardoue that- he did not conaider himself juatifiod in 
ficcepting Kavamgh’o brave offer, but the bravo volunteer was bo 
earnest in hia entreaties that Outram ccnBcnted to lot him go. 
Knvnnagh retuniod to his quarters, ^ 1 lay down on my bed with my 
back towards my wife, who was giving her ehildreotlie poor dinner to 
which they wero reduced, and endeavouring to fukace their repeated 
requests for more. I dared not face her; for her keen eye and fond 
heart would have immediately detected that I was in deep thought 
and agitated. She called me to partake of a coarse cake, but, 
as 1 could no more have eaten it than have eaten herself, I pleaded 
fiitigue and sleepiness, and begged to be kt alone. Of all the 
trials I ever endnred this was the worst. At sm o'clock I kissed 
the family and left, pretending that 1 was for duty at the mines, 
and that I might be detained till late in the morning" He proceeded 
to a small room in the elanghter-yard where he disguised hiiu- 
self as a fiiidinasA or swashbuckler, with sword and Bhield, native- 
made shoes, tight trousers, a yellow silk koortah (or jacket} over 
a tight-fitting white muslin shirt, "a yoliow-coloured ehinte sheet 
thrown round my ahouldeia, a crenm-eolourod turban, and a white 
waistband or kiimurbund. 41 y face down to the ebouldeis, and my 
hands to the wriste were colonied with lamp black, the cork uaed 
being dtp^d in oil to catiae the colonr to adhere a little,” Thus 
attired he en tered Napicria room who did not recognise him. On tram 
hiuiaelf ilanbed him once more and he and Napier warmly pressed his 
hand as they wished b'm God-speed. Then at half-post eight ciccumpanied 
by Kananji Xml, the flcout, Kavanagh passed through the British 
lines and reached the right bonk of the Guomteei “I doscended 
naked to the stream, with the clothes on my head rolled into a bnndlo. 
The first plunge into the linea of the enemy, and the cold water, 
chilled my courage immensely and if the guide bod been within my 
reach I should, perhaps, have pulled him back, and given up the 
enterpriaa." t On the other side b a grove of low treea they te-dreaaed 
and went up the kft hank until they reached the iron bridge. Here

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they weru ntopped tuiil called aver by a native offloei: wba 
seated in an \ipper ataried house. -*= My guide advanced (a the light 
and I stayed a little in the shade." Aft^r hearing that they had 
c-jme froin the old eantonniezit and were going into the city to thdr 
homes he let them proceed. And they went on agam till they reacilied 
the atone bridga by which they croftsed the Goomtee and entered the 
principal etieet of Lucknow^ which fortunately was not no brightly 
Jighted Pfl before the siege, nor was it bo crowded. I jostled iigainat 
syi'cnd armed men in the atrect without being spoke a to, and only 
met one giionl of Bcven flep:jy9 who were amnsing ihemsolvaa with 
women of pleasure^” They throoded their way through the heart 
of the city to the open country on the further side. was in gmit 
ijpirita whoci we reachod the green fields into which I had not been 
for five montha, every thing around us Binelt HWeeip and a carrut 1 Wok 
bom the roadside was the moat dolicious I hiul ever ainelt." Tho uojet 
hve miles* tmuip was pleosauL Then they discovered that they had 
lost their way and waro in the Oilkooaha Park which wm occupies I 
by tho oncniy. “ I went withm twenty yards of two guns to see wdiut 
Htrotigi.h thoy were aud rcLumcMi to the guide who was in groat 
alfinu, and begged I would cot distrust him because of the mistake aa 
it woH caused by his anxiety to take mo away from the pietjuets of the 
enemy."* Kavamgh teiisaured the man by luforuiing him such accidenta 
were froq iicut eveu when there was uo dtuiger to be avoided. J t was 
now About midnightp TJiey uudeavouTed to perauade a cultivator 
who was watching hb crop to show the way for a short disCance, but 
he urged old age and lameness* Kavanagb peremptorily commandL-d 
hriu to ojccompany them. He nin off ecreamiug and uWiiied the degs 
ef the whole village, and tho dogs made them beat a quick retreat 
to the canal ^ in which 1 fell scvciaL owing to niy shoes being wet 
and slippery and my fueb iiore. The shoes were bard and right aud 
had rubbed tho skin off my toeSpOnd nut into the flesh above the heels.** 
Two hours afterwards they were again on the right treckj two woinup 
in a village having kindly helped thoin to find iL They reached an 
advanced picquet of Jaepoys who also told them tho way after having 
asked them where they had come from aud where they were going* 
By three o*cLcck they resiched a grove and heard a man singing, 
''1 thought he wod a villager; but ho got alarmed on hearing us 
approach and astonishcl ns by caUiiig oub a guard of Bepoys all of 
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wIionQ E^ked q Illations.” ITero irifts ii tomb! 6 mowifint- Knnftisji 
loat heart for tbe JiiBt time and throw away the letter entrasted to him 
for Sir Colin Campbell I kept mine mh in my turban. We eatiafied 
the ffumtl that we were pfK>T men travelling to Umeenk, a village two 
miles tbia aide of the Chief*a camp, to inform a friend of ihu death ol 
hie brother hy n ahot from the British e ti trench men t at Lucknow, and 
they told \13 the road/" After tramping for half an hour lu the 
direction indicated they suddenly found themselves hi a ewainp. It 
■was eerie work wading through it For two houra up to tbeiT waists 
in water and thimigh weeds. was nearly exhausted on getting 
out of the water having riiade groat exertions to forae our way through 
the weeds and to prevent the culour being washed off luy face- It wna 
nearly gone from mj handa/' Kavauagh thoroughly wom out by cold 
and latigue rented for fifteen minutes despite of the remonatranees of 
the guide. Then they agmn trudged forward and cfliuo on two picqiiots 
about three hundred yards asimdet* ueated with their hflola t-o the firr*, 
*^1 did not care to feice thoni, and paaacd hetw^een the two Dames 
unnoliced for they^had no aentrieg thrown out»^ A little later they 
met eeveral villager with their faindiua and chattels mounted on 
buffalcce. They said they w^ere flying for their lives from the English. 
As the moonlight was growing less they stopped at a comer of a luiingo 
grove* and Kavaimgh wcariod in body and ^irit by tho night's 
work hiy down in spite of Kanunji Lai's entreaties, to sleep for an 
hour. He hade hh cumpiinion to go into the grove to search for a 
giiida No sooner waa Kavanagh left by the scout when he was 
etartlcd by the challeDge Who comes there in a native aciccnt. 

We had reachsid a British cavalry outpoist. My eyes filled with jpiyful 
tears and I shook the Sikh officer in charge of the picipiet heartily by 
the hand" The old soldier sent two of hU troopers to guide Kavanagh 
to the advanced guard The day ivas coming swiftly brighter when a 
stmnge hiokiag creature pregentod himself before the teiit of the 
Oommander-iiL-Chiofi ■' Ah I approached the door an elderly gentleman 
with a stem fiicc came out, and, going up to him, I asked for Sir Colin 
Campbell” ** I am Sir Oilin Campbcir' was the sharp reply, ^and 
who arc you I" ^ I pulled oHT niy torhiin nud opening the folds took 
out a short note of introduction from Sir James Outram." A mosti 
splendid feat of goUantry was done and it proved a most invaluable 
JKsrvice. Htir Majr’sl.y cunfcnxHj upon Kuvtkuagh the iD»guiu of the 
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Victoria Crosa, ap*l he waa the finfc non-militarf mao who ever 
fibtniiied that hiffheat honour.* 

With the information bronghL by Mr. Kavaaagh and the despatch 
and pkn aeut by Oi.trat.i the Comm and or-iii*C Kief waa e.iabtsd to 
finally determine hU plan of operations. He bad alreiuiy worked it 
out with great care at CalcHttjt. Fie knew what a heavy low of life 
Havelock's advanco thrtitigh the narrow and Lottnons streets of Luchiiow 
had entailed and he thorefon; determined Lu give the city a wide berth- 
He would make a flank march across couiitry to his own right upon 
Dillcoosha Park. Tiieu he would advance upon the Mnttiiiiiro and 
the line of the cuoal and from that point advanco by the right as 
close iw possible to the river* thereby seonring that Hunk against on¬ 
slaught though nob against fipe.t Mo would seize the barracks and 
the Siicunder Bugh from the open ground, then under cover of 
batteries to be opened on tbe Kaiser Bagh, the key of the enem/s 
position, carry the intermediftte buildings, and after effecting a jiinclioa 
with Ihc Residency withdraw the gurriatia. The route which Outram 
advised Sir Colin to follow agreed with his own aa regards the direc¬ 
tion of the advance by the Dilkoosha and the Martini^re but it differed 
in the method of approaching the Secuadsr Bagh. On tram recora 
mendeil the «mal bridge or the canal a little bokw it to be crosa^* 
and a wny made through the suburb to the road leading to the barracks 
*u.d the Seconder Bagh. whereas Sir Colin preferred to keep the mom 
.,pen gtound near the river and thus avoid the ceutingenyof commit- 
t-ing his troiii»a to a struggle in the streets of the Hubnrba,*

He hai.i to carry and bold thcao poffitiona until he reached 
the [KMt held by Qutrain’a forc& Ue had to do it qn account of 
Ihfl want of provifdons witbiu a limited poriod. lie had mlao to hold 
8 suceeasiou of poeta on the left so na to k^'ep a clear rood from the 
Bciiidency to the open oouubry, Ro hod to bring away the sick 
and wounded women and children, erttcuata the Besideucy and 
withdraw his troop# drat to the Ofartiidere and Dilkooaha and then to 
the Alnmhagh. He had to leave here a amall body of aiEn to tbreaten 
the onomy and then proceed wibli nil haste lit Cnwn[iore to HFi%’e 
Wiiidhrim and his garriaon. The chances were agoinat hJtu, the risk 
was imuicDiie. But the riaJt had to be run to save women and chiMren, 
to Ti>8cne an Empire, 

Oil the afteruooii of the 11th Colin Campbell reviewed his email 
band which waa drawn up in qtmrter-distonce coliimnE in the centra of 
a vaM brown plain aurmiinded by freea. The old Chief Biwke to each 
regiment with kindly words oe he rode through the ranka of warriors. 

_ When ha came to the 9th Lnncere he eitolled their gallant coDduct 
throughout the war. and their splendid appenmuce. for with tbcir blue 
uniforms and white turbana twiated round thoir forage caps, their Hugtesa 
lances, lean but hardy horaee. and gallant bearing they looked the 
perfection of a cavalry regiment. Next to them ware the horsemen 
recruited from the wild iribes that dwell on thci northern marshes of 
ihe Eiupire. Muimted on every variety of horae with every vuiriety of 
bit. bridle and saddle they seometl "a rabble/' but they could not be 
excelled as light cavalry by any triiH)|H in the world. Colin Campbell 
iiitide harangue to them and aaid '■ ho had hoard what good eenrioa wa

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had done at Dpihi and in tbe march down oomiLry a^rl complimented 
th« native otfioers and incd/* Ho thanked the Sth and f^th who had 
home ihemaelvea 00 BturdiJy on the ridge ab Dolhi and had stormed 
that city. He alao spake wards of praiae to the 4th, 2ud and 4th 
Fiinjab Infantry, who too had borne thoniBelves nobly at Delhi. Ho 
rejoiced to &ae the Bengal Artillery, ior he had commanded them of 
yore in battle and knew Imw well skilled they were. Then came he to 
the 93 k 1 Highlandera, " A waving sea of plumes and tartana they 
looked ag they ’ivalked up ; with loud and raptcirous cheere, which 
rolled over the field, they welcomed their veteran Commander, the Chief 
of their CloJi/' He Htirted in thorn yoarnkng to tight by pomtiug to 
Tuck now and tolling them that men and womon and children wore ti> 
bo saved. Thna the old Chief charged hia liLtle forne. Orders were 
issued that fivoning for the od^Tuice on the following morning. 

Ad the break of day the force set onL The advanced guard hod 
not proceeded far, when it wsa attacked by two guns and a body of 
about 2,000 Itifuntiy in position on our right, near the old fort of 
JaUalabad. Afl^rasmart akirn’tiah BoLirchier's battm^ silenced their 
guna Lieutenaut Gough,* commanding Hodgon's Irregnlaj Horae, bad 
in the meantime mode a long detour and tuanaged under cover of some 
ficl^i8 of cane to arrive ou the enemy's left flank unseen- An exteiirive 
swamp prQteoteji it Through the lonsf, reedy gmss the cavaliy went 
at A trot. When clear of it, Gough gave the word ‘*Form line"' ancl 
*' Charge.^* ** My men gave a ringing cheer aud were into the mosses, 
The Biirpriso was complete and owhig to its suddenness they had no 
conception of our niimbcra, and ao the shock to them and victory to us 
was as if it had been a whole brigade. It seemed like cutting one^s 
way thrangh a field of eom^ i^nd I had t*^ make a lane for myself as I 
rtide along. The men followed me splendidly and in a vory short time 
the affair was over,—the gims were capt-uredn the enemy scattered and 
the fight became a parsuit.'' f It was a fine exploit and Hugh Gongh 
was aivnrded the Victoria Cross, 

The camp was pitched that evening a short distance m rear of the 
Alum Bagh out of rnoge of artillery fire. Kavauagh having brought a 
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code of signals from Outram, a sctnapbare wm erected on tbe Aliim Bagb 
Rhd BQincnomuiunicatinna were held with tho Reside nc^\ where a similaLr 
Eemaphore bad been erected. 

The next morning Brigadier the Hoanumbifl Adrian FTope of Her 
Majeaty'e 9’^rtl Eiighlanders, who commanded a brigade, wag ordered to 
seize the fort of Jallalahadp whose occuparion by the eneiny threatened 
enr lini of commonicAtiem, He found it deserted and by blowing up niia 
of the walls rendered it iadefenalble. Tho day was spent by Colin 
Campbell in making fioal ftrmngemeota for the advance. All the tents 
were parked in the A lum Bagh and the garrkoii changed. The effecti ve 
men of the Britbh reginoonta with Sir James Ootram were removed 
and formed into two stnetll provisional datacliments and their place 
was taken by Her Majesty's 75th** which had been so mneh haiussed 
by itiS lute eserbionsj" They with 50 men of the Sikh Kegimant 
of FeroKopore and a detachment of Ardllery I'ornied tbo entire garri' 
In the afternoon Sir Colin pushed forward a strong recon* 
naieL^noe towards the Charbagh bridge and the left front in order to 
daceive the enemy ns to his real line uf advonco^ That | evening 
reinforeomonts having reached hiiia during the day^ and in andciparion 
of a few more arriving neit mornings he took the loab Etepg for ihe 
organixaLion of his force and he issued his last orders. Divided into 
three nominal brigades of infantry and one of cavalry^ with artillery* 
aailors and engineers, the force hardly iiuinbered one atrong brigadOp not 
more than 4.200 sabres and bayonets. The British Inlantry, the pith 
and strength of battle^ did not exceed three thousand. 

The infantry brigade comitianded by the Hon, Adrian Mope wag 
the fitronge^t. It was composed of the 93rd HighkotlBre, 934 bayonets 
and 4^ ofBceirs of all ranks, votorang who had shown the gfcnff they 
were made of in the Crimen: a vring of the 53rd Footp handy dJ 
addieiB well acquainted with Indirui buttle ajid full of real and pluck ; 
and the 4th Punjab Infantry weak in nnmbera but forward soldiem 
of undaunted courage. The two other Infantry brigades were not of 
the ske of good rogimenta, Tho one cotumanded by Brigadier

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Grenthed waa composed of the Sth Foot and the 2ad PoDjab lufantry. 
both good regiments but meakenod iu numheta by baiti fighting at 
Delhi, atid a battalion of detachments. The thirf cornTnanded by 
Brigadier Russell was composed of a wing of the 23rd Royal Welah 
Fuailiera, a ragiment famous in our military ontiala but new to Indian 
warfare, and owing to ita losses in the Crimea consisting niatuly of 
vonng soldiers and two companies of the 6 Znd Foot,* 

The artillery brigade commanded by Brigadier Crawford, Royal 71 ,„ 
Artillerv, was composed of two companies of Garrison Royal Artillery 
nnder Captain Ttavera and Captnin Longden. equipped with IS- 
punder gims and mortars ; Captuius Homington and Blunt’s troops of 
the famous Bengal llotae Artillery ^ two %'oiy elEoient gnns of Madj-as 
Kative Horse Artillery nnder Captain Bridge; Captain lUddleton’s 
Horse Battery of Royal Artilleiy% the drst honed guns of the Royal 
Regiment that ev^er engaged on enemy in India, and Captain Boui-cbier's 
Beugal Field Battery. The artillery of the Army was augraprbed 
by the Naval Brigade consisting of 2S0 seamen and tnacinea of Her 
Majesty’s Ship SAannon who manned sis Sd^pouadera and two howitzers 
with bulloak draft siiid two rocket tubes mounted on light carts f not 
oulv did they man these pieces but their marines and a body of seamen 
armed with rifles formed a formidabte escort of Infantry, f 

The cavalry brigade cutnmanded by Brigadier little was hjoid posed 
of two squadrons, 9 th Lancera, commanded by Major Audrj. detach- 
menta of the lat, 2 ad, and 5 th Punjab Cavalry and Hodsan'a Horse. 
CDiitmaoded respectively by Lieuteponta Watson, Probyn, VoiinghusbaDd 
and Gough. The cavalry wua supplemented by a detachment of the 
military train comtuauded by Major Robertson, organised os two 
squadrons of cavalry, 

Tha small brigade of Engineers commanded by Lieutenant Lennox, nf 

Royal Eugineere, comprised a splendid company of Royal EagiueerH, Ensiii#*™ 
a company of Madras aappera, a few faithruL Bengal sappera fresh froni 
Delhi, and two companies of nawly-rnisod pioneers. 

The lost arrangement made, the last order given, Colin Campbell 
wrote to bis sister that night; ” My force is high and powerful in spririt

At break of day the raiikit)|' and arran^ng^ began j but it was 
9 A M. before the main column formed tinder Sir Cblin'e own eye tvaa 
nni'Icr 'vay. 'Pho country in front of it wan a wide tract nninc miles 
square, well cultivated with cane and coru, and ilotted with huge dumps 
of Irccs, bordered on ihe north by the canal and Honked on the north- 
oast by the Oiwmtco which wound and twisted tike an Engliali BtrcaiTi, 
Nigh the river on a plateau was the Dilkiisbit (HoarL's Dolight), a 
favourite country seat of the Kljiga of Oudh, surrounded by a lino park 
which would do credit to an English dumnin. Northivards bcl.jw thu 
plateau about half a mi la away lay the Martinidre whoso mango wiUHis 
stnutch bo the edge of the canal.f Biiih the llilkusha and Martimenj 
were highly defensible positions, and Culia Camphell determined they 
ulsuuld bfi Ibe batiti of his operatioiiii. 

Advancing between the Aluinbagh and fort of Jalfalabad the 
main column struck across the plain nearly due oast. Greathed with

hilt it was to cloec up tind form the rear when the main body came 
ia ioueh with the enemy. For throo milea no enemy was Been. They 
had oipeeted that the ad ranee would again be mode by the Chotbagh 
and were taken by surpriae. It waa hard work getting the heavy guns 
ncTOBS the fields end rivulets, but the atulors aiM sappere overeame all 
difficulties. At length the leading troops approached the park wall; 
and were met by a long lino of muakotiy Hre. The advance guard was 
quickly reinforced by Captain Beminglon^fi troop and No, 17 batteiy 
and more iuJoiitiy composed of companies of the 5th Fusiliers, 64th Foot 
and 78tb Hightundera undor Lieutenant-Cfnloiiel Hamilton, with tho Bth 
Foot ia support. Tho cavalry andnitilleiy pushing through on opening 
in the park wall and tho infantry advancing, the enemy wore quickly 
driven out of the Dilkhusha and over the ereat of the plateau down to the 
MortmiSre below. On the cavalry and artillory reaching the brow 
of tho slope, they were saluted with a heavy fire of artillery and 
muskotry. Hardy of the Royal Artillery having quickly brought 
up a heavy howitzerj Reqaingtou’s Horae Artillory and Botirchicr's 
buttery vigorously replied. Under cover of their fire the iiifuntiy 
lidvanccd and bounding over tho wall drove tho nebelB from the 
Mnrtinidre ot the point of tho bayonet. The cavalry wont into thoni 
os they flew and chased them till they plunged into the canal. Wut^tou * 
with the hot blotid of youth thimdered enLirely alone into their cavalry. 

A hand to hand contest ensued. He slew their leader, a fine native 
officer of the 15th Irrcgulatu. Dreadfidly beset by silt troopera bo 
fought, until rrebyn seeing his inaminent danger galloped forward witli uvutBiLut 
the two squadrons and rescued him from his assoilauta. For this “ and 
galbntry on many other occasions,'^ Watson received the Victoria Oroes. 

By noon the Dilkhustia and Martini^re were both occupied, Bri^ Ctaii 
gndier Hope's brigade was then brought up and arranged in position r>tikhiuh.i 
in the wood of the Martini^ at tho uud oppoaita the canal, being Mwtiuii™ 
llankod to the loft by Captain Boiirehicr’s field battery and two of mbiujIhI 
Captoiu Pool’s heavy guns. Brigadier Little with the cavalry and No. 

17 buttery occupied the plain in front of the Mar tinier e, while beyond, 
in front of the Dilkhushn, was Russell’s brigade. He wus strictly

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coninum^ed not to allow out left to be tiu-ned, for it would load not only to 
our cotumunicatiotL with Alumtiagh but nleo out cqmmiiStLtint storeiand 
arntniimtion, which ere being brought iip,eo^ered bj a strong rear-guard 
under Lieutenant-Colouel Ewnrt of Mujeat/a 0Std EightanderB^ being 

cut off. Eua&ell with the conception of a daring soldier puahfd forward 
several companies of infantry and aeized two villager on the baub 
of the canal of the ntinoBt stmgetic importance. They bad not been 
long held when the enemy drew out and attooked our position between 
BanW House and the villages and from some grovea on the opposite 
bank opened a heavy fine on them. Brigadier Little ordered an 
immediate advance of tho^ centra A few rounds from bis guns 
sent the rebels back into the city* The cavalry having cleared 
the bed of the canal and the gToyea^ the column returned to 
the Mattjmdre whera they wore orderod to bivouac during the night. 
No sooner however were tbe horses uo traced than another and more 
vigorous altnck was made on our poeition in front. The force tumeti 
out like magiCp Remington wits brat tipon the road ami went well to 
the frontp nearly up to the canal bridge, followed by the remainder of 
the artillery and cavalry^ The infantry na each sucoosaivn cxilumn 
arrived on thn plaiu deployed along the banks of the o^ab while the 
63rd| 93rdj and 4tb Eunjab Infantry^ attacked with vigour the main 
body of the enemy ond drove them bock with slaughter^ pursuing them 
beyond tbe canaU'' * 

Two very promising young nfficejre lost their Uve^ Lieutenant 
Maynep Bengal Horse Arfcillciy, who was shot through the breast^ and 
Captain Wheatcroft, C^abmecTBp doing duty with Her Majesty's Bih 
Lancemt whose chest was tom open by the carcass of a shell.

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The ssoldiera bivouacked on tho gronnd with their ^ima haiido 
ihein* Late at night the old Cliit^F vmited the field hospital, apoke a 
kindly woitl to oach man, and gave an older that if noceasa^ their 
wan La Bhonid be supplied from hia own private atoms. Then he too 
dearly loving a bivouao slept in the open near JiIe Euen, 

Sir CoUti Ca[iipbeU had inteiuled to moke the groat advance 
iio^t day, but the proviaiona and arnmnnition had not {urived. AH day 
the enemy had hung an tho rgar-gEiard and Ewart haTing often to 
drive them hack* he did not close up to the eolnmn until late next Lath 
motniug, when every kind of baggage was atored in the Dilkhusha 
which was held hy Her Majesty's Sth Foot, half the cavalry and five 
guns, placed under the command of Brigadier Idttio, About midday 
an atL^k upon the picqnetB pirated in the low ground, by Lhe river on 
our Extreiiie qght Hank, was repulsed by the cavalry and hoi^e artilleijj 
two gnitfl of the Madras native troop of horse artillery being promi* 
nently ei^gagcd. In the afternoon the Comnianderdn-ChieFj in onJer to 
impress the enemy with the belief that no advance was ^ntemplated 
in that directionH made a recDniiais3an.ee of the position opposite to our 
left, 'i'he artilleiy w^is mosaed on the left fronts the picqnots were 
withdrawn from the right and orders iasued that a coDStant fire of 
iDortJim should be kept up during the night on the Bogum'e pabee and 
the barracks* Meanwhile Sir Colin satisfied hiiuself that the ground 
on the right or near bank of the river was open and favonrabk for 
the advance of the column. In the evening he signalled from the 
Martinkic where he had caused a semaphore to bo erected, to Outi*ani 
and Havelock—"Advance to-morrow/^ When darkness fell a huge 
bonfire was lighted on the top of the plateau, salvos of balloon shells 
were diaehaigt^d^ and FeeFs rocket cars'**' poured their dciu^lly contents 
into the city,

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Sir OoHxi had Bignatled to Outram that he wouU ndvaaco tie»t 
inerDii^f. But he doubted if siifficient resctve of snuill arm ammum- 
tion had been brought from Alumhugh for the hard work before the 
mea on the nJorrow. He thorofore sent for Lieutenant Roberts and 
ordered him to return with an escort to Alambagh and hrlng up the 
reserve rifle ammunition- He "desired that the Oidnnnco officer 
wboaa fault it was that sufficient ammunition hod not been brought 
ihould go back with Kupbcrta and be left at the Alumbagh- At 0 p.v. 
Roberta started, ncaompanied by Voungbusbaud, Hugh Oongh, the 
Ordnnnee oEfieer» two aquadrona of cavaliy, and ISO camols. The 
route choaan wua the ono by which the force had advanced, but oftEr 
leaving the Dilkhuaba they lost the track, Roberts producBil a compass 
and by its aid they etruclc the right direction, “but that did not help us 
to clear the ravines, which, in our efforts to turn or got through them, 
made our wuy appear interininabic.” i* At length the Aftimbogh was 
reached, the aiaiuunition laden on the camels, and the piity started on 
their return journey. “Day bad dawticd before we catna in sight of 
Dilkhuaba and by the time I had made the ammunition over to the 
Ordnance officer it was broad daylight. As I rode up to the Marfcin- 
icrc 1 could ace old Sir Coliti, only partially dreaaed, etnuding ou 
the stopa in evident anxiety at my nun-^artival." J 

Ry 8 A.K > the soldiore having had their breakfast, the force was 
put in motioD. A t^quadron of Hodapub Horse with Blunt's troop of 
Bengal Hoisc Artillery and a company of the S3rd led the way, 
Hope’s and RuescU’a brigade followed : the nmmuuittou and the 
Engineer Park came next, and Greathed’s brigade brought up tho 
rear.^ The force consisted of not above three thousand bayonets, while

Tho column moving from our extreme right crewed without delay 

the lanal, for it was almwt dry. and the banta aot being stoop presented 
little difficulty to the po^sage even of heavy gous * Theoj clinging to 
the river bank, the force marched through narrow tortuuus lanes, or low 
thick plantationa cnelosed by mud walls, till it struck a cart track, which 
bendtug sharply to the left led through some gardens into a village. 

As the advance guard made the sharp turn, it was received by a heavy 
fire of musketry. Through an opening in the atreet could be seen on 
the right, within, musketry mtigs, the Seennderbagh or AJeitandora 
Oanicn—a high walled enclosure about one hundred yards square, with 
bastions t at the angles, and carefully loopholod. From the front, from 
some enclosures on the right, from some Imnscs on the left, the enemy 
plied Lhoodvancod guard with miuketiy'. The cavalry could oot advance 
on Bccoimt of abuttia and barricodca* They cnnld not retire, for the 
narrow lane with high banka was blocked with iulkntiy' and artillery. 

Great was the eoDfusioo. Sir Colin code forward into the thick of the 
tumnlt. stormed, animated, and ordered.

to keep down the heavy musketry fire from the Seciindcrhaghp to the 
left and left front to check the deadly fuHiLlAdc from some hotB a few 
yarda itwi^yp and to the front to reply to the caimonado which the 
enemy had opened from the Kaiaerbagh. "Men and horses were 
knocked over right and leffc/^f Sir Golin himssif was struck with 
great forte on the thigh by a musket shot whieli^ passing through a 
gunner, had killed him on the spot. But though the bullets Hew 
thicker and closer Blunt held hia ground, and then the 03rd who had 
been aupporting the S3rd in clearing the enclosure came forth from the 
winding lane and rushed at the huts to the left from which the most 
severe fire camo. A dead wall stopped them. ■Mn at the roof" 
‘'Tear off the tiles and go in through the ruof," shouted the old Chief.

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converted it into a military post, the 53rd in skirablung order connect¬ 
ing it with the Truiin attack.* 

While tb&ee brilliant actions were pnaaing, two of Travora's 
IfiUpouinder gnna had been brought forward, and the BJippera having cut 
down part of the high bank^ Sir Colin entiled upon the infantry k> drag 
them up. Willingly and gallantly the soldiers responded to the call, 
fiTtd after great exertions they hauled them up by ropes and nndGt a 
most smiting firo put them In position, about sixty yards from the south¬ 
east comer of the walL The mfnntry were placed inaoopse wiLb a 
low dry mad bank in frunt which afforded them anrac alight ahelter* 
and they kept up a lively musketry battle with the gikrrbDu, wtiile tho 
guna bombarded the wall. The bard white Indian mortar fell in 
dakepj but the stout rampart remained intact* Hardy, Captain of the 
battery, was killed, the flcuior subaltern wj\s wounded, Blunt's qhnrgeTp a 
beautiful grey Amh, was shot. Men and faomea were knocked over.f 
But the combat was maintained. It had coatinuod for half an hour 
when a loud cheer announced that a rent had been made in the tv^olls. 
It was small, hue the enemy's bre waa ao destructive and time so 
precioiLB, tiuit Sir Colin ordered the assault, end anco%*criiig hia grey 
hairs, be -waved his forage cap fora sign to advance.J In aa instant

A stalwart rebel 
CAnie ftt Ctrrper with a shield in hts left hand and ft awoni in hie 
right. * *' lie dropped his shield for a ineiiient, we both out at each 
other at the same inatant (nay sword was tax inohea loi^r thfto regula- 
tiota). I caught himfiiir on his liesid, be out through my fcnthnr 
bonnet and deep into inj head and forehead, aa he fell dead.” Ewart 
at the Bfltae time wiis engaged in a desperate fight with a knot of 
rebels, several of whom be ahot with his rovolver. 

Meanwhile Burroughs: accompanied by eomo of his mea h*d on 
entering the breach tuken the path to the left towards the gateway. Ho 
bad not gorie far whan a number of the enemy mado a rush out of the 
gate-honse. " Having but three men with tuo—Corpornl Robert Frnser,. 
Lauce*Corporftl John Dnuifty t Private William Saiwi—«nd ono of 
tbofto. D unlay, having been struck in the kg by a muaket ball—we retired 
anti commencod firing, which chocked lias men coming at us. As soon 
OB a few more men had got through the breach I again advanced with 
them totliegalo-hoiii«vrbiirh we found occupied by the enemy, and with 
whom wc Immediately entered into a hand to band fight." In theaciufUo 
Purreugha, whilst he was cutting at one of the rebsls, received a sword 
cut on the head from anotber sepoy. " My feath<'r bonnet ^saved my 
boaii and my life. It was dented in like n bishop's mitre," At this 
moment the 03id nnd the 4tli Punjab Infiiutry poured in tbreiigh the

Gallantly led by a 
Dogra Subadar, n body of the 4th Punjab Jnfantry rtiahod the tuftTerae 
and drove the rebels finm the earthworks. They Hed through the gate¬ 
way, atiil the heavy doure were on the point gf being eloaed when a Mabo- 
modan, Mitkarrob Khan by name, ’■ pushed his left ann <in which he 
mined a shield between them, thus prev'enting their being shut j on his 
hand being badly wounded by a awoid cut he drew it out, instanlly 
thruating in the other am when the right hand was all but severed 
from the wrist/’ * Truly a gallant bit of work—no finer done in a 
campaign nieiaomble (or its brave deeds. The doom could not be 
closed and Mukurmb’n comrades simply forced them back and ninbed 
into the enclDsure whilst the &3rd broke through a window on 
the right. The enemy finding oecape hnpoGsible fought with the 
courage of despair and the ftirj' of religiona hnto. A din of hideous 
noiaaa rose into the air: the rattle of mueketiy : (be oprscs and yolla 
of se^ya: the fierce cry of the British soldier Remember Cawnpore, 
boys." From the windows around the courtyard the rebels poured 
bulle ts as thick as hail on the asaailontii. The Sikhs, shooting and liayonfit- 
ing, moijuted the murow atoircasa step by sfep-a final struggle and the 
bodies were hurled into the Hower beds below. In the courtyard waxed 
the mighty fray, A dark moss of sopoya fiercely wreBtling were slowly 
and with borrid carnage pushed back by the bayonet into a pavtlioo 
in the centre of the garden. Here they sullenly and obBtinatoly niain- 
taincd the struggle, but gradually they were driven to the northern 
wall. ITie earth waa wet with dark blood: dead and wounded, 
some of them with their clothes in a bloae, lay in ^ horrid pile 
a yard or more in height. Above the tuaasi stood on a narrow 
lodge the survivors slashing with sabres the British soldier os he 
charged home with the bayonet. Every man peiishod fighting. Rut 
Lbara was no pause in the contest, A botiy of rebels held out in oms

ceased and tho night's dead tUenea held the garden. Neit morning 
two thousand eepoyd dresaed in their old tmtformH lay in heaj^ about 
the garden. The small bayonet wound and the deep gash of the Sikh 
tulwar bore witneHs how fiercely fought and how terribly won woa the 
combat at tho Sccnnderbftgh* Sir Colin CampboU did not use tho 
language of exaggeration when bo wrote — There □ aver was a bolder 
feat of Artng-'^^ 

It was long past noon when Adrian Hope drew off his brigaile 
from tho Secuuderbagh imd advanced towards the Koaideney along 
the read whiah after passing between the Secundarbagh and the Serai 
rims acTOsa an opon ploiti for about twelve hundred yards* He hod 
not gone three hundred yards when he came acroaa on the loft of the 
road a small village with gardan enclosurea round it, which waa cleared 
by him and Lientenanb-Colonel Gordon* Captain Peel s Eoyal Naval 
aiege^train^ together with the battery and some m.irtars, tlien went to 
the front anil iidvaneed towards the Shah Nujjeef,'*^ a domed nsosfiue 
adth a garden^ about two hundred and fifty yards fiirthor on a ad one 
hundred yaris to the right of the road. Tho mosque had been con^ 
verted into a stroog peat by the eneuijj the high strong aqnare wivlla 
had been loopholed with great cars: the entrance hod been covered by a 
regular work in masonry: and tho top of the budding had been crowned 
with II pnrapett Between the Shnh Nujjeef and the plain lay a thick 
fringe of jungtefc with mud coltagee scattered abont and eostem garden 
onulosures with tall trees, which conceoleHl the largo low dame of the 
mosque till you were on it* To our right between the mosque and tho 
Secunderbagh waa a moaque called tho Kadutn BasuLJ Tbig rebel

vrbiah tore away the right aide of hiB head Feel had just asked him 
if his giiQ was readyi “he replied ^ All ready. Sir/ when I esid 
*fire ton howitzer/ and he was answering * Aye, Aye, * when a round 
shot in le^lbaiia taoment deprived him of his life." ^ Eamston's 
* battalion was new ordered to drive the enemy from the fringe uf 
the jungle and the encloaureg. They advanced in skirmishing onlcr 
nniler oovor of our guns. But Barnstoa fell wonndud by the prema^ 
tUTQ bursting of one of our own shelts. The fall of their leader 
and the aharp mustotry caused the men to waver and retire. 
Norman put spurs to his horse and galloping into their midst asked 
them if British saldicra were going to retire before sopoysif Straight¬ 
way they were back into the fringe of jnnglOi More mfiiatry were 
broughli to support them. The enclosures were taken and the build* 
iiiga iu front burnt. But the battle made no way. From the Shah 
Nojjoflf tiho rebels kept up an uamtQrnuttmg fire of gTa|3e and mus¬ 
ketry: from the guns iu the Kaiser Bagh and tlesa-Hoiise they dealt 
their blows one after another. At 4 o^clock they opened a coavorging 
fire from a heavy gun on the oppe^to bank of the river whose first 
ahot blew np one of PecFs tombrits. Already owing to the deadly 
muBketiy one of his guns (wuld ant be worked and the fife froxa the 
remainder tunl dimiiikhod.

in columns of smoke from barniug buUdings to its front but Bparkled 

all oTOf with tho bright Sash of dre arinii/' For three honra had the 
bortibonlment lasted and no iaipregsbn been made on tha Btont walts^ 
For throe heiua had the Shah Kujjeef sent forth a perennial stream 
of fire not to be chaokad by enr heaTy gnus. To remain was sheer 
death. To retreat by the narrow defile bliwked with troopa was out 
of the qneatiom The rooitiont was deelsire: Colin Campbell oollectiog 
the fl3rd around hiiri said unto them i I had no^intontion of employing 
you again to-day, but the Shah Xujjeef meat be taken* The artillery 
cannot drive the enemy out, so you must mth the bayonet.*' Thus 
spoke tho old chief, and ho atirred the apirit and soul of every man by 
telling them that he would load them himselE 

Sir Colin Campbell forthwith gave oidera that Middleton's bat¬ 
tery of the R. 3 yal ArtDkiy should pass Peal’s guns on the rightand getting 
as close as possib lo to tho Shah Xnjieef open fire. lustantly nod mngni- 
ficcotly was the eommaud obeyed. With loud cheers, tha dnvors 
waving their whips, tho gunners their caps, they galldpod forward 

through the deadly fire, iinlimbered. and poured round after round of 

grape upon the por^ipeta of the eocloaure. Pod manning again aU his 
guns redoubled his fire. Under cover of this heavy cannonade the 03rd 
commanded by Lieu to naut.Colonel Leith liny advanoed, supported 
by Barnfltoa’s battaUou of detachniBUts, " The grey chaired veteran of 
many fights rode with hia a word drawn at their head; keen was his eye, 
as when, in the pride of youth, ho led tho storiners at St. Sebastian. 
ITia staff crowded round him. Hope, toe, with hia towering form, and 
gentle smile, waa there leadiog, as ever was his wont, the men by whom 
he was Loved so well." * Aa they appreachod tho angle of the euclosora 
the fthelb and musketry thinned their ranks. Two of Bir Colin’s 
pecBOual staff were struck down. Hope, hie Aiilc-de^Camp. and hia 
Brigade-Major had their hemea shot u uJer tbcm.f The men went on

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fitcadily till before thorn towered a wall 20 feet high from whose parapet 
and countless loopholes eame in blasts a atorm of musket balls. Many 
fell. The assailaiita replied to their dayors with musketry yet with 
little efibet, and no ladders woro available for escalading the ramparts. 
Nabhing to be dona but to breach them- Under cover of the withering 
fire of tho Highlandara, aiilois and aoldicre, Hope, Hay, and David 
Baird landing a helping hand, dragged them within a few yards of the 
rortification, and Peel behaving vory much "aa if ho had bean laying 
the Munruin alongside an enemy’s frigate" poured hia broadsides into 
tho stout mosaive walb. But no impressiau xvas mud n on the solid 
tmowniy. Never did English soldier and aailqr distinguish hiiuseif 
mom than on this aftorjioon. Thay worked tho guns, though overy 
mainent many were kilted aud more were wounded. But while their 
own losses wore torriblo they cpuUl indict but little in return.* They 
were being destroyed by bullets, and that was all. Day was fast tiimiug 
into night when the strife must be abandoned. The rooket tubes were 
brought up and whilfit they discharged their tiety missiles into the 
building. Peel with the reluctance of a brave naan slowly withdraw his 
guua. All good, tho Aaeistant Qaarteriuaater-Qanaml with head-quarters, 
carried the gloomy tidings of the failure of the attack to tho Chief, 
bir Colin ordered him to tell Hops that he was not to retire till ho 
had coHectijd all his dead and wounded. This was done. Meanwhile 
Hope turning to Allgood remarked:—*' This is very mortifying j let as 
take 60 men and try and look into the place before weretirQ."' CoUaot- 
ing aotne fifty Highlanders, the two friends (thoy had bean sohool- 
felloWB} crept stealthily through the brushwood, guided by Sergeant J, 
Pftton of tho regimont, till they reached a rent in the wall which Patoti 
had discoveredt A soldier was pushed up it with sorae diflientty. 
He rciorted that n o enemy could be seen; Hopa and Hay accompanied

Allgoed retiirtied for a companj 
of fifippera—who ffnbkly arriving, cnlargqd tho openiog- and moTe High¬ 
landers entered- Then Hope's amall parly pushing on gained the main 
gateway and threw it open for their eomradosn **TEio white drcj^eos of 
the lost of the garrison were just seen gtiditig away amidst the Foiling 
smoke in the dark ahadows of the night, Allgood has lined to inromi 
the Chief that the Shah Nujjeef was lu oiir possessiont "‘and never/’ 
he wrote, w[is I the bearer of mora joyful news/' 

Sir Colin Camphcli and Hope Grant with their respective atafTa 
took up their quartera in the Shah Nnijeef but it waa only nonjinalp 
for Sir Colin ahvays made a point of sleeping with his men, who 
bivouacked at thoir posts, which extended in a somi-ciricle from tho 
Shah Nuj^jeef and Kiidum Rasul (which had boon soiled and oocnpied) 
on the oxtreme right to the barracks on the extrenio left* The centre 
mm at the Sceenderbagb and on the plaitjs on its front and left: 
communication with the Dilkusha had been kept up by the daah and 
energy of the cavalry. 

I^f^anwhile the garrison had not been idle. On the evening of the 
15th of Xovembefj just m it was growing daik Sir Colin's welcotne 
eignal “"advance to-morrow'* was made out. Early next morning 
Havelock and Ootitim repe^ired to the Chuttnr Mnnzll and from the 
upper Btomy anxiously watched the progrees of the relieving foipce. It 
had been determined that im eoon as it reached the Secunderbagh the 
outer wall of the ad^'ance garden of the Fulaoc should be blown in by 
the mines which had been previously laid; that tW3 powerful batteries 
which, concealed behind the lofty woll^ had been oonstnictod in the eti* 
clqanrep should then ojKiP on the insurgent^' defences in front; and 
after tho desired effect had been prodaood that the tr^ps should ^ato^m 
the Hirati Khtma or Deep House and the eteum engine-house, two 
baildiogs which intervened between our extreme front and the Moti 
Mahal. Three days before mmes had been prepared for the fonnatiDn 
of breaches ill tho former^ loaded and tamped. 

About 11 the boom of heavy gims announced that the Chief 
was advanciogp and soon after the heavy rattlo of musketry prcfclaimed 
that he was approaching the Sccuuderbagh. Soon by the aid of glassoii 
could be seen the guns opening on the fortified gartlen- Orders were 
immediately given to explode the mines. They were fired, but the 
action was feeble. Two breaches were modo to the right with a long 
piece of wall intcrvcpittg; and on the Icfr the ’wnll was only split and 
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ahflten,* No aoaner End tha brenoheB Appenrod thaii the enflmy 
covered them with a heavy firo of moaketry anfl shot from the 
KeJserbAgh. Our heavy gnus replied. But the long atnp of wail 
in front impeded their lira. '‘.The guns are turned upon it. mid totind 
shot after roiuid shot paasaa tErough it, aa it would tErougb a sheet of 
paper, leaving only ft i®und hote behind." + At Inat, however, larp 
iQoaseB crumbled and broke away, affording a clear space for the battorie# 
of Earl and Olpherts to batter tbo huildinga, while Maude shelled thenj 
from air mortars in a quadrangle of the palace. In the palaae Bqiinre 
thfl troops were fanned and brought up in succa^iou thrangh the 
approMhes. At a quarter-past three two of the miues at the Hiran Ehnna 
exploded with guod effect. At a quarter-past three the advance aeiitidcd. 

" It is impoaaihle," wrote Havelock, “ to deacrihe the onlhuainsm with 
which thill signal was received by the trioopa. Pont up in inaction for 
upwards of ax weeks, and subjooted to constnot attacks, they felt that 
the hoax of relribiition and glorious eiertmu bad returned Their 
cboera echoed through the courLa of the palmse, responsiv® to the bugle 
sound, nnd on they rushed to aasureil victory. The enemy could no¬ 
where withstand them. In a few minutofl tbo whole of the buildings 
were in our posecssion. They were Held against all attack#, and during 
the uight the artillery pushed forward their hiiayy guns, and some 
butteries were rapidly constructed from which to open on the Kniser- 
bngh now within eaiy breaching distance. The Mess-Houac and tho 
Sfoti Mahal alono intervened between the two forces, but. after the 
Mott Mahal waa taken, commuideation with tho Jlesideney would 
still be exposed to a flanking fire frniu the Kaisorbagh,

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While it wfLs still dojTffi Sir Caliii*s Eroope wero roused hj the clang 
of guns, tbe blowmg of bugles^ and the beating of drums* They promptly 
and silentlj feJl into their muki^ prepared to meet the foe, but oa iittnek 
was made. The enemy contented thomselvea ^ith opening a fire of 
round shot nn the Serai near the Secunderbagh* where the wounded 
had been curried for greater proteetion und safety* Lt the firat streak 
of Jay LieuLenant and Adjutant htcBean, assisted by Sergeant 
Hutchinson, ascended the roof of the Shah Nujjeef and underabrnk fire 
hoisted the regimeutal coloni of the 93rd tm its highest pitniacle, as a 
eignal to the gamsou how^ far the Chief had advanced It was answered 
by a colour qu the Chutter Miinzil. Then Sir Colin with chaniet-eriatic 
tmution n.ud deliheratiun arranged the plans of the day. His first care 
was the protection of Jiis left rear whioh, though parthaJly secured by tlse 
occupation of tho barracks, was still liable to bo turned by tho enemy at 
or near the hospital and tho four bungalows ^ulb of it situated by the 
aide of the road which tim from tho city to the Miurtinidre* just bisyond 
where it bifurcated to tho Dilkhu^hu* Id order therefore to secure his 
rear in that direetlou Sir Colin sent Brigadier Bussell with detachuieDU 
of Her Majesty's 82iidj 23rd und^Srd HigldEmderia to capture the bunga¬ 
lows and Blinks^ House near the bridge over which the road to tho 
Dilkhusha crossaa thoconiLh After conflidcrablc difficulty the oDclosures 
of tho bungalows were occupied, and a detachmenEj of the 2nd Puujiib 
Infantry, led by Lien ten ant Koeii, pushiDg farword, occupied Banks^ 
House** 

meanwhile the Xaval Brigade aiid Morlor Batteries ware boinburding 
the Mesa-Eonae, a building of collalder^^bJo size, defended by a ditch 
twelve feet bmmd and scarped with D^asanrj"^ beyond that a loopbuled 
woll.t Colin in order to save bis infantry bod detormiuod to use Lis^ 
guns Eta iiiueh as possible, and it was after tho building bad been 
battered for about three buuns and tho muskctiy fire of the enemy had 
begun toalackcn, that the Chief thinking it might be starmed without 
much riak “ gave the order to advance. Tho atorming party conaisted 
of a company of the 9l)tb Foot under Captain Wol&eky and a pici(uet 
of Her Majest}"*a 53rd under Captain Hopkins, supported by Major 
Bumston^fl battalion of dctachmenta under Captain Guise, Her Majesty^*® 
S3rd Footj and some of the Punjab Infantry under Lieutenant Powhil* 
The Mesa-House was oarriod iminediutely with a rusb and by order of

Sir Da>vid Bainl aud Captfiin 
Eopkina, planted under a shower of bulleta a rflgtmentiil colour on one 
of its liirretB to show Outram and Flaveloet how £if they Lad advanced. 
Twice was it shot down* Notwitbstondiug I managed,wrorla Lord 
Roberts, " to prop it np a third time on tho tiiirct, nn«i it wiui nuL again 
hit, though the onerny continued to fire at it for some time,* The troopfl 
then pressed forward with great rigour and lined the wall seiiarating the 
Mess 'House from the Moti Mahal. Here the enemy mode their lost 
stand. Captain Wolscley sent for some sappers, who coming up iimdi.- 
openings in the wall through which the troops poured and attacked the 
network of buildiDgs within. The rebels fought stubbornly, but they 
wem driven nt the point of the bayonet from mom to room, mii] after 
(he lapse of some time thrust furth from the vast enclosure. 

The relieving force mid the gaitTson were now sepnmtc<] only by 
the open space between the engine-houso and the Moti ilahoL It 
was'not more than four hundred and fifty yards across, but it was ex- 
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pc^d a hot fire of iDUskotry rrOQi the Eaiserbnj^h and a hcavj can¬ 
nonade from Lhe Hadehah Bi^h acro^ the river. Lieuteoiiiit Moorsonip 
Her Majesfy's 52ntl Foot, a tidier of great ability and unoomnioa 
bravery p ivas Lhe finit to attempt thedaiigereus jmsaage ncrese, Greeping 
™itioufily along tbe road ho reached Sir Colm'"8 iwat imburt and 
rebumetl with two officeni Tlien OuUhiei and Tjavolock wiLh their wi-h- 
pective atalTa went 5>rtli tn greet the ComtiiJiader'iii-Cliief. Tlie enemj’fi 
fire had Blackenecb and Havelock accompanied by Lieutenant Faili^or 
and Ills bugler^ Dick Peanson of the 78thp reached tke Moti Midi^al in 
safety. Hope Grant, aa old companion in arinBp waji the first to con-^ 
gratnkte him on being relieved. He went up to the moop who inime- 
dLately flocked around him and gave him three cheera. ThLi was too 
mucli for the fine old General: his breast lieavad with etnotion, and his 
eyeg filled with tear*. He turned to the men and said:"" Soldiers, 1 am 
happy to see you ; soldiersp I am happy to think you have got into this 
place with a fimaUer loss than I had. Hope Grant asked him w hat he 
enpposed the Jobs amoimtod to. He answered that he hwJ heard it 
estimated at eightyj and was much surprised and grieved when I told 
him we had lost about forty-three ofiiceta and four hundred and fifty 
men killed and wounded.f The party then prctceeded to meet Sir 
Colin at the Mess^House. Whilst threading the passages and courts of

SitTTEll were wownded in rnuningthe gnunttet of fire, btiti Outram nuJ 
Havolock crossed over tinhnrt to the outside wall of the Mess-House 
enclosure. An opening was quickly made hy the Sappere through 
which they eateiud, On the sward sloping down from the ilees-Housc 
stood Colin Campbell, nad a Wbzo of shot and mntiketry from the Kaiser, 
hsgh rose upon them as the three veterans nicL " This was n very 
happy meclitig/' wrote Hope Grant, "and a cordial shaking of hands 
took pkeo/^* ’* On OuLmm privation had not told so heavily, hnt the 
hand of death w'as on Elitvolock, though he lighted up a little on being 
told for tho drat time thnl he was Sir HeiiTy."' t Loud rang the cheem 
ns the nows sped along from post to post that the three Cenernla 
had mot. " The relief of the ht'sieged garrison had been accomplished. *’ 
In these fow terse words the Coroniandei^in-Chief aunouiiced tho 
acoomplishment of a brilliant achievemeTit., guided by a master hand, 
nuJ brought to a {ruccoFsful close by the pluck of the British soldier, 

'' Every mao in the force.'* wrote Sir Colin, " had exerted himself to 
lIie utmost taid now mot with his reward." 

A few of the officers of the Relieving Force ran the gauntlet of tire 
and entered the Residency, Not only the old garrison but the men 
belonging to the First Relieving Forco boro manifest tokens of what 
they had gone through,—bad food, foul air, and noiGome exhalations 
hiid left their mark, “In the ragged summer clothing in which they 
had entered, these man looked worn and hungry, and in one comer was 
seen tho curious spectacle—I suppose common enough in the garrison— 
of a British ooldier making chuppatiea (unleoveiled cakes) for himself 
out of his sconty allowance of flour. Entering a battery which was 
trying to ailonce some of the npemy's guns across the rivor, these 
officers HAW a few men grimed with smoke and without coat or 
waistcoat, all so alike in^ costume and appearance, that it was only 
by asking which was the officer, that they oscertained they wore 
stabding close to one they ivell knew.—ono of the bravest officers

** that Ait ken and Lough man could have managed to defend it for 
uearly five Tnouthpi There were plenty of evidcncea on all the 
tfurrounding buildings ot the dangeroua nature of the service 
which they and their gallant Native comnulea had so udiuirably per¬ 
formed* Although we were preased for times we could not re^iist stop-' 
ping to fipeak to mmv of tho Native nflSeera and aoiM>ys, whose magni- 
ficenl. loyalty throughout the siege was one of Lha moat gratifying 
featurcii of the mutiny*” f 

That night Sir ColLu auH hi.n men again lay by their arms. They 
had joined hands w ith the Rcaidcncy hut a most difSoulb and danger¬ 
ous tattk remained to bo done. They had to cover and protect the 
Withdrawal of all the women, children^ sick, wonndeds AumiunitioD^ 
trcasurcSi and eton's, and they had to effect this in the fane of a vast' 
force of the enciny. When Sir Colin mol Ontram and Havelock be 
promptly infonncil them of bLa inteation to oariy out hia* original plan 
for which he hfwl prepared Lhetn J —the withdrawal of the garrison, and 
he made his an-angementa with them for the proaecntion of hm dosigiu 
The next day Outram waited on the Commander-in-Chief and ei£- 
[ircsHOpl his opinion that the Kaiserbagh sbould be taken and that 
we sboutd then continue to hold the town, for which he conaidere^l 
that “ two strong briga-dos of fiCN) meu” would suffice after the 
Kaiserbogb had been taken. Sir Colin w^ts ^bf opinion that at least the 
jynne force would be nece&aary to preserve tho cotumuoiflatiou now

Sir Colin had aUvajs beou of opinion that the position taken up by SitCrlih_ 
Henry Lawrence was n false one, and after becoming acquainted r«HiDi fen 
with the gTOund and worked his troops upon it Ui relieve the garrison, 

that opinion was contirmfid* "1 therefore anbmit" he telegraphed 
in the Governer-GcDcral. •' that to commit another garrison in this 
imniciisc city is to repeat a military error, and 1 caunot conBent 
toil." He conridered that “a strong moveable divisiou outside the 
town with tield and heavy artillery in a good military posUion is the 
real manner of holding the city of Lucknow in cheek, according to the 
practice with the other great cities of India. Such a diviaimi would 
aid in Bubdning the couatr)- hciaaftor. and its position Mould bo quite 
sufficient evidence of our intention not to aWdou the proriuce of 
Uudh." 'I'heso were the gciierat grounds for his opinioiu " The more 
jipedal oncH are the wjmt of meanB, piirticidurly mfantry, held and 
musket aiumuiutJcin for prolongOii opcnitions, owing to circiimatances 
beyond my control, and the state of our eominunicatious in the North- 
West Provinces. The first of these is. of coiurao, imaiiaweiftble j the 
second appears to me an insuperabk ohjection to the leaving of more 
troop in Oudh than such a divirion as I have mentioned as evidenoa of 
the intention s of Ooveramciit ” The state of our (iommnnications in the 
North-West Provinoca was no doubt the strongestreiuson for Sir Colin’s 
retirement. It wns essential to the commuDicaliou and to the state of 
the scattered [Mirtles that Sir Colin having extricated the gamsoo xit 
Lucknow flhouhl fall back as speedily as possible on Cawnpore, the key 
of all fiiturc operations, the safety of which he knew was stemmed by 
the whole Onnlior contingent. Sir Colin had made up hiu mind and 
nil opposition was in vain.f Outrain TyaH tho Political Officer, hut Sir

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CoiiD wQiild notdofer the withdrawal of the gairuiou till tho decision 
of the Oovemor-Geiieral had been obtained. After tho garrisoa had 
beea r^mo^ed he s^ent on the 20th of November a telegram to the 
Gtn^Ernoi'-Coiieral stating the case, and added : ‘ Owing to the erpro^- 

rion of opinion by the political aiitbotity in the country I have dalayed 
further movennent till I shall receive Your Lord&hi|j'8 reply." The 
folio wing day Lord Canning replied : ''The one step to be avoided Sr 
a total withdmwTil of tho British forcos from Ondh. YoLir proposJil to 
leave a atroug moveable diviaioo with heavy artillery outside the city, 
and BO hold tho city in cheeky will aoewer eveiy' purpose of policy."’ 

Though the left rear of Sir Colin's poaitioa had been secured on 
tho night oi' the 17th instant by the acouimbion of Banka* House nud 
the four bungalows, our holt) on them was nniat precarbus. Tho enemy 
appreciating the value of the position kept up an nnceaeiiig fire on all 
the buildiiigg oeciipiedby Brigadier Russell am] on rhe barracks occupied 
by the High landers. To Biletiec that lire viras of the utmost importance. 
For not only did the buildings protect our left rear, hut Sir Colin^ not 
wishing to be dependent oti the narrow tortuous sundy lane by whicli 
he had advanced wag tlesirous of withdrawing the garrison by the 
nictallod wide road which ran from the Scctinderbagh between the 
bimgalowB and the barracks to the Dilkbushn Bridge over the canal 
guarded by Batiks' Hoase. On the evemEg of the 17th Brigadier 
Ruiwell seat word ho could not silence the lira of the enemy without 
heavy gims. On the morning of the JSth Sir Colin ordered GjIoucI 
Biddulph, the Deputy QimrtennEister-Gencral, to proceed to the 
barracks to discover whether guns CPU td he taken down in safety to 
Ru&ftcll'fi aesietance and report to the Cnminander-in-Chiel on the whole 
eituatiou. laeutenRut Roberts wag mnt with him to bring back the 
required information.* On arriving at the barracks CoWel Biddulph 
in company with Colonel Bgnrchicr proccisded to reconnoitre the whole 
of the roads which formed a network among the villages lying between 
the barracks and the canaL A suitable one having been founch a 

0-poundcr and a 24.poundcr howitzer, with four fii-inch mortars were 

at once got into position in the enctoeure of the second bungalow^ the 
P) or tarn being placed behind ihg hou^e itw]{ to ahell the neighbourhood.

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An irtJii iS-jMMindfef of the enomy^s waa not abovi^ 120 yards distant 
"and to avoid giving notice to iba enemy of our intentiotis by 
opening nu eiabniHiiKJ, ibe tuutzKio of the O^poundei- wufl crammed 
through a hole that a shot had just made. As we fired bo did 
they. A cloud of dust in idl J temenibcr: Brigudier Riusetb Cnptuiu 
Ogilvie. ami 1 were on our backs. Poor Eussell had just been grazed 
on the back of tlie neck ;* the cloda brf^keti from tho wall had knocked 
us over. Again and again we plied our gun with round shot, behind 
a charge of grapethey never agiua fired and withdrew their gun.'* 

On Brigtidier Russell being disabled Colonel Biddulph “who 
hitherto had wanJoi ed about !n a shower of bullets as if they hud uo 
power over him" naauined command. He organiaed a column to storm 
the hospital, and as he wna explaitung bis pbuR to Colonel Hale at the 
gate of the opoloaure of the third bungalow a bullet struck him dead; 
paaamg through his brain, but previously going through Halo’s bat." t 
Colonel Hale then assumed command. “At 4 o^dock p.3u. covered by 
a tpiick fire from tho 24'poundcr howitaot at the gate, and a tllgbt of 
shells from the mortaxsj he led hia column from the enclosure of the 
third bungalow into the gardeus opposite, and bo into tho hoapitat; 
which was stormed and carried after a stubborn resisbanco.” It 
WAS nnfortuiifttcly thatched and was soon set on fire by tho misstefl 
poureil on it by the enomy. “From the beat alone it wna impos¬ 
sible to remain there; Colonel Halo therefore formed up bis men 
and withdrew them in perfect order, to his original position.* Then 
was done a brave act, A man of the storming column had been wounded 
und left in a garden for an hour-aud-a^half. A drummer stuck by him. 
When the coluum roturned he dashed into the ple(|uet and reported the 
fact. Lieutenant narriugton, Bengal Artillery, an officer of Har 
Mojcsly'fl aarvico whose name has not been recorded, a gunner and the 
driimmcr pushed out under a very hot fire and brought in the wounded 
man. '* As they left tho picquet a round shot struck the ground under 
their feet." Lieutenant Harrington was awarded tho Victoria Crosa.

left, made a mnait attack on the piequets covering the centre of the 
*»iFrrijig Hue. Sir Colin supported them vnlh a corapatiy of Her Majesty'a 23rd 
and another of Her Majeaty^a 53 jcL *'Not harmg any more infuntrj 
at my diEiposal, Cap tain Eemingtoii'a troop of Home Artillery 
brought upj and dtLshed right iutu the jiiiigle with t.hc leading 
skirmtshomt and oi>eiied fire with extraordinary tbree and preclsioup^'' * 
"The eneiuy were beaten off, the fire was heavy, ami the sight of the 
fioshos qf the cannon and musketry in the dusk of the evening was 
striking in the extretae/* 

The Gperatioua on tho l€tb disclosed lo Sir Colin that his 
foree could do no more than hold their scattered posts^ and that the 


proposed line of robiremeut by the l oiiii which ran Trom the Secuuder- 
bagb to the Dilkbunhii wan kupraeticable. It entailed not only the 
re-takingof tho hospitjL(& but also the capture of the Emambaru and a 
mosqiiB which were oommandod by tho guns of the Kaiserbagk He 
lOiti Nor* therefore ordered ou the morning of tho IDth a fresh recaunaissonee to 
isir Colin bo made of the villages from tho back of the hungulowM dawn to the 
bank of the canal. It was found that they contained a number of 
eonntTy rmds, rough it is true but sufficiently good for tho tmnait 
mpht even of heavy artilleiyi Ho determined to romove his guns along them 
and to withdraw tho garrison by the route along which he had advancedH 
ITq therefore coinmarided Ck^lonel Ewart merely to hold the barracks 
and Colonels Hale and Wells tho bungalow^g—padtions which covered 
hU left rear. Ho had constructed a flying sap between the Engine 
House and Martin's House to screen the women aud children from the 
fife of Ae Kaiserbagh when they crossed the opon space between the 
Engine House and the iloti Mahal. A naval gun commanded by Mid¬ 
shipman Lord Arthur Clinton was placed on the road between the 
Secunderbogh and Moti Mahal in order tu reply to any fire that opened 
on it Then Sir Colin sent a note to Outram iufoiiniiig him that his 
arrangements for the withdrawal of tho women and childreu, sick nnd 
wounded, had been completed and conyeyaneca would be sent for them.

ThtJ news of the abaudoDment of the Rc&idoncy aent a ebii'er 
through the garriaonK It aeoined to them who hud bo Idng defeaded 
itB crumblmg walk an intolanibio abamo. They bad done all men 
could do. They had kept at bay a vaat hoet j they Lad suffered pitifully; 
they had seen their wives and childi^n perish atouDd them' and to 
leave tho spot where they had died was a sote dtatress^ And now we 
mnst leave our little room the scene of ho much sorrow and Biifferingj." 
wrote a widow, before night I shall pass tho spot where my hua- 
band was killcid and where porhapa be found hia gra^^eThe men of 
tbe garrison were a ragged romoant^ shadows of thetnaelvea sinkiDg 
under had foodp fever, and cholera^ hat they were willing to -fight and to 
ondure till they brought the defence to a moro triumphant issue. 
Their gallant commander went to OuLratn and begged that the Banner 
of England which “shot tliroiigb the staff and halyard they had ever 
raised anew shonld not now be furled* Remove the women and 
children, tbe sick and wounded, hut Jouto him one regiment and he 
would hold the old Rcsidfiney aud horn its tcipiuost tcof the Banner of 
England should fly. Outram mentioned the offer to the Chief who 
sternly refused it, aud it required a bolder heart to refuse it than to 
storm the breach at Sau Sebastian. The cotiimand Lad gone forth and 
it must be obeyed. 

On the 18th of Novernber the women were busy packing, hut it 
was not au arduous task, My worldly effectsp"** wrote one of them, 
can be put into a very small compiisfl, since they consist merely of a 
few old clothes.^* The next day at noon the women and children left 
the entreuchruent where for five months they hod cndiired the most 
poignant aufferinga. Some of them were conveyed in carriages, cloaely 
packed, many were seated on native cartSj not a few walked, Parsing 
through the Bailey Guard Gato^ the Furbnt Baksh, andChatar AlunzU 
palaces they ciame to the advanced battery. Tho line of fire from the 
Kaiserbagh to Martin’s EEduso bad to be croaised+ The hordes had 
been so long on siege hire that they had forgot ken the use of their 
legs and had wo Htrcngth and so came to a standstill evoiy five mniutea, 
invariablj ohuosing the moat dMigerous parts of the mad for their halt. 
At one place we were under so hot a fire that we got out and ran for 
ouf lives, leaving the vehicles to fista; and two natives who were 
helping to push behind were ehot/^ Prom Martin's House they passed 
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thT»>iig'h the Court uf the Moti on ih@ side qf which they 

gamed the high road leading lq the Socimderbagb. flore ^ they 
were exposed to the eiiemy'e guns on the other eide of the river, 
and ieaviog the oarriagee they crept along the scarp pwt the ex| 3 qsed 
plocefl. one apot we were piuHsing a S4-poiiiider manned by Home 
of the nami brigade; they aLL called imf. to us to bend low and 
mil fia fast as wo eonld; we had haTrlly done an when a volley of grape 
whistzed over onr heads and struck a wall beyond/' AfLernn honr'e 
tramp they reached the Secunderbagh unhurt where tboy were w'el 
coined by the old Chief* Oo determined to keep them there till night 
fell and then aeaJ them dii in dcHiUes for the horses could not drag the 
vehicles through the sandy lanesa. At Ll p.m. a long procession of 
litters started fer the Dilkhushn, the women and children were borne 
along "‘in the most ^kmu silence; the only souneb were the tramp, 
trump of the doolie bcareni and the screaming of the jackals It wia 
an awfiil time, one felt as if one'^ life hung in a balance, with the 
fate wo hod so long dreaded; but our merdful Father, who had 
jjToteeted us through so many and great dangers, brought us in 
safety to Dilkhusha, where wa arrived about two in the momiug/^ 
They found a uheUer in a large teat, and being tliorougbly worn out they 
s<H3ii foil asleep on the ground* They were come out of captivity and 
the weary months of imprisonmeixt were past, but manv of them would 
awake to have to bear up alone without a huehond, without a ohildn In 
their soiled aud tattered gormcata Peers coxswain said he thought they 
looked a rough JoL" The years roii awny, but the golden tints of 
their courage and heroic devotion remain on the pages of history. 

On the morning of the 20th Peels heavy guns which were 
eoiablisbed in battery near Martims house opened on the Xaiserbagh. 
Under eover of their fire which gnuiutiliy luisuiiied the cbiu-Acter 
qf a regular hrsachiDg and bombardment, the treagure, the food, and 
all the guns that were not destroyed were removed out of the 
Residency without the enemy's knowledge, hia whole attenttcin being 
eonceutrated on tbo defence of the KniBerbagh. On the 22jid three 
wide breuches yawned in its walla, aud Sir Colin biiring tbua led 
the enemy to believe that immediate assault was oontemplated sent to 
Outram final directionq aiteutly to eTacuate the Roeideuoy at midnight) 
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A little after elevea the faurteen gamBOHs were silently withd^wn 
from the ontposts. The name of eaoU nmn was called out * to see ?f all 
were present. Through the .iarkoesa came a lo'V answer, rheii a 
bright flame shooting apwarda displayed the shatterod ftesideocy an 
the men leaning on their muskets 'Phe hot metals from some of the 
guns which had bean bnr-t had set fire to the heap of wood need m a 
rampart. A critical moment. But the enemy only oontinued their 
desultory musketry Are. The clock struck twelve, The order wm 
given. And the illustrious garrison marched paat Oiitnim aud lug^ 
who stood at the Bailey Guard Gate. “ All have passed, Sir, reported 
the Aide-de^Camp. Ontram waved hi-s hand to luglia to precede m. 
But India at ouce said; You will allow mo. Sir James, to he the 
last, and to shut the gates of my old garrison." Outram at once 
yielded, and loglia closed the gates. So ended the defence of the 

Residency at Lucknow. _ j i. 

The garrieou after passing the Clock Tower turned s arp 
left end cpiered the Tehii Kote enclosure and psssed in succsssoJi 
the puWes held by us. " All along we see files of ranks ready to jom 
us, and here the Artillery Staff, there the Engineers fall xn. V\e have 

left our defeuces and glance up to the right towards the Kms^agb 
toeeeif the enemy is visible, No. aUbstiU. not a shot is hrei t 

The high road is reached and amidst the deepest silence Outram s 
column passed through Sir Colin's advanced poets to the S«undmv 

bagb and down the sandy tortuous lane through which the Chief had 
advanced Then each eiterior line gradually retired through ito 
Bupporto till all the ground as far as the Sscnnderbagk was ub^doued. 
There Hope's brigade with fifteen guns were drawn up and Sir Colm was 
with them ready " to crush the enemy if ha had dared*to follow up the 
picriuetik" When Outmu. had ropnrtod that liis force had withdrawn 
and a few mmuteg bad been given for the narrow lanes to bo clear,

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Hope'e brigade fell baek and pasaed thr^sugh the lioe. At that momeDt 
the eaejiiy Ofsened an artiDeiy and muaketry fire All tholight the 
reLiremant was discovered: atid the enemy would oome fottb fro in the 
Kuiserbagh and attack the retiring force. But Peel promptly aeut a 
fire of rockets into the Kaiser bag h and thair fire ceased Then the 
fifteen guns filed off and Sir Colin sent orders by staff oflScara that the 
extreme pofts on the left should make tbeir way by a road which had 
been explored for theiUp He alone remained with a handful of infantiy. 
Then when snfficieiit time had been given for the guns to get clear of 
the InncR and village ''the infantry who had been lying down, and 
gazing with anxious eyed, and ears on the atretcli, in bbe direction of 
the enemy^ quietly arose and filed off through the village mth tbo 
ComEDandei>m-Chief+^ * 

''Shortly before dawn every soldier was in the position allotted 
to himi either at the Dilkhusha, in front of it the canali or at 

the MarriniSro, at which latter place Sir Colin and-the 93rd were 
established I and worming thoLoaelves round fires soon lighted, in rear 
of that huilding,^^ t 

Thus WOE accomplished the renjoviJ of the garrison from the Reai- 
deucy a skilful movement which incrita every praise. The sound judg¬ 
ment of Sir Colin Campbell wos mimifestcd in the foresight with which 
ho examined and provided for every contingency. But not unto himself 
but his tmo|is he gave the praise. He ineued a Cenera] Order on the 
23rd of November thanking them foi' what they had done« He com« 
mended their patience and endurance. " Hastily oasemblodj fatigued 
by forced nanrehes but animated by a common feeling of detennina^ 
tion to occomplkh the doty "before tham* all ranks of the force 
have compensate for their small number by increoaing exertion/' 
Reminding them how for six days the whole force had been 
"one ontlying picqoet never out office and oovering an immonso 
extent of ground ” he praised their valour. '*That ground was won 
by fighting as it ever fell to tbo lot of the Commander to witness^ it 
being necessary to bring up the same men over and over again to 
Uvsh aLtacks, and it is with the greatest gratification that His Excel¬ 
lency declarer ho never eaw men behave better/' And Sir Colin had

In the evening Outram went to see hini. “ ■ His tenderness was 
that of u brother '—and be said ' I have for forty yews so ruled my life, 
that when death came I might face it without fear*" On the morning 
of the 24th of November death catne and nobler life had never 
happier closo. Never was a man more widely nioiiraed over or more 
honoured iti his death. On Christmas Day 1857, news reached England 
of the Relief of Lucknow, and on January the 7th tha joy of a nation 
waa tiuued into mourning by the tidings of Havelock’s ciaath.

Rut Havelock belonged to n nice that is not eonfiiiad to a small kJand,

Soon after the death of their great Captain the laareh hack to 
CawniHjre began and the aoidiere he had so often lad to viotoiy bore 
his body to the Atumbagb, Next morning they interred him in the 
enclcsiire usder the mango (ree which still spread* its branches over 
his tomb, and the cross carved on it by the hand of Outrain was a few

On the meTDing of the 27th of November Sir Coliu Compbell with 
the women ood children re*ioue,1 fr-.m Lt.okn.w, the wounded of h«. own 
mid O-ilram a force, together with the tre,«nre ,md .irtiUory mid ongmee 
nark.* started fiem the Alu-nb-igh. Theeonvoy extended along at leant 
Za miles of road To gnanl it Sir Colin had only three thon^»nd men. 
amon-t whom were the remmvot of the gallant 32nd who had bo 
atoutlT defended tho Residency, the sepoya whose fidelity and coiiiuga 
can never be too highly appraised, and the few Native pensioners who 
had loyally roaponded to the call of Sir Henry Lawrence to come to our 
Hid in the flarkast hoor. Slowly did tho tong train wend its way and 
it woe sunset befoTB Sir Colin pasiwd Bannae bridge and encampod two 
miles beyond. During the day had been heard the low tremulous 
aound which denotes heavy firing at a distancej and on reaohing Biinoee 
the offieeroommanding that OTit|ioat reported that ho had not only heard 
a cannoniide during tho day,but it had been audible diinng the greater 
part of the provioun day, No news had reached Sir Colm from Oawn- 
pore for soma time and now the cause of the rileuoe boentoo evident: 
the Gwalior Couliiigeut were attacking Windham- The conringency of 
which ho bad uever lost sight and which had inlluenood him in limiting

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hia operatiiona at Lucknow to the withdrawal of the garrison bud arleou. 
Sir Cotia aUo knew how slender waa tha force at WindhamdL^posaL 
how Btroag the onciny were, and the grave conseq^ueiicea of Wiudham*s 
not being able to bold his OTivn. Cawnpore and the bridga-of-baats In 
the hands of the edetay, the Hituatian of hw force in Oudh would indeed 
be gdive. To abandon the charge uf the coEivoy was impossible. Ail 
most be pressed forward withuiit delay, Ordera were issued for a 
march on Cawnpore the foliowitsg raorniEg, and Cawnporc wna thirty 
miles away. 

At 9 on the ilSth of November the column preceded by the 
cttTAlry and artillery resumed its rnarch At every step the sound of a 
hea^y but distant eaniiotiMle became more distinct^ but mile after mile vras 
pvBscd over and no news could be obtaioed« The anxiety and impatience 
of all became evident. “ Louder and louder grew the roar; Easter and 
faster became the inarch ; long and weary was the way ; tired and fcHDtaore 
grew the infantry ■ death fell on the exhausted wounded u ifch a terrible 
rapidity; the travel-worn bearers could hardly stagger along under their 
loads; the sick man groaned and died—but still on, on, on was the cry.” 
They bad trampad on till □□on without newa^ when a Native suddooly 
jumped out of cover in a field and handed a letter ia Greek ebaraoter to 
the staff at the bead of the advance guard. It was addressed—■* Most 
urgent, to Oenenii Sir CoHn Campbell or any officer commanding troops 
on the Lucknow Eoad.*^ “ The letter was dated two days previously^ 
and said that, iiiilesa aflfaiira shortly took a favounible turn the troope 
would have to retire into the enurenchmeot; that the fighting had been 
hard and most severe; and that the enemy was very powerful, especially 
in artillery. It concluded by expressing a hope that the Commander^ 
in-Chief would therefore see the cieQessity of pushing to their assistance 
with the utmost speed/"* Soon he recoived two other notes in anoces- 
sion, annomici eg that Wind ham was hard pressed/" That he bad 
been obliged to fall bank from outgida tbe city to his entTenchment/' f 
Three salvos wsre fired from the battery of the advanced guard to in¬ 
timate the approach of coming aid, but it is doubtful whether they were 
filler heard, or* if heard, understuod. Sir Colin leaving the infiintTy and 
convoy to follow pushed forwarcl with the cavalry and horse artillery.

or-bontfl was safe. llardQr they wont till they reached the bank of 
the river where they found a guard of British aoltUore under a subaltcTTi. 

He oaproBsed his joy at Soeiug them and stamniored out “ we are at 
our bet gasp," Unfortunate mant Sir CoUn dew at him aa only Colin 
Campbell could when roused, and asked him how ho dared to soy of 
Uor Majesty’s troops that they were " at their Ust gasp." Then 
spurring his horse Sir Cotin followed by his staff galloped over the bridge 
and down the road till they riKle into some infantiy defending the 
outworhM of the eutrenchmcnt, M Sir Colin entered the gate of the air ^li, 
fort the men of the Rida Brigade recognised the well-known face and 
wiiy figure they had so often aeon in tho Crimea, and sent forth ehaor 
uiber cheer. They knew that Cawnpore was saved. Sir Colin now 
learnt the tma state of affaim, and shortly after his arrival it was 
reported to Him that Bngadier Cartbew had retreated from a very 
imwrtant outpost, The fighting for the night ceased, and Sir Colin 
having remained with TFindham for some time settling the o[N^tioi» 
for the morrow, rode across the river to his cainp " into which oU 
night the guns, stores, women and sick continued to stimra," * Feel 
and his saitera, with the fllow-paoed bullocks retjuired to drag the heavy 
a^pouuder, arrived only an hour before annrifle. 

When Sir Colin was about to leave Cavmpore to relieve the Resi¬ 
dency at Lucknow ho sent General Windham three memoranda con- ai, 
toiuing minute and precise instructions for hia guidance. In the 
memorandum dated the 6th November 1857, Windham was told that Wimlh«i 
“ his atteDtion was to ha inamediately directed towarda the improve- 
meat of the defonces and of the entrenohinent. ' He was directed to 
maintain a careful watch over tlie movements of the Givalior foroo, 

“ which, it is supposed, will arrive at Galpee uu Uoaday, the 0th instant" 

If this lurcc sliould “ ehow a real disposition to ctckh the Jumna, Lbq

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garrisou at Futtehpore should bo witbdmwa to Cawnporo " In such 
caae a post wsa to be formed at Lohunda. the teimmus of the rnilway 
from Allahabad, to consist of not lesa than five companies of infentry 
and four ^ns furnished from Allahabad Parties proceeding from 
Lohundn to Gawnpore aere to be of the strength of a battalion. But 
the bulloct train pdat wna not to be diflcontluued. “ till positive infor¬ 
mal, ion respecting the moTement of the Gwalior Contingent rendered 
such precaution abaoUitoly necessary.” Then General Windham won 
to make as great show u he could of the troops he might have at 
Cawnpore, " leaving a sufficleat ground in the entronehment, by 
encamping them coaspicooualy and in somewhat extended order,looking, 
however, well to hb line of retreat." General Windham was specially 
directed “ not to move out to attack unless compallerl to do ao by the 
force of circumBtanceSj to save the boinbardment of the entrenchment- 
For the present the garriaon at Cawnpore was to consist of about 500 
men. Tho debachmenta of British infantry as they arrived were to 
be sent into Oudh by wings of dotachmant unless the Geueral should 
be Bcriously threatened. *' But of course in such case he will have 
been able to take the orders of the Commander-iu-Cbict^’ Windham 
was to be al loaded to retain the Madras Brigade on its arrival on the 10th 
of November, for a few days untQ the intentions of the Gwalior Con¬ 
tingent became developed.*" 

Windhain at once proceeded to carry out the intentions of tho 
Commander-m-ChieT with regord to placing tho ontreuchincnt in as 
complete a state of defence na posaiblo. Bat it was impossible m 
remedy its chief defects. It never could in a militaiy senso be made 
dcfeaHiblcw It was Burrounded with numeroue houses, gardens, and walls. 
Moreover, the old native city of Cawnpore with lie narrow streets was 

only a few hundred yards ifrstant; ” confloquently an enemy might 
(if the city was not defended) approach even with artillery, under 
cover, to within easy musket range of the works,” Windham also with 
commendable promptitude sent forw'ord acoonlmg to hia itifitructions 
the several detachments as they reached Cawnporc. On tho I3tb of 
November the Chief of the SbafT wrote to him: *' Ho (the Chief) desires 
me to thank yon warmly for all you are doing to support him. The 
impulse you have given to evei^'thing is immense and hia expression 
to me ia,' I cannot be too thankful for having him at Cawnpore jn*!*

Windhan^'s spies, howevei-, from day to day informed him that the 
Gwalior Contitigont were gradually crossmg the Jnmnn and he bad 
sound reason to think that the ehciny would attack Cawnpore when 
Sir Colin was engaged iu the difficult opcrntion of rescuing the 
Lucknow garrison fifty miles nwuy. Ho therefore represented the in¬ 
sufficiency of his force to preteeb the city if attacked, and on the 15th of 
November ha received the following Tuemorandoui by the Chief of the 
Stuff - '* Major-General Windham will cause all detachmenta couaing 
along the Grand Trunk Road to bait at Cwnpore until further orders." * 

The previous day the Mndma brigade commanded by Brigadier 
Carfchew marched into Cawnpore. It oonBisted of a wing of tho 37tb, 
four 9-poundore manned by natives and two manned by Europeans. 

One of the regimeuta of which it had been composed, the 17bh Native 
lufantry, had been lefb at Futfcehpora to main tain the communication 
between Allahabad and Cawnpore. Day by day Windham’s force began 
now tio be incrcoaod by Eucceeau-e ooinpanics or drafts of the 34th, 
S2nd, 88 bh Regimen ts, of the Rifle Brigade and by the remainiiig wing 
of the 27th Madras Native Infantry. By the 26th of November it bad 
been brought up to a strength of 1,700 effective men. 

Tbrea days after the arrival of Carthew's brigade Windham, follow* i Jth 
ing the instructions of the lilemorandum to enoimp his troops con* 
spicuously, took up a ^ition beyond and to the west of tho town near 
the junction of the Delhi and Calpee roada The force, under the 
command of Brigadier Oarthew, conristed of detachments from the 34th, 
82ad, 80th, nod Rifle Brigade, and of the right wing of the 27th Madrna 
Native Infentry with eia guns. Windham now knew that the eneoiy 
had occupied two villages Sbewlie and Shirajpur, fl freon miles from 
Cawnpore, and that the main body was more than twenty-Avo miles od.f 
Between the two villages flowed the Ganges canal. Windham con* 
ccived the plan of transporting 1,200 men one night up the canal by 
boats, taking bis field guna along the towing paths and landing at day¬ 
light, Hb would fall on the village which hia latest intolligenne 
revealed to he most open to attack. Earing overwhelmed it he would 
return to Cawnpore before the maiu body of the enemy could attack it, 
W'indhaui coUettad tho boats for the purpose and the tow path was

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reconnoitred nod found pocticnble for artillery. But ho consider^ to 
nttcmpt BO fonvACti a movement wUtiont spocial sonctton would bo 
acting contrary to Lho explicit inetrnctione he had received. He there¬ 
fore sent the p1«t' to the Gominender-in-Chief imd requested perniisBioa 
to carry it out. The letters he sent announcing the approach of the 
Gwalior Force, however, never reached the Coniuiander-iii-Chiot* On 
the I9lh of ^Jovemher all communication with Lucknow suddenly coased. 
Three dtiya after Windham learnt that the rebels had aurprised and 
defeated a police force at Bimnee. Without heHitatiofi he determiaod 
to weaken hifl amall force in order to protect the Chiefa commuuiffiition, 
and on the morning of the S3rd of Novflmber be eont a wing of the 
2Tth Madras Native Infantry with two guns manned by EnropeanB to 
re-QCCupy the bridge. That day a native arrived from Lucknow with 
11 small note rolloci in a quill. It was from a Commissariat officer 
with the Commander-in Chiefs mlumn requesting that ten day's' 
proviaiuns for the whole body should be sent at once to Lucknow. 
The roquesl for ten days' provision snggested tho fear that CoUn 
Campbell wna Burrounded. and force was lent to the auggeation by the 
fact that no loiter or defipateh hml been received froin him. Oenoml 
Windham now concluded that he could not retnm for some time, aud 
he expected an attack by the enemy in force. He determined to 
fltrike the first blow. He considered tho ontrenchment ami bridge 
could *' be better defended by holding the town and ita outskirta than 
in any other way. But I desired not only to use the town as a eOTor 
to the entrenchment, but also to prevent the town itself from being 
pillaged.'' t On the 24tll Windham, leaving four ccinpaniee of the 
64th Begimeutand a small force of artillery to guard the entrenchment, 
advanced his camp close to the bridge by which the Oat pee road 
crosses the canal. He considered it a good position for carrying out 
his canal soheme, for ho was in hope that every moment a measage 
from Lucknow would come sancliomng its execution.^ His aim as

But tho wily ILibrntta ctmimnuder who opposed him waa no mean 
master of Btintegy. The momeofc ho hoard that Windhain hail admueei 
his camp he pushed forward his tuaiii body, and their leadmg 
divisiob took up their position onthe Prnidu rivulet about thieo mdes 
to the BOUtb-west of Windham's camp. On tho news readnnff 
Windham of thistnovemeiifc. he, having neglected the opportunity of aur- 
pririug the enemy without his Chiefa orders, now with singular incon- 
sifitenoy resolved to fight when they were prepared and strongly 
posted. His mtontion was to strike the leading division a hind blow 
and then at onca return, stand upon the defensive, and cover his basei. 

On the morning of the 2Gth of November having sent his camp 
equipage and baggage to the rear Windham advanced to the attack. 
Four compaaioa of the Ride Brigade under Colonel R. Walpole went 
forward in akirmishiog order on the right of tho road. They were 
followed by fonr ooiiiponies of the SSth Connaught Rangers odder 
Lientouant-Colonol E. H. MaKwell and four light 6-pounder Madras 
gunfl under Lieutenant Chamicr. The extreme right was covered by 
about 100 Native troopem. The mh Bogimeut advanced at the PFvma 
lime on the left of the road; one wing m skirmishing order—tho 
other in support with four 9-poiiiidGr guns. The 82nd was held in 
reserve in column, • Tha enemy strongly posted on the other side of 
the dry bed of tho rivulet, opened a heavy fire of artillery from 
aiPgq and field guns, and a body of tbeir cavalry charged the extreme 
left of the BkirmisheiB, But a party of the 34th Regiment farming 
square HinotB them with a crashing volley and sent them flying back. 
The troops continued thoir advance, charging as they went; tho bed of 
the rivulet^was crossed, the position carried with a runb, and a village 
more than half a mile in its rear was rapidly cleared. The miitineere 
in their quick retreat kft two 8-incb iron howitzers and one 6-pounder 
gun on the ground. At this point Windham apparently for the first 
time became aware that tho main force of the enemy was near at hand. 

He writes in hiadespatch:—“Observing Gfoin a height on the other 
side of the villi^e that the enemy’s main body was at baud, and that 
the one just defeated was their leading division, I at once decided on 
retiring to protect Cawn pora, my entronchmenta, and tho bridge oviir

Windhi™ encamped for the night on the open ground across the 
Cq] pec road immediately in front of seme brick-kilna.* Between bim 
and the entrenebTuent lay the eity.t A short note bad reached him from 
the Chief of the Staff infoi^iiiShini was 'A-ell and that Sir 

Colin^s farce waa returning c^t ones te Cawnpore, WindhunL now 
hoped that the blow he had inflicted on tho leading didsion wonld 
check the advance of the main body of the enemy till the CoDimaader- 
in-Chief arrived* But Tantia Tepee also knew from the mutineeMi who 
had left Lucknow that Colin Campbell wEta returning* He considered 
that Windham wnnld not have fallen back after a aucceaB unless he waa 
weakf and he determined to crush him before aaaistance reached hinid 
Hia farce amounted to aboiit fourteen thousand disciplined soldiers 
and eleven ihouBand irregulais: hh op|K>ncnts to about sevenleen 
hundred. Tantia had siicty or seventy guns: Windham only ten. 
Windham also laboured under the diaodvantage of being able to get no 
aceurate informatioDp ** The apies feared to venture out: several during 
the previous days had returned horribly maimed^ with their amie, ears 
and noses out off. There ivas no cavalry to perform outpost duty and 
bring in intelligence,^* 

At daybreak on the ETtb* Windham's small force were under amis. 
But there was no sign of tha oaemy^ The natives brought intelligence 
that they had not crossed the canal in force and that their artillery was 
ou the other side of ib, Windhiim, howevorp though far from snspecting 
his real peri I, took the additional precaution of ordering up two 24* 
poundenis drawn by bullocks and manned by seamen commanded by 
Lieutenant Hay, B.N* 

About 10 wben reconnoitring from the top of a house* a 
heavy cannonade on hig right flank and the roar of guns on his front 
revealed to him the gravity of his aiLiiation. The enemy had attacked 
him in both quarters. He sent at once Brigadier Carthew with the 
3+th, two companies of the S2nd, and four 6-pounder gons to protect 
his right and defend his approiiches to the town by the BithiMr road. 
Concluding that the flank attack would be the one most vigorously

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preBsed, for, if aucceeflful, it opened the eaaieat aecesa to the entreoch- 
mcnt, he himself galloped there to watoh the operations, leaving 
Colonel VYalpole who commanded the Biflo Brigade to hold the euemj 
b fi'out. Besides the two battalions of the Rifle Brigade Colonel 
Walpole had tho SSth Regiment, two O-ponndor guns, two 24-pouDdcr 
howitiEoia under Captain D* * S. Oreone, Royal Artillery, and the two 24- 
pouuder guns tnaiiiied by Heanoco of the Sfionntm, To tbs nght of him 
in a wood midway between hie position and that occupied by Carthew 
wna posted the main body of the fl2nd. 

The flaut attack waa well met and reaiated by the 34tb Regiment 
under Lientenant-Colnnel Kelly and the Madras Battery under Lieu¬ 
tenant Chamier, together with a smalt portion of the !i2nd under Lbu- 
teimnb-Colonsl Watson, The enemy's 6re having been aUenced Windham 
after the lapse of an hour returned to the front whore he found ’Walpole 
was Bustaining a hard conflict, The 24-pouiider guns bad advanced to 
meet the enemy and after a short time came in sight of them. The 
enemy fired the firat shot from a gun on the road, hot us soon as our 
guns replied they opened a hot fire with grape and canister from 
butteries on either side of it. When Windham arrived he found not 
the enemy's fire incessant, hut there were indications that his 
left ^ well aa his right was threatened. To check the movement ho 
turned one of the naval guns in that direction. But the cod test was 
hopeless. Their guns were superior in numbers and calibre. Then 
pur ammunition began to fail and the bullock drivers to deaert. 
Windham issued orders for the brigade to fall back on the brick-kihis 
and at the same time ho sent for the 34th to reinforce him. He also 
directed Carthew to tall hack on the brick-kilns.* No aooaer had the

Carthew after a 
n)iarp short baycniet. tussle with the etictdy gained the Bithopir road 
where he found llieir guns; which at once nnliinbered and opened fire. 
They were quickly silenced by ChaiuierV U-jinundera. Ele then fell 
hick unmolested on the thcnlra/anJ after Wricadiiig a hriJgo’wliteh 
ffpanriod a deep and narrow ravine In hk froTit he bivouacked on a roend 
near it for the nights 

Meat]while the retreat of the main body had boeome a rout. Jleo, 
horses, camela, elephants and bnlkck wagons inatle a ruah for the 
gate of the entrench me nt, “ Doolie after dwlici" observesj an officer 
who WAa presentp with its red cnriMHB down, coBCOttling some poor 
victim, pa'^sod on to the hio^pitala. The pour fellowa were brought 
irv, sbotg cut, sKattored, and wounded lu evaiy iuingLnabte way; and as 
they went by mw afcumpa might be scon hanging over the sides of the 
doolies, literally like butcher meat/' A largo store of camp 

erjQipftge, saddlery and hamess had to be abandoned in the retreat 
fri>ro the camp to the ejitrcnchment. Five hundred of our tenle feii 
the euemj^s bonfire that night. 

During the retirement one of the hpavy naval 24-poundera 
hiol been over turned in a narrow atreeL The enemy pressed 
clihue for the soldiers tn rciTiovn it. At night Witirihain eont 10(1 iiioii 
fif fhe 04th under the couiiEmnd of Lientcnaivt-Coiouel Jfihn Ailye^ 
RA,, ncounpaniod by a few sailor>i to bring It hick. It wm a 
dangerons oiid difficult tewk to perfumi iu a city crcwdial with the 
om mv- tlriw it. wait duiU' in told in the words of the officer of the 
^iivid Brigade who was present. We marched off under the gnidance 
fif a native who said he would take us to the spot where the gun lay^ 
We told him lie shoidd bo well rewarded if ha brought us to the guu ; 
but if he brought as into a brapt wo had a soldier by him ' at full cock* 
ready to blow his braitts out* We passed our oulaide pieketa, and 
entered tho town tlipiiugh very narrow streets withont a aingle nigger 
being seen, or a shot fired ou either side. We crept along i not ft houI 
spoke a wnidj mil was stiil ae death ; and after fnmrching in this way 
into the very heart of the town^ oof guide brought us to the vety spot 
into which the gun wag capglred. The snldicr^ were posted oit each 
aide, and then we went to work. Not a man spoke above his breath* 
and each stone was liJd down quietly. When we thooght we had 
cleared enough, I ordered the mea to put their ghouldure to the wheel 
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atiKl gun* aod when all waa rcady, and man had his pQiiiid hcfi^re 

him, I said “HeaTo!'' ainl up nhe riglitetL We thea licnbered up, 
called the soldiers to folb^, and wo toarched into the ontT^nchmeata 
with our gun without a shot being firod When we got in, the Colonel 
returned na hia best thanks, and gavu na nil ati esira ration ofgmgi 
ive thou rclumod to our gnus in the BaEtery/* 

During the evening Geuerul Wiudliatri hold a coiiBuUation with 
the senior officers with a view to a night on tbt3 ciioiny, but in 

absence of trust worthy infotmatioTJ as to the post Lion of their artillery 
t]ic ideawttsabaridoncd.

kiEn^^aiid waa sepamted fioiii them ant] the retmiinder ol the city by the 
CfvnaL Tbe B8th BcgiEucnt under Lieutenaut-Coloiiel [^laxwell was to 
defend the portion of the town nearest ihe Ganges on the left of the 
canal and support CoioDol WAlpnk if rerjnired. Brigadier N. Wilson 
wdfcb the G4th Kegitnent was ta hold the euLrenchmeut and esLublis^ii 
a strong pieque tat the Baptist chapel on the extroine rights Brigadier 
Garthew, with the &4th Kegiment under UciiE^nant-CoIoDel Keily and 
four Madnis guns, was to hold tbe Eitlioor road in advaiieo of 
the BiLptiat chapelj receiving support from the pici^uoti there if ^vanted. 
wuul Urn'* ffiomnig of tbe 28 th of Noyomber the enemy rone wed simul- 

TSr 'i^JiT! tancously their attack on both sidag of the city. On the left Colonel 
Walpole, after a well-canbesfed fight, drove back tho mutineers and 
captured two 18*pounder guns. On the right the troops were not 
so fortunate and the action continued all day, Carthew had at day¬ 
light pnoceeded according Uy instnicticma with Iler Majoaty'a 34tli 
Begimcnt^ two companies of TTcr Majeaty^a 83nd Regiment and four 
guna £q take up a position at the Racket Court, some little distauco 
bEfyoud the bridge^ which he had held the previoas evening. When 
within a few hundred yards of hia deBtmatiou he received instructions 
through the Aad^tant Quartermaster-Gcinerah Captain afacCren, to 
fall back on the bridge and defend the Bithoor loacL He consequently 
retired, leaving a conipajiy of Ryr Majesty's 34th Regiment to occupy 
the fmnt line of brokeu-dowu Native kdmitry buts and another com|Wiuy 
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hi I, heir support in a brick bnhding about ICO yards to thek rtar. 
He then doUebed a coiiipany of Her Majesty's Siilh under Captaiu 
Stewart to the right to occupy a vacant house, to man the garden 
walls und the npetuir verandah. With the ramaindor of tbe 3Mh and 
four guns he halted at tbe bridge, placed two guns on it and barricaded 
it. He then sent two companies of the 34tU under Lieutoiuinl^CoIonel 
Simpson to defend the road from Allahabad and prevent the egress of 
tlie enemy from the town towatda the entrenchment. *' This picqwet 
I sutaequcntly strengthened with two of my guns which could not be 
worked "n the briilge/ 

Meanwhile tho enemy commeneed a warm cannonade against the 
front line and the bridge ; the 34th and SSnd in retnrn plied their 
nmsketa with cousiderable effect and Cbamierb small gutia replied, but 
the enemy’s IS-pouudcra overmatched them. For two houre the rebels 
sent their shot and shell sweeping through our position. It was abont 
noon when Captain MacCrea arrived with ordere frtini Windham for 
Jirigadier Carthow to advance and attack the enemy’s infaiitiy and 
guns. He was to convey the same inatmetiens to Her Majesty’s 64th, 
and both parties wore to ndvance at the same time. 

On receiving his orders Carlhew pushed on with Chamier'e twognnn 
Rnd a company of the 34th from the bridge, taking as he went forward 
tlio compimy Btotianed on his right in the upstair hoiisa and the 
ermipauy occupying the broken hnta (with its supprt} on his left. 
Tlie road after crosaiag the bridge ran through a line of huts into a 
wider plain traversed by a watercouraB. Carthew after cloariug the 
front lino of huts pushed his force across the plain with the intention 
of charging the gnna posted at the other end, from which the enemy 
aert forth a shower of gia[ie. When the men of the Sith bad got 
almost within a hundred yards of the gnus, Captain Stewart, who wag 
gallantly leading, fall wonnded through the thigh. Leoaon, the adjutant, 
look his place. But his task was an imijoaaibte one. The enemy swept 
ihe road with their guns, and bis infantry from broken ground and huts 
gent a shower of musket balls. To gain cover from grape and ni«». 
ketry the men lay down in the w.^1,eroQur8e. Carl hew himself kept 
Lis saddle atid remained in the middle of the paiiide a conspicuous 
mark to the enemy. But to charge the enemy's guns without support 
could not be done. He swiftly brought up Chatnier’a two gnus, and 
they nnlitnberiisg replied to tho enemy's fire, and spltudidJy seri'ed by 
tbe Madras gunnora they (juickly silenced it and counjelkd tho enemy 
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Ui williflraw thoir gtinB fur to the rear. But Curtfaew had hq mvuJrj 
to fallow thotiii 'nmd his ^ujiport and right piequeL baling 

resumed their nriginiLl pi^iinn&j lie reLiimerl with tbegniifl to the biiiigeu 
Cajitiiin MacCrea taking with him forty nion of A CtiTiijMirij 
of Her Mftjc^ry^a S^nJ. tu aLrengthen the B-tth h^iil g&no to 
BrigHdier Wilson and direetad him to advance pamiltd with 
Carthew.* A& soon aa the orders reach^'d him Wilson gave 

the ooRimaiid, ami the 04tb Tnoved forward up a raviiic cola- 
iniuided by high ground in front as well a® on the right and left, 
Fr^jiu thoir coin of vantage the enemy poured upm thiiai a munletoiiB 
hre of niuakotry^ and from the ridge in front fmir R-pnumlera ptayod 
uptra ihcTii. Bnt the G4th pushed on alowljp driving bru?k by tlsuir 
fiteady Hrc the front line of the enemy who dis^pEitod evL^ry inch of 
ground. The crest of the ridgo w^is rci^rhciL Tliuti leil with the 
unflinching zeal and holilue^ w^hicli the British nflicer dL^plays in 
battle, the men chai^eil the guns, Mujor StiriaMg fell gloriously, iit 
front of the Imltery, fighting hiLiul k> harul wilJi the oiainy of wfiom he 
hilleil E'Cveml. Captain Murphy wasshol thrnngh the henrtpnml ^eeTiicsi 
to bound from his saddle, falling h^sivily on bis head. CrLptaln ^bicCieJi 
also fell dead* Captain Sjviinders, who iifter the death of ihijor Stir¬ 
ling becaicne. tho senior officer pj’cscntrt dashed forward folliiwe^i by 
lieu tenants Parsons and O'Orady, PaisoDs instantly received a severe 
wnund iu hia Ewoni arm, O'Giufly frhecrLii Uie mm oii, waving his e^ip 
Lu the air^ unttl he reached unu of the gun^ and be hid hit^ hand on it 
US a token of its capture. In a second he aud Btkunders ^vere eng^igeiJ 
in a imnd-io-hand combat with a boat of the eueEny, The men tukirik^ 
up the cheer rushed forward to thuir support Tlie tAd Brij^pidier who 
had bogged that morning to bo allowed to lead the mota of hia old 
regiment pushed on his home wounded in two pke^ a to the fronts 
sboutiBg ^ Noiiv boys, you have them/' They were his IsiHt wonls.

hleaiivbile tho enemy were pressing Ciirtbew' hard They had 
occupied in large niiiiibera the hnusea, ganJen-walls and the church on 
his left. A company of the G4th was sent through the pordeisfl to 
dislodge the enemy and driveFthem from the church. They sxiecei ded, 
hut they were too few to hold tlic pusition won by the l<ayouot. 
Carthew then concentrated all his force on both fUtiiks of the bridge, 
and with his two guns kept up a heavy tire. About six o’clock a largo 
body of the onemy i»adcn rush at the bridge. “ Then eamca Gght between 
l.oOO tired Englishmen and 5.000 or more of fiesL sepoys, for these 
were the reserve. There are some 20,000 of them here. Please goinl- 
ness, I hojKr never to aco such a hailstorm of bullcLs again. I saw 
juEii foil on every side of me; splinters hit me, pieces of earth from 
ballets, and thcro wo were obliged to stay. Our ordera were to keep the 
hridga sa tong as iwssible: the kutping eon aisled iu Htnnding still 
while a hurricima of bullefo pue-stfl through ub.” Tim rebels now 
brought up a gnu into the churchyard which enfiladed the hiiitgo 
at u distance not exceeding 150 yank while our guns Could not 
hear on their poaition. Carthew was therefore compelled to fall biu'k 
about 100 yardfl so na W cominand the bridge and the road leading to 
the town. The enemy con tinned to incrcitae and work round bis rear 
by the left Hank. Olficeiw tiiid men were falling foot. Carthew applied 
for a reinl'otcBtneub, " but by the time they arrived night had set iii, 
and I now cousiderijd it prudent to retire with the remainder of my 
force into the etitrenchmeut which WJia dotio with perfect regularity, 
the roiuforcenieot of the ritles protecting tho rear." 

" Although for aoma thuo earnestly advised to retire, I refiulncd 
from doing eo uutil felt convinced that from the increasing nutubore 
of the enemy, the fatigue of the men after three tlays' hard fighting, 
and my own ttooi«i firing in the dark into each other, the posiliuLi 
wiis no longer tenable, and that ctinBOipieiitly it became my painrul 
duty to retire/' * Cart hew a retreat was most unhappy. It gave the

Lticknow. Sir Colin Campbell, on the receipt of ErigueiJor CHTthew'!! 
report on hla defence of the bridge and Bithoor raid, expressed a strong 
disapproval of that officer's retrograde movement. A memorandum by 
the Chief of the Staif, dated the 9th of December, estates:—** With 
respect to these occurrencea^ Hia Excel lency feeb it nece^suary to nmite 
tworemnrka. In the first place, no gubordinate oflieen whets pos^eamg 
easy means of oommnnicatJoii wdth his immediate fioperior, hi j>ennit- 
ted# according to the principles aud usages of war, to give up a p'iSt 
which hjia been enlrnsted to his charge, without a previous request fiir 
ordera, after repreaentation might have boon isiatio that the poet hiul 
become no longer tenuble* 

It migbl Lave ccccirred to Brigadier Cai Lhew that w hen 5fnJor- 
General Windham proceeded to xemforce the post according to liia 
first reqneatH instead of ordering the gam'fioii to retire, it yfOE the 
tqjiiiioa of. the Major*GcncnLl that lo hold it was an absolute nocesEity* 

"ILis Excellency refmitis froia remarking on ibo very Herioue 
eonseE|neTjccs which eusLicd on the abanduiiiueot of the |Kkst in 
i|iicstion. 

'' The night which had arrived waa more favonnLhlo to the Brigadier 
for tho purpose of streijgtliening bis pcssitioii Lhiui it was loan eneiuy 
ad tancing cn him in the dark I at all events thorn were many hoiini 
during which a decision could hjiVo heoii taken by tho highest authoriLy 
in the entienchineoti whether the post should lie ah.uidLined or not, 
without much, other iiiconvcuioncc than the more fatigue of the 
garrison. 

** The Cummandor-in Chief must make one more remark, Brigiidicr 
Catthew in the last paragraph of his letter talks about his men firing

At the time the iDcnidniijdnm wuswritteni the Cotninander-iu'Chitf 
wnft under the iinpreasiciii that Brigadier Cnrthcw Lad retUxid from his 
post without orders and that no discictioinniy powers hud been given 
him, Wiiidliniii in his despatch describing the operations of the 27tli 
and 28th merely elated " Brigadier Carthew of the Madras Native 
lafiuitry had a most severe and atroiig contest with the enemy from 
nioming till night; hut 1 regtei to add that ho felt hiniseif obliged to 
retire;' Carthew himsolf had given no hint in hifl report that be had 
due authority from the Mjijor-Gcneral to retire when the post no 
lunger became tenablci He, however, pointed out this fact in a letter 
aiidressed to the Chief of the Staff, dated the 15th of Becomber,* He 
wrote; " I received a verbal uieasngo during that day, either from 

the Into Captain MacCrca or Lion tenant Budgeon {I cannot recollect 
which) that when I could hold mit no longer, I was to retire bo the 
entrenchment, where Her Majesty a G4th Regiment was located. 

"1 cannot call to mind reoeWng any express inatnictionfl to that 
eSect fimm Majnr*Gencral \\jiidhmji himself, but 1 am under the 
impreseion that the Major-Genci-al. ou the prcviriis evening, made some 
such remark na ' well, gGntlemen, when wc car hold out no fonger we 
must retire to the entrenchment.' 

"Under that impression I acted during the day and tiinde my 
rnlHigrndo movement into the entrenchment in the evening, acd I 
trust His Excellency will be ahln pn thia explanatiaii exoncrJite me 
from blame and censure iu that partieular rcsjject " 

Sir Colin Campbell promptly and handsomely exonerated Brigadier 
Garthew front blame. A letter to the Goverainent of India, dated the 
22(id of December, states “ Sir Colin Campbell conceived it to be an, 
imperative duty to mark what be considered to be a viuiation of one 
uf the first yirinciplea of war,

The dlsaBtera which overtooh Wuidham wldod greatly to tho 
difficulties of the Coinmander-in.Chief and aoveroly tried hiy patience 
ftud temper. In hia finit deapatoh to the Government of India, dated 
the 2iid of Docember, Sir Colin curtly remarks *' Miijor-Geuentl 
Windhnm^s despatch relating to the opemtions conducted under his cfirn- 
maud is encloaad," and he makea uo comment oe it eseepL that ho had 
imt received WiudhimV Ictteiu announcing the npproorli of the Gwalior 
force, Three weeks kter, however, he forwardEHl another desjtatch 
eiprereing a regret at nn ” omissionin his former deeimtch, nod 
adiHug “ I desire to make my acknowledgment of the great difificultioM 
in wbiek ifajor-Gcneral Windham, g.b., whb phiced durltig the op-ro- 
lions he describes in hia despatch, and to rMommo.Hl him and tiie 
nfficora whom he notices as having rendered him ELssistance to Ynnr 
Lordshij/s protectiou and gotsd offices.'* l^ird Gatming shortly nH,or- 
wards issuefi a GenemI Order, conlaining an echo of Sir CollnV despatch. 
General Wimiham having continued for n time with the Commnnder- 
in-Chief, icssiimod eomniand of the Uiiiballn District and was removeil 
from the uporatioDS of the war. 

Sir Colin Campbell’s first caro was to proceeii with (he til, most 
caution to Mcure the bridge. At dawn .m the ailth of Xavamber all 
the heavy guns attached to General's Grnnt'sDivision ander Captain

No sooner bad tbo leading file stepped 
upon the first toat than the enemy redoubled their exertioiiB to 
prevent the pau^ge. The round ahot plunged into tho river on 
every feide^ hut the bridge rerriained nnstruck. The lUDinont the 
■coluoria reached the other side the enniny opened on it with mnaketry 
at very close range. Tlirawgli a wave uf shot, fibell and bntletjf it 
pushed on towards the entrenchment, pos^d round ita front, croased the 
canal, aud taming to the right emerged on an open plain where it 
took up a position Aicing the city, its right renting on a point near the 
entrenchment, its left slretchlug away towards the Gmnd Truuk Roadn 
The Commanderdn-Chief then tmnsferred hia head-qnartera acro^ 
iho river, leaving Brigadier luglie to protect the convoy till all hod 
poaa^. At 5*30 P.M. the offioera ia the eatrencliinentj m they looked 
over the earthworks, euw a ati^nge and wondrous sight, ** A procession 
of human beings^ cattle and vehicles, six tuILea long^ is comieg up to tho 
bridge-oi-boats biilow Lbs entrenched fort, it is about sanaet. Tho 
variety of colour in the sky Eind on the plain, the bright costumes and 
black faces of tho native servaDtS 4 l-he long traiu of cavalry, infantry^ 
wonjoni child re D-i aicfc, wounded j bearers, comp folio wera, horsoSr oren^ 
comolsi elephants, wagonSj carts, palanquins, doolies, odvanomg along 
the road ; and here, within the entcenchnieiit, the crowd of camels 
and horsaep the rows of cannon^ heaps of shot, piles of fortiitiiroj 
in the foreground, all seen between two pillars of this verandah, 
which is raLBed eight or ten feet from tho grouud, pr^uoo a very 
picturesque cffecL But the groans of the poor fellows, on chorpoya * 
and on the floor behind and around mo dissolve the fasemation of

By tho occupation of the plain beyond the caiml Sir Oc-lin ro- 
opeucd onr communication with AllaUabEidi^ The enemyp, howeverp still 
held tJie city and lino of canah and they could not bo attacked until the 
large oodtov from Eticknow htul been sent untier a suitable escort to 
Allahabad, It was" aa Sir CuUn writes, "precisely one of Lhoaacfi&ea 
in which no rkak must be His eniltced inactivity tended to give 

the cuemy confidencoj aJid on the morning of the lat of December he 
opened fire on the camp with ahrapuel by which Captnio Comwalb 
Sergeauti McIntyre and five privntea of th& &3rd HighUndcTH were 
all severely wounded. On this day Brevot-Lieutenant-Culooel Ewart 
had hia left arm shattered by a a mall round shot. On the following 
day fcho rebels riguiu caunonmJed the camp very suuirLly, but they had to 
withdraw their guna to a diatanee, as the General Gunj* on old haxar of 
very couuidorahle extent-along the canal in front of the line of our eampi 
was occupied by Brigutlior Greathod's hrigcide and he wiia supported by 
Pcefs heavy guns and Bourchicr'a field battery. The eqemy, how- 
ever* cooLinued to fire incessantly every day on tha camp. They 
opened with a field battery upon the Comtuunder-LiU'Cliiers tout whose 
ppsitioii they had disco voted p thcuigh it wets a common bell one and in do 
ways calculated to attract attention. Shot and shell constantly fell 
aroumi him ^ wounding hia orderly a horse and two biillockBj and 
passing through the tent of one of his aidea-de-cump i he would 
not move on inch.^** Lute ou the night of the 3rd the cauvoy which 
had given Sir Colin so much anxiety, idcluding thu families Etnd half the

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woA doapatcfaed Gacnrted hy a strong detJUshincnt* He waa 
now fr&ta to nttcick ihe enQTOj, but ho held hia ha.udf for bo was afmid 
Lbat the Gwalior Contingent when beaten might follow the convoy- 
On the- 4th tho i^bela made an onBncoesafnl abEetnpb to bum the 
bridge by ineiitia of fire rafca^ and on the folio wing day they attacked 
Our loft picf^tuet with artiileiy and shoved infonitiy ruiuid oiir lefc fliiaL 
But after two hoiira^ cannoiiculijig they were compelled to retire hy our 
nrtillory. Sir Colin now knew that the women and ohiklren were 
nppTfWpching the place where they wore to take the rail to Allahabodj and 
he made hia animgement^ for a geDeral attack on the enooiy neit day. 

The position which they held waa one of great strength. Their 
left occupied the whole cantenmeTit from which GcoqtuI AVyiidham'a 
posts had been principally assailedn The ground is High, atudded with 
tr^&s and much intersected i#th ravines; it was also than oovcretl with 
mioed bungaiowa and public buLlditigs which afibrded odmirabEe 
shelter. Their centre waa in the city ilaelfi and they lined the hausea 
an<l bazars overhanging the canal which separated it; from Brigadier 
Great bed's poaition. The narrow winding streets were Euigularly 
BUBceptible of defence and the principal thorongh fores were afterwards 
diHcovcred to bo harricadad. Their right stretched away behind the 
canal some distance beyond where the Grand Trank Road crosses it. 
The bridge over it and some line kilns and mounds of brick in its front 
were held by theni. Tw'c miles in Dear of the right, where the Calpee 
road crosses the plaiu^ w'as pitched the c^mp of the Gwalior Coutjngont. 
The posilion of the enemy was strong on the left on account of the 
nature of the ground and the mined fauildings: they were almost 
tmpregnable in the centre: not so on the right bocanse it was an oficn 
plain with only the canal—no serious impediment interveuing. That 
was his vulnerable point. Thither theDefore Sir Colin doterniinad to 
throw himsolf with all his weight. No assistaace could come to it oi^ 
account of the town walls which were an effective obstacle to the 
movement of any troops from the left and centre tn tho rigkL They 
also afforded cover to our attacking ooluinos« Having defeated 
tho enemy's right Sir Colin's design was to seize the camp of the 
Gwalior Contingeatj establish himself upon its lino of retreat nad 
separate it from tho Biihoor force and defeat the two bodies in detail. 
Ilia force amonntod to 5^0y>0 inlkntjy^BOO cavalry and 35 guns. Against 
him waa an at my of £5,000 mca mainly compoged of watl-dleciplined 
and well-equipped soldiers with about 45 guns. On the 16tli of 
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December &t 5 o'clock in the morning tbe camp waa ai^akenod by tko 
bagpipes playing ‘''Hey, Johmay CJope, are you waokeOt yetand 
the triimiHitg standing Al seven the tents were struck* the 

baggage aoimalft Lciaded and driTen under a g^iard to the deep taviiiea 
leading down to the rirer. Sir Colin then ess plained his viewa bo 
comtuandlng oSioora, os usual from a memeraTidiim curohiUy pre pared, 
with a clcameas none could miatake. Bripfadier Greatbed^s Brigade, 
consulting of Her Majesty's 8th Foot and the 2nd Punjab Infantry 
reiiiforccdt waa detailed to hold the same ground opposite the enemy a 
centre which he hjid been occupying akice the 2nd. Walpule^s Brigude, 
codsistlng of the 2iid and 3rr] Bnttiifiotig^ BiEle Brigade^ imd a detach¬ 
ment of Her Majesty*3 3Bth Foot, oERifited by Cuptoin Smithes field 
battery. Royal Artilleiy, was directed to pass the bridge immediately to 
the lefb of Brigadier Greathed's positiod^dvance skirting the walls 
of the town and prevent any of the enemy iesTiing froni iU gate^ id 
aid of the right—whilat from their left Hopo^e Brigade^ conaistiDg 
of tbo 53rd Font, 42nd add 013rd Highlanders and 4bb Punjab 
Jn fad try, and Inglifl's Brigade, conaktidg of the 23 rd Fusiliers* 32nd 
and 82dd Foot^ were to attack the brick mounds fronting the enemy's 
bridge and* carrying them and the bridge, were to puah on to tbe Knlpi 
mad. In order to induce the belief that tho attack wns to be made 
from hispofiitionj Windham was ordered to open a heavy bombardEiient 
on the enemy's left add centre. 

Air § A.n, VYindham opened his batteries and was promptly an- 
awered by the enemy* For two hours the artiilory duel oemtinned and 
a eonsUnt ehower of missiles waa poured into the town, eluyiiig many 
in il-s crowded* narrow streetsv At 11 a m. the whole force, except 
Grealhcd’a BrigadOp was drawn up in contiguous columua in rear of our 
old cavalry lines and effect □ ally masked fmm the observation of tho 
enemy* The tremendous cannonade from the entrenchijient having 
filackened, the order fur the attack was given. Greathed adviuicing in 
the line of the canal attockc^l the enemy on his front-with a sharp lira 
of musketry. Walpole with his rifleraen and the SSth Reginjcjit rushed 
by the bridge immediately od Qranthed's loft* :md took the dircebion 
of the city wall. At the sarno time PeePa 2-|*pouQder% Longdtan's 
luortars and Bonrcbicr'e and Middletonfield batteries opened n heavy 
fire upon the briek-kilna nnd great mounds. Udder cover of their Hre, 
IIojKj's and IngUs'a BrigadeSp takiBg ground to the left, whosled into 
ihre* pamllel Imea fronting the canal. The cavalry and horse Eirtillcry 
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were aai^t to muke tik detour on tho left acraga the canal by a bridge a 
luile-and-a-half up and thrsaton the eufltny's rcajr^ 

Afl soon aa the fcrmatieu in lino had been com pkted Hope, folio wed 
by Inglia nud preceded by the Sikhs imd 53ni in pkiraiishiug ordiTp 
lulvftncod against tho high brick mounds covering tho bridge, ** Tho epec- 
taole now waa an animaibed one \ gTcuped in luasses behind the monnda 
the rebels fired sharplyp while their gima, worked with groat pf€±ciaioa 
and energy ^ eent a storm of shot aad shot I over ibe plain^ over which* 
bko a drifting atomi came tho stout skirmighora of the Sikhs and 
53rd, CiQVeriiig tbeir front with the floahea of a bickering mtisketry 
behind whom rolled in a long and serried Hne the 93rd and 42nrlj 
aombfO with their gloomy plumee and dark trart^in, followed sonio 
hondrod yards in rear by the thin raoks of lagUs^s Brigade.^^ Aod 
once more og at Alma* Colia- Campboll rode in front of tho atatoty 
* Black Watch * and the hot 93id- When the skirmiahem approached 
the brick-kilns, the enemy opened on them a steady and deatructive 
fire, bat Sikhs and Iriahmeo * rushed on at tho double and drove the 
rebels from tho mounda on to tho bridge. The asgailuntg paused 
behind the shelter. An aide-de-camp rode up, briefly repeated a few 
worda, and the Sikha and 53rd quitting the cover made a spring for 
tho bridge. But tho enemy were ranked again in oiany lines and 
they flWTpt it with musketry and gnipc. The skiriuighora were baffled; 
they could advanco no further, Tho moment wero running out and 
unlefig help came quickly they must fall back. Then a rumbling sound 
waa heani. Pool and hia eailprs^ dragging thoir heavy 24-paunder as if 
ft wore a light field piece, came up; panning through the skiroilglierg 
and through the murderuus fire they ran it across tho bridge^ Peel 
acoompaiiied by a soldier of Her Majoaty s 53rdp named Hnnnaford, 
Jeadiiig tho way,and quickly brought it into nctiom The two brigades 
stirred by the sight of this gallant feat of arms* pressed fonvard and 
croaseil the canal by tho bridge or furdijug it* Swiftly resuming on the 
other side their line of forniation they advanced. On thb occasion 
there waa the sight beheld of 24-pDunder guns advancing with 
the first line of fefcirmishais/'f The enemy were driven back at

Lioutanunt Bsmriy* Adjutant of the Horae Axtillory, 
them fleeing rode back to Boiirchier nnd said :—** Conm 
niongi they are IjoIL ing Uka the devil,Away tho battery ^vent along 
the Tmnk Road at a gallop^ Tha infantry tnade way for ue* and' a 
ixiiJe”aDd-a'half oboad we came upon the enemy's camp, and at 400 yards 
poured round shot into die flying masaee before iis/' ' Go to gt&pc 
distance' wo^ Major TurDEzr^a order; wo limbered up, and frotu a distance 
of not inoro than 200 yards poured a shower of grape into their 
positiou. The men wore yelling with delight; they actually stood 
upon the gun carriages os we advanced; the drivers cheered, and such 
asccnoof excitement waa never kiLOWD. Then the Sikhs and tho 
53rd passed tho guns and drove the rnhela from the camp. ''So 
compIotQ was tho surprise, so unexpected was the onsknghti^ that the 
cfiupatli^s were found heating upon tho fires, the buJtocka a tend tied 
beside tho hackeriest the sick and wounded were found lying in the 
hoapitah the smith left his forge, find the surgeon hia wiml, to fly 
frura the avengiog bayonets/' 

On passipg the enom/e camp Sir Colin directed Geuenil llanafield 
with the Rifles, 03rd and Lougdcu'a Heavy and lliddlBton's Field 
Battery to move round the bock of the town and attack the anomy on 
tho left at tho Subadar'a Tank, a poriticn on his line nf retreat. He 
nrdared the 23rd and 3Sth Rogimauts to guard tho captured camp 
and sentinglis'a Brigade along tho Kal pi road to support tho cavalry 
and horse artillery who bad not appeared. It was now nearly 2 o clock. 
And fearing that the enemy might escape with their guns, Sir 
Colin ordered Botirchierie Battnry to preaa the pursuit. On it went* 
" Hurrah, hurrah 1 we are on their track: gun after gun is passed and 
spikedj cartloafJs of ammunition lay strewed along tho road ; BauJies 
are bolting in all directions For two niLlas without a check, the 
purauit was carried on by the battery alone, accompanied by Sir Hope 
Grant and his atoft. Four times in that distance did wo come into 
action, to clear otir fronts and flanks; until Qoueml Grant* thinking 
wisely that we were too far from supports, determined to wait until the 
cavdiy arrived/^ A halt waa called A auiall cloud coming nearer

Thej had been delaj^’ed by a mistake of tJiE^ir 
guide and the dit&eult mtiire of the grounds Sir Gelio qow redo up 
aud gave the order to cootintie the pursuit. The oavalry spread like 
lightning erer the plain lo akirtnishiug ordar^ Sir Colia takes the 
lead. The pursuit is coutinued to the 14t-h mitestoua, aesumlug ad 
tha character of a fox-hunt, Stmnge to aay, not many miles beyond 
the eneiuy^s catnp^ a fox brake right in ftont of the cohimn ] and a 
halloa told Keynard that the heavy crops would be hia safest refuge/^ * 
At the 14th milestonej on the banks of tho Pandoo Riverp tho pursuit 
ceauad. The colmnn then retraced ita and at midnight reached 

the junction of the Kalpi and Grand Tronk Roads and bivouacked 
on the gtoujid ^herc the battle had been fought.f ** The night 
was cotd/^ writes Sir Hope Grant, we bad no tents and little to eat. 
Sir Colin was tho most thorough soldier of na all Whon his force was 
required to aleep in the open air^ a very commen ooenrrence, he nmde n 
point i>f stopping with the mem Hia courage and judgment were un-p 
aurpassech Cool and good humoured in actioa^ ajways in his place vrhen 
most wanted, he ouuld not fcdl to win tho coniidence of those under him.'* 
Moan while General MansHeld had moved with the force under his 
commaud towards the SubadLirk Tank, The heavy field battery under 
Captikiu LongdeUp RA.^ were sent along the road intoFaectipg the 
Grand Trunk Road ami leading directly to the old oantoamenL Tho rifles 
wen? extended in BkiiuiiHhing order, some 300 jaids on each side of the 
rr>ad slightly in advance of the heavy guns, the High lander^ being 
kept m reserve, *' The enemy began to give way immediatelyp Euooea- 
siva positions being taken up and a rapid fire maintained by Captain

Lonzdea imd CapUm JliildlotOE of tho Artillery, tbe nHea 
though tbe encil£«iirc to the right of the broken gtonnd to ihe left of 
tha road -ilb much spirit nnder the able din^tion of Engnaier 
Walpole * On readiing a village do^e to the Sobadar a Tank Middk- 
ton’s littery gallantly galloped through it before it doared by the 
infantry, and taking position on the plain oi»ned ^ 

onenw’a gims and inoseea of infantry ie full rettoat along the Bithoor 
rood. The rifles mii up to his support and the poailion was then fair y 
occupied, Brigadier Hope coming up with the reaerve of Highloudm 
and taking eharge of the picqnets vrhioh vrere thrown ont on the Une 
of the enemy's retreat. Tlie enemy finding his retreat csomptomie^ 
hroughl up artillery from the old cantonment and opened fire on the 
jHMitiotL These guns might have been taken/’, writes Gcnemt 
Mansfield," but 1 refrained from giving the necesBaiy order, being aware 
that it was eontniry to your £*0011600/6 wiab to involve the troops 
among the enclosures and hoiiaea of the old caotonmont; and that 
if the slightest advance had beon made in that quarter, it would have 
been necessary, at wbatevor loss, to make no atop till the entrendimeut 
should have been reached.'’ When Longdon's and Middleton’e Bat¬ 
teries had almost succeeded in silencing the cneiay’B fire our position 
was attacked by some guna of the enemy Efouo the bruken ground of the 
pkb on exactly the oppwite side. They were quickly answered. At 
dusk large bodies of the cnem/e inlhatry and oavaliy wore aoen moving 
round to the west of the position about a mile distant in full retreat 
along the Bilhoor rood. Aa it n os not practicable to commuiiicato 
with Sir CuUn after suusot. the position being olmoat iaolatod, and 
coiifiiderablc numberB of the enemy being still iu portions of the town 
and the old cantoament, General Manafield atrengtheoed pioquete round 
his positiciu and bivoimcked on the ground. 

Ofliieral Mansfield's conduct in not pushing through a mile of 
ruined buildings at dusk and allowing the euemy to get off with thefr 
guns has been sharply criticised. Hu. however, explicitly etatea in his 
despatch that "he refrained from giving the necessary order, being 
aware that it «oa contrary to your Exceltency'a wish to involve tho 
troops among tho enolosurea and hpascs of the old cantoumeiit." That 
General Mansfield's action met with thu approval of the Conunondcr- 
iu-Chifif 13 indicated by Sir Colin having called ‘‘attention to the

placed under his pidera.''* • Sir Culin having routed the one toy's right 
wiDg sent Gonariil Mansfield to moasce their other liae of retreab with 
the design that it would compel them without serious loss on o»r side 
to ovaciiate the strong dty and euvirona of Cawnpore, Aud this 
exactly occurred. The rebel centre finding itself without support, its 
«inip lost and its army destroyed, broke up dimug the night aiid fled 
from the town. Early on the morning of the Tth of December the city 
of Cawnpore wag patrolled by two squadrons of cavalry and found to 
be quite clear of the enemy. 

The right wing of tbs enemy had been so hotly pressed that they 
hod dispersed iu all diroctbns and Sir Colin took prompt steps to 
pursue the centre and left who had retreated by the Bithoor rood On 
the 8th of December he sent a column under General Hope Grant to 
Bithoor after them. The force cousisted of Captain Middleton's Field 
Battery, Captain Remingten'a Troop Horae Artilleiy. tbo 4lh Brigodti 
of Infantry, 2,054 strong and 551 camliy jf too aappera also 
paniod the rcree,J Hope Grant was to maroh to Bitb^wr. but if he thought 
it advisable or heard of the rebel guna being at Semi Ohat. n ferry 
ftbout twenty-five miles above Gawopare on the Ganges, he was to pro¬ 
ceed there. Hope Grant started with the force about one o'eloch 
in tho aaeraoon, aud owing to information received on tho ro&ii 
exercised his discretion, changed the direction of his march and

Two guns of the Fiold Buttery pushed tlircugh the 
treacherous soil, reached the dry bimk of the river» ** apd nnrler a very 
Breverc dre from thirteen of the rebels^ guna^ Lieu tenant Idilnmn broLight 
his gnui iota play» Soon after Cupfcriin Rcrningto[i*e troop gultopod 
lip, and Uiking up a most ndmimbSc poi^ition covered hy hhc bank of a 
ditch, poured on tho enemy a Banking fife which, k^ther with the 
remainder of the field battery that bad come up, in half-an-honr’K Lime 
completely rilencEd the enemy's fire and put thorn in full retreat." f 
A force of the teheUs cavaJry now enme np to try and take our 
guns, but the 0th Lancera, under Major Ouvry, the fith Punjab Cavalry 
undar Lieutenant Younghusband, aod Hudson's Horse uuder Liotitouatifc

With Hope Grant's aneeessfu! little eiipeililiQU the two days" 
rjpemtiena ceased. And never did 0!>lin Camphell display to grenter 
perfection his attention to the details, hk broad grasp of the tv hole 
and hiH mtiatsry of tho science of war. Inspired by a fine etrategical 
conception ho fijtcd the enoin/s attention upon their centre, while he 
isolated their left and centriej and with a swift driving Btreke broke 
their right. Owing to this grand design vigoniusJy eneoutod, he wm 
able with a force of five thonsond men to totalty defeat an nrtny of 
tweiity’^five thoaaand nicrti nuinberiog in its ranks the moat perfectly 
equipped and organiaod force in India, occupying a strong poaltion with 
forty pieces of artillery'. Thirty*fonr of these guns fell into the hands 
of the Tictora whose caaiialtios amounted only to ninety-nine of all 
ranks. 

The relief and withdrawal of the gallant garriKon at Lucknow 
havung been accomplished 4md the enemy on hia front ronted. Sir 
Colin AVJis free to piitstie the plan of campaign dotonnined on in 
Calcutta- The cardinal feature of that weli-couceivod scheme w.as the 
rcBtonition of the cornmiiJiieations with Delhi and the Fiinjab^ This 
could only be done by the ro-coni^uaat and pacification of tho country 
lying between the Juiuna iind the OangeSj knuwn as the Dnab. 
Givathcd's coltimn hod passed through the province, but a military 
grasp of the couutry-^not a mere invasion—wim requlned to keep tha 
ground bne of comomaiention thoroughly safe and to make it help to 
Bustain by tmnapirt and supplies his future operationsK Delhi at the 
tjH^rth* western ejrtrHiaity of the great plain, Allahabad at its sou them 
extrocnity* Agra in tho Jumna betTvecn the two, were held by otir troops^ 
but to cumpietdy command the Diiab it woa ncocssary also to have in 
Dur po&yession FutLehghux on the Ganges nearly opposite to Agm. 
Situated near the point where the Oudh and Rohilound territory 
met and possosaing a iloftting bridge over the river, it was of great

lea VO Delhi aad awch down the Upper Diiab to him. lie detertulaed 
toKadn tbccotoBwoep the Lower Duab and meet it at Idyapootee, near 
the juacbion of £ho Agra and Delhi roadEi with that of Cawopors. Tho 
united columns were to move straight on to Futtehghur^ while he 
himself ad^ancod from Cawnpore to the same point lie thus desigaeLl 
to sweep the rebel masaes from all aides of the Dunb xnpau Fnttehghur 
and to drivo tbom fram tbaiico across the Ganges into EohiJound lind 
Oiidh, where he hoped to crush them at a later peiiodn 

Thire days after Sir Colm^s arrival at Cawnporo, Oolonol Seaton 
left Delhi with a column formed of a squadron of Combineerg^ Hodson's 
Imgnlat HorsOp awing of the 3 at Bengal Fosilbra, the 7 th Punjab 
Infirntry^ a troop of horse arlillery and two compauiea of sappers and 
minem,. numbering in all some 1,^0 eabr^ and bayenetsL He bad to 
guard an immense convoy of grain and etores required for the head¬ 
quarters, Heartug that a conaidEmble body of rsbela werfi-iu thu Aligarh 
diftnet he proceeded tot-hat town by forced marches, and leaving bis 
convoy under the eovor of the guna of the hrt, he advanced in a souths 
ea±iter1y direction, and on the 14ijb of Derember ^anie upon the enemy 
nesr Cbapdeyreo, not far fram the town of Kasganj. A smart fight ensued. 
The cnemy*a cavalry with three guns and some infantry advanced on 
both fLuiks. "Our gum soon etopped their progress" writes HodsoUp 
‘^and then the Carabineers and Lnncem charged straight down on Lbem 
in tho nifist magnificent style, capturing all three of their gtins at a daah I 
I grieve to say, however^ that they paid x^mt dearly for their splendid 
counigft" All their officers went down. Captain Wardlow, Mr. Ht^ikon^ 
and Mr. Xym^ all killed^ and Stead of the Lanceis badly wounded The 
infantr)’ were not engaged at alL* HcmJboii charged their flying caivnliy 
and foot men on the left and completed the rent- Seaton followed np 
the enemy along the road to Futtehghur, and on the ITth of December

After a wn.no artillery duel lasting about half (in hour, 
Seaton ordered the infimfcry to adTanoe, and, placing hunself at the head 
of the eavalty, charged the enemy, They did not wait to receive tha 
Bhoek, but broke and fled. “ I then dashed into thoir camp with my 
rogiuient/' writes Hodsoaj ** Bifihop'a troop of horse artillery actually 
charging with ns like cavalry fairly into their camp. We drove them 
through camp and town, and through gardens, fields and, lanea. captur-

On tbc iStb of December Sir Colin Campbell deflpatcliod l«"a1polo 
with a cnlumu con^ating of the 2iid and 3ftl Batti^lionff. Ride Brigadci 
a detachment of3Sbh Font, Boiirchiora Battery, Blunttrtwp of Horeo 
Artilleiy, and one compniiy of eappera to evroop the Lower Duab, On 
the Srd of Janiiofy, having encountered but little oppeaition, he jriined 
Seatyon at Ikwar.filtcca milca di&tant from Mjnpooree on the road to 
Futbehgbiir* 

Sir Coliu^a own advance was delayed from the w^ant of tbo means 
of tnuisport. Up had denuded himaelf of an enormous <fijantity of 
carriage W convey the wotneWi children and wounded to Allahabad: 
and what was left he utilised £ot the despatch of Walpole a eolumru 
Ab WaljiNile had to make a wide sweep and traverge n greater extent 
than hiniaulf, bo ™bed him to have a good start, ao that having joined 
Seaton the three columns might advance on Fnttehghur simultane¬ 
ously. On the 23rd of Decomber the carriage sent to Allahabad 
returnedpai^rJ on the following mnniing Sir Culm set out with the head- 
qiiartexs? column. He proceeded by eji*fy marcheSp clearing the conntiy 
on his flanks us he advanced. On X'mojB Day^ Hope Orantp who had 
been sent to Bithoor to burn the Kana-s palacoi joined head-quarters 
with biH guns ami cavalry, leaving Hope's Brigtuie lo search the neigh- 
boil ring ferries across the QangeE^ and to destroy ns many boat* aft 
possible. On the 2Sth instant Sir Colin sent Windham with a brigade 
to destroy a rebel fort and halted the two following days in order to 
enable Hope^s Brigade to reaeb him. On the morning of the 30 lb 
Hcnisriii arrived in camp with despatches from Brigadier Seaton, having 
ridden from filynpoorec right through the euemy's outposts. Knowing 
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hoTv important it was to open comniTimcfttioiig with the Commjmder-in- 
Chiof he had volunteered to earry despatches to him, Tt was a dirticult 
and ]ierilon^ bo^k. But no hiak waa ton penluus for Hudson. On 
the morning of the 30th ho started aecompanioil hj Macdowell^ his 
eecond-iu-comniAndp ^^gaiue to tbo backbdno," and 7a of his own 
troopers. They rctde sLmight to Bewar, ff^urteen miles dlBtant, " fltiro 
we halted and ate (sandwiches^ and then leaving 50 men to atj^y til I 
OUT return, pushed on to Chibbertiiow, fourteen rnitoB further on. Hem 
we made another halt^ and them leaving the refnciining ^5 men 
hahind^ wo pushed on by ouraolvesr nnacoompanied, for Goomthaigungei 
where wc hoped to find tho ConamjindcT-in-Chief. Dn arriving there 
(n fourteen miles' stageh found the Coinmander-in-Cbief was at 
H^ieernn-ke-Semi, fifteen miles further on. This wns very juinoying \ 
but there waa no help for it^ eo we struck out tts fast as we coidd^ tho 
iiiore so as wo heard that tho enemy^ 700 stroitg, with four guna, was 
within two miles of ua. We andvei iib Meenin-ke-Scnal at 4 A.M-i 
rmd found the camp there all right. We were received moat cordially 
hy alh and not a littlo aurprijsad were they to hear where wo had eoma 
from." Hodson * was most warmly received by Sir Colin Canipbnih and 
was closeted with him till dinner-^time. At 8 they gtarteri 

on their long ride {54 miles) back. When they arrived about five 
miles from Chibbermow they wore mot by a native to whom llfjdson 
had given alms in the momiiig- told ub that a party of the 

i^ncmy had attacked our 25 eowara at Chibbermow, cat up soitie 
and beaten back the reatj and that thcro was a great probability 
some of them (the onomy) wero lurking about tho roarj to our front. 
This WAS pleasant news, wa^ it nob I Twenty miles from Llip CommaniJ- 
er-in-Chief^s camp, 30 from our own; time, midnight, scene an 
open rofid ■ dramatts ptraon^, two ofHeera armed with swords njid 
revolveiSp and a howling enemy supposed t^> be close at hand.'" They 
delibemted what they should do, nnd Hod^on dscided they should ride 
oti at ail riiskfl, 'At the worst/ ho said, can gallop back; but 
well try and push through/ The nntire came with ns^ and we 
started. I have seen a few adventures ia my tinio, but must coafesa 
this was the moat trying one I over engagod in. It was a piercing cold 
uight, with a bright moon nuii wintry [?ky, and a cold wind every 
now and than sweeping by and chitling us to the very marrow, Tiiking 
our horses off the hard on to the side where it wjis poft, so 
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thiiti the eoiso of onr rooifalb conid be less difetinelly hoard, we 
went sitetitly on onr wajj aniioiisly listening f&r every aaund that 
fell upon etir earSp and straining Qur eight to if, hehind the trees 
dotted nlong tho road, we could discern the foniiB of the enemy waiting 
in ninbmsh to seiae iia. It was indeed an onxioue time* We prooeoded 
till eloee W Chihbennnw* "They are there,'' Bidd onr guide in o 
whisjjeri poiutiug to n garden in n elnnip of trees to oni* right fronts 
Distinctly vre hear t.he fixint hoiri in the distance, whether it was the 
enemy, or whether our inrnglnation conjured up the sound j I know t^ot. 
We slowEy ntid silently passerl through the vilinge, in the iiiuifi street 
of which we saw the dead lnxJy of one of our men lying etark end atitt 
and ghastly in the inL)onlight; and on emerging from the other side, 
dieiiiissed oiir faithful guide, with directiona to come to our camp and 
then, putting spurs to our haiseSj wo galloped for uur dear life to Beivar, 
breathing more freely m every stride bore us away Irorn the danger 
now past. Wo reached Be war at about two o'clock, and found a 

party of OUT men sant out to look for us," HotlHon uiid l^acduweira 
gallant exploit was remarkahla m that remarkable tinio for cool aijfl 
daring cnwmgc. 

On the I St Jnonaiy 1858 Wiudham^s brigade returned to head^ 
quarters^ Early in the forenoon Hope Grant was sent forward with bis 
brigade relidbrced by pisiiuadron of cavalry, four light field battery guns 
and a company of ouginnera to the Kala Nuddeu at the point where 
the susporuion bridge ctosscb it* Dope foLind that the ouoiny had 
Jisriiovcd the planks and seven.'!}' JaumgCid the struettiro j but they had 
not hud time to injure the pier and main chains. The rebola die- 
appeared on his approfuch, and the Corps of Royal Engineeru and Bengal 
Sapiiera, with a party of sailors under Major Nicholaan, R-E,, sot 
to work with groat vigour to repair tho bridgo. All day and night 
they worked. " Tho sailors w'qro specially useful to Major ^icholsan in 
the management nf the ropes which rcpliLcod ihc bruken part of the 
iron work of the Buspension bridge,'* On Lbe morning of the 2ud of 
Jiiniiary Sir Col in accompiniecl by the Chief of the SLalT rode over to 
see if the bridge was ready for th* advance of the column. On the 
other side of it the ground rises in a gentle slope, and about half a mile 
to tbf) right frout of it h situated the largo village of Xbutirtgaug built 
nri each aide uf the main road as it ascends tho nulivity. While Sir 
Colin was inspecting iho work, which wna nearly complete, by saw a 
number of men dad in white dosceuding bum the crcuL nf die hill tu 
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the ffe thought thay wore Tillagsrs und boitie ^oe tio 

go and toll them not tu bo afraid Hff they would not be hurt, when alT 
of ft ffctdden off came a rnund shot Irom aniouget them which killed 
four men of the 53rd/^ ^ 

The sftQora who were washing thoir garments by the ri^er side, 
** leaving their soap gndB and elobhea never to see theni again/" rubbed 
to their gnus* Under cover of a heavy musketry Eire the onemy 
brought two more gups into aetlon and biuote with shot and bullets the 
reroaiader of the 53i\i as they passed the bridge m support of tha 
pfoquot which hail been plxioed on the enemy^s aide of the river to cover 
the working party^ The heavy guns advanced and a fackiog fire 
was quickly opened by Lieutenant Vaughan of the Eroyal Navy and 
htajer Smith» commandixig a field hattery^, HoyaJ Artillery. Tho 
troops froin headH^uarters four mllee distant were at once ordered up* 
and Sir Colin did not conttider it expedient to pre^ the enemy till they 
arrived. ^ ITic pogilion now taken np by the 53 rd was secured apd the 
fire of tbs cdemy kept down by our guna, but an advanco was not 
IjcnniLtedrf At 11 i.M. tbe main coliimn began to amvcji Brigadier 
Great hod's brigade leading.

Then be saw two sepoys 
making off with a standard. He galloped after them, overtook them, 

" and while wrenching Iho staff out of the hands of one of ibeni, whom 
I cut down, the other pul his musket close to my body and fired ; 
fortunately for me it roissed fire, and 1 carried off the standard" * For 
these two acts of valour Lieutenant Roberta was awarded the Victoria 
Cross. 

With the captured standards at their head the 9th Lancers rode 
back followed by the Sikh squadtona. As they passed the Commander- 
in-chief, h e took off his hat to them, with some words of praise and 
thanks. “ The Lancers shook their lances in the air, and cheered; the 
Sikhs took up the ct>v waving theif sahroB above their heads. The men 
carrying the etandnnla gave them to the wind ; the Highland brigade, 
who were encompiitg close by, ran down trod cheered both the rictari- 
ous cavalry and the veteran chief, waving their bonnets in the air. It 
wftfl A fair sight, and reminded one of the old days of chivalry. When 
Sir Colin rode back through the comp of the Highlanders, the enthu- 
siasm of the men exceeded deacription."

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As Sir Golin stood on tlie steep bluff ovethjmgiog the river he saw the 
last of the rehola flying over the bridge^of-boats. So rapid was their 
flight that they did not injure it^ nor the Taluablo gun-carriage factoiy 
io the fort, Tho bridge wea secured and Furrakhabad and Futtebghur 
occupied On the 6th of January Seaton’s and WalpaSe*flcolumns joined 
the camp of the Commander-in-Chief, who had sent orders by Hodaon for 
them to advance flimultaneouely with himself. But the attack of the 
tnenjy at Kala Nuddee and their nLter rout had precipitated mat Lera 
and ohanged in a slight degree Sir Colin^s strategical schema. But the 
rasult was emuieutly successful. The Doab had been re-conqueredj 
direct oommunications with Delhi nnd Agra reBteredp and the 
rebels driven aomss the Gauges into Rohilcund, Sir Colin was 
anxious lo follow up the eapturo of Futtebghur by the iuTasiou 
aud conquest of Rohilcund, but the Goveroor-Gonerah moved by political 
cousideratioDS, very properly thought that the subjugation of Oudh was 
of puramount importance. In a letter, dated the 20th of December, 
Lord Canning-writes : So long as Oudh is not dealt with* there will 
be no real quiet on this side of India. Every sopoy who hais not 
already miitioied will have a atanding temptation to do sOj and every 
native Chief will grow to think leas ond less of our powers. I am 
there fore, as thmgs now stand, strongly in favour of taking Oudh in 
hand after Futtehghur^ ilynpooree, foe., and the Great Trunk Road 
communications are made safe. What do you think of this? There may 
be reasons aguinst it in favour of some other course which ai^e not 
known la me but obvious to you. 1 am sure you will wTite to me 
nnrcHorvedly nil you have to say on it/^ ^ Before the letter reached the 
Coiumander-iii'Chief he had despatched to the Viceroy' a memorandum 

drawn up after very careful conaideraripuL" The subjeot," WTitea 
Sir Colin,has been for fiome day^ one of anxious consultation between 
Man^fleld and myself* It is very possible that many of the points may 
have ooeumd to your Lordship i but some of them are so purely pro¬ 
fessional that it ha likely they would escape one not bred in the army.

After murching about 
ten mileB they found the rebels in a welhcbosen and eicessively strong 
posltiom They numbered at least live ihouaand with five giiiiB manned 
by experienced gunners. The fight was hot and stubborn. But the 
enemy was dislodged from his poBition with the loss of nearly all hia 
gUHB and his ammunition. Many gallant deeds were performed by the 
Q-lMirr Gurkhas that day. “lieutenant Outnbheer Singh of the Shero 
Ou“' Begiment,'' wrote Colonel Wrougbton in Lis official despatohefi, “ now 
"h«T lies covert with vrounda. Thie officer I beg prominently to bring to 

the notice of Government for his great gallantry, imch as would iu our 
Hervice entitle a person to the highest honoura being couferred on him. 
Tha Li^-utenant rushed oa seven men defending a gun, cut dawn five 
rtud wounded the others, who made off. He himself received eight 

sword cuts,’* * 

A short time after the action of Chanda, Colonel Longden of the 
10th Foot, who had been se nt from Beuares with asmalllorce coosiatiDg

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of three himdred and twenty men of the 10th Footj two fl-pounder gans, 
ft small detachment of Emipeiui artillery and a hundred ftnd seventy 
of the Mftdros Native infantry, reached daunpore. Two days after their 
arrival (4th Novemher) a body of rebels again crossed the Oudh frontier. 
Colonel Longden uniting his force to the Nepanlese contingent advanced 
against them and drove them across the border. To protect it from 
future raids, the Jaunporo force was greatly atrengthcDcd and made a 
bngado comitnmd under Brigadier-General Franks, ft man of fiery 
violent nature and a martinet of the old tchool, Ha knew how to 
command men and how to lead them. He had never studied the art of 
WOT, but he had an instinct for winning battles. He waa more feared 
than loved by hia men, In the Sutlej Campjiign aa he was about to 
lead them against a strong Sikh battery he said " 1 know you intend 
to shoot me. But boys do let me get in first.*' Hia horse was blown 
to piecea, but his boys carried him in triumph out of the battery. 
Another force consisting of British and Ncpaulesc troops wasoiganised 
in Western Bchar under Colonel Rowetoft. It was to move from 
Tirhoot along the river Gandak to Goruekpore. The good senicc 
rendered by the Gurkha Gontiogent also led Loid Canning to make a 
further arraugemenl with Jung Bahadur by which he himself was to 
lead a force to the disaffected districts, and having cleared them of 
rebels he was to march into Oudh and coMjperato with Colin Campbell 
in his attack on Lucknow. 

Oo the Elst of December Jung Bahadni^s compact little force of 
1 (100 Gurkhas composed of fourteen regiments of infantiy and four 
batteries of artillery of sis gnna reached the frontier. Here he was 
met by Brigadier^General G. H, Jlacgregor, C.B., and the offioem who 
had been attached to hia force.* They vrere received by the Maharaja in

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full diirbftr. His dress ttos moat miignificent, The first day be wore 
tlieakiD of a wild animnUora coat, richly irimmed with head^bauda of 
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pure i»o] J; his girdle was of the satue, atadded with precious etenos j 
his tTQUbcre of fine cloth of gold. As for his turban, ib was really 
magnificent ; first there iras a row of rubies all round it, then euieFalda, 
and a broad plates of pure largo diamonds In front with a large waving 
plutne. His two youDgor brothota were with him, of course dressed as 
superbly, befitting their high rank in Nepaul " After the durbar the 
EngUsb officers went out tu see the troops. They were drawn up in 
lines of regiment one behind the other, the beat of course in front, but 
wc were very agreeably Burpriaed. both as to thait disoiplmo, pA ifiiqtui 
and e^uiproent. They marched as steadily as any troopa I ever saw. 
The double march was angularly steady j nnd they formed column, 
square, and deployed-passed in re view in a most soldierlike and steady 
manneT, Far from realising our pre-conceived notions of Gurkha dinu- 
nutivctieas, they, at any rate in the crock torpe, were giants; and even 
those in the uon-aelcoted regiments were very much larger than in our 
Gurkha battalions I enquired about their composition ; and General 
Rumheer Sing, the second-in-command, informad me that with the 
eiccption of seventecp they were all pure Onrlthas. The Jung ia most 
aniiona to got at tho enemy." His wish waa gratified on the 13th of 
January. A few miles from Ooruckpore, the Gurkhas enmo 
Buddonly upon the rebel force strongly pcksted in a jungle. Their guna 
at onoa opened fire and tha rebels vigorously replied with artillery and 
musketry. But tba duel wag of short duration. The Ourkbaa swift as 
bloodhoiiodB ruahed forward and the enemy turned aud fled. For two 
milea through the juugle it was a race for life. Sot were these sturdy 
moiiutflineera then exhausted. Through the town the Gurkhas chased 
tho rebels to the ghaut on the river. “ At one place a number of 
rebels tried torueb up the banka and effect ao escape into the fields, but 
were intercepted by the Gurkbas and cut to pieces. The great majo¬ 
rity however jumped into the river where they were shot down in great 
numbers. Three or four hundred must have been killed there, tho 
river being at one time literally covered with floating bodies." 

The station of Goruckpore was again occupied aud the district 
cleared of robeis. On the I9th of February Jung Bahadur reachod the 


left bonk of the river Qogra which separated Oudh from our districts. 
Thera he was joined by Colonel Bowereft, who had moved up early in

Deoemlwr iq bhe direction of Oorwckpore. On tha 25th of December 
be received from Jung B&hadur a roinforeement of 600 Gnrkhaa. Hia 
whole fore# now only atuountei to 1,100 men, of whom 130 of the Peari 
Naval Brigade wera the onj^' EnropeaJis, I'ha next day he attackeri 
five tbonaand rebela with a larga train of artillaiy atrongly posted in 
the village of Sohanpora covered in Irotib by a tank with high banks 
and twtj or three large topes (woods) on the right. On arriving 
within half a mile of the enemy’s position Boweroft foriucd 
line Mid took groimd on the right to turn their loft Hank and ac^moro 
CEwily on tha tank, The operation was performed with conspicuous 
success. The rebels were driven from the village and after a pursi.iit 
of six milea across che river Gnndak, " The troops behaved, na British 
marines and aeameti ever do, moat excellently and gnllaLtly: Captain 
Sobhoby was ever ready and proflcnt with the gnus and tn afford me 
overy aSBistRnre in the Held." • The Ourkhas proved themselves 
worthy comrades. " All thu officers of the two Gurkha regiments 
were ansions and ready to render good service i uud the men of both 
regiments were steady and willing in the field and kept well to ihofrout 
with the European forces. Ono Gurkha officer specially distinguiahed 
himaclf that day. Lieutenant Burl ton reports that Suhaflar Himkunial 
Bushnen, 3lh Company, Bondul! Gurkhas, behav&i very gallantly, con¬ 
stantly encouraging his men, and in riding at one of the rebels who was 
atttmking Lieutenant Burlton. inflicting fortunately only a cat through 
his turban and helmet, tho Subadar wna very severely wounded by a 
tulwar round bba left hip, a Stkh then tuahing up, cutting down and 
killing th# rebel," t On the following morning Koweroi't crossed the 
river and punished those who had been forward “ in marauding and 
giving aid to the rebels ” by destroying their homesteads. Then in 
pursuanoe of ordem received from Brigndier-Oonnral Maegregor he 
marched to Burkai Ghat on the Gogm, the chief river of Oudh. Hera

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he received orders to emberk his force in boats and ascend the river 
On the eveomg of the lOth of February he arrived within four miles 
of the Nopaul Oolutnn and landing on the right bank wae joined by a 
brigade of that force. Advancing up the stream he defeated a body of 
rebels at Pheropore and bringing np hia boat* be made of them a bridg^ 
over wbicb the Nepaulesc troops oroBSed Jung Bahadur pniaued hia 
march tn Lucknow^ and to Rowcroft was assigned the task of holding 
Gorakhporc and keeping optin the communicationa 

On the day that Colonel Koweroft and the Nepaulese force came in 
touch General Franks waa ordered to enter Oudb. His field foeue 
consisted of three British regiments, the lOth, SOtb^ and 07th, fdi 
battalions of Kepaulese under General Pulivan Sing, two field 
batteries, and aonio other guiw. but bis cavalry consisted only of thuiy- 
eight mounted policemen known as the Beuares Horse oomiuflnded by 
Captain Mntheson * To make up tor bis deficicnoy in that sjin ha 
had mounted twenty*five men of the lOth Foot and placed them 
under the command of lieutenant Tucker of the Bengal Artiilery. 
The foree opposed to him consiated of 10,(100 men under the rebel 
chief Mebtidee Uussan and 8,000 men under one of his sub* 
lieutenants Bunda Hoasan. At 8 aji. on the moming of the 10th, 
Franks found the enemy under the sub-lieutenant at Chanda, *’a latfrc 
village at the south-eastern angle of which are a considerable mud 
fort and a serai, both of great height and loopboled for musketry,'" 
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Franks's force soon drove the eeemy liefore it, carried tbo poaition, and 
captured six guas. followiDg the rebels through and past the vilioge. 

After a long chase Franks reated hie men, Noor aunwt while the 
gioiind for encampment was being taken up. the enemy under Mehndee 
Hussau appeared on his left front. Ktfl force immediately ebanged 
fmnt. attacked the enemy, and muted them. He then bivouaekisi for 
the night, The neat day he halted to enable the baggage which had 
been delayed by difficult ground to arrive. Newe reached acneral 
Flanks that the rebel leader intended to bar his progress by making 
a wide circuit to the left and occupying the strong jungle pass 
iwaitiim and Fort of Budhayani nine miles in front of him. But 
Franks's sagacity wea oa oonspicuoua m hia energy. At daybreak on 
the 2lBt, having drawn up his force in order of battle as if he were 
going to attack the caemy in front, he allowed his whole baggage to 
file away post bis right rear towards a village situated half way to tho 
Fort where it had been given nut that ho intended to bait, But ho 
pushed tho baggage rapidly through it, and withdrew without being 
noticed: his advance guard, who overtook tho baggap, croaeed the 
ravine, and aeiaod the fort just before the enemy. The rebel loader tk,« 
forestalled in tho posaesebn of the fort, proceeded by a long detour for “ » 

the town of Sultanpur where he determined to dispute Frank* Inrther 
progress The rebel force numberiog 25,000 men, of whom 6,t]00 
were sepoys and 1,100 cavalry, with 25 gone, was under Mirza (^&or 
Bey, a General of Artillery under the oi-King of Oudh, who had been 
sent from Lucknow specially to take the command. The poeitiun 
«hieh he occupied was formidable. Behind a deep and winding 
ravine which rune into the river Goomtee his line, extending 
a mild and a half in length, was posted on a plain, Uia loft 
rested on the Sultonpur bazaar, the centre was placed behind the 
ruined lines of the police hattalicne, and his right was covered by 
a range of low hillockfl in advance of the village and strong inasoniy 
cftiavanscmi of Badshahgimge, Near the point where tho direct mad 
leading to Lucknow crosses the ravine the enemy placed their principal 
battery. Three of tbeir gums were placed on tbo extreme left, and six 
were posted on tho serai on tho right. Tbe ravine whoso whole front 
was lined by groves of trees was deep and easy of defence where 
the road crosses it; it was also very deep on tbe onemy'a left whero it

mn into the river, bat to the left it wtia mueli narrower and shallower. 
At BIX Q^eiock in the morning Frants marched from hia campp and three 
honra later hi^ cavalry catight sight of the encTny'a aut|Josts near a 
village on the high mai Immediately fornimg his men m battle array 
he inarched through the hamlet, and the enemy's picquets concluded 
that hU advance would he as they wlahed directly down the high road. 
Then advancing with hia few" troopens and the mounted detachment he 
drove the outposta beyond the mvine. A thick belt of trees now con¬ 
cealed his forao from the enemyV Taking advantage of the screenj 
Franks gallnpcd with a few horse to the left to examine the head of the 
I'avine which I felt convinced disappeared in the plain^ and this 
proved Ui be the case, for my search found a point where the road from 
AJlfthabad creases it, where the troops and heavy guns contd pass the 
rapine out of reach of the eneniy^a fire. Some rising ground here gave 
me a good view of the rebel position, and ascertaining that it might be 
turned by its rights I ordered the whole force to take ground obliquely 
to the loft/' Gonoealed by the mang{> groves the force proceeded round 
the cnemyk right completely out of lire. When they debouched from 
the wood Lhe rebels opened on them from iheLr heaviest guns^ but the 
shot fell far short. Franks instantly deployed hia Una and sent the 
skirmiahera with the light guns well abend to cioae ou tbecnemy^s posi¬ 
tion, But far in sdvanco of the leading skirruishers rode Lieutenant 
McLeod Innes who during the defence of the Besidency had shown how 
great professional skill and calm judgment can b& combiEied with 
valour of no ordinary order. ^He was the first to eecnre a gnn which 
the CDcrny were abandoniDg. Betiring from this they rallied tquucI 
another gun ^ther back, from which the shot would in another in* 
fitEint have ploughed through our advancing columns, when Lieutenant 
innea rode up unsupported^ shot the gimner about to apply the match, 
and remaining undaunted at bis post tho mark for a hundred match- 
lockmcUp sheltered in some adjomiug huts, kept the artUIeiymen-at 
bay until assistance reached him."* The guu being captured tho 
British lines circling gradually forward drove the enemy from the 
different points of hia position to the deep ravine which here swept

led the akirmisbers and eight of the lOLh Foot up to the gii&g and they 
"were captured ‘^iiftef aii obstinate resistftiice, the gunners standiisg by 
their pieceB and aerving them to the laal.” The battle was at an end. 
The guemy fled in all directions, egeapmg across the deep ravine which 
prevented the further advance of FnuiWfl His want of cavalry 

also precluded a vigorona purauit. Twenty-one of tho enemy^e 
nine of them of siege calibre^ hla camp and his ammunition fell into tho 
bands of the victors. 

The force halted after the action for the men to rest and that same 
evening it wna joined by the Ijihoro Light Horse and Pathan Horse 
under Captom Balnmin. The next afternoon the 3 rd Sikhs under 
Lieutenant Aickman reached the camp, having riddeD forty milee that 
day,* Ou the 25 th in compliance with a telegram from the Chief of 
the Staff the force resumed ita march. On ^the'morning of the Tst 
of Slarch just os the column wsie about to leave ita camp, Aickmau, 
who ’was in commimd of the advoiiced picqtiets, heard that a body 
of 500 rebel infantiy and 2 U 0 cavalry^ with two gtmSj under a noted 
rebel chiefs were encamped three milea off the high road on the banks 
of the Goomtee. He bad only lOO men, but sending a trooper at 
full gtkllop to Franks asking that the cnvalry aod the gun^ might be 
BEJit to bis Qupportfc he led theui to the spot, and Hndiog the enemy 
charged into their midst+ A tough fight cnHUed. Aictman himself 
was engaged in a haud-to-hand contest with several of the rebels and 
received a severe cut across tho face. But his troopers beat them 
off| and ’vigorouBly prcBsiiig the foe drovo them across the river and 
<»ptvired their two guns. For hia dash and courage Aickinan wa* 
awarded the Victoria Croas. 

Franks continued bia advance and on the 4 Lh of Maich he arrived 
within eight miles of Lucknow. Here he learnt that a large body of

the rebels occupied the Fort of DhoTrara, two miles to the right of the 
road end eituated in verj difficult ground amongst the ra^’inea which 
ren into the Qoomte©, Being apprehenaiTe that if they were left 
imnioleflted they might ent off his long train of baggage, Pranks deter¬ 
mined bo drive them from their citadol. Sending the main column un¬ 
der Brigadier Ereleigh, C.B., a mile further on the road he proceeded 
with two Horae Artillery guns under Uen tenant Arbuthnot, a squad¬ 
ron of flth LAnceia, aud Home Sikh and Pathan Horse under Captain 
Coles, 9th lancets, to the Fort. No soonot did he approach it than the 
enemy opened firs from two small guns. The Horae Artillery gnns were 
brought into action at 600 yarda, but they hwl no fl&at. They wore 
moved up aucceaaively to 400, 300 and 200 yards, but they were too 
light to make any impresaion on the walls and to pub down the fire of 
the matchlock men aecuroly posted behind the parapet. Fmnka there¬ 
fore ordered np a company of markamen from each British regiment 
under Lieutenant-Colonel Longden, 10 th Foot, and two 24-poundor 
howitaere of Major Cotter's Madras Battery. A few reunda from them 
drove tha enemy from the outer endnsure," but a sharp matchlock fire 
was atill kept up from the loopholes which everywhere picreo the keep 
into which the greater port of the defondetB had retired.” • The oom- 
pamos of the SOth and 97bh gallantly headed by Captain Middleton, 
29th Regiment, and Ensign Elton, 37th Native Infantry, attached to the 
10th Foot, attacked it from the south-oast, effected an entrance, and 
captured the guna. The rebels driven to bay, banipaded themBsIvea in 
a house guarded by a huge heavy gate. Repeated attempts to break it 
down failed. ” The shot from one of their own guns which we turned 
against it, making no imprcaaion on the raasaive gate, a fire kindled 
against it having no effect, and my only Engineer officer, Lieutenant 
Innsa having been severely wounded, while laying to buret open the 
entrance, I determined," wrote General Franks, “ to withdniw fttun the 
place " His decision was also influenced by a report brought to him 
that his presence was required with the maiu body around which consid¬ 
erable bodice of the onemy were hovering They however fell back 
towards the city, and Franks's force refluming ite march reached Sir 
Colin's camp the flame evening. It had in thirteen days marched a

While Franks's colnum and the Napnnlcao army under Jung 
Bahadur were marching from the ofwtem froutior of Oudh to the 
capital, Outrani was holding his own in Alntahagh against a pertinoeioua 
foe. As the AInmbflgh was capable of accommodating only a small 
garrison he had, after establishing a strung picqnot tbere, encamped his 
main force a mile in rear of the building itself in the upon plain aemsa 
the Cawnpora road, and he protected bis camp by batteries abattia 
and by judicLoufily turning two or three sw&mps into account,. which 
however ■were very nearly dry in February. These defensive works, 
not connected by a con tin no ua trench, occupied a circuit of about 
elcveti miles which extended from a village to the left of the main 
road to the old and tumbled fort of JaUatabod on the o^trema right, 
in which was placed a Sappar picquet and port of the park, the 
rest being in rear of pur camp. The advanced posts were within 
gunshot range of the outworka of a vast city. Such woa the positio|i 
which for three months Ontnuu held against 120,000 orgaaiseQ troops 
with more than 130 guns, bemdes the aimed and turbulent scum of a 
population of 700,000 sonls.f Hb force amounted to considerably

lees Lima 4,000 of all ranktt,*' Of the^e the forts of Alninbagh and 
JellpJabad absorbed about &00 mea, brigade and camp duties 450 uioru, 
and thus after deducting sick oiid wounded there remained of all arms 
and ranks (Europe&Q and Native) little more than 2p000 available 
fur action during the absence of the codvojb (averaging 450 men} 
which we had fortnightly to send to Cawqpore.'^ ^ 

Ontram acting under orders took up hia position on the plain 
of ALumbagh to hold the armed hoata of Lucknow in check until 
the Commauder-in-Chicf was ready to undertake the capture of that 
cityj which he hoped would be in a very few months. But fur 
■trategic reasons he disliked the positiDn : its close proximity to the 
city cEmblcd the enemy to attack him when they thought fit* and to 
moke goud their retreat when defeated^ It was also emmped and open 
to Hurprisca, When On tram therefore heard that Colin Cam pbell 
proposed to defer the (^pture of Lucknow till the next win ter, a 
period of ten or twelve months, he condderod it hia duty^ not aa a 
General of a Division but as Chief ConimisMoner of Oudh, to re¬ 
commend a withdrawal of his fcrccs to seme peat near Cawnpore. 
He argued " it m immaterial what particular spot in Oudh is held as 
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i\ proof that we have not deserted it^ m Jong as a foetiDg ia retaiued 
in the province ^ for no civil governroent can be exercised m long 
OB we arc nob in paBseSBion of the espita] itself/'* To contixiiif} 
to hold a poaition in tho immediate neighbourhood of Lucknow he 
considered "" would render ncooBsary the empb]^ent of a Much larger 
body of troope bo maintain their post and keep up their com muni* 
catioiiB with Cawnpore; and alao, remnining in the vicinity of the 
city» without making any effort to take it^ would be a declaraLion 
of weakneeSj which under the present circuniBbcuiceB is in every way 
to be doprooat^d.” Outram^ however* begged the Govemor-Genetnl 
diBLinotly to understand that he only advocates tho withdrawal of 
this force from iE^ present poeitionj in the event of the re-oonqiieBt 
of the capital anil of Qudh during the present season being definitely 
abandoned. If^ on the other hand, it be contemplotod to undertake 
these opemtionsi he is of apininn tbat politica] considerations im* 
pcrativoly demand that our present position be mainliained any 
cost/ Ifc was maintaiiicd and at little cost, by the energy, ekil] and 
courage of conception and eicecution of Oatmui. 

Sir Colin Campbell, however, refused to realise the dangers and 
diSicultiofl of Outrojn'i positieiL After the defeat of the Gwalior 
contingeiit at Cawnpore a memorandcun by the Chief of the Staff 
was Bent te Oubtam stating that Lhe Commander-m-Cbicf was of 
opinion that he should take immediate steps in pursuance of the 
advantage gained to put his eommuiiicationB with Cawnpore in a 
thoronghly effective condibion. ^ You wdJ therefore on the receipt 
of thia laemorandum, detach to the near 400 European soldiers, 200 
Madras Infantry, Captain Olpherts^s Light Field Battery and half your 
cavalry, with all yonr camels/^ To this large demand upon his 
resources Outmua felt bound to demur. He reminded the Commander^ 
in-Ghief that in a letter to the Oovenjor-General in Council which 
was forwarded undot a Hying seal for the Commander-in-Chiefs 
information he had stated;—“ Wo have barely carriage for a woak 
brigade, which, however, would not be detached with prudence to a 
distance involving an absence of more than a day, vrithout exposing 
the camp to considerable risk, mensced as it is by many thonaaiuig 
of the enemy, sopported by several guns p4)sced in the gardens and

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enclosures OD thh side of the c^nfilp on our front, and flanks, which 
daily send round shot into our admneed poatSp theogh from so great 
a distance as to do no injnty/^ OutmiUp besides drawing attention 
to thin passage in hie letter to the Goveinor-Oeneral, further informed 
the CoTnmander-in-Chief that the enemy were busily cmplayed in 
erecting n battery on hie left flank which might become oflonsive 
at any mameoti that they had brought oat two horse artillery gim& 
“** which might do much harm by moving on onr flanks if we had 
DO guns of a eimilaT description to oppose theoi/^ that the cavalry 
feme was most inefficient» that detaching 200 Madras Infantry from 
Bimnee would weaken too much that most iuipurtant post which was 
already threatened by the enemy. Finally, Outram pointed nut the 
c^teiiJiiva nature of his position,* In reply to hk letter he re¬ 
ceived aseoond Menttonmdum from the Chief of the Staff informing 
him that " It is a eubjeet of the deepest regret to His EKcellency 
that he cannot concede to the reasoning of Sir James Dutram, His 
Excellency intreats Sir James Ontram to believe that ho is fully 
alive to the eircumstauces of his position^ and he does not think it 
possible for him to be throatoned by any real dnugor, 

“ Including the ^£jt of Alumbogh and Bnntiee Sir James Outrom 
has at his diespoMil 4,400 fighting men, qf wbicli the bulk is camposod 
of European infmotTy^ beaideH s very powerful infantry ortillury. 

•'The effect of the late success op the right bank of the Ganges 
cantio'ti but bo felt thronghout the Province of Oudh as elsewhere, 

■■“Ifthe left bo thfEAtetied by a buttery His Excellency would 
suggest the advisability of attacking and dcsEroying it before it can 
become a cause of annoyance, 

*'If on the occadon of a detachment going out, Sir James has 
fears for his position, Hia Excellency would further venture to suggest 
that the front of the camp should be contracted^ or that it should be 
converted into a bivouac in case of really imniinebt dimger/' 

The tone of the memorandum reveals the fault which marred 
the great ability of the Chief of the Staff. It was hardly nooeai^ry to 
inform a man of Outrom^s standing and biilliaat Borvica thiit if n 
battery annoy fnj him he ah on Id destroy it^ and the Chief of the Staff 
too hristiiy supposed that the effeot qf the late success ou the

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right hank of thfl Ganges caaDOt but b& Mt throughout the 
pnovioco of Otidh to on appreciable degree oe elflewhere. It certalnlj? 
WBJ 3 not felt in Oudh to any appreciable dogreo. As to the obviona 
eiiggestiooa that he should destroy the batteiy and oontract hh 
front. Outram replied; " It would be entirely out of luy power to 

destroy the batteriea alluded to — that ia to say, I ooutd not take 
the gunB„ for my apica inform me that tl^o horsea are kept 

hamesi^ed in readioe^ for immediate dight. All that I could do, 
therefore* would be to destroy tho work itself^ which would involve 
lose of men to no purjxsae, from the enemy s musketry in the 
neighbouring cover* as the insurgonta have unlifnitcd command of 
labour^ and "in the courac of a ve^ few days would erect another 
battery in the same or in an adjacent position. Neither oould I 
contract my front in proportion to the dimmutiQn of my force. I 
cannot retire from cither flauk position without abandoning strong 
po^ts which the cuemy would immediately occupy, and thus acquire 
the power of doing UB much mUohief; nor could they he dislodged 
without more loss than I should care to have to report for yotir ExccIh^ 
loncy^s mformatiotL.”* The armngemeuta for tho convoys w^ere hence¬ 
forth left to the diaciietioo of Sir JamcB OuEram, Be calcnlated in 
each cage the sErength of the cflcort according to the oxigeudes of the 
time and siluatioDj and not one waa ever molested. 

At fir^t the tehih of Lnekuow were no doubt dopresaed by the 
severe blows which Culiu Campbell bad dealt them, but when they 
received large occessionH from the aepoya dispensed iu other ports by 
the Commauder-in-Chiefp and when utir vtcUiriee were nut followed up 
by any decidve action, their oourage and hopes revived- Exaggemted 
accounts of the minor Bucce^s golued by rebel bands also reached 
them. Skirmishes between our advaiiGcd picketn and those of the 
enemy grew more frequent, and on the 21 at of December Sir Jamea 
•Outmm learnt from hia spies that the euaruy contemplated Burrouiid- 
ing his position in order to nut off supplies, atop all fonigiug expedi- 
tioiiB, and to Intoreept bta cumin unicafciou wit.h Buuuce. With thia 
object they dcapatehed a force to Guileo* a village three miles from the 
camp, situa.ted a little to tho right of the ro*id to Dilkimhii. On 
the eveuiug of the 21 st he was informed that the rebels hud been 
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rtiufotced and tbnt their atreogth amounted to about 4,000 infantiy, 400 
cavaliy, and eight heLd guoB.^ Uaviug aim owcitauied that a space of 
about half a mile intervened hotwecn their poaitiDn and the gardens 
skirung the canal and the Dilkoosha, Ootram moved ont at 5 A,]V. on 
the 22ud of December iu the hope of snrpriaiiig them at daybreak, umi 
intercepting their retreat to the city, Hia turcee constated of 1,227 
infantry under Brigadier Stekea, 100 cavnliy under klajor Rabertson, 
And ais O^pauuder guns under Captain Olpherta, The right columu 
under command of Liciitenant-Cblonel FomeW, Her kLajesty’e t)0th 
Begiinent, consiating of detachments of the Tdth and 90th Regimente 
aud of the Fercfflepore Regiment of Sikhs, with a cheer dashed at a 
■tnihg position held by the rebels, “ They were met by a heavy fire. 
Regard]CHS of the ovorwhetuiing numbers, and of the six guns reported 
to he pestefj there, the Buddeuneea of the attack and tho spirited way 
in which it was akecuted, resulted in the immediate flight of the enemy 
with hardly a casualty on our eide,” f Colonel Qrey in command of the 
left column conidstiDg of 400 men of Her Jdnjesty’a 5tb Puailieis inudo 
a simnltaneoiia attack un the adjacent village of Quilce^ drove iho enemy 
from it, and captured two guna The flying foe were putaued ocroaa 
the plain by the vofunteer cavalry under Captain Barrow until they 
found refuge in a village from which they opoited a fire ef gmpo and 
musketry. They were, however, apcedily disJedged by tho aseistanoe of 
two of Captain Olphcrte's guns under the comiuand ol Lieu tenant 
Smithett, and changing their line of retreat they endeavoured to reach 
the city by the way of the Dilkooshn. The military train under ifajor 
Robertson having bccu however despatched to make a flank moveuient 
followed them up ao rapidly that they dispersed their cavalry, and 
drove their giins into a ravine whero they wore captured. Being far 
ahead of the infantry tho militaiy train ware however unable to 
remove them, A large body of Zreeh troepafrom the city menaced their 
front. Tho roaiji body of the enemy of about 2,000 infantry who, on 
having their rear assailed, had begun tu withdraw to the city, aeeing 
their guns in poeeefisioa of ao small a force menaced their right flank. 

" But by tho bold frout shown by the military train, and tho gallant 
advance of the skirmishers, tboy were held at bay until the arrival

Olphertfl complately capture of (ibe gum, ooBbled a 

working prtr(y of the Madraa Sappora dndor the commaTid of 
Lienteojint Ogilvie to extricate them frors the rayine into which 
they hod been driven." * In DivifiLoD Orders Sir Jamea ciprcaHOB hia 
warm acktinwledgmcnta to the officers ami men and recorda hia 
approval of the conduct of Staff Serge-^nt Seddy who waa iii 
CDEumand of the two guns attached to Colonel Orey's column and 
whom his commandLng officer, Captain Olpherte, has mentioned for the 
able way in trhich he brought his gnns into action and the good 
eervica he rendered in covaring the rapid advance of the column/" f 
In forwarding Outramps report of the action to the Government 
the Cotamander-in-Chief states that he "" considers the whole affair 
to have been extremely well couducted and to reflect much credit on 
the troopa ongnged/^ f 

The enemy defeated but tmdismayod made another attack three 
weeks later Early in January reports reached Ontram that Mausoob 
Ali, one of the rebel LcodcrSp was collecting men and receiving 
minforcemonts from Luckuow to intercept bis communications^ He 
therefore seut a Btmnget escort than usual with hia convoy on its way 
from Cnwijporep conaistiug of 450 infantry. 4 gnnSi and 80 cavaliy. 
The rebels knowing of this reduction of hia force deteroiined to attack 
him. At eanrise on the i2th of January they came forth 30.000 
strong aud gradually spread round the whole front and flanks of his 
pocutiom Hut Outram had made such dispositions of his amsJl forces 
and outpost as were necessary and was ready to receive them. As 
soon as their movements were decidedly in advauce^ the brigadea --the 
right musEering 713, and the left 733 Europeans and 100 men of the 
regiment of Fernsqwre—were formed in front of their linesL The 
enemy first advanced npon the left front and flank, hot oe eoou oa

they were fairly withid ttey were met by fliieh a severe fire of 

iirtilleiry from Alumb^gb aud from llie adviced biitl;eriet!i of tho 
ODtpoflta on the left front and oBntJtj that they fied with the ntmoet. 
prm|ittation. On the left roar Major Olphcrts moved out his g>ins 
at a gallop, and advancing well to hia front nomplfltely drove off and 
dispersed a very largo body of iiifantty ami cavalry which waa 
cndcavcuring to penetrate to our roar, tniruing them back to^varda the 
city, and doing iniich oxeciitlaa by tbe fire of bifl guna on tfaeir tnnsBea 
at 5H0 jorda. At this time Outrarn received a report that Aluiubagh 
and hie eight advanced ontposts of Jellalabad were threatened. On 
proceeding to the right he found that thn caemy had brought throe 
horae artillery guiiH supported by an imTDense mass of infantry agalmst 
the picqnet which cOnncctefJ his right with Jellalabad, It had 
fortunately been etrengthened to J(M> men with two guas. Ontraiu 
maved the regiraont of KeroMi»re and the 5th Puailiers, with two 
guns of Moir*9 Bullock Battery, from the right brigade to thg front, 
taking the enemy in Bank and driving them back. "They wore 
then exposed to the fire of Mandc^e guns from Alumbagh which 
played upon them with great effect/' About the aatue time the 
enemy again advanced on tbe loft and the light and were again 
repulsed. Simidtoneously thay advanced on the AInmbagh, but the 
fire of Maude's guns and of the rifiemcn soon scattered tbom. By 
five o'clock in the afterucoa the whole of the enemy hod disappeared. 

Four days later they made another attack, and though they did 
not ahow in such general strength, it was more bold than before In 
the morning led by a Hindu devotee dressed as Hanuman, the monkey 
god, a large body made a sudden rush on the Jollalabad picquetw but 
they were received with a beating fire which prempUy drove tham 
back leaving on the ground their leader. Throughout the day they 
continued to advance Bkirmishing and threatening an attack on the 
left, but they suffered saverely whenever they vonturad within range. 
When darkness fell they attacked in groat extent the villages on 
the extreme left. Major Oordou, 75th Regiment, allowed them to 
approach within 80 yards of the front when he met th™ with a 
withering fire of grape and musketry. A vast number were swept 
down at once and the remaindor fled. •• &)me shelU from an 8-iiich 
mortar expedited their retreat" Meanwhile a largo body of cavalry had 
showed on the left rear and were safely left to the vigilance of 
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CuplAiu Olpheffcd, who watched mid kept them m cheek with hm. 
foui* ha™ ariritlery gims> aiipported by a detachment of the nulitar)'^ 
tmin under Captain Clarke. The loea of the enemy was severe. 

The rebels thangh beaten off continue day by day to gnina better An*ak of 
knowledge of the groand around Outnim''a position, and taking ad van- 
toge of every cover they diligently entrenched the nose tvos buvI hni-ossed F^braurf 
hia troops by demons tratiooa of attiicka. On the 15th February a 
strong body of hor^euien supported by Ltifantry were spied TnoviDg %o 
our left rear, A convoy was approacbingp and as a violent dust storm 
WAS blowiug hi the time they calculated they would get near it 
UDcbaerved^ But Outratn etraightway ordered out two- of OaptEun 
Olpherts'a horsed gtins and a troop of the mlUt>ary train to observe their 
Enovetnents, A fufthor report of the enemy's increftsieg strength bdng 
m&do he supported them with tbo rest of the battoiy^, the remainder of 
the military tralfi, a detachment of bo™^ and Her ktajesty's 90th 
Light Illfa[ltry^ 

In the meanwhile a portion of the enemy^S envairy escorting a 
person in a pidankeen having advuiiued well into the opeO| Captain 
Olplierts'^a two guns nod tbo troop of the military train galloped to tb^ 
front and opopcd on thorn with griipe» killing and wouuding several and 
disperaing the remainder* I have since been Eiifonned that it was the 
iloulvi himself who headed this party and that he woa severely 
wounded/" * 

The next dtiy the enemy again filled their trenohea with men and Piftli ittack 
assembled in vast numbers uudet the groves offino mongo trees in theb 
rear. At the same time a body of cavalry and inbtuti^- wm detached 
to threaten our left dunk. During the morning they made aevoral 
domonstratiDDs of attack, but after much show they retired* About 
sunset their bugler a again sounded and ihoy suddenly issued in clouds 
of skirmishers firoin the trenchee, advancing for some distance tiiwardi 
out batteries on the left and centre of oar line. Under cover of a 
srnarc musketry fire a mass of them with loud shoulin of “ ChaJo, bhnj 
t^'Ceme oo, brother*') made a rush at tbo outposts of the left front 
vDlage, But they were repulsed by the picfjuet consiating of 20C* 
men of the 90th Light InfuiiLiy under command of Lieutenant-Cobnel

musketry fire on the nurth and east faces of the Alumbaghj which 
they COD tinned for about two hcurejibut which fortunmtelj did no haroi; 
they did not fiimUy retire until S-30 p.m. Their loss muat have been 
severe I their flash ees gave an meet lent lino for our gnirs which 
opened on them with shmpnol aheSl and grape/*' * 

The rebels, advised of the approfich of the two eolumns frem the 
eastern frontier of Oudb and of Lhe great preparaticnii being made in 
Cawnpore by Sir Co Sin for an immediate advance, saw that no time waa fed 
be lost if they were to drive Outraro from his po&itfon. There had been 
for iiome weeks dissepsiqns in their rankB^ but m the face of a great im- 
pendiugdanger they forget for a moment their old animoaitiea, and the 
Hindus swore on bha Ganges hud Liie fliaiiomfHJanflQij the fcor an tha t tHoy 
would sTay the Britis h ab the A lumbagh or perish in the attem pts 
The time was opportune^ A large convoy they knew was on the mad 
from Cawnpore and the escort for this had taken n’way moat of Outram^s 
cavalry^ Sunday, the Slat of February, was a fovnumble day to strike 
the decisive blow. Their spiea told them that Outrara* bis officem^ aud 
the majority of hb mon attended church parade on the Sabbath. But 
OuLmm also had H|uci Lale on Sattiiday ev'ening he was inforiued of 
the proposed operatioua of the enemy. At tho first atreak of day 
twenty thausaod rebel troops with a large train of artillfliy silondy 
emerged from their aheiter in the city and adjacent vUtagos, and having 
filled their trenches with os many men iiB they could bold they massed 
their infantry in the groves in supiiort of them, Tben they commencecl 
n simultaoeoiit movement round both onr fianks ab tho same time, 
threatening the whole length of onr puaition and attacking the north¬ 
east comer of the Alumbagh and also the pioq^uot and fort of JellalAbad 
agaiuub which they brought four guuB," Outram on perceiving their 
intention immediately remforeed these posts. The enouij under covor 
of long grass and underwood caine on to delivor the as^uH. But no 
sooner bod thoy advanced within grape shot ’when otir ganB sent many 
a bloat of grape tearing through them. Meanwhile Outram detnehed 
about 2SO cavalry and two guns to the rear of the fort of Jellakbod

atLajching the fort.*^ They reniained there till the attack was aban¬ 
doned when all withdrew towarda the city., About ten thousand 
i □ fan try and fire hundred cavalry also a btack ad our left flaok, but five 
field gnna and a iqnadron of the military train quickly sent them 
back. Before the day waa half spent che aseEiilauta broken and 
dispirited retired to the city* 

Four daja after thia mortifying repulse they however again Ait^k 
renewed the asaanlt. The Qneon Begeot and her son, the Primo 25 * 1 **“'^”*^* 
MLnlster^ and the prindpat nobles mounted on state olophaTits catne Ttflarunt 
out of Lha city to encourage the assailnnta and witnosa their triumph. 

About 9 large bodies of iurantry and cavalry with four guns 
advanced &om their trenches which were filled with men and menaced 
our left. At the aanio moment thirty regimenta of mfsintry, one 
thousand cavalry^ and eight guns also moved cub against ernr right 
nceonipanied by the Eoyal proeosaion* A strong body hold the villagre 
and topes in front of their outworks while the romuloder with two 
gnos swung round the right rear, occupied the groves immediately to 
the east of Jelklabiudj and poured n shower of sheila into the citadol. 

On tram at ouch sent Barrow^s Yeluttbeors and WalTs Hurso to sweep 
round and take them in the rear. After having given them sufEoient 
time to make the movement^ he himself soon after 19 A.M. moved out 
with the let Brigade under Brigadier Eussclb Cipherisk Field Battery, 
Bemington^s Troop of Bengal ilorge Artillery, the military Lraln^ a 
squadron of the Tth Hnasars. Hockon's ET-^rBo t and Grahamk Horse to

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attack nnd intercept them. Ai* Ontrftra jidvanced a portion of the 
eneiny'B reserve tiiade a domonatTation against hia leTt, but OlplierU 
at oiice wheeled hb tear gtiuii to the left end advELDeing n Uttio distance 
uulimhered and opened tiro. Tho Itoyal pomp swiftly left the field. 
Than Roiniogton taking up a positbn about four hundred yards to the 
loft aud in adviinco of Olphertfl'a opened fii^e ou the foe na they fell buck^ 
aud aujiported by a squadron of the Tfcb HaBsars and by Brnsyer^a 
Sikhs held them in check. The OQtamn Lhen moved forward, flanked 
oil the left by Major Campbell of the Bays with the Nativo Cavalry, 
The enemy on hearing the fire of Bemingtons gana had begun a 
retreat. It was quickly convertod into a rout. Tho two bodies of 
cavalry swept down on their flanks. Hodson’s troopers for a second 
hesitated, but their gallant ooiumaDder supported by the Native 
officers and OcugIi> the Adjutant^ lad the ^vay and charged the guns. A 
rebel truopsr ran bis spoar into Gough, who would have been a dead 
luttn, if Hodfion bad not at that moment cut down hia opponent* 
One gun was captured and the eDemy were driven aw'ay from the fdher. 
But Lhey s^viftly rallied anti poittod a steady Arc on the small band 
who kept thorn at bay* The military tmin rushed up, seonrod the 
guns, and the enemy fled. At 1 they hoid vanished* Judging 

fiv»m the coi'p^e^ which strewed the field where Lhe cavalry hod charged, 
and from the dense liia&ses upon which our guns repeatedly opeuoi,l, 
the enemy a ea^sualties must huvo been heavy.'** 

About they however again moved out against Outram. 

'*On this occaaion they directed their priuci|jal eflorts against onv left, 
and evinced more spirit and dotermmation than they had hitherto 
done. Bepocktedly they advanced within grape and musket range^ nud 
^ they ever met with a warm reception from onr giina and Enficlds, 
efljuicially friJiu those of the left front picquet, commanded by Major 
Mas tor of the 5th Fusiliers, they must have siiflercd severely.^'+

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Thus enfJe^i th^ Inst ntt^mpt of the enemy t& take hy assault 
Oiitrani'^a pnaitien. For tndre thnn twelve weeks ho hscl with a smnU 
bcMjy of British sDldiers gnllftntly held the extended pagitiozi wh^eh ho 
was bv cireuTUStaoees cronj polled to take up agoinsi; n huiudred 
and twenty thaiisaiid rebels mainly disciplined soldiors, and had re- 
pulsed r.hair fiercest attaclLg^ The aepoys proved by their heavy lossea 
that it was not cotimge in w'hieh they v^ero lacking, but, as ut Delhi, 
leadership. If they had been led by men who were acquainted with 
'the operatiouB of war the Knglbih Cammnnder w^ould have found it 
impossible to hold his extended poeitioa and keep open his commiinica* 
tion with Cawnpore, Outramps suecesa was due not only to his quality 
as cm able and daring conimapder but his all-endnring fortitude^ hia 
unflagging cheerful aesa and all-embracing syiEnpathy as a man. He 
kindled the same enthusinsai among the soldiers as he bad done arnoDg 
the wild and savage Bln Is, They know hia deep trust, his earnest 
anxiety to promote their comfort and provide for their amnsementp 
Why hie men loved him is shown by an account of his daily ride 
round the picketa by one who paid his eamp a fi} ing visit and accom¬ 
panied him. As we rode," he writes," at w'hal seamed a studioiLGly glow 
puce across the open plain betweun the centre pickets and Alumbaghi the 
General received his ciistumar}' saUitc of round shot from a heavy gun 
in the enemy's front battery, which the soldiera had nicknamed "Nancy 
Dawaoii/ Several whizzed by, noticed only by a pariah dogj which had 
a narrow^ shave. At the Alumbagh the aite of Ilavelock^B grave wag 
poinLad unt, and fiom one of the baatiuns I saw once more extended 
before me the gardens and suburbs of Lucknow, a fair scene m which 
lurked much inL^hjaf. Signs of the cneiuy were diseemible within 
cosy range, but Nancy's noisy greeting ia all I reccllect of them. 
%TeiIalabad leaves the impression of ii peaceful and picturesque Indian 
landscape, vrith its crumbling fort,, and tempting topes of trec^ 

As to the otfmr defeneas, it seemed to a non-mi Jitary eye, that there 
w'ero few anj'whtira and that for long stretchoa there was nothing at all 
to prevent; the swarms of Lucknow from coming in where they pleoscdp 
Sir James hud a cheery wnrd far officers and uiQU at each poat^ gener¬ 
ally some srnnJ I compliment—^auchos a regret the enemy would not come 
Qu, because youh’Cfklwaja so well prepared—nod his visit aeemed a wel¬ 
come one, everywhere* A& you know, he could be uncommonly Irate 
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QV. provocatiein^ but tbere was notbidg td find fault wiLb on that day. 

I was told that ^bcn he did " let Out' at anyone, espccialty a joungflterp 
be wa» not comfortable till he had made it up by some kmJ word or 
deedp and that aa often not a ‘ wig^ ended by the offer of a cheroot— 
a valoabk gift at the Alumbegh* Bia holster was stuffed with these 
luiunesi instead of a revolror, and ba dispensed them right libemlly.^" 

By mfusing bk own ardour and serene confidence into tbe whole 
force Outram w'aa able to bold an almost untenable position. Fiilt 
jUitke was not done by Sir Colin Campbell or tbe Chief cf the Staff 
tc Otitraiu*6 defence of Alumbfkghp which miiab be ^'iewed as a fine 
example of oonrage and good conduct, and will alwaja stand out eia a 
glorious episode in the annals of the Indian Mutiny. 

The enemy saw that the crkia was near, Sir Colin^s army wo* 
approaching tbe eityp and they strenuously stro™ to extend and perfect 
the works on which many thousAnda of workmen had boon nnceagingly 
employed for the past thuee^moutha. The primary object of the earth¬ 
works was to bar onr approach to the Kaiser Bagh, or Kajal Palace, 
about 400 yards square, containiiig Hcveral tomha and range of buildinga. 
It had not been originally fortified hat had been strengthened since the 
last occupation of the Eesideucy by British troops, and was now regarded 
by the rebels as a citadel and the key of their poaitiocL The line 
of the canal was the first or cuter erne. They had etrengthcoed ita 
lower fihaltow end, where Colin Campbell bud croased when he relieved 
the garrisonj by n deep and straight cut mode to the river* They broke 
di>wa bridges^ they scarped the hanks efthe canal which served iheiu as 
a wet ditch, and they bailt on tho inner bank from its junction with 
tho river to the Charbagh a foriuidahle miiipart of earth with hasttens, 
A strong battery for three guns, resting agr^iust a inasa of huitdinge 
Called tho HazratguugCp supported the outer bases at the junctica of 
three main Eonds. The second bus starting from the river and paouing 
in front of the Moti Mchai and encircling the Me3H*Houae stretchod 
to the Horratgungo maiii street of the city, which it joined at the 
small Imambara, Tho third line at right angtcB to the first two defended 
the Kniser Bagb^ whose rear was alosed in by n mass of buildings 
through which approach would bare been dangerous to the assailant. 
About I3l guua and mortars of rarioua calibres were mounted on 
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these works. But formidabte aa these tines were the eneinj did not 
entirely rety on them; they bad loofholed and fortified almosb every 
faonae and onoloaunep constructed strong countor-guarda in front of the 
gatewnya^ and placed atockadcR and tmveraea actosa each of the principal 
streetifl and oonatructed isolated bnttexiea td sweep down them.* Th^ 
enoinjr^s works were vast and strongs but there wag & cardinal fault in 
design, and of that Six Colin took prompt advantage in his attack. The 
works rested on a river which onnid be easily crossed and tkeu they 
eould be enfiladed and taken in rovereo by our batteries. 

During the moDib of January Six Colin Uampbell laboured strenu- 
Qualy iu arranging the mea^jurcs necessary for the redoction of 
Lucknow. No time had bean lost id issuing the requieite orders. On 
the lllh of January Sir Colin wrote to Lord Canning :—“ We are all 
harti at work and have bEcn ever since the receipt of your first letter. 
Indent and carriages to a largs extent have been annt to Agra fox the 
uoceasary aiege-traiii^^'^f An army large enough to operate with eucceaa 
ha^l to bo concentrated at Cawnpore, Two &3-poundeT5 bad to bo trans¬ 
ported there from Allahabad, and at that spot had to be collected 
the provigiona» cjiiriageH, and munitions of ^var required for a great 
piege. The siege-train from Agra had to travel ona hundred and 
seventy miles and could not reach Cawnpore before the first w'cek iu 
Fobniary at the earliest. A pause in the main opemtious became 
inevitable. Bub ns the proposed advance on Ltieknow was kept a 
Mcretj neither the public nor the troops could understand the cauee 
of the delay^ arid Sir Colin did not aacai>a the wrath of ignorance. 
He was vioiently asBaiied for the delay and accused of indecision, 
dilatoriue^B, and wasting the Imst of the cold woathBx-t Keopiug bis

tha ftbuee ftoiired oa him. He remained at Fiitehgarh as the beit 
strategic centre far pratecting the tnmsport of the siege-train from 
Agru to Catrn pare, and for despatching treops to any quarter lei-erely 
threatened by the onemy froio Oudh, Bohilcund, or the trnns-Juinna 
territories. On the high rond to Bareilly, aeventy-seven miles distant, 
and on a direct country road to Lucknow, one hundred and eleven mfles 
distant, Ffttohgarh was equally conveniently aitnated for an advance 
either into Rohileund or upon, Lucknow, and the refaeU were long kept 
in a state of uncertainty as to which was his imraediato object. In 
fact Sir Colin did bis beat to ereato a belief that an immediato odvanea 
into Bohilciintl was to be undertaken. On the 19th of Jaiiuaiy he 
wrote to Luril Cannieg;—It has appeared to me necessary owing to 
the very disturbed state of the country to keep up as long as posaihle 
the deluaion that I am about to operate on Hobilcimd.^* * For this 
purpose be sont on the 12th of Jnuuaiy Walpole and hia brigade, guns, 
some cavalry and aappsra, along the Rohilcund road to take poaitiod on 
the Ramgunga river, a deep tribatary of the Oangea. The day before 
the enemy bad destroyed the bridge of boats across it, Materials were 
collected and Walpole roads a great show uf repainog it, The Coni- 
roandcr-in>Chiof with hia Staff rode out to examine the spot. The 
enemy was deceived. For twelve days ho remained in fores on tlia 
banks of the Ramgunga ready to oppose our advance into RubiJciincL 
Then a column 5,000 strong with five guns enwaing the Ramgunga 
above the broken bridge, marched to the Gaeges which they also 
crossed and occupied the village of Shumshabud. On the night of 
February Brigadier Hope with two troo^ of 
lu *' Bengal Artillery j two j^iuadrons. 9th Lancers] Her Majcaty^a +2ii(l 
Higblondera; Her Majesty's 9Srd Highlanders; the dth riinjab Hides j 
and the bead-quarters of Hudson's Ho rae, which had relumed tn camp

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from thfl Ramgiinga that day, mojf'ohed out agaioat; it. A thick fog 
compel led IIopc to moTo cELutioiisly and it was 0 o^olock before the 
coll I mil cioseil up under cover of the village of Stiumshabad^ About 
ihreo-cjiiiirtors of a milo beyond itj the tebelej ivko wore in coDBtderable 
force, had taken poat in a good u&tumi position and had abTcngthonod 
it with tronches and batteries* It was on a gciilile rising ground 
terminating abruptly m a knoll some thirty or forty feet high which 
looked upon a plain of groat oxtoiith “ On the knoll was a brick 
building, the shrine of a Mnssulman Eoint^ and bbe place was HUrroiinded 
by the rein alas of an old entrenchment upon which they had 
raieetl a sand-bo^ buttory^. Their front was defended by' a deep 
mvine (impassable for cavalry orgnns} which rtinB at right angkii 
across the road to Mhow nbug which the column mpvedh"^ * Tlicir 
right had a slope down the plain which ad^:)rdcil them au cosy escapc- 
Nu sooner had our troops come within range when the enemy opened 
a well directed fire of round shot. Mnctlawalh Hodson^s gallant second^ 
in-command, received a mortal wound. Remington then supported 
by Hodaon's Hur^e led hia troop cf horse artillery at a gallop acroH.i 
tho bridge, and wheeling to the right opened fire on the dank of the 
enemy camp. The rebel cavalry minie a daring at temp t to ^utfiank 
and ent otT these girn^j but were boldlj' mob by ttodson, " Wo hud 
a very arilf fight of it, as we were far in advance of the reat of tho 
truoj^, and had to. charge a very superior body of the mutineer 
cavalry^ but there was uothiDg for it but fighting, as had we riots 
attnckcil themi ihey would have got in amongst our guna We were 
ouiy three officers and about ISO boi^morL It was a terrible mSI^ 
for some tifuo^ aud we ware most wonilcrfully preserved.'* f Hodson, 
however, got two aabre cuts on bis right arm. The Dth X-nneers undor 
Captain Steele quickly coming to hiii support drove the enemy 
over a steep bank into the plciiu below. Adrian Hope then advancing 
with his infantry carried the rebel camp with a riiah. 

Sir Culm Campbell felt that the time had come when he might 
with safety disetoae his plan and withdraw his fores to C-awnpore^ the 
base of his future movemenf^p in tho hope of immediately undertaking

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the siege of Luoknow* Tbo eneusy had fiod discomfited aoross thn 
QoDgee: the force collected in the Pile jab for the purpose of threaten¬ 
ing Eobilkband from the Dorth-Tveat waa eiipected to reach Umballn 
on the let of February: the eicge-traiiL was well oo its wny to 
Cnwnpore. On the 27th of Januiiry he despatched to that city tho 
lat Bengal Fusiliers and the nest day he aent after them a aqnadron 
of the Lahore Light Hofsc. On the lat of February Sir Colin hiinsclf, 
accompnoiod by a troop of Bengal Horse Artillery^ the 9th Lancers and 
a ^Ufidron of Bengal Cavaliyi set out for Cuwnpore, which by forced 
msTchee ho reached in four dnyuj huTiiig done eighty-two mi tea. 
BrJgadier-Goneml Hopa Grant started a few hours after the Com- 
mantler-in-Chicf with the head-quarters of the cavalry and artillery 
and Hope's Brigadci leaving at Fatehgarh, a troop of Bengal Hunae 
Artillery tfO join Brigadier Walpole's force which had been recalled 
from tha BaiDgunga. Hope Grant was ordered bo reach Cawnpere by 
tha usual marches* Walpole was directed to remam at Fatehgnrb 
far three days, when, if not followed by the enemy^ he was to movB 
towards Oawnpore, leaving a garrison coneiEting of the 82Ld Foot^ a 
light field battery of Boyal Artilleryj a few sappers^ and a body of 
police csivalry under the conioiand of Colonel Hale of the 82ad to 
hold Fatchg'vrh. 

On the morning of Sir Colin's arrival at Cawnpore the Tth 
Hufiaarsj Anderson's troop Royal Horse Artillery, and the 79th High* 
landers crossed the Ganges and entminpcd at Unao, whose blackened 
parapets bore traces of Havelock^s hard won victory, ** Where the 
dead were burifld no ono knew,"' A brief time had passed since they 
fell At midnight on the 20 th of July HaTelock saw hb Uighlandora 
formed a4:ros9 the Ganges—the first of a email band^ twelve hundred 
EiiTOpeanH all told, who were going forth on the desperate eater|>rise 
cf Tolieviug their countrymen at Lucknow; Tet a few montbB, 
and England was prepired to put forth her Etrengthj and Cawnpbre 
Witnessed a different scene. Across two good bridges of boats about 
Haifa mile apart there flowed day after day a continuous stremu of 
dense battalions of infantry, glittering squadroufi of cavalry» well horsed 
battcrieSj long lines of camela and elepbauts carrying the mumtioiLS of 
wur^ Oo the 8th of February Hopa Gmut^ who had reached Cawn* 
poro the previous day^ went across with a troop of Bengal Horso 
Artillery, I ho Olh Lauccra and the 1st Bengal Fuuiliors smd marched 
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to Umo, th« fonjea at that plaj:e being pUihed on to BMSsertitgiLcgu, 
The artillery park and Peers heavy bnltory foliowetl in a few days 
eecortod by further dotaohmcnte. On the 12 Lh and ISth the Biege- 
tram whlrh eic tended over a diEtance of at least twotye mil^s reaehed 
Unao, escorted by Hope^s Brigade^ By the 15 th of February the 
main portian of Sir GoHn's army had cnxsBed and were stationed on the 
LiicknoTV road at Uhm, BiiaBorutgungej Nawabgnngs and Eunnee tq 
protect the parks and huge convoys of stores, sia thoy mode their way 
to the plain of Ban thorn where the whole arniy waa to assemble. 

On the Sth of Febmaij Sir Culin left Cnwnporo for Allahabad 
where Lord Canning had firrivcd, and after having consnlted with 
tho Governor-General be roturned tho following day. and on the 
IBth of February a General Order wag issued aDnoiineing the 
foriuatioD of the army of Oiidh into brigades and divisiona. J^Iajor- 
Gcneral Archdjile Wilson^ who eouunanded t he army before Dollii whoa 
the Moghul capital felb was nominated to the oDuunaud of the ftrLillery 
division ; Brigadier Robert Napier to the command of the engineer 
brigade f and Brigadier-General Hope Grant to that of the cavalrydivi- 
sign. The infantry was distributed in three divklons: tho first under 
Major-General Sir James On tram, the second under Brigadier-General 
Sir E, Lugard^ the third under Brigadier-GcDeral Walpole.* 

Two days niter the General Order announcing the formation of the 
army of Oudh Into divisiona and brigades bad been publisherj. Sir Colin 
wrote to Lord Conniug : We shall be ready to commence opemtione 
from Buiiterftp which ia six mi lea from the Alum Bagh, about the Ibth 
instaTit. It ia a quostion, howevcFp whether w^e shall begin so soon. 
Jung Btkhadur and Gcnenil Fmnka cannot, under the most favourable 
circumatanceSp be at Lucknow and able to take part in tho fmy 
before the 37 th Instan t, Together they muHtor 12,000 infantry. Thus 
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vtilh tbfiir forces united to I ahould bave 22.000 infimtTy. imd 

T^ilhout them 1 0,^500 for the actual siego of LuckuDW. The pdaitLm 
^hkh that force— I inoaii J uugBahAdur'fi and General Franks—would 
take up on the left bank of the OoDmtee would render ouie battering 
opeTRtious qomparatively easy lu &ont along the Hue I propose to 
attack. The loss on our aide should in sqcb case^ rj 3 a matter of course, 
bo fltuaU in comparison with what it would bo if we were to attack with 
the forces now under rny immediate attack only. Another advantage 
wDold be found in time being afforded for putting matters iu a rnoro 
comfortobls fitato aa regards the threat against the CaivofHjre dirt trie t. 
itself pot wi iinicoporlaicit matter/^ ** After statidg that dot Goorkha 
ally might feel hurt if we were to appear to shut him out ffoin 
pnrtkipafcing in the grand operations" Sir Colin concluded as follows: 

I beg to assure Your Lordahip that we ate able to take the strongest 
iwtflitiona of the city wibhout hiin^ and that I am perfeetly ready to 
follow Your Lordship's wish with the greatest n^illicgne^^ whatever 
may he the course you prefer," 

Jjord Canning^e reply was prompt and decisive. On the ISlh of 
February he wrote: 1 wiah the pause in the operations againab 
Lucknow could have been avoided ^*hiit 1 am sure that, as tnattors stands 
we do better to accept the necessity and wait for Jnog Brthadun It 
would drive him wild to find himself jockeyed ont of all share in l.ho 
great campaign * I am convincod that he would break with iia and 
go back to bis hills within a w^eet. The loss of this help would bo 
very inconvenient but to find ourselves on bad terms with him would 
he much more ao. I am therefore quiie recode ilod ton liLtlo delay { 
but I shall let General MacGregor know that we cannot wait an 
unlimited time, and now that all the Jung's wants have been supplied 
he must make the best of his W'ay, Ib will be a good thing if thu 
intervening time can be turned to acouunt against the Nana.'' 

Sir Colin chafod at the delay and he telegraphed to General 
MacGregor to inform hLtn positively when Jung Bahadur would cross 
over into Qudh. He, however, took advantage of the unavoidable pause 
to press on iho comiiletioa of tho works which had been started to 
improve the |>osition at Cawopore io view' of tho possible contingency 
of an attack by tbo remnant of the Gwalior Goiittugetit which wsa 
Again showing Bigns ef activity. The operation of aeuding forward all 
that waa requUito for a campaign wont on Luccssautly. From the 
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CommaDder-iD-Cbkf to the youngest aubaltern* nil took part in the

the day he waa employed Lti tranHacting multifariouB public business, 
Reports had to be caammed, despatches read and anawercd^ ma]K3 and 
plans of Lucknoiv studied, and tbe memoraDdam on the siege 0|>eFa- 
liona prepared by Napier at his request to he conaideredHf Napier 
recommended that the attack on Lucknow slicmld be made from the 
easti aide and he w/vs guided by the following reasona, 

"llicwcst aide preaenta a greaL breadth of deiiBC and almost 
impenetrable city, reetkig on the strong buildings on the river hank. 
After overcoming these ob&taclea, there would have romaiiied the 
KALserbagh with the eneiny'a priuEfipal defences etil! to be reduced/* 
*^Tba east flide offered—brgt the smallest; front, and was therefora 
the more oasilj oDvcloped by our Attack; secondly* groiiod for planting 
cuir artilJery which wm wanting on the west sidej and thirdlyi it gave 
aUo the shortti&fc approach to tha Kaiserhaghj a place to which the 
roboU attached the greatest importance ; more than alt, wa knew the 
coat side and w^ere littlo ocqudtited wdtb the 

Napier conaidered that ^ the side of attack boing fixed the two 
next steps of primary ituportance w^eroi after taking up a position in 
tbo Dilkoosha Park to bring a direct fire on thoBs points in the 
enemy's fcrtifications in reitr of the canal, the fire from which would 
affect the Ime by which we should crosB them, aiidl to euBlade tbc^c 
fortifications from tbo left bank of the Goombee.''^

After having blown np the 
fort Hope Omut pi-oceeded by short marches to Lucknow clearing the 
country as he went of rebels* On ihe 23rd of February ho reached 
Meeanjnng, an old tueder^te sized town,, suirounded with a high loop- 
hoEcd brick wa]i with eircnlar bastions at the angles and at convenient 
distances along the sides. “ The gates were strongly fortified, >?ith 
hank, ditch and paLLisndc in front of thenn'^ | As $dop as ho disDuvered 
he w as to be apposed Hope Grant changed the direction of the columna 
from the Rohilkband road along which he had been marching to the 
left, and soon discovered a spot for his two guns of pnEitiozi 
whence he saw the wall could be broBched.^ I posted Turner's

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^-pounder troops'’ writes Hope Gnint.j ** n little fqrthcr bnck to play on 
the town Aud divert the attention of tha enemy. Four grins of Andcr- 
Bon'si troop with the Vih Hussars were ordered to proceed along the 
Cdwnpore road in order keep in check tx body of the enemy which 
manifested a disposition to attempt to get round our flunk. Tho 
other two guns with the 34th Regiment and a troop of cavalry wero 
left to cover tlio baggage an the Rohilkhund road/' * After un hour^a 
firing the giina had effected u practicable breach.f The 53id were 
ordered tip and the General with a few words of encouragcuicnt sent 
them to tho assault. They joined their light eouipanj in the wond^ 
Ttiroer^a troop of horso artillery came tip in the most gull ant style 
within grape range and opened a heavy fire. Soon the Aido-de-Catnp 
Augustus Ansou was sent to order the 53rtl to tlio assault^ '‘The 
cannonade ceased and they Lramediatoly debouched from the pluiit-^ 
atioij headed by their gal Ian fc Colonel (English) and marched aa 
steadily as if on parade to the breach/^ I When they got near* with a 
lond flhoat the high^bloodcd Irishmeu dashing through the water of 
the ditch entered the breack A short fight ODSiied, The soSiera 
pushed forward with the bayonet and the rebels fled through thegata| 
Dire destruction awaited them. The Ijinccrs ran Lheiu through* the 
7th Hussars and Irreguhira cut them down. NeTertheleaa there vraa 
some resistance to the pursuit. A little knot of them got round tho 
trcCj with their backs to it and defended Lhemselves long until they 
were all alaiii/‘ 

About two, the action was over and the pursuers recalled- 
liundmd of the euamy were kiUed and four hundred mode prisaners. 
But as they were priudpally townspeople, Hope Grant directed '♦to 
their inexpneseibte surprisso and delight'' that they should ba aot at

L to its friends and contemptible to ita enemies." He saved the 
poonlo from robbery and violence, but a Gcncml can only mitigate the 
and horrors of war. At the capture of Mceanjung ocenrTed many 
nitcoua evetite which illustrate tha misery that attends the glory o 
arms In a honaa was discovered n poor woman tending a wouiidi^ 
chilli who bad been shot through tha sidc.t while a young man, h^ 
netihcw was lying dead by her side. Elsewhere in a small hut a work- 
wn^ sitting at his loom dead with his hand in the iict cf arranging 
the thread Auothor scene ennetod itself that day. more piteoiia 
than the poet's picture of Priam, when he "braved what none other 
man on earth hath braved before to stretch forth my hand toward the 
f,ce of tbo slayer of my sona.“ The walls of the town and seme of the 
streets had to bo levelled in orrlcr to render the place incapable of 
defeBoo Boberte. the Assistant Quartenniister-aaneiul, was super- 
intending the work of deslructicn “ when an old infirm man who w=i3 
sUtiniratthedooroffthoiiflo entreated him tP spare it, raying that 
vesterday nioruing he was the happy father of live sons, three of them 
lie there pointing to three corpses; whore the other two are GOD only 
hnowB; tUt ho wa-s old, and a cripple, and that if his house was burned 
he would have nothing left but to Ue ilown and ilic, E u hertg who la

On iho 25th of Fetaruftry Hops Gmnt^s coIotiid marched to l^tohan^ 
ei til a tod on the bank of the Sni Xaddh a picture9C|ue stream, and the 
next davp having emssed it by n btfitntifnl old bridge, eti camped on a 
wido plain. On the ISth of March Hope Grant received mstmotiona 
from the CntnmainJer-in-Chief to tuardi to Bimtara. the centre (sis 
futoy. The order* owing to some mistake of the mesaeogerj had been 
delayed* It wna therefore late in the day before the fircc started, 
and as the march waa long and a deep narrow river to b© crossed the 
moon had risen over the sandy-soiled plain covered for mi leg Tvith 
white tents before Hope (inuit and his coinmn reached their ancamp- 
ing ground. The pravious moniiDg Sir Colin having seen thu last 
detjichiiient of the army put in moveTficnt had ridden from CaTvnpors 
ti> Ahimbagh and hack to Buntenv (upward of fifty miles) where he 
had moved hia bead-quarters, What a vigorous old hero he must 
be,'' a chaplain enters in his diary- 

At lost the time for an advance on Lucknow had come. Very 
early in the momiog of the Slid March the first bugle snunded- Ifc 
was followed by the ahriJl pipe of the Boatswain's mate* Many a 
smouldering camp fire cast ita fitful glare upon tha. regifneuts as they 
fell in. A favv tancea glimmered in the firelight and Sir Colin 
nccomimnied by his small cavalry escort rode up and inspected the 
HighlandoTs. As the grey dawn began to break, they marched off ivifch 
the pipersi playing “^The Cam.pbeUF are ooming,'* The siege of 
Lucknow which all had so ausiotisly longed for had opened. 

Sir Colin’s advance force consisted of throe troops of hoi^c artillorVt 
four gutis of tho Shannon brigade tmder Peel himaclf f thirtcpn hundred 
cavalry under Hope Grant, and the 2nd Division of infantry under 
Brigadier-General Sir B- Lllg^lrd Through a sandy phiin sparsely 
covered With wiry gra.-B ran ia a straight line the Lucknow mad.

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Aiong it wore dragged tKc heavy ping^ on fiither aide of tihetii were tht-* 
infantry^ the cavnlry and hoi^e artillery uTitaido alli and the baggage in 
the rftir. Frotu one horizon to the other Lhe force eitendcd. Afior 
a woafy tramp of nine mil eg through the Jsand the fnrciQ posited the 
Alumhtigh on the left and Outmin camG oiit to ineot the Chief. After 
advancing through a qanip ontaide the walla Sir Colin imltod hia oien 
about a mile frx»m the fort of Jellalalwl. A heavy shovgrof rain 
fell which had the happy eflfect of lajiog the duat.'^ During the 
thiindGTgtorpi the men ate the food which each aoldier carne<i with 
him. They were eoon ngaln set in motion and after [i^iasing Jeltalabad 
they went through a stretch of land covered with high ciMspg, Then 
they 8addonly dal[>i3uehed into a gmaay plain on which were acattcml 
many black skinny munimydiko skeletons of rebels IdUtKi seme time 
agOu“ In front of them waa an abandoned village on a slight Glevation 
As they crossed the open Rpace whors the nnhoned corpses lay a 
large gun opened on them from a grove on their left opposite to the 
village* “ What followed waa exeiting. The Lancers djished forwEkrd. 
Then came the home artillery tsnmding over low dykes and ditches, 
as if the heavy Peld piecca nnd carrlagea were baby^cartB, One 
airtllleTy horse was struck and left behind dying or dead» Each gim 
hiul fnnr horses. They had next to be dragged through a narrow lone, 
tinversed by pits and chafims^ all but impoi^ble. There ono of ihe 
horses got bito difficulty and could not he induced to go a step further^ 
This blocked up the passage, and prevented the possibility of pushing 
on the carnages iinmudiately behind. There was no room to turn^ nnd 
no other avaitable road. In a twinkling one of the gunnciis cut nr 
unbuckled the traces, i^leaslug the auimah the road wjtg clyari.d ; and 
cavalry and artillery hastened cui. There was only one gnn in tlm 
grove, hut the rebels served it rapidly, and a good many shots w^re 
fircfii before our field-piece* could be got into po«ritioiL PrcaenLly a. 
pctor Lancer was brought to the mar in a dooHe with his lower jaw 
horribly BhaUered," * The gun wag captured and the advam^ guard 
proceeded towards the Dilkoosha which wow reached wibhout further 
oppoaiLinrt^ But “ when the brigade^ of infantry begnn to close 
on the advance guard, the enemy opened eevera! guns which were in 
position in Strang bastions along the line of winal, Thn fire wm heavy

the ground within a abort distance of his fuel" t Two of the Sftaniion 
guns were also posted near the comer wall of the Jlabouied Bagh. 

Tho cannonade and inusketTy fixe of the enetny was unceasing during 
tho afternoon. Two of the naval brigade were mortally wounded 
by a round shot-J Brigadier Little troa struck by a mnskot ball on 
the left elbow J bullets slrack a tree close to Sir Colin. To 

keep hia men out of range of the enemy's firs tho Chief was ooinpelled 
to rctiro his camp as far back as poasiblo, hut not as fur as be wished 
owing to tho mvines in the resu*. That night the troops bivouanltod 
on the ground, the infantry with their anus by their ride, and the 
artillery horead in readiness to repel any attack A good day’s work 
had boon dona. Sir Colin bud obtained a secure base for further 
operations, with his right reating in a wood a, short distance frtnn the 
Ooomtee whose fords wore curefutly watched. 

The following morning the enginear brigado and three iufoiitry' KifJIJm*'' 
regiments joined the Counuander-in-Chief frrtm the Aliimbagh. The t'uk 
engineer brigade and park were established below the Dilkoosha on the 
right bonk of tho river in a park called Beebiapore. During tho P 
next day some N^utive sappers threw up n breastwork for two guns 
in front of the Dilkooeba House and during the night estended it 
into a battery || for fonr guns to keep down tho fire of the ouemy's

By the 4lh of March the remainder of the siege-train, tagfither 
wilih Brigadier Wnlpob^a divisiop> had Glutted up on the Dilkoosha 
pU!$ition and the Chief moved hia head-quarters to the fine French 
chateau in Beebiapore park. The right of his line riesting on Beebin- 
pore Eknd the Goomteoi tba left ’being towanis Aliimbaghj Sir Colin^e 
position ecabraced all the open ground on the suuth-eaetem nnaTgin of 
the city. Betwcon hia left and Jellalabad, tho right of the Alutnbagli 
poshion, there was an interval of two inile& This interval was occupied 
by Hodaun'fl Horse. Brigadter Cnrapbell with a strooE^ brigade >»£ 
cavalry and horse artillery eecured the extreme left and swept tho 
country tuwarda tho north-w'eat. 

On the night of the 4th of March two bridges of caskis * were 
Gotiimeikcod ucro&s the Goomtoe on tbo left of the Dilkoosha near the 
aput where the river niaktsa a great bendp By tho morning our coni- 
iiiunicatjon waa effeeted and a strong pi[dcot being thrown ovoTi a smalt 
curlhwurk was Gon&inicted on the opposite side to fiaaist them in 
defending the bridge. The enemy had nub during tha night diacovared 
our operatioiks at the river, but aa soon as dawn broke tliey taw what 
wAfl being done and attempted to stop them^ A ]ai:ge body of their 
hiirsonion appeared on the left brmk and appro^bod the picket when 
a volley at dtise quarters sent them galloping back. Then a column 
□f siiuoke rushed out of a grove and three Geld pieces began to play on 
Liie working iJarty^ A gun placed at tho angle of the Martinii^re alaq 
o|}encd on the bridge^ Koimd sbob tumbled into the Commonder-in-* 
Chleracamp. Tho two guua with tha coveritig party, bowevcfi soon 
compelled Lhe enemy to wiididraw their borae battciy. Peel brought 
two of his big gnna from our park lo stop tho fire of the gun at the 
jyartjnidre^ He posted them on the river ’bank and a emart catinonodo 
eusuedp But the ubatinate hrawler would not be silenced^* A troop 
of Lancers and another of Bays were sent down to the bridge to co^ 
epwte with Peel if necessary. But the enemy made no real attack,

All during the 6th working parties were engaged constructing the 
bridges and tha einbonkmaiita that were t© connect them with the 
shores on both aidea.t On that day Ocinoral Franks joined the Com- 
inaDder-iu>Chiaf with his oolninn which became the fourth division uf 
tha Army of Oudh. Sir Colin had now under him the largest and 
most oflfcctivB army that htwl ever assembled in India. It equalled 
nearly twenty-five thouaaud sis hundred and sixty-four men with a 
hundred and sixty-four pieces of artillery exclusive of Jung Bahadur’s 
force of eight thousand men which was expected to arrive in a few 

days.t___

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The (jODSfenictioii of the bridges wn^ j^iimbed on with vigour und by 
]2 n^cbck that night they wore ready. An hour lateij without sound 
of tniiTipot or biiglB, regiroant aJlttr xegiment moved tip before the 
oampp When all bad Misfliiibled the column odvimeed. A thick miat 
from the mnnshcB by the Kivor hung over the bud and the darknesB 
waa intense. The mmble of the artillery guriH and the light jingle 
of the steel seabbarda aa Jhoy fell against the aiirrup irons alone be¬ 
trayed the mu vein on t of the troops. The eoldiers marched on in pro- 
foiind fideoce, now naiikinp their way through the grove^^now toiling 
across broken ground, now wading ihroagh deep water-oomrses which 
crossed the ground. It waa almost i o'clock when u troop of the Snd 
Punjab Cavalry, the advance guoiil, reached one of the bridges and be¬ 
gan to e™& Outram,* who waa to guide the operatbna on the left 
bank, had come down carliur and having looked at the brJdgo and ex¬ 
pressed bis appro vbIj sat down on the ground and smoked while ho 
anxioiiEily awaited the approach of the column. Later on Sir Colin 
himaelf^' beiog anxious to get hia menraernss before the enemy could 
discover onr inteuLloii and open upon U-St rode down to the river-sido 
and pituhed into evciybody mast handsomely/* But this, Hope Grant 
addw, *' had a good eFfect and haat-eneJ the passage materioJIy. Every¬ 
thing was got over in safety just aa daylight appeared/* 

The fluo swiftly dispellod the miat and sparkled on the broad wntora 
of the Ocomtee and tho gloaming points of the lance:^ and tho 
bayonets of Ontram'a force f drawn up in three lines* ** It was a 
magnihceot eight, the Rides in green, the gallant 23rd Ftisjliors ta 
their admirable drees looking bo ready for work, the dd Tst m their 
blue caps and tunics and dean white bills, the 70th with waving 
plumes and tartans, the well-tried SIklia, the gorgeous Bays, and the

The 2nd Punjab Cavalry then attacked on the right, 
T^hilo Major Smith of the Qnoen^s Buiys with two squadrons of his 
regiment, one equadronof the 9th Laneera^ and LicutHsnant'Colouel 
D‘Aguilar'a troop of horse artillery, advanced from our leftp“ The 
etiemj’ fled heltef-ekeUor, The Baja and Xwititerb pnrEued cnLting down 
all they passed with their long flashing swords. The Baja who led were 
young soldiers who hntl never known the sieiteinent of battle aod in* 
tOKiciitod with blood rode at biTak-nceh speed- lo so ml I groups of 
twos and threes, their ranka broken by the rugged mittire of the gruuml^ 
they reonhed the infantry posts of the eooinj, Percy Smith, their gal¬ 
lant leader, and two troopers were ^ihot dead, several wore wounded. 
Corporal Goad of the Lancers took thii bcHiy of Major Smith on his 
back and attempted to carry it away under a shower of bullets^ But 
ho was unable to succeed. Then Curpot Sneyd made the saojo attempt. 
He also failed. The body had to be lefl on. the fleld^ Sad were the 
faces of his rugiiiiont as they n>do back exhausted and with broatdilcsa 
horses to join thereat of the column. The next^ day the body was found 
with the bead and legs severed from it and the trunk otherwise; horribly 
luiitiliiLed. They buried the mangled reiuaiiis in a grove. " Tho whfde 
regiment attended the faueml, which took place so late that it waa 
ncctssary to have a lamp at the grave/' 

After tho ouomy had beco ilispersed Otitmm i^itohcd hia cfimp on 
the Fjxabad roiid, about four miles from the city in fi-ont of Ibe village of 
lahmulguos^ep thg nou-ucoupiiLiun of which had mainlj tended to pn>- 
doce tho disaster at Chinhut.f Early in the following morning (7th 
Mru'ch) the enemy DiJH.ie a smart attack on our advanced piequet^n and 
Lrulight out several guos under cover of mvinca and clumps of trees in 
HUT front. They wore, however, speedily withdrawn on our sbinnishers 
ami Horse Artillery and Captain Middleton s field battery |>roluctnd by

In the course of tho day the lower bridge, which had been dUman- 
tled during the night, was moYod down strenin to a point near Beebia- 
pore, whore it could not bo Been by the enotoy occupying the Mariinii^m* 
It w™ quickly again formed, and in the opening the aiege-tram for the 
operations on the left bank cnjBsed ihe tiYcr by it. The nest morning 
they reached Ontram^s camp, who, acting under the inEtTuetionii of the 
Cominander-in-Chief, sent Imck to head-qunrtora Colonel D’Agoilaris 
troop of Horae Aitilltay and the Sth Lanccra. 

On the ath a party of N'ative sappers constructed a battery on the 
left front of tho Dilkoo&ha for ais guns to bear an the Martiniete. Pool 
had to take hia guns to it. He might have gona round the Dilknosha 
and come out on the left of it, but he, with ebaracterhitic coolness, 
momhed muod from the right and in full view of the enemy, "It 
wuold have boon a pretty sight, had it not been a matter of life and 
death, to see how^ BoUdly the blue-jocketfl marched with Peel and then* 
officers among them, ftud how the sepoy artillery men plumped shot after 
ehot righl: aorosa the line of their march, always coiatrivitig, however^ to 
strike the spot over which agon hod just passed, or that to which a gun 
was just coming. It was a terrible game of cricket, and we were all 
relieved when^we the men and tho gam safe behind their battery 
parapet/' f 

A battery for four guns wna also thrown np oil the right front of 
the Mohmiied Bagh to fire on the Martinidrc jj another batteiy of four 
guns was thrcivn up on the right front of the Dilkoosha. The same 
mamiiig Sir Colin had ridden acrosit tho river, and after a rcconnai^nco 
it was decided that Ontrain should make an attack on the enemy's posi* 
Lion next day. 

During the night Outram mused an entreuchment for eight W- 
poundoT guns and three 9-iiioh howitzers to bo made.JJ The elephant a

thick wood over some open broken gtouiid. and very pretty sight it was 
—the greemwated riflemen rumniugqniokly forward, loading and firing 
as they go." After advancing about three-quarters of n mile they found 
themiwlves at the entrance of a dense jungle occupied by the^cnemy. 
The skirroiBhers were checked fur a moment. But guns war 0 _quickly 

1 brought into aotion and the shells shrieked through the foK»t and lung 
high gross. Again the little riflenien dashed into the high yegeU- 
tiun followed by the rest of tho right column. Highlanders, Kiflomen 
and Sikhs drove the enemy through the jungles and villages, which 
afforded them an oseellent cover, and, bringing their right shoulders 
forward, debouched on tha Fyzabad road, in rear of tho enemy's 
batter)', which had beeu so fruitful a source of aanoyimoa during 
the two preceding dnys. Tho guns, however, had been removed. 

In the meanttiiie the left oolnmn of the attack, eomposed of the 
1st Bengal Fusiliers, supported by two companies of tho T9th High¬ 
landers, which had been held in readiness on tho left of the btiltery. 

I together with the Horae Artillaiy under Brigadier Wood, which had been 
formed in rear of the bridge across the Kukral, advanced, and. in concert 
with the right column attacked the Chukkur Koteo (or Yellow House), 

" the key of the rebel pcsitSun," * Tho rebels, however, fled li'om it before 
tho guns could bo brought into action, sepoys, however, remained 

iu the dork rooms on tho groiiud tloor and three officers nod nine mil'll 
were kilted in iho vain attempt to espcl them. Secure behind door¬ 
ways they shot every nmn who CTfSaed tho threshold. Outrain, not 
wishing to flacriCco any more lives of bis soldiers, had artillery brought 
up and the sopoys were driven out by salvoes of ehells, He then 
directed the colours of the Bengal Fusiliers to be fixed on the top of a 
Bmall summer room which hurl been constructed on the second storey 
of the huildiiig. “ This had hBon much shattered by our shot; nevertho- 
lesa young Battye mounted and fixed the coloura there. This wns the

VfeTj early on llie moniing of the 9tb^ Sir Cotin ca-me froro bead- 
qaartei^p and^ niaimtmg the roof of the DiikocHhn, Htoad watching 
through hia fiokl-gEiissea the pmogre^ tif Ontram'a opemtiono.. Hia eyes 
looked OTor Lbe Goomtee gliding and twisting between ita monotonous 
banka to a plain of mud interapensed with broad fioldn which stretched 
os far ns the horizotL On the of an open apace covered with 

hrown benii gtn^ stood a gbring shell of brick and stucco: it was the 
yellow Hoofiei tbo grand stand of the King of Oudh's race couras; 
Nearer the river was an Italian vitlsK beyond and behind which 
stretched dense dark groves. More towards the dty lay an encloaod es- 
tensive pejrkj above whose noble trees a maaa of buildings raised their 
turrets and oostellstod gables. This was the Badshiih Bsgh^ or Giurien 
nf the King^ Near it was a graceful mosqtse with two slender minarets 
trembling in the boat mist. Beyond the Biidshab Bo^h was a suburb 
of poor low houses, throdgli which the matl lay to the iron and stoun 
bridges. That was Outmiu's line of march. It was airanged that on 
iha first day he shcjnld push frutn the bridge over the Kukral rivulet 
down to the Yeliow House, the key of the enemy's positiom The whirl¬ 
ing dugt clousfei raised by the cavnlijj the flashing of bajonete appear* 
ing and disappemiug among the trees and the mueketiy fire enabled 
the eyes of the spectators on the roof of the Dilkoosha to trace liis pro- 
gresa. But his advance wm ilow» Sir Colin himself was engaged in a 
warm artillery duel with the enemy. Early in the morning batteries I 
and 2-L to batter the Martuii^ro and S-L to Bilenee the enemy's right 
batterita opened fire* Tho shot and shell made great holes in the walls 
and dashed down the pampotft of Claude llartin's fantastic building. 
The Naval Brigfide bad also (some eight or ton rocket tubes, and tliese 
rocke U a wept the trenGhes an d enolosure.* Nat 3 oug after the cannonad¬ 
ing had begun Colotjol Napier pointed out a wall he wiEsheil breached,

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and two of Peol^a guns were placed under ofituml cover Lo tlie left and 
&ont rf Ko. 1*L Light Batte^'. " Peel, with his iiSHivI indiffereucQ to 
danger, thinking only of the eflfccta of hia shot against the breach Im was 
mnkit.g, and taking no notice of the bullets which were buEiiug about 
our curs, woa standing upon a little knoll, a fair tciigot to tbs ninrkS" 
men. One could see the fellows lay their muaketa along the Lop of tlio 
rifle-pit; then pu^ a little white amoko; then bang and whaw-cw-i^, 
then spilt Bgainet floino stone as the bullet fell flattened close to our 
feet. At lost one bullet more true than the others, struck him, aud ho 
fell Haying. “ Oh 1 they have bit me 1" * Ik jaisaed almost through the 
thigh close to the bone. Ho wan taken to the Dilkoosha aud I ho 
bullet was eitrocted. “ Ilia sole annoyance regarding the won ml ivaa 
that it kept him from the guns and the field." f Day by divy, atretchud 
on his cat, he heard with feverish excitement the progreas of onr arms, 
and the nows of the gallant conduct of tha Mibrs gave him great 
delight. When Lucknow had been captured and the time oamB for 
the Naval Brigade to rejoin the Shannon, one of the King of Oiidh’a 
carriages was prepared for him. '■ Our carpenters padded it, lined it 
with bbio cotton, mode a rest for hia feet, and painted H. M, S. 

Kou over the royal arms of Lnekuow.^ When, however, he saw it to-day, 
he defrlinad making use of it, saying that he would prefer to travel in 
n doolie like one of hia bJne-jackets.*’ Tho litter in which he waa 
placed had been uaod by a small-pox patient. At Cawnporo he was 
attacked with tho diseaue and on the 27th April hia galJaut houI fled. 
Brave as be wna. he la distmgniahcd by a situplu joyous nature which 
aecrna to have affoeted every one with whom ho coiEe in contact in a 
Tcmarlcabic degree. With a jest he won his saiiors' hearts, and bis 
alngnlnr serenity in the darkest hour of battle ramed their hopes and 
gained their euro tnist- 

IIc was their natural leader hccaufie hi was their own ideal of a

After their " noWa Captain” had been carried away, the blue¬ 
jackets egatinued to ponr shot and shoU iubo the Martimere. The enemy 
replied fiotn their battery. For three or four hours the Ircmcndoua 
cannonade coDtmncd. About 1 , F-M. Brigadier Liigard. who was to 
direct the assault against the Miirtinidre, began to turn out his force. It 
consisted of the kLh Brigado with the 3Stli and 53rd regiments of tho 
3rd Brigade in support. The 42iid Highlandera were to lead the attack, 

« The men cmplojed in the attack," the precise order issued that morn¬ 
ing stated, " will lisa nothing but the bayonet. They are absolutely for¬ 
bidden lo fire a shot till the pnsilion is won. This must bo thoroughly 
oiplaiued to the men, and they will bo told (dao that their advanca ifl 
flanked on every side by heavy mid light artillery, m well os by the iu- 
faiitry fire on the right.'’ For aome time the men remained dmwa up 
behind tho Bilkooaha screened from the enemy. “I/Mikiug doivii 
on them aa we did. they seemed ns regular and stiff ns toy battalions. 

At last the time arrived. It was about 2 r.si. when Sir Colin saw the ; 
Brirish Ensign fly from the Yellow Hcnae and sent down the order for 
the ttssaultr Through the din of the cannonade rise the words of coiii- 
mund in the courts below us. " Forward I forwmd 1 forward t tapering 
away from company to company."

tiwept down the front. Tlieir bfitteriea continued to pluy on the 
advaucing coliimTi, aud from the trenchea and rille-iiita there enma a 
witil fire uf Tiinstetry. Bin they were quickly cleared, nnd the rebels, 
abandening the Martiniere, fell hastily back oa their first line of works, 
fraiii which they pouted a very sharp fire of grape and musketry on ibo 
OBreieiis.* 

Sir Colin, on seeing that the nighlauders bad posaesaion of the 
Martini^re, descended from the roof of the l^ilkoutha, and, mounting bis 
liumc, galbjwd his staff to the newly won goat. “ The enumy got flight 
cjf ua, and their roood shot came by with that peculiar iioiM which 
ennnot be imagined by those who had not beard it and cRnnot be 
doBcrihed by thosa who bavo.'*t Not a soul wna touched. Soon the 
party were obitnbering up the windiug staircase of the Uftitiiiiere and 
got out on the balconios, from which thay watched Outraiu's treopa 
coiubg in splendid order. His artillery, uuliraberad oti a patch of sand 
aver the Gemtuteo, was pouudiug awoy at the enomy behind the canal 
works, whilst Hope's brigade, having pushed forward, were return* 
ing tbo musketry of the enemy. Then from the btdeony was suddenly 
seen a figure riaing out of the waters of the Goomteo and scmiuLling 
up tho canal parapet which terniinated at that apot "Ha gets up. 
atands upright, and wiivoa bis hand." '* What is he j" Be must be tiiio 
of our fellowa, sir; bo has blue trousers and red stripes." And so it was— 

Butler of the Bengal Fufliliers,'* J 

After tho occupation of the Teltow House, Outnini drovo the beft«nu'5s, 
ennmy rapidly through the old Irregular Cavalry lines and subiirba 
to the Badshab Bagb. “The fortified gates of the strong walled 
oncloaure were blown open and the garden occupied and two guns 
found by our treopa” § Ho then bad placed in position on his estreme Cnm 
l.'ft at a bend of the river near tho village of Jugrewlee three grnis 
and a howitzer to enfilade the enemy’s outer line of works along tfie 
canal, A battery of two S+'inmiulera and two 8*inch howitisere wiis «ii wwlu 
piuced near the river to keep down tho fire from the town. Two

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companies of tie Bengal FusilicTS iiniler tbe commaDd q( Ctiptiiin Saliis* 
bury wei-^ sent to ibe left to protect the gnna iDoant to enfilade the 
enemy's works, Wb cn they wen: uniiinbered and M aj or N ichoieon of tho 
Royal Engineera opened iire, he remarkod that tb^ lines seemed desetied. 
Captain Saluabury proposed getting boats end Bonding a party nerew. 
But Major Nicbokon cenBidEred it would bo ha^ardoiiH to diniinish the 
force protceting the guns. Then Lientemnt Butler of the 1st Fusil lore 
and four men volnnbeered %o go down bo the rivBT and call to the 
HighlauderBj who were about 600 ynrdaon t-o the other side. They 
raacbed the bankp but in vidn they shouted to the Qighlaiidem. 
Thou Butler took oE hk coat tuid planged into the river, there 60 
^Tirds wide and rnnniiig swiftly. After much bnfftjting he reachod the 
other side and entered the works from tho rear. Mounting the parapeti 
ho attracted the attention of Sir GuHn and his staff in the balcony 
of the MartiniAre. A staff officer rode down to Entler^ who told him 
that the enciny had left the works, and strongly urged that men 
should be sent at once to occupy tho deserted ’hnttcriea But 
the stnlT officer esmtered off for instrnctioni!. Butler stood on the para¬ 
pet wet nud cold, without arms, a target for the mutineers, who twice 
fired at him. He ngain bog^iin to signal, A Highland officer advanced, 
mid, iindcrslaiuling the itnportancc of securing tho bastion^ ordered 
his company to advance and secured it without delay, the rest of the 
HighluiKlcre and Sikhs following, FTaviiig handed over the hostion, 
Butler again entered the atrenm and siiVani back to his own ride. For 
this cool deed of daring Lie Li tenant Butler was awardei) the Yietorm 
Crates. 

The Sikhs and HighltmdcrB, having BCjctired the hastlcn, advanced 
along the lino of defences, sweeping stray reheb liefore theiii till they 
reached the viejoity of Bauks^ house. li might have been taken, but 
ag no heavy guns Wei'S up, it would have cost ns many lives. Though 
vehement and fiery by nature eo the battlcficldp Sir Colin always 
iminifcstcd. perfeet sclf-ccmtrol . As a commander ho was always 
wilting to nm a legitimate risk and wag preparcil to ^orifice men to 
gain ati adequate object^ but he never threw away the life of n ringto 
soldier. His Fabian tactics not nnfrequontly exposed him to tho 
reproaches of hia own men: some of the hot-headed wished him lo 
skinn BauW house that eveiiiug j hut w hat Williani the Silent said

of himaclf was tme of Sir CoUn: He heeded not ■' the bubble of aoldicra "— 
a grijiit and rare virtue In a general. 

Early iu the morning of the 10th, a battery {Ko* * -t^L) for four 
gvins, one bowitaor and three S inch morttuH, waa cgtnbliahed imder 
natural coror at a comer of the Martuiidro Park to breath aiad ehell 
Banks’ house. The breach vrea mon made, and the plnmea of tho 
Scotch bonnets were seen craving along the lampnrtB as they adrimeed 
in akinniBhing order. When they approaelied tho building the firing 
coased and, rtiBhing through the building, they Boon took posaeseion 
of it without much opposition. Thus the first part of Sir Colin a 
plan of uttnek had been couiplctoly aocomplisbed with little loss of life. 

The second part of the plan now camo into operation. The 
first step was to converh Banks' house into a strong military post 
and to conatruot a battery (Ko. 6-I.Hor fowr guna and eight mortars 
near it to breach and bombard tbe Begums Palace, a large pile'* of 
buildings and enclosures immediately in front and covering the KniEcr 
Bagh. In mldition to thb two gnna (one 8*iuch gun and otio 8-ineb 
howitzer) of the Naval Brigade and sis Bi-inoh mortars were placed lu 
position near to the bnijgalovrs to tho right of Banks' bouss, Their fire 
was also directed against tho Begum’s Paltice and the bastion in front 
of Hemifc Gting. '* These batteries were erected and the gnns brought 
up with such energy that they opened firereiy soon after Banks’ house 
was in our posHessioo. CornmnulcsatiouB were also made between the 
bungalows and Banks’ house. 

Beyond the river Outrara was occupied in strengthening his position. iDib 
Koadwoys for guna were made throogh ihc Badsbah Boghj und tho 
Dilaretu (Heart’s Rest} ITanae ailnated nisar the river wqa Bcizod and 
fortified under a heavy fire from the Chuttur Mnnril on the opposito 
bank. Hope Grant ooeupied himself the while for patrniling thg 
vicinity. One patrol under Brigadier Hngart pnrsned a body of rebel 
trcKips to a village which was set on fire. On their return they reported Kr«jnr 
that Major Sandford.f of the 5th Punjab Irregiilar Cavalry, having entered

to Probyn's Hcrte. with three men, went in walth uf lum* They found 
Qt the ftiot of n indl Satidford’H helmet with n hole through it, but 
hie body conld not be seen. UtHulo they were Banrelilng for it. the 
enemy opeuefi on thetn a fimart fire from a small loopheled fort. Two 
bullata street One of the Sihha in the arm and thigh. He called out to 
hiis officer to ssvo Mm, and Campbell carried him away amifldt a ahewer 
bullato. On hia return Canipbcll reported what had oocoiTed and the 
Brignflier havdog dismoiuited a party of the 2nd Dragoon Guards tn 
keep down the fire from the fort, Lieutenant Probyn volunteeiedto take 
Eunie of hU men into iho Tilbge and (search afresh fur Sandfoni 
Campbell accompanietl him, and amongst the party woa n 2?allvB 
officer, a splmitlid typo of a Sikh. At the wall whew the helmet had 
licen discoVETfid they found a hols, through which they crawled, and then 
on the top of the hoiiBe they flaw poor Sttnilford'a body. But bow were 
they to get to It without incurring fresh loss from thu fire of the enemy. 
The Sikhfl understood the huaineas, Punjab Singh [the Siativo officer) 
nod some others threw themselves flnl on the roof, crept up to the body, 
lot it drop from the wall, and then scnwnbled over thomselvce. It Vi'a# 
gallantly dqiie,“ * 

All night the guns near Banka* house amotc the Begum’a Palace, 
and the laortars sent their flight of sheila, which shot lika showera of 
falling Eftnrs into the dty" "At daybreak Pec I’a enormous guns wore 
brought to bear on the palace, and they battered away at it hour after 
hour, while from acroSB ihe river Outraniciifiladfid the enemy's worknuiid, 
with two additional 2+-pt>iindera, pbyed on the oieBS-houflo and the 
Kaiser Bagh from Bonks' house. Sir Culin with field glftflflca watched 
the effect of every shot and Bbdl. “ A puff of blue smoke nt the NavnJ 
Brigade Battery; then a cloud of duet at the Begum Kotlii; a cloud of 
blue smoke beyond Banks^bnngMow; then another cloud uf duet at 
Begum Kothi; a dmul of blue smoke in the Klng'e Garden; a aboil de- 
aciibing a parabola through the air; another cloud of smoke nt the Begum 
Kothi; Lhcn crack*crnck oa the shells burst amorg the rebels*'* t When 
the heavy yolumflfl of dust and smoke rolled away from the Begum a

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Fftince. high above its walls were seen s(s richly oroamented gubka and 
cntabbtures with minarete and gilt spiree and roofs of tho odjacenr 
buildings Bwarming with rebela Their guns boldly bellowed forth a 
iwply, nod the fire on both aides WMcd hotter and hotter. The duy was 
far advaneed. and no breach waa reported as ptuetieaWc. Reliictantly 
Sir Colia Cainphell left Bimks' house io order to receive the Maharejah 
Jung Bahndoor, who had arrived the day before and was about to pay 

him a State viwt. 

That morning the head-quarlere camp had been nmved to the 
Dilkoosba. Before the chief mess tent hail been oteeled a targe 
canopy for the formal reception. A battery of gims and a Hquadron 
of the 9th Lancers were drawn up on the Hank, and a strong 
gnanl of hononr of tho 42ud Highlanders, their band and pipere 
at the entrance. Doffing hia working dress—blue patrol jacket, brown 
corduroy breeches, high boots and a pith bat-for the scarlet and gold 
lace and a cocked hat of a genorel's unifonn, Sir Colin arrived punctual 
U> the moment. " Four o'clock raune; no signs of Jtmg Bnhndoor A 
quarter of an hour passed by ; the Chief walked up and down with one 
hand behind his back and tho other wocking nervously like ooe who is 
iini«ilient or espeetant At half-past four the regular cannonading 
close at hand ceased and up rose a startling, heavy, rolling fire of 
musketry. We all knew what it meant. The ajaatilt on the Begum 
Kothi waa being dt^ivered." * Louder and louder rang the niiiaketiy. 
Then was heard tho boom of the saluting guns, the hand began to piny, 
the wnnl of command rang out « Stand to your arms’" and at tho end 
of the hme the Maharajah was descried with his dazzling company. 
11c wore a Jacket of red cloth covered with jewels, and the splendoiiT of 
hia brothers who accompanied him wea hardly less glnrious or conspica- 
oua than bin own. Hie wall knit figure and the dignity of his currioge 
and nianner etruefc tha eyoa of the spectatora. Closely attended by his 
suite, ha slowly walked np between tho stalwart line of soldiera 
The Oommaudef-in'Chief fltepi>ed out to meut him. ifung Bahadour, 
with white bid gloved band reiBed to his glittering crest, above wliich 
nodded a plume of paradise feathers, delicately beaded with emeralds 
aad ^li^mnnda ^ advanced townnk him and took his outstretched hand, 
Then gearin g theaieclvcs on chairs the two Chieft exchanged, through

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an LDterproter, formal csotiapli monte. Jnng BabiMiooi^a face brightrc^^ft 
when Sir Colbi alluded io tlidr both being Highlandera. As they 
wens canvnrmng a tail figtiriy clad in a gmy tiinic cjovfirtrd with tlio dust 
and dirt of battle walked up the able of mon^ hia long sword cJimkitig 
ou the gmond. I nin dircHstod by tho Chief of the Suff, Bir^ to toll 
yau tih&b we havg takon the Begitm's Fnlaco with liltto and wo aro 
now in poasessioii of it and the adjDioiqg buildmga>'* Tho epeakor vras 
Hope Jobnatone, the Deputy Adjntaut-Qoneml to the Ghiof of the 
StoE Sir Colin told with much vivacity the news to his illnatrion# 
victor. Tbfin^ mueb to the delight of the Nepanlege Prince, sii "as 
fine Highlondnra ho over trod nix heathar *' walked post him pbiying a 
heart-fltirrhig pibroch* The Chief resOp Sir Colin iDtroduoed bb otfiecni 
and the historic ccromoniai came to an end» 

Tfapinr reported two bcoiichc^ pmeticablCj ond Sir Edward Ltigard 
made his dkpoeitiong for the attack. The Btorming brigade under the 
command of Adrian Hopo eonmeted of the 93rd Highlanders, the 4th 
Punjab Rides, with somo Gurkha troops- in siippotli. To the ffSid wca 
assigned the honour of leading the assault, and Brigadier Hope divide 
them into two dividonA: the right wingi under Lieu tenant-Col one! 
I^ith Hay, was to assault and enter by the front breatjli; the left 
wing waa to attack the breach on the flank of the posittou by the 
battery at Banks' hoitae. At 4 pjh. tho large guns becaiuo irilant 
and the enemy'si Kiosketry fire slaekonad Tho 93fd emerged from the 
onclo^roi and, advancing up the read, got under eovar of Bomo ruined 
buildings. Then Hope gave the rigutd. Both wiuga dashed from their 
cover, and over the field rose the Highland slogiui as a wrto of Tortam^ 
jiwept forwordj unruiDc^l by the eterui of musketry Hont from wall and 
loophole. The right wing, on raaching the high wall forming the oufer 
barrier of the paUcfi. found in front of them a huge parapet of earth 
with a steep scarp and ditch nearly eighteen foet wide and ten feet 
deep. Instantly Captain Middleton and four Gronadierg leapt into it 
and w-BTc quickly followed. Haji Middletotx and Wood got shaved np 
the ditch on to the berm and, having obtalnod a footing* proceeded to 
pull op the men. Tbeii one by one they poshed through the brea^b, 
for die enemy, being taken by surprise^ had left it undofend^. At the 
HUDO moment the left wing, headed by the gallant Clerk waving hiB 
r^laymorc and ahoutingi " Gome on 03rd^"^ reached the right breach. 
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No Booner tvere the right wiug within the wwka thnn thej fbunil 
themselves in front of nnother liigh wnil, and u clow and dofttruotive 
fire was jwnred into them from it. John Maclaid, the Pipe-Major, who 
bad been the firot man to pnsb his way throng the breach, at once 
began to play the bagpipoe, heortlew of-the bullets that flow aroLind 
him. Having no means of protaoting themsatveB against the fire or of 
retoniing it with efiect against men who were under cover of their 
battlements, the Highlaudera made a dash at a small narrow hole which 
bad been made hy onr O-poundet in the walls. But they were held in 
check by the enemy’s mnsketiy until some of them broke open the 
blocked op windows and were shoved through * Every room door, 
galleiy or gateway was biirricaded. At every window or coign of 
vantpge was a rebel marksmon. In throading their way through the 
dark narrow pnaaages many n inan fell shot down by an umeen foe. 
Barrier after barrier wna forced and in small parbiea, headed by their 
officers, the soldiers pushed on till the great inner aqnaro was reached. 
Here a host of stood ready to reoeire them. Tho assailants 

wore few in tiumbcrSf but the Higblandeis stood uoappalled. The 
command was given ‘ heap together and use the bayoneti*” nod a firmer 
™i,p of his weapon told of the stem spirit which wrought withm, 
Then with pieraing steel they foreed their way into the dense mass, 
being well supported by the Sikhs, who kept pam and stroke in the 
tremendous conflict No (luurter was given, no quarter was espected 
The Highlnndora and Sikhs drove the iaBurgents from court to court. 
They fought them in the cloisters and they bayoneted them in the 
Biuall dark Knima Banda of rebeb, maddoned with fear at the bags of 
gunpowder with lighted slow matchw thrown into their lairs, rushed 
out and perished on the bayonets of their fooa. For two honis the 
blind and bloody contest raged, 

Mcnnvrhde tho left wing, after entering the right breach, drove 
u body of the rebels with great slaughter through Bome of the 
buildings of the hcge pile, and followed them townrda t ho Imambarah

the light of the road leading past the Begum^s Fabice ffom Banka* 
bungabw had been taken ab.^ the same time as the palace hy the 
42nd, imd n company of them, under Captain John Drysdale^ were 
sent tu Stewart's sueoour^ and hud five men tilled in a monient. 
Jfight now bagnij to thicken and the rebel m&saes disappeared^ the 
t’unult in the palace snbaidedj and the troopE bivouacked in its courts 
under a atrong guard. Mom reveaEcd a miser able sights the ground 
cumbered with the bodies of several huudrod sepoy's and tho low 
rooms choked with corpseep many of them stnouldaiing in their flotton 
dothcfi* "The capture of the Begum'a Kothi was," Sir Colin writes 
iu his despatob, the Htemeat struggle which occurred during the 
siege/' 

In that great death wrestle many bmve men went down on 
both aides. But no braver man fell thao Hodson, whoEo work of 
fighting now came to an en± He was with Donald Stewart f in 
the head-quarters camp when a signal guu annonneed that the Baguto 
Kothi ■^vas about to bo attacked Ho mounted his horse and rodo 
towards the mortar batteries where he found Brigtidior Napier

Hodson snid laiigbingl^j I sm come to 
take care of f tjti," “ The signal niia given fot tbo troopa. to advance/' 
writeB Napier, “ and we watched their progreea and entry into the 
building. All sfirioiiB oppaflitlon soon flteaaed, and we followed through 
the breach into the palace." Hodson had got separated from Napier 
in the crowd when two soldiers came running to hltn and asked for 
fiome pow-dtr bags. Showing the men where to go for them he rushed 
tbmard to the spot from where they had come. “ Where are the 
rebels T he cried ont, YorbcB-Mitohell, a Sergeant in the 03rd, pointed 
to tho door of the room, and Hodaon ehonting “ come on " was about to 
msh in. "I implored him not to doso,'* writes ForbcH*Mitcbcll, 
saying it waa certain death; *' wait for the powder; I've sent men for 
powder bags” Hodson made a step forward, and "1 put out my ^haud 
to Bcixc him by the aboiilder to pull him out of the line of the doorway 
when he fell back shot through tho ebesi." * He gasped out, " Oh ! 
my wife/' and immediately chokctl With blood, His orderly, a large 
powerful Sikh, airried him in Ids arms out of danger. Farbe6*M.ilchell 
helped no lift him into a litter, and they took him to Banks^ heuse, 
whore his wound was iMiamined and drcaaed. It was mortal.t 

During the day two Engineers, hlcdley andL^ng, with four natives 
crept up to the Kuddum llutoool and found the little building doBoirtod. siuOiil 
Looking down into tho gulden of the Shah Nujjeef it also appeared to 
be abandoned. Medley went back to oek for men to go and take the 
Shah Nujjeef and having ptueured IQU men and 50 sappers, be 
returned, and on reaching it he found the pbee evacoatod. " But ns we 
were only 200 yards from the enemy's second line of iutrenchmonts a 
sharp moaketiy fire was opened upon us from them, and wo had an 
officer and one or two men wounded. We set the sappers to work to 
moke tho place defensibk, and at my suggestiou 100 more men were . 
thrown into t he place,"!

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Wtikt Sir Colin Cfimpbell Iir/I been pushing forward on the south of 
thfl GciaintCA, OiitniHi had been opcnicin^^ with etltinl Hticcesa on tho 
left bank. During the night of the lOth a battery (Xu. -li-R) of four 24* 
pqnmlons and two S-inch bowit^ra itnd five mortara was erected iu 
Croat of the garden of the Badshab Biigh, and it oponod fire at daybreak 
on the Kaiser BagHh At the Fame tune Ontrom began his attack on the 
Fubarbs in the vicinity of the iron and stone bridges. His right 
column *■ formed on the Fysiabiid road under the immediate command 
of Brigodier-Genoral Walpol®' workesd its way, covered by ifca 
akirmishetti, through bushes and tmea. " Hidden in the junglo or in 
the amall cottage®, which snugly enclosed among the trera formed 
Dxcollcnt temporary fortresaes, were pErrties of the enemy, who opened 
asraartfirconiwafi weadrauccd. SkirmisherH were pushed fonvard 
(Uid two guns brought into aetion abreast on the road to riddle the 
wood tribh case shot and to drive out our hidden foes. *’ Slowly driving 
the enemy before them the right wing went forward, till they took 
possession of a largo mosque with an extensive walled garden uitached, 
which commanded the approach to the iron bridge. The left column f 
under the command of Colonel Pratt, proceeded along the lower roail 
skirting the river. ‘‘The auemy opened threo guus oa them from the 
opposite eida of the river, and also held the ground in groat strength 

in front of the rifle akirmiebers, ocmiuandod by Brovet-Majof Warroij, 

Captains Wilniot and Thyuc, nud Lieutenant Grey, who alt behaved 
most gallantly." Fighting their wAy through a aeries of intricate 
streets the column occupied the bouses down to the river s bank and 
eeiaed the bead of the iron bridge, to the right of which Ootmm placed 
in hattety hie two 24*p{juuder guna. Lieutenant Hoorsoom, who bod 
been deputed to guide the oolumo, was struck whilst reconnoitring iu

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front of it on the head by n hullet cvnd dkd iflat^ntly. "‘T deplore 
sineeroly," wrote Outniin, " the loss of thia moat gallant and pi-emiaing 
young officer, whose solditr-lihe zeal and aequirements rendered him an 
omacieDD to bia profession.'’ * . The Rifles also deplored the low of ft - 
young oommde whoBc bright and brave nature caused him to bo loved 
by officers «nd naen. Captftui Thyno «'»a lying down in tbo heat of 
the day on s nstivo cot in one of the houses captured by his company, 
when Rwund shot coining through the wall struck him on the arms 
ftnd thigh and smcished the bones into many piccca. The limbs were 
amputated but the shook was too great, and in about an hour he died, 

Ontram. having left the Bengal FusiUers fioBted in the mosque, 

prooerffld with the remainder of tha right column in the direction of 

the Fyzabad road. He soon met Ho|m Orant’s cavalry and ortilltry. 
who bad been operating on the extreme right, and then turned towards 
the stone bridge. Hope Grant ooveriog his advance on the Ttgbt,-t As 
his men moved through a wood, they surprised the camp of the 15th 
IiToguInr Horae, whose standards and two gnna were captured by the 
Rifles, the enemy flying in all direetions over the plain, many being cut 
„p by onr caraliy.” Then through the strong suburbs Outram forced 
his way without much oppMitioD till ho reached the atone bridge. 

But w (he enemy were able to commiaicl it with gnus as well as with 
musketry from the tops of saveral high and strong stone bouses from 
i 'the opposite side of the river, and the position was. moreover, too difitant 
\l and the approaobes too intricate to warrant his bolding it pemianontly 
with the force at his dispniial, On tram withdrew to the mofsquo hold by 
the Bengal FusiUersi, 

On the llfcb of Mnrch Sir Colin bad achieved a great stop in bis Siunnurj 
project. Ho bad on the tight bauk of the river captured the Begum’s 
« Palace and secured the Soeundra B agh and the Shah Kujjo eH Qutram “*

Napier had to leave him for a time, and when ho fotumed he found 
him in severe pain. He said, I think I am dying. The doctor gaye 
me hopes, hut 1 do not believe in them. I should like to have seen the 
end of the campaigiii and to have rctn mod to England to see my frienda, 
but it has not been permitted. T tniat I have done my duty. " I conld 
have no diffioulty^'' says Napier.in answering this question oa ovf^iy ^ 
one in the eountry proclainta it.^' The stem 'exigency of tho bonr 
demanded Napier's presence at hia post, and before he had time to 
return to him^ Hodaon had died, calm and composed at his last hour 
as he waa in the front ofdangerand battleH" * He was in hia thirty- 
wye nth ynar.

A hot firo of mo'^ketry wm 
kept up, as the besiegers slowly worked their way forwanl froui the 
neighVKJiiring houses, to which the eevering piurty briskly replied. 

On the 12Lh Jung Bahadoor, with a force of about SjOGO men and 
wilL 25 iitld guns drawn by men, had arrived and taken his position 
ID our Imta. On the indip at the request of the Cotuniaiider-lmChief, ho 
moved close to the cuual. On the afternoon of that day the troops 
at the Begum Kotin were relieved* and Oencral Liigard's place was 
taken by General Franks. 

Duiing the nlghbof the 12bh Sir James OutTum was reinforced with 
a nuuLher of heavy giios and morLara, and all the time they wora threw- 
ing shells into the city, the heavy guns were knocking at the Ima^mhanu 

At daylight (lith Xlaroh) two breEDchoa were considered so fer 
nflvnuct^l that nrradgemetits were insdo for ihe asdanlii. The etorru- 
ing party, consistlog of two companies of the lOth Foot untlone hundi'ed 
of Bnwyer's Sikhs were posted biahiud a wall with only the breadth of a 
road between them and the wnil of the Imambara encEoaara. A strong 
working party of sappers with seating ladders^ piiivdcr bag^ aiid 
tools were dimwn up in rear of them. The whob of brigadier Eu 3%]]*9 
biigiido of General Franks* division was to support tJie aseauitv Tlio 
i-neuiy linoil the top of tha walls and all the aeighbutinDg houses and 
kept up a brieik ftre. After on oujcions hut not long inborvat a hurrah 
burst forth from the men of RusselTa brigade. They “saw ftrat 
a Sikh and then Bmsyer hiiti^elf and atiothcr Sikh niako their 
appCJirance on that part of the Imambara which Had been played 
upon by the O^-poiinder.*' t Tho Imambam had besii entered. While

Sikhn, and Hucceed^d m blowing in the wull nod driving tho enomy out 
of the houses, which proved to be b connection with the trench intonded 
to flauk the outer wa!b of the Iinanibarfl/' He nest blew in the outer 
wnll oftho In^anlbarftJ and Brusyer and hla Sikhs rushed in at the moroenfc 
thai the storming party bad been ordered to armB.* Their nneapected 
entry through the opemng made by Beanmopt checked reeifftEmcOfc uud 
the assanlting columns pEissed the breaches without difficulty and aeixedp 
as rapidly ns opeoiogB could be made for them^ the eoclo^uro of tho 
King's coach map's house and tho Ktng^a brother's houae.'f The 
foufs yf both housoB overlooked the Kaiser Bagh^ and the King's 
hrothcr's house adjoined and orerlooked the eastern eai: trend ty of tho 
third line of the enemy's works running along the immediato front of 
the KaiBer Bagh. The socond lino of tho onomy's fortificatioDa hud 
now been tumod, and Colonel Harness, Comiijanding Koyal 
Engineer! p wui recoDimeDded by Biigadier Euaaell to stop tho further 
adyaocc and obtuio secure pos^ossiion of the grmind that they had 
passed over. But the Sikhs could not be restrained, Some of thorn 
had followed on the heels of the dying foo, and made bheir way into 
an outlying court of the Kaiser Bagh ou the left From the roofs of 
tho houses a party of ihem, under the peraonal command of Brusyer 
and Eoine men of the &0th whom joiing Havelock FrankSp Adjutant- 
General, had led to the spot, plied with such destructive musketry 
the three nearest bastions of the entreDehmcDt below that the 
eremy shapdaned their gttus^ and Brasycr, leading his Sikhs by a dc- 
serthri] bastionp proceeded to clear the encloeurefi on tho right of the 
Kniuer Baghu UfiTclrKrk called up the 10th to support Brasyer, and bo 
made his way from houso to house. 

The walla and the enolosurea w'ere pierced with loo[jholes through 
which the itiMUrgeutfi commenoed a well sustained fu^iilladn. They were

Their rankfi grew thmner and thinner^ MtfU hiul to be 
to keep posBoaBioii of the pincea aa fast iwg they took them. At 
tenglh about fiity of them reacbed the OheeDei:^ inr whieh skirted the 
Kaber Bagh and lay iaside the thiixi lioe of defoDcea, Tlie eaenij* 
ae^ing their numbers^ began to gather around bo Lb Hanks, when 
Havelock with aome Sikha ebarged along the line of ontrenohuient, 
drove oat the rebebt seized two adj^nning bastions, and with their guns 
checked and scattered off a large body of rcbeU who^ bndirig ibut the 
second lino of defenoea had bean turned, ^erc making for the Kaiser 
Bagh. General Franks (uid Brigadier Nnpier now came up with 
fiitrong supports, and a consultation was held in a gateway as to what 
WEi^ to be dofie^ 

Shortly after 11 o'clock ao orderly rode up to bead-qnarterB with 
a piece of folded paper in bis hand and delivered it at one of tho tents. 
The Cominander-in-Chief with all the headH^uarters staff quickly 
iiioimtfHd their horses and galinped off to the city. "As? we rode th-' 
news dew^ from moiuh to mciith, we are in the Kaiser Bagh/^ Loud 
wore the cheers from the men as Sir Oolin passed them tnarnhing past 
toward-a the citadol of the enemy. He dismounted, and, amidst the 
fihouts of the troops, walked up the steps of the Ituambam. Sir Colin 
bad planned that the operations of the day should end by its capture. 
He had been led to expect a dcispcrate reaLstance at the Kaiser Bagh, 
and had determined that after due siege had been laid it ^ihonld be 
stormed next day by the Highlandora. But after a brief eunsultn^ 
iion at tbe gateway, Napier and Franks came to the conctimion that 
tJiey were perfectly able to take it. More troops Were sent for from 
the rear. Otdem were despatched for the troops holding the Secundra 
Bagh and other posts in front gf the second liue of defence to ndvanen 
and attack the Motee ^lahal, the Mass-House and tlie other intervene 
ing puinta Soon ^'nll the well known ground of foriuor defence and 
attack—the Mess'House, the Tara Kotflc, the Mo tee Mahfil, acid the 
Chutter Manzil—were rapidly occupied by the troops/* * Some of them 
pushed forward and entered the thii^J lino of the cjiemy'a fortifications.

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When Franks had been rfrinfarced lie aent forward his troopg, and as 
BOOH ns an opemag had Tjeeo made from the Cheeiiee <ihey eiiter- 

ed the courtyard of Saidut Ali'a Mosc|ueatthe back of the KaLa^r Bagh- 
TheSikhflj 130 La number, led by Brnsyer and Bome fifty men of Ibe 9Tth^ 
drove the enemy tTi>m their gnoa in the courtyard uf the mosque, and 
followed them so closely that they found themBolires \n the priucipal 
liqtiare of the Kaiaor Bagh. Here a large body of the enemy were 
ready tO*np]>o«e thotn. They were vastly outnumbered, but Braayor 
plimged his handful of men into them with the bayonet> and they bore 
thorn fan ward till they forced them to the Badshah J&lanzih the special 
roBidiUice of the King. The rebela now began Id collect in their rear, 
while from the windows of the palace came gnstas of bullets. Slowly 
t ho small band fell back till they reached the bronze gate >00 theuorth- 
w'est aide of the Kaiser Bagh. Here they tcN^k refuge. But cuteido 
the gateway in their rear was a second gateway, and in front of it the 
enemy htvd a gun protected by a loopholed wall. The gun opened fire 
and was followed by apeid of mtieketry frain the gatew^ay. From the 
palace bnildinga on their front tho oiiBiny plied them with musketry. 
A supreme moment. Then Brasyer arid Lieutenant Cary, 37 th Native 
Infantry, burst open a w^Ladow in front of the gnn, and jnmpiug down 
wore Boon followed by several Sikba* The gun wjis captured :md the 
exiemy driven to the second gateway, They ware kept there in check 
till reinforcements arrived. Then the Htorming regiments getting 
mizod, soldiers and Bailors, Sikhs and Gurkhas, fighting haid^ drove 
bodies of rebels througb courts ** aa large aa the Temple Gardens, filled 
with marble statues and marble fountains." The masses were broken, but 
multitudes of armed meo found refuge in tlie buildings and every palace 
became a fortress. From the green jalousios and vanetian bLincLi closiDg 
the npertiiTOB wkich pierce the walls in double rows a Btimm of bullets 
was poured into the equaroi and the marble pavement was Btaiaed with 
the blood of many a Sikb and soldier.* Building after building was 
taken and blood thiTBt, rovonge, and greed for gold drove the assflilantB 
mad The strong bostea of the Priaoes of Ondh were burat opcTi, and

Neat day fighting was renewed. Mwl bodies of the ouemy who held 
the lower stories on the north side were driven out. The sappers were 
occupied in ohecklng tho fires then burning iri three ports of the squares 
and in dtjatroying gunpowder. Ouanla vrero placed over the palaces 
and plundering stopped by order.* 

On the nsoraing of the 13tfa Otitram sent a strong party to oc- 
enpy the wide etreet which ran down to the iron bridge. Up it there 
swept a pelting fire of case shot luid bullota, which rendered it uniiafo. 
The English aud Sikhs, who wenpied the hoiiBtss on both sideg. replied 
by a steady fire at every object visible on the bonsc-tops and in the 
windows of the mauisious and mosques along the other bank of the river, 
which was here only thirty or forty yards wide. The insnrgenia, how- 
ever, directed their principal fire upon the hatlerios of heavy guns to 
the right and left of the bridge. A detachinent of infantry^ picked 
shots, told off for the purpoM had been sent down to them i hut it 
required all their eiertion and all their skill to keep down tho rebel 
fire, so that the gunners might work the gnna without grievous loss. 

On the morning of the 14th the increoficd thunder of the heavy 
guDS Bcroga the river told the picket at the bridge that the Chief waa 
near the little Imamhara. In the afternoon they hoard that not only 
the little Imainbara but also the Kaiser Bagh had fallen. Ali was got 
ready for a move acreas. The horses were hooked on to the guns. The 
infantry, in obo^lienee to orders, opened a heavy fire on. the opposite 
hank ; the enemy responded by a heavy cimncnade of round shoti shell

It was a work of 
Bupreino danger* They advanced under coyer of the parapet of tha 
bridge, till they reached the barricade. They then began to remova 
the sandbage one at a time, and passed thoni to a line of men ezteodad 
to receive them. After one or two had been retnoyed, the ennmy, dia. 
covering what was going on, opened a hot Are on them. Bnt, heed- 
leas of the bullets whistling around them, Wynne and Paul continued 
nt the w-ork. Bag after bag was removed. Lower and lower they 
crouched as the aholtor diminished. Then tlicy ky on tbqjgronnd aiid 
removed the second lowest tier. Tho last offered no aerious obstacle to 
the advance of the troops, and they niahcd hack UDharmed through a 
shower of bullets. AH was now ready fur cro£9ing;the bridge when 
Oijtmtn and staff arrived on the scene. They ascended one of the IiQu&e.s 
torewniwitre.and after a short time Oiitram descended and said.* “ I am 
afraid, gentlemen, you wiil be disappointed when I tell you that I 
am not going to attack to-day;* eaplaining to as at the same time that 
Sir Colin Campbell had ordered him not to cross if he saw a chance of 
Ipsiy a aingU man, a contingency which we could hardly expect to 
avoid, as the enemy had u O-pounder gun sweeping Lhc bridge a dis¬ 
charge nr two of grape from which muM have imule some hayocamonK 
ourndvauciiig triiops f »Thus a gmnd opportunity was lost,- writes Lord 
Roberts. "The bridge, no doubt, was strongly held, but with the 
niimeroua guns which Oiitmm could have brought to bear on ifcg dofen- 
dera its passage could have been forced without serious Igw the 
enemy’s retreat would have been cut off and Franks' victory iouid 
have been rendered complete, which it certainly was not, owing to 
Oatmm s hands having been so effectually tied.^ J °

one nay had scattered theioeelvos over the country and entirely dig- 
appeared, and many of the rebels who still remained in the city seiaed 
the opportunity of the cavalry being absent to get away.** * 

On the 18th Sir Jamoa Outmm with the 5th Brigade nndor the 
command of Brigadier Euaaell, comprisiog the 23rd Fostlieraj the 70th iiatnia 
Highlandera, and the Ist Bengal Fuailiera, crossed the Goomteo by a 
bridge of caaks opposite the Seciiodra Bagh. He left Walpok'a divieton 
to watch the iron and the atone bridgea. On reaching the Mess-HoiiM 
Outraru was joined by Her Mnjefity'a 20th and Brasyer'a Sikhs, They 
then passed throngh the Kaisar Bagh by an impromptu road made by 
the sappers and miners and^ poehing to the right, made towanis the 
Residency. They wete shortly under a sraart fire of musketry. The 
word “"Charge was given by Jjitneij, who was in frant, and the 
Fusilitsra^ rushing through the gateway, drove the enemy before them at 
the point of the bayonet, the remainder of Lhe brigade foU iwring them 
ill reserve. The Residency was once more in our posaesflion. 

When the enemy had been dislodged (vom the Residency two CapMirv^i 
COmpanieB of the 23rd under Lienteuatit-Coloual Bell, accompamed by 
Captain Gould Weston, who pointed out the road^ preaBed rapidly 
forward* No sooner did they appear, when a scattered fii^ of musketry Hmif 
was opened on them* Then from above a barricade of wood there 
name a curl of smoke and a storm of grape swept over them. Before 
the sepoys could load again the FngiJiers were at the mU2£le, and. with 
a loud cheerj rushed into the work and captured lhe brass gun whit:h 
was in paaition to sweep tbo iron bridge. In the meanwhile tho 
Residency height was crowned by a Field Battery of Jladros Artillery 
under the command of Raj or Cottor, which kept up a heavy fino on the

On Lheir arrival ih^ Bengal Poailierg aioved to the iron bridge, 
and shortly afl^stwardfl advanced with Braeyera Sikhs. *'In all 
directiane the mttling of musketry was heard, and the bnlltila Crtd 
at a gr^at elevaticb from distant hobaea whistled overhead, right and 
lefb."' Tho S3r(l made thek way throngh a hibjTinfch of Lmea and 
streeU, and ss the gallant Bmayer was leading on hia Sikhs, Ilo fell 
deeply wounded. The advance contianed under musketry till they 
reached the high niid bnttresaod wall of the Mucheo Bhawan. The old 
atranghold wiu precipitately abatidoded by the epomy, ntid the suldiors 
pursued the til to tho on ter courtyard of thn great Imatubam. They 
ihiahed acro:^ the court so beaiitifully decorated with rich tesflelbtod 
pavemenlsa, ruaheHi up a nob! a flight of steps, Andadz^d the great neutral 
hall, wbo^ mirrors and chandeUnrs were said to have enst one of the 
most nu^^nificent Nawah?* of Oudh nearly a tuilliou of pounds sterling, 
A company of the Bengal Fnsilicn uiidor Gaptaiu Sallnsbury was 
pushed oD to the ConstantinopEc Gate of Lucknow (the RotiTii-i- 
dura^azal—a gate built on the model of that which gave to Lho Court of 
the Suttau the title of the Suhlims Porte. Here another gun was 
captiircih The 70tli were then brought np to occupy the Imaiiibora^ 
and the remainder of the Eengal Fu^liRrs wore phiced in tho Idnchee 
Bhawan. Five 8-inch mortars worn immediately placed in posTtina on the 
furtner: two naval guns and five 10-inch mortars were aho posted in 
the Residency, and the whole kept up a steady fire on the city during 
the nights 

Some of the enomy which Onfcram had driven before him crossed 
the river by tlie atone briilgo and engaged Walpole^s divipioiij hut ware 
heavily repnlgcdp A large mass of the fagitivea, howe ver, crosaed higher 
up, and^oircling Pound the division, escaped by tho Fymbiid road into 
the open country, “ ftnd wo," writes Hope Graut^ " were toe fur to 
overtake thein/^ 

Go the 16th, lot the Inst time, the enemy show ed iu strength bcforin. 
Alumbagh, whose gariiaim had been redtieed to about four hiindreil 
infantryj tho milit-ary trainp a small dctadimoat of the 7th Hussnrsj and 
Some arrillcry. Directing a large body against the frijut of the p&sition, 
the insurgents made aa effgrt to turn the left flank with their cavalry 
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ftud artillety. Their horses <stiiio ou boldly^ but the vigorous aetion of 
Olpherts’s guna stopped thouj nnd seal them back, iloojiwhile TLoccat 
Eyre's gims ao warmly raked the whole lima of tbcir main body of in- 
faatrj' that they too had to retire. Jung Bahadoor waa now requeated 
to move to bis left up the canal add take tho position in reverae from 
which our poaitioa at Alnmbagh had heed io long annoyed** 

On the morning of the iTth of Maroh the Goorkha force occupied 
the Char fiagh and Cawopore road. In the afternoon the enemy in jung 
great force attacked their position, in the city. Their flank wna^ how- 
ever, tnmed by the direction of the Maharaja in por^oop and they were 
completely defeated with the loss of ten guns and all the wagona of a 
light field batteryThe same day Ontram^ continuing hia adyancCi 
occupied the Dirolutkhana and the Hoaeinabad Mosque, and took posaes- 
flioti of the block oJ buildings known as Shurfood DowIaJi^fl HousOp which 
was occupied without any oEtsualtyp the enemy precipitately retreating^ 
although they had made every preparation for a Tigoronfi defence. 

During the operations^ howevorr a gi'ievouB casualty occurred. On 
Otitmni'g force arriviug at the Jumma Musjid, a large quantity of 
powder in tin cases and leather bags waa found in a courtyard in 
the rear* Outram directed thaii it shoidi! be destroyed under the 
supervieioa of the EngLueera It was taken under guard of a pirty of 
sappeis and minera, neinmauded by Captain ClerkOp B.E., and Lieuten¬ 
ant BrownloWj K.Eh, to a large imd deep well. A line of men was lormed, 
atid the caaoa passed from hand to hand as rapidly ag possible. When 
orto of them waa being thrown down it struck the dde of the well aiid 
e^loded* A flame of fire flubbed up, ignited case after cfisci caught the 
powder in the carts, and the two QfBcera^ and about 40 men w'or^ blown up* 
Some of the party were killed by the explosioni and the reat^ including 
Gierke and Browmlow^ w^iq loft in a horrible conditbiiH They were 
removed to theliospltah whore the ^urgeonSj with the utmost kindness, 
applied the usual remedies; but during the night the snSerers, mad with

Though the rebels badheen sbaadily driveEi out of their strongholds, 
one or two more bouts of fighting had to be dono before they were 
eipelled frera the vest dty. Seven or eight thoueand of them had 
collected in the Mooea Bagh^, a large building with oumeroos courts and 
enclosures aitoated on the right baiik of the rivet nhout five mi lea 
north-west of Lucknow,. Sir Colin determined to espel them from 
their last stronghold, and by a vigorous pursuit of hia abundant horso^ 
to make the stroke prove final* He thoreforo ordered Outnim with a 
strong force * to press forward along the main road np the right bank of 
the river and attack the Moosa Bagb in Iront* Brigadier CainpbcU 
^vith a brigade of mfantTyp some gtma, and 1|50D cavalry he pasted on 
the left front and strictly charged him to fall on the enemy when they 
attempted to retreat. He commsnded Hope Omnt on the left bank of 
the river to asaiat in dblodging the enemy irom the Moosa Bagh aad to 
attack those who attempted to cro^ the Sitrenm. He directed the

of the nullahs and broken features of the country. - The eondiiot of the 
officer and meu of the Slth was most gallaiifc, aa they undauutedly 
charged massea of the cne.oy ” t A small body of them rc4u:h^ n 
deep ravine, through which they could not ride. The enemy which 
lined it opened fire, and Captain Hiitchiuson foil mortally wounded-+ 
The Field Artillery and Infantry followed in support ns rapidly »a 
posaihle and captured four more guns. Ontmm then occupied tha 
Mooaa Bagh with the Snd Punjab Infantry under Major Green, and 
withdrew the rest of the troops to their quarters iu the city- 

Sir Collars combinations for greater Buecesa had, however, been 
thwarted by some misooncoption on ths part of Brigadior Oampball 
and the difficulties of the gronud he hod bo traverse. He left bis 
encampment near the Alum Baghahout 2 A.K.. and hade little BkirmLih- 
ing here and there as ha passed by villages and wooded and broken 
greuud. A vidotte, appmaching too near a email mad fort apparently

Hagart ordered the Ttb to charge. But the rebels reached them before 
they could get well in motion^ Captain SEada and Qomet Bimka 
were at once cut down, and Lieutenant Wilkina hod hie foot cut 


almost through. Hagarb, followed by the wounded WiUdns and some 
of the meoT rode ” in at once to whpe a lot were hacking at poor Bnnki 
on the ground and Baved him for the time at least. He was dToadfully 
niutiiated| and died fifteen or aiirbocTi days after We then, set to work 
and killed every one of our opponents. Thoy seemed to have no idea 
of giving way but fought desperately. I wna told they were fanatics 
maddened with bhang,'* * 

Meanwhile Brigadier Gatnpbell continued hie naareh, but bo reached 
hie ground too late to mtercept the heavy retreating massoB of the 
onemy. He did not even then make a prompt attempt to pursue them. 
It was not till many theusands of the enemy had streamed! out and 
already crossed nules of country that he w^as pcr&uaded to allow Home 
of his troops to follow them. The firat to get under way were two 
troniig of the 1st Sikh Irregulars under Captain the nonourable 
Hugh ChichestGr, with whom Lieutenant Sandemanf and Lieutenant 
Mfickeiuisc^ woro sent. After a gallop of several miles they overtook 
large bodies of the enemy on foot. 

Their cavalry had disappeared* A series of gcrinnuagoa and BitigJo 
combats ensuod The remainder of the Ist SikliSp tho 7th Hnssur^, 
atid the military tram came up^ and the piimuit grow fiercer. The mam 
ruadj tho lanes and the fields were coverod with hands of fugitivoB running 
for bhoir life. Some stalked along with their mnekota on themshouldersp 
Bullenly disdaining to rtm, and when assailed by their foes died fighting

ravine a solitary figure fired hia mu&ket at a group of officers. He 
must have aimed at the one who, from his full brown beiird and ap» 
parent ago, seemed to him to bn the moat important and moat likely to 
be the commander- That shot cost us the life of our brave com* 
mandlng officer. The gallant Captain Wale fell, mortally wounded 
by two slugs, one of which passed through hia beard into his^, throat, 
the other into his month* Ho wsb instantly nv^nged for as 
the rebel sepoy turned to dy, he also fell dead, hit in the spine 
by a bullet from the revolver of Capleiu Cbichoster,''* ^'Sandeman, 
who was by his side, carried him in his arms to a place of shelter. 
In a few minntos, to the deep grief of his officara and meoj by whom ho 
was loved as few commanding officers mo ever loved, poor Wale 
breathed his They buried him in the Mooea Bagb, In that 

R'vyal Garden, now a wiMornois of ahruba, stands under the spread¬ 
ing armfl of an old mango tree a solitary tomb, and the inaoriptiDn in¬ 
forms us it was erected by a comrade to the memory of Captain F* 
Wale " who lived and died a Christian soldieri^' t 

Sir Colin's plans had thus been thwarted by an error of eieoution 
and otie more fight had to ho fought before ho achieved his project* 
The Moulvte of P^Tsabad, one of the mciat daring and resolute of the 
rebel leaders^ returned to Lucknow, and with two gnus and a large 
body of fanatics occupied a fortified building in the haarli of the 
city* On the 21st of March Sir Edward Lugard with the 93nl 
Highlanders and the ^th Pimjab ftifles was sent to take the 
stronghold. The resistance was wonderfully fieice and violent, several 
of onr men woro killedp and the commandant^ and second-in-command ^ 
of the 4th Punjab Rifles, on whom the brunt of the fighting fell, were 
desperately wounded. Brigadier Campbell with his cavalry attacked 
the insurgents when retreating from the city, inflicting heavy loas, and 
pursued them for six miles,

The regiroent hns been disarmed, and has been told that the 
mthority of Government will bo naked for its diabandmeot; but that 
those found guiltless ahoald be rc-eeltstcdL 

Sir Henry Lawence has acted with promptitude, and should 
bo supported in the couiEe which ho has taken. Hk report of 
the first part of tho ttanBaction is mengre * but I havo no donbt 
whatever that hk measiirea of precaution and coercion, taken In 
coneert with Brigadier Gray, were fully niwessaryi and I see no 
reason in the tardy contrition of tho regiment for hesitating to oon- 
firm the punkhment of all who are guilty. I would, therefore, support 
the Chief CommisBioncr at once. I think it better, however, that tho 
ilisbandmcnt,to whatever length it may be carried, shonld be real; 
and that the men whose iniiocenee can bo shown, and whoso general 
chameter k iitcproachahlc, or thoeo by whom offendcrH have hoen.

I agree in all thegoueraJ Tiews espiiosred la the Minutes aborn 
rcconlcd j but I confess that the iuformatioii contained In Mr. Cmiper's 
letter of the 4tb instant, which contains all I know with certainty of 
the affoir reported, is not. in my judgmant, aufficicntly full, or sufficient¬ 
ly prccLse and specific, to enable Oovcmnient U> come to a sAtiirfiictdry 
docUion as to tho mcoaures which ought to bo taken in this r^ar^ . 

2. In particular, 1 so fur agree with my honourable callengnoMr. 
Duriii that 1 think it very probable, that for sotna of the men concerned, 
only Home few 1 hope, dishandiucnt is not a sufficient punishment for n 
case of this sort, and I apprehend that any man whom it ia doslmbla to 
tp’ by military law, in order to the inUIction upon them of some posi¬ 
tive and revere punUhineiit, ought not to be disbanded meanwhile. 
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Bill the LnronnaLioEi I>cfoTt? ug not warmob any final onkr to thh 
effect, for excepting the two prhioiiora who citrrioil what Is callod a trea- 
saiiLiblej but whtit I pnssTiinQ to have been at mo^fc a letter to 

the -tSth Regiment, it doea not enable ua to indicate any men lu^ fit 
aubjeetd for especial example. 

3. Also I agree with my honniiftible collengne GenGral Low in 
thitiking it probable, that the main body oF these men may have referred 
to bite cartridgasp not from any fooling of d-igaffcctionp but from an 
imfoigned dread of loibg casto, engeadered by tiie atoriea regardiug 
cartridges, which have been ninmlng Tike wildfire through the country 
lately* Sepoya imi, in many respecta, very much like children, and iwLs, 
which on tho part of European soldlajai ivoukl bo proof of the blackest 
didoyalty, may have a very different signifitiancep when done by tliceo 
erorlnbas and inoonniidemtep bub generally not ilUlisposcfl beingi* 
These mca, taken from the late Oudh Army, can have leameil as yot 
little of the vlgonrofBribLsh disciplines and although there can bo no 
doubt that the cartrlJg^^ which they rcfiised to bite were not the new 
cartridges for the Enfield musket which, by reason of the veiy culpable 
conduct of the Oidnauco Departnient, have cansed all this excitement; 
yet it may be presumed, that they wuri^ the first cartridges that these 
men were ever required to bite in their Uvea. Also there la no eaying 
what extrame niismanaganieiit there may have been ou the part of the 
Commaudfunt and Officers In the origin of the affidr; the mere fact of 
imkiflg cartridgo-hiting a point, after It had been purposely dropped 
from the nuthorked system of drill, merely for rifle practice, is a pre¬ 
sumption for any itnoginnhlc degree of pervoree mnnagemcot. 

4. But nniidst those opposite conridamtions, I^find, in the eingle 
report before mOj nothing to guide our judgraonri towards a just and 
politic leniency on the one kand, or a jnsb and necesaaiy severity on the 
other. 

5. I can iiardly thiak that Sir Henry Lawrence does not intend 
io send up a full report of the affikir, with the usual reports of the Com¬ 
mandant and Brigadier, on a matter so diatinetly in their own pravincep 
as mutiny in the rcgvmoni] of the one, and in the brigade of the other 
officer. The professional reports, wc may fairly expect;, will contain full 
inforioaLioni or at least very mneh fuller explanation, than convoyed 
in the few lines submitted through Mr. Couper. I can hardly think 
that Sir Henry Lawrence intended the Governor-Geneml in CauncLl to 
pass a final order on eo Berious a question as the diabandmeDt of a

icgiincot, oa the moro honcb of iatelligance boforc m, Autl I observe 
that he does not moke any actual rocammendation in this letter; ho only 
states that ho told the men what roconimeDtlatiDn ha intended to nmko. 

G. Wo arc told that on the 2Qd insL-mt the roglmant refused to 
bite the cartridgOj wheo ordered by its own officers, and again by the 
Brigadier. But w*e do not know hotw this refusal was manifested. Was 
it that every man when on drill individually rcfusicd ? or was it that 
the whole Tegiment, when On parade, refused to obey the word of coat* 
maud T or was it, that, notwithstanding the orders of the Commanchint 
and Brigtidier, the detcrioinaliou of the whole regiment to refuao was 
decLued through Native officers or others? or In what ono of an inliaito 
number of conceivable waja was the refnaal manifested? WTiot 
had passed previouBly ou the subject, and what were the attendmit 
oireoinstances of the refusal? 

7. 'Wo are told that on the 3nl scveml symptoms of disnfTectioti 
appeared. What were these a^'iuptoins ? Did they appear in auch a 
manner as to implicate the whole regiment, or a portion only, or certain 
individual mm only ? and if they did not Implicate the whole, what 
poition, or how mnny individual men did they implicate ? This is an 
all-important point; for It may make the whole diffijrouee between 
actual dread arising from credulous My (such as Ocnoral Low alludes 
to) which ought to have been,but was not, corrected by acuaible and 
kindly eipknationn), and real heartfelt disloyalty, 

a, lastly, we on; told that the regimeut was reportod by tho Bri¬ 
gadier to be in a very mutinous state on tho 4tb instant; neither thisi 
nor any other report on the slibjcct is sent up. MTiat was it exactly 
that the report thus alluded to was founded upon ? The next i;h?»ig wo 
Icam ia that on that, same day, at 4 o'clock iu the evening, the regi¬ 
ment was Ihiiiui pfirfectly 4 aiGt| fortoed line Irem colniun at the unlcr, 
and expressed contrition. 

9. I do not underataud whether the fact of half the regiment 
breaking and throwing down their arms nflorwards in a panic caused 
by Bceiug tbo artillery forma a part of the Chief Cotntuissioiier^B 
grounds for disanmng the regiment or net, for tho letter of hi» Seem- 
tary is a mero summary of facts, and gives no reason for anything. 
It is dcsimble to know whether weight is attached to this fact or not, 
and whether the panic was attaibutable to any movcniont accidental or 
Olhewise, vhteatcuing, or seeming to threaten, the immediate opening 
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10. In this uTisatinfacbcrty Btata of our informatioDt tho question 
in my ubidcI tirUcs, ia there nny ijapurtant object to gain pfi^fting on 
tho instant an order to dl^ibaud tho rcgimentj whicb^ as I nntknitand it, 
will ppcclude Govemiuent from doing anything more or anything kas^ 
cTon should fchfl receipt of complete information hereafter prove that 
inore or leaa was required^ under fd.1 the circui]i9taiicce> I doubt thaib 
there is any sach object. 

In each of the oases of 19th and 34th Native Infantry, in which 
the Govomor-Geneial himself initiated directly the meiwuircs taken, a 
Court of Inquiry sat and reported, and nU the fsicts were carefully 
ascertained aud considered* before any decisive step waa taken. This 
calm, just* coaaidenite^^ and dignified oonraep neither too hogty nor too 
dibtory* appears to mo to have had the best effects and to have been 
generally approved by sensible men. It ia o questioUp and a fair qiiea- 
tioiip whether In the (sise of the Slthp the Jerfiadar should have bneo; 
the only man selected for condign punishment by OourtrMartial and it 
is indeed my own opinionp that if the regiment had not been command^ 
(d by an incapable man, other chief crimiiuils in that bad corps would 
not have cftflipod positive pauiiiliincaL But the time ccenpied in 
inquiry hicilitAtcil any seleetion of the greateat criTninals. whose guilt 
was proveabb that it might have been desired to make, I am strongly 
inclined to recommend that the same course^ as fiir as possible^ be 
taken in the case of tho 7 th Oudh Regiment* 

11. The only dietlnction in this case is that tho Chief Commis- 
sdonor took tho initiative, and has fitunmarily disarmed the regitneiit. 
It was, I douhli notp quite right to do sOp hot that this has been done» 
fiaems to me to make it all tho less ncce^ary for Govemment to jmss 
any final order such oa that of djsbmdlng tho regirnent before it la in 
possession of ccmpbte information. The prompt stroke of the Chief 
Commissioner seems to mo to have done all the good that iminediate 
action Can do, and to Lave left ample time for full inveatigatlon. I 
think the dismissal of the bad men, with the trial by Coiirt'ilartial of 
a few of tho woiflt men a month hence, likely to have a better effect 
than a more general disbanding now, 

12. I evprcsa on opinion on tins subject with diSdence; but my 
ineliDation is to support Sir If, Lawrence by full ajipruvol of what hu 
has dune, to tell him tlmt Government awaits his recommciKhition 
regsiniiiig the regimen t, and the reports of the militiLry n.iithoritio^ 
ti|>cn the affair i and to inBlriict hinij if he has not anliciinUcd the

I have no doubt that OTontiiftlly it will 1 m necessary to dkniuH 
from the aervieo the grcnUir portion nf the Xativo oBienrH and soldiem 
of thia regimant. I can scarcely think it possible that under any cLr- 
cuiustancea a rogiment, which lias 1>ien naamhed agaiikfit by other 
troops and diaarmnd fur mutinaiis conduct, can he retained in th$ 
Ecrvice of Govennuent, I agr£ja in thinking that feiich of the Native 
ofheera and sddicn? as arc disimssed should be di^niisscd finally, and 
that none ^otild be disoiissed upon oondition, that if foand giiiJtloBap 
they ahall be re-cnlbited The riogleadoni, and flomo of those who 
have taken the most active part in the mo tiny, should be tried and 
punished. I do not iindeistaiid that it iifl proposed to di^isa the ring¬ 
leaders without pnnisbnicnt. I am inclined to think that it wilt bo 
better to obtain a further and more coinploto report before pELssing final 
ordcra. Indeed, os Sir IL Lawrence docs not aak for the sanction of

Mr. Couper*s lett^ was written on the 4th, the day on which the 
troops returned to Lucknow, after tho disaimmg of the 7th Eogimeot on 
the eveniug of the 3nJ, It seems to have Isocn writt-on merely for in* 
formatioUp and not for orders.

m the dmely conwnenmnieut of the neceasoQ^ epemtion^, and the great 
shill and uu Li ring personal activity wldcli he oi bill ted in earning 
them into effect. All mnka jwa^^esseil »uch nonhdeuce in his jiiilgmcnt 
and bis fertility of reecjurce, that the news of Iik fall was racaiveii 
threnglieuli lho gurrisoii wkh feelings of constematiijn only second 
to the grief which was inspired ia tlis liearLa of all by the losa of a 
Public Benefactor and a warm PeirBonfil Friend. Feel lug os keenly 
and aa gratefully os I do the ohligtttioiLa that the whule. of iia arc under 
to this groat mid good tnaEip I trust the Gavernim^ut nf India will 
piii'don nia for having att*5mpted> however iiuperfcctljj to puurtray 
ibcus. In him every goodjiiid des&rvliig finldier lost a fricud tiud a 
Chief capable of diHcnnuunLingp and ever ou the aletfc to reward merits 
no matLcr how humble tliu sphere in which it wans exbibitLd.

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tbo death of that able and reapectod officer, Major Babki9> the Officlat- 
ing Chief Coiiitm.^ioner, who tfeceired a htiUet ihrough hii head wtilfl 
examinliig a cntical ontpo^t on the 2!lstj Jplyi mid died ■ttitliodt a groatii 
The descriptioa of oar posltiop* luid the state of ouf defooces 
when the sioga begma. are ^ fully set forth in tho tuicorupanjing m^mo- 
jtmdnin* fumiahed by the Carrison Engineer, that I ahall content inj% 
with bringing le the notieo of Hie I^rdahip lu Connell tJio faet 
that when the blockade was canmaenoodt only two of our balterica were 
csompleted, part of the dcfoiiGes wore yet in an imfiaishod condition and 
the buildings in the immediate vkmity* which gavo cover to Lho enemy, 
were only very partially ckarefi away, lodeodp onr heavieefc loa&ea have 
been cansed by the fire from the oueiny's sharpshooters stationed in 
the adjoining niosj^iiei? and htiUReg of the ISative Xobility, the necessity 
of destroying which had been rcperitHdly drawn to tho attention of Sir 
He nrj' by the Staff of EngineenL Bii t his in variable reply woa:—^'Bparo 
tho holy places and private property too os far an poarible'^; fmd we 
have conae<iucTitly euffored severely from our very tenderneaa to tho 
religions prejudices and respect to the right of our rebelUous citizens 
and sqlJieTy. As soon as tho enemy bad thoroughly eompletod the in* 
veaLment of tho Rcridency, they occtipicd these houses* some of which 
were within easy pistol shot of our barricadea. in iuiiuense force* and ra* 
pidly made loopholes on ihosa siiles which bore on oar post, from whluh 
they kept up a terriRo and ineesaant fire day and night,, which caused 
many daily casualtieSH as there could not have been leas than S,0Q0 meitp 
firing at oho time into onr position, Morcovcjp there was no place in 
tho whole of our works that could be considered pafot for Rovcrel of tho 
fiick and wounded who w'ero lying in tho Bonquetting ELdlj which had 
been tnmed into an hospital, were killed iti the very centre of tho 
builiiirig, and tho widow of Lieu tenant Dorin and other women anil 
childran were shot dead in rooms into which it bad nob boeu proviously 
deemed poKsible that a bnllet could penetrate. Koitbor were the enemy 
idlo in erecting battorioft They fmon had frcni 20 to £5 guns in posi¬ 
tion, some of them of veiy large calibre* These were planted all rcunil 
oar post at flmall distancoa, some being netuuily within fifty ynrda of onr 
defeuceSp but in places where our own heaTj" gnusi could ant reply Ici 
them* while the parsevomneo and ingenuity of the enemy in erecting 
barricades in front of mid around their guns in a vniy" short time, 
Tendered all attempts to silence Lhom by raiiakctry ontirtily unavuiling.

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Neither could they bo eHflctually sileticed by oholU, by reason of their 
ettremo prarimlty to our poaition, untj becauee, morflover, the enemy 
hfid leeoume to digging very iibitow treuckee, about eight feet in depth 
in rear of each gun, m which the nien lay while our sheEla wore flying, 
and which so eflTectuaUj cOnceaJed them, even while working the grrn, 
that our baffled sharpshooters could only see their hniids while in the 
act of loading; 

The enemy contented tbflroselves with keeping up this ineOfsaiit 
lire of cannon and musketry until the SOth July* on which day, at 
10 A.M.^ they oaeeinhlefl in very great force all amuTid our position, and 
Biploded n heavy niine iueide our outer line of delencos at the Water 
Cate, The mine, however, which wew close to the Redun and appar¬ 
ently sprung with the intention ofdeBlroymg that battery, did no harm. 
But as sotm as the smoko bad cleared awny, the enemy boldly advanced 
under cover of a tremendoua fire of cannon and musketry, with tha 
object of atormiog the Retlaiu But they were received with such a 
heavy fire that after n short atruggle they fell back with much low. 
A strong column advanced at the same time to attack Innea’s post, and 
caeufl on to within ten yards of the poliaadcs, affording to Lieutenant 
Loughnaa, I3th Native InfaTitry, who commanded the position, and his 
brave garriann. csomposed of gentlemen of the Uncovemiitod Bervico, a 
few of Iler MajoatyB 32nd Ftwt and of the I3tb Native Iijfuntry.nn op- 
portanity of distiuguiehing thcmselveB, which they wore not slow to avail 
themselves of, and the enemy wore driven bock with great slnughtcr. 
The insuigonta made minor attacks at almost every outpost, but werein- 
variahly defeated, and at 2 r.sL. they ceased their attempts to atorni tho 
placo^ although thdr musketry fire and cannonading continmed toharasa 
ns nnesaaiiigly as usual. Matters proceeded in this mnnnor until tbo 
10th August, when the snemy mode another assault, having previonaly 
apmng a minu close to the Brigade Mess, which entirely destroyed 
our defoncea for the spaoo of twenty fact, and blew in a great pftrtion of 
the outaide wall of dm house occupied by Mr. Schiliiog's garrison. On 
the dust clearing away, a breach appeared, through which a regiment 
could have advanced in perfect order, and a few of the enemy caraa on 
with the utmost detormiuation, but were met with such a withering 
flank Arc of inuAkotry from the officere and men holding the top of the 
Brigade Mesa, that they beat a speedy retreat, leaving the more adven- 
turnns of their Dombers lying on the crest of the breach. While this 
operation was going on, another large body advanced on the Cawnpore 
Battery, and succeeded in locating themiarlvea for a few minutes in the 
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diteb. They were, however, dislodged by hand grenades, At Captain 
Andereon’s post they also came boldly forw ard with scaling kddere 
which they planted against the wall; but here, as elsewhere, they were 
met with the most indomitable reflolutinn, and the leadore being slain 
the rest fled, leaving the laddeia, and relrcated to thoir batteries and 
iDoptioled defences, from whence they tept np, for the rest of the day, 
bh nnudoally heavy cannonade and miiaketrj' fire. On the ISth 
Augnst, the enemy sprung another mine in front of tho Sihh lines with 
very- fiitol effect. Captain Ore (unattached), laeutenanta Uecham and 
Soppitt. who commanded the snudl body of drummers composing the 
garrijwn, ware blown into the air; but providentially retired to earth 
with no further injiiiy than a severe ehnkiiig. The garrison, however, 
were not so fortunate, No lets than cloven men wore buried alive 
under the ruins, from whence it was icupossibla to mttricate them, 
owing to the LrcraBiideua firo tept up by the enemy from lionsca 
situated not ten yards in front of tho breach. The eaplostoii was fol¬ 
lowed by a general aspault of a less dotemiued natnre than the two 
former efforts, and the enemy were oansequontly repulsed without 
much difficulty. But they succecdsd, under cover of the broach, in 
establlsbjri g themselves in one of the houses in otir poatliott, from 
which they were driven in tho evening by the bayonets of Her 
MajcBtj 's 32nd and Sith Foot On the Bth September tho enemy made 
their lost serious assault. Having exploded a largo mine, a few feet 
short of the bBstion of the la-pounder guo, in Major Apthorps posi^ 
they advancad with large heavy scaling laddcre, w hich they planted 
against the wall and mtumtod, tboreby gaining for an instant the 
embrasure of a gun. They were, however, speedily driven back with 
loss by band grenades and mufiketry, A few nunutes subsequently 
they sprung another mioa close to the Brigade and advanced 

boldly; but soon the corpses utrewed in the garden in lirent of the post 
bore testimony to the fatal accuracy of the rifle and mnsketry fire of 
the gftUant membore of that garrison, and tho enemy fled ignominioua- 
ly, leaving their leader—a fine-looking old Native uSoar—among tha 
alain. At other posts they made aimtkr attacks, but with loss re- 
aolutlon, and everywhere with the same want of suceoss. Their loss 
upon this day must have been very baavy, os they earoc on with much 
detorminatioo, and at night they were seen bearing large numbers of 
their killed and wounded over the bridges in the directian of can¬ 
tonments. The above is a faint attempt at a description of the four 
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gTi?M fltrugglea whicli Lflve oeciimd dun^g iMa protmctdd season of 
€JtcrtioDy exposure, and suffering. His IxirdsBp in CiJimeil \it 11 psr- 
deii?e that tbd snepiy Itiirarijiiyiy nomm^noed his attfto’fea by the expio* 
fiion of a mme, a spedoa of offonsivo warfare, for the exorcise of Tvhich 
our podtioo was unfortuimtoly p&C!iiliarlj sltijatcd^ and hncj lb nob 
beGTi {oT tho moab untiring rigiUnee on our part^ in watcbiug 
BJiii blowing up tbeir raioea before they wero completed, the 
o^aults would probably have boon mucli tnora ikumetous, and 
perhaps, Imvo ended m the capture of the place. But by counber- 
mining in all dlreotions, wo flnccccded in dutoctiug and deaLrey-. 
ing no less than four of the enemysubbermneoua advances towards 
important poaitiens?, two of which opGrritione were emineatly aucee^fhl, 
as on one oct^ioa nofc leaa than eighty of them were blown into the 
nir, and twenty suffered a similar fate on the second exploeion. Tbo 
labour, however, which devolved upon us in making these counter-rninea. 
in the absonco c^f a body of skilled mmom, was vei^' heavy. The Right 
Honble the Govemor-Oenoral in Council will fbol that it would ba 
impossible to crowd, within fcho limits of a despatch, even the jnin- 
dpal events, mnoh more tbo indiridunl acts of gallnntr^- which bavo 
marked this protracted atruggle, But I mn CDnacientioasIy declare my 
eanvietJOD that few trooi^s bav'e ever undergone groater barthilii^^ 
exposed as they have boon to a iiavor ceasing musketry firo and 
cnanonAde. Tboj have also oxperionced thu al ternate vimssitudea of 
eitrcms wot and of intense hofl-t, and that ton with very inenfficient 
ftbolter from eitherp and m many places witbant any shelt'Or at alb In 
ndJitioEi to having hail to repd ronl attacks, they have beeir exposed 
night and day to the hardly lees barasslug fuJ.flo alarms which the enemy 
have been coEustantly raisiiig. The insurgents have frequently fired very 
heavily, sounded the advniicc* and abouted for aeveml hours togeiber, 
though not a man could be secoj with the view, of couTse, of barasdng 
cur Binall and exbauated fotee, iu wMob object tboy succeeded, for 
no part baa been alrong enough to sillow of a portion only of the 
garrison bebg prepared in tha event of a fnlse attack being turned 
into a roEil one, Ab therefore hEid to stand to their nmiSpand to 
remain at their |>05tB until the demonstration had ceased; and such 
attacks were of almost nigtily occurrence. Tho whole of the oOicci^ 
and men have been on duty night nod daVi during the eigbty-aoven 
dnj’g which the siege had lasted up Lo the arrival of Sir J, Ontmm^ 
Itt addition to ihk incessant military duty^ the forea has 
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betn Bigbtly employpd iu repairing deftness, in moving gam, in 
bniying dead luikiiflJs, in conv Laying mnmuoititiTi and commissariat 
fltciiiofii Itdiil OI 1 & placo to onotbeTi and in otii cr fkfciguo d ii tics ton inmi'' 
crous ftnd too trivial to etmmomto here. I fad, hoa^over, that any words 
of mme will Ciil to convoy any tideninato idea of wbat oai: iatiguo and 
Uboui- Lave bom—Libonra m which all rants and all daaaes. dviliana, 
ofScerSr and Botdiem, have all borne Jin equally nobk part. Ail hnvs 
togetiior descended into the niino, nil have together handled the shovel 
for the internieut of the putrid bullock^ and nil nccoutred with mnsket 
and bayonet have relieveri each other on SBn\iT}\ wltbout regard to 
the dfetinctionH of rank, oiTil or military. JCoLiviLtmtanding all these 
hardships, the garrison has made no lesa than five sortieaj in which 
they spiked two of the ent-iny's heaviest gnns, and blow np several 
of the hoii$)oa from which they bad kept \ip their miiat haimisidg fire. 
Onnng to the oxtroma paucity of onr numbers, each man waa tanghfe 
to feel that on his own individual efibrte alone depended in no small 
measure the safety of the entire position. Thb cflitacioimneaa incited 
every officer, soldier and mnuj to.d&fend the post assigned to him with 
such desperate tenacity, amd to fight for the lives which ProviJonce 
had oatnifited to his cure with Bttch dauntlosa detcmilcationp that the 
oncmy% despite their constant attacks, their heavy minesj tiheir over- 
whelming mimhers, and their mcessaut fire could never succeed in 
gaining one flinglo inch of gronud within the boumla of thifl straggling 
position* which ivos so feebly fortified, that had they once obtained a 
footiug in any of the outposts, the whole place must inevitably have 
fallen. 

If further proof be wanting of the desparato natnra of the struggle 
which we have, under God's bles^^iog, so long and so successfully waged, 
I would point to the rcofleea and ruined hensea, to the crumbled walK 
to the nspleded mines, to the open breaches, to the shattered and dis¬ 
abled guns and defences, and lastly, to the long and mcbncboly Iht 
of the brave and devoted cfiiccrs and men who have fallen^ Thesg 
silenl witnesses bear ^d and solemn testimoiiy to the way in which 
thiB feeble position has been defendodl. During the early part of these 
vicisaitudesj wc vrere left without any infonmdon whatever rogarding 
the posture of aSkirs entside. A n oecflaional spy did indc^ come in 
with the o bject of inducing our se poys o nJ Bervga tft tp ^ but tho 

intclligOQCO derived from such aouiccs w of course, entirely nntrust' 
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worthy. Wo aenfc onr Tueasengura daily calllag for aid and aaking for 
informal ion, nono of whom srer returned until tho 30 th day of tho 
siege, when a ptsnaioner named Ungtid came hack wdth a letter from 
Genera] Havelocli’a Camp, informing na that they ware advancing witli 
a force anfflcient to bear down all opposition, and would be with ns in 
five or all days. A meaaengM wna immediiibely despatched, requesting 
that on the evening of their arrival on the ontakirts of the city, two 
rockets might be sent up in order that we might take the ueceosary 
meaaurea for osaUtiog them while forcing their way im The sixth day 
expired, and they came not ^ but for many evenings afl^er ofbeers 
and men watched for the ascensian of the expected rockets with hopes 
stich aa make the heart sick. Wo know not then, nor did W'e learn 
until the 29th August—or thirty-five days kter—that tha reliuring 
forco of ter having fought mOHl tiohly to effect our deliverance, had beoo 
obliged to fall bock for reinfoTcejneate, and this was tho lost communi- 
cati'jn we received until two days before the arrival of Sir Jamas Ou tram 
on the S5th September, 

Besides heavy viritatious of cholera and smallpox, we have also 
had to contend against a sickness which has nlmast universally pervaded 
the gsmson, Gamnicncing with a very painful eruption it has merged 
into a low fever, combined with diarrhcea; and aUhoiigh few or no 
msu have aAtually died from its effects, it leaves behind a w'eaknesa 
and lassitude which in the absenese of oM material sustenance, save 
coarse boef and fitill ccarHer floor, none have been able entirely to get 
over. The mortality among the women and children, end especially 
among the latter, from these dUeaaes and from other causes, baa been 
perhaps the most painful chaincterwitic of the siege. The want of 
native aervonla has also beon a source of much privation. Owing to 
theaijddetiDCfiB with which we were besieged, many of these people who 
might perhaps have otherwise proved faithful to their employers, bub 
who were outside the dofoncea at the time, were altogether excluded. 
Very many more deserted, and several famiiiea were ennaeqiiently loft 
without the services of a aingla damesftie. Several ladl^ have bad 
to tend their children, and even to wesh their own clothes, «s well as 
to cook their ficonty meals ,entlrely unaiJed. Combined with tho 
abacnee of eervanta, the want of proper acecminodatiau hnn probably 
been the causa of much of the diaenw with which wq have been 
nfllictcd I cannot refrain from bringing to tho promment notice of 
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Hi» Lord^liip in Council tbo patient endurance and the Chmtmti 

reaignation whkh have been evinced by tbe women of this gamsoiu

afforded mo the most invalnablo old; be was indeed indeffitignble; 
Major Anderson, tho Chief Engineer, though from the commoueeinenb 
of the siege, incapable of physicol esertion from the effects of the 
dbonse under which he evantmdly «mk. merited my worm acknow edg- 
ments for hU able eounflel; Captain Simons. Commandant of Artilleiy, 
dkticguishcil himself nt Chiubnt. whore he received tho two woundj 
which ended in his death ; Lieutenants Shepherd and Arthur, j th 
Light CavalTy. who were killed at their posts ^ Captain Hughes, 57th 
Native Infantry, who was inortolly wounded at the capture of n house 
which formed one of the enemy’s outposts; Captain McCabe, of the 32iid 
Foot, who was killed iit the head of bis men while loading his fourth 
sortie as well os Captain Manalield, of tho same corps, who died of 
cbolera-were all officers who had distinguiahed themaelves highly, 
Mr Lucas, too, a gentloman volunteer, and Mr, Boyson, of tho Un- 
covcnanled Sorvice—who fell when on the look-out at one of the most 
pcriliius ontpoata—hud earned theuiEclves ruputationa for ooolness and 
gallflntryi

Cnlonel 
l^ostor eommunded tho critical and important po.t of the Briga^fa 
Mess on cither awle of which was an open breach, only ilaated by 
hn, handful of rihemen and musketeero. Lieutenant Aitken, with the 
whole of the 13th Native Infatitry, which lemaioed to us with tho 
oicepUon of their Sikha. oimmaiitled the Bailies Guard-perhaps thn 
most important p«ntbu in the whole of tho defonces; aud lieutenant 
Latigmore, with the remnant of hia regiment (the Tbt), held a very 
potion between the hnapital and tbo ITater Gate. Thfa 
^Ihmt and d^erving yon„g soldier and his men were untircly without 
shelter from the weather, both by night imd-by day.

Snrgoon Oreenhow; AsaiBlant Surgeon Darby; and by Mr. Apothecary 
Thompson, in the disohaige of their onerous uad moat important 
duties. 

hlci^ra. Thornhill and Capper, of the Civil Surtiee. have been both 
wounded, and tlie way m which they, as well ns Mr. Mskrtin. tho 
Deputy CoromiBsitrocr of Lucknow, conducted themselves, cntliles them 
to a place In this deapivtch. Captain Camegip, the S^iecLal Assistant 
Comnnswiouer, whose invulLiablo sarvices provioiia to the cotnnicnevnient 
of the aiego 1 have frerpiently heard warmly dilated upon, both by 
Sir H. Lawrence and by Major Banks, and ivlioae evertiona wilt 
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probnbly be more amply brought to notice by the civil authorities on 
some fiiture occasion, haa ecmducted the oEBce of Provost Mtusbal to 
my BatiefiictioD, The RoToreud Mr. Harris and the Beveroad Mr. 
Polehaiapton. AasUtaiit Cbaplnlus, vied with each other in their 
untiring care and attention to the suffering men. The latter gentle, 
man was wounded in the hospiud, and auhseqiiently unhappily died nf 
cholom. Mr, McCrae, of tho Civil Enginoers, did excellent service at 
the gnus, until he was Bflverely wounded. Mr. CftmeroD, also, a 
gentleman who hod come to Oiidh to eaquiro into the lEeourecB of the 
country. Qoqnired tho whole mj-atory of mortar practice, and ^ of the 
most sigml Bor^'ice until incapacitated by aicknes. Mr. Marshall of 
the Road Department, and other tnonibera of the Uncovenauted Ser\uce, 
whose nfimea will, on a snbooquent occasioii. be laid before the Govern.' 
ment of India, condtjotod thomeelvce bravely and atoadJly, Indeed 
tho ontire body of theso gentlomen have homo tlieraselveB well, and 
have evinced great coolness under 6re. 

1 hrtve now only to bring to tho notice of the Right Honblo tho 
Govcreo^Gancral in Coun.H the conduct of the several otBcem who 
composed my staff :-Lieutonant Jatnes, Sub-Assistant CommisBaiy. 
Goneml, w,*s severely wounded by a sbol through the fcuc^ Chinhut 

notsvitkHtandmg which he refused to go upon the sick list, and- 

on hU most tiying duties tbrongbout the entire siege. It is not life 
much to say Hint the garrison owe their lives to the oaerUona and fir^ 
iieas of this officer. Before the struggle commenced, lie was ever in 
llio eaddlo. getting in Buppliw, and hit untiring vigdaDco in their dis- 
trihntion after onr difficulties had begun, prevented a wsste which 
otherwise, long before the oxpinitioi, of the eigbtj-sevcn days, might 
have iinniiiilated the force by the slow process of starvation. 

Captoin WDmii, ISth Native Infantiy,Officiating Deputy Assistant 
Adjutant-General, was everto be found where shot was %tog thickest, 
and lam at a loaato decide whether hie services were moat invahiable 
owing to tho untiring physical endumnee and bravery which he display, 
ed. or to hie ever-ready and pertinent counsel and advice in momento of 
difficully nnd danger. 

Lieutenant Hanlingc-on officer whose aehkvementa and anteeo- 

dents are wdl-known to the Govornmmt of luiim-hns earned freah 
ffliircls hy hia conduct throughout the siege. He was offickiing aa 
Deputy Asrialact Quartermaster-General and also commandod tlio 
SM F'rtion of Ihc cavnln- of the garrkon. In both capacitica his 
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been in valuable^ e^pcHiially in tbe latter, for It was owing 
alone to his tact, vigilancep and braveiji that tfie Sikh hoi^mon wore 
induced to persevere in balding i\ very unprotoctod poat under a heavy 

fire* 

Lientenant Barwell, 71sfc Native InJbnt^p the Fort Adjwtaiit and 
OfficiaLing Major of Brigade, baa proved himself to bo lui cRioient officer. 

LientenEtntBircb.oftbeTlat Native InfanLrj', has been my Aide-de- 
Camp throughout the riege, I firmly believe there never was a hebter 
Aide-do-CaTnp. Ho has been mrkfatTgabloi and ever ready T.o lead 
a sortie^ or to convoy an order to a tlutiateiied outpojsfc under tho 
heaviest fire. On one of thc&o occasions ho received a slight wound on 
the head. I beg to faring the services of this moBt promiging and 
intdiigentjoung officer to the favorable conBideration of Lord^ 
in Coimcil. 

I onl also much indebted to Air. Couper, O. S., for the assigtauee he 
has on muny occadoos afforded ma by hia judicious advice. 1 have 
moreover ever found him mogt ready and willing in the porfonnanca of 
the military dniios assigned to him, however eicpoged the post or nnluoas 
tho undertaking. He commenced his career in Her MaJesty^s Service, 
and consequently had had somoproviong oicperieuce of military matters. 
If the road to Cavvnporo hiwl been made doar by the advent of our 
tmopg, it wag my intentlctt to have deputed this officer to Cakutta 
to detail in person the oconrratices which have taken place, for the 
information of tho Govcmmetit of India. I atiU hope that when our 
communicaiions shall be once more unoppoaedj he may bo summoned to 
Calcutta for this purpogo. 

Laetly, I have the pleaBure of bringing the splendid behaviour of 
the soldiisrfl, vir.p the men of Her Majesty's 32nd Foot, the small detach- 
tnenfc of Her Majesty's 84th Foot, the Eiiropenn and Nativo Artillery, 
the 13th, 48Lh and 7lflt Begimenta Native Infantry* and the Sikhs of 
the resjjective corps^ to the notice of the Government of India. Tho 
losses austnmed by Her Majesty's 32i;id, whidi ia now barely 300 strong* 
by Her Mnjcat/e 84th and by the European Artilleiyv show at least 
that they knew bow to die in the cause of their countrymen. Tbeit 
conduct under tho fire, the exposure, and the privations which they have 
had to undergo, has been throughaub most admirable anti praise- 
worthy. 

As another instance of the dt^^tpemte clmracter of our defence ami 
Iho difficulbies we liave had to contend with/I may mention that t bo 
number of our artillery men go reduced that on tho occfusion of an 
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attack, the gniHierB-aidedaalboy were by mcc i>f HerMajMjy’e 32ij(l 
Ftiot and by volunteers of all clae«», had to ran from one battoiy to 
anothev wherever the Hre nf the euemy was hottest, there not being nearly 
enougb men to serve hiUf the number of guna at the flame time. In short, 
at liwt, the number of European giinnora was only t^venty-four, whilo 
We had, includiBg mortnra. no less than thirty guns m poaition. " 

With respect to tho Native troops I'am of opinion that their 
loyalty has navor boeu suipiiBstid They were iudifforeatly fed and 
wocie housed. They were espogsd-especially the 13th Eegiiqent— 
under the gallnul Ideutcnimt Aitken, to a most grilling Bre qf round 
shot and lanekotry, which mateimlly decreased their numbers. They 
were bo near the enomy that couvcrsaliOTi could be carried on L-tween 
them jand every effort, persunsdon, promise, and threat mia altermitely 
rosorteil to, in vain, to seduce them ftom their alJegimice to the har>d/..| of 
Luropeans, who, in ail probability, would have been sacrificed by their 
d^rtioii. All the troops behaved nobly, and the names rf those men 
of the Native force who have particoIarly distinguished themselves, 
have been laid before Major General Sir James Outraui*, QCB who 
^ promi.^ to promote them. Those of the European force will bo 
^Buntted n. duo coumo for the oidcra of His Bojal Hiuhness tho

months, and he ha? been rehictantty obliged to defer therefore so long 
tbo expreasion of the Bontiments ho wiia desirous to offer. 

But the Major-General, having at length received Brigadier Ingliaf 
reports, k rdievad from Lho necesaily of further aileneo and be 
hoHtons to tender to tho Brigadier, and to every individual member 
of tho garrison, the assumnoa of his confidence that tbeir services 
will be regarded by tho Oovemmaut under which they are immediatoly 
ficr^'ing, by the British nation, and by Her Gracious Majesty, with 
ecinal odminvtion to that irich which lie Is himself impressed. 

The Miijor-Gcnend beliavcs that the annals of warfare contain

The term " illustrioua” wo? well and happily applied, by a former 
Governor-General of India, to the garrison of Jollolabad ; but some far 
more budatory epithet, if such tbc Euglisb bngti age col tain?, b due 
the Uajor-Genoral considers, to the brave men whom Brfgcwlier Tnglis 
has commanded, with uudeviatiug auccesa and untarnlahod honour, 
through the late momorablc siege; for while the devoted baud of beroeg 
who BO nobly maintained the honour of their country's arms under Sir 
E. Sale were Beldnni exposed to actual attack, the Lucknow garrison 
of inferior strength, have, m wldiuon to a series of fierco asaaulto 
gallantly and successfully rcpulsof], been for three months exposed 
to a nearly ince^iant fire from strong and comninnciing positions, held 
by an enemy of overwhelming force, poBseaaing powerful artillery 
having ut their command Lho whole resources of what was but 

receully a kingdom, and animated by an iusaue and bloodthirsty 
fLibuliicism. ^ 

ItisascnrceefheartftltsarisfEiction to the Major-General to he 
able, to a certain extent, to confer on the Native portion of the garrison 
on mstolmeut of those rewowJa which their gidlaut and grateful com- 
maodcr has cought for thorn, and which be ia very certain the Goveraor. 
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Ge£i{^nil will beatow in full J iind thongb tbe Hajtit^Genenil, aa regnrd^ 
tbe European portion of th& garrison, cannot do more than give his 
moat ciMTinat and honrty support to tho rL-GomTnnndniaonfl of the Briga* 
dier, he feels aflsnred that the Govenior-Geiieral of India will fully and 
public!}^ Tnmiifeat hia appreciation of their distinguishc^d services^ and 
that our beloved Sovereign will herself detgn to convey to them feooio 
gracious eifpression of mynl approbatiDn of their conduct. 

Brigadier Inglis has borne generous teatimony to the bravetyp 
Vigilance^ devotednesSj and good conduct of all ranks; and to all 
ranks, ns the local reproBentative of the British IndiiiQ Oovemment* 
the Major-OenemI tendom Ms warmest acknowledgments. He would 
^it{n offer his apneijil congratulations and thanks to the European and 
Eurasian j*ottioii of the garrison whom Brigadier Inglis ha^ parti- 
<niljLrly noticed; but by doing so ho wonld forestnll the Governor- 
General m tho o^ercLHO oE what the MaJor-Gen@rsJ is assured will bo

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There does not stnsjid recorded in the (tciflals of wet an achidv^ement 
more trnly heroic than the defence of Lbe Kesid£^iic?y at Lucknow Jo-

That defence has not only called forth nil the energy tmd daring 
whieh hobng to Engliahmoo in the hour of active conflict; hut it has 
exhibited, cdintiyuonal}% and m the highest degreOj that noble and sns- 
taincfJ courage which enoraioua odda and foorful dis^:vJvantage^ 

againat hope deferred, and tbrough unceagiDg toil and wcew of body and 
mind, still holda on day after day and trinmpba. 

The heavy gtins of the nmnilaiits^p posted, almost Ln aecurity, within 
fifty yards of the entrenchments,—BO near indeed that the soUcitationaj 
and threats, and taunts which the rebels nddreased to the Native 
defenders of the gnrmon ware easily heard by those true-hearted men ; 
the fire of the enemy s mnaketry, so flenrehing that it pcoetmted the 
innermost retreat of the womon and childronp and of the wopiideiii 
thoir desperate attempts, repeatedly made, to force an entry after blowing 
in the defences; the perpetind mining of the works; the weary night 
watching for the expected signal of relief; and the steady wnslia of 
preciniiB lives until the number of Englbh gunners was reduced below 
that of the guns to be worked;—all these constitute features in a 
history w'hicb tho foliow-ctountrymen of the horotis of Lucknow will 
read with swelling hearts, and which will endure for ever ag a lesson 
to those who shall hopo, by treacheiy^ numbers, or boldnesa in their 
trcasoti, to oYciUome the indomitable spirit of Englishmen* 

A complete list of the bravo men who have fid Ion hna not yet 
reached the Govemor-Goneml in Gouncll; but the numea mentioned La 
Brigadier IngllB^s report afL% in themselvea, a long and sad one* 

Amongst those who hnyc nobly pci-Lfhcd in this protracted struggle. 
Sir Honry Law^rence will occupy the first place in the tboughta of his 
fcllow-countryTiiEn, The Governor-General in Council has nlresidy given 
eipressuon to tho deep sorrow with which ho motima the loss of that 
distinguished man- But the same of Sir Henry Lawrence can never 
rise up without calling forth a tribute of honour and admiration from all 
who knew him* 

The Quvernor-Geueral iu Council has idso to deplore the loss of 
Major Banks, an officer high in the confidence of tho Governmont of 
Indlu^ and w'ho, with the full approval of the Governor-Qoueral in

braTery nttracted ticatteDtioodfSiif Henry Lnwence on that oecaaioiLi 
of Captain Fniticb^ who was also cepocmlly natked by Sit Honi-y 
Lawronce for his gallant conduct while in command! of the Mncbhee 
Bhowun^ of CnpUin Fnlten, of Lhe Engineers, whose iuJefatigable 
ciertiona ere Lhankfiillj recorded by Brigadier Inglk; of Major 
Anderson, the Chief Engineer, who, contending egaiost deadly skknesg, 
did not cease to give his Yidoablo aid to hia Commander; of Captain 
Simons, Artillery, mortally wounded at Chinhut; of Lioutrenanta 
Shepherd and Arthur, Tlh Light Cavaliy, killed at thoir posts; of Captain 
JlcCnbe, Tier Maje 3 Lj*s 32 nd^ who fell while lending h.hi fourth sortie i ot 
Guptfiin Mansfield, of the Barae corps, who fell a victim to choleraK 

The Govemor-Genend in Council laments also to find in this 
melancholy ircord the namea of Mr. Lucesj a traveller in India, and of Mr. 
Boyson. These twogentleraou, acting iia volunteers, received charge of 
one of the most dangerous outposts, and held it at the coat of their Uvea* 
The good semccs of Her Majesty h 32iiJ Regimoat throughout 
this struggle have been reinarkable. 

To the watchful courage and sound judgment of its comraauder, 
Brigadier lnglL% ih& British Government owes a heavy debt of gmdtude; 
and Major LH:jwej Captain Bassano, Lieutenants Edmondatounc, Foster, 
Haruier, Lavvrenoe, 01 cry, Cooke, BrownOp and Charlton^ and Quarter- 
master Stribllng of this corpfij and Captaiii O'Erlen, of Her Mrtjeeby’a 
8-1 th Eegimeut, ore praised by their superior as having sevemlly distia- 
guishsd themselves. Of Lho 7th Light Cavalry Colousl Master, to 
whom was entruBted the comtaaiid of a moat exposed post.

lery ; Surgeon Campbelh Ttb Light Cavalry; Sutgoon Brydcn, Tlst 
Native InfsiJitry; Surgeon Ogilvio^ Sanitary Commiasioner; A^sfotant 
Sui^eon Fayrer; AgaiatJint Surgeon Fartridgci^ Snd Oudh Irregu- 
lara ; A^btaut Surgeons Green ho nud Darby, and of Mr ApotheoLry 
Thompon* are spoken of in high berms by Brigadier Inglta.

The officers of the Civil Service have not been betiiad their 
loilitory brethren id courage and zeal.

The officeta and men of Her Majestj'a regiments must receivo 
tbeii full measure of acknowledgment from a Higher Authority than 
that of the Govenior-Goiioral in Council j but it w‘ill be tho pleading 
duly of nie Lordwhip in Council to exprosa to Her Majesty's Govern* 
mentp and to the Hon bio Court of Directors of the Easb India 
Company, in the strongest terms, the recommendation of them to that 
favour for which Major-Geneml Sir James On tram so justly pleads. 

Meanwhile it ii a gnitihcation to the Governor-General in Council

It is known, however, that the success which has carried 
joy to so raany aching hearts hue been doudeJ by the death within tlin 
lost few days of one of the first eoldietu of India, Major-General Sir 
Hotiify Havelack.

Report of Defeneea of Meaiilencif, 

The outbreak at Meerut, and Delhi, and reports of general disaffec¬ 
tion among the sepoys cansed Sir Henry Lawrence to take immediate 
measurea for the defence of the place. Some time pravioualy he had 
selected the Muchee Bhowun as a site for our magaiine and stores, and 
judging it, from its very commanding poaition and the moral effect that 
the occupation of it would eierciso oirec the dty, he in the first mstaneo 
proceeded to strengthen it. The works were comiaenccd on the 17th 
May, and carried forward with unremitting energy hy Lieutenant 
Innes, under tho general direction nf Major Anderson, Chief Engineer, 
until the commencement of the siege. 

The defence of the Residency was also commenced, though at 
first it received a secondary ah are of attentioD, It was not till after 
tho mutiny in cautonmentB, (30th May), and tho Bubsequent mutinies 
of corps in the difltricts, that it became apparent that we should haTO 
probably to defend ouiselves against a oombined attack of mutineer 
and rebels from tho eouutry and city, Tho more door this became, 
the morn clearly the inadequacy of the Muchee Bhowun as a fortified 
position became apparent. It was also seen that, if the mutineers came 
on in great force, we had not sufiidcut hands to man both it and the 
Besidcncy ; and huFing ascertained, after full congideiifation, tho defects 
of the Mueboe Bhowun, both aa cegarda defensive meaBures, and shelter 
of troops and the large European comm unity, Sir Henry Lawrence made 
up bia mind to abandon it, on the investment of the city by the enemy. 

On this being decided {11th June), the defences of the Reaideney 
were proceeded with, with vigour. Prior to thb, the Chief Engineer 
wflfl doubtful aa to the extent of the forea he had to shelter within 
the lino of defences, or to man the works ; but now ho eould form a 
definite plan, and he lost no time in forming a connected line of 
defensive works round the buildings he thought it necessary to occupy. 

The Reaidency compound was first protflCted by a line of parapet 
nnd ditch Bcrosa it j a strong battery, since named tho " Redan," was 
coniitTucted in a corner of the garden, which fumtshed a command 
over the iron bridge. 

A hnbteiy (called tho “ Cawijpote,") was conetnictad at the opposite 
pi>iut of our position, enfilading the Cawnpore road, and was then 
designed chielly as a barrier to the approach of aiutlaeers &om 
Cawnpore. 
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Two oth&r wens partially coD^LrtiiCfcGil^ one bqtween 

Cqbbios' and OmmEiaDqy^K compounck^ thq other between the ikughber- 
bouse and sheep-pen; but neilhcr were renily at the commcnceineat of 
the and want of l&bonr prcvtuited their being coni pie tad after- 
wards. 

Heavy and light guna and morUre, more or loss protected by 
paTapetSp wqrE placed in variouB posltiona intermediate to the abore- 
inentioued principal batteries. Those posidoiiia are matted in the 
aniieied sketch, though of conrao vojriouB changes Dccnirod during the 
giygo- a gim or mortar having been freqnontlj required to bIIcucc an 
enemV^s battety, and withdrawn when the object wns accomplish cd 

Jtf, Gtibbius^ by means of labourers procured by hia subordliiatesp 
carried on the dofeocea of bis own cora|xuiuiJ; and the general line 
round our position whs con tin tied from battery to batteiy, and house to 
bouBCp by ubattk (iu |iitiea)p and by parupeLs and ditchea or stockades. 

Outside our line of works algo a great nmount of labour ivasrcquirerf, 
lila&sca of bnildinga extended to within a few feet of us, in nearly every 
direction^ and though some of them would net os traTer&i?s to us from 
the enemybatteries^ the majority were mosL undoubted souirco uf 
annoyance to us^ and it was nceoRSEiry to proceed with their removal jia 
vigorously as enr means permittEd. Sovcrtil tnosques, which occii^ 
pied positions commanding mh , ware left alone, much to our future 
injury; but I beUeve the roosoa that prevented their rcniOTal was a 
good one* aamolyi the danger of precipitating an outbreak before wo 
were prepared for it. But apart from thk, the domolitiou of private 
buildings was far from complete. The aBair of Chinhut brought ttio 
CDomy upon ufi earlierp 1 believe, thau was aTiticipated by any iiidiiidual 
of OUT force, and oiir command of labour having been limited, we had to 
close our gates with nothing in many places aeparaling ua from the 
besiegers but the width of the streets. The houi^es that remniued 
become nesta of rebels, and besides forming aecuie Btarting points for 
their mines, enabled them from under shelter to keep a deadly fire of 
musketry upon ms day and night; and it is to it, and not to round shot> 
that we have to attribute tho greater port of oiir casualties. The latter 
wag inflinly injurious la destroying the budding occupied by pur 
troops and camp-followers; and, though the loss of life, couBidcriDg the 
amount of battering they sustainedp was much losg than was to ba 
expected, ib was a cousbauti source of danger and aimoyaDce to tho 
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garrison, nnd the repnir of damnga entailed heavy labaitr on mca who. 
wero vrcahencd hy ospoaurG and want of rest- 

The enemy proceeded to inTeal the place immediately on theretnm 
of OUT force from Ohiohut on the 30th Juue. The Mucheo Bhowun wna 
still garrifioned by our troops, though tho tteasura and gifeater poraoM 
of the nmnitions and storca had been previously removed to the Besi- 
dency; and it now hecame an object of primary importance to withdraw 
the gmriaon without losa. A telegrophia message was communicated to 
lieutenant Innea, the engineer officer, to the effect that the powder in 
the ruagnrine, about 200 barrels, was to he used in blowing up tbe fort, 
and that the gnrriaori was to leave at midnight on the lat July. Thk 
order waa carried out with prefect success, nnd the garrison marched 
into our gates without the lose of n man. 

The garden buttery wag one of the first established by the enemy. 
It played on the guard-houge ab the Gawnpore battery, the battery 
itself. Brigade Mesa, Andereon's, and Judicial Commissioner’s. The 
combined fire of heavy guna aud musketry on the Cawnpore battery 
became an deadly, that our guns could not he served, and eventually it 
was thought oeceBsaiy to withdraw thorn aud to leave the position to 
be defended by musketry, nod to rcpiUr the pampela as fast as they 
wore dfltnaged by the enemy s round shot. 

At the beginning of the siege, tha S-inch howitzer which fell into 
the enemy's handa at Chiuhiit waa placed out of sight of our guna. 
on the opposite bank of the river, near the bridge-of-boats, and kept up 
a destructive fire on the Residency. It was by one of the shells from 
it that Sir Henry Lawrence wna killed. 

Batteries were also cstabliahed by the enemy on the road leading 
from tho iron bridge in front of Gubbins* house, tho Brigade Mess, 
and Post office, and at the Clock Tower, and all the buildinga wero 
Bioro or less damaged by them. A portion of the Residency was 
battered down, and six men were buried in tha ruins. Many of the 
boildlngn were reduced to fiuch a Btute aa to appear to be quite 
untenable, but the garrison continued to occupy nearly all j and though 
the dcfeaccB of the posts have been very mcich weakened by the 
continued and heavy fire, not a Biugle one has been abandoned; on 
the contrary, Bovcral buildings (Financial Commissioner’s, Sago’s, and 
lanes') have been occupied and strengthened atnee the commencement 
of the siege.

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eighty of the eaemj. The explosion wae followed by a Bortie to cover 
the demolition of the remainder of the bonBO nod one adjoining, 
which object wns effectually accomplished, and relieved ua from the 
destructive fire of many of the eneiny^s beat morhainen. I may luea- 
tion that several sorties were made cn other ocensiens, and with eijual 
B access. 

We had, on the arrival of the relieving force, fifteen galleries ready 
for couLtennming further operations of the enemy. Several, of tha 
enemy's galtcriea hava eince been discovered and destroyed. 

1 believe I have now noted every meaatire of importance, with 
reforence to tbo defence and attach of the place, on an engineering point 
of view, and it remains for me to odd the meams at our disposal for 
carrying on work. 

During the early part of tlio siege we bad working parties of ITec 
Uajesty's 3iud Regiment. On one work during the night I havo had 
forty-two men. The aoldiors, however, had thoir other duties to perform, 
thej' were esposed to rain, and were very ofton under arms, which pre¬ 
vented their having a proper amount of rest. They could therefora 
have little physical strength left to work in the trenches, and as the 
siege progresaed, their numerical strength became so mnch reduced, that 
it wafl necessary to give np European working jmrtieB almost entirely, 
and to depend on the sepoys. The latter came forward most williagly 
and 1 cannot speak too highly of the way in which they worked. They 
have also been of material assistanes lu our mining operailous- and a 
party of the 13th ?fattvo lufantiy—thanks to the good management of 
Lientenant Aitken—have constructed a battery for on IS-pounder, 
worked the gnn. and dug a shaft and gallery at their own ijost. 

There has been but one squad of European mioOns, eight men under 
Sergeant Day, all of whom have worked with the most unremitting zeal 
throughout, 

Aa regards general superintendence, the late Major Anderson, Chief 
Engineer, designed the defeucea of the Miichee Bhownn and RcBidcncy, 
and until gboitly before his death directed the construction of the various 
works and repairs. 

Liautottont Fulton become the Senior Engineer officer on the dciniae 
of Mnjor Audereon, on the 11th August. Ho had constructed the 
greater portion of the defences, powder magaziuoa, &c., and up to the 
day of bia death displayed the moat unieuiitting energy, in spite of bad 
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beaUli, in advancing oor work. In jHuticnlar be took a most aolire 
port in foiling the enemy'e attempts to destroy our advanced poets by 
mince, and the manner in wbicb he conducted the blasting operations 
daring oor flortiea invariAbly escited tbe admimtion of all who were 
present, oEBcers and men. 

In tbe perforroance of the aboTOnaenlioned, and engineering oper- 
pAions genernlly, ho received the most able and untiring support from 
'lieutenants Hutchinson, Inncs, and Tulloch, and the late LioutenanJi 
Eircb i and latterly, aince Lieutenant Fulton^s death, I have received 
much asaifltnncH from lieutenant Hay, AaEiatant Field Engineer* The 
active part I myaelf have taken in the Boperinten donee of works has 
been snudl, owing to my having suffered from cootinued ill-health. 

Finally, I heg to hring to the notice of the Brigadier the esoellsnt 
service perforroed by the late Hr. Casey, head Accountant to the Chief 
Engineer, who had been Sergeant-Major (rf sappers, and who wea re* 
commended by Major Anderaon for tho rank of Assistant Field Engineer; 
of the late Mr, Supervisor Borrett, Mr. Benle, Overseer j and Seigeant 
Byder, Ashton t Overseer—all of whom hove left families behind them.

The whule force with 
Nana is computed at seven infantry and one cavalry regiment and 
foLrteen guns. The writcra are respectable, and one a very oireful 
nmn, a pleader in the Judge's Court. The Benares guus ought to he 
sent up sbiiip, and no more delay. If they ^do oome down here we 
ought to giro & good account of them.

4. I therefiro iiQiiiforced the advanced gnanl under Lieutenant-

Captain RnaselI and Lieutenant Brown of tho Oiiinance Dapartinont 
are cicellent oflicers; tlie lutter has been of much sorvice to mo during 
die absence of an Engineer officer. Captain Hjt^lewooLl, thn Fort 
Adjutant, baa also been imwiC zcfdous and attentive, and \riih Captain 
Innes also of the luvalidA has bean of great aervica tu im». I also 
beg ptfirticulnrly to briug to notka three geiitkmen in nnoDvenanfeo i 
civil employ here, whom 1 have obiervel whilst Uerep and I think them 
deserving of tho greatest credit, %al, hardworking, intelligent men. 
Messrs, Thomas Falmcn, W. Glyun, and T. V. Sandys. I havo obtiuued 
iDudi valuable as&ktanioo and inkrinatioii from tlicae gontlemnn^ and they 
have all bjcn eserUng themselves with mneh success in getting us 
tnpplies and aheep. There aru also two Native here who have been 
loyal to us fniiu the first, and fit the first oftbred aasistonca in grain and 
money ^ they have promlseJ us much grain.

By the blessing of God I reenptured this place yesterday, and to¬ 
tally defeated Nana Sahib in person, taking more than siz guns, four of 
filegc calibre. 

The enemy were strongly posted behind a snceefiaion of villages, 
and obstinately disputed for 140 minutes every inch of the ground, but 
I was enabled by a flunk movcmcntl to my right to tum his left, and 
this gave ns the victory. The conduct of the troops was admirable. 

Kann Sahib had barbarously murdered all the captive women and 
children before the engagement. He has retired to Bithoor, and blew 
np this morning, on his retreat, the Cawnpore magiudne. He ia said to 
be strongly forti&ed. 

I have not been yet able to got in the return of killed and wounded, 
but estimate my loss at about aeventy, chiefly from the fire of gmpe.

I trust you 
will approve. My casualties on the 16th amounted to one hundred 
exactly, but many ate at their duty again.

10. 1 had previously ordered my Tolitntcer Cavalry to advontum 
a diarge on a more sulvanccd party of the enemy's hur?e^ nod I have the 
aaliisfactlon to report that they conditeted the luselvesi moat creditably; 
one of their number, Mr^ Carr, killed in the charge, 

11. But the final crisis approached. My artillery cattle wearied 
by tho length of the quudIi could not bring up the guns to my aariij* 
tonea, and the Ist Madras FusiLiena^ (Jlth, S4th and ISth Detachments, 
formtul in liuej were exposed to a heavy fire fiTiUi the £4-pouu.der on 
tho road. I was resolved this state of things should not Inst, so calling 
upon my men, who were lyupg down iu Uao, to limp on their feet, I 
directed nnether steady advaiiee. It was irroasstible. The enemy 
sent round shot into our ranks, nufcil wo were within three huudred 
yards, and ihen p^jured in gmpc with auth precedon and dctorminatioik 
os 1 have eeldoiu witnessed. But the 84th led by Major Sthimg and 
b_v tny Aido-dc-Camp, who had placed himself in their froiit, were not to 
be denied. TLcir tear showed tlio grouial atrewod with wounded^ hut 
oa they Btcadily mid silently canitj, then with a cUeer charged imU 
captured the linwieldy tn^phy of their valour*

Heports from the front assured ua that he had assembled 5,000 mcoi 
and placed 45 gims in podtioii for the defence of hb strougholcL Biife 
his followers have ainoa dbparsed, and I have taken possession of 
Bithoor without a shot 

14. I was joined by the steamer Sur^rumpoater this morning, 
which is now in easy commiimqal^on with me, 

15. I must reiterate my obligations to the Officers Comnmnding 
my detachments and batteries s tn Major Stevenson^ Mndms FiiadierBj 
Colonel Hamilton, the leader of my Highlanders, who bad his ho™ 
ahot; Major Stirling^ G4thp who b slightly wounded; Captain Currie, 

severEly—fear dongerDiiKjy—wounded {uince dt^ad)^ Captain 
Maude^ Artiltery ^ Captaiu Braver, Coniinanding the Regiment of 
Ferozeporc; and Captain Barrow^ Commanding my email hmiy of horse. 
Lieutenaut-Colouel TytleFa zeal ajiil gaUautiy have been beyond all 
praise. 

It was my desire to have offered my thanks in like terms to Caph 
tain Beatiion^ Deputy Assistant Adjutant-General, But I can now 
only record my opinion over bb grave. He was aUaeked by cholera 
on the morning of this fight, and though he did his duty throughout ifi 
and bivouacked with the troops^ he sunk in three days under the viq^ 
lenee of hb disorder. Lieutenant Mooreora, Heritajestys 53nd Lights 
Infantry, nasbfced in ciirtjing my orders, anti displayed great courage 
and much Intelligence. 

I have already mentioned the eonduct of my Aida-de-Catnp in front 
of the 04th throughout the fight; he was seen wherever danger waa- 
most prossingp and I beg specialty to commend him to tho protectioa 
and favour of Ub Excellency tho Commaodor-m-Chief.

The above is not a literal tranalation. but a rough one of cstmeli 
from a large Persian papiT given by the nnthor. The wrilcr remaiued 
at CawniKjre, he says, until the ISth; that Genomi Wheeler was then 
fighting; that lie heard firing up to the evening of the 20th ; that on 
IGth im infivntiy and two cavalry regiments had joined from Lucknow, 
but that only two or three camponiea' strength of the rebellious troopii 
woro rejumining, the rest having deserted. That the Nana was angry 
with the swpOTH, &c., and the latter had declared they would murder 
him when the English wore destreyed. The Englitsh camp was intact 
up to date of his leaving, and kept up a small fire from cannon ; they 
wen? very badly off for supplies, but hml sugar, sugar-balla. and good 
supply of grain, a few goats, and ahoep, and bullocks, but no menus of 
cooking food.

not qnifee iu Ml of iudonts^ iq oonsequ^uce of EOime iiiL=ananagQineDl on 
the part of the newly-created pnrehaaing agept, Chunna MulL 

The Afisiatant Comiiimary (Mr* Heily)* in charge of the magazine, 
wa^ directed to blow up the magazine the moment an outbreak should 
take place. 

The Collector of Cawnpore (ilr- Hilkrsdon) was alsD directed to 
CPDVsy away all hia treasure from the treasury into the enlrenchmentp 
hut under certain cLrcuinstancos (which 1 Lav© not been able oorrectly to 
oacettain) it was not done. 

About this time th© Nana of Bithoor offered his HerYicca, and* pre- 
tending to be a most faithful subject of OovemmODt* undertook to protect 
tho treasury in conjunction with our own sepoy guard with a couple oE 
hie guns and about 2pOOG men in hLi employ; very great confidence ap* 
pcara to have been placed in him* and his aervices wero acceptedq and 
in the meAntim© about a kkh or upwards of rupees w ore withdrawn and 
placed in the cptrenchment, under the plea of meeting the aalariea of th© 
troops, fcc.* for May, leaving about Eight-and-a-half lakhs in the treaaurj% 
The Erccutive Coinmissariat and pay officors with all their records 
and trcRSure^hcHta were removcHl from th© west side of tho canal into 
bungalows adjacent to the entrenchments 

On the Urd of June it was thought proper not to keep any publio 
money under the sepoy guard at the oflico, and accordingly tho 
Cotninissariat treaaure-chest, containing aboil(i Rs, 34,000 In ca^h, and 
the Governmeut paper deposits of gomaalitaa and others, together 
with the cash-book, accurity deposit and other important hooka, 
were taken into the entrenchment, and placed in the qnarter-guanj 
there. 

About sun-aet on that date> the Snl OudEi FToree Battery win ah 
had been seat for our assistance sotua few days ago from Lucknow (and 
had been ordered to proceed towards Futtehgurh, to quell a disturbane© 
in that quartcri but aiace recalled)* joined the entrenchment 

About three days previoualy, reports becoming very atreng of the 
mutinous intentions of the Cavnlrj*, alL the nou*inilitary ChrkLku real- 
deiita removed into the church and other buildings near to the entrench* 
rneot. 

On the 4ith, many itmtc Important boohs, stock and cash ledgers* 
relief report (then nearly finUhtd), baoha of rEgulatbnBi &c., also 
taken by the Commissariut officer into the entrenchment.

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Tbe 2Dd CavJilTy, findiug that they could not prevail upon the In- 
fftutrT te-nmenta to jom them, deteimined to go off. and nader the plea 
of having received Bome real or imaginary slight from the officara of their 
corps, on a sadden, at about i o’clock in the morniDg of the Bth of June, 
roifl In a body with a great ahont. mounted their boraoa, and on leaving 
their lines s«t bun^low of their quartormnslflr-fletgeant, 

Theneo proceeding to the CoTOmissariat 0^110*71^^. they took poasca- 
Sion of tho Government elephants, tbirty-sii in number, at the same 
time setting fire to the cattle-sargeant’a bungalow. 

Whibt the main body proceeded towards Nawabgunge. a few of 

the linglcadem went to the lines of the IstKegiment Native Infantry, 
and u«d their persuamve powers so well os to auecood in getting tba 
men (who were mostly young recruits, tho old hands belog away on Wa 

or on comraaDds), to join them. ^ - t 

It is to bo Bpoken to tho credit of the men of the lat Native In¬ 
fantry. that when they agreed to go away with the mutinnets. they first 
boEged of thoir officem (who bad been for some time in tho habit of 
akeping in the qnarter-guard of the regiment to enenre confidence), to 
leave thorn, and ultimately forced them to go away into the entrench¬ 
ment without hurting them- 

This corpi left its lines about half-an-hour after the cavalry, Aa 
the latter loft with a shout, an alarm-gun was fired from our ci^p. ^d 
the nou-miUmiy community all taken into the entrenchment the 

church bungalows on tho west mde of the 

canal were that day plimdorod and afterwards set fire to. so that there 
was nothing but largo blaaos of fire to ho aeon in that dlnectio^ 

At about T o’cltek AM., three or four officers went on horaebonk 
towards the assembly rooms j and on their return, the 3rd Oiidh Horae 
Battery was ordered to purana the rebels. aocomFnled by a 
of European aoldiers. These wsntas far as the canal, bnt were recall^, 
owing to an apprehension that the 63rf and Sflth Native Infantry, who 
were still in their lines in Our rear, might attack na, when the remaining 

men would not be suffieiL-nt to defend tho entrenchment. , 

The two lufit-namod Native regimeata showed signs, at 9 0 clock, 
of their also .juinbg iu the rebellion; and about half,*n-houT ^ 

the whole of the Native commissioned officers (about thirty or thirty- ve 
ionumberh came to the General, and re^rted that their remonstrances 
to the seFl'S morning been tarn- 

pered with hy Ih^ caTuhy, and appeared determined to go off. ^ 
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they yet speaking the tiuglfi sminded; and presently after wa cnnld 
the t'^ro rogimenta drawn up in calumns on their parade-groundj 
ebowing a defyitig front J hut a shot or tiro from our long gnu iminedia- 
taly diapersetl them^ and sent them ati a full gallop round their lint a on 
tha outflida road leading to Delhi, and branching ofF to Nawabgnngej 
rfhoro their rabellicma brethren were then stationed. 

The Nati?6 cominissicined offioers were then told to take their posi’* 
tion in the Artillefy Hospit-il Barmck, opposite to ua on tbo oast side* 
and to make an ontienohment for thomaelves there, and endeavour 
to draw back those of the sepoys and Native noiiH]oininis3ioncd offioeKij 
who, they said* were not inclined to go, but were roluotantly compElled 
to join. These ofHcora went awayp with one or two oxcoptione, and wo 
never hoard any more about them; but I leamt afterwards, that fearingf 
the rosentmont of the sepoys they took the straight way to thoir 
homes and never joinod in the rabellioti. 

Carte wore sent at noon to bring in from tho sopoy lines the 
moskets, &c., of the men on leave, and the baggage^ &a, of the Gbris- 
tian drummorSj who with their iatnili-es had all come to seek protection 
in the entrenchment. The rick in haspitnl were also brought in, and 
the two barracks wore very much crowded, so mneh ao that the drunimera 
and their ramilios and Native servonta had to remain in the open air at 
night, and under cover of the cook-house and other build iogs during 
the heat of the day. 

At 5 o’clock in the evening, all the nneovonanted (myself and my 
brother included)^ wore musterod, and directed to arm themselves with 
nuiskeU of which thorc was a groat benp This they did; and, after 
receiving a sufhrieut quantity of arnmnnition were told off in different 
sections nnder the command of several o^cem who instmetod us as to 
what wo Bhould havo to do when occariGn required- 

It ie reported that when the mutineers reached Nawabgungc, 
the Nana came out to receive them ; and, taking them with him proceed* 
ed to the treaauryi where he had all the Qovomment elephaute well 
laden with the public money; and while thia was bobg done, word wan 
brought that the other two regiments (53rd and 56th Native Infantry) 
ware also coming to join. This ao pleased the Nana^ that ho gave tip 
the remaining cash as a gun oral plunder to the rebels ; after which they 
set fire to thq records and to tbo building* and deatmjod the Coll^toris 
kutchory* 

This done* the wholo mob moved on to the magazine (which, un¬ 
fortunately, had not been permitted^ by the aepoy guard placed there* 
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to be blown up), where they halted until carta and othet carriaga could 
be procured fram the city and aeighbeuriug rillagea; they then loaded 
their baggage, and took as much scaflil amniuaitioa as they could, and 
marched o0’about 5 o'clock in the aAemoon to KLileanpora (being one 
alage on the rood to Delhi), leaving a araall body of cavalry to complete 
the work of de^lraotlon, i.e., firing the remsiniug bungalows that had 
been mUaed during the day, and which work they continued to perform 

nearly the whole night. 

Thateome evening (5th of June) the Golundauzes* of the 3m 
Oudh Horse Battery showed signs of diaaffection, and were sent aw'ay 
from our entrenchmeut after being disarmed. Had these not left, I 
was told the Genend would Lave sent two gnus to Nawabgunge to pre¬ 
vent the uiutineera retumlDg, as dive mfermation of their movements 
was brought to our camp; but beiug well assured that, according to the 
reports previciUBiy made by the informers, the rebels diduotrcontompbto 
nttackiug us, no further precaution appears to have been deonied neces- 
sarv; Otherwiee this would have been a good opportunity to act 6re to 
the large quantity of powder still Tcmaiiimg m the magazine. 

The above Golundauzes, it is reported, then proceeded to the camp 
of die mutineers, and going to the Nana who also was there set before 
him the advantages likely to bo derived by nttacking the English in 
their entrenchment, since there wm bo Jajge a quantity of powder and 
guns of different sizes, ivitb other anunuuition, quite nt hand, besides 
the thirty-five or furty bcat-londB of shot and shell lying in tho canal 
(which, on account of the unsettled atata of the country, were uuubk 
to proceed to Boorkee, where they had originally been consigned fiem 
Cawnporc, and had only just returned). It was therefore, it appears, 
agreed upon to return ueit raoruiug and attack us j for oarly on the 
morrow, the Gth of June, iufonnatiou was brought that the mnfcinaera 
were coming upon vifl, and every preparatiou was accordingly made for 
our defence. 

In the mean time the rebels secured all our magozino work-people, 
clasaiesrt made them assist in putting np a few heavy guns in 

EcrviccablB order : and, employing Government bullocks, of which they 
hml alic full posaession, brought out about holf-a-do^en guns (two of 
which were 18-poundeis, and the other sinaUer); and placiug them in a 
longd uuder cover of the newly-built lines of the 1st Native Infantry,

pMt 10 JUK., and immediately on hearing the report of tho n 

hugk soonded in onr camp, "All hands to your arma/' and accordingly 
every individual, from a driinnoer or writer, to the regimental offieera, 
all spread themsclvea out tinder the walls, or rather moundii of the en¬ 
trenchment, wUch had been hastily built up about broaat-higit. 
Here we sat nearly all day, espwed to the hot winds and scorching sun 
of the month of Juno, every moment eipectiag an open-hauded attack 
from the Infantry and Cavalry. This the enemy, however, never attamp- 
ted, though at times large bodies of armed men could be sea a collect¬ 
ed in difforent places. Our Artillery kept up a brisk lire, and returned 
nearly every shot of the metinoera, lu the meantima the latter com¬ 
menced Betting fire to the btingalowa on our. or the oast, side of the 
ctmal, and bringing round their guns closer up to us, behind the riding- 
school and the compound walls of buildings most Bulled to them. 

The exact strength of our own people ie not known to me, but 
irem memory I give the detail below* Those of the European 
eoldicra I have since ascertained from daily indents in the possession of 
Tbakoordna. Artillery Oomashta, who had hid hfmaelf in the city. 

We had eight gunSj vis., two brass ones of the 3rd Oudh Battery, 
two &-pounder long guns, aud four of smaller size. For these sulliciont 
ammurntion had previously been token, and buried underground. The 
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eatrencbmeDt waa made t&ntid the hospital barracks of the old Euro* 
pean lufaotry (hettveen tho aoldiei^^ church and the new unfiDiiihed 
Emopean liDea)^ and of the two buildings thus mcloaed^ one had thatch od 
rooUng, over which a covering of tiloa was hasLily thrown to ptevent ita 
easily catching fire. None of the Native writerfl, Bengaloea and others 
in Oovemnient offices or merchants' employ, went into the entrench- 
ment^they remained in the dty, whern they appear to have received 
much annoyance from the mntmeerfi, and aomo had to hide tUemflelves 
to fiavo their lives. The Commiasariat contrSiCtoTH all di^on tinned 
their supplies from the fith 4 rOr mther were unable to bring them in. 
from the way the matmeera surrciundcd tho entrenchment on all sidea^ 
permitting no ingre^a or cgrene nt any time except under cover of the 
night. 

On the ^th* the enemy increased the mimborof their gun^jSome 
ef which wore of tho largest flize avaiJable. The 24-ptmtider guns, of 
which they hnd three or fouTj proved very deotniGtive on acceunt of 
their proximity to us ■ the shots from them were fired with such force 
as to hnng down whole pillareuf the verandahs, and go through the 
pukka walls of the hospital barraekfl, 

VVe had but one well in the middle of the entrenchment, m¥i tho 
ODemy kept up their fire so inOi^santly, both day and night, that it 
wafl as much as giving n man's " life-blcK)d“ to go and draw' a bucket of 
watcT^ find while there wae any water remaining in the large joru, aBnolly 
kept in the verandah for the soltliers* use, nobody ventured to the well; 
hut after the second day« the demand became so greal: that a bheostie bag 
of water wm with difficulty got for five rupees, and a bucket ftrr a rupee, 
as most of the sen'nnts of officer® and merchaiitB had desertedii and it 
iherefoio became a matter of necessity for every person to fetch his own 
water, which was usually done during the night when the enemy 
could not well direct their shota; in fact, after the first three days" 
incessant filing the robeb made it a pmcticei Usually at about candle 
lightp to coose for about two hours, and at that time the crowd round 
the well was very great. 

There was no place to sbeltor the live cattle I bonnes of private 
gentletnen^ ns also thoBO of the Srd Oudh Batter}', were obliged to hn 
let loose^ A few sheep and goats, aa well as bullocks kept for Gommis- 
Boriat purposes, were shot o£f^ and In the courBo of five or six days, bo 
meat was to be got for the Europoana, They, however, now and again 
managed to get hold of a stray bullock or cow near the oulrenehment 
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nighty which ^"Fed for a chungo^ Dtherwise dal and chnppatios 
s^as the common food of all: se^eml kogHheaib of mm imd malLdiquoF 
’were also hui&t by the enemy's caiinoii, but of thia theie waa a Jargo 
qmtntit^^ and the loss was not felt. 

On the eTBDiDg of the second day of the firing, the 7tlL June, I 
received a bcillet vfonnd (fortunately a spent shot fired from the riding- 
Bchool) in my back^ ’whilst atandiog a sentry under tho walls of the 
entreDchment, which kept me off duty for nearly a week; however, I 
could observe the movementa of the enemy, who had na well surround¬ 
ed in the course of four or fivo days with cannon, and the musketry of 
tha Infantry had no bounds, as they took posaesaion of all the bunga^ 
lows, compound walls, out-buildings, &e., that had been buiiifc down, 
and were neoresb to our camp: the church, which was also fired, 
proved to ba tbs moati nniioying to us, os also the newly built (unfinished) 
European barracks. Their encronchment, however, in the latter quart^jr 
was naually checked by the vigilflrTieo of a most bmvo and oneigetic 
officer,^ Captain Moore, of Her Majesty's 32nd Footj who, though 
Boveroly hurt in ono of his am:is. never gave himself the least rest ;but 
wherever there appeared moat danger^ he was sure to be foremost, ’with 
his arm in a sling and a revolver pistol in hia belt, leading and direct¬ 
ing tho men how to act* This officer placed scouts with oyc^glasaoH on 
the top of one of tho unfiniahod barracks (Xo. fi, vide eketch], whence 
every movement of the enemy could be Been, and which helped our 
Aitillerj^ to direct their shots. Tho rebel sopoys usually took possession 
of the first thros of theee barracks (Nos. 1 to 3Ji but whenever they 
annoyed us much, or attempted to advapoo nearer. Captain Moore 
would go out with shout a dozen Europeans, in the midst of the most 
brisk firing, and getting under covet of the other barracks^ would 
pepper the euemy, so as to soon rout them ant of their hiJiDg-piaces, 
On such oecoflioos the number of killed on the opposite side was consi- 
derablot whereas our men geaemlly escaped unhurt. It was very 
amn&iug to see the way Captam Mdora used to make hla men and him- 
Hclf pass from the eEatrenchment into the unfinished barracks, for 
who never he found the enemy too strong for tho small picket placed 
out to protect our scouts, and keep possesaioii of the nearest barmcfcfl 
(Koa fi, 0/7^^ho would collect q number more volunteers from the 
entrenchment, and send Lbem out one at a time: as each man venturad 
put, sotne scores of bullets would be dkectod towaidt^ bini, and which 
would make him nin aa fast as ever hU logs would allow ; however, the 
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the new bamcka. ^^iona -under cover of l-lie

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tile?, wna mit proof pgningt fire. Tho tents, therefore, hjid alt to be 
Etmok, as fwver^d had thm been burnt, and at loat* on the l3tb Juno, 
tlie barrack alao took tire: it waa about 5 p.:h-, and th^tt evening 
one of nnspeakrtbk dLstreaa and trial, for aU the wounded and sick 
were in it^ alw the families of the soldiers and drummers j the fire 
took on the south side of It, and the breeze being very strong the 
flames spread out so r]nickly tfuit ii was a hard matter to remoire the 
w'omeu and childreni who were all in great confusion, so that the help¬ 
less woiiniled and Sick couhl not be reiiiOVG<ij and were all burnt down 
to ashes [LLb^.>ut forty or upwards^ iu niirnbcr). The wliojs of the medi’^ 
oioes were also there and shared the same fii«te j all tlmt tho doctors 
could savo wofl a boi or two of anrgieal itistinroents. and a aniall chest 
of luedicinea, so that, after that was expended, the sick could get no 
tnediciiie. It was i>erfectty impracilcabte to save any of the wounded 
or the o^edieines, in eonswjnenoa of the insurgents collecting in very 
large bodies ill tlio adjacent compoufidii and buihlingd, wiLh their muskets 
and swordfl ready overy moment to pounce down upon ns. and tha men 
wore caiiipcllcLl to keep their places under the walls of the cutreuch* 
ment. and could aot lend a help log Imud to those in the barracks, 

I'he enemy on this occasion were upwards of 4,000 io munber. as 
a TEinforeement had only just been received by thciu froCQ the neigh- 
bouTiiig Stations; ntid it appears that they hail coma with full deier- 
mination to mako a charge on that ocoasiauj fjr they made several 
attempts, but were Buceesaively repubed by our artillery. Had they 
come on, there is no doubt they would have defeated ns; but it is 
quite certain that wo should have elaughtcred more than half of their 
fitrength. fur every man of U3 was dotermmed to ^eil his life dearly, 
and our armngcmmit was a very good one. for each individual had five 
or aii musketa ready ehoTged at his command, always standing figainQt 
the wall, besides swords and bayonets. 

f^ubseqiient to this, almost ddly attempts were made on the iiarfc 
of the rebels to take ua by storm, but they could not stand our artil¬ 
lery, and therefore all their cannon was directed npon our gnna, with 
tha intentbn of disabling them; m this they 8o far snoceoded that 
out of eight but two sound ones reumined when the eutrenchment was 
vacated^ will appear hereafter. 

One morning (I believe it was the 21st June) a veiy gre&^ mob 
waa seen collecting all round our entrenchment; their dreEjses were of

About the BAtne time na the above, the entrenchment on the north- 
cast (SoA D and 10 per sketch) corner of us caused much a.rnoynnce 
for bera about MO men of the enemy kopl up a drondfiil firing, an i 
Wik us about ati hour^and-a^half (1 was attached to Llii* corner unacr 
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Cnpiain KompliinJ, together with Messu, Sehame, Shemo, Jacobi, 
coiwli'biiildar, OuBcaD. hotel-keeper, uid otheisl, with our uiusfcettj-, t» 
them. 

This t!aj I saw a vsry daring auJ brava act June in eur cntni^ 
^bout niidd^y: one of oitr omuniDitiniL wngtniB in tlia nortb-drtat 
cnnipr was lilnwn up by the eneuiy^s sliot,, and whilst it was bbtsdng tho 
batteries fium tbe arriJleiy barracks and the tank directed all their gittia 
io^varJa It; onr soldiers being mnch e^hanafeed triib the martiing 5 work, 
nnJ almost every artilleiyniati being either killed or wounded, it was a 
difficult mntbr to put out the fire, ’which endangereJ Ute othor wagons 
near it; how ever, ui ^be midst of ail this caunonadiiig, a jotitig officer 
of the 53rd S^ative Infniitry, liicutenant Dolnfosso, with UDuaoal con- 
lagc, wont up. and laying himself down under ihe burning wagon, 
pidleJ away from it what loose splinters, fee,, ha could gat linld of. all 
the while throwing earth upon the Janies. He was soon jofned by two 
floldicKS who brought with them a couple of bucketa of watar. which 
were very dexterously thrown about hy the Xaenteoan^ mud while tlio 
buckehd WOTO token to bo replanishcd from the drmklng-water of the 
tneii close by. the prtKsess of pitching earth ’was curried on ftiuiihit n 
fearful caanonading of about six gTfiriis *11 bring upon tho bumiHg wag¬ 
on- Thus, at laj^t, the fire was put onfc, uud tho oSSaiu anJ iuqll 
c'dcapcd nuhuTiL 

It may easily be imagined that by thia time Our bunucks were m 
porfvctly riddlt.’d us to aObtd little or no aheUerp yet the greater poi tioEi 
of the people-pref^?rred t^> reTuain in them than tu be exposed to tbo 
beat of the sun onbiide, althangh a great many amdo Lbcaisolves holca 
under the walls of the eniretiehinent, covered evur with boxes, cofs, &c. 
in those, ’with Ihoir’A'ivea and childreiu they were ttocure. at Icust fiocu 
tho shut and ahell of tho enemy, though not so from the effocts of th»i 
heat, and the mortality from apoplexy was coiislJamble. At night, 
howevtir, every peraoti had to aleap out, and take the watch Lu thidr 
turns, so tliat nc-arlj the w hole of tho wamcin and children also sfept 
under the w’alh of the entreachment near thoir respective roktives^ 
here the bdmb'&liells kept them In perpetual dread, for nearly alt uighti 
thise shells were seen coming in the air and bursting lu difieraiifc 
places, ofieu duing miscliioC Thim the exbtence of those that remained 
alive wtxs spent in |>erpotiial dread and fear* 

Tlie &>ldiors had their fiuod projmrcil by the few romaining ccKiks 
but all the hud to shifl for thcrasclvcs the beat way they could, uEjd 
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it was sometiniBa a difficall matter fnt many who had uncooked rationa 
served to them to .provide a monthful of victnala for Liiemaokea and 
rhildrelL The soldiers' cooks and the drummers oecaBionally lent a 
helping hand that way. but not without demanding and receiving high 
prices for their Inlmur: thus 1 have repeatedly paid a riipe«*aDd-a-hidf> 
and two njpQes. for the cooking of one meal of <i(iJ imd chtipjxitiea, and 

that, too, often not properly done. 

It la beyond description In attempt to give a detail of the inniiraer- 
aide tmuhles and distresses to which all in the eiitrenohnient were 
aubjocted. The poor wouudod and sick warn objeeta of real commisora- 
tiou, for their state was exceedingly wretched. 

The stench, also, from the dead bodies uf horses and other nninuds 
that had beon shot in tho compound and could not be removed, aa also 
tho unnsunlly great influx of Bks, rendered the place citrenicly dis- 

ngm?al>le. 

Thus it will not be wondered at w'hcm T any that miiny persons 

were oxcocflingly nnimtiB togetout of the entronehment and go into 

tliB cifv, thinking, from W'nnt of better infonniition. that they would bo 
Tcty secure ihcre; iu fact, several went out quietly i[i the night vinlcr 
thb impreiaiion, and. as I afterwards leomt, were murdered by tho 
rebt'ta* 

Amongst olhors, my o™ rnnuly (con^ting of wih utiil a dntigliTarf 
my infant daiigbt^jr haviiig died frtm a io tho head* on tbo 

18th)p tn'o uieoofl. Misses? Frost and Batitvia^ both aeveii Leeu years of 
age, a sister aod her infant son, a brotlier twenty-two youre old, and 
two old liidioBi wisilied much to loayn, but could not do m on arcouiit 
of our large number; it was, tlicrefare, eonstdered <isj>edieTit that cue 
should gf> and ascertain how nmttera siotxl in the city. 

liVith thia vieiv^ I applied to Ihe {Jeiiorab on the 24 tih June, for 
pfcrmiBsioij to go, at the Oitiue time offering to bring him oil thn cuiront 
infortzmtlou tliat I might collect in Lbc city; nabing na a condition that 
tm iny rttuni, if I should wish it, nsy family might Ite alloured to IcaVfi 
the entrenchment. This my roqneat was granted^ as tho General wiBbed 
very much lo get such iufonmilioD, and for which puTpoan he had pre¬ 
viously aeut out two or three Natives at diflerent timea^ under promises 
of high rewards, huL who iiovor roturned. He at the fmiue time instruct¬ 
ed mo to tiy ftiid negotiate with cettoin iuliucniin] parties in tho city, 
(§a ai? to bring about a rupture among tho rebelsj tind cause them to 
leave off imn«ying uw, aulliorhiing me tu offer a hihh of rupees os a m ward^

■with hnntLiorae penfliona for U/e, to imy porgon wln) woulil bring about 
Such n ihiEg. Tfits, I haro every reason to think, could have been 
carried oiil; aitccejiKridly, had it ploaaed God to lake me out, ntiTUolestod ; 
bnt it vTA-g not bo ordained (it wag mcToly a iiieang, iinder Qod'g pro* 
vidonce, to gave me from eharing the fate of the reat), for aa I i-amo out 
of the ciitretichment disgaigc'd ns a uativo cook, and passing through 
the now undnbhed barracks, had not gone very far, when I was taken 
ft prisonof, und trader custody of four aepoya and a couple of eowArsi, 
nil well anued, was escortod to the camp of the Nana, trad wna orJerod 
Ua he |,]rtcod tinder a guard: Jjero sfivoral questlotis were put to mo con* 
cemiiig oiir cntranehiiieDt (not by the LiiiiBclf, but by some of Lis 
people), to ail of which 1 replied aa I was provioiialy instructed by oiir 
Gcuerai, for 1 had taken the precuiitian of asking hint what I shohld 
Bay ID case I wna takeiu My ansivi-rs vrnro fKit- coii^iJeral eatJufactorv, 
aud I wri& confrDiiU'fl with two ivorncn who, threa ditja pre- 

vioD&lj, had been caiiglifc iiL uinklug tbeir osdrape from t ho centra neb 
and who gavo a vemen of thefr own, njakiDg it appear that the Eoglkli 
WL^re stari iog, and Dot aide to hold out much ]o^lge^^:i 3 their iiutiibar vrcia 
giratlj reditoed. I. however, stood hrm to what I had firifc metadened, 
aikd they did not kuow wdiieh party to beliovQ. However, they let lus 
nloDO* I ivaa kept nutlet custody np to the l^Lh Juij, rm wbicb data 
my IrLii tetok place, and I was sentenced to thi co ycars^ iju prison men t 
in iroDs, with hard labcDr^ fram which I waarekased by the European 
tronpa Oil the inorniTig of the iTth idenfiB The tnnla auj tiiatregf^es I 
eipeiiencerh and the many narrow egenpee fi'om death I have had during 
the time I woa in the bund^^ of the enanijp will fonu a di^tjncl part of 
thi^ narrativo ^ aa, from its being of a personal nature, aud fearing it 
may not pmvo inLetestiDg to tho public, I have omitted it here^ 

Befure piuceediug further upijti what took place in the eDtreneli- 
ijient after 1 left^ I must not forget to mention that onr people dreaded 
nothing more than the getting in of tho mins, which would hove been n 
calamity oseoediiigly distreamig ; for, in tho fim place, the lioles dug 
in the grcnind by Lho floldiera mad others to secure thoniselvcs nod 
childron from the elitets of the snu and the shut and sliell of tho enemy, 
would have been filled up; eecoudly, the waltg of tbe borrackss, which till 
then afturded some little sbokor, were in danger of comiug down* having 
been well shakcu in many places by the 24^pciunJer and 18-ponnclor 
sbols, so inccssauLly fired for elghteou dayH; and again, oiir inuBket^ 
would have been rcmicrcd useltbs. for there were a great muuy qf them, 
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fLnJ the miiti ’weto quite unable to tlertu them all* The mnsketa wore 
{klway!? kepti ready loaded^ 00 thati when q^ca^ou ahaulii require it# 
ticurh fnan could use upwards of half-a-doEeu apiocep In a vrordi ontj 
good ahotrer of mn (such ua geoemlly tulles place at tb^ first full) 
would have rendered the place perfectly uninhabitable and estromolj 
inaecnre. 

It IS true there itata proviaiotLa yet left to keep the people alive oa 
half mtioua for the ueit fifteen or twenty i:kys« Of grain we had a 
large quantity, and it fermod the priticipal food of all tho Natives with 
us, which they preferred to atid Jaif, m it gave them no trouble sia 
regarda cookings for a little eoakiiig in water was sufficient to make it 
fit tQ eat, and many acrupulons Hindus lived tho whole period entirely 
upon ib; but, taking into ejausidoration all the distressing esreum- 
stanees related above# our brave men repeatedly requested permisiiion to 
bo Allowed to sally out at night and take possessiou of the enemy 3 
gnna, ot, in Case of fatluroj die an honorable death, rather than bo 
thus tormented by a set of coward]}' natives. Many offieem also were 
nf the same opinion, but from a fitba hope of receiving a reinlbreoTnenb 
from Lucknow, and the exceeding great, thougli natural, [ittachment of 
the females to tbeir respective tiusbands, father^, and brothers, Buch a 
course was put off from day to day# which^ if attetnptolj wonlil without 
doubt havfl bean attended wilh couipkto aueensa, ha 1 Icam that 
latterly tUa cannons used to be almost entirely abAudoued by tba 
Boldiery during the night# and only A few GolTindauzes kept loadicg and 
firing them; the muaketry was kept up by a hnndfLil of sepoys placed 
here mad thoro, more for appearance sake than with any intontion of 
doing na much injury^ though during the diiy it was not so, but, on 
the conLtarVj ^very exertion appear«l to bo used by the wretches to 
torment us; and, as I now find, it Waa a matter of very gi^at wonder 
and m^roniEhnient not only to the rebels, buE to every individual in aiad 
near about CawnporOj how it was posijible for a mere handful of people 
to exist ^ long undi^r such difficultica, without suing for {ioace ot 
offering terms, Howevor, such a doursa was in conteniplation in cha 
entrenehmenb when 1 left {os above on the 24'lh June)- Hut instead 
of A proposal of this nature com mg from our cainp, that sumo after-* 
noon n tnessage was sent by the Nana to General Wheeler# offoring to 
let him and all hia people go to Allahabad unmokatod, if he would 
coiisent Lo vacAte the ontrenchEiioEib and abanjon Cawnporc, and at tbo 
BJinic time make over to him all tho ptiblid troa^umj the guua and 
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magazines in the camp« This brqright by a ve^y ag^ 

Ewropejin Inxjj* Gteeaway, whq, with Doe of hor three euriivhig 
BODSj Eld ward Q roca way (of ilie firm of Grgoiiwaj Broth el’s)* QJid soyae 
others of her ralatlvee, had sought refuge iu a village bLdongiog Co thu 
firm called NajafgiiThp about aixteeD miJes from CawnpoiOp tbiukiiig 
that the insurgents would not pioceed so far away to motest them ; in 
thi'ip however^, they were mistaken^ like ail the rest in Cawupora^ for 
the Kaua soon found them out, and would have killed thorn tlione and 
ibou; butp for a promiBO on tlieir part to give a ranaoiii of a takb of 
ropees, they were kept alive^ and taken care of 

Thus this poor aged but respectable lady was made the mediom 
of oDmnrittuioatiou between tbe leboi Ohief and the British Gi^noruJ 
at Cawnpore, 

I would hero bog to be underwood that what I now write has been 
gathered from different eources ; for I was pkeed in giudp and Jm'i not 
the opportunity to aae for myself^ however* I have taken caro to cod- 
vinco myself of the authenticity of tho informaiion I herein inserts 

The following day (Solh June) was Ibced by the General for an 
interview with any person whom the ??an a might appoint to arrange 
matter ■ and accordingly at about noon a man by the name of AzimoDllah^ 
with a few of the riisgloaderEp sowars of the 2nd IJght CJbvalry, came 
to the canipp and were received by the General in one of the unfinished 
barracks outside the entrenchment (Jfo* 6 as per sketch}* 

ArimoolLiii, who could read and write Englbhp attempted to open 
the conversation in that latiguagfip but was prevented from doing so by 
the soa’aro. It woa agroed^ upon the part of our General, that all the 
Government moneyp tha magazine in the entrench meat, with the guns 
(two ouly of which were in servieeftble ordar^ the rest having been 
injured and ifndered useless by the enomyb cannon), be made over to 
tha Nana; and in return the Kuna shoiiid provide tonnage, and permit 
every iudividunt in tho entrenchniant to pmoeeci to Allahabad uumclcstod^ 
This agreement was drawn up in writingp signed, sealed^ and raliffed by 
n solemn eatb, by tbe Nana, 

All hostile proceedings ware stopped on both sides from the evening 
of the 24tln The 2Gth was employed by the English people in 
preparing for their journey; and a few officers were allowed tc go on 
elephants to ace the boats, provided as above- 

On the moming of the 27th a number of carts, doolies^ and 
elephaiitJi, were sent to the entrenchment by the Kana, to euuble the

tunity. seenred the troopor's sword, and with i after ki g 
three others, threw herself into a well and wsfl kilkd. 
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At iansqt of the same day (27tla of Jqnd) t!ie Nana bad a general 
review of all hia troopR, said to consiat of corps, or portioiifi of corps * 
noted below* aad which had jomed at Cawnporej from tipi# to 
tiniOj since the 6th of June 1357,^ vrhfch assembled on the plain of 
Subado, ou the iidrtli of our vacated antreuchmeDt Here three salutra 
were dred from the beairy gunSp one of twenty-one guns for the Nana 
os Sovereign; nine teen for liia "hrotherj Balia Sahib, os Govenior- 
Ocnoral; sovontoan guna for Jowalla Porshund (a Bmhmm), as Com* 
mander-in-Chief: afLer nvhicii the bd^ called Oovomor-General gnvo a 
aliort speech to the arm j, pmising them for their groat courage stkI 
bmveni" in obtaining a complete VICtciiy over the Brituih at Cawnpore 
and promisiug them a lakh of Ti.ipees as a reward for their labours which, 
bowevor^ wm put oS’fi'oui day to dayp and the army never saw a pice of 
it 

The Nona and his staff then returnod to their tentSj under the 
same salates. 

In the meandiDOp people followed uAer tho advance boah^p which 
had gone ndriilj at the Eisl Getting off, and which contaiood h good 
number of officers, soldiers, and their fanviUeg; they went a few miles', 
hut reLurtsed without sucoesa. The boats did not, however, escape alto¬ 
gether* but were captured by the zemindar of Dowreea Kheyrn, named 
£abu HiitijhujEj. near Futtehporo; and the fugitives, about 11 ftp wem nJL 
BOUt back on carts to the Nana : they reached on the iat of July, ami on. 
the evening of the osnie day all men end officers, about acvcnty-Jliva or 
eighty* were killed In cold blood; on qfficer^fl lady with her child clung 
to her husband so that it waa impossible to separate them, and they 
were killed together. The women and childrou on this occasion umpiint* 
cd to about thirty-five in uumber, making a total of the prisoners, in-

These were then removed 
fh>ni the SuBada Eotliee into a small boilditig (near the A^semhlj 
loomsX ont-huildingB of the modiciaL dep6t, ktely occapled by Sir 
George Piirkerp ^hero they remained in doee coatody, recoiving only a 
small qtnmtity of daU and c/tuj>j(>ai ies daily for food for the hint few 
day?, after which a little meat and milk for the children was allowed, us 
also deim clothes wero issued from those forcibly Ukoo from the wa&her- 
meii of the station, who had them for wash, previous to the outbreak j a 
Bwee|>er woman widbheeatie were alao allowed; some few of thesuSercra 
died in bondage from want of care and attentiom It ia not easy to de-^ 
scriboi but Lt may be imagined* the miseiry of to many helpleas persons^ 
BDme wounded^ othem sick, and all labondug under the greatesti agony 
of heart for the lose of thosep so dear to them, who bad bo recently 
been killed (perhapa before their own eyes), cooped up night and day 
in a small low pukka-mofed house, with but four or sii very small 
roomSpand that in the hottest season of the year* without beds or 
pnnkha.4p for a whole forlniglit* watched moat carefully on all eidoSp 
by a set of unnjanncrly^ brotbhj rcbeUieus sepoyB. 

It iH reported that the Uves of the poor women were spared by 
the Kana from bad matireSp and that ho appointod a wicked old hag to 
persuade the helpless creaturns to yield to hb wishes ; this message, 
I leejDj waa conveyed to the women with great art, accompanied by 
threats and hopcs^ but it is pleaBtng to find that it was received with 
great indignation, and a firm resolution to die, or kill each other with 
tbeir own teeth, if any forcible means were employed to seduce them^ 

All this while the Nona contmnod to receive many more troops, 
whicbj after rautinyieg, had loft their respective stations^ and poured 
in from all eidee into Cawnporei so that about the lOtb of July^ thore 
were near upon 20,000 armed fighting men of all claseea at bm 
command, and the depredation they committed in the city was or- 
ccBsive. Many rich Blahajuns were plundered and rcdnccd to beggary* 
and the poorer claaiies of people suHbrcd in proportion' evmy person 
who appeared respectable or welbto-do in the world was aBsnikd, 
and Ibis hoisfle searched, under the plea of haviog Europeans hid 
in it* hut really for no otber purpose than tn plunder whatever pro¬ 
perty he might have worth taking. It is impossible to describo aU 
the wickedness these wretches committed during so short a time. 
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Freah corpG wor^ belog and r^crp ita daily enter tamed. A 

new hotiie-bflttery was formed The zemmdats all aromid were di¬ 
rected to bring in the revenue due by thaia. New offices were 
createdj and bestowed daily npon favorite^. The OnngCH Canal 
(built with BQ much trouble, and at flo groat a cost to Government) 
was bestowed upon the villain Azimoollah, wbo^ together with about 
15(1 of the Mussulman imopera of the 2nd Eoginient. Light Cavalry, 
and Tnkn Singi Subadar of tho samo regiment (created a Brigadier^ 
Ooneml of the Cawnpore Division at the time), wore at the hottotEi 
of all mifichiof It wao through Iheir mstigation that the Europeaua 
were killed in cold blood, aa described above; aa also, the gentlemen 
and ladies with their faTnillea that had amved from Futtahgurh 
whilst our entrenchment was besieged, who were aUo murdered in the 
most mhiimon maniief by the above wretches* 

The Nanacausod to be proclaimed by beat of lom-tom, through¬ 
out Cftwnpore and iEs ebatrictSj that he had entirely conquered the 
British, whose period of roigfi in India having been completedp they 
wem defeated at Delhi, Bombay, fee., and dftro not put foot in Cawnpore 
any more, os he was well preparod to meet any numberj and to drive 
them away Grom all India. He, howoverp hoou found out bis niisUiko, 
for ii wfts not long before iutimetion was roceived of the arrival 
of the British force at or near Futtchpore: 10,000 troops were seat 
to meet and beat it bock to Allnbahad, but the cowardly WTetchea 
soon found out, to their coet, how miserably inferior they were in 
courage to tho European soldiera» The result of tho fight la too well 
known to raquim repetition bera. Beinforcemenb after rciDforeement 
was sent by tho Nana^ but to no effect; until, at last, ho himself 
beaded a fresh rteinforeoment and proceeded to the aeat of war, which 
had approached within twenty miles of Cawnpore, but^ on arrival, ho 
found his own couruge no better than the rest of the villainonff 
rebelfl, and that there waa nothing better for him than to run for hia 
life; he did so, and with him the whole of his boastingartny 

On arrival at Cawnpore, the entire population was so panic-struck 
Ihatjeaviug house and property, every man that had a hand in tha 
rebellion took to bis heels; and it ia stated that there never Tvae aeon 
so great a flight M on that occatiom Paople deserted their fcndliea 
on the way to escape with their own lives. From noon till midnighli 
nothing but immense mobs were seen ruahing away as fast as possible 

towards the west; some crossed over to Lucknow from Bithoor Ghnt, 
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oLlitirs went towards Delhi, and the most part of the dtj people 
hid thoragehcs m the neighbouriiig vilUgas, where they were nicely 
Tolibed hy the zemindars^ 

The ticpys i 3 ie said to hftTO been possessed of oji imn^euso deal of 
motley I moatlj in goldmohnrs^ whiflh they purckaaed nb a great 
prentiuTii, hairing paid as far ojn 28 or 30 rupees for one [usually of the 
’vaino of Eg. 20)* These men paid a rupee a-head to the feny to erose 
the rircr, on the banka of whiu-h they pitched away their muskets, coats^ 
pantaloons, and dijiperBcd. zti dliTereiit directions into the district. 

Just after the defeat at FnLtehpore of the rebels, a few fipiea 
(whethtir real or imaginary it is not known) were brought to the 2^ana 
as heiijg the bearere of letters supposed to have been written to tlio 
British by tho helpless females in the prison j and with it boiuo of tbo 
Muhajuns and the Bengalees of the dty w ere bdieted to be impli¬ 
cated. It waa therefore agreed that the Eiud apies^ together with all 
ike women and children. as also tha few gontlemon whosa had 
been apared (said to be six in number out of IT oflicers who hod been 
raptured about the lOLh or lilt July on tbsir way. by water, from 
Futtehgiirh to this, and whose deaths were also delayed under promise 
of a ronsomb should all be put to death, and that the Babus of the 
city I anil every individual who could read or write EjiglLah^ should 
have their right hands and noaes cut ofi. Tho first order was carried 
out itnracdiateljv i. on the evouing of the 15th of July, and a decree 
was L&sucd to apprehend the Native Babna, after the Nona'a 
returEi feom die held of batdOi where he proceeded, as described above, 
ou the 10th of July^ after causing tho murdtr, on tho 15th^ of tho 
Hoglish priionots. 

The Native spies were first put to the sword, and after them the 
gcntlqmea. who were brought out from tho out-buildinga in which cou* 
fined, and that with bullets ; ibereafter the poor females were orderfjd 
to come out^ hut neither threats nor persueslous could induce tljEin 
to do BO. They laid hold of each other by dozens, imd dLmg so close 
that it woe impossible to sepamte or dmg them out of the building. 
The troopera tdiereforo brought znoskets, and after firing a great mnny 
Ehota from the doors, wundows^ rushed in with swords and 
bay one ts. Some of tho holplesa creatures iti their agony fell down at 
tbti feet of their miurderers, clasped Lhelr legs, and begged in the meat 
pitiful moTi nFT to sparo their lives, but to no purpose. The fearful 
deed was done most deliberately and eompleLely> m the miifet of the 
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most drowlful slirieka and crii^ of tihe victinisL There were Between 
140 and 150 ^iibp incliidiD^ children; and jren^ a little befere 
till candle dight waa occnpi jd m campletiug the dreadful deed The 
doors of the btiildings were then lucked for the nighty anil the mur- 
dercra went to their homes. Nest morning it was founds mi opeuing 
the doorSp that some IU or IS fomides^ with a few of the children,liaJ 
managed to esimpo from death bj falling and hiding undor the imir- 
dored bodies of their fellow priaoaera. BVeah order was therefore sent 
to murder these alao j but the aurriTora not beiug able to bear the 
idea of being cut dowUp mahed oat into the eomponnd, and seeing a 
well there, threw themselves into it wiihoni hedtation, thus putting a 
period to lives which it wag impoasiblo for them to save, Tlia dead 
bodies of tho30 murdered on the preceding evening were then ordered 
to be thrown into the same well, and julluda* wore fimployed tg dmg 
them away liko dogs. 

It is too horrible to recount further on this auhjecl; on tha night 
of tho 16th duly^ the atatioa waa deserted by the rebate, ns stated 
above, and early nc^t maming the English troops took pp^sossion of 
it* but nob before the wretchea had set fire to and blown up the ma-^ 
gnzine, which was done by the last guard left by the Kana, at about 
8 A M.

a salute for the Nana a wife, and a Eke number for his mother.

IVhen thi^ request was known in England, 35,000 aoldiensset out in abips 
for Hinduatati anti when the newfl of thelrdt|>arture reached Calcutta, 
ordora were then leaued to Bervo out the carl ridges, with the died pur- 
poaa of making the army ChristiauB; and then the christiaiiLtmg of 
the lyota would be quickly accomplUhcd. T he cartridgice were smearB d 
with the fiifc of pigs and buUooks, tho nows of. which was-leBpjTJ^Erpni 
tha BuDgalcjOd employed in making them. For saymg tlib.pao^ofJiheEO 
i^cnwoa pulto dBaih, and all the othere put iu priaou. While they 
I wore doing tills the Vakeel of the SulLan eent him nows from London 
that 3S.OOO soldiers had set out for Hioduatan to chriflUaniac the 
people there. The Sultan ordered tho King of Egypt thus : " This is no 
time for peace; do you deceive Quccu Victoria, bocaust) my Vakeel 
has written that 3S.OOO men, for the purpose of christioniaing tho 
oriDy and jKJoplc nf iriuduBban, have set out for that country. Now 
the remedy for this ia difficult fur nie^ but if I neglect this how shall 
I show my face before Cod 1 and some day the like will luippcn to 
myself, for if the English chriitiaiii 2 ie India they will do the samij to my 
country also," On receipt of this order the King of Egypt, before tho 
iissciubly:and arrangement of the European furce, aent his own army to 
Alciandrla, which is on tho road to India. Immediately on the ar¬ 
rival of the European anny, that of the King of Egypt began to fire 
ou them froEo all eidea with guns, and bavmg dostmyed ihe ahips, sunk 
them, and not one European escaped. The English in Ckleutta, after 
having issued the order for biting the cartridges, and exciting this rebesJ* 
hoc, were awaiting reinforcements h'Oin London, for the great God, 
fiein his complete oEnnipotencQ, ia first, and his decrees aro accomplish¬ 
ed. When the news of the deatniction of the London army arrived, 
the Govemor-Geaeral was much afflicted and grieved, aud ha lamented.

Wo 
could not hope to reach Lucknow with GOO D0bctiye Europeans; wo had 
then to pass the coiulI, and force ouo-aud^a-half miles of street [ wo 
found we thrashed the Oudh people easily in the open, but fialed to 
force two small occupied semis—^the iiiea hung back ; onu of our guna 
was left under fire, it was mm^ time before I could get the 04lh Liflca 
to keep down the fire; had then to dismount, called for volunteera to 
run it otifc; the Artillery on this did the work* 

Bushenitgnngo is a strong place on our line of comsiinmcatioa; 
it ia In rear of an extensive jheel, traversed by a minitJW miaod road and 
bridge; 150 men might hold it agaiuBt us, and cut off our retreat. We 
bad net a man to held it with. It is abaurd to see our handful of men 
outflanked by the numberB of the eneniy. The Ganges waa also in our 
rear. Neill says hia guns command the opposite bonk: its breadth is, at 
the lowest estimate, three-quarters of n mile—I make it more; the 
range of a 24'poiiiidcr is 1.400 yards; his shot would do more hnrm to 
UB than to the enemy. Under these dreumetaneefl, when asked my 
opiuicu as to the poBsibility of ab once relieneg Lucknow, I decided 
agoiust it, for tha follomug reasons: if wc Mlod (and I saw uo chanco

Our commumcAtioni with Benares and Allahabad am 
tb rente ned and ourcliief sources of rovenue in Bengal are in jeopordy. 
Upon the first account of the eventflat Dinaporep Major-General Lloyd 
was removed from the command of the division. There was. upon his 
own showing, no room for doubt that he had been guilty of grievous 
mismanagement and neglecL It La now necessary that the military 
command in that part of India shouldp without a day's dclay^ be placed 
in the ablest and most trustworthy hands} and on present drcum- 
atances the authority of the commander will Be exorcised with much 
greater advantage if it be extended over the adjoining division of 
Cawnpore aa well. The arrival yesterday of Lieu Leo ant-Oeneral Sir 
James Outram in Caicntta happily mnkca the services of that 
distinguished ofiicer available to the Govariiment of India at this June- 
ture; and 1 propose that the Dinapore and Cawnpore^ Biviaiena 
nhould be combined in one command and entrusted to Sir Jamea 
Outram. Instructions will be given through the Lieutenant-Governor 
of Bengal to the oivU officers to co-operate with Iieutetmnt~Goueral 
Outrairip and to aid nnd support all his measure to the utmost of their 
power; but I do not think it desirable that the burden of any portinn of 
the civil administmtion in the XiOwer or Central Provinces should be 
thrown upon General Outmm,

So fur as depen lEa on mo* I craanut afford to have R single traitor 
irf iry camp, I paraded llie detacbiueiit, and spoke to them allj both 
British and Natives. I cougrutulated the fcruier on having come int i* 
a tump of heroic soldiers, who Inul six times mat the enemy, and every 
time defeated him and capinred his cannon. The kscara at this moment 
were facing the detachment i I turned to them* and told them wlmt 
miscreants I had this luorniiig discovered them to be, traitors in hcurt 
to tbeir foatcring Governmonh I made the British aoidiers disarm 
thorn, and onlcrcd Ihem oat of the camp uuJcr a light escort, to ba 
oaiplojed under General Neill in the labours of the intrcnchment, Hts 
will look after ihem. If they attempt to desert, 1 lutva ordered them 
to be punished with death ; the same if they refuse to work whh. other 
scldim'^. They Ahall do no other duty till I am better instructed,

ancmy again fired out of lhatn. ITie enemy 8 dead strewed the to wo. 
I eatimatc their los^ at 300 kilLed nod wounded. I ret timed to this 
position in tha evening. 

I must prepcire Your Escellcnej for my ahandoumontp with great 
grief and reluctance, of the hope of relieving Lucknow, ^Iha only three 
atad officers in my force whom lever consult confidentially. but in 
whom I entirely eonfide, are unonimotialy of opinion that an advance to 
tha walls of Lucknow involves the loss of this force. In this I concur 
The only miiitajQ^ question that remains, tberaforo^ is whether tbat^ or 
the unaided destruction of the British garrison at Lucknow, would be 
the greatest calamity to the State in this crisis. The luss of this fence 
in a fruitlcBa attempt to relieve Colonel Inglii would, of course, involva 
Ills fall. I will reniain, however, till the latest moment in this poslLion 
strengthening it, and hourly improving my bridge-communication with 
CawnporOp iti the hope that same error of the enemy may enahta me to 
striko a blow against thatu. and give the gurriAOU an opportunity of 
blowing up their works and cutting their way out.

Six guns, 
the 7»th HighliuiJers, and the Sitlifl under Colonel Haiuilton, were to 
turn (.holcftof tho village by our right; and the Ist MadniB Fusiliora 
ond tho S4th Foot were to cover the turning column with tho heavy 
guiM. Tlie iiTiOvetiient expellod Ihs enemy early from the Bcrnij but 
they held obstinately the villages immediately on the other Eido of 
the street beyond the seniL 

They were turned out of thia hy the guns ; on advancing we meb 
four gunif, posted on. and to the right and left of the reiid; our heavy 
guns Ellenoed them, and they were withdrawn, the enemy retiring 
Bloivly. forced back but not beaten. It wib purely an nrtlJloiy fight, 
ihe infantry only owupying the villages when the enemy were expell¬ 
ed. Tho villagcfl ob our right and left were held to Lhe last hy the 

enemy, who con liuued to fire at long distauces; some went to the reor, 

and we had to send tho Sikhs with two guns to hold the ocrei and pre- 
iHct OUT baggage. 

We lost two kil! cd and twenty-th rce wounded i a tli is skirm Uh, Tho 
eaemy lost heavily from the first fire of our aj-ptutidere. The whole tram- 
aetiou wofl mesb nnsalisfactory, only two small iron guns, furmerly cap¬ 
tured by UF, and destroyed in our idea, being taken. It became pamiully 
evident to all that wo conld never reach Lucknow ; wo bod Ihrco 
strong poailLons to force, defended by fifty guns and 3C,000 men. Oue 
night and a day hod cost us, iu rick and wounded, 104 Europeans and 
n fourth of our gun ammunition: this does not jncludo out killed and 
dead, wmB ton men. Wo litid J.OlO effective Enropeans, and could, 
con sullen tly, parade 900 or eo j the men are cowed by the numbers op- 
posed to them, and the endless fighting. Ev^. hojd agrinst 

us, the aemind ars having risen to opposB tia; all tho men killed yester- 
dpy^w^ Wc know tliem Id be all around us, in hodiea of 

600 or COO, iiidepeudent of tho regular levies, I tborofore had no 
hesilfttioti in givijig it oa my opinion that the fwcco had no chance 
whatever of forcing its way into Lucknow, and that it was sacrificing 
it without a chance of benefiting Lhe garriaon; that Cawdpore, with 
500 luca (one-hnlf sick), would be iu great danger, and had uo 
chance of being reLidbrced, aecording to your telegram. All wero of 
the auuio opiuion, and we retired to our position, fivo miles from tho

None, thorefote, fell into our haodB. but two 
on the ivalla, whicli had been captured on the 2!)tli ultimo, and die* 
mantled by the Comiaoudant of Artillery, bo imperfectly, however, tha t 
the enemy again fired out of them. 

I estimate the loss of the enemy at 300 killed and wounded; mine 
waa twenty-five. The enomy will not, I fear, again Ventura to fight 
with a narrow causeway and swamp in his rear.

Mr. Tale had kindly given up a 
portion of hia house for a hospital for the Europeanu, nmoug whom 
cholera had broken cut and three kul died ; othcra were suffering, but 
the disease hnd t^ken a milder fenn. and I trust will have entirely 
ceased by this time. At midnight Mr. Yulo came on hoard to iuforoi 
me that the Sth Irregular Cavalry’, stationed at Bhagulpore, had moun¬ 
ted their hoRies and Hed (with their arms) three lioiirs beforo. though 
only just reparted to him. It appoara that as our steamer and Hat 
e^duhited only about twenty soldiers, they iiuagincd that astrouger body 
was concealed, With the purpose of mirprisiijg and disarming them 
during the Iiiglit. which ran34Ml the panic under which they fled. Uiilf 
of their Native officers remained. The troopers molested no onp. and 
left all their property birhind them. Before onr dopartitre, shortly 
after daybreak ou the I6th, Mr. Yule reportotl thut he hnd lu-iccrtamed 
the CaTulry had taken the directfon of Bmvfiee. thirty-six miles from 
Ehugulporo, where the head-fiuartcm of the 32nd Native Infantry

To this moment ive liavc learnt nolbing further of proceed- 
ings. nor whether or net they induced the 32nd Ih-giment to follow 
their esnmple ; but the flight of the fiowuis, having been reperted by 
telegraph to Munghyr and Dinapore, had created, we found on arrival 
at thosei plactjs. a very unnecessary alanu. 

Mr, Tucker (of Monghjr) had withdrawn his detachment of 
Enropeana (fifty men of the Sth Fusiliets) into the fort, somo three 
mdes in circuit, all the gates of which, errept one. he had clnsed up, 
and the town was left without any protection.

1 immediately 
despatched an express to prohibit tho return of the regiiuent, but 
unfortunately it did not raaoli in time to stop tiie return vessels, whicli 
cauio back ysater-eveiiiti^, andi I regret to Bay, with ebolersi on board 
(a doctor and three men had died); this htLb ueceMtlated landing the 
men isi order to cleanse and purify the voascls^ which entmoti be ready 
for their reception before lo-inorfow eveniEigp The delay thus caused 
in the advance of this regiinentH and the disease litely to he eageu- 
dered by prolonged confinenaout on hoard crowded boats during lha 
presont extreme bcatt ia the mare particularly provoking as there is, in 
TeaU{}% no guubo whatever for nbirm hare. Bo eatished am I on thk 
suLjccli (after tho precantioiis 1 have ordcroii to bo earried out, the 
EDOiiQtaiu-tralti guns being placed at the opium godowos In such a 
position os to eSectunlly protect them, and at the eame time overaw^e 
the town^ S:c.), that I have orJorad a defivchtnent of 100 men of the 
OOth Regiment, which hail been kept back here, to rejoin the regi¬ 
ment; and ouotber 100 men of the 5 th Fusdiors, who also had been 
retoitiad bere^ I would likowba send away, were it not they are re- 
i|ti[tod for the town duties, which couh] not safely bo entnisted to the 
10th Rigimcnt* tinder the \ax disctpliuo iind exasperated feelings it 
dbptfiys towards natives of all classes just now ; dbtressing emlenee, 
if not positive proof, of which will bo furnished to Government aa

In a telegraph received from Havelock tiince the despatch of my 
letter to you tdated Cawnpore, 23rd August, r.SL). he eaysi Mr. Tucker, 
Civil CommLsaioner at Bonuros, informs me that it h the intentioTi of 
Sir James Outram to ascend the Gogm and rolieve Lucknow by Fyza- 
bad, and that Sir James cIoiiireB my comperatien by making a demou- 
stnitlcm of recrossiug the Ganges; cveu to do more by striving to regain 
luy strong piaeition of Muugalwar, or more nearly approaching Lucknow. 
But 1 must have fr&sh tmopa to enable me to du either of iheae.^ 

Hope of co-^peiation from General Havelock^ is, therefore not to be 
eTitertuioed. The mainh fromBcnarca by the most direct road to Luck- 
new is ft long one, soma 150 miles, and the population through Tvhich you 
would pass hostile. Its great reconimeDdatiou I pranuniG to be that 
you would turn or rather come in rear of the many uullahs which, I am 
told, interpose betw^een Cawtipore and LuckuoWp This would ha an im¬ 
portant advantage* But if the force you propose to collect at Benares 
w^ere to ho moved by the river Lo Cawnpore and iiDited to Havolock'H 
reduced numberB, do you think it wonld bo equal to forvo its way over 
the niimeroua nullahSp full of water at this season^ on the mad from the 
hitter place to Lneknow' ?

The read by Alluhahad and Cawnpore is mncli longer; but none 
of these objoctions apply to it. It will bring you into junction with 
General Havolpck'a force, which, conriderlng the small streugth of onch 
force, Buemi veiy necessary; and if tho Gwalior regiineDts advance, 
you Uu linvo them in front.

I am happy to bare it in my power to report> for the informatiort 
of ilajoT-Goperal Sir James Outniinp K.c,Ki that the dpeditiou he did 
mo the honour of on trusting to my command haa been attended with 
entire success, and the daring invasion of this territory from Oudh has 
been flignnlly punished. 

I arrived at Hatgaon last evening at dusk, whero X wna joiuod by 
CupLaiu John Sign's troDp of the 12 th Irregular ITqri;e (forty in number). 
As they bad tnarchod twouty-four mi lea and were in need of rest I 
halted until 1-30 when we had the advantage of Tnoonlight to 
purs Lie our march to Koondun Puttee* where we arrived at dajbreakp 

The Oudh rebels having been apprised a little previoualy nf our 
advance, had fied pracjpilately to their boats, about half n mile off I 
ordered the cavalry under Captain Johnson and Lieutenant Havelock to 
pursue them, and followed up myself, with all pmcticsable aj^eed* with the 
infantry and gnus. We found the cavalry had driven tbo euGiny into 
their boats, which wore fastened to the ahore^ and were mmntriining a 
brisk fire on Lhein from the bank above. On the arrival of the detach* 
mentis of Her Mjyesty'a 5th Fusiliers and 64th Foot under Captaina 
Johnson and Turner* the fire of onr musketry into the densely crowded 
boats woa most telling, but the ooemy still do feuded thomsolves to 
the utmost, until the guns under Lieutenant Gordon opened fire, when 
the rebeb instantly threw themaelves, pauiG-strieken^ into the river. 
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Gmpo WAS now showowd upon them nnd a terriflo fnallnde Eraaitho in- 
fimt^itndcaTnlfy nmintaioed. unlil only a few scEittercd flurtivora 
oswuped. Tbeir mimber appoarwl to be a^ut 300. Previously to tbeir 
plunging into the livw. they threw their guiiia overboard iind blew up 
ono of their boats, which hod been boanled by a party of inFiintry, 
whcTobv, I regret bo any, One man of Her ilajest/s 5th was killed nnd 
ten more or loaa injured (of whom five were Europeans and fivo Natives). 
All tlio officers montionod ftbovo distiuguiBhed tbetnselvea highly, and 
the conduct of the men wns all that could be desired.

DarkjiCiSS was coming on. and Sir Jacnes Dutrarn at firat propi^cd* 
to hait witihin tbe courts of tlia Mehul for the night, but I esteemed it 
to bo of Such importancE to let the beleaguered garrisen know that 
^ccour waB at band* that with hb ultiiuatc sanction I directed the main 
body of the 7StL Highlanders and llie rqgimont of Ferozepora toadvauce^ 
Thb colnma noshed on with a de^p^rato gnlkntTy led by Sir James 
Ootmm and nij'eell and Lieutenants ITudami and HatgocKl of my staff, 
through streets of flat-roofed hjuphuled boiieieA, friMi which a perpetual 
firo w™ kept up> and ovorcoming every obstacle^ ostabliahQd it^olf 
within the enclosure of the Residency. The joj of the gairiaon may be 
more easily conceived than described pbut it was not till the nost even¬ 
ing that the whole of luy troops, guns, tumbrils^ aud sick und wounded, 
contintirtlly espoaed to the attjjicks of the enemy, could be brought 
step by stop, within this eneeintc and the adjacent palace of the Furced 
Buksh. To form au adequate idea of the oboU^clea overcome a reference 
latisL he made to the events that are known to have oeenrrefL at Buoutka 
Ajreg and Saragog^* Onr advance waw through atreota of houses such 
as 1 have described and thus oach foruLing a separate fortresa. 1 am 
filled with surprise at tbe success of tho operation which demaoded tho 
efTortJi of 10,000 good troops; the ndvantage galued bus cost us dear* 

The killed^ wounded and mbsing, the latter being wmunded soldiera 
who, 1 much fear — some or all—have fallen into the haods of a mercilesa 
foe, amoirnEcd, up to the evening of tho 3dth, to 535 ofEcem and moo, 
Brigadier-General rfoill^ Cammandimg Tst Brigade; Hnjor CoopoTi 
Brigadier, Cumman'ling Artillery; Lojutennnt Colonel Bazely^a voluntocr 
with the force, are klllodr Colonel Campbell, Ciimmauding DOth Light 
Infantry; Llontenant-Colctiel Tytler^ my Deputy Ask^islant Qiiiirter- 
mj^iter-Oeneral ^ and Lieutenant IIiLvelock, my Deputy Asdstant Atlju- 
tant-Genenil^ are aeverelv, but not dangerously, wounded. 

Sir James Outmin received a ilesbwwnd in tho arm in the early 
part of the notion near Charbagh, but nothing would SLilidno lib spirit;

No. 1G60 of 1857.—^Hie Bight Hon'hle the Govemor-Qeneral in 
Conncil^ in directing the publication of the Hubjoined despatch from 

29 
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llnjor-Cierveral Sir J. Oiitram. n aa., dated the SOfch of September 
1807, eoTssidera it doe to that officer and to othera who mny have felt 
dL=HLpp.jmtmorit at tlie dmbgion of it asiioog the despatch eg which were 
ptiblisshed in the Cahiiiiii Gazdte /^xfmorJr^iarj of the ^^i-d instant, 
to tsplciin that nl though earlier in dntB than those despatches it baa 
been received after them, and that its publication hns nut been delayed* 

Hia Lordship in (’onneil most fully appreciates tha vakiir of the 
troops horn that digtiogui^hed oftlcer* tho Uto Sir Henry Havelock, 
aided and fiupparted hj Sir James Oiitram and by the lamented Briga* 
dier-General Ndih led victnnoualy throui^h the hosts of the in^rgenLa 
and in the face of extraordinary difficultiss to the relief of the garrison 
of Lucknow' auil he dnalres that evory officer, nou-cDmmis^ioned 
officer and soldier will accept the iissiiraDce of the entira upprobaiioa 
of Governmont as offered to each anil all individually. 

The Govdmor'Oenonil in Cotincil ubaerveB with great satisfactioD 
the enpplenvental order in which SirJ^ Ontraro scp^mitoiy brings to 
notice the services rendered by the Feimeporo RegiinoTit under their 
gallant leader, Gaptatti Braayen 1'tjo thauks of Goveminent Avera 
given to this regimont in the O. O, Ka^ HjSS, of the 22iid instant; 
and His Lordship in Council williagly reitemtea Ufa acknowledgments 
to Captain Brasyer and his officers and men. 

A r]esi>iiteh from tho Deputy Adjutant-General of the Army^ dated 
the 22nd of DecembEr 1S57, is also now published* In it Hia ExesL 
laiicy the Commandor-in-Chief prominently brings lo notice tho good

GenereJ Tlayoloak having offected hia junction with tho gairison 
lioliling tho Besidcncy of LucktiuAV ou the evemng of the 25th iniLaut, 
I, on the following day, resumed Gomiurmd of the tDXspSp issuing tho 
(.(fdrr A, of wiikli I enclose a copy for HLs EicolIcncy'B iiifoimation. I 
had previouHly sent a note to (be commandaut of the garrkoiij Avartutig 
tiiu of our approach, and warning him nob to be enticed into Aveokea- 
iug hv7 garriftOD by detaching to our support when he filiould hear ua 
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CDgagfd in the city, lest the enemy should avail thennselves of that) 
opportunity to assault his position. Tiiid note I Imve since learnt he 
received — copy c^aclosed 

since we have ohlalned aceefsto the exterior of tha enlrenchmente* 
we find that they bad completed six iniries in the most artistic manner 
one of them from a diaUnce of SOO feet under our principal defoiiBive 
works, which were ready for loading, and the Dririg of which must have 
placed the garrison ontircly at their mercy. The delay of another day. 
therefore, might have sealed their fate. 

To force onr way ihroitffh the city, would have proved a very disa- 
peratfl operation, if indeed ib could have been accompliBhed. 

After posiiiiig the bridge, therefore, which is at the entrance, Cone- 
riil Tlavolock took his force by detoiira to the right, where but liltb 
means comparatively of opposition had been prepared, until he ap¬ 
proached the freut of the Kaiser Hugh ” tKing'a Palace), from whoiiee 
a heavy fire was opened upon ua,atid from that point (thraiigh a limited 
extent of about a quarter milo of street then intervened beforo reaching 
the Residency), the troops wore much exposed to the fire of the enemy 
occupying the houses on both aides, as well ns to some of the beeiegitig 
guns which had been turned against us, besides being obstrneted by 
ditches wliich had been cut across the straet^^all which obstucles weru 
orereOHio by the usual gallantry and dash of British truops. but at a 
heavy cost. The Ecsideney wua joiued in the eveningand tha cheers 
of our rescued comrades o^’ercttocio (or the tinio our regratB for the many 
who bad fallen hi their caaae. 

General Havcloek’s reports will acquaint Tonr ‘Excellency with 
details’, my own reports catnniencviig fi-om the followlog day, when, aa 
iho enemy had. during the night, contiimed to occupy his offciMiva 
posilion arid to miiiutain bis Bra on the cntrouchTnent. it became my 
first object to occupy or destroy his works; for, independent of tha 
damage caused by his fire to the now crowded garriion. no comnimiica- 
rion could be held with the city, I. therefore, on the maming of the 
36th ordered the Captain Bazaar to be cleared, which boa heretofore 
harboured the enemy in vexatious proximity to the garrison, and it was 
occupied by Her Majesty’s S2ml Regiment under Brigadier luglis. 
capturing five gtm. 9 , with a loss of one officer (Captain Hughea. 57th 
Kativc infantry) and two priv ates killed and aevcti privates Wounded, 
thns removing all obstruction from the riverside of our poailioiu 

On tho 27th September, the palaces extending along on thi” line 
of the river, liom tho Kesidcncy to near the “ Kaiser Dagh ” C" Tehroe 
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Kottee,"*"ChTitterMurEul/' and "Furhut Buks1i’')^wer^ oci^tipied for tlio 
Mcomiaodation of our troops. On the gumo dnj, at noon, a par^y con- 
^tiog of 150 men jnAde a sortie on anothor of tbeonciny^B positiDns an4 
destroyed four guns, at a loss of £iglit killed and wounded^ At daylight, 
on tho 28th, three colycnna^ aggregating 700 men, uttojcked ihe cnemy'fl 
rrorks at three different pomta, dcstroyod ten g\im, and demolished 
hy powder exploBions tho boases which afforded position ta the enemy 
for nHmketry fire. This has effectually destroyed his attacks, excepting 
cn one point, where behaa still three guns^ which it ia difficult to gat at, 
but it is not Idtely the enemy will attempt to maintain that igolated 
positron I and os thcro has been no fire from thence this rnoriiing, it is 
probable he may have abandoned it- This successful operation was 
attended by the fierioua loss of one officer and fifteen mon killed and 
miaaing; one officer and thirty-one men wounded, the officer killed 
being llajoT SimmonH, Cojumanding Her Majesty's 5th Fusiliers, most 
deeply regretted by the whole army. 

Our preaent prospects have now to bo considered. It wag the urgent 
d^ire of the OoTemuient that the garrison should be relieved, and tbo 
wotnen and childreiip amounting to upwards of 4-70 souls withdnie.'ii^ 

The army of the enemy bag been beaten in the open field i^ithout 
difficulty* The resistance wag more obstinata Lu the anbiirbs, and at a 
great Bocrilica tho troops forced their way to the gutriaon of Lucknow* 
The sick and WDunded bivd been left with the baggage m n strong euclu- 
eure, called‘“Aluni Bagh,” five miles from the Lucknow entrenchmsuL 

In ODDfiidering the heavy loss at which we forced our way thmugh 
the enemy, it wag evident that there could bo no possible hope of 
carrying off the sick, wounded, and women and e-hildran (amountiEig^ 
to not less than 1,500 Boula, including those of both forces). Want 
of carriage alone rendered the transport through five miles of disputed 
sub tub an impo^Ibilityr 

There remained but tw’o alternatives, one to reinforce the Lncknow 
garriaon with ^DO men, and leaving o very thing behind^ to retire im¬ 
mediately with the remaina of the infontiy' upon the " Alum Bagbj” 
thereby leaving the garriaon In a worfie atatc than we found it, hy the 
addition to the numbers they had previously to feed the great amoimt 
of our wou nded and the 300 soldiers, w ho would barely have sufficed to 
aHord the additional protection that would have boen required with* 
Out addiEsg HUch strength as would have enabled lb cm to moke an 
active dc-Fence, to repel at backs by Bortiea j or to prev ent the enemy 


*' X^liri i^otlcHa tbt CjfoaLud UUOH, 
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DQOupymg the whole of their old poijitiotis ; while it would fukTe boon 
iiDposfiible for any fimaller fores than the remainder of our troops, 
diutmif^hed by those 300 men, to hnTS any bops of milking good their 
way buck, and that not witbont very senoiis loss. I, thorcfore, adept 
iho second aUemative as the only mode of offering reBSonablo hope of 
Heenriog the Eafety of this force, by retairibg snliicient strength to 
enforce supplies of pro^TiiioiiB* should they not be opon to us voluntarilj^ 
and to main tain onr^elvesj even on reduced ratloos^ until reinforoementa 
advance to nnr relief. 

Now that Detbi has fhilen and released our foreesrtwo brigades 
might perhaps be spared for this service. But I am satisfied that even 
one brigade, with two batteries of artUleiy', could make good its way 
to the " Dilkocelia*' {a ptisition three miles from beneo on iheCawnporu 
side of the canal), the route to which, the ndne now being ever, will be 
practicable for artillery by the direct road from Ahiin Bagh,** 

With such a force established atDilkoosha " wo could irithonb 
difficulty open o\x% our eonnmunieatioiip and withdraw the whole, or such 
portion of our forces as may be derired after re-establishing our 
authority at Lucknow. 

Since my deciidou bos been made, I have received a letter from 
the Alum Bugh/‘ in which it is stated that they are in great want of 
previsions, but upon returns of whnt they have, it i& clear that they 
are not aw'are of their rcaources, which were sufficient for some davs 
I have^^ Lhero fore, ordered back the cavalry to join them in tbu oJgbt 
by a ciretiitoufl route, with conditional orders to withdraw to Cawupore, 
or to moititain their position, as maj- be found most pmcticahte. Their 
only difficulty w prorisions, as thoy are placed in a fortified enclosure 
defended by two of our heavy guns, and iw □ g-poundei^, besides other 
guns taken from the enoTuy, 250 European aoldiem, and a number of 
COPvalesceuts fit to bear arms* 

lit Ociahir, P.a—The cavalry fiiile<J to make their way out last 
night; the eneirj-being found on the alert, and in aiich strength beyond 
our pief]nets, it woe not deemed prudent to attempt to force a pasMge; 
consequently tUis deaputeh was brought Lack, and there will bo no 
means of transmitting it at present,

J, Qutram resumes his poritiou aa commander of the forces^ 
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The Major-Getieriil heartily EOUffratiilatq* Qeaerftl HttFclock nmi 
the troops ti'hoiD that gnibut auti diabinguieheil oflicer has so gloriously 
led to victoiy on brilliant successes otej the hosts that Lave opposed 
them since the army emssed the Ganges on the lOlih instant. Ua 
sincerely believes thut, in the history of vrarfare, British valotic was 
never more coospicnoTisly disphiyerl than an the Slst iustantnt "ITungul- 
war,** on the S3rdat “ Ahim Uagh" and on tha SSth, wbeo his heroic 
comrcules forced tho city bridge and otliar fomildable obstacles nhich 
intcmiptod tbair passage to the pOBitiou bold by the beleaguered 
garrison. The ilojor-Goneral deeply lam eats the heavy eoat at which 
the relief of our contitrymen has been purchnsed, but the glorioue 
doTotion with wLich tbe gallant dead aiinj et^nally gnllant aivrvivora 
stalled their lives to resiCLie the Lucknow garrison will be deeply appre¬ 
ciated l)v our Qoeeu and onr eountryp and thu salely of those whom 
we, nndcr God^s blessing, have been permitted to redeem from a dread¬ 
ful Hite, must ba onr consolation for tbe loss of ao many of our noMo 
comnnles. Tlie llajot-Oeaeral begs to rctiirn his moat sincero and 
heartfelt thanka to tha General and hia giilhuit army for their glorious 
exertions, the only ncknowlcdgmcnt of their nebievementa whicb it 
ia in bia power lo ronder. On General Havelock it will devolve, iu 
his reporls to tbe Comtnandor-iti-Chief. lo do justice to the nnny which 
Lag ao devotedly carried out his on ion. But while fully aware, ihat 
every arm wo* atimubtetl by the same brave s[iij it. the llnjor Geiioml 
deems it right to bew bis personal testimony to the odniimblo conduct 
of such of the troops as acted uiidi r his itiimediAta obaervattou. Ho 
would eqjecially note the behaviour of the OOlh Regiment, who led the 
advance of the left attack at " MmiguUvrir " ; that of the Volunteer 
Cavolr)', who chargeti the artillery of the retiring enemy tmd captured 
two of their guns; that of the Sitli and detachment of the 6^th altadiod 
to it, who led the attack on the cootny's left at “ Alum Bngli’; that 
of Capisin Olphcrts's Battery, who so bravely foUowod up their retreat 
on that occasion, tmd ilajof Eyre's battery, in opposing tho many that 
afterivords bore on their position; that of the 6th Fusiliers and 
Captain Maude's battery, who lefl tha colnnm on the 25th instant 
under a roost iirorderoua firo ; that of the 1st Fuailiers (Madiws), who 
charged the bridge aud battery at tho entrance of the city, led by iho 
gallant Assistflut Ailjutant-Gencral, Lieutenant Havelock j and bnally 
that of the 7Sth Higblauders, whu led the advance on tbe Reaidency, 
beade<l by their brave cominauder, Colonel Slisted, accompoaieil by 
the gallant Lieutenant Hargeod, Aide-de-Caunp to General Havelock; 
Captnin Grout, Ist Madras rusiliera; Lieutenant Hudson, 6fth Begi- 
mciil; and Lieutenant Chamicr, Aidc'de-Cnmp.

by the enemy required more e;^tcn&lrc operations for iLi capture than wera 
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C 3 rpedientitlifirL-ror 0 niter Mowing up aU tho priucipnl houws on tlie 
Caimpore rocul, from wMlL thognmaap hod hocn tipn^^jed by musketry, 
tlte r&couooitriiig party gnidually witbdrcw to iho post in front of 
PhilliiM' Gaidon, w luch hua amca boau retsuned as ft pemnnent outpost, 
R6Fording coinfortiible nceoniiiiCHlutioD to Her Majesty ^ 7Stb HighlftiidcrSi 
fiiid protecting a considerable portion of tbo outrouchmout from inoleS' 
tation, besides connoctiug it with the Palacoa occupied hy 
Havelnck. During the foregoing opcmtiong the enemy recoverlog 
from their fir&t fiiirprise, coitiuiouced to tlireflten our posidonfl iii tbo 
palaces and ontposta by miumg and assaults* As there were only a 
few miners in the gamson atiJ none with the field force, tlie enemy 
could not he prerented from cJtplodlDg three miues caoi^iug ub a loss of 
seTcral mou-and oatim Otli they nctually penetmted into the pokeea 
in considomblc uutnberfl. 

But they paid dcjirly for their temerlby. being intsreeptod and sluia 
fit all fHiinta. Thotr loss on tbuL day wns reported in Lbe city to have 
been 450 tuem 

A company of miners fonned of volunteers from tlio several corps 
wa-q placed at the disposal of tha Chief Engineer, which aoou gave him 
tlio fi^cendanev over the eaeniYp who were foiled at- all pomt^i with tho 
loss of their gfillarica aad niines^ and the deattuctiou ol their mfricra hi 
repeated insfcancea. 

The Sikhs of the Ferosepore regiment hava zealously lahourod at 
their own Tuioos, and thmigli saparated only hy a narrow pnosago (16 
feet wide) from the enemy, liftvOp under the guidikpca and direction of 
tho Engineer Departmentp defunded and protected their position.

Lockhart has also been Tigorously assailed by the enemy's minora. 
Its proj^imity to the outreiichniont made it convenieut to ploea it

pletely out-mluad by the soldiers of Her tfnjesty'e 73th Ecgiaienfc, 

1 nm nwRTc of no parallel to our sei'ies of tniiias in modem war: 
21 shafts, figgregatlng SOD feet ia depth and 3,^91 feet of gallery', have 
been oiqcuteti The enemy advanced twenty mines agtiiiusb the pidnc^B, 
and outposts \ of tho?e they exploded three, which cansod us los^ of life 
and two which did no injury: seven have been blown in jnnd out of oeven 
cthem, Ibc enemy have been driven^ nnd their galleries takea posscssiou 
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of by aiir ; requite of which the Edginew Daparttnont may well 

bo proud. The reports and pTana forwarded by Sir Heory Havelock 
K.C.R. and now submitted to Hia WUeney. will erplain how a line’ 
of gardens, courts, imd dwdlmg-honsea:, without fortified eneainte 
withont flunkiog defuoces and closely connected with the buildings of 
a caty, has been roaiatained for eight weeks in a certain degree of 
secunty; and notwithstanding the dose and constant musketry fire from 
loophdled walls and windows often within thirty yards, and from every 
lofty building within rifre range, and notwithstanding a freuuent thonifh 
d^uhory £m of round shot and grapo from guns posted at various 
distances, from rfr to 500 yarJa. Thia result has beep obtained by the 
skill and courage of the Engineer and Quartcrmaster-Gederars Depart 
ment,reaIouBly aided by the bravo office™ and aoidiers who have dia- 
plajed the some cool determination and cheerful alacrity in the toils of 
the trench and amidst the concealed danger of the nirno that they 
had previously exhibited when fureing their way into Lucknow at the 
point of the bayonet and amidst a moat mutderens fire 

But eldlful and courageous as have beeu the engineering opera, 
tiona. and glonoiia the behaviour of the troops, their snceosa Ims been 
in no small de^e promoted by the ipcessaut and aclf.denying devotion 
of Colonel Napier,—who has never been many Lours absent by day or 

night from any one of the points of operation,_whose valuable advlcs 

has over beeu readily tendered and gmtofuny accepted by the 
oieentive officers,-whoa^ earnestnoes and kindly cordiality have stimu. 
latednnd encoureged dl ranks and gredos. amidst their haresainu 
uiSicultiea and dangerous li^boorB. *

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The defcacea which hed beea barely tenable were thoroughly re- 
peirod, and new batteries were conBtmctec] to mount thirteen additional 

gUDS. 

The enemy, after tho capture of the batteries, adopted a new aya- 
tem of tactics. Their guns wore withdrawn to a greater distance, and 
disposed HO as to act not against tbe dcfeacea, but agauiHl the intorioi of 
the entrenchment. 

The moment they were searched out nod silenced by our guns, 
their position wag changed ho that their shot ranged through the 
entrenchment; and but for the desultory tmturo of their fire might 
have been very destructive. 

Under tbo care of the SupeiiDtemiing Surgeon, Dr. Scott, the bos* 
pital was securely barricaded without detriment to ventilation. 

From the Rov. J. F. Harris, Chaplain of the garrison, the sick and 
wounded received the moat marked and persoiuil kindnesa. His spiritual 
miidstratioDs in the hospital were inccoeant; his Christian zeal and 
earnest philanthropy I have bad constant opportunities of observing 
. since my arrival in Lucknow j and but ono testimony ia borne to hia ei- 
ertiona duriog the siege and to the personal bravery be displapjd in 
hastening from house to house in pursuit of his sacred colling under 
the heaviest fire, Daily he had to r^ad the funeml service over num- 
hm of the garrigon, esposod to shot, shell and musketry. 

Order wng estabtished in the Magazine under Captain Thomas, the 
Garrison Commandant of Artillery and CommUsary of Ordnance: and 
under Dr, Ogilvie, Sanitary Comiuiasioner, the Conservancy Do'pnrt. 
meub effected great and visible improvements in the condition of the 
cntrcnchmeois, besides removing the horrible colleotion of filth and 
putrid carcasses which had aceumulated in the palaces taken possession 
of hj the Relieving Force. 

I cannot conclude this report without cjqrreasing to His EsceDency 
my intense udiniration of the noble spirit displayed by all ranks and 
grades of the force since we entered Lucknow. Themselves placed in 
a state of siege,—enddenly reduced to scanty and umsavouiy rationB,— 
dsuled all the little limurics, (such as ten, sugar, rum, and tobacco,) 
which by constant use had become to them almost necessaries of life -1 
smitten in many by the same scorbutive affections nnd other 

evideocea of debilily, which prevailed amongst the original gamBon,— 
compelled to ongnge in laborious operations. — exposed to constant 
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anger mill kept ever on th^ alert—their spirita and ehoerfnlneas, and 
gojj] and diseiplinep ffeerued to riee with tlie owasioiL Nerer coaid thor® 
liavc been a ftiree more free from griiiubkra, more cheerful^ more will* 
ii3g or more eiirnest. 

Araongsfc the aiek and wounded tbia glorioioi spirit if pogsibWi 
atill more con^pieiioiiH thau amongst ibose fit for duty. 

It was a painful fliglit to see m many noble fellow r maiTned and 
fiuETering, ami denied those comfotta of wbioh they stood so macb in 
need. 

But it was truly dellghlful imd made one proud of hia countrymen^ 
to observe the beroie fortitude and hearty checrfuhifess wiili wbicli idl 
was borne^ 

Mir cotdial acknowlcdgracnta arc due to Brigadiers TJamilCon and 
Stiatud, and to Uielr Brigade Staff—Captaiua Spni^in and Bnuveric— 
for tbo efficient diapositlnn of tilieir troops nndor (jencral Havelock's 
orders and direction, caid the Tlgitanco u^tli ivliieti they have guarded 
their extended posit ion. 

The glorious reputation u hicb his defence of Luoknow won 
for Brigadier IngUs leavca IltLle room for further ccunmendation for tho 
able manner in which that defraca has hmn continued—tho vigour 
with which tho defences of his garrison have been improved and ex¬ 
tended and the unceasing vigilance which rendered every effort of the 
enemy to assail him utterly hopeless, 1 cordiitlly concur in and second 
his recoinmetidatioii to tlia Ihvounibte notice of Hia Etcellency the 
Commandcr-in-Cliief of tha eevoral olTEeers named in bis de^^patch. 

To the gallant Brigadier Byra, Coinnfiaiiding the Artillery, whoso 
victories at Arrah and Jiigdespore have already given him an Btin^pean 
reputation |to the bravo Captains Olpberts, of the Bengal Artilbry ^ 
and Mauda of tlie Ro)ti 1 Artilleiyp commanding battmea ; to Lieute¬ 
nant Thomas, Commissary of Ordtiancc ; and to the oSicers and men of 
thf- combined force of Artiliorj', my licarty and sincere Lhauka are duct 
The duties which have fallen on them have bcoini moat arduouSi, and 
have been carried through with the aeal and gaJLmtry which have ever 
distingnhfbed Lheir noble arm of the service^ .

honsa- Under these abo, threa niln™ had been driven. 

1L was aHcertained ahont 11 A. ti. that Sir CoUn CmnpbeU was 
oporntiiti; agoiust tlie Sikunder Bt^h. The explosion of the mines Ln 
file garden wiL^ therefore ordered. Their action wafl, however, com- 
pnrnlivoly feeble, so the batteries bad the double task of eoinpletiiig 
tho datnolitieii of the wall and prostrating and breaching the werks 
and the buildings beyond it. Brigadier Eyre commttiidetl in the Left 
Biittfry ; Captain Olphorts in tiro right; Captain Maude shelled frotn 
six im’ii'fcafs in a more retired (jnailranglc of the Palaoo. Tho troops 
were f>rm<!<l in tho Bquarc of tho Chutter Munxil, and brought up in 
pucresfion through the approiurbss. wliich in every direction interaeeted 
the ftflvanoe gardiUi. At qiifitter-past two of the mines ut the IJorn 
Kliaiin explo'ied with gooil efifedi. At fitdf-priat 3 the advance soundeid. 
It i« impo'^gible to deacrihs tho enthiHiagm with which this signal waB 
received hy tho troops. Pent up in ioaetion for upwards of sis weeks, 
and subjocLed to conKtaiit attacks, they felt that the hour of retributiDn

1, On tlie foll(«)rtng iHoming I msaivpd lustmctlona to place 
irader the orJt’re of Mujoi Haiiburton, 78 th Higyaiidore* os stronif a 
deUehmeut as 1 cauld spard from the garrUon, ia order to Htrengthcn 
the rear guanl which had beau kft at Itr. Martiu's hwiao, iti chargo of 
tha heavy gttoa that bud arrived with the force. I ffccordlngly detail¬ 
ed a psu-ty of 100 men of the Oantl Fotrt, under the Command of 
Captalu Lowa, who was aceomponiad by Copbua Bawmiio, Captniii 
McCabe, and Lieutenant Cooke, of tlie aarne corps. Tbis detacbineiit 
TCniained all day in posiiiou with the rcrtr-guard. imd on the foHownig 
moruing it covered the extreme rear, on tho marcli' into thte “ Furaad 
Eaksh," whence Captain McCabe l&l a parly of volimteara, composed 
of the Sth,32nd, aud 90th Regiments, into a garden, and rooted the' 
enemy with great staugliter. Early the next day, this detach man t, 
liaving performed the artliioiiB duties tiaaigned ttiem, returned to Hiy 
garrifloil. In theso opemtfonh tlie 32nd Regiment had one sergennt 
and one private killed, and two sergeants and two privates wonnded. 
Captain Lowe' also raceived ii severe wound.' 

2. The report of the several Sorties made tiDdor tho direction of 
the Majot^lenend Commanding tlie ForcM, Bind in which detoehmenta- 
from this garrison have bonio {I would in in hopel a distinguished part, 
have been HO fully detailed by^ the oOkera who eommandud cm theea' 
occuflions, tliat T need not enter furtber on the subject than to express 
mV adinimtioii of the gallant and devoted bcbavioiir of both officers 
aud men, 

3. As soon aa these operations were terminated, I tumfed my atten¬ 
tion to the state of the batteries and defences of thifl position, many of 
which wero in a vaiy dilapidated state, as the Major*General is awnuey 
especially the port called the brigade mess, at aithac Hank of which was 
an open breach, neither of which ws had over bean nble to repair or 
strengthen, or ever adequately to dofenri But the Iwgo nninbef of 
doolifr-bearerH placed at my dLsposol hy the (Ihiof of the tttuS', and the 
increased strength of the garrison, cu.-ibled ino to easry on the worka 
with vigour, aod to ninkiiolly strengthen all my critical positions. 

4. Since tha arrival of tlm force, a large mound and a musjid 
adjacent to Inncs' post were t.'iken poBSCSsion of by the late LiGuteuant 
Gmydon, and have been made defensible, as they completely overlook 
and Bommand the iron biidge, aud approach therefrom, A description 
*f the works that have bieii carried out is fully given iu the appended 
raemoiatulum by the Euguiecv Officer, Groat praise is duo to tho great 
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pcofcseinual skill tbe persarerinff energy, and lbs mitinng petBonni ac¬ 
tivity displayed byLiauteiiont Hu teliinsnn, under whom the works taro 

been carried out. i j * n, 

5, Owing to the eitremc paucity of nutiiboTS attficbed to tho 

garrison roagaziue, and the harossiog duties irliicli have devolved on 
this efitablishment duritig this verj' prolmctEd siege, it has nccessttnly 
always beau iu a aooicwhat imHariafactory' state, and I gliMlly seized tho 
opportQDity to remodellt. With this end in view I directed Lieutc- 
uaiit Tboiuss, in charge of the magarine. to remove it to the Post Oftico 
compound, flstdJurdiug the most convodent site for piling shot and 
collocliiig together the vnrioua materials appertaining to this depart- 
menA. This duty baa been ably perfarmed by Mr. Conductor Beivsey. 
OlUcinting Sub*Couduotor, under tlte directions of Lleuteutwt Tbcmaa, 
and 1 bflve now tbe pleasure to rep<*rt tlmt all the spare shot and shell 
has been collected, ganged and piled. The mnskctg and muskcti 

bnrrels have also been collected, and a large supply of cartridges, wads, 
fu^es, quick and alow matchea, have been prepared. Tlie estahliahmenti 
have besides been employed in repairing sponge stEiffs. gminmetting 
shot and ahull aud in collecting wood, iron, load, and other materials 
from the Farced Buksb and other pltww.

e. The buried treaatire, aiuouating to nearly twenty-five lakhs of 
rupees, is being eibumcd, mid placed again under tho charge of vhe 
civil jELutboriti^. 

7, Tbfl coTnniis^ariiili Rrmngeoi^nta tnaJe iu garriftcuif unJ^r tbc 
directions of Sir Jnmea Outram, O. C. b,, have involved a cotifiiderablo 
redaction in relions. and this deprivation, coming as it did nptra tha 
garrison at tha end of so long a aiege, in addition te the w'anL of raalt- 
liquor and ppirita, Ivasi boruo somewhat heavily on every one; but all 
have sustained tho tleprivation cliverftiily, and uono more so than the 
women, whose aduiimblo conduct I have alluded to in n former dea^ 
patch. An appended memonvnduni, furnished by the Garrison Conimia'. 
aariat Officer, enlets fully into tb'J Commisssariat urnmgemeitts that 
have been mode, 

6. The great uivinber of wounded which acoompauiod tho Sfejot'- 
GenoraVa force into this position speedily increased the numhet of 
patieuts from 130 to 627 ; and as nearly all arrived withont bedding, 
and as Uiere was besides but a auiall supply of medicine, it bocamo 
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to mute evciy iUT!iDg™eEt to mmt Ltese w^nrita. In order to 
pro^dde the roqui^ite shs^Uer, t^o largo donbk-pole tenta hiive teou 
pitched close to the hospital portico aod a large room \o the Eegmn 
Koteo Toade over for the acconfiTnodiition of wounded nfficera. Thn 
buildings in the Central Sikh Sqiimie were also assigned to the remaiu- 
itig portion of the sick and wounded. Old lents have been cot up for 
bedilingp and the patleute have been made m cnmforfcabk ns circum¬ 
stances would atlniit -1 and I ani sure that Sir James Outranir will

10 , Their muakeLiy fire has, howBver, occasionally boon bo liGavy% 
especially by night, to indnoo n holief thai they intended an attack | 
but these demou'^tmtiQns havo rarely lasted for fujxy longthencd perifx]| 
though they tmve rendcroil it ue^s-arj^ that every man should he under 
arnia for the time. Owing to the rciHiirs marie to our dtdences aini the 
i □creased cover obtained thereby our casfualtxt^ on these oflcasiona brtvn 
been but few". 

11, Among the officers l^aloaging to this gairifion who have fallen 
since the adveut of the Major-Ocnerars force, I deeply regret to have to 
record the loss ofCaptaiu blnglies^ of the 57tb Eegimcnt, Native Infan¬ 
try^ doing duty with Her Majesty's 82iid Foot^ who was mortally wound¬ 
ed at the ottack of a hou^e which firmod ono of the eiiemy^s outpoals, 
Captain McCabe, Her Majeaty^a 32nd Foot, a most distingtiiabed oJticor, 
has algo fallen ; be received bis duiiih^wouiid while leading hia fuiirlli 
sortie. licutonant Grtiydoti, too, oT the 44th Bcgiinent, Native fnfau-^ 
tiT, an afficct uf great merit, was moTtally woundcil while assisting in 
barricading his pcwt«

14 My thanks are due to the oEieera comni&ndmg outposts who 
have contmiied to evinee the Bame vigilance and gallanUy that hog 
characterized their condnet throughout this menvorable eiege. 

15, I have already espresaed my inability to do justice to the 
behaviour oT the troops, both Enropeim and Native, and 1 can therefore 
only sciy that they have con tin nod to exhibit the same gallantry under 
fire, and iho same patience under 6 X 1 Soring and privation as horetofore* 

16* The several officers who com pose my staff have continued to 
render me every assistance and have given me every satisfaction in 
their several departments.

In continuation of my letter dated 12th instant^ I ba\*^ the honour 
to report, for the information of tho Major-Qeneml Commanding the 
Oiidh Field Forco, upon tho ^ Final Engdnoeritig OdbnsiTO Opemtbna " 
at palace and gardens of the Chutter MunziL 

The Cavalier Battery, alluded to nt the conclusion of my previous 
repert^ wna cempletcd dming the night of the I3th instant, and was 
armed with the bea^y guns on the inorning of the llth^ viz.^ the day 
originally appomtod for the atonning of the Hem Khana, engine* 
house, and king's st ables. 

During the night of the 13th, 29 charges of powder (each 25lbs* 
in weight) were laid in chambers that had been previously prepared 
for them, under the fountlation of the east face of tho advaoced 
garden wall, and immediately in front of tho CavnJior Baltory. These 
charges were intended for the domoUtion of that part of the wall that 
acroened the ongino-houae, stables, and the other adjacent buildings 
that wore to he breached from tho guns of the battery* I would here 
remind you that our attack was postponed from the morning of the 
14th to that of the 16th. The charges of powder were thus exposed 
in eotucaon canvas hags, for more than forty-eight hours, to the damag* 
ing influence of a very damp sandy ikoil ;sothat when they were 
exploded, their effect, owing to the detetioration of the powder, waa 
only suffeient to shake and split the wall in several places^ and to 
form a anmll breach. The wall, bnweverj so much iujiired that 
the ArtUlsry had an ensy task m hatteritig down os much as vroB 
neccffiaiy. The chargee, 1 may mention^ were half na largo again ins 
thu&o reconunended by Sir W, Posley (our heat pTnctlnol authofity ou 
this os well aa on moat other points of engineering detail) and were such 
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hfld been succesafully used by myself at PedmwM in a predaely 
aimilnr 

During the night of ibo 12th and 13th, the trench wim 

'widened for ihc paasago of guns ; ecreona were aUo eonatnicted in the 
ftflvanced gBirdcii; imd otiiijr pr^cauLbiiary measures taken to protect 
our force agaiiiat nny musketry firo that might be poured m ttiTough 
the breaches la our own wall- 

Duriag tho 15 th the three tniuGa that had been prepared for the 
formation of breaches in the Hem Kb ana n-ere l oaded and tamped 
These nunes were sprung on the afternooa of the I fltlu That at tlie 
north-west oomer of the buitdiag effected the breach by which the right 
and centre eolutuns of attack ent(Hrcd+ liieutenant HnJh in his report^ 
erroneously states that this breach was nmdc by the IS^pouDder gun 
at the barricade. 

The centre mine failed to explode owing, I imagtae, to so me wet 
sand havLog been diaiudged from the roof of tho miue bj the 
Gusaion of nnr artillery, and having fallen upon tho powder house. 

The left charge, which was tbs largest, eipli^ded ; but it proved ta 
bo ten feet short of the builcUpg^ and doiise<jucnt1y offeotod no breach 
nr injury. Thifl error in the position of the chnig® is not to bo 
wondered at, when it is considered—that we would could Dot, by the 
most careful survey^ eatiefy ouraelccs as to the exact poBition of the 
Hem Khana; and that we could not survey the raine itself with 

the prismatic composSi as no lights would bum owiug to the foulnesti 
of the air near the end of a gallery that had beeu carried to tho (I 
believe) nnprecetiented length of 2S9 feet withoub the aid of alr^ptpes. 

On the morning of the 16th every thing was ready for the attack 
upon the Hem Khanftpengine-booRH, and sUvbleg, Copies of instruc¬ 
tions, the details of which had been prepared by myself, Irom rnenio- 
randa drawn out by Colonel Napier (Chief of the Slaffj, were handed 
over to each of the fi ve officers camtnandLng the storming jwirtJesi, 
aud to the engineer officers accompanying them * aud those instruc- 
tiotLfl were further explained^ by the aid of plariSj to aoveral of the com^ 
mouding officem 

For an oecoutit of the operations of the fitorming parties I muet 
refer to the enclosed reports (in original) of Lieutenauta Hutchinsouj 
Itussell, Limond, and Hall, with the remark that tbo duties of tho 
officer? under my commaud appear to me to have been rapidly aud 
efficiently carried out. 
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I muHt also to a depurate report by Lieutenant Hutchinann^ 
Directing Engineer, upon the engmeerlng operations, from tie 16th 
November to tbe hoar of evacuation of tio Baillie Guard EnLroncbment 
and ChLitter Miinzil Palace~coiifitiemeDt to my qnartera owing to jm 
injury of the ieg havitig proven ted tny eiiperinteadiog them persona! ly. 

It now remains for me to bring to tho favourable notice of the 
Major-General Commandiug those officers and men of the Engineer 
Departmeat who have rooderetl good service ; and in the first place, 
I trust it may not he eonaidered out of orders that I here thankfully 
record my acknowledgment of the assifltance that bjus always been 
afforded me by my experienced brother oflicer, Oolonol Napier, Military 
Secretary and Chief of the SUdf to Major-General Sir James Ontrami 
G, c. B., who, nobwiths tan ding the press tiro of his other important) 
duties, ever ready to aid mo with his vaUiabfe counsel and odviee, 
to meet my consiaot domauda for workmen and materiaU, and to 
aup*iuteDd and direct the worb daring the last month of our opar- 

ationa, when 1 w-as di^blod from peTsonally stiperintendiog them 
myself 

Lion tenant Q. nutclunson, of Engineers, deflerves very great credil: 
for the very able mannor in which he discharged the duLies of Diroctmg 
Engineer of the worb during thn htst ten days of our opemtione« His 
services os one of the engioeers of the origiiial garrisoa will bo dufy 
reported by the proper authority- 

Lieiitenjint RusselJ, of Engineers, has rendorod me very efficient 
aid as Brigade-Major of Engineers; his constant and unwearying eror* 
fcious, both hy night rmd by day, inorit my belt thanks and the highest 
praise. 

Lieutenant Limond, the only other engineer officer under my com¬ 
mand, has also provod himself a very able and eaergetie officer, and has 
raudered very excellont HOrvice. To him, and to Lieutenant' RuBaell, 
%rm eutrustod the general auperrisioa of all thn works from the time 
^ that r was disabled until the appointment of Lieutoaont Hutchinson as 
Directing Engineer—a period of fllmut throe weeks. 

The officem and voluatoers that have acted in the capacity of 
Assistant Field Eugincen have, without eicoptign, given mo their beafe 
and readiest nssicitance ; but 1 may with jnatico mom conspicnonBly 
notice the namea of Captain Oakes, 8tli Native Infantry ; Ueutenant 
Hall Ul Bengal Fusiliers ; Mr. Goldsworthy, Vainnteer GavaJrv ^ and 
of Mr. CavanELgh, Superintendent of the Chi$f Commi^ioner's Office.

Our mines oKploded short; but the mlDC frotn the Garden Ficqueli 
decidedly shook and damaged the wall. 

Communication with tho garden waa completed during the nigh^ 
and all barricades^ loopholes. &c.

1 have the honour to roport* for the iuTormation of Captain Crom- 
meliiij Field Engineer, that in accordance withhk instructional I accom^

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Immediately nftar the eiplwieti of the bamcade'mitte. wc kiIUhI 
out and made for the part of the building where it wi» intended the 
nght breach should have been made.

According to orders. Lieutenant Chalmers, Assistant Field Engineer, 
and myaolf accompanied the detachmont of the gOth Regiment, Light 
Infantry, on the attack upon the onglnc-honsB. Keeping to the left oa 
jpassing that building we found thfe mbels evacuating the some, and fol¬ 
lowed them up to the most advanced biiiiding, the '■ Overseer’s House ’* 
which I at once directed to be hameadoA The enemy opened on ‘it 
with guns from the Kaiser Bagh, and tlm house was then abandoned 
and burnt by Colonel Pumell’a orders. Th^ wall of the Bamhduree 
enclosure was at once loopholcJ, and the windows to the sonth blocked 
tip with aand-bags. During the night a battery for three light guns 
was constructed at tho southern extremity of the lane, between the 
kings Bibles and Barohdume enclosure. The doors and windows of 
the engina-houae facing tbs river were also bamendad. During tho 
night a trench-covered communication was opened to the advanced

1 have tho honour to report that according to order Captam Oakes 
Aosisiant Field Engineer, and myaelf occompauied the detuehmont 
under commaud of Captam Lockhart, Her Majesty’s 78th, on the 16th 
lasiant m the attack upon the "king's etables." 
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Hie diftoohmcnt 'wbs dm^ up in line in the front; trencli of tilin 
advanced garden, and on the order for tho adFance being giren* we 
criii^ed the parapet ct the trepebr and the breaeb la our fronts and 
doubled across the open to tbe ” king's stabloe/' on roachbig wtkh somis 
coaFusion occurred, for the lower part of the breach that had been njcide 
by Dur guns waft aoine four feet fi^ni the ground ; and not flcemg any 
easy mode of ingreas, Captoin Lockhart led the way into the enclosum 
of tbc ateam onginc-hoiiao on the loft^ and was followed by many of hia 
men. 

Oil his mistakq being pointed out, hoivever, be returned, and in 
company we entered the courfyard of the a tables^ which w'o Anuid 
deaerteLL The men of tho dotacbment followed us as quickly as they 
could. 

Our orders were to man the walls of the stables on the aide of the 
coenty i but the latter were retreat ing fust, preE&ed by oni' troops 
from tho nem Rhana^ cu seeing ivlnch many of tho detachment to 
which I was nttaebed rushed across the toad without orders and joincti 
in the pureuiK 

At Captain Lockhart's request I went to recall thoEe men, and on 
mj rotiim I found that he hfwJ □ccupied the Bamhdiuod and other 
buiMinga m rear of tho king's BtAbles, ileasurns ivena immeilintcly 
adopted for securing out position i hut in a short time the portion of 
Captain Lockhart'E detachment was wUhtlmwiij and the poEt left to tho 
nhorge of a detachment of Her i^Jajeaty's JtOlih^ under Colonel Fumell. 

During the night of tho I6th, Lientonant Limanik of Engii]:eer?i|

Ill ihfi aftEmoon of tKe 1st the coIhititi fnrmed in the road lending 
to tlie Paen Bagh, and advanced tkrougli tLo buildings near tho jaU* 
occupied tho lOflefl of houses on the left and front of Phillifis' Garden^ 
under guidanco of Mr. Phillips, the former oeeuprint^ and the enemy 
Trere driven from ftsme honBes and a harricnde on the left of our ad^* 
vance by 50 men of the Madi'as Fusilierii^ led by LieutenEmt GrooiOp 
under a sharp fire of musketry in a very spirited manner. 

The houses in front were strongly barricadedj and in many cases 
the doors were bricked up; it wad, therefore, Inte before we had worked 
a way to a point frtim wheuce we could command the enemy's position. 
A party of the enemy was driven out, and a row of Ipophales was 
commenced itumedlately, and the gromad examined right and left. 
Attempts to penetrate tho garden to the loft were inefiectual; to the 
right an opening was obtained, which diseloBed that the ^ 10111^8 bat¬ 
teries were aepnrnted from ub by a deep narrow lane, seme 12 or 15 feefc 
below the garden; the latter was aurronnded by a deep mud wall, with 
buildinga atUched^ The face of the buttery wag scarped and cpiiie 
inaecesssible without ladders. A heavy fine waa kept up fi*om the face 
of tho bntttiryj. and the lone was fiauked by a strong barricade. As it 
venB darkt and a direct attack would he certain to cost many lives, 
1 determined to wait till daylight before assaulting tho battery. The 
position was duty secured, and the men occupied the buildiDga for the 
night. 

In the morning, after giving the men breakfast^ and ananging with 
the attilleiy to open ire from the entrenchmeiitv the troops adv-ancod. 
A severe fire wna opened from the barricade, flanking the Iiluc on the 
rijrht; but Major Habburton detnehed LieutH^Daut Creiigh, Madras Fusi¬ 
liers, wdth a party to turn tho barricade by the Cawnporc road, which 
wei« effectually done. The troops then doubled out throtigh the hsM% 
and forced a way tbrongh a struekadc into the enemy's batteries; the 5th 
Fusiliora and Detachment Mtb in advance, under Lieutonnnt Brown, 
Bupported by Llis Madras Ftiidliera and Her Mi^ijesty^s 23rd. The enemy 
was initnedhitely driven from the battery, and Phillips' house uccupied 
ivithout further oppoeition* A piccjiiet being left in possi^ion, tho troops 
advanced on the gunjt which had bceu withdrawn to the end of tho 
ganlcTi and to the streets adjoliiing, and captured two B-poundei^ 
and C3ue (1-pQtitjder guts, driving olf tho enemy who defended them 
with mnsketiy and grapo. The guns were immediately dragged to the 
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garden and bnrat, tbeir carringea completely destroyed, and tleir nm- 
munition Bent to llio eatrenchiuenL Phillips’ lioune was blown np 
by a party under Lientenimt fiines, EngineorR, nod at dark the troopu 
withdrew to their poeition of the previous night. 

In all the nmngenieiits I was most fortunsta in having the aid 
r,f that very able and brave officer, ITiijor tlaliburton, Her Jlajosty'a 
7Slh Highkndei-s, who deaervos particiilor notice. 

I beg to recommend to your favourable notice Cnptain Shiite, Her 
Ifajoflty’a 64Hi, and Liouteuaut Brown, 5th Faslliers. who led the psirty 
into the Batteiy, and wero foremost in Gipturing the two 9-poui!ider9. 

1 also beg to recommend to your notice Privato MuHale, Her Majesty fl 
Bth Fusiliorn, who wna lie first man at the capture of ono of the guns. 

Lieutenant Limond, of the Engiiioera. was very active in tho 
dntioa of tho Engineer Departincnt, and in recouuiioitnng the enemy’s 
priHtion. Captniu Dawson and Lieu tenant He wet t attended mo zealous¬ 
ly as field orderly officers throughout tho cipemllons; and Mr. Covanagh,* 
Superintendent, Chief Commissioner’s office, accompanied the party oa 
a guide, and was alivays fo be found at the front. 

Tho gniiB wore destroyed by Sergeant Smith with the party of 
orlillery. 

Tho position of this bntteiy was so tnacceeaible, and the iDcality 
no little known, that the entaTpriM of talcing it was conadBrod by tho 
©xpetieneed Chief Engineer of the gnrrison as ono of very serious 
difficulty. Owing to oviv laborioiiB investigation of its position which 
enabled ns to obtain comumud of it from the adjacent masa of build¬ 
ings, I was able Lr* take it at the comparatively small !os3,of two hilled 
and cloven wounded. 

I have only to add, that nUhough I have mentioned the uamea 
of thcHBE ofilcpis who had the good fortune to be at tho points of attack, 
yet the conduct of tho whole of the offiscets and men waa in every way 
deaerving of your commetidatioHi they were most eagor to nsaault tho 
battery on the night of the Ist, but 1 rcBtrained them, as I woe con¬ 
vinced that I could effect the desired end without the seriona loss that 
would have then bean incurred. 

Their atinck when made was carried out with their unfalliug 
gnllautiy. 

It is impossiblo to esdmato the loss of the enemy.

Oq the 2sth ultimd OoLdnel Camp’beU repdittetl to you tliit he, 
witli a ainall party of the OTth, not exceeding lOQ toea and almost all 
the wounded^ the heavy ami a largo nuraher of amin uni lion 

wero ia the ivailed passage in frutit of'the Motee Wiinzil 
Palace^ ^hich position ho should be obliged to hold for the tiighb, m 
he was iiiveated by the oaeniy.and could not adionce %TiLhout rclnforco- 
ments- 

Oil the morning of tho 2Gth, a detachmfint of 250 men, under 
cQTiimiind of Major Slmmonfl, 5th FuaUena, and part of the Femiepora 
Regiment, under Cap tain Brasyer, were sent by your orders to it?iii force 
Colonel CampbelL under the guidance of Captain IWooraOTii. 

Thev had JudiLiioufily oneufii^d a house and garden betwoon Colonel 
Oampbetrs position and the Pdacej hut as they were unable to tuove 
from their poailion, I received your orders to proceed to their as 3 iBtanc& 
with a further reinforcement of 100 men of Her Mnjeaty^s 73th High^ 
landers, under Colonel Stbtad, anti two guns of Captain OlpherLd' bat¬ 
tery and Captain nardiEige'a so ware. 

Captain Olpberta strongly objected to his guns being tnhen, and 
Oil conaideriug the reason that he cliered I t^^ok■ Lt upon iny^elf to 
dispense with thenip merely taking spare bullocl^. Cfiptiin Otpherla 
occompauted ms os a volunteer* As I had reo^jon to boliovo that 
I could open a ssomruunieation through the Paliice, which would Imug 
me near theposltiou of Lhe giius^ I took Cavanagh,* an. intelligent 
civilmn aer^naiiited with the locality, nml examined tlio Pfiince as far aa 
was prnedcLLblo, Hud obtahied sufficient knowlodgs of it to form my 
plan of operations. 

1 then led the party by one of tho side outlets of the Polncs along 
the river bank to Major Simmons' pogition, under a amort fire from the 
enemy by whichi howoTor, we received little damage. 

Under cover of the nighty all the sick and wounded wore quietly 
and Eafelj transported along the river bank id the entrenchment^ by a 
path pmcticablo for comelg and doalioB but quite lEnpractieahle for gnus* 
Captain H[Hd"mgo mada several joumoys to bring up fresh dnulicu^ 
until every sick and wounded man was removed. He also took awuy 
the caiuels laden with Ed Bold ammiiiiiitidn» Ono of our Sl-poundcrs, 
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which had heeo used on the proTioaB day agaiart iho enemy 
hut tho working of which had ceased owing to iho muekefry fire 
which poured upon it, wns left in »□ oipoaed poaition; it waa estii- 
cat-ed in a veiy daring and dexte«nis niaanel by Captain Olphcrts, 
aided by Captain Cnicup (killed,) and Private Duffy, of the Madras 
FusilioTSL 

At 3 A M. the whole force proceeded undiscoTeted through the 
enemy's posts, nntil the leading division had reached the Palace; iho 
heavy guns and wngons were safely parked in the garden which I had 
rccormoitied on tbo procediiig day. The enemy ware aroused too late 
to prevent the operation, but mode an oLtaek on the roar-guard which 
WAS ineffisclire* 

I rciuained with Colonel Pomell to secare the position thus gained 
with trifiing loaa. A huge body of aepoya was discovered in a walled 
garden conoacted with that wliich contained our heavy guns by men 
of Her Mujosty's DOtb, Sth Ftieiliors, and 32ud, who gnlkntly charged 
ill, led by Colonel Purnell, 90th* and Captidn McCabe, 32ntl, and almost 
aonibilated them, securing thegiuden itself aa the rear of our position, 
Jleosarcs wore immodiately taken to open a road for tbo guns through 
the Palace, and by the lat iustant every gun and wagon was safely 
lodged in the entroachment. 

It now remains for me to bring to your favonrable notice the officers 
commanding corps find dctuehtncntis—Colonel Stisted, f 8lh; Captain 
Pnmyor, Sikhs; Captein Lowe, 32iid. The late lamented Major S3im- 
mous gave me very valuable aid. 

To Colonel Puraell'B lot foU the more difficult dnty of command¬ 
ing the rear-gucud and of aecnring the position when gained. 
Ip the whole of the operations bis aesistanco and support were of 
the greatest value. 

tieutonant Fraser, of the ArtillcTy, was left on the 4Glh by 
the fall of Brigadier Cooper in charge of the heavy giinJi* and 
though wounded liU evertions asristed greatly in e&triailing the 
unwieldy train, I must beg most particularly to hritig to yom uotioa 
Captain Olpherts, of the Bengal Artillery. ’Without hts unlhiling deter* 
minatiou, skill, and fvTtiUty of reaoiiree, we should never have been 
able to withdraw the 24-ptiitrafler, but at tho Cost of a very heavy loss 
of life. From first to last hie aesiatance has been invaluable, and can¬ 
not he too highly praised. 

To Cnptaiu Hardinge's cotitinucrl oxertlona is due the safe lemeval 
of the wounded and camels with rille ammunition. 
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My As^istfint AdjutaoL-G^Deml, Captaiti Dtidgatm* gave tm OTaty 
ds^iatnoce. Captain Mooraom was hej-Sj m e?erywhete« a sagneldus 
and daring gulda Captain Sitwell attended me sealougly Lhxough the 
night.

I have deeply to lament the hm of the gallant Cnptam Crump, 
Madras Ariiiy, killed whilst extricating the 24~poiinder.

The Chief Engineer of the Oudb Field Force beiog wounded at the 
time of our arrival ait Lnchnow, and further prevented, until the Bih 
ultimo, from prsjiiiially attending to lik duties, by on aceidental lame¬ 
ness produced by his ardaoun asortioTia io cMuaLructing ihe bridge at 
Cawnpore for the possJige of the force across the GnngeSi tliers devol¬ 
ved upon me ninny duties not pertaining to mj office, which it ia 
proper that I should repatt through you, as I believo uo officer except 
myself is acquoioted with all that has taken place^ and the oauree of 
these duties gave me an opportunity of noticing the valuable serriccs 
of officers which could not otherwiso he brought to Major-Ocaerul 
Havelock^® knowledgo. 

On the morning of the S7th ultimo the escort with the heavy 
tnib Mcnpicd the range of palaces called the Chut ter Munzii and 
Furced Euksh. 

Major General TTaveloek: is aware that these palaces afford the 
only Bbelhet that nur troops eonid have occupied, and that as mere 
shelter they give ONcelknt accommodation ; ns a military position they 
have very great dlaad vantages. The nor them face is well protected 
by the Eiver Goomty ; but the oast eiul south-east faces are suiVDimd^ 
od by buildings and in coo tact with the city. 

Captain Ctommelin's plan^ which hn will Embmit with his report 
of the eoginee? operations, illuBt rates the preceding remarks^ 

The poaitioD was too extensive for onr FcrcOj nearly all of which 
was occupied in gsiarding it l but it was susccptihlc of no reduction, ed 
that most dcairabln os it was that we should have ocenpied some of tho 
exterior buildings os flanking defencesj wc were unable to do so, but 
ware obliged to confma ourselves to tho palaces and gardens and to 
oroct precautionary deftness against any meaus of annoy once the 
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enemy conld devise- Licatenant-Coltmel Puinell, of Her Slftjcstj’s DOtb, 
bcinjjm cotnmabd oftLe reor-guard oolhe £7 th, I requested him to 
Bssume com maud of tba Palace Garden and buildtiiga adjacent to it. On, 
the fSth the Palace buildings extonding m the direction of the Khoe 
Basaar were ospkred by Captain Moomom, who, with a parly of fiO mon 
of tho noth and Sth FuaUiera, galliintly drove the enntny out at the 
point of the bayonet, killing a coaBidBrnble number with the los3 of 
one man of Her Majesty's OOlh. Captain MooFSoro then placed a picqnet 
in a house com man ding the Cheena and Khaa Bn£u.-irs. On the ^rd in- 
etant the onemy sprang n mine under the Garden wall, which merely 
shoot it without bringing It down. On the Oth they exploded a second 
mine which effected a coasidorubla breach, and appeared La ajme fores 
'with the iRtention of making an assault i but au the head of tho column 
Bhowing itselfon the breach, a well-dirocted tire froin Her Majesty'e DOth 
caused it to retreat precipitately and with considorahle loss. Tha 
enemy also bumoil down one of the gateways of the garden, mating 
a Bocoud practicable breach, at which they occnaiouiilly appeal^ to 
lira a shot or two. Lieutonant-GDlauDl Purnetl had rctreucboil both 
these broncho^, which it heentne evident that tho enemy had no real 
intention of assaulting j but thoy exposed tho gjardem to a sevoro 
musketry lire from commanding buildings on the right, called the Hon) 
Khana ; it, therefore, becumo uecesaary to upon trenches of cotn- 
munication, which were comniencod by Lieutenant-Coloncl Purnell and 
bis oHicers, On lbs Ctb the enemy blew up the picquet overlooking 
the Cheena and Khaa Bazaars, oauniug us a loss of three men, and in 
the oonfiision that ensued, ponotmtad in oonsidorablo mimbeni into the 
Paluco whero many of them were dcatroyod. They are said to have 
lost 450 men. The remainder wore driven bnek, but continued to 
occupy a part ef tho Palace buildiugs which had been in our posaesaion. 
Of these tho nearest to us is a m0S4|ue commanded by gur buildings, but 
giving several easy monna of access to our position. Oo tbe Sth the 
enemy attacked from tho mosque our nearest picquets; hut were 
repulsed with less. In order to prevent a repetition of tbU aunoyanco, 
I eminiinetl carefully, in company with Lioutenant-Cobocl Purnell ond 
Coptatu Mootsom, the builrlings cotmccting us with those of the onomy, 
and we suci^eedcd in penetrating to a vault under their position, whaio, 
Gcrceued by the obscurity, we could see the enemy closely eiuTounding 
tho cutruQcCj and hear Lheni in considorablo numbora overhead. A

cL&rgo of two Lairolaof powder was lodged in LLo vault, and was firod by 
Lieutonant Kiis5el1,of the Bengal Eugiiieors. llio effect was complete; 
many of the enemy Wei’s blo^’in up anti their poeitioo greatly injnred, 
wliilat wc obtained a command over the streets leading to tbe Khua and 
Ctieona Buzaiirs, better and more socurs from moleptution than our previ¬ 
ous one* Thia post was immediately aud securely barricaded by Captain 
CrorameliH. of the Eugiueori, who this day reeuraed his duties oa Chief 
Eugint'cr, and the value of his services was imiiiodintuly apparent. 
Though our po&ition was improved by this CKploaiOd, the poancssion of 
tha mosque was abaolutoly ukcb^' to our security. 1 accordingly 
dctcruiined to ro-capturo it and on mfprossing my wishes to Licutenaiit- 
Colonel PiimeU, that officer himself injcoiapanied mo witb a small party 
of the aOLb nud Madras Fuiiliam TliO eaumy, 60 or CO in mimber, 
wore surprised and rapidly driven out with very trifliug lose on our side, 
and the position itunaediately barricaded and secured by Captam Crorn- 
uielin; it has ever since formed a good coanection between tho picqueta 
of the advanced garden and the quarters of Brasjor’s Sikhs, and nil at¬ 
tempts of the enemy to molost it have beon meffective. It Mis within 
Captain Crommetm's provipce to report in detail the various opemtions 
by which oui’ difficult poaitiem, in close contact with the city, occupied 
by a nuDieroua and porsesering enemy, has been defended and protacted. 

I beg to bring to the notico of Mnjot-Goueml ITaveluck the o^oel- 
leot services porfonned by Limitanani-Colonel PumLll, who has com¬ 
ma uded in the aJvanoa garden and its outpoats since their oecnpatioiL 
Much of the truiieh work by which it waa rendered uuasaailable 
has boon wecoted by his men and under his sui>erinteudcncs, 
directed by the Engincicr DEpartraont. Ou all (weapons be has given 
the cordial and able co-oparatiou of a most brave and acetuupUshed 
officer. Captain Grant, of the Madr^ Fuflilicre, has commanded tha 
post of the mosque, from the 11th October to the 2tid Novmnbor, when 
ho was severely wounded. He maintained the past under a coustant 
and eloss luviskctry fito, and repeated attacks by miaing, with cool 
courage and judgmenfc ; both these quoUties acre required to avoid 
real und to disregard thn imaginary dangers of mme.s, and Captoin 
Grant has displayed them iu an eminent degree, 

Tbc daring and mteUigout Captain iloorsom has bean engaged 
in ntoat of the above opemtiona. and baa given very valuable assistance.

Tower^ I took twelve armed ifcpoys of the regiment, with pick-axes and 
shnvels-i for the purpose of clearing away, if posaibln^ tho battery 
under the Clock Towner We got over without opposition, as the hend 
of tho Kccoiid roUevitag col 11140 was by thi^ tiioE in the laoa and 
done up to the giiufl- As I thongbt this a giiod opportunity to occupy 
nt least a portion of the Tehree Koteo, 1 tuok upon myjKjlf the respon¬ 
sibility to take the sepdjii through a door made iu the wall by theinsur-

Bide of the gntOj and was the firgt man who made an enlmnce. Wa 
killed 60100 five or bije lacn in the gate way p the others having got into 
the roonia above, nnd on the terraces which run towards the Forced 
Bukah. A party of the 32nd came up at this Lime under a Sergeantp 
and Bome 2 fi men altogethEr were shot and bayonotci Wu bad two 
fiepoyt wosmded^ and one man of the 32nd wsa killed. I ought to 
mention that Captain Ijowe, of Ilor Majestj^H 32nd, arrivefl withfiome 
mou after we had got into the rootna, he having been employed in driving 
the inHnrgcnts out of the Captain'a Bai^aar, All tho sepoys behaved well,

On the 26 th September I woa warned by Brigadier Inglia to lead a 
party from the BrigadG Mesa, and haring taken the guns in its front to 
circle leftwards, taking or deatroring all the guns on tho way till wq 
nhould reach our own position at the jail or Tehree Kotee, The party, 
however* that was told off for thb pnrpoae on the 26 bh was required to 
help in the heavy guns and rear guard from the Motoc Mohal, aud the 
aortie was therefore tempomrily dofeired, 

% Haying next mptning mentioned the proposed sortie to Lieute¬ 
nant Anderson, Gflirisan Enginoer at the FnreeJ* Boksh, he stated hb 
opinion of the advisability of the sortie debouching from the jail and 
going in rear of the Square Hu use and proceeding thence in a directioiL 
parallel to the road, by which plan we would start fair from onr own 
groand, probably hit on the enemy's usual roatCp and take the guna iu 
rear.

i. Lieutenant Anderaon led the party out by the Terec Koteo 
and jail and rear of the Sipiare Heiiae to the building now forming tho 
left ef the Higblaadcra' positioiL The enemy being in pf>ssession of it, it 
wM attacked \ but the party never appeared fo outer tho noma and door 
them : it only remained in or rnshed through the courtyard and passages 
shooting orlMiycnetingaueh of the enemy as voluntarily came out 

li. The correct place for debouching from the house was cm the 
same side, only further advanced, os that at which we had catered it,apd 
as 1 afterwaids found. Lieutenant Anderson was waiting there to lead 
the men out, os soon as they should have taken possession of the house. 
Hut waiting for uo giudancc, they left the house at the point which they 
Tsached DU rushing through it, and linmediately found thcmselvea on the 
road. Hearing a call for an Eaginecr Officer, t went forward, and found 
the party on the mod in front of an embmstire, which was shortly afler- 
warde charged and the gnu taken. Not forty men were priseiit for tho 
first ten niiuutcs, and although Captain Evans and my two sepori 
were there, the rest of the explosion party were among the abscntecfl. 
After waiting ten roiuutes, and Major Stepheasop getting impatient. 
Captain Evaoa hopeless of the arrival of tho bursting party nnd material 
spiked the gun. This was no sooner done than they arrived, and tha 
Buhsequent attempt to blow up the gun was a failure, from the vent 
being filled up by the spike. During the attempt to burst the gtiu, an 
officer (Captain Gal way I bollevc) came to roport the capture of two 
other guna, the spiking of one of them,and the neces&ty for reiiifortement. 
Major Stephenaou having advanced towards them, asked me where wn 
were, flud what was to he done. As to what was to be done, on eaqiiiry 
from Captain Evans it appeared that the men had drunk all the water 
reserved to luoisten tho clay to tamp the guns, that iu fact ho coald not 
burst them, and there were no spikes present with which to spike them. 
I therefore smd that, wherever we might go, wo could destroy nis more 
gtins, ojiii that consequently to rotiirn to the entrenchtnont seemed to mo 
^visablc. As to the where we were, I said I thought we were at the

Ilia right tp take a gnu eifmated in a alrtmg poflili™ in the mitWle of a 
lane, to Llie left front of Mr. Oubbina' bocii 5 e. He placed his men in a 
fianking poetLioE. and camo to me for n party to advance and tako soma 
bansefl to the right and left of the lane, from which thero wan a Iseavy 
fire. 1 advaaecd thTOUgh the breqeb io the Sikh Stjuaira, with Liciito- 
nant Oiiaeley^ 48th HegimeDt, Native Infantry, Lion tenant the Uon^hla 
X Fiiiser, and 35 iheh, and led them np thahme to the Dmiji: of the 
enemy a stochade, 1 to<rk up a paHition wiLb four or five men, and fired 
on several of the enemy wlio were trying to escape. Lieutenant OiiBele>% 
the Hon'hle d, Frii5ser, and several men got over ihe fitockade, and tho 
party under Captidn HardiiLge camo f^rward^ and the gtin^ a G-ponuJcr, 
pointt-d towards him, was taken posses^ioa of One of onr men waa 
killed fia wc reached the stockade, and one wounded ft short time after. 
Fourteen or fifteen of the enomy were killofb of them in two huts to 
the right and Icftof the lane. I left this party of tbe reserve imder com- 
inand of the Uoa ble J. Fra 3 cr, and went back to the remamder of tho 
icficrve. which 1 fcHind had ndvanced from the Sikh S^piore, under 
Captain Giilivey, and we proceeded down the lane and took up forward 
pQEitionB in a boueje which Captain Forbns, lift Light Cavalry; aii<l hia 
Sikh orderly had examined and reported euiptj\ Th^re was a 
fltnmg party of the enemy to our loft front, who kept up a heavy 
iJre^ I placed part of the men under Captain Clalwey in front of tho 
hoiue ; another party, under Captain Forbe.^^ tixak posHcaaion of 
the upper story of the house ; and I detacheil a third party to uiko 
posae^ioD of a barricade acrosa the street a little to our right front, 
Ouj' loss here was one killed autl ouc wounded. Five or aiK of the men 
from this pueitiuu got into a largo house atill further in advance, and I 
went suid examined the bouse, and foundp after getting into the lower 
story, that the euemy had begun two mines the Bh[iftj^ of whidh were 
sunk to a cDnsidemble dcplfa. I reported this to Lieutenant Iniie^, the 
Executive Eugiueer, who, on examinationr decided on blowing them tip. 
Being short of men, I ordered a party of ten^ under Sergeisnt-Major 
Douovun, to come down unr centro bastion and occapj the house where 
the minBs were. He remruBcd in charge till the mines were blowTi 
up- DuTing tho time t was thus occupied. Lieutenant Ouseley 
rendered great service by capturing a gitrti which b[w:l checked the 
advauee cf the party lo w^hich he wjw attached by beiug planted 
at tho end of a very murow bme, about 00 or 70 yards long. Lieu te¬ 
nant Ousclej, aocoiupauicd by Sergeant Miggius and four men of 
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the 1st Slndm-s Fusiliers, went throdgli a number of liousos and 
narrow papuagca to the right of the lane, and finding their further 
pr«jgrt!sa stopped by n very high and steep boatiou, where they distinctly 
heard the voieca of the cueiny, they ascended it, led by the above- 
Darned officer j found it imoccupied, and rushed across it into a house, 
from which they fired down upon and killed two out of aoiaao forty men 
asaenibled below them; and raising a cheer, routed tho enemy, and 
took possession of the gun without loaing a man. or giving the enemy 
thopowor of discharging the piece, to which drog-ropca were attached 
to enable the ouemy to puU it round the nearest corner should we at¬ 
tempt to charge it. A party of eight or ten men froin Captain Galwey a 
pOTilion, under Licutouant Clovelaiid, reinforced Lieutenant Ouseley, 
and after the gun had been remov^-d they retired, and the bnation was 
blown up. Aftanvarde two small guns wore found ia a laua close to this 
battery and taken possession of by Lieutenants Ouseley and Aitken, I3th 
Regimeut NatiTo lufoutry. The three were dismantled from their carir- 
ages and were sent into the gxirriaon, and the carriages broken tip and 
huniL Our loss at tbisi point was one killed nud two wounded—one of 
the latter. Mr. Liicaa, whose real and gallantry on every occasion during 
the siege every one bus heard of. About 11 oclock we returned 
into gfixriaoii, having examined and cleared tho guuH from the whole 
of tha front of Mr. Gubbins' houBo, Wo bud not time or men to 
examine tho hoiKoa in front of our centra hostion, which I much 
regret, as there are constant reports from the men that mining is going 
on ; but I have no geod reason to supposo so, as I have invariably 
when called found tho huuses unoccupied, and heard no noises that 
would lead mo to suppose that mining wna going on.

Sortie on the S9lh September, /torn tJte le/l Square, Brigade J/ess./or 
the objeei of deatroghnj tJie enomy’e guns U/t in front of 
Brigade Mess, in front of Cavinpore Batlery, and on the left of 
Cawnport Road. 

This sortio proceeded simultaneously with two others—one from, 
the Sikh Square to the right of the Brigade Mess, and another from the 
Redan towards the iron bridge, led by Captain McCabe, Her Majesty's 
32itd Regiment, with h fr W of tho men of hla regiment, who had during 
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tbs beeii oti duty on the pasta opposite the positioti to te 

(ittjickcd. The TPbda strength of Lhe fiordekig party wan 200 cieii, 
with a reserve of 150 mecL 

Al daylight the party iesued from an opening hi the Brigade Mess 
wa]l and farmed up under eover of a wall which rcm« parallel to tho 
other at the dbtnnce of a few paces. The advaLioo was then made in 

tho men ha%'iiig to scramble over the debris of a house which had 
been blown down on a fomicr ocaoslaoj and a rush made direct on the 
oi^eniy'A gnu, IB^poiinder, which lay bohiiiil a breastwork, at the dia- 
taiico of BO yards from thu Brigade Mess. Tlie gnnnem fired 
ronuda at ua whan we made nlir fippoaraDco, bnt before tboj could fire 
again wo had scukd their battery and driven them to flight. Wo 
then proceeded to forte a btiilding immedialEly to the left of the giiu* 
The lower atorv wa^ quickly occupied* Captain McCube, the gallant 
leader of many former sorties, was mortally wounded in tho operation, 
and flomo delay having in cousequcuOe neemred, a few of the enemy in 
the upf^er etory had time to kill and wound several of our men 
before they were attacked and bayoneted. After the house had been 
taken possedwdon of, a pi^juct of £5 men was left to hold it while tho 
main body of our men proceeded along a narrow lone under coiuTnojad 
of Major Simmoas, Horiiajesty'a 5th Fusilicic, to occupy two large build- 
ingfl about 60 and SO yards, respectively, in advance of the 6r^t* with 
several other smaller buildiuga adjoining ; the loss to the eaeniy id oil 
being probably above thirty tuen. On our side bad the misfortune to 
loae Major Simniooa, who was killed by a musket shot wbilo leading his 
men into the uHJSt odvodCOd hullding, ’We had now progressed to a 
position from which we had a view of the enemy's IS-poLinder gnu io 
front of the Cawnpone Battery. It lay iii a laoe niuuing towards the 
Cawupure road, the end of which waa bardcad&d and loiphokd, and 
directly in line with it; on the opposite ride of the road the enemy 
occupied a hatiso fmiji which they kept up a hot musketry fire os our 
position. 

I then eent for the reserve, and desiurf that an ofScer of rank 
might be sent to coitiiiigmd tho whole party. General Sif James Otitram 
haviug become acquainted with our progress aeut wurd that tinleas 
further advance could be made without danger of considerable loaa„ 
the d^ign of proceeding ogaiitat the enemy’s guu now m our viow 
fihould be abandoned, and tlmt the party should retire after destroying 
in sncceosion the bon^ wo had taken posscssioD of.

On tfaie occasion tlio o3rd, 93rd and a body of tbe 4th Punjab 
Sikhs, dlstiagukhed themselves.' 

Two very promising- young officers lost their lives—Lieutenant 
Majrno, Bengal Horae Ariilleryj Qnartenniaater-Geoenil'is Department^ 
and Captain ^Vheatcroft, Carabineers, doing duty with Her Majesly's

All the troops behaved very well. 

With the eiecption of my tents* all my heavy baggage* mcloding 
provisinnii for fourteen days fit my own force and that iu Lucknow, 
accompanied me on tny march across country to Dilkooshii, covered by a 
strong rcar-giiard under Lientenaut-Colonel Ewart, of Her Majesty's 
93rd Highlanders* This officer distinguished himself very naiich in this 
difficult conuDaDtl ; his artdler}^ under Cap Lain Bltmt, Bengal Horse 
Artilkrjp assisted by the Eoyal Artillery under Colonel Crawfoid, EA + 
having been iu action for tbe greater part of the day* 

The imr-giiard did not close np to the column until Into nest 
dnj^ the enemy having hung on it until dark on the 

Everj" description of bnggngc lia^ung been left at Dilkoosha, which 
wftfl occupied by Her Majeatya bth Regimant^ I advanced direct on So* 
cundorb»gh eiuly on the Ifithi 

This place is a high walled enoloAure of strong masonry, of 120 
jQjda square, and waa coreffully leopholcd nil round* It waa hold very 
olrongly by tho oneiny. Opposite to it was a village at a dktanco 
of a hundred ymdfl, which wn3 ulsp ioopholcd and filled w ith men^ 
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On the bond of the column fulmndoj; up ibo Inne to the left ef 
the Seeutidorbf^h, Rre was opjaod on tie. The infantry of the adnuiw^ 
guard was quietly t1iro\Tn in skirmiahing order to line a hank to the 
right. 

The giinB WCTi? pushed rapidiy onwards, Captain Blunt'a troop, 

Bengal Horse Artillciy, and Captain Tmrers' Royal Artilleiy, Heavy 
Field 

The troop passed at a gallop thmugh a erosa-firo from ths villago 
and Secunderbagh, and epeued fire within easy lunakiitiy range in a 
mo&t damg TEiaJiiier 

Ak soon bs they oaukl be p'X'ibed irp a stiff baukp two l^i^pfuinder 
gnuB, under Captbiii Tmver?* were also brought to beiir on the biiildii3g* 
Whilst this WHS Uiiing effocteth the badiog briu^ado of infentrj, 
nodet Brigadier the HoiiTjle Adrhui Hope, cotuiog rapiiUj into aetioUi 
cfltised the loopholed villrtge to be sibaiuloiscd J tbn whob fire of tlie 
brigade being then diret ted on the Secunderbsigb 

After a tiine a large body of the oneinj, who were holding gronod 
to the left of our advamco, were driven by parties of the fl-ird and b3rd, 
U'o of Captain Blnirt's guns aiding the inov'GTnout, 

The Highlar.deni pumisd their ad vantage and seized the barracks 
Mid imtoediatoly converted it into a military ptiah, the 53rtl stretching 
in a long line of gkLrinifihcrs in the open pluin and diiving the enemy 
before ihcm. 

Tlie attack on tho Secunderbngh had now boon proceeding for 
about an hoar-and-a-hnlf, when it was detenninod to Eulco the place by 
atorm through a aumU opetiing which had been ninde. Thia was done 
in the most brilliant manner by tha reniaiDdcr of tho Uightanders^ and 
the 53rd and the 4th Fiitijab Jjifyntry, gupportod by a battalion of de- 
tachnioivts nuder Major Barnston* 

There nover was a bolder feat of arm?^ and the loss infficted on the 
enemy* after the entrance of the Socunderbagh was 0Elected^ was im¬ 
mense more lhan S,CK)iJ of the eoemy were afterwards c&tricd onb* 

The ofTicons who led theao regiments were Licatenant-CotoaBl 
Leith Haj,Her Majesty's BSi^I Eiglilandors; Licuteannt-Colonel GoidDn, 
Her Majesty's BSrd HiglibudcrB; Captwin Walton, Her Majestv's 53rd

Cckputia Peefa Eoyal Naval siegednuu then went the front 
and advanced towards the Shah Ntijjeef, togeth^:r with the hold 
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battory and Mine mortara, the villngc to tha loft boring been cl oared 
by Brigadier Hope ftod Lienteoant-Coloiiel Oonloil.* 

The Shah Ku.j[jeer iii a domed oioaque with a jjardon, of which 
ihc most had been aindfl by the enemy. The wall of the encloaurt 
of the niOS 4 UC waa loopholed with grent care. The flntrance to it 
had been covered by a regular work in maaoniy, and the top of tho 
buildiog wnfl cKiwtiod with a parapet. From this, and from the 
deronees in I he garde d. an vroceaaing flra of niUBketry wan kept up 

from the coromenecniotit of the attack, 

This position wae defended with great resolution against a heavy 
cmtionado of three houre. It waa then stormed in tho boldest ma.mef 
by the Mrd Higblandere under Brigadier Hope, supported by a 
battalion of detachmenta under Major Banislon, who was, 1 regret to 
Bay reverely wounded ; Ooptnin Peel lending up hk Heavy gnna with 
extiaordinflry gaUaiitry within a few yarda of the building, to batter 
the massiTa Btone wails. Tha withering fire of the Highlandera 

effectually covered the Naval Brigade from groat loss; hut it was an 

action alMOsb unexampled in war. Captain Peel behaved vciy nrncli 
03 if he hiwl been laying the S/«mnon alongside on enemy* 

frigato- 

This hronght tho day’s operations to n close. 

On the noxt day, eouinultueattons were opened to the left rear 
of tho bnrmcks to the canal, after overcoming considerable difficulty. 
Captain Peel kopt up a steatly canuonade on the building called the 
mess-houBO. This building, of considomble sUe, was defended by a 
ditch about twelve feet broad and scarped with masonr)', and beyond 
that a loopboled mud wall. I determined to use the guns ns much as 

possible in taking it. . , 

About 3 PJi., when it was considered thnt men might bo sent 

to storm it without much riak, it was taken by a company of the 90Ui 
Foot under Captain WoIseley,t and a picquet of Her Majesty’s fi 3rd 
imaRT CapUun Hopkinfl, supported by MajoT R-iruBton'a battalion of 
deUwhmmts under Captain Guise, Her Majesty's SOth Foot, and some 
of the Punjab InCmtiy under Lion tenant Powle tt. The meas-boTiso 

yvas oarriod innoodiat^ly with u mah. 

The troops then pressed forward with great vigour and liucd the 
vmll separating the moaa-houBO from tho Mo tee Mnhgl, which couaiata

last stand, which was oFereome afler sn haur, oponiiigs hn^ipg been 
broken in the wall, through which the troop pDun?d, with a body 
of sappers, and accomplished our comtinmicatiana with tho ReaidoQcy. 

I bad the inexpressible sutisfaotion, shortly afterwards, of greeting 
Sir Jamea Outram and Sir Honr)' Havelock, who CBJoac out to meet 
pie before tho aiition was at an end. 

The relief of the besieged gurrisQii had been neeotnpllflhedi 
The troops, including all mnka of officers and men, had worktsd 
stronuously and poraevered boldly in following up tho advantages ginned 
in the various attacks. Every man in the force had exerted tumsolf 
to the utmost, and uow met with his reward. 

It should not be forgottou that these eiartiuna did not date merely 
from the day that I jomad the camp; the various bodies of which 
the relieving foreo was compo&oil, having made the longest forced 
marches, from variona directions, to enahla tho Gc^vonuncnl of India 
to sure the garrison of Lucknow^ Some from Agra, flome from 
Allahabad, all hod alike undergone tha same fatigues In preasing 
forward for the nttamment of Lhia great object. Of thoir conduct in 
the field of battle tbe facts uarirated in this despatch are gofficiont 
evidence, which I will not w eaken by any eulogy of mine, 

I dndre now to direct the attention of Vour Lerdahip to tlio 
pioriU of the officers who have served under lay ordera on this occasion. 

I cannpt convey to Your Lordship, in adequate terms, my deep 
aeoflc of tbe obligations I aoi under to Major-Qcneml Mansfield, 
Chief of the Sta^, fur tho very able and cordiELl assistance he hae 
afforded mo and the service during these opemtions, and how adiiiiitt- 
bly the very many and important diitica belonging to his situation 
bare been performed^ fur which bis high talents and experience of 
service in this country so peculiarly fit him. 

I have also to express my very particular Bcknowiedgments to 
Brigadier-General Hope Grant, CJl., who was in immediate command 
of the division by which this oorvice was efFoetod. HU activity in 
canyrng out the details has been admimble, aud hh vigilance in 
euperintending the outpost duties has boen unsurpassed. 

My thanks are peculiarly duo to Brigadier the Hou'ble Adrlaji 
Hope^ who commanded the advance of the force; aa also to Captain 
reel, c.n.p of the Royal Navy, who has distinguished himself iu a 
luost marked planner.

Brigadier Tlnseell and Lieutenant-CobnGl Hale distingubhed them¬ 
selves much in eampleting the ebain of posts on the 17th and 13th in 
that direction ; the enemy having been very TigihinL on that pointji and.

Brigadier Kus^li having been unfruinnatdy severely wounded en 
the afteriiCion of ibe 13th instant^ 1 placed the lamented Colonel Bid- 
dulph in crmvmand of hb Ime of post^.

Captain Bontchieri of the Bengal ArtilSciyj distinguished himutlf 
by the mtelligent and able support he. afforded Lieutenani-Colontl 
Hale, Her Majesty'e S£iid Footp on that uffcor succeeding Colonel Bid-- 
dulph.

Tlie lodioB and th© woundedJ^ the tteasnrep the guns it 

WEks thought woTlh while to keep, tho ordnance storcfl^ the graan still 
by the commisaariat nf the gamfioOj. and the State pnaonefs, 
iitwJ alt been previoni^ty removed. 

Sir James On tram had received orders to burst the guna which it 
wa$ thought tindeiairable to take away; and he was fiimttydirected 
silentEy to evacuate the Eeddcncy of Lucknow nt the hour iiidioaltda 
The dinposiliona to cover thoir retreat and to rcfiist tho enorayp 
ohould ho pGTsue, were ably carried out by Brigadier HonTile Adrlnti 
Hope \ but 1 am happy to eay the eaemy was completely deceived^ and 
he did not attempt to follow^ Oa the contrary he begna firing on our 
old poeitions, many houm after wo had left them. The movement of 
retreat was adaiiinbly ejcocuted and was a perfect Lci&^a in such eombi- 
natioDS.

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The only Jinfl of ratxaat lay thiodgli a long and toTtuouB laae, aud 
all those precautioua were absolutely aecasaarj to ensure the safety of 
tho force. 

The ejttrcma posts on the left, under Lientenant-Colotiel Hale. 
Her Majesty's S2iid ; Ueuteuant-Coloncl Wells, Her Majesty’s 23Mi 
Foot; and Lieutenant-Colonel Ewart, Her Majesty's 93 rd Highlanders, 
made their way by a rcmd which had beon eaplored for thotn, after I 
considered that the time had arriTcd, with due regard to the security of 
tho whole that their posts should bo ernouated. 

It Was coy cndaaTOur that nothing should be left to chance, and 
the conduct of the officere in exactly carrying out ihoir batructions 
was beyond all piaisc. 

During all thesoi operations, from the I6th iaatontj the remoant 
of Brigadier Greathed’s brigade dosed in the roar, and now again formed 
the TeJU>gORr<i ns we retired to DilkocKdtiBi, 

Dilkuoihfl was reached at 4 A. al on the 23rd instant by the whole 

force.

The exertioEis of Brigadier Lattleand of Major Onviy^ reBpcctivGljp 
of the Cavaliy Brigade and the 9th LancerSp were uuccafiing in keeping 
np our long line of eoranitmicationap and pr&aerving otir extreme roar 
beyond the Dilkoosha, which was constantly threatened.

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At djiyUgtit oa the 2Sth of Novemljer. 1 proceetlodj according to 
iaatructiotis. with Her Majesty b 3*tli Regiiuent, two coin pan lea ef Her 
Majesty s Eegiineut, and four guns of Miidraa Native Artillery, 
to take up a poaltioa at the Racket Courts two companies of Her 
Majestv's Regiment having been placed iu the Baptist GhapcI to 
keep up cuminunicaLioE with me. When within a few hundred 3 arda 
of the Racket Courts I received instructiona through the lata Cflptain 
JlcCren that Gonend Windhaiii prafcired tha poiiLion of the previous 
0 vetting being taken up on the bridgOi and the Bit boor road defended. 

I coDisoqnently netilled* leaving a company of Tier Mujeaty'B 34lli 
Regiinent to occupy the front Hoe of broken down Native iufatitr)' huta. 
tmd another cdTnpany in their support in a hiick building about TOO 
yank to Lheir rear. J then {ktuehed a company of Her Majesty's 
34t.h to iho opposite flida of the road acniag the plain in a lino with 
the above support to occupy a vaeant house^ to man the garden walla 
auJ the upstair verandah, The^e compELttiee formed a strong podtion, 
and quite comiuauded the whole road towarda the bndge, 1 halted at 
Ihc bridge with the remainder of the 34th and four guns, and 
barricaded the road, and placed two guiifl on the bridge. I lit on sent 
two companies of the 34th under Lioutenant-Culoaet Slmp^ou^ to 
occupy the position ho held the previous evening, to preveuL the 
egress of the enemy from the town towards the entrenchment, as also ] 
to defend the road from All.ihabad. This picquet I aubaequontly 
strengthened with two of my guns which could not bo w^orked on the 
bridge, 

A briAk fire was kept up by the cneiny finm thoir position amongst 
the Native lines on the advanced skinniahcre and pkquel and upon 
the bridge by their giins [IB-poundcns} throughout the whole day* 
About midday Captain BlcCrca conveyed inatmetiona to mo to pro¬ 
ceed to the front tc attvek the euemy'a iu fan try- and guuB. that hq was 
to convey the syiiiie inatructionja to Her Majesty's G-lth KegTroent, and 
both parties to advimce ab the aaine tiioao. 

Ciiptftin McCrett took with him to strengthen the (J4th. forty men of 
a com puny of Her Maijeety's 82ud. which 1 had placed us a piequet 
lit the old CemnvbBariat coii^uiif.i for the proteetioti of the road 
leading from tlmb direction to the ontrenchinesit, I adt anced with my 
tw'u guns and a compciuy of the 34lh from Lhe bridge, taking, aa f 
advancodj the company Btalii^ned to my right in the upstair houae, 
and Lhe company occupying the broken htiU (with its support) ou my 
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UtL Ofl advftficLng wid clearing thn front line nf buts, I waa dcrironn 
and endeavonted to pu^h the whole of my pnrty arro^ the plain m 

front to charge the eneniy’a giina. but oa their infantry atlU oeonpied 
broken ground ofothcrhute, and ray foret without aupport, it could 

not be done. The enomy*fl guT« were driveD far to the rear by the 
fire of ray two guns, after which my slrirroishera, support, and right 
pLctiiiet, tMk lip their original posltioiw, and I returned with the gnna 
to the bridge> Shortly after tiiia. the enemys JaTantry were seen 
to be skirting along the edge of the town, with the evident inten- 
tioa of turning oiir Bank, and of pouring a Bre upon ns from the houses 
on our left. Both pkqiiet end Bkiimiahere applied for remforccraento 
which 1 Muld not afftird, but desired them to hold their pointiOM as long 
as possible, and ibon fall back to the bead of the bridge, which 
they did ftbuttt 5 o’alock. 

The enemy were now increasing lo large numbem on our Jert, 
occupying houses, garden^wnlb.'.and the church. A company was sent 
through the gardenfl to disl«lgc the enemy and drive them from the 
church but the enemy was strong enough to maintaija, or rather to return 
ro iheir noritioD. I thou concentrated all my force on both flanks of 
the brid^imd wiLh the gnus kept up a heavy fire. The eoemy 
now brought up a gun into the churchyard, which enfiladed the 
bridge at a distance not exceeding 150 yards, my own gnus not being 
able to bear on their position.

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T >im positiDii inclicidBH tlie post of Aliitnbogh, his standing cninpi 
of which the front ta X,^00 yards in rear of that post, and tho bridge 
of Biinnee, which is betd by ^^0 Madras sepop and two gniis. 

On the 2Tth I marchod wlt-h Brigndiar-Goneral Gmnt's Division 
all the Indies and familiea who hud bean rescued from Lucknow, and 
tha wcmnded of both forceSj miLking in all ahont 2,000 pcoplci whom it 
was neceHsaiy to carry, and encampod the eveniDg of that day a httlQ 
beyond Bunnee bridge- 

The long train did not reach complatety and file into camp until 
after midnight. 

When we amved at Bunnee, we wore auipriaed to hoar vaty heavy 
firing in the direction of Cawnpore. No newg had reached mo from 
that place for sg^eml days ; but it appeared ciecessary^ whatever the 
inconToniencej to prqaa forward as quickly ns possible. 

The march acconliiigly reni^otnmenced at 9 A_ 3L the nart mermng 
and shortly aftomarde 1 rocoived two or throe notea in ewceessioB,— 
auiioundng that Cawnpare had been attacked j scemtHy^ Lhat 
General Windham was hart;] preyed ; and thirdly, that he had boon 
ebligod to fad hack firom outside the city into hk entrenchmeint. 

The force wait accordingly pressed forward, convoy and nil, nnd 
was encamped within throe miles of the Oangee, about three hours after 
dark, the rearguard coming in with the end of the train some twenty- 
four hours afteirwards. 

I precede^l the column of march br two or three hours, and reached 
the catreuchiuont at diisk, where 1 learnt the true state of aSair?, 

The retreat of the prerious day kid been effected with Lho loss of 
a oortain amount of comp equipage^ and shortly after my anival^ it waa 
reported t-o me that Brigftdier Cart how had retreated from a very 
impgrtanL outpost. 

All this appeared disastrous enough, and the no:^t day the city 
was found to bo in possession of the cnomy afc all puinte. 

It had now hecomo necessary to proceed with the utmost cauticia 
to ^ecurifi the bridge. 

All tho heavy guns attached to General Grrant^a Division, tinder 
Captain roeh B. N,, and Captain Travers^^E. A,, were placed in position 
on the left bank of the Qangosi and directed to open fire and keep down 
the fire of the enemy on the bridge. 

This WI14 done very effectually, while Brigadior Hope's Brigade, with 
aotna field niiilleTy and cavalry, wa^ ordered to cross the bridge, and 
tftke position near the Old Dragoon liiiea. 
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A cross fire wBs at lha ranio time kept up frara the cutrencbroeat 
to caver the march of the troops. 

When darknoss began to draw on, thoartilleiy parks, the wounded, 
and the families were orierad to file over the bridge ; and it woa not 
till (i o'clock tf, 1L, the day of the 30th, that the last cart had cleaied 
the bridge. 

The paasage of the force, with its encumbrances, over the Gangee 
had occupied thirty hours. 

The camp now stretches from the Dragoon Lines in a half circle 
round the poaitLon occupied by the Into General Sir Hugh Wheeler, the 
Foot Artillery lines Leing occupied by the wounded and the fainiUss. 

A desultory fire has been keptnp by the eoemy on the entrenchment 
and the boot of the camp amca this position was taken up, and t am 
oblige^^l to guhmlt to the hostile occupation of Cawnpora, until the actual 
deapatch of all my ennurabrnnees towaida Allahabad has been cffectod. 

However disagreeablo this may be, aud although it may tend to give 
confidence to the enemy, it ia precisely ono of those cases in which no 
risk must be run. 

I trust when the time has arrived for me to act with due regard 
to these considerations to sec the speedy evacuation of hia present 
poaicion by the enemy. 

In the meantime, the position taken up by Brigadier-Oeaeral 
0 mat's Diviaion under my immediate mders has restored tho communi- 
cationa with Futtehportf and Allahabad, as had been anticipated. The 
detnchmeotfl moving along the road from these two places have been 
ordered to continue their march accordingly. 

Major-General Windham’s despatch relating the operations con¬ 
ducted under Ms command is enclosed. 

In fortfarding that document I have only to remark that the 
complaint made by him in the secMiid paragraph of not receiving inatrufl- 
tions from mo is esplained by the fact of the letters he sent atiuouacing 
the approach of tho Gwalior Ftffce not having come to hand. 

The first nulice 1 had of his embarrassment waa the distant sound 
of cannonade as above described. 

All tbe provious reports had declared that there was hut little 
chance of tho CwaUor Contingent approaching Cawupore.

28th and 29tb inatnnt, 1 tniBt Your Eicelloncy will excose the hnaty 
vnimiieF in whkh it ia nocesaaiily drawn up, owing t-o the eonataut. 
domandfl upon me at the present moment. 

Having received through Captaiiv IL Bruce of the 5th Punjab 
Cavalry information of the Mavetnetitii of tho Gwalior Ceutingont^ but 
having received none whatever fk>m Your Exeollency for bo vend ilay.fi 
from LueknoWf in anawor to my letters to the Chief of the S taff, I was 
obliged to net for myself 

I thirofore resolved to encamp tny fotco on the canal, roady to 
otrike at any portinti of the advancing enemy that came within tny 
roach,keeping at the same time my coromumcations safe with Cawnpore. 

Finding that the contingent wore deteTmiiied to advance^ I rseolv- 
cd to mMit their first division on the Pandoo Nuddoe* My furos 
conifitod of about 1,200 bnyoneta and eight gniw and 100 meujitqd 
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ftqTOifB. Ho.vipg aeofc my camp eqiii|>iago baggnga to the reoTp I 
adranced to the attack in tht? following order:— 

Fojit cDjnpMiica of the RifiiB' BngatlOp tindoL* Colonel H. Walpolo-j 
followed by four companies of the SSth Conmitight Bangers^ under 
LieutenantrColonoI E, H. Slaxwell, atsJ four light fi-pcmnder Jladm^ 
gund^ under Deutenant Chamlor j the whole tinder the comniand of 
Brigadiar Carthew^ of the Madras Native Infontiy. 

Following ttiEfl force was the 34th Regiment, under Lieutenant'' 
Colonel Rp KoIIYp with four B^ponudar gtins ; the SSnd RcgimEnE in 
reserre, with a pare amm unitiati , &c. 

I hail given direct iQua, in the event of the enemy being fonnd 
directly in our frontp and if the ground permittad, that Brigadier Car the w 
ahould occupy the ground to tho left of tho road, and that LieutenATit- 
Colonel Kelly* with the 34th, dlvidod into wings, and supportod by hia 
artiltcrvp Gliould take the right. It so happened, howqvor^ that thla 
order on out coming into action became exacEly inverted by my 
directioaa in consequence of a sudden turn of tho road. No confusion, 
howoyerp was caused. Tho advance was made with a romploto line of 
akirmishcra oloag tbc whole Gtout, with supports on oithcr Bide and a 
reserve in tho centre* 

Tho enemy^ strongly poatod on tho other aido of tho dry bed of 
the Fandoo NutldeOp opened a heavy fire of arlillery irom siege and 
field guns ; but such was the eagerness and courfige of the troops, 
and K> well wore they led by tlieir officers, thab wo carried the pfisitlon 
with a rush, the men cheering a* tboy went j and the village, more 
than hftlE a mile in its rear, Wiia rapidly cleared. The mntinflera hastily 
look to flight, leaving in our possession two 3-intrh iron howitzers and 
one 6-pounder gun. 

In this fight my loss was not severo ; but I regret very niiich that 
a yciy promising young officer^ Captoin H. H, Day, SStb Regiment, 
waa killed. 

Observing from a height on the other side of the villago, that the 
onemy^a main body wasat hand^ and ihab the one Just defeated was their 
loading diviaien, I at once decided on retlriog to protect Cawnporo, my 
enbrenchmcntSt and the bridge ever the Cangea We aocordingly fell 
back, followed, however, by the enemy up to the bridge over I he canals 

On tho momitig of the 27th, this enemy commenced their attackp 
with an over whelming force of heavy artillery. My position was in 
liorit of tho city. I woe ibreatened on all sides^ and very scrioLisly

attacked on my front and right flank. The heaTy fighting in front, 
at the point of junction of the Cal pee and Delhi roads, ftU inure 
especially upon the Kiflc Brigade, ably comoiandcd by Colonel Walpole, 
who was supported by the Sfith Regimeut and four guns (two9-poumJora. 
two 24-poimder howitaers) under Capluiu D. S, Greene, R. A,, ami 
two a-fc-pounder gnas, manDed by eeamen of tbe S/idnneu. under 
Lioutennnt Hay, R* N., who was twice wounded, Lienteuant-Colonel 
John Adye,R. A,, also afforded me marked aasietonce with these guns. 

In apito of tbe bcniry bombardnieat of the enemy, my twiopa re* 
sisted the attack for five boura, and still held the ground until, on my 
procoediug poisonally to make sure of the safety of tha fort, I found 
from thfl number of men bayoneted by the 88th Regiment that the 
niutiueershad fully penetrated the town; and having been told that they 
were then attaching tbe fort, I directed Sfajor-Geueral Dapnis, R- A., 
(who na my sccond-in’Coinmfliid I had left with the main body,) to fcH 
bock the whole foica into the fort, with all our stores and guns, shortly 
before dark. 

Owiog to the flight of the camp followers at the commencemenb 
of the action, notwithstanding the long rime we held the ground, I 
regret to slate that in mating this zeLrogmde roovement, I was unable 
to carry off all my camp equipage and some of the baggage. Had not 
an error occurred iu the ooBveyance of an order issued by me, I am of 
opinion that I could havo held my ground at nil etfente until dark, 

I mtiat not omit in this stage of the proccedlnga to report that 
tbe flank attack was well mot, and rcsiateil for a considBinblo time by 
the 34tli Eogimeut under Lieutenant* Col one! Kelly autl the Mailraa 
Battery under Lieutenant Cliamier, together with that part of tho SSud 
Regimeut which was detached in tbb direction under Lieutenant- 
Colonel D. WttteoD. 

In reliriug within tho cntreachmonts, 1 followed ihe general in- 
structioDS Issued to mo by Tour EKoellonoy, conveyed through the Chief 
of tho Staff, namely, to preserve the safety of tho bridge over the 
Ganges, and my communications with your force, so severely engaged 
in the important operation of the Relief of Lucknow, os lar os poBfiblo. 
I strictly adhered to the defensive. 

After falling buck to tho ftrL I aeaemblcd Ibn superior officers 
on the evening of tho £7th and proposed a night attack, ehould 1 bo 
able to Tcccivfl roliablo inibrmatioa ns to where the enemy bad 
asGcmblcd his artillery.

Founhly^ —^That, with tlioSSlh Regiment under Lieutenant-Colonel 
liar well, I should defend the portion of the town nearest the Gaogeaon 
the loft of the canal, and support Colonel Walpole if rojuired. 

Tlie figbtiog on the 28th was veiy eoTore. On the left advance, 
Colunnl Walpole with the Rides, supported by Captain Gieene's Bat« 
tery, and part of the 82nd Regiment, achieved a complete victoiy over 
the enemy and captured two 18-pciundar guuH. 

The glory of this well-contested 6ght belongs entirely to the above* 
uimiod companies and artillery. 

It was owing to the gallantry of the men nud oflirera under the 
able leading of Colonel Walpole, and of my Lam onteil relation, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Woodford of the Bilio Brigoda (who 1 deeply regret to say was 
killed,I and of Lieuten&nt-Colonel Watson, S2ud, and of Captain Greene, 
R. A., that this hard contested fight was w'on and brought to so proRt* 
able an ond. I had nothing to do with it beyond sending them 
supports, and at the end of bringing some up myself, 

1 repeat that the credit is entirely duo to the aboromentioned 
officers and men. 
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BrigadieJ' Wilsoa thought proper, prompted by zeal for the eerviea, 
to lead his rogimoot ngamsC four gtins placed iQ front of Brigadier 
Cfttthow. In this daring exploit, I regret to nay, he ioat hb life, together 
'with several vaJuafale and able officers, ^lajor T. Stirlir^, Gith Eogi- 
ment, was killed in fipiking one of the guns, oa was also that due galltint 
Voting man. Captain K. C* McCrea, 64th B^iment, who acted aa Dcpul:y 
ABalstautQDartermaBter-Gebeiul to the force here. Captain W. Uorphey, 
04th Beglmont < the Brigade-Mnj or) also fell at the sanio time, Our 
Dumhers were not stifficiont to enable tis to carry off the gnns. 

Captain A. P-Bowlby, now the senior offipcr of tho 64th Regimant, 
distinguUhed himself, ns did also Captain EL F, Saundnra, of the 70th 
Ilcgimont. who waa attached to tho 64th, and i* senior tn Captain Bowlby, 
whose conduct he describes OB most devoted and gallant; as waa al&o 
that of tho men of the regiuent, 

Brigadier Cartben, of the Madras Native Infantry, had a most 
so Vera and strung contest with the eoeiny from morning till night; but 
I regret to add that he felt himself obliged to retire at dark. 

During tho night of the 28th instant, the nnomy oociipied the len'ii, 
and on the morning of the 2Dth commenced bombarding my entranch- 
mentfl with a few guns, and struck tho bridge-of-boats several timea 
The guns mounted in tho fort ware superior in nniuhor to those of 
the enemy, and were well manned throughout the day by the oEicom, 
Jion-commifsaioned officers, and men of the Royal Artillery, seamen of 
the jffAaUTrnn, Madma ami Bengal gunnem and Sikha 

The chief outwork was occupied by the Rifle Brigado, and in the 
conn^ of the afternoon, by Your Ezcelloncy's instructions, they were ad¬ 
vanced, and gallantty drove the amtinaers out of that portion of the 
city nearest to our works, under the command of Xieutenant-Colonel 
Fyers who was enpportad by Colonel TYalpole, 

Throughout the abort period T have had the temporary command of 
this divifiioii, t have received both in the Held and elaowhore, the moat 
important aaaistajiee from Onptnin H. Bruce, 5tb Punjab Cavuliy, With¬ 
out him I should have been &t a great lose for reliable information, and 
although I am aworo that Tour Kxeellenoy is not ignorant gf his ftbiUtiee, 
courage, and assiduity, I think it my duty to make this mention of his 
wrvice to the country,

Without catering ixitg imy ile^ml of the opnerationa carried on hy 
the force under joiir comntaiidi on the 26th, 27th| 23 th, and 29lh 
which 1 consider unnecessary, as you ware present the whole tinie^ yet I 
feel it my duty to bring to yoiu- notice tho excellent condticfc of the 
eSeem, non-cominissioDed ofiicers and men, both of the Hoyal and 
and Bengal Artiilciy% whom you placed under my command. 

Lieutenant Oliircr. R A,, who waA in comTunnd of a hastily equipped 
battery of two ft-poundcra and two 24-pDUtider howitzerep mmined by a 
few Royal Artillery and Bengal gunners and some Sikhs, did his best 
to bring his gnus into action nn the first day's opcnitionD on the PaudOQ 
River ; yet from his extremo ineEperJcnce I thought it better to piano 
my oiile-de-camp. Captain Siiistield Greens, TE. A,, in command, and I 
beg to bring to your notieg tho adminiblo manner m which he directed 
zmd fought the guns at the close of the day. 

On the 27th he supporbed the RiHo Brigade and SSth Connaught 
Rangers, and ae our force retired he assisted to protect the retreat. 
Again on the 23th, ho supported CuIodoI Widpole and the Eiilo Brigade 
on the advance on the left, and asaiated materially in tho capture of two 
18-pouijdef guns. On the 2Dth he cqpnmaoded four gima in tho fort, 
lieutenant Chamier, of the Madras Artiibry, who commanded six light 
guns, perroriLiedhiadutiee entirely to my saltsfaciion, peirticnlariy on the 
23thj ivhen he was attached to the force under Brigadier Cart hew, 

X b^^g also to hiitig to jour conaideiation the conduct of Lieutenant- 
Colonel John Adye, n>y Assist nut Adjiitant-Qenoral, who ToluntcEr- 
ed oil the night of tho 27th, and brought from the centre of the town 
a 24 pounder gun, which hatl been left behind in the retreat, in conse¬ 
quence of its having been jammed in one of the iiiutow fltreet;^. This 
officer was assisted by Captams Austen and Bradlhrd, of the Bengal 
Artilleiy, On tho 2[>th he again vohmteered and took command of 
the same gim, (manned by a few Bailors and Madras gunnois), and 
plficed it in a position to protect the canal where It provEiJ of giK>d Lr- 
rice during the day, I beg aUo to testify to the willing oxertio^is of 
Senior Surgeon R. 0.

On the afternoon of the 5th. about 3 P, n., the enemy attacked o«r 
left picqnet withartilleiy, and showed infantry round »nr left Bank. A 
deauUoT)- fire was also begun on oar pici|iieta in the Geneml Cimg, 
which ia an old bazaar of Tciy considerable extent tilong the canal, la 
front of the lino occupied hy the camp* These arlwnrjod positions had 
\>eea held since o«r arrival by Brigadier OrciLthcd's brigade .vith great 
firtnness the Brigadier haring diaplaycd Ufl nsiml judgment m tlteir 
arrangement and -support. On two or three occObions he had been 
bupTOrted by Captain Pecl'a beary guns and Captain Botirehiers field 
biittcry, when the artillery of the enemy had annoyed him and tha 
general front of the camp. 

After two hours of cannomiding the enemy re tired on the afternoon 
in queatlon.

HU left occupied the oldcimtonmctit from which Oeneml Windhati/s 
past had been principally asaailcd.

la short tho canal along which were placed his centre and right 
was the main feature o£ hla positiou and could only be passed in the 
luttoT direction by two bridges. 

ll appeared to me, if InS right wore vigorously attacked that it 
would be driven from its porilion without asaUtauec coining from other 
pari* o£ hia line, tho wall of tho town which gave cover to our attacking 
culumns ea our right being an effeetivo obatacle to the taovemenl of 
any iwrtioa of hU troops from his left to right. 

Thus the possibility becAiue opparent of attnckltig his divieion

From IntcUigonco recoived before and after the action, there seems 
t<j he liltlL' diiubt that in cmisjuuence of the anival of linir regtinenN 
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fi'aiti Oiidh, ttuJ thD gatbenng uf various mutiDOii^ corps Vk liich karl 
snlTei-ed in previous acLioiiS, aa wdl ass the iwscniblagq of all the N^eloil's 
follo^Tors^ the streugt h of the enemy now laiiountod to about 25^009 uiati, 
with nU the guua belonging to the CoutlngODt^ some SG in nnmberp 
together wilh a few giaua bolougitig to the Nfimu 

Orders wore given to Ocnerol WiDtlkiin, on the morning of the 0thj 
to- open a heav^^ bonibardment at 9 A. m. fro to the cn trench [ii cut in the 
old canlQUinent aad bo induce the belief in the enemy that the attack 
coming fruiii the Geuemra position+ 

The cm up was a track earlvT and ail the baggago driven to the 
river&icle nndor a guard, to avoid the ulightcot ri:sk of accident.

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The whole ntta^k tihon proccoded, the eaemy quickly res]K>utlin^ 
from hbi proper right to the fire of our hcav^y and Geld artillery. Good 
UMe was made of these giins by Cuptaiu Peel, C. B., IL N-, nnd the 
artillerj' officers itiider ^lajor-GoDeral Dupuis, c, B., fi. A., Brigtulicr 
Crawford, R. A., and Unjor Turner, E. A. 

The Sikhd of the 4th Puiijub tufunlry thrown into shlrrniahiug 
order, supported by Hor filjyesty*8 53rd Foot, attacked the eucmy in 
sonic old ruounila and brick-^Idliifi to rur lufl: with great vigour. 

The advance then continued wilh rapidity along the whole line, 
and I had the aitbiffiction of obsen'iug in the dlitaurB that Brigadier 
Walpole was making equal progress ou the ri^hL 

The cDiial bridge was quickly paased, Cnptain Peel leading over 
it with a heavy gun, aoconi ponied by a soldier of Her Majesty’s S3rd, 
named Hannaford. 

The troops which bad gathered together reBumiug their line of 
fonnation with groat rapidity on either side os soon os it was crossed, 
and cDiitiiiuing to drive the eaemy at all points^ his catup being reached 
and taken at 1 r.M..and his rout being complete along the Calpoe Road. 

I must here draw attention to the mamierin which the hgavy 3+-. 
pounder guns were impelled and managed by Captain Peel and his gallaut 
sailors- Through tho oitraordinary energy and goodwUI with which tho 
latter have W'orked, their guns have been constantly in advance through¬ 
out our luto opemtions, from the relief of Lucknow till now, os if they 
a'CTC light field pieces^ and the sarvice rendered by them in cteaiing our 
front has been incalculable. On this occasion there was the sight be¬ 
held of 24-poudder guns advancing with the first line of ildmiishcrH, 
Without loBiog any time the pursuit with cavalry, infantry, and 
Jight artillery was pressed with the greatest eagerness to tho four- 
teeiith milcatcincoa the Calpec Road, and I have reason to believe that 
every gun and cart of amiaunition which had been In that port of 
the enemy’s position which Lad been attacked now fell into our pofsaea- 
siou. 

I hod the satisfaction of accomponjing the troops engaged in tho 
pursuit, and of being able to bear witness to their strenuous endeavours 
to make the mosit of the success which had bocn achieved- 

Wheu I passed the camp and went forward on the Calpee Rond, 
Major-GenEmt Monsfietd was desired by mo to make arrangomecita for 
the attack of tho position called the Subadar’s Tank, which estend- 
ed round the left tear of the enemy's position in the old cantonments- 
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Aa this openitlon was n e^parata oaoj I h^g to enclose for your Lord- 
considoratioo tlie Major-Ocnoral^a gtvq nafralLi e^ 

The troops having returned from Lhe pursuit at midnight on the 
6th, and theLr bflggago having reached them on the afterncon of the 
Eoxt diiy, Brigftdier-Genetai Grant was detached in pursuit on the Sth 
vribh the cavalry, some light artillery, and a brigade of infimtiy, with 
orders to destroy public buildings belonging to the Nana Scihib ab 
Bithoor, and to press ou to Semi Ghat^ twenty-five miles from hence. 
If he bad good tidings of the retreating eueTuy^ Thia duty ndmir^ 
ably performed by the Brigadier^Genettkl, and ho caught the enemy 
wheu he was about to crosa the river with his remainjng guns. 

The Brigndier-Geceml attacked him with great vigour, and by the 
csiccllciit disposition ho made of hia force succeeded in taking every 
gun the enemy posscased^ without losing a single man« 1 have the 
pleasure to enclosie the Brigadior-Goncrars report for your LenLhip^a 
perfiual. 

It now rermains Pjr me to bring to your Lordship'a notice the 
officers who havo distinguished themselves during the series of opera¬ 
tions which huve occurred under my own ojca, since this field forco 
left the neighbourhood of Lucknow, 

I have a particular pieaaure in agatn bringing to your Lordship^jj 
notico tho jseal and great ability with which Major-GeaemJ W* It, 
Mansfiold, Chief of the Staffp has^ oonduetsd tho very important duties 
of bis high pooitLonp and of my obligation Co him for the most valuablo 
nsaiatanee ho hns nfirarded me during the whole of the recent Operations* 
I desire also to caU your Lordship's attantion to the able and distm-

In ohedicnce to yonr Excelbncy^s mstmetionfl, when I left your side 
ttfier the mptiira of the ettomy'a camp on the afternoon of the 6Lh 
Dccecnbcr, I proceeded to mahe theairaQgeinents for taking the po&ition 
(filled the Subadars Tank, In rear of the enemy's left, and about a inile- 
ond-a-lkalf in a direct lino from the entrendiuicnt throngh the old cun-* 
tonments. 

Before advancing, measures were taken for the safeguard of the 
captumi camp, Colonel Kelly, with a wing of SBth Foot/bcing placad 
la pcirition far that piw[>oi 3 e, in addition to the 2i^rd Reghuent, which 
lifud alieady boon loft there by your Excellency.

The 9Bnl HighUotlerd wiko had been placod oil the Grand Trnak 
Road, beyobd the cannp to the IuCe, at tlia tiinfl that your Excelloucy 
gave the orders for prewng the pnr^Liit of the enemy iiJoDg the C]d[iee 
Road, were now, at 2 P. M., begin d log to euflTer fruTii tho etiomj*s 
which were m poaition about 1,000 yards in their front, in the code- 
siirOB between them and the tank; 

They were advauend a short diBfanoo with CaptAiii Middleton^a 
Field Bfittesry.R. it. which aiLSwered the enemy's gima until the flidi3 
Brigade under Bngadier Wnlpi>k and the heavy held battciiy under 
Captain Lungdon^ R could bo brought up. 

In the courae of ijalf-an-honr Lhk htul taken plncOp and the heavy 
field battery pushed along the road interBCOting the Qnind Trunk 
Road about a mite to the left of tba Eiieiny'fl onmp, and leMing 
directly to the old can ton moot. 

The Riflea were eiteiided in Kkirniiahidg order aenie 300 yard-# on 
each Side of the road slightly iu advance of the heavy guns, the 
High bud era being kept in reserve. 

The.se anRigeincnEa having been taode, the advunco took place, 
and the eoemy begaij to give way imiuediatolyi sunecEiaive positions 
being Jaken up aTn:! a rupiil fiio nmintained by Cqjkdn Lirngtleu and 
C-fipUviti BJiddloton, of the R A., the RidoB passing Lhmugb tho OTicffi- 
snres tu the right* and the bruken grounij to the left of the road^ with 
much r[iirlt, tinder the able dirEctions of Brigodior Wnlpoile, 

On the entnvuce of the village bidng reached, whieh inay bo diritiu- 
gubhixi ns the Mldiena* burial-gi'ouisd, although the Guclosures were still 
hold to a certain degree by the enemy, it appexircd to me expedienL t^i 
pu^.b the field battery thi^High the rillagio at a gaillup, and taku 
position in the plain, with the Tank on the rights the infantry being 
desired io prcfia forward ns fsMb as they could. 

This wjfLs dode very well by CapUiin Middleton, VL A., and he liajJ 
the RaiLi«faction of firing at the enoniy's guns as they difappearcfl alfHng 
tho Bithoor Rtjad, whilst tho Rifies wero still niuniug up to bin 
support. 

The position wfis then fairly occupied, Brigadier Hope coming up 
with the reserve of Highlanders and taking charge of the picrptcU 
which wore thrown out on the line of the enetny's retreat. 

About 4 p* M. the postrion which had been taken was attacked by 
artiller}' brought by ibc enemy frotu the old cantonment 
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These gnnfl might havo Iscea taken; hnt I refrained from giriog 
ihenoeessaTyorJer. being a^ara that it was mntmry f y<nir Eaed- 
kucy'g wish to involve the troops among the onclosurfs and hoasea of 
the iiy cantonmODt; and that if the slightest advance had been umde 
in tliflt quarter, it would hate been uwessaiy, at whatever loss, to 
make no stop till the entrenchment should have bee a reached. ^ 

When Coptnin Lougdea's and Captain Middleton's battenea hud 
almost Bucoeeded in silencing the enemy's fim. the position was attacked 
by wme gnus of the enemy from the broken ground of the plain on 
exactly the opposite aide. They could not be seen, except by their 
pmoko They were, howorer, anawere^i qnichly, and all the men and 
fmld hospital. &c.. having been pot under tnlemble cover, no barm wna 
BufFered by the troops in consequence of this attack. 

At dusk I bad the eatiflfaction of seeing large bodies of the enomy'a 
infantry and cavalry move rimni to the west of the pofation about a 
mile distant, in full rotroat. 

It not being poasibla to commimi'cate with yonr Excellency after 
sunsot. the poeitioii taken up being almost ieolated, and oa repotted to 
me there being conaidcrftblii mint bom of the enemy sliU in ocenpation 
of the town and old cantonment, the picqneta all rcuud tha puuition 
were slightly elrengthened, and the troops bivouacked by their arms. 

Eveiy thiiig having been quiet during the night, the Higlilnnthirs 
wera wilhdrawn the next moming, and replaced by tha 3Slh Font 
under your Excellency's onlera. 

My thanks art) eniinontly due to Brigadier Walpole, who crimromid- 
ed the adi-anca, and Brigadier Hope, conimnudlng the roaerve; to 
Oiploins Middleton and Loiigden, commanding the batteries of artil¬ 
lery, and toioy Aide-de-Conip, Captain Manstield. who was of the grtnU 
est iiBO to me till ho Vas unfortunately severely wounded after tha 
guns hail passed the vtUaga. 

Cnpiaiu Herbert Bnico, Deputy QuarteTmastor-Generul, whiwe 
merits ato ro highly considered by your Excellency, distinguished him- 
Mrir very much by his knawlodge and upprecinliun of the ground, and 
was the ennse of my being able to direct the troops with tolerable 
certainly.

At midiiiij on the fttb instiuifc batviug received Tlij^ IkMllcncy the 
M#n. tJiffli. CominfmdiM--in-CMef B ordere, through 

yoiii te march to BlLhoor, and if I 
thought it adi-iBablq or h^^ird of 
ajiy of the rebels' gima being nt 
Semi Ghatj a ferry about twenty-five 
miloa above Cnwn pore, on the CangeSj 
to proceed there, I atjirted with the 
force named in the margin^, nnd fiom 
wbiit 1 could Icam on the roBwl I had 
Foasou to believe that a certnin niim- 
ber'ef gnm bad been taken to this 
ghat. Towards evening I halted the 
force. nnJ directed the men to have thoir diimerB. 1 then proceeded 
OQ to ShflomjEM>re,—a village on the rood wUhiu three niilea of Serai 
Gbftt. where I halted the forec until daylight I then collect^ the 
haggtigp, and had it placed in a safe spot covered by a portion of 
artiilery, cavalry and inlaotry. 

I moved tho remainder within abont two miles of the Ghatj when 
I procoeded to reconnoitre with a porl^* of the 9tli Lancers, and found 
oil the hanka of the rivet a force nsaembledj and horsemen and sepoys 
with baggnge moving down towarcLs the spot, I immediately ordered 
lip the cavalry and guns;, but the road under the banks of the river 
was of sueh a dangerous nature from the qniekflnnds, that the heavy 
II-pounderB of Captain Middleton's Battery drawn by tired horses, ruu 
great risks of being altogether stopped, and it was only through the 
hard exertions and praiseworthy conduct of Captain Middleton, ^eute- 
inuit Milltunn, in command of the hattoiy, and the men. that the gnna 
were gut through. An la-poundcr of the enemy was here discovered 
fixed in tho quiokaaud. Two gunjB of tho Field Battery having got over 
this dilliouUy, and on to the dry bonk of the river, soon got into posi¬ 
tion, and under a vory oovere fire ifoin thirteen of the robcls’ guns, 
LientfluaDt Millman brought his guns into play. Soon after Captain 
Bommiiigton's troop ..oped upland took up a most admimblo position 
covered by tho bank of n ditch, opening on tho enemy a flanking fire 
which, together with the rciuainder of the Field Battery, now come up.

A ftirce of the rebeW cuT&lry ojon this camo up to try And tjvke 
our guiu ; but the 9th Ljvaceis, under Uitjor Ouvry, the 5tb Ihinju-b 
Hoise, uodcr Licateimnt Toutighusband. and Hodaou’s Hon-e, under 
Liflutemiit Otrngh, the wboto coiuiufluded by Brig:idier Little, advanced 
upon them, dreve th^m away, and Lieutenant Teunghufiband. who waa 
eent nut in pursuit with his niea, cat up boom: &t> et 90 strugglers, and 
took three standard^. 

The oiorcnieat of our cavalry towards the rear of the eotoniy. no 
doubt had the effect of hurrying their retreat front theirguna *, but the 
ground wiW! of such a nature as to proveut the possibility of getting at 
them before they had got aodcr cover of trees and houses. 

Tlio lufantry Brigade, under BrigadioT the HonTila Adrian Hope, 
was of great nse in Bupporting the advance of the cavalry; but beforo 
they reached the ground the enaniy wero in retreat. 

As soon as poaaiblc I sent up the Sihh Infimtiy to secure the guns, 
and am happy to say fourteen btasa guns and one 18 -poiinder, wjih 
liiijbers, wagons. &c., and a largo quantity of nmiiiunition, were taken. 

The BUOCesa was complete, and I am truly grateful to God and happy 
to say, though the fire of grape from tho enemy was most flevere and 
weU-placod, fidliDg amongst tho artillery like hail. I had not a single 
man even wounded, and only one horse of Captain filiddloton's Buttery 
killed. It v^iU 3 truly marvellous and ptovidential. TJvirteen giins,nTOst 
of them 9*pouaders and 24-poutider howllJiera, were playing with gmjw 
OD the gallant artillery, nnd with nJund shot upon the cavalry, tho 
former within about 500 yard-H-flud His Eacollency is well nwnre with

In continuation of former iniitruotioiiB, JLijor'Ocneial Windhain is 
requested to direct bis attention to tho general poaition of the stationa 
threatened or affected by the Gwalior Contingent. 

Assuming that force to have arrived at Calpee, it ia apparent from 
the map that besides the Jiimnn there are between that place and 
Cawnporc, the Ttiiid Nuddee and the Fandoo Nuddee. 

Supposing the enemy to contemplate an advance on the line of the 
Ganges from Calpee, bo would proceed either to Akbarpore or 
Chutrampcirc. 

In either caee„ measarsB ’would bo taken to deatroy the bridges on 
these streaiiLB. 

If tho enemy proceed to Akborpore, it is tolerably evident tbat he 
^onld be bennd eithEr for Gii^'upara or to Sheopajpore^ There would 
be ample time iben io take urgetiCi meoauroa at Cft’wnpGro^ supposing 
the bridgtra to bavo been destroyed. If, on the conUary, he makes far 
Ghatumpore, it may bo presumed that his aim b Futtohpore*

Assuming that be ia boptid for Cawnpore, it will be for Ooneral 
Windham to exercise bis diaerctioti id cabiiig up the Futtehpore gar- 
risDD as a reinforeeinetit.

Oovemment having been ftilly restnred io the Ftittebporo District, the 
interests of which woold be eocrificed by the obajidoameat of the 
post. 

General WiudhaTn will have at his disposal about 501) rnnk atid file 
of British troop^j inoludiLig ft detachment of the ^avsd Brigade left to 
work his guns.
